—In exercise of the powers conferred on them by section 137 (i) (L) 
of the Bangalore Municipal Law, 1897, the Municipal Commission for the Civil 
and Military Station of Bangalore having made the following Bye*law relating to 
‘ Weights and Measures* and published it under this office Notification Nos. 3359, 
dated 3rd October 1910, and 4284, dated 2nd December 1910, and the same having 
been confirmed by the Hon*ble the Resident in Mysore as required by section 13 > of 
the Law, the Bye-law is hereby notified for public information under section 180 (3) of 
the said Law 

Chapter III.—Sanitation and other purposes. 

Bye-law No. 19—Weights and Measures. 

B.M.L. section 137 (i) (L). 


Standard of Weights. 

I. The standard of weights for use within the limits of the Civil and Military Station 
of Bangalore shall be the pound and multiples. Nothing in these rules is intended to 
have application to or to interfere with the use of the Tola of 180 grains Troy. 

а. On and after the ist July 1911, the following shall be the only weights recognised 
in the Station 

100 lbs. 25 lbs. 5 lbs. I lb. J lb. lb. 

50 lbs. 10 lbs. 2 lbs. i lb. i lb. 

•These weights shall bear a Municipal mark or stamp and no weights which do not 
bear such mark or stamp shall be used by any person. 

For purposes of a maund, 25 lbs. shall be taken equivalent to one maund and no 
other maund shall be recognised. 

3. There shall be kept in the Municipal Office and in the Honourable the Resident's 
Treasury, a standard pound weight certified by the Collector of the Station which is 
referred to in these rules as the standard pound. 

4. There shall also be k^t in the offices mentioned in rule 3 su^ra a set of the weights 
mentioned in rule 2 supra. Each of such standard weights shall be stamped with the 
weight thereof. 

5. The said set of weights shall be tested in the month of January in every year by 
three persons to be appointed by the Municipal Commission who shall certify that they 
accurately correspond with the weights marked thereon and the said weights shall there¬ 
upon for all purposes of comparison, testing, and inspection be the sole standard for such 
weights within the limits of the Civil and Military Station Municipality until the next 
testing. 

б. The Municipal Commission may, w’ith the consent of the Local Government, 
appoint an Officer of Government, for the purpose of testing from time to time >Yeights 
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brought to him by any person in the Station. Such officer shall compare such weights 
with th?" standird sets of ’weights herein before referred to and on satisfying himself 
that such weights are correct, shall cause a mark or stamp to be affixed to each of such 
weights. A fee of half anna shall be charged for each weight so tested and compared. 
No weight shall be tested or compared by such officer which is not made of iron, brass or 
other hard mct'al. ^ 

Provided that lead may be used by the officer testing any weight to bring such 
weights up to standard, but such lead when used for this purpose shall be stamped by the 
officer using it with a mark approved by the Municipal Commission. 

7. The standard pound referred to in paragraph 3 shall not be used for testing any 
weights, except the sets of weights referred to in these bye-laws. 

Standard of Length. 

8. The standard of length within the limits of the Civil and Military Station Muni¬ 
cipal it}'' shall be the yard. 

9. There shall be kept in the Municipal Office a measure of a standard yard in length 
certified by the Collector of the Station. 

Standard of Measures. 

10. The standard of measure within the limits of the Civil and Military Station shall 
be the English Imperial quart and its multiples. 

11. There shall be kept in the Municipal Office and in the Hon'ble the Resident's* 
Treasury, a standard quart measure certified by the Collector of the Station which is 
referred to in these rules as the standard quart. 

12. There shall also be kept in the said Municipal office a set of measures equal to

thereof. No measure not stamped as required by these bye-laws shall be used by any 
person.

13. The provisions of rule 6 above shall apply mutatis mutandis to t\\e.iest\\\g oi 
mcasuies in comparison with such standard yard measure and such standard quart measure. 

14. On and after the ist July 1911, all dealings and contracts, had and made within 
the limits of the Civil and Military Station Municipality for any work to be done or goods 
cto be sold or delivered by weight, length, or capacity shall, in the absence of a special 
ontract to the contrary, be deemed to be had and made according to the weights and 
measures herein provided. 

15. No person shall use any weight or measure of a denomination ordinarily applic¬ 
able tp any of the weights and measures referred to in these bye-laws or to any sub-division 
or multiple of any such weight or measure in the same system of weights or of measure 
(as the case may be) unless it is in conformity with the standard prescribed by these bye¬ 
laws in respect of such weight or measure. 

16. Any person found infringing these bye-laws shall be liable on conviction before 

a Magistrate to a fine not exceeding R20. %

“ (6) TTna the attention of the Government been drawn to the following 
opinion, expressed by the ‘ Committee on Emigration from India to the Crown 
Colonies and Protectorates * in paragraph 408 of their report, issued in 1910: 

* The population (of Mauritius) has risen to a density of 669 <o the square milo j poverty 
is increasing j the demand for fresh immigrants has ceased for the last two yearn, and it 
does not appear likely that further artificial addition to the population could he to the real 
advantage of the Colony or of the immigrants.' ' 

'* (c) Will the Government be pleased to state what steps, if any, they pro¬ 
pose to take in view of this opinion P 

“ H. (a) Are the Government aware that marriage according to Hindu or 
MiiEr nyimmdft'p rites is not recognised as valid in law in Mauritius, and that 
Indian settlers in tfcit Colony are placed under the French law of marriage and

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succession, and that this is regarded by the Hindu and Muhummadan settlers 
as a grievance ? 

“ (i) If so, will the Gtovernment be pleased to state if they will urge on the 
Colonial autliorities the necessity of removing this grievance of the Hindu and 
Muhimnnadan settlers in Mauritius by recognising in their case the validity of 
Hindu and Muhummadan laws of marriage and succession ?”

“ Tlic Government of India have received a copy of the Report of the Com* 
mittee on Emigration from India to the Crown Colonies and Protectorates 
referred to by the Hon’ble Member, and it is at present under their considera* 
tion. No decision lias yet been come to on the recommendation of the Com¬ 
mittee in regard to emigration to Mauritius. 

” The reply to the first part of the second question is in the affirmative. 
Tlie marriage law formed the subject of correspondence between the Govern¬ 
ment of India, Her Majesty’s Government and the Colonial Government in 
1897, but the law has remained unaltertri for reasons of which the Government 
of India are not aware. Tlie que.stion of the application to Indians of the 
Colonial law as regards marriage and succession has noW been raised in the 
Report of the Mauritius Royal Commission, 1909. ^he Government of India 
will take the matter into consideration in connection with the Emigration 
Committee’s Report. ” 

The Hon’ble Ur. Sachchidananda Sinha asked 

“ (o) Is it a fact that in the North-West Frontier Province legal 
practitioners (including Barristers) are under the necessity of taking out an 
annual license on payment of Rs. 20, besides paying an admission fee of Rs. 60, 
and that these rules apply even to Barristers already enrolled (on payment of 
Rs. 600) as advocates of a High Court or a Chief Court ? 

" (6) Will the Government bo pleased to state how many applications of 
Barristers for enrolment as ‘ legal practitioners ’ were made to the Judicial 
Commissioner, and how many of tliesc were rejected, since the creation of the 
NortJi-West Frontier Province ? 

*"(<?) Will the Government be pleased to state the number of applications 
which were made for sjjecial licenses (i.e., for permission to appear in parti¬ 
cular cases) to the Judicial Commissioner during the same period, and how 
many of these have been rejected ? 

“ (d) Is it a fact that the Judicial Commissioner has fixed a maximum 
number of legal practitioners for his own Court and also for the Courts 
subordinate to him ? 

“ (e) If so, what arc the numbers so fixed and under whose authority has it 
been so done r 

(,/*) Are the Government aware that the rules regulating the enrolment 
of legal practitioners in the Courts of the North-West Frontier Province have 
caused great dissatisfaction amongst lawyers, as also among the litigant public 
in that province ? 

“ (y) Do the Government propose to bring the said rules in conformity 
with tliose in force in the Judicial Commissioners’ Courts in other provinces ? 

Tke Hon’ble Mr- Jenkins replied 

" A report has been called for.” 
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The Hon’hle Hr. Saehohidananda Sinha asked • 

“ (a) Are the Government aware that in manoeuvrea carried out by troops 
in the winter months in the different provinces in India heavy field firing 
is practised and villages have to be evacuated for that purpose ? 

“ (J) Are the Government aware that the evacuation of the villages is 
attend^ with great discomfort and trouble to the villagers ? 

* “ (c) Are the Government aware that standing crops are injured by the 

movements of the'troops? 

“ (d) Under what law, if any, is the evacuation of villages enforced ? 

“ (e) Is there any similar practice in the United Kingdom ? 

His Ezoellenoy the Commander'in-Chief replied 

“ (o) Yes, such practice being essential for the training of the troops. 
In some instances it is arranged that villages should ho evacuated, hut this is 
only resorted to in the interests of the inhabitants as a precaution agmnst the 
|)0S8ibility of accidents, and every endeavour is made to inconvenience the 
inhabitants as little as possible. 

“ (6) The evacuation is only for a few hours. 

“ (e) Under the orders in paragraphs 212 and 213, Array Begulations* 
India, Volume X, when such damage does occur, compensation is paid as 
assessed by the Civil Authorities. 

“ (d) There is no law on the subject, but it lias been the custom for many 
years to arrange with the villagers to leave their villages during firing when 
there is any risk of accidcn|. 

“ (e) The Military Manoeuvres Act, 1897, gives much more extensive 
powers to prevent interference with the execution of manoeuvres than are 
exercised in India. The Coramander-in-Chief fully realises that the ruhw 
on this subject require amplification in order that the necessary training 
of the Army for war may be carried out with the minimum of inconvenience 
to the rural population.

" "Will the Government be pleased to state the number and names of the 
officers appointed in the Indian Educational Service between the years 1898 
and 1904, *nd also between 1906 and 1911, respectively, as also the provinces 
in which they have been posted ? ” 

The Hon’ble Mr- Butler replied

“ ((f) If so, what steps doliho Government propose to teke to prevent the 
repetition or the recurrence of the use of expressions like that used by” the 
Advocate of India and some other Anglo-Indian papers ?

The Hon’ble Mr. Jenkins replied:— 

“(«() Government have referred to the expression objected to, which 
occurs in an article in the issue of the Advocate of India of the 28th January 
1911. It w'ould ap 2 )oar that the word * fellow * has unintentionally been 
omitted between the word ‘ our ’ and tlio word ‘ subjects 

" (6) Government have not noticed any similar expression in the same or 
any other Anglo-Indian newspaper and have no responsibility in the matter. 

“ ((!) & ((i) In view of the answers returned above, replies to the last two 
questions do not seem to be called for.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ghitnavis asked 

“ (a) Has the attention of the Government been drawn to complaints in 
the Press about the time of this Council being taken up by provincial Central 
Provinces matters ? 

“ (i) Do the Government intend to consult the Hon’ble Chief Commis¬ 
sioner if provision could be made for the proper discussion of provincial subjects 
by the formation of a Legislative Council for the Central Provinces under sec¬ 
tion 46 of the Indian Councils Act of 1861 ? « 

“ (<j) Has there been any correspondence on the subject between the Im¬ 
perial Government and the Hou’ble the Chief Commissioner of the Central 
Provinces ? 

“(d) If so, will the Government be pleased to state if any, and wliat, deci¬ 
sion has been come to P ” 

The Hon’ble Mr Jenkins replied 

“ {a) The attention of the Government of India has not been drawn to 
specific complaints in the Press on the subject. 

“ (i) & (c) The Govornment of India have received a communication 
from the Hon’blo the Chief Commissioner of the Central Provinces as regards 
tile constitution of a local Council for the Central Provinces, and the matW is 
now under their consideration. 

(d) No decision has as yet been arrived at.” 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya asked 

“ Has the attention of Ghivernment been drawn to the remarks of Hi? B. 
N. Mukerji in his Presidential address at the last Indian Industrial Conference 
to the effect that the new branch lino terms would have a discoruaging effect 
on the promotion of District Board lines? Will the Government bo pleased 
to say whether it will reconsider the matter in order to fadlitote the construe* 
tion of light narrow gauge Eailways by District Boards P ” 

The Hoh’ble Sir T. B- Wynne replied 

“ A reference has been made to Government in this matter and is under 
consideration; but, as at present advised, it does not seem to them that any 
action is necessary in the direction suggested by the <]uestion. 1 may point 
out that at the present time branch line terms permit of a 8^ _ per cent, 
guarantee, while the terms usually given by District Boards provide a 4 per 
cent, guarantee; and it should also be remembered that it is open to ^mo¬ 
tors, if they consider the branch line terms more favourable, to a ^ for tiie 
application of those terms instead of District Board terms to any feeder lines 
they may be desirous of taking up.” 
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ISie Hon’ble Pandit Madan Kohan Malaviya asked 

'* Has tha attention of Government been drawn to the following remarks 
of Hr. B. N. Hukerji in his Presidential addi;pes at the last Indian Industrial 
Oonf^ence; 

* Talking about the Bailwaj Board as a commercial maui I would like to see a commercial 
or 6nanoial expert as one of the members. As at present constituted the Board is what 1 maj 
call a technical one. Each member has a wide and expert experience and knowledge in tho 
^ construction and working of Railways^ but inasmuch as Railways are inseparably connected 
with the commercial interests and development of the country, what is want^, in my humble 
opinion, is an additional member who should be a commercial and financial expert. * 

Will the Government be pleased to say whether they will consider the 
advisability of giving effect to tho suggestion contained in tho above remark P” 

The Hon’ble Sir T. £. W]rnne replied: 

” Government do not consider it desirable or necessary to adopt the sngges* 
tion made by Mr. Mukerji. It is conceded that tho Bailway Board have wide 
and expert knowledge of the working of Bailways, which knowledge necessarily 
includes an intimate acquaintance with the commercial needs of the country. 

• They are in constant communication and close toucli with the various Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce in aU parts of India, the meetings of which they frequently 
attend. Individual merchants and others communicate direct with the Board 
upon subjects in which they are interested, and in every way the Board are in 
a position to deal broadly and impartially with the various commercial pro¬ 
positions for trade development. It may be that they are at times unable to 
agree with particular proposals made in the interests of individuals or a parti¬ 
cular trade without regard to other existing interests ; but this is not a reason 
for additions being made to tho membership of the Board as suggested by 
Mr. Mukerji.” 

The Eon’ble Baba Bhapendranalh Basa asked 

“WUl the Government bo pleased to lay on tho table the figures 
showing expenditure in political trials, civil and criminal, in the provinces of 
Bengal, Eastern Bengal and Assam, Bombay and the Punjab during the last 
three years, including the year 1910-1011 ? ” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Jenkins replied 

“ Inquiries are being made.” 

The Hon’ble Hr. Gokhale asked 

“ (o) Has the attention of tho Government been drawn to the report, 
which has appeared in tho newspapers, that 90 sirdars, deputed to India by the 
j^nters in Natal to recruit, on an extensive scale, indentup)d labour for their 
eltates, before the notification prohibiting indentured emigration to Natal 
comes into force on SOth Juno next, have started for this country by the 
steamship iTnffulit 

“ (6) Will the Government be pleased to say whether they intend to take 
oatly and effective steps to make their decision, to prohibit indentwed emigra¬ 
tion to Natal after the SOth of June, widely known throughout those areas 
where indentured labour for that colony is usually recruited ? ” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Clark replied 

' “ The Government of India have seen the newspaper report referred to. 

“ The decision to prohibit emigration to Natal was, as the Hon’ble Member 
is aware, announced at a meeting of this Council held on the 8rd January last. 

• The Government of India believe that this decision is now widely known, and 
ihejr do not consider it neoessiucy to take any special steps in the direction 
indicated by the Hon’ble gentleman, ponding the publication on April 1st of 
the notification prohibiting emigration.^’

PREVENTION OF SEDITIOUS MEETINGS BILL. 

The Hon’blc Mb. Jenkins : “ My Lord, I rise to move for leave to intro* 

duce a Bill to consolidate and amend tlie law relating to the prevention of public 
meetings liktdy to promote sedition or to cause a disturbance of the public 
tranquillity. 

"This Bill is intended to take the place of the Seditious Meetings Act of 
1907, which, in ordinary course, would expire on the Slot of this month. This 
is tlie third time that the Act has been before the Council, and I think we may 
reasonably hope that it will be the last. Since the duration of the Act was 
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extended last year, theite has been a new Secretary of Stdte and a new Vicer oy 
The composition of the Government of India has undergone a very considerable 
change, and a Council has been given to the Bengal Governnlent, one Member 
of which is an Indian. Yet the decision upon the subject is still the same and 
is still unanimous, that we ought to have an Act upon the Statute-book for the 
prevention of seditious meetings which may lib applied in case of need. It 
may i^rther be considered that there is not one Member of the Government 
of .India and not one of the many persons whose advice has governed the doci- 
sibh of the Government of India who has not approached this subject with a 
< most sincere desire to dispense with any legislation of the kind if it were 
possildo to do so. I think, my Lord, that that fact should weigh with thaso 
who are prepared to bring to the consideration of the question an unprejudiced 
mind. -As it is intended to refer the Bill to Select Committee, I will not in- 
those introductory remarks anticipate any of those arguments which may ^ bo 
used against the Bill. Everything that can bo said against the principle 
of legislation of this kind has been said many times over, and some of 
the arguments which wore urged against the details of the existing Act have no 
application to this Bill. Iii dealing with the Bill I propose, in the first 
instance, to give a brief account of the history of the case down to the present 
time, showing how the necessity for the existing Act arose and why there 
is still a need that its effective provisions should be incorporated in this 
Bill. I will then take up the existing Act and explain its provisions regarding 
‘which there has been much misconception and much misrepresentation, 
partly ignorant and partly, I am afraid, intentional. Finally, I will explain 
the provisions of the Bill and show in what respects they differ from those 
of the existing Act. 

" In dealing with the history of the case I will not go hack beyond 1905, 
although the seeds of the mischief had been sown long before that time and 
had already produced a rank and noxious growth. It is a mistake to think 
that the partition of Bengal was the origin of the agitation which reached its 
greatest height in the year subsequent to the partition. Bevolutionary ideas 
and revolutionary organisations had been in existence long bciforc that time. 
The partition no doubt brought to the front men who would otherwise have 
held aloof, and it also afforded a magnificent opportunity to the leaders of the 
movement to develop and mature schemes which had already been conceived. 
In 1906, certain gentlemen went down to Eastern Bengal and Assam and 
opened a campaign of sedition. Their precepts were only too faithfully followed 
by those to whom they were addre.s.sed. Many meetings were held all over the 
country and there were serious disturbances, until in 1907 matters reached 
a climax. About the same time harangues addressed to mobs in the Punjab 
were followed by very serious rioting in Lahore and Rawalpindi. Itinerant 
preachers of sedition visited the Madras Presidency, and there followed riots 
at Goconada and Kajahmundry. In fact, the connection btjtwcen violent action 
and violent speaking became so obvious, that Government could no longer 
afford to overlook it, and the Ordinance No. 1 of 1907 u'^as is-sued. The object 
of this Ordinance was rather to enable Government to obtain information as 
t(^what was said and done at meetings than to suppress them, and although the 
Bistrict Magistrate was given power to prohibit meetings, yet his powers in 
that respect were not much in excess of those which he may exorcise und(5r section 
144 of the Code of Criminal Procedure. The Ordinance was applied, in the first 
instance, to Eastern Bengal and Assam and the Punjab. In the former, 9 districts 
or parts of districts were notified, and in the latter 7. The effect of the Ordin¬ 
ance was salutary, but it had one serious fault, in that there was no definition 
of the term ‘public meeting*, and the agitators were not slow to take 
advantage of that defect. The defect was removed when tlic Ordinance was 
converted into the Seditious Meetings Act, which came into force in Novem¬ 
ber 1907. The Act was, in the first instance, extended only to Eastern Bengal 
and Assam, and only one district, Bakarganj, was proclaimed under it. It was 
in &cA used most sparingly although dangerous meetings continued to be 
held in different parts of the country. To take a few instances of many : iti¬ 
nerant lecturers held meetings in Madras, and we had the very serious riot 
whi^ took place at Tutioorin; in Eastern Bengal and Assam there were 
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grave breaches of public peace, of which the most notabler was the riot which 
took place at Baira. Even in Calcutta itself disturbances were rife, and 
to deal with them strained all the resources of the ordinary law. The 
temptation to make free use of the Act must have been very great, but 
the temptation was withstood until, after the murder of Mr. Jackson and 
Shams-ul Alum, the Act was ext&nded to all the major provinces in India. 
Hut from first to last, the Act has been in force only in 6 districts in the 
whole of India, and I think I may reasonably dlaim that Government have, 
exorcised the powers conferred on them by tho Act with great moderation. I 
have shown, my Lord, that in many cases serious disturbances followed close 
upon violent speaking. If the results of seditious utterances wore limited to 
transitory tumults, they would not bo so dangerous; but unfortunately this 
is not the case, especially in Eastern Bengal and Assam. Bands of national 
volunteers were enrolled; seditious societies were established; the boycott was en¬ 
forced by the most violent measures, sometimes extending to the burning of goods, 
houses and warehouses of those who were recalcitrant; subsidies were levied 
by throats from well-to-do people; dacoities were committed in order to secure 
funds ; and assassinations were planned and executed. In fact, it is not too much 
to say that in many localities a reign of terror was established. I will now 
come to the existing state of affairs. That there has been an improvement—a 
very great improvement—in the general situation we all gladly acknowledge. 
The atmosphere is entirely different from what it was two or throe years ; 
but, my Lord, it would bo folly to allow ourselves to be lulled into a false * 
sense of security on that account It is necessary to realise that there is a 
revolutionary party still in existence with which we have to reckon. The 
results of their activity are in some part—and only in some part—known to the 
public, for sometimes they become evident even in the streets of Calcutta. But 
their methods are not so well known ; they are known only to those who take 
pains to discover them. They introduce into India and produce in India large 
quantities of seditious literature which are circulated on a great scale. They 
write threatening letters, some of which have been received, even at a compara¬ 
tively recent period, by Members of this Council. They post up seditious 
placards in public places; they lay plans for tho importation of arms, fortunately 
so far without any great results. They plan and execute robberies and 
assassinations. My Lord, I have not the least desire to exaggerate to or 
say anything which may give rise to feelings of alarm or disquietude, but 
I do wish to impress upon the Council that the revolutionary party is not 
dead; it is alert, vigorous and well organised. Their numbers are not, in 
comparison with tho whole population, very great; they may almost be said 
to bo insignificant. Nevertheless, tho actual numbers of the party and those 
who sympathise with them in a greater or loss degree are sufficiently numerous 
to bo formidable. It is incredible that they who have used tho weapon of 
seditious oratory with so much effect in the past should refrain from using 
it if they are over left free to do so. The danger, my Lord, is not distant or 
doubtful, it is near and certain, and I think that we ought to be placed in a 
position to deal with it without delay and without hesitation. 

“ I now come to a consideration of the existing Act. The Act cannot 
extended to any province in India without tho consent of the Governor GeneM 
in Council. Even when it is so extended, none of its provisions can come into 
force anywhere except in areas which have been notified as proolaimod areas 
by the Local Government. Then wo come, after these preliminary provisions, to 
tho definition of public meetings. Tho definition of a public meeting is 
notoriously a very difficult thing, and this definition has been taken from 
English precedents. The one part of the definition to which great exception 
has boon taken is contained in sub-section (iii) of section 3, which provides 
that any meeting of more than twenty people shall be hold to be a pubho meet¬ 
ing. Now, the sole intention of that provision was to throw the burden of 
proof, that a meeting of more that twenty is not a public meeting, upon the 
organisers of that meeting, and I think that there is no ground whatever 
for the fables that have been set in circulation that a dinner party or social 
gathering would come within the purview of the Act. In the next place, the 
Act only applies to public meetings of a certain kind—public meetings which ar9 
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likely' to lead to disturbances of the peace or the public tranquillity^ or ■which 
deal with any political subject. I will doscsribe those meetings as meetings of a 
dangerous class ; considering the state in which a proclaimecl area must be pre¬ 
sumed to bo, any meetings of the kind may and are very likely to become 
dangerous. , 

“ Then we have a section which requires notice of a public meeting to be 
given. There is a penalty section: the District Magistrate is empowered, under 
section 144 of the Criminal Pro<!edure Code, to prohibit any public meeting of 
what I have called the dangerous class, and there is also special power to deal 
with meetings in public places or in places of public resort. The points which 
I wish to make perfectly clear are these : in the first place, the provisions of the 
Act cannot come into operation anywhere until it is extended by an order of 
the Quvernor General in Council; in the next place, the provisions of the Act 
do not come into force in any area except a proclaimed area; and thirdly, 
the Act only applies to meetings of a specific class and all meetings of any 
other kind are perfectly free. 

“ I think, my Lord, that it cannot reasonably be maintained that an Act 
of this description is unduly oppressive, and 1 think it will be generally agreed, 
from what I nave said, that the Act has been used very sparingly and with 
great caution. We have, however, decided to repeal this Act. It ■would 
naturally, as I have said, lapse on the 31st March, and we propose to replace it 
by the Bill which is now before the Council. The provisions of the existing 
Act which have been modified by the Bill are as follows : 

“ In the first place, in section '1 we have provided that the previous sanc¬ 
tion of the Governor General in Council shall be necessary to the prochunat'on 
of any area. I think no one is likely to accuse me of wishing to encroach upon 
the authority of IiocaJ Governments, but the proclamation of an area is a 
very serious matter. Tlie idtimate re-sponsibility for such action must rest upon 
the Government of India, and as the Government of India cannot escape the 
responsibility, wo think that it is right that no area should be proclaimed 
without their previous sanction. 

" In the next place, in the definition of a pulilic meeting we have excluded 
the clause to which I have already alluded, which i lirow's the burden of 
proof, that a meeting of more than twenty persons is not a public meeting, 
'upon the organisers of the meeting. That clause has giviui rise to a great 
deal of misconception, and we have decided, in deference to the objections 
which have been urged against it—although T do not think they have 
always been well-founded—we have decided to Avithdraw that clause. 

“The next modification is in clause 4 of the Bill. We have decided to 
omit from the description of the meeting Avhich I have described as dangerous 
the words ‘ for any political subject.’ That is to say, the operation of the 
law will be confined entirely to meetings for the fui’therancc of discussion 
of any subject likely to cause disturbance or public excitement, or for the 
exhibition or distribution of any written or printed matter relating to such 
subject. And I would say, my Lord, that no reasonable people can really 
objoat to Government being invested with pow'ors to deal with meetings of 
that description, not throu^out the whole of the country, but only in areas 
whore the condition of affairs has become so bad that it is neces.sary to proclaim 
them. In the next place, in the same section w'C have made the authority, (o 
whom notice of puhlic meetings should be gh^en, the District Magistrate 
instead of the District Superintendent of Police. Also we hai'c in the same 
manner vested the authority to direct police-officers to attend at a public meet¬ 
ing for the purpose of making a report of the proceedings in the District 
Magistrate, or any Magistrate of the first class authorised by the District 
Magistrate in that behalf. 

“ The other modifications which have been introduced are consequential upon 
those which I have mentioned. 

“ Such, my Lord, is the Bill which I ask leave to introduce. Those who 
have always held that this legislation is justifiable and that the circumstances of 
the time ^mahd it will, 1 think, accept it. Those who have had doubts as to 
the propriety of some of the details of the existing Act, while at the same time 
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they are willing that Government should be armed with all'the powers nocessaiy 
for the maintenance of law and order, will, I hope?, be convinced that this 
measure is as mild‘'and as unobjectionable as any measure of the kind can 
possibly be. As for those who object on principle to any legislation of this kind, 
I am afraid that it is impossible to hope that tnoir opposition will be entirely 
disarmed ; but I trust it is not too much to expect that we may receive from 
them some recognition of oiu* endeavour to make this Bill as little obnoxious to 
them as possible/* 

I'he Hon’ble Me. Gokuali!: ; “ My Lord, I do not wish to say more than 

a word at this stage of the Bill; but I deem it my duty to state, on my own 
l)ehalf and on behaK of several of my colleagues here, that we view with groat 
regret the decision of the Goveriimoiit to re-enact this legislation ajid to re-OJiact 
it as part of the permanent statute of the country 

“ The Hou’ble Memb(5r lias told us that the new Bill is in many respects 
different from the old Act, and as far as I havci l)eon able to gather from his 
explanatioy the changes seem to bo important. ^Phat being so, it is due to the 
Government that no opinion should be expressed at this meeting, 1 only beg 
leave to say tins, that i ollowing the usual practice which is adoi)ted in this 
Council whenever Bills are introduced without previous publicatiouj botli the 
principle and the details of the Bill should be opbn to discussion when the 
Report of the Select Committee comes up for coiisideratiou.’* 

■ 

His Excellency THK Pkesiuent :—'I here will be no objection, in my 
opinion, to the discussion of the principle of the Bill at a later .stage in view of 
the (exceptional procedure whicli is to-day adopted and in vi(5W of the fact tliat 
Hou’blb Momber.s liave not yet really had an opportunity of studying the provi¬ 
sions of the Bill.'* 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mii. Jenkins introduced th(3 Bill and moml Ilis Excolleucy 
the Prosidout to suspend the rules of busin(*.ss. 

His Excellency the Peesloent declared the rules suspended. 

The Hon’ble Me. Jenkins moved that the Pill be referred to a Select 
Committee con.sisthig of th(5 Hoii*ble Mr. Syed Ali Imam, tlie llon’ble Mr. 
Dadabhoy, the Hoii’ble Savdar Partab Siiigli, the ITon’ble Mr. Gokhale, the 
Hou’ble Nawal) Abdul Majid, the HoiiMdo Mr. Andrew, the Hou’blo Mr. Quiji, 
the Hoii’ble Mr. Phillips, the Hon’ble Mr. Earle and the mover. 

The Hou’ble Babu BnuPENDEANATii BAsu:—“May I have Your 
Excellency’s leave to enquire— 

Bis Excellency the Pkksident :—*• I am afraid you are out of order.” 

The motion was then put and agreed to. 

ELEMENTARY EDUCATION RILL. 

The Hon’blc Mil. Gokhale said: “ My Lord, I rise to ask for leave to 
introduce a Bill to make better pjovision for the extension of elementary 
education throughout India. Hon’ble Mombors will recollect that about this 
time last year; the Council considered a resolution which I had ventured to 
submit to its judgment, recommending that elementary education should 
gradually he made compulsory and free throughout the country, and that a 
mixed Commission of officials and uomofficials should be appointed to frame 
dotinitc proposals. In the debate, which ensued on the occasion, fifteen Members, 
including the Home Member, the Home Secretary and the Director General of 
Education, took part. 'Hiere was then no separate portfolio of Education, and 
educational interests rubbed shoulders with jails and the jrolice, in the all- 
comprehensive charge of the Home Department. In the end, on an assurance 
being given by the Home Member that the whole question would be carefully 
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ezamiBied by the Qovbrnment, the resolution was withdrawn. Twelve • months, 
my Lord, have elapsed since then, and the progress which the question has 
made during the interval has not been altogether disappointing. In one 
important p^icular, indeed, events have moved faster than I had ventured to 
hope or su^^t. One of the proposals virged by mo on the Government last 
year was t^t Education should, to begin with, Ifavo a separate Secretary, and 
that eventually there should bo a separate Member for Education in the 
Governor General’s Executive Council. The Government, however, have given 
us at one bound a full-fledged Department of Education, and the Hon’blo 
Mr. Butler has already been placed in charge of it. My Lord, the Hon’ble 
Member’s appointment to the new office has been received with general satis- 
faciton, and it is recognised on all sides that he brings to his task a reputation 
for great practical capacity. What I value, however, even more than his 
practical capacity, is the fact that the Indian sun has not dried the Hon’ble 
Member and that he has not yet shed those enthusiasms with which perhaps 
we all start in life, and without which no high task for the improvement of 
humanity has ever been undertaken. I think, my Lord, the creation of a separ¬ 
ate portfolio for Education brings us sensibly nearer the time when elementary 
education shall be universal throughout India. That there is a strong demand 
for this in the country— a demand, moreover, daily growing stronger—may bo 
gathered from the fact that, since last year’s debate, the question has been kept 
\yell to the fore by the Indian Press, and that last December resolutions m 
favour of compvdsory and frwj primary, education were jtassed not only by the 
. Indian National Congress at Allahabatl, but also by the Moslem League, which 
held its sittings at Nagpur. On the Government side, too, the declaration 
made in the House of Commons last July by the Under Secictary of State for 
India that one of the objects of the creation of the now Education Department 
was to spread education tlirpughout the country, the significant language 
employed by Your Lordship on the subject of education in your reply to the 
Congress address at the beginning of this year, and the Educational Conference, 
summoned by the Hon’ble Mr. Butler last mouth at Allaliabad—all point to the 
fact that the Govenunont are aliv<i to the necessity of moving faster and that 
it will not be long before vigorous measures are taken in hand to ensure a 
more rapid spread of mass education in the land. The pi'esout thus is a 
singularly favoural)lo juncture for submitting to tlA Council and the country 
the desirabilify of a forward move, such as my Bill proposes, and I earnestly 
trust the Council will not withhold from me the leave I ask tf) introduce the 
Bill. 

“ My Lord, I expect the Government have now concluded their examina¬ 
tion of my proposals of last year, and perhaps tlip Hon’blc Member will tell us 
to-day what conclusions have been arrived at. I'he part of the scheme to which 
I attached the greatest importance was that relating to the gradual introduc¬ 
tion of the principle of compulsion into the system of elementary education 
in the country, and that part is now embodied in the Bill w'hich I wish to 
introduce to-day. My Lord, an American legislator, addressing his countrymen 
more than half a century ago, once said that if he had the Archangel’s trump, 
thoJblast of which could startle the living of all nations, he would sound it in 
their ears and say: ‘ Educate your children, educate all your children, educate 
every one of your children.’ The deep wisdom and passionate humanity of 
this aspiration is now generally recognised, and in almost every civilised 
country, the State to-day accepts the education of the children as a primary 
duty resting upon it. Even if the advantages of an elementary odu(^ 
tion be put no higher than a capacity to read and write, ife 
universal diffusion is a matter of prime importance, for literacy is 
better than illiteracy any day, and the banishment of a whole people’s 
illiteracy is no mean achievement. But elementary education for the mass of 
the people means something more than a mere capacity to rcrad and write. 
It means for them a keener enjoyment of life and a more refined standard of 
living. It means the greater moral and economic cllicicncy of the individual. 
It means a higher level of intelligence for the w'holo community generally. 
He who reckons these advantages lightly may as w'eU doubt the value of light 
or fresh air in the economy of human health. I think it is not unfair to say 
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that one important test of the solicitude of a Government for the true well¬ 
being of its people is the extent to which, and the manner in which, it seeks to 
discharge its duty ili the matter of mass education. And judged by tMs test, 
the Government of this country must wake up to its responsibilities much more 
tlian it has hitherto done, before^ it can take its proper place among the civilised 
Governments of the world. Whether we consider the extent of literacy among 
the population, or the proportion of those actually at school, or the system of 
education adopted, or the .amount.of money expended on primary education, 
India is far, ftir behind other civilised countries. Take literacy. While in 
India, according to the figures of the census of 1901, less than 6 per cent, of 
the whole population could read and write, even in Russia, the most backward 
of European countrios etlucationally, the proportion of literates at the &st 
census was about 25 per cent., while in many European countries, as also the 
TJnited States of America, and Canada and Australia, almo.st the entire popula¬ 
tion is now able to read and write. As regards attendance at school, I think it 
will bo well to quote once more the statistics which I mentioned in moving my 
resolution of last year. They are as follows:—‘In the United States of 
America, 21 per cent, of the whole population is receiving elementary education; 
in Canada, in Australia, in Switziirland, and in Great Britain and Ireland, 
the proportion ranges from 20 to 17 jicr cent.; in Germany, in Austria-Hungary, 
in Norway and in the Netherlands the proportion is from 17 to 16 per cent, ; 
in Franco it is slightly above 14i per cent. ; in Sweden it is 14 per cent. ; in 
Denmark it is 13 per cent.; in Belgium it is 12 per cent. ; in Japan it is 11 per 
cent. ; in Italy, (Jrecce and Spain it ranges between 8 and 9 per cent.; in 
Portugal and Russia it is between 4 and 5 per cent. ; whereas in British India 
it is only 1'9 per cent.’ Turning next to the sy.stems of education adopted 
in different countries, we find that wliile in most of tliem elementary educa¬ 
tion is both compulsory and frees, and in a fesw, though the principle of compul¬ 
sion is not strictly enforced or has not yet been intvoeluced, it is either wholly 
or for the most part gratuitous, in India alone it is neither compulsory nor free, 
Tluis in Great Britain and Ireland, France, Germany, Switzerland, Austria- 
Hungary, Italy, Belgium, Denmark, Norway, Sweden, the United States of 
America, Canada, Australia and Japan, it is both compulsory and free, the 
period of compulsion btnug generally six years, though in some of the American 
States it is now as long as niiie years. In Holland, elementary education is 
comjiuLsory, but not free. In Spain, Portugal, Greece, Bulgaria, Servia and 
Roumaiiia, it is free, and, in theory, compulsory, though compulsion is not 
strictly enforced. In Turkey, too, it is free and nominally compulsory, and in 
Russia, though compulsion has not yet been introduced, it is for the most part 
gratuitous. Lastly, if we take the expenditure on elementary education in 
different countries per head of the population, even allowing for different money 
values in different countries, we find that India is simply nowhere in the com¬ 
parison. The expenditure per head of the population is highe.st in the United 
States^ being no le.ss than 16#.; in Switzerland, it is 13s. 8d. per head; in Australia, 
11s. 3rf.; in England .and Wales, lOs.; in Canada, 9s. Bd. ; in Scotland, 9s. ; 

in Germany, Gs. lOri.; in Ireland, 6s. 6(/.; in the Netherlands, 6s. 4 Jd.; in Sweden, 
6s. 7d.; in Belgium, 6s. 4<f.; in Norway, 5s. Id.; in Franco, 4s. lOd.; in Austiia, 
3s. l|d.; in Spain, Is. lOd.; in Italy, Is. 7g-.; in Servia and Japan, Is. 2d.; in 
Russia, 7id.; while, in India, it is barely one peh ny. 

“ My Lord, it may bo urged, and with some show of reason, that as mass 
education is e.ssontially a Western idea, and India has not been under Western 
influences for more than a century, it is not fair to compare the progress made 
by her with the achievements of Western nations in that field. I am not 
sure that there is really much in this view, for even inmost Western countries, 
mass education is a comparatively recent development, and even in the East, 
wo have before us the example of Japan, which came under influence of the 
West less than half a century ago, and has already successfully adopted 
a system of universal ^ucation, Assuming, however, for the sake of argument, 
that it is not fair to compare India with Western countries in this matter, no such 
objection can, I believe, bo urged against a comparison of Indian progress with 
tliat made in the Philippines, or Ceylon, or Baroda. The Philippines came under 
American rale only thirteen years ago; it cannot be said that in natural 
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intelligence or desire for education, the Filipinos are superior to the people 
of India ; and yet the progress in mass education made ig. the Islands during 
this short period has boon so great that it constitutes aromarkabh? tribute to the 
energy and enthusiasm of American ideals. Under Spanish rule!, there was 
no system of popular education in the Philippines. As soon as the Islands 
passed into the possession of the United States, a regular programme of primary 
education came to he planned and has been steadily tidliered to. The aim is 
to make primary education universal. Instruction is free, and the educa¬ 
tion authorities advise compulsion, though no compulsory law has yet 
Ibeen enacted. So great, howevi'r, is the enthusiasm that has been 
aroused in the matter that many Municipalities have introduced 
compulsion by local ordinances. And tliough there is room for doubt if the 
ordinances are strictly legal, no question has been raised, and the people are 
acquiescing cheerfully in their enforcement, flow rapidly things are advanc¬ 
ing in the Philippines may he judged by the fact that in five years—from 
1903 to 1908— the number of pupils attending school more than doubled itself, 
having risen from 150,000 to 300,000. The proportion of children receiving 
instruction to the whole population of the Islands is now nearly 6 per cent,, as 
against 2 in British India. 

“The conditions of Ceylon apj)roximato closely to those of Southern India, 
and the fact that it is directly administered by England as a Crown colony 
•need not make any difference in its favour. In regard to mass education, 
liowcver, Ceylon is far ahead to-day of India. Elementary instruction in 
Ct^ylon is imjmrted by two classes of scbools; Government and Aid(Hl, the Gov¬ 
ernment schools covering about one-third, and the Aided schools two-thirds 
of the area. In Government scliools, a system of compulsory attendance has 
long been in force, the defaulting parent being brought by tlie teacher before 
a Village Tribunal, w1k\ can inflict small fines. I n 1901, a Committee was 
appointed by the Government to advise what steps should he taken to extend 
primary education in the Island, and the Committee strongly recommended 
, ‘ that Government should take stoj^s to comptd parents to give their children a 
good vernacular education Again, in 1905, a Comniission was appointed to 
make further enquiries into the matter, and the recommendations of this 
body were accepted in the main by tlie Colonial Secretary. Tliese recom¬ 
mendations were: (1) that attendance at school should be compulsory for 
boys during a period of six years in areas jn’oclaiined by the Governor; (2) 
that no fees should be charged ; (3) that girls’ education should bo puslicd on 
vigorously; (4) that District and Divisional Committees should be constituted 
to look after tlie education of childnjii in their areas; and (6) that the 
Hoad Tax should be lianded over to these liodies to form the nucleus 
of an Education Fund. Action was first taken under the new scheme in 
1908, when 16 Districts were proclaimed })y the Governor; and the official 
report for 1909 thus speaks of its working ; ‘ There has been no difliculty so 
far, and there seems to be every reason to hope that none of th(3 difficulties, which 
wore anticipated by some of tlio managers of aided sdiools, m ill arise. It is 
liopecl that in the course of the present year, it will be brought into working 
order in all the Districts.’ In 1909 the total number of pupils, attending 
primary schools in Ceylon, was 237,000, which gives a proportion of 6‘6 per cent, 
to the whole population of the Island, 

“ Within the borders of India itself, the Maharaja of Baroda has sot an 
example of enthusiasm in the cause of education, for which he is entitled to the 
lasting gratitude of the people of the country. His Highness liegan his first 
experiment in the matter of introducing coiupuLsory and free education into 
his State eighteen years ago in ten villages of the Ainroli Taluka. After 
watching the experiment for eight years, it was extended to tlie whole taluka 
in 1901, and finally, in 1906, primary education was made compulsory and free 
throughout the State for boys between the ages of 6 and 12, and for girls 
between the ages of 6 and 10. The ago limit for girls has since been raised 
from 10 to 11. The last two Education Reports of the State explain with con¬ 
siderable fullness the working of the measure, and furnish most interesting 
reading. In 1909, the total number of pupils at school was 165,000, which 
gives a proportion of 8*6 per cent, to the total population of the State. Taking 
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the children of school-goinj? age, we find that 79*6 per cent, boys of such' age 
Avere at school, as against 216 i^er cent, in British India; while the percentage 
of girls was 47*0, as against our 4 per cent. only. The total expenditure on 
primary schools in Baroda in 1909 was about 7| lakhs of rupees, which gives 
a proportion of about per head of the population, as against one penny in 
British India. The population of Baroda is drawn from the same classes as 
(hat of the adjoining British tcrritoiies, and every day that passes sees the 
subjects of the Gaekwar outdistancing more and more British subjects in the 
surrounding districts. 

‘‘ My Lord, if the liistory of (?l(imentary education throughout the world 
establislies one fact mor(5 clearly than another, it is this, that without a resort 
to compulsion no State can ensure a general diffusion of education among 
its people. England, with her strong love of individualism, stood out against 
the principle of compulsion for as long as she could, but she had to give way 
in the end all the same. And when the Act of 1870, which introduced 
compulsion into England and Wales, was under discussion, Mr. Gladstone 
made a frank admission in the matter in language which I would like to 
quote to this Council. ‘ Well, sir,’ said ho, ‘ there is another principle, 
and undoubtedly of the grav(>st character, which I can oven now hardly 
hope—though I do hope after all that we had seen—is accepted on the 
otlior side of the House—T mean the principle that compulsion must be applied 
in some effective manner to the promotion of education. I freely and frankly* 
f)wn that it was not without an effort that I myself accepted it. I deeply 
regret the necessity. I think that it is a scandal and a shame to the 
country that in the midst of our, as we think, advanced civilization, and 
undoubtedly of our enormous wealth, we should at this time of day be obliged 
to entertain this principle of cx)mpulsion. NevertlieUsss, we have arrived 
deliberately at the conclusion that it must l)e ontertaiiM^d, and I do not hesitate 
to say that, being entertained, it ought to be entertained with every consider¬ 
ation, with every desire of avoiding Iniste and precipitancy, but in a manner 
that shall render it effe,ctual . . . A Iloyal Commission, appointed in 1880 
to report on the working of the measures adopted to make attendance at 
school compulsory in England and Wales, bore ungrudging testimony to the 
groat effect which compulsion had prorluced on school attendance. ‘It is to 
compulsion,’ they WTote, ‘ thali the increase of the numbers on tlio roll is 
largely attributable. Among the witnesses before us, Mr. Stmrart appears to 
stand alone in his opinion that, provided the? required accommodation had been 
furnished, tlic result would liave l)een much the same if attendance had not been 
obligatory. But to estimate fairly the influence, which compulsion has had upon 
the great increase in the number of children attending school, we must speak 
of it under the three heads into which its operation may be divided. There is, 
first, the direct influence of compulsion. This is exerted over parents, who are 
indifferent to the moral and intellectual welfare of their children, who 
are ^ry eager to obtain Avliat advantage they can from their children’s 

earnings, but w'ho never look beyond. But, secondly, compulsion 

exercises an indirect influence. Many parents are apathetic, yield weakly to 
their children’s wish not to go to school. , . But they are keenly alive to t&e 
disgrace of heing brought beforci a Magistrate, the fear of which supplies a 
stimulus sufficient to make them do tlieir duty in this respect. In addition, 
the existence of a compulsory law has considerably affected public opinion and 
has done much to secure a larger school attendance by making people recognise 
that the State regards tliein as neglecting their duty, if their children remain 
uneducated. I'ho Ceylon Commission of 1905, in dealing with the question 
whether attendance at school should he made compulsory, expressed them- 
selvovs as follows : —‘ With the exception of one or tw^o districts of the Island, 
little good w ill bo done by any system w^hicli does not enforce compulsory 
attendancy. The Dutch, who had an extensive and successful system of 
Vernacular schools throughout the portions of the Island w'hich %vere under 
their rule, found it necessary to enforce attendance by fines, and did so 
regularly. Parents, throughout a large portion of the Island, exercise very 
little control over their children, and wdll leave them to do as they like in the 
matter of school attendance. The result is that, where there is no compulsion. 
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bojre attend very i^^arly and leave school veiy early. ^ That compulsory 
attendance is desirahle we have no doubt.’ My Lord, primaiy education has 
rested on a voluntary basis in this country for more than half a century, and 
what is the extent of the progress it has made dmlu^ the time? Por answer 
one has to look at the single fact that seven children out of eight are yet 
allowed to grov^ up in ignorance and darkne&, and four villages out of five are 
without a school. During the last six or seven years, the pace has been 
slightiy more accelerated than before, but, even so, how extremely slow it is 
may be seen from what M r. Orange says of it in the last quinquennial report, 
issued two years ago: - ‘ But the rate of increase for the last twenty- 
five years • or for the hist five is more slow than when compared 
with the distance that has to bo travelled before primary education 
can be universally diffused. If the number of boys at school continued to 
increase even at the rate of increase that has taken place in the last five 
years, and even if tliere was no increaHe in |jopulation, even then several genera¬ 
tions would still elapse before all the hoys of school age were in school.” My Lord, 
I respectfully submit that this state of things must be remedied ; that India must 
follow in the wake of other civilised countries in the matter, if her children 
are to enjoy anything like the advantages which the people of those countries 
enjoy in the race of life; that a beginning at least should now be made in 
the direction of compulsion ; and that the aim should be to cover the whole 
field in the lifetime of a generation. When England introduced compulsion 
in 1870, about 43 per cent, of her children of school-going ago were at 
school, and ten years sufliced for her to bring all her children to 
school. When Japan took up compidsion, about 28 per cent, of her school¬ 
going population was at school, and Japan covered the whole field in about 
twefity years. Our difilcultics are undoubtedly gi'cater than those of any other 
ctjuntry, and our progress, even with tlie principle of compulsion introduced, 
is bound to be slower. But if a beginning is made at once, and wc i-esolutely 
press forward towards the goal, the difficulties, great as they are, will vanish 
before long, and the rest of the journey will l)e comparatively simple and 
easy. My Lotd, it is xu’ged by those u ho are opposed to the introduction of 
compulsion in this country that though tluj Gaekwar, as an Indian Princt^, 
could force compulsion on his subjects xvithout serious opposition, the British 
Government, as a foreign Government, cannot ail'ord to risk the unpopularity 
which the measure will entail. Personally I do not think that the fear which 
lies behind this view is justified, because the Governnient in Ceylon is as much 
a foi’eign Government as that in India, and in Ceylon the authorities have 
not shrunk from the introductiojf of comjmlsion. But to meet this objection, 
I am quite willing that the first steps in the directitm of compulsion should 
bo taken by our Local Bodies, which rcpwdueo in British territory conditions 
similar to those which obtain in Eeudatfiry States. And even here I am willing 
that the first experiment should be mmle in carefully selected and advanced artias 
only. When the public mind is familiarised xvith the idea of comi)ul8ion, the 
Gtovermnent may take the succeeding stops without axiy liositation or misgiving. 
In view, also, of the spocial difficulties, likely to he experienced in extending 
the principle of compulsion at once to girls, I am willing that, to Ixjgin with, 
ft should bo applied to boys only, though I sliare the opinion that tins 
education of girls is with us even a greater necessity than that of boys, and 
I look forward to the time when comimlsion will he extended to all childi-on 
alike of either sex. To prevent injudicious zeal on the part of Local Bodies, 
even in so good a cause as the spread of elementary edumtion, I am willing 
that ample powers of control should be retained by the Provincial and Imj)eriai 
Governments in their own bands. What I earnestly and emphatically iiusist 
on, however, is that no more time should now be lost in making a beginning 
in tluB all-important matter. 

“ My Lord, I now come to the Bill, which I hope the Council will let me 
introduce to-day, and I ask the indulgence of the Council M'hile I explain briefly 
its main provisions. The Bill, I'may state at once, has been framed with a 
strict regard to the limitations of the position, to which I have already referred, 
it is a purely permissive Bill, and it merely proposes to empower Municipalities 
and District Boards, under certain circumstances, to introduce compulsion within 
their areas, in the first instance, in the case of boys, and later, when the tijn9 is 
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ripe, in the case of ffirls. Before a Local Body aspires to avail itself of'the 
powers conlcniplated by the Bill, it will have to fulfil such conditions as the 
Govcriirneiit of India ntay by rul(‘ lay down as regards the extent to which educa¬ 
tion is already diffused w ithin its area. Last year, in moving my resolution on this 
subject, I urgcjd that wliere one-third of the boys of school-going age were already 
at school, the question of introdiicirig compulsion might be taken up for considera¬ 
tion by the Local Body. I think this is a fair limit, but if the Government of 
India so choose, they might imi)ose a higher limit. In practice, a limit of 
33 per cent, will exclude for several years to come all District Boards, and 
bring Avithin the range only a few of the more advanced Municipalities in the 
larger towns in the different Provinces. MoreovcT, a Local Body, even when 
it satisfies the limit laid doivn by the Government of India, can come 
under the Bill only after obtaining previously the sanction of the Local 
GoA’^ernment. I submit, my Lord, that these ai*e ample safeguards to 
prevent any ill-considered or precipitate action on the part of a Local Body. 
Then the Bill provides for a compulsory period of school attendance of four 
years only. Most countries have a period of six years, and CA^en Ceylon and 
Baroda provide six years ; Italy, vvlrich began with three, and Japan, which 
began with four years, Iiave also raised tludr p(.>riod to six years. But eonsider- 
ing that the burden of additional expenditure involved will in many cases be 
the principal determining factor in this matter, I am content to begin with a 
compulsory period of four years only. The next iioint to which I would 
invite the attention of the Council is that the Bill makes ample provision for 
ex(nnption from compulsory atteridaac(? on reasonable grounds, such as sickness, 
domestic necessity or the seasonal ncKjds of agriculture. A parent may also 
claim exemption for his child on the ground that there is no school Avithin 
a reasonalde distance from his residence, to Avliicb lie can send the child 
Avithout expovsing liim to religious instruction to which ho objects ; and a distance 
of one mile is laid don n as a reasonable distance. Tlfis, however, is a matter 
of detail, which, perliaps, may better be left to Local Governments. When a 
Local Body comes under the Bill, the responsibility is throAvnupon it to provide 
suitable school aecommodation for the children within its area, in accordance 
with standards Avhich may 1)() laid down by the Education Department of the 
Local Government. On the qiu\sti()n of foes, Avliile I am of opinion that where 
attfmdance is made compulsory, instruction should be gratuitous, the Bill 
provides for gratuitous instruction only in the case of those children Avhose 
parents are extremely ])oor, not earning more than Ils. 10 a month, all above 
that lino being required to pay or not in the disen^tion of the Local Body. 
This is obviously a compromise, rendered necessary by the opposition offered 
l)y so many Jiocal GoA^ernments to the proposal of abolishing fees in primary 
schools, on tho ground that it means an unnecessary sacrifice of a necessary 
and useful income. Coining to the machinery for working the compulsory 
provisions, the Bill provides for lh(! creation of special school attendance 
committees, whose duty it will lx; to make carefid (mqiiiries and prepare and main¬ 
tain lists of children Avbo should he at school Avitbin their respective areas, and 
take Avhatever st(;ps may bo iieeessary to ensure the attendance of cliildron at 
school, including tlie jxittiiig into operation of the penal clauses of the Bill agaih^ 
defaulting parents. The pcjuil provisions, it Avill be seen, are necessarily 
light. To (vnsure the object of tlx; Bill being fulfilled, the employment of 
clrild labour ))eloAv tJic age of ten is prohibited, and penalty is provided for 
any infringement of the provision. Lastly, it is provided that the Gt)vernment 
of India should lay down by rule the pmportion in Avhich the heavy cost of 
compulsory education should l)e divided between the Local Government and 
the Local Body concerned, it l)eing iussumed that the Supreme Government 
will place additional resouri^es at tiu; disposal of the Local Government, to 
euabi(; it to defray its share, the Local Body being on its side empowered to 
levy a special Education Hale, if necessary, to meet its share of the expenditure. 
It is obvious that the Avhole Avorking of this Bill must depend, in the first 
instance, upon the share, Avhieh tlie Government is prepared to bear, of the 
cost of comi)ulsory education, wherever it is introduced. I find that in 
England the Parliamentary grant covers about two-thirds of the total expend.i- 
ture on elenientaiy schools. In Scotland it amounts to more than that 
proportion, Avhereas in Ireland it meets practically the whole cost. I think we 
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ai9 entitled to ask* that in India at least two-thiirds of the nevr expenditure 
should be home by the State. 

” This, my Lord, is briefly the whole of my BiU. ILis a small and humble 
attempt to sugf^est the first ^ps of a journey, which is bound to prove long 
and tedious, but which must be performed, if the mass of our people ore to 
eme^fsom their present condition. It ispnot intended that all parts of 
the Bill diould be equally indispensable to the scheme, and no one will be 
more ready than myself to imdert^e any revision that may be found to be 
necessary in the light of helpful criticism. My Lord, if I am so fortunate 
'as to receive from the Council the leave I ask at its hands, it will probably 
be a year before the Bill comes up here again for its further stages. Meanwhile, 
its consideration will be transferred from this Council to the country, and 
all sections of the community Mrill have amplo opportunities to scruti* 
nise its provisions with care. My Lord, this qu^ion of a universal 
diffusion of education in India depends, almost more than any other 
question, on the hearty and sympathetic co-operation of the Government and 
^e l^ers of the people.' The Government must, in the first instance, adopt 
definitely the policy of such diffusion as its own, and it must, secondly, not 
grudge to find the bulk of the money, whieh will be required for it, as Govern¬ 
ment in most other civilised countries are doing. And this is what we are 
entitled to ask at the hands of the Government in the name of justice, for the 
, honour of the Government itself, and in the highest interests of popular well¬ 
being. Thp leaders of the people, on their side, nuist bring to this task high 
enthusiasm, which will not bo chilled by difiQculties, courage, which will not 
shrink from encountering unpopularity, if need be, and readiness to make 
sacrifices, whether of money or time or energy, which the cause may require. I 
think, my Lord, if this Bill passes into law, the educated classes of the country 
will be on their trial. It is my earnest hope that neither they nor the Govern¬ 
ment will fail to rise to the requirements of this essentially modest and cautious 
measure. My Lord, one great need of the situation, which 1 have ventured 
again and again to point out in this Council for several years past, is that 
the Government should enable us to feel tliat, though largely foroign iu per¬ 
sonnel, it is national in spirit and sentiment; and this it can only do by 
undertaking towards the people of India aU those responsibilities, which national 
Governments in other countries undertake towards their i^coplc. Wo, too, in 
our turn, must accept the Government as a national Government, giving it that 
sense of security which national Governments are entitled to claim, and utilising 
the peace and order, which it has established, for the moral and material advance¬ 
ment of our people. And of all the great national tasks which lie before the 
country, and in which the Government and the people can co-operate to the 
advantage of both, none is greater than this task of promoting the universal 
diffusion of education in the land, bringing by its means a ray of liglit, a 
touch of refinement, a glow of hope into lives that sadly nied them all. 
The work, I have already said, is bound to be slow, but that only means that 
it must bo taken in hand at onco. If a beginning is made without 
further delay, if both the Government and the people persevere with 
.#e task in the right spirit, the whole problem may be solved before 
•another generation rises to take our place. If this happens, the next gener¬ 
ation will enter upon its own special work with a strength which w'iU be its 
own security of success. As for us, it will he enough to have laboured for such 
on end—laboured even when the end is not in sight. For, my Lord, I tliink 
there is not only profound humility but also profound wisdom in the faith 
which says 

*1 do not ask to sec the d^tant scene : 

One step enough for mo.' " 

The Hon’ble Mb. DauABSOT: “ My Lord, the Hon'ble Mr. Ookbale 
deserves the thanks of the community for his services in the cause of Indian 
education. Tliey cannot be forgotten. The Bill he asks Your Excellency’s 
perminion to introduce has the recommendation of being the production of an 
educationist of large experience, whose zeal for the public good cannot be 
deubt^ Frimd facie it deserves support. A close examination of the 
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proTuions will show that the iveneral principle is sound. M7 Tiews on the 
subject of primary education coincide with those of Mr. Qolchale, and I am of 
opinion that liberal ifnd adequate provision should be made without delay for 
elementarv public instruction The existing state of things cannot be allowed 
to last longer without rendering the Government liable to serious reproach. 
TnBritish India only 26’1 per cent, of boys and 3*9 per cent, of girls of a school* 

S ing age attend school. This cannot bode well for the common weal. But 
dia is poor and steeped in prejudice, and progress in primary education can 
only be secured by making it free and comimlsory. Even in advanced coun¬ 
tries of the West and the East the experience of the jiast is that a system of 
free and compulsory instruction is the most effective moans of combating 
popular ignorance. There are special circumstances in India which make such 
a system even more imperative. Religious and social prejudices added to the 
chronic impecuniosily of the villager create a situation at once delicate and 
diiScult, and cautious advance in free and compulsory education of an elemen¬ 
tary kind is more than over necessary. 

“ So far there is no question that the Bill is founded upon a principle 
sound and practical alike. Mo.st people will agree with Mr. Gokhale on the 
fundamental question of free and compulsory primary education. But the 
method adopted by him for securing the end is doubtless open to question. 
The outstanding fe.aturcs of the Bill require careful examination and consider¬ 
able modification. That is, however, no reason why the Bill should not be* 
allowed to ho introduced. The need for a system of free and •compulsory 
primary education itemised, a satisfactory settlomont of the details can best 
be secured by the publication and circulation of the Bill for opinions after 
introduction. Mr, Gokhale, with his respect for public opinion, will himself, 
I am sure, reoa.st the Bill, as ho has said to-day in Council, in the light of the 
criticisms in the Press and those submitted to Govornn^ent by responsible persons 
through the usual chiinnels. 

“ My Lord, in the first place, the Bill gives discretionary powers to local 
bodies to enforce the law, subject to approval by the Local Government. Appa¬ 
rently there is not much to object to in this; but, knowing as I do these bodies, I 
think the position cont.ains an element of danger which it will he prudent to guard 
against. Whatever their legal constitution, the local bodies are not self-govern¬ 
ing. They are more or less under oflicial influence and ofiicial control; they do 
not entirely reflect the opinions and the wishes of the ratepayers. Even in the 
most advanced province, Bengal, both Municipalities and District Boards are in¬ 
fluenced by the District Officer. That officer is an ex-officio Chairman of the 
District Board, and even in Municipalities enjoying the privilege of^ electing 
non-official chairmen, for some reason or other, the District Magistrate is 
appointed Chairman by the Local Governraont, on the recommendation of 
the Commissioners. U iilcss the bodies ar(i thoroughly reconstituted on a truly 
populavhasis, the position will remain unimproved. Tlie poww of applying 
the law within any Municipal area or District Board area will in pracitioe be 
exorcised by the District Officer. The members will not count for much. Now 
the question is, is it wise, is it politic to invest this officer with further powers P 
Will this lead to good results ? 

“ I have no doubt in my mind it is highly impolitic. It will involve the 
local bodies in serious difficulty. With the best of motives, the District Officer 
may bo bent upon improving the moral condition of the people in his charge, 
in disregard of financial and social conditions. He will at once sot the law in 
motion. The sanction of the Local Govormnont will not be diffioult to^ secure 
when tho District Officer moves. Much of the present dissatisfaction with the 
administration among the people is duo to tho so-caUed’local reforms, aiffi I for 
one do not see the wisdom of widening tho scope of the reforming activity of 
an officer who is already much too powerful Tho oversight sought to be 
given to the Local Government will provide a weak chock upon him. The 
situation is radically different in the United Kingdom. There tne local bodies 
arc selt-goveruing bodies in the true sense. A system adapted to the needs of an 
English community in a high stage of political and moral development^ will he 
completely out of place in a country where a^inistratitHi is oeuttalised aud 
local bodies follow implicitly the lead of the District Officer, 
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’ ** It mi^ alM be that ihe District Officer wfll not take kindly to the idea. 

It is a matter of common knowledge that many District Officers ao not h^vour 
free primary ledacation. The anuouacemeut in Council in li>07 of the 
Government of India’s determination to introduce a scheme^ of free primary 
education was not followed by any tangible results, because, it is believed, of 
the opposition of local officers. Be tliat as it may, it is conceivable that there 
i^ould be officers who would be unwilling to see the system of education 
provided for in the Bill introduced within their districts. However well- 
adapted the area may be for the experiment, i^i the present condition of things, 
no Municipality and no District Board will have the’ temerity to seek to 
apply the law in opposition to the wishes of the District Officer ; and^ even if 
an attempt be made, the sanction of the Local Government will be difficult to 
get. It all thus resolves into this, that the District Officer will be the master 
of the situation, and the application or non-application of the measure will 
^ wholly dependent upon his will. This arrangement will not appeal to 
many. 

** The proper course, in my opinion, will be to create a body—a School 
Board—in each Division, independent of the local executive and acting under 
the Director erf Public Instruction, and to vest all discretionary powers under 
the Bin in it. Perhaps it will not bo wise to have at the start a central Board 
of Education as in the United Kingdom. We shall do well to b^-gin with 
Divisional School Boards. The constitution of the Boards mast be entirely on 
a popular basis, the membership being elective. Payment of local rates and 
University education may bo the qualilications for membership. Such a body 
would command greater coniidonce among the people, and would work the 
law with greater judiciousness and satisfaction. 

** The local bodies aro.also incapable of discharging the additional duties. 
Their ordinary work, I should think, is enough for them, and I would not add 
to their responsibility. They are, besides, more or less starved for funds. 
Their resources are limited, and even legitimate rural and urban work suffers 
for want of financial support. The diversion of any part of the general 
revenues is out of the question. It will be impossible for the local bodies to 
pay more for priuiary education than they are doing now._ I’he provision for 
the levy of an education rate is impracticable and injudicious, especially 
in view of the fact that tlic local bodies, in practical working, mean the 
District Officer. However great may bo our regard for this officer, no¬ 
body would seriously recommend a proposal for giving him powers of taxation. 

“ This is the second objectionable feature of the Bill, Moreover, local 
taxation is already trying enough. On no account should it be increased. 
I3ie provision of the Bill will be productive of general discontent. Muni¬ 
cipal taxes are at present not realised in full, and realisation by distress- 
warrants is a common feature of urban administration. In these circumstan¬ 
ce, considerations of ordinary prudence would counsel abandonment of the 
pzbpceal. The country will not cheerfully submit to additional taxation even 
toi^ fired education. 

One other consideration would discredit|tho proposal. Government has 
a clear responsibility in the matter of primary education. If free primary 
education is to be provided, it must be with a Government grant supple¬ 
mented by such financial help from local bodies as is being rendered by them 
now, when, in 1907, Government was prepared to introduce a system of free 
primary education, there was no suggestion of special ta.xatioa. Goyernment 
apparently was ready to finance the sdicme. In every country enjoying the 
boon of free primary education, Government liberally sujjports it In the 
United Kingdom rite Parliamentary grant for elementary education ia pro- 
gicessiTe, and in 1909 the expenditure was about 16 million pounds sterling. 

“ The Hon’ble Mr. Gokbale has followed in his Bill the Irish Education 
Act'of 1B92 (56 & 66 'Viet., ch. 42).- Section 18 of that Act provides for the 
pi^totonthi Irc]and.of a Parl^mentary grant for the support of elementary 
T^e. Bill before 0 $ does not srak to place on a legal basis the 
ftftihrihl obligatioc ^ riie Gov^ nment 
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*'I must also refer to clause 17 of the Bill, vhi<^ iu the stago 

of doTclopment of the oountiy, is altogether unsuited. I do not wnk we can, 
safely launch a scheme of compulsory education for girls. Howerer laudable 
the object, we cannot seriously entertain the proposal now. The prorision is 
sure to lead to complications. We should be satisfied for the present with 
educating boys in spite of their parents and guardiana Compulsory education 
of girls, if over practicable, should be left for future legislative treatment. Ih 
the majority of cases girls are married at a very tender age, and become 
pardamshiu from the date of marriage. To force them to attend public 
schools after that will be a serious departure from the administrative jj^lic^ 
which the Government of India has so far followed with such eminent 
success. 

*' But these are details which will be discussed at a later stage. Meanwhile^ 
let us have the Bill formally before the Council. I accordingly support Mr. 
Qokhale’s motion for leave to introduce the Bill.” 

The Hon’ble Majiabajadhibaja Bahadub op Bubdwan: “My 
Lord, at this early stage my only excuse for getting up and speaking is that 
1 have no intention to oppose my Hon’ble friend’s Bill which he has intro¬ 
duced here to-day. 1 think that, as he himself would like to hoar, criticisms 
about the provisions of this Bill, 1 am justified in making the following observ*. 
ations on the Elementary Education Bill so ably introduced by my friend Mr. 
Gokhale. As Mr. Gokhalo has himself admitted, the Bill seems to be a sort of 
compromise between the two alternatives that if education is to be made 
compulsory it should be free, and that if it is not free it should not bo compul¬ 
sory. The Bill proposes to make the education partly free and therefore partly 
compulsory. But the logic of this does not appear to me to be quite sound, 
ipfV B m iieli as it is free only to those whoso monthly Income docs not exceed 
Rs. 10, but compulsory to all, irrespective of their income, unless they have a 
reasonable excuse for the non-attendance of their boys. Of course, I am _ not 
an authority on statistics like my friend Mr. Gokhale, but I think that this is 
going a step further than they have even gone in Europe, where the present 
wtuation is, to my knowledge, that elementary education is imparted free of 
charges in consideration of its compulsory nature, I do not mean to say that 
in the present circumstances of India education should be imparted free of all 
charges, for to receive the desired benefit of making it generally free, it should 
bo also made compulsory, which cannot be done in India at the present stage, as 
the consensus of opinion on the question of the abolition of fees in primaiy 
schools would prove. What I mean is only this, that if in spite of tms uni¬ 
versal opinion against a compulsory system of education it be considered neces¬ 
sary to introduce compulsory education in India, it should also be made 
generqjjy free. It is neither fair nor just to tamper with the domimon of the 
patria poteataa and to burden them with expenditure at the same time. 

“ My Lord, then I come to certain clauses of this Bill. A very curious 
feature is to be found in clause 4 if read in the light of the definition of the 
word ‘ parent ’ in clause 2. This would require every guardian or every persSn 
who has the actual custody of a child to send him to a recognised school. Now, 
supposing, my Lord, a poor clerk earning lis. 16 a month or thereabouts, and 
having just enough to eat and wear, should find an orphan boy in the street and, 
having pity on him, should take him home with him and keep him there); itt 
this case, though ho may have the actual custody of the boy, should he be com- 
pellcd to ^uoate him also ? Such cases are not rare in India. There are many 
wealthy men, and also men fairly well-bff but not very wealthy, who^ take a 
liberal interest in the poor and who maintain numerous such orphan children in 
their houses. Whatever moral obligations there may be about educating these 
children, there is no law in any country which may compel these benevolent 
men to be more liberal. 

“ Then, my Lord, I come to another danse of this Bill, eis., the introduc¬ 
tion of an educational cess, or rather tax. This, clause 8 of the Bill, authonsM 
the local body to levy special educational rates on the locdities oonoeant^ 
This seems to me objectionable. I see no reason why a person who educates hU : 
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at bottie ov in schools or oollogos shoidd be’cOmpelled to pay a tax, hovr> 
. &PK small, fOr a purpose which does not concern him directly. My Lord, many 
Who gaye their opinion in this selection front the records of the Government of 
India {Tdpera regarding the question qf the abolition of fees in primary schools) 
did not see’the possibility of such a taxation in luture when they pronounced their 
opinmns on the question of the abolition of fees in primary schools, and, there* 
■fOre, they evidently were silent on this point; but there -were some who foresaw 
tbk contingency and therefore opposed this measure. The only two gentle* 
inen Who conld^recommend such a taxation were Sabu Jogendra Nath Ghose 
and Babu Bipradas Falchowdhry; but I shall quote only one gentleman’s 
opinion, whiw I think ought to carry some weight with my countrymen, 
though that gentleman has been living in retirement for some time past. Baja 
Ban Behari Kapur says— 

* I advocate tho granting of free edneation to the masscB on the clear understanding that 
the Indian Government will be able to supply funds from the ever-increasiug Imperial revenue 
and that no portion of the requisite amount shall be raised by the imposition of an education* 
ness or other taxation. I am decidedly in favour of granting a boon to the people if we can 
afford it, but I think it improper to confer an un-asked for favour on one section of the 
community by taxing another; I object to such a step on principle.’ 

“ My Lord, now I turn to another clause of the Bill. In clause 9 of the 
* Bill we find the proposed limit of a monthly income of Bs 10. I did not 
quite follow why my friend has arrived at this particular figure, for in ..he case 
of Indians their general prosperity cannot be ju(^ed merely from their income. 
The man who has only got a wife and a child to main tain may be much 
better off with an income of Rs. 10 than another with an income ofBs. 16 or 
Bs. 20 having a number of dependents to support, and the latter may be 
required to pay for the education of his own children though the former may 
escape the hability. I submit the limit should bo so fixed as to allow varia* 
tions in each particular case instead of leaving the matter to be decided by the 
Municipality or the District Board as is proposed in clause 9 of the Bill. 

“ Then, in clause 17 we find that this clause authorises the Municipality 
or the District Board to extend, with the previous sanction of the Local Govern* 
meat, the provisions of this Bill to girls. In one word, I may say. Sir, that the 
time has not yet come to extend this Bill to girls. I have doubts that it will 
come soon. I myself am a strong advocate of female education, but with my 
liberal views on the matter I cannot think of making it obligatory on the 
parentsto send their girls of 9 or 10 years to public schools. I think this 
matter has been so ably dealt with my Hon’ble friend Mr. Dadabhoy, that I 
shall not detain this Council on it any further. 

“Lastly, the question, if the object of the Bill is to introduce the principle 
of compulsory education in India gradually, then of course the question that it 
involves is whether it should also be made free. Of course, as Mr. Gokhalc 
has said, many of the Local Governments being opposed to it, ho has had to 
bring this compromise; but I think, personally, that the country is not quite 
ready for it. Now, my Lord, I beg leave to state that if (1 wish to draw 
Mr. Gokhale's particular attention to this) his intention be to educate the 
poorer classes of Indians, the lower classes, among whom w'e find mostly 
agriculturists or artisans, then, remembering that a practical training of their 
spMi^ professions is al«) very necessary, should we always encourage this 
acquisition of a little learning ? Because, though I admit that we have no 
rij^t to keep away from them the advantage that the peace and tranquillity of 
British rule in India has given to Indians to educate themselves, 1 think it 
would be worth considering the well*known saying that * a little learning is 
a dangerous thing.’ I doubt very much, my Lord, if a'l these little 
luminaries who would come out from these schools would condescend to look 
after their ancestral homely occupations or would rather be inclined to get a 
CQ(^ room and an electric punkah.’’ 

M:e. CHiTNaVis : “ My Lord, Mr. Gokhale has my unstint^ 
pgctdM for his life*long efforts to promote the educational interests of his 
eottu^cyniea. I share to the full the appreciation Which the public feel for his 
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work. I statod my views on the subject of compulsory education las^i year* 
It is not so much the temporary diversion of infant labourers from the field 
and the workslxop to the school that will constitute the difficulty arising from 
any attempt at compulsory education; it is the tendency of all intellectual 
education to breed in the recipient a distaste for manual labour and thus to 
wean him from the family pui*suits that contains the germs of an evil, insidipus 
but potent. Caste in India has already divorced labour from intellect, pro¬ 
ducing abnormal conditions in the la])our market, and has created a large 
intellectual class whose well-being is a matter of serious concern to Govern¬ 
ment. Anything which swells tliis class, without a commensurate widening 
of the area of employment, must be viewed with alarm. Besides, education, 
ill-directed and not properly cojitrolled, has its evilsr 

“ I am glad that all these difficulties arc more than anticipated by Mr, 
Gokhale himself, and it is this that has induced him to introduce so many 
safeguards in the Bill, wliicli deprive it of much of the evil apprehended by 
opponents of compulsory education. I think the Bill may bo introduced, and 
the public should be given an opportunity to criticise it. It is of a permissive 
character, and that is its chief recommendation. 

“ I liave, however, my doubts as ri;gards the wisdom of his recommenda¬ 
tion that a special cess may bo IcAded for funds for its sui)port. My long 
connection with District Councils and Municipalities has convinced me of the« 
fact that the existing level of local taxation is sufficiently high. A fresh 
imposition will 2n*ovo only irritating and oppressive. 

“ With these uords I beg to support the Bill.’* 

The Hou’ble Mr. Subba Hao : “ It is fitting, my Lord, that this Bill 
should bo introduced by the Hon’blc Mr. Gokhale who lias consecrated his life 
to the service of liis couniiy, and it is also opportune that the Bill should be 
introduced now, because the Decentralisation Commission 1ms made its recom¬ 
mendations. One of the important recommendations wliich that Commission 
lias made is that a large measure of autonomy should be given to local areas, 
and powers, I believe, would shortly lie gmui to villages to administer their 
affairs in certain matters. It is fitting, therefore, that tliis measure should now 
be introduced dealing with elementary education, and the attention of villagers 
draAvn to tlic benclils of a measure like this, so that they might take advan¬ 
tage of it. It is also opjiortune, my Lord, because at present there is an 
awakening among the people in this country and there is a desire on their part 
that efforts should be made to bettor their condition in all directions -not only 
industrial and commercial, but also educational; and I do not tlilnk therefore 
that this Bill would fall flat ujion the country, as predicted by some. No doubt, 
if some 16 or 20 years ago such a Bill were jiassed, it might have shared that 
fate pbut to-day I do anticipate a better welcome for a measure of this 
kind. It is purely jiermissivc in its cliaractcr. If it wore to prove successful in 
one or two areas, it would bo an example for others to take it up and gradually 
extend compulsory education throughout the country. ^ 

“ It is suggested tliat tlie educational cess would be a bm*den upon the 
people, and instead of this measure being a blessing, it would be a source of 
irritation to them. I Avisli in this connection to draw attention to an experi¬ 
ment which Avas made in the Madras Presidency some long time ago, when 
there was not this idea of free and compulsory education. More than fifty years 
ago, my Lord, Mr. G. N. Taylor was the Sub-Collector of Narsapur, an out-of- 
the-way place in the northern part of the Madras Presidency. In those days he 
started schools with the aid of villagers. I shall read an extract from the 
History of Education in the Madras Presidency^ implied by Dr. Sattyanadhan 
and published Avith the sanction of the Director of Public Instruction, as it 
bears upon the discussion that has been raised in connection with the Bill: 

' In 185:1, Mr. G. N. Taylor, the Sub-Collector of Eajahmundry, had established an 
Anglo-Yornacular School at Narsapur, his head-quarters, and three branch schools in three 
towns in that neighbourhood. These st^hool8 were partly maintained by Mr. Taylor and 
partly by local subscriptions. In course of time, their successful working attracted the atten¬ 
tion of the neighbouring raiyats, who applied to the Sub-Collector to establish Vernacular 
schools in their villages, ofieriug to defray the cost by a fixed annual addition to the reyenue 
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deniA’nd on tbeir In pursuance of this scheme schools were established in some 

eentrnl villages ; some of the larger schools were provided by Goverij^ment with masters of a 
better kind than the ralyats could pay for. These masters had to inspect alt schools within a 
certain range, Jihd there was a Native Inspector to superintend the whole. Speaking of this 
i^stem in 1856-1857, Mr. Arbuthnot, the then Director of Public Instruction, said, “ the 
Kajahmundry system cannot bo introduced into miyatufari districts ujwn the principle on. which 
its introduction was sanctioned, that the rate sliall be raised voluntarily, and it seems to be 
extremely doubtful whether even in Kajahmundry the rate can properly bo called voluntary.'* * 

” My Lord, these facts show how, if once people are convinced that the 
jnoasure proposed would ho beneficial to them, they would voluntarily take it 
up and make it a success. I liave no doubt that if tho experiment is now 
tried in some areas, it would prove successful. Considering the time and the 
circumstances, considering the general feeling among the people, considering 
the interest the Governraeut of India themselves take in this matter, and con¬ 
sidering the needs of tho situation, I am of opinion that a measure of this kind 
is absolutely necessary and I am sure it will be welcomed by the people at largo. 
I submit that in view of the amount of interest that is taken by tho public 
in question.^ relating to education and the complaints that arc made against 
the Government for not moving fast enough in tho matter, a measure of this 
kind should receive the support of this Council. And, after all, what is this 
measure ? It has been blamed as a very cautious measure and as a colourless 
measure. Yet when a measure of this kind is introduced, that objection should 
be raised to it is what I am surprised at. I for one would like to introduce 
some provisions in the Bill, not exactly to make it repulsive or irritating to 
the people at large, hut to make the machine go a little faster. I submit, 
therefore, that the circumstances are favoumble and that the measure ought 
to be welcomed by the Council/’ 

The Hon’ble Mr. Mtj^dholkar : ‘‘ My Lord, I rise to accord my full and 
cordial support to the proposal of my friend the lion*bio Mr. Gokliale, and in 
doing so I wish to offer my most hearty congratulations to him for the con¬ 
spicuous ability, the brilliance of eloqueuco, the mastery of principles and the 
wealth of details with which he has introduced it. My Loitl, I Ixdiove tliat 
even those wlio differ from him in regard to the principle of tlie nujasure 
will admit the ability with which he has brought the question forward and 
discussed it in its various aspects, and it is only natural that I, who liave 
worked with him for years, should entertain the feelings I do. 

“ My Lord, last week, when Ave were discussing the Financial Statement, 
a resolution in regard to free education Avas moved by my friend tho Hon'ble 
Mr. Maaharul Haque. Speaking in reference to that, 1 urged that, though 
compulsory and free education Avas the ideal to he kept in view, that though 
we were to strive and work for uiuversal education, we must recognise that, 
so far as the country as a wliole Avas conctirued, Ave were at a considerable distance 
from that goal. There are several, I might say many, rural areas, and thote are 
particularly the inoutitainous and undeveloped tracts, Avliich Avould take years 
and years brfore they can be considered fit for a m(?asure of compulsory educa¬ 
tion. My support to the present measure is in no way a departure from the 
principles then put forward. It is because I consider that there are towns 
and cities whicli have advanced sufficiently, in Avhich tliere is sufficient evidence 
of the existence of progressive ideas, and which are tJierofore qualified for this 
experiment, that I accord my 8Ui)port to what my friend lias brought before 
the Council. 

My Lord, last year certain statements were made in regard to eclucation 
which I am sure must have given pain to all advocates of (iducation both in this 
Council and outside. We were told that if education Avas made universal it 
would be difficult to find a sufficient number of servants and menial omployfis. 
W’e are also now told that if primary education is given the heads of boys 
would be turned and they Avould be utterly unfit to folloAv their vacations in lire. 
My Lord, I would ask tlie gentlemen who entertain these views only to see to 
what is going on elsewhere in tho world, and to ask themselves Avhat it is 
that has brought about the remarkable progress we see in the European 
countrieis, in A merica and in Japan. I Avould not like to take the time of the 
Counoil in stating truisms, but when it is stated that a knowledge of the three 
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E’s would turn the head of a boy and m^e him unfit to follow' his 
vocation in lifo, that an agriculturist’s son would sit in his room and ask for an 
electric fan, I am forced to say that the actualities of life are no^ taken into 
consideration and the experiences of other people are entirely forgotten. My 
Lord, the Agricultural Departmwit is issuing in several provinces most useful 
loailots and tracts for the purpose of suggestii^ various things of advantage to 
the agriculturist. Now, the information which they give about the various 
kinds of manure.s, improved methods of cultivation, better selection of seeds, and 
so on, will prove lielpful to the agriculturists; and if those who are against this 
kind of primary education would not give that little modicum of knowledge, 
which would enable tIio.se pcojile to read these leaflets and pamphlets, not only 
W'ould the purpose of Government be defeated but those men w'ould bo kept for 
ever in darkness and poverty. Then there are the operatives in our factories, 
and there is the great w’orking ’class. Do tlie opponents of mass education 
suppose that the.se people have not perceived the benefits of education ? I 
would for their benefit in that case tell them that we have got in a town of 
only 34rJ thousands of inhabitants, private night schools for.the depressed 
classes, which are attended by masons and bricklayers, by carpenters and 
smiths, who do a hard day’s work and attend there in the night. And there 
are even chamars w'ho lake advantage of those schools. I do not suppose 
that the desire of several of these working men for education is at all taken 
into consideration, "l^’o have the great economic ])roblem before us. It is 
everywhere admitted that the industries of India sliould be developed and 
that agriculture should be improviKl. Well, we have in this matter 
the experience of other nations, and Ave have Avords of wisdom written for 
us by such an authoritative body as the Boyal Commission on Technical 
Education appointed in 1884, and avo have the experience of America given 
to us by Mr. Mosely’s Commission. There it is not only the captains of 
indu.strics, or even the foremen and the overseers, whose education, is felt 
neccssaiy, but its need in the case of the actual Avorkers—the operatives—is 
also universally recognised. The development of tiieir intelligence and 
increase of their knowledge are considered equally conducive to the improve, 
ment of industries. 

“ My Lord, the demands which Mr. Gokhalo has put fortvard are so very 
modest that I ex^jected that my countrymen at any rate AA’ould join in support* 
ing them. When Ave take into C(jnsiderat/ion Avhat exists in other countries, 
when w’e find that there is hai’dly any European country in which cduosAtion 
is not either free and compulsory, or free, or compulsory ; and when we find 
the same state of things in America; when avc find that the Phillipine Islands 
and Ceylon and onr oavii Ifaroda State have made considerable advance under 
conditions very similar to those AA'liich exist in India, — is it not our duty to go 
on pi^essing forward this question ? We know that a beginning cannot be 
made on a large scale. A beginning must he always very small. A nd it is 
only a modest beginning Avhich is now advocated. 1 would ask the Council 
to give weight to the desire for education Avhich is shown by several of our 
towns. I have made some enquiries in this matter and I would give only 
one instance. In a province in Avhich the Education Department was es^b* 
lished only in 1860, Are find in one town with a population of only 85,000 
over 1,400 hoys attending primary schools, over 700 boys attending secondly 
schools and over 800 boys attending the high school classes in the high 
schools. Then there are the students in training colleges and others 
learning at homo whom I leave out of consideration. More than 85 
per cent, of boys betAveen 6 and 10 are already attending school. 
Now, that town is in no way occupying an exceptional position. It 
only represents the progress which has been made in several of our towns. 
My Lord, 1 consider that the desire for education is sufficiently keen amongst 
our urban population as to justify this measure. It is the fear of some people 
that Government, by giving its sanction to compulsory education, may run the 
risk of some unpopularily. My Lord, if the Government were doii^ 
this directly and if the Government was indiscriminately introducing it, 
there would, I admit, be .some amoimt of risk of that kinm But first of all 
nobody asks for an indiscriminate introduction of the measure ; md further it 
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is not Government wliicli itself will do any of these things. The responsibility 
of determining whether elementary education should bo jnado (sompulsorjr is to 
bo left under certain well-guarded rules on local bodies. I may well claim tin; 
credit of having been connected with local self-government for a longer period 
than any of my non-official colleagues here. Well, urban local bodies, that is, 
our Municipal Comn^ittees, consist of a majority of elected members who have 
to bo in touch with the people—with the ratepayers; and they would not venture 
to bring forward any mesisuro Avhich the ratepayers as a body—the majority 
among them—disapprove. That in itself is a guarantee of cautious action. A 
lecond guarantee of catitioiis action would bo that they would liavo to find a 
substantial portion of the money. Even if tho proportion is, as my friend 
Mr. Gokhale siiggests, two-thirds from Government and one-third by local cess, 
even then they would have to find a considex’able amount. And it would be 
only when they aro satisfied about tho desire of the people for it that they 
would support the measure. My Lord, I believe these are sufficient guarantees 
against hasty and incautious action. 

“ Now, there is only one word more which I would like to say in recommend¬ 
ing this measure to tho a(!Coptanco of the Council. Till now I have advocated 
this policy on the ground of the interest of the people. Hut I urge, my Lord, 
that such a measure as the spread of unuss wlucation is as miich required in the 
interest of good government. Ali-eady considerable poWei’s have been given to 
the urban population and in several iiortions of the rural .areas to the rural 
population, and there are fair grounds to cxjieot that, with the report of the 
Decentralisation Commission before Government, there would be confeiTcd on 
local bodies further enhanced powers and a larger increase of responsibility. 
I would therefore say to Government, in the words of Mr. l.ow when tho 
lloform Bill of 1867 was pavssed, ‘ we must educate our mastor.s 

• 

The Hon’ble Mr. Quin : “ My Lord, at tho outset of the few remarks 
wliich I propose to offer on this Bill at this stage, I have to say, on behalf of 
the Government of Bombay, that, on the understanding that they will have an 
opportimity of considering tho provisions of tho Bill later on, they do not desire 
now that 1 should urge any objection to its introduction. 

“ On two occasions, ray Lord, I have s[)okon in this Council against propo¬ 
sals having for their object the encouragement of schemes connected with free 
and compulsory primary education. Ilocognising, as I do, the paramount 
importance of tlio spread of education in this country, I am the more glad to be 
able to-day to offer a M’^elcome to the Bill which has boon proposed by my 
Hon’blo friend Mr. Gokhale. 

“The details of the Bill, my Lord, are for future discussion andwc are con¬ 
cerned to-day only with the principles. 

“ When I came horc this morning I was prepared to point out to tlie Coun¬ 
cil that the Bill contained at least two princiides which, in my opinion, render¬ 
ed it deserving of most careful cousidemtion. Since I have heard the able and 
eloquent speech with which my Hon’ble friend has introduced his Bill, I have 
be«. disappointed to find that one of these principles was read into the Bill by 
myself and does not really exist; in fact, the Hoa’ldc Member has, with his own 
hands, knocked axvay one of the props witli which I had intended to su])- 

i )ort the Bill to-day. As I reiul the provision which proscribes or permits the 
evy of a local rate for Education, I thought that tho Hon’ble Member recog¬ 
nised the principle of local lialnlity for the additional expenditure, or at any 
rate a very large part of it, which Avould bo caused by this scheme. I find now, 
however, that the Hon’blo Member’s intentions aro different and that he intends 
to throw the greater part of the bimlen of compulsory education upon Imperial 
funds, and for this reason 1 shall say no more about this principle in the few 
remarks I wish to make to-day. 

“The other principle, my Lord, which I consider is deserving of the attention 
of the Council is one which occupies a very prominent place in the Bill—I moan 
the co-operation of the people concerned. Now, my Lord, regarding the extent 
to whi(di the enactment of this Bill will tend to increase the measure of co-opera* 
tion which will be accorded by tho people to the Education Department, I must 
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confess that I have some misgivings. Sutthe point on which I wish to lay stress 
now is this, that, until the readiness of the people in any local area to co-operate 
in the matter of compulsion has been indicated, and until the local body, wlio 
will scarcely over act without having behind them a large amount of agreement 
as to what is to be done, have made an express demand on Government that 
tlio Act should be applied, the scheme proposed by Mr. Gokhale will not come 
into operation. In this initiative of the local body I recognise that there will 
be a very strong, cheek on any undue idealism which may be manifested in 
certain cpiartcrs with tlie desire to introduce compulsory education where it is 
not wanted. 

” Tlie Hon’ble Mr. I^adahlioy, my Loi’d, has made some remarks which 
I may almost characterise as unsympathetic witli regard to the District Officer, 
and although I am not concerned hero to defend Ihe District Officer, I would 
like to point out that the attitude taken up by the Hon'ble Mr Dadabhoy hardly 
reflects much ci’odit upon the capacity for self-government of the Municipalities 
to which lie was referring. 

“ In conclusion, then, my Lord, I would say that, in my opinion, such a 
Bill as that which has been brought forward to-day, wlien amended as it will 
undoubtedly be after it has run the gauntlet of the Government of India and 
the Local Governments and public opinion, may very well prove to be a valu¬ 
able addition to our Statute-book. 

“ It is possible, my Lord, that the Bill, after it becomes law, will give rise 
to abuses. It is even more likely that the Bill may, in many provinces of India, 
remain a dead-letter ; but there is .al ways, I think, to bo remembered tliat by 
recognising in a legislative enactment the principle that it is right and fitting 
that, wliere practicable, every child sliould receive prinuary education, the legis¬ 
lature will be sotting up a standard which cannot fail to exercise a powerful and 
stimulating influence on the public opinion of the coijntry.”

ELEMENTARY EDUCATION I&IUj— continued. 

Tlu! Hon’ble Me. MAzuAEuii Haque : “Sir, it gives me sincere pleasure to 
rise to-day t o support the Bill which has been introduced by my Hon’ble 
' friend Mr. Gokhale. Last year, when the resolution on tho subject of free 
and compulsory primary education was moved by my Hon’ble friend, I gave 
to it my humble but whole-hearted support. This year, Sir, I had the honour of 
bringing myself a resolution on free primary education when the discussion 
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on th'o Financial Statement was going on. Now, Sir, this is tlio third occasion 
on which the subject of odneation has been brought before this Council, and I 
again rise to give my humble support to the extension of education in this 
country. 

“ Sir, the Bill in itself is a very modest and mild measure. Personally, I 
believe it is too mild and too modest, and does not go far enough. But my 
Hon’blo friend has taken the circurastsinces of tlie country into consideration, 
and therefore he has intentionally and studiously m.ado his Bill such a mild 
one so that the country and the Government may acccjpt it. 

“ Now, Sir, if the object of this Bill had been to turn out half*cdacated 
clerks or men of similar de.scription, I would have been the lirst man to oppose 
it. But the object of the Bill is not this. Its object is to introduce a certain 
amount of light where there is intense darkness now. The crass ignorance 
of the masses of the country is simply deplorable, and my friend by his 
measure intends that they should be enlightened to a certain extent in order 
that their life may be a little more pleasant, there may bo a little more 
intelligence in their daily occupations, and that they may live a healthy and a 
happy life. Sir, these arc the reasons why I support this measure so fully. 

“ This Bill throws the responsibility of initiating compulsory education 
upon the people themselves. Tlio i’c.sponsibility of initiation has been taken 
away from the Government and thrown ujjon the shoulders of the public. 
This is an element which, I think, ought to go far to socuro the support of the 
Government in this matter. As my friend has reminded thi.s Council, the 
Governmen t, being a foreign one, natiually has to be very cautious in introduc¬ 
ing any measure which has an clement of compulsion in it; and I consider, Sir, 
that, after the caution which has been introduced l)y my friend, there ought 
not to be any difficulty so fjtr as the Government are concerned. Some of my 
friends here have taken objection to the passing of a Bill in which it is pro¬ 
vided that local bodies such as Municipalities and District Boards should be 
allowed to introduce this measure in certain areas and levy a local tax for this 
education. Well, I know that there are objeotions of that kind and that 
people think that the Government of India should pay all the expenses. But 
I do not think that it is fair to tho Imperial E.xchequer that the Government 
of India should hear the whole bui’dcn : we should also exert ourselves a little. 
Of course, tliore are long speeches delivered on public platforms ; and there 
arc long articles written in the newspapers, which are very valuable contribu¬ 
tions to tho solution of the question; but there is something more valuable, 
which is Bs. as. p., and I believe that the people of the country should cheer¬ 
fully hear this burden of taxation so that they may he able to raise the condi¬ 
tion of the masses of the country. Sir, in this coiinectiou I may mention that 
it gives me a peculiar gratification to refer to the attitude of the Muhammadan 
community gn this question I believe it W'as in 1907, at tho sessions of the 
Indian Muhammadan Educational Conference w'hich was held at Karaclii (I wris 
present there), that tho Muhammadan community cheorfiilly acc<ipted taxation 
for tho purpose of education. They said that they were quite willing to be taxed 
if tlie Government would take this matter into their own hands and provide 
education for tho Muhammadan community. The same thing happened last 
year in Eastern Bengal, and there also tho Educjitional Conference—I believe 
it was the annual meeting of the Provincial Educational Conferonco of Eastern 
Bengal—^passed a resolution praying Govornmont to levy a tax upon tho 
Muhammadan community in order that the Government may be able to provide 
good sound education for the members of that community. Sir, that is the 
attitude of one important community in this matter, and I have not tho least 
doubt that my brethreu of the Hindu community will also come in line with us 
aud dieerfully bear this burden. 

“ Sir, if this Bill be passed into law—and I hope that it will pass—^the 
burden will shift from the Government to the people; then the people will realize 
their responsibility, which is very great indeed, and try to raise the condition of 
the poorer classes who are stewed in ignorance. We sliall bo judged by pos¬ 
terity bytwhat we do now. With these few remarks, I have no hesitation in 
supporting the Bill of my Hon’ble friend Mr. Gokhale,” 
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The Hoii'ble Nawab Saitid Muhammad Sahib ‘ Bahadub ; “ Sir, 
I have much pleasurein supporting the Bill introduced by my Hon’ble colleague. 
Last year, when he brought forward his resolution for making primary education 
free in the country, the trend of opinion, both oIBciol and non-official, in this 
Council was in favour of the acceptance of the principle, although other ffiffi* 
culties lay across its path whiclf prevented the acceptance of his motion in its 
entirety. Sir, just one year has rolled by since the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhalo 
moved hi.s resolution, and during this period public opinion has matured 
itself on the subject, and I beg to assure the Government that, all shades 
of opinion all over the country an.? unanimous in supporting the idea of 
free primary education. It was only the other day that my Hon’ble 
friend Mr. Bliupendranatli Basil introduced his Marriage Bill, when the 
Hon’blc the Home Member asked liim to show if ho had a great volume of 
public opinion in support, of tlie measure. In this case. Sir, I am very 
glad to say that the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale carries the entire public opinion 
with him. No grealer evidence is needed, as has been pointed out oy my 
Hon’ble friend, than that both the Indian National Congress and the Muslim 
League, which are the accredited representative institutions in the country, 
have adopted resolutions supporting the idea. 

“ As the Government is aware, there has been a phenomenal activity 
in matters educational in the country, and even what are called the depressed 
classes have been shaking off their lethargy and .showing signs of a forward 
move. The time has come when education should not only bo made free 
but comjiulsory, for I respectfully submit that it is the duty of the State 
to stimulate educational activity among the masses by the introduction of com* 
pulsion in some form or other. Tlie time cho.sen by my Hon’ble friend for 
the introduction of this Bill Is, I venture to think, very opportune, and when 
the Council accords its sanction to the measure, as I fervently hope it will, it 
wiU have marked an important epoch in the legislative annals of India upon 
vvliich future generations will look back with pride and gratitude, and His Ex¬ 
cellency’s first year of Viccroyalty will be remarkahlc for a benefloent measure 
which would be regarded in the light of a Loon. Even if the times were not 
propitious, the Bill as introduced by my friend should have whole-hearted 
.support both in this Council and outside it. For, is it not painful to find th.at 
after nearly two centuries of British connection with India the masses of this 
emutiy .should still be in the abyss of ignorance? Lord Corzon had in one 
of his speeches admitted that one of the first claims upon its bounty that Gov¬ 
ernment w'ould do well to acknowledge will bo the education of masses. His 
lAjrdship furlhcr admitted that it cannot bo a right thing that three out of four 
villages should bo without a school, and not much more than thirty million hoys, 
or less than one-fifth of the total boys of school-going age, should be in receipt of 
primary education. He even went so far as to assert that ho was one of those 
who tiiought that Government had not fulfilled its duty in this respect. 

“ Sir, the Bill is of a j)ertnis8iA’’o character and its provisions have been 
framed with great caution and Avith due regard for the environs and the life 
of the people Avhom it Avill affect. It is not proposed to extend its operations 
indiscriminately, but power is sought to bo given to Municipalities and Distfiot 
Boards to mark out areas wliore to make its provisions applicable. An innova¬ 
tion like the one contemplated by the BUI deserves to be carefully made, and 
the temporary displacement of social economy that it will cause may in the 
first instance bo looked u])on as a grievance. The local bodies are familiar with 
local "conditions and have thenifore been rightly vested with the direction of 
applying compulsion as they may think be.st. And, very rightly too, the Local 
Government has been made the final arbitrator in this matter, s|)eoially as 
regards the needs and the percentage of school-going children requiring educa¬ 
tion. We Indians are essentially a conservative race as has been shown by some 
Hon’ble Members to-day, and any inroad that an innovation makes in the 
zenana is likely to he jealously watclud. Girls therefore have been in the first 
instance excluded from the operation of the law, a proviso being added for 
their extension in the case of girls when opportunity is found favourable. 
The penal clauses of a Bill are always its sore points and the penalties that 
Mr. Gokhale’s Bill proiddes can by no means be called excessive or in any way 
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caloVilated to act as a hardship in case they are enforced, for the penalty pre* 
■scribed by the Bill is simply nominal. The power with yhich the local bodies 
are going to be invested as regards the impasition of an education tax is, I sub¬ 
mit, necessary, and although critics may ho found of the proposed impost, it 
cannot be avoided considering the larger and higher interests involved. Sir, 
the other provisions are of a formal and non-contentious nature and on 
the whole the Bill as it stands cannot be taken exception to, both as regards 
the principles and details, and as such I hope and trust wiU commend itself to 
.this Council. In conclusion, permit me. Sir, to commend it to the favour¬ 
able consideration of His Excellency’s Government,, for by doing so His 
Lordship will not only inaugiu-ate a beneficent measure, but will base his 
administration on the sympathies of the people whose future generations will 
point with gratitude to His Excellency’s regime as having given them the 
light of knowledge.” 

The Hon’ble Sin Vithalwas D. Thackeksev “ Mr. President, I rise to 
support the Bill which has been introduced by my Hon’ble friend Mr. Qokhale. 
I would have preferred that compulsory education would have been introduced 
as a national system by tbe Gf)vernment of India; but as fears have boon ex- 

S ressed as to opposition fj-om the people, I am quite prepared to leave tliis 
iscrotionary power in the liands of the local bodies. At the same time I think 
. that these fears arc more or loss groundless. I am connected w ith Baroda, my 
father and forefathers came from Baroda State, from Dwarka, and there are 
many other w'ays in which I am connected with Baroda territory. I often go 
there, and I took i^ains last year when I W'as theixs to find out exactly the state 
of compulsory education ; and from all the i-epoi-ls that were given to mo and 
from what I .saw I Avas satisfied that compulsory education wms progressing 
very satisfactorily in the Baroda State. I saw some of the parents in some of 
the villages and found lhat a large number of tbe younger generation knew' 
how to read and write, and tlie parents were proud of tlioir children. In 
Dwarka, when I was there last year, I tried to enquire into the matter, parti¬ 
cularly because the Waghares are the principal inhabitants of Dwarka, and 
they are a warlike race. I found that last year and the year previous the 
Baroda State had introduced compulsoiy education and the Waghares even bad 
taken to it very kindly. So from the experience that we have at hand from the 
same class of people as we have in British territory, we are led to believe that 
the fear of opposition is practically groundless ; and if compulsory education is 
introduced, I think a very large numter of people will take to it very 
kindly. 

Then with regard to the other j)oints in the Bill, I think—and I think 
Mr. Gokhalo also thinks in the same way—that the best thing is to have edu¬ 
cation free, if it is compulsory. A distinction between those Avho earn lls. 10 and 
those who earn more than Its. 10 will be very difficult to settle. There will be 
lots of disputes and dissatisfaction, and as my Hon’ble friend the Maharaja of 
Burdwanhas pointed out, sometimes a man getting Its. 10 a month is bettor 
t. >in.n a man getting Rs. 16. But, as the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhalo has pointed out, he 
has put this limit as a compromise. I do hope, however, that wdien the matter 
comes up before the Select Committee, this point will be reconsidered. 

" Then there was another argiuncnt mod by my friend the Houble Mr. Quin 
that he first wanted to support it very strongly because he thought that tlu; 
expenditure was to come from local bodies, but now fiud.s that two-thirds of 
tbe expenditure is to come out of the Government of India. Jfow, Sir, I can¬ 
not understand what is the difference between the two. Tbe Gov(wmnent of 
Ind ia, collect ovcr 30 crores of rupees from the land-revenue. We collect as 
much as we can from the land, and it is quite fair that a little share out of that 
ought to be spent in educating the children of the ow ners of this land. The 
nnfH in the cities may be different. In the largo cities, perhaiw local taxation 
may come out of the house-owners; but so far as the villagers are concerned, 
I think that the Government of India ought to provide the major part of the 
expenditure. 

Then, Sir, another argument is used against the Bill, namely, that whoever 
is in charge of the boy has to send the boy to school. Thus, a responsibility 
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is thrown on the keepor. And it was asked that good charitable people pick up 
boys from the roadside and feed them, and why should they be burdened with 
the further responsibility of sending the boy to school ? Now, with regard to 
those charitable persons who pick up boys from the roadside and pay Rs. 4 or 
Rs. 5 for feeding a boy, it will not be a burden to have to send him to school, 
as for educating tlie boy they have to pay nothing, because education is free, or 
costs about one anna a month. And, again, I think in our Hindu books we 
hare the old religious precept that Vidyadan is more meritorious than Annadan— 
that wo should give education to tho people even though we do not give food to 
them. Erom that point of view, I do not think that charitably-disposed people 
will grudge paying one anna, if necessary, for educating the boy whom tliey pick 
up from the road. Then, Sir, it is said that a little learning is a dangerous 
thing. It is a common saying and a very sound saying no doubt, but I cannot 
understand how that saying is applicable in tho present case. I may be mis¬ 
taken, and I should like to" know. If it is dangerous, certainly we ought not to 
support the Bill introduced to-day. But I cannot understand bow it can be 
dangerous if a poor agriculturist can read and write and put his signature to 
Marwari bills after reading the amount that is mentioned therein, instead of as 
at present without knowing what the bill contains. I cannot understand how 
it would be dangerous for these illiterate people if they w'ero prevented from 
being defrauded by money-lenders and by those who buy their produce. I do 
not understand how it would be dangerous if they kept their accounts and were 
in touch with tho central markets and knew exactly how their prices compared 
to the prices in the central markets. Well, Sir, I cannot understand 
how it would be dangerous if they could read the leaflets that have been 
mentioned by my ITon’ble friend Mr. Mudholkar, showing the results of 
the experiments obtained at enormous expense to the Government of India. 
They could see the fares mentioned on the railway^ tickets and thus make it 
unnecessary for the railways to employ special jomadai's, as is now tho case, to 
prevent tlio people from being defrauded by the railway servants. And above 
all. Sir, I cannot understand how it Avovdd be dangerous if they got tlio benefit 
of the new.spapcrs now-a-days publisiied for their heiielit at great expense from 
the public Exchequer. Eor all these reasons, Sir, I think it will not at all be 
dangerous, aud that therefore we ought unanimously to support the Bill proposed 
by Mr. Gokhale.” 


The Hon’ble Sin Sassoon David : “ Sir, I should like to say a few words 
only. I admire the exhaustive manner in which my friend the Hon’ble 
Mr. Gokhale has introduced his Bill to-day. But in my opinion the time has 
not come for the introduction of free and compulsory education in India. I 
think the financial position of the country does not warrant its introduction, 
and before such a-stop is taken I think ways and means should be adopted by 
which an annual source of income should be made for all the requirements of 
tho continuously increasing expenses, because if once Government took this 
step, it would not be right that they should go back on it. I am afraid, there¬ 
fore, although the Bill has my symjiathy, I ^11 not he able to support it.” e 


The Hon’ble Mb. Jinnah : “ Sir, I have only a very few words to say on 

this Bill. I do not want to detain the Council for any length of time. I under- 
.stand, however, that the object of Mr. Gokhale to-day is to ask leave to intro¬ 
duce the Bill wliicb is before tho Council. There are two points to be considered 
with regal’d to the Bill: first, the principle of the Bill ; secondly, the provisions 
of the Bill. Now, so far as tho principle of the Bill is concerned, it only seeks 
to do this, that it wants gradually to introduce compulsion into the elemen¬ 
tary educational system of our country. So far as that part of the Bill is 
concerned,—so far as that object is concerned,—tho Hon’blo Mr. Gokhale has 
entire support from mo. This question was' discussed in the Council before on 
more than one occasion, but somehow or other I was not able to express my 
opinion ; but I felt that this is an occasion on which I should not give my 
silent support but 1 should say a few words. I am convinced that it is high

With reference to the notification contained in G. G. O. No. 1315, dated the 28th

and report by Mr. G. F. Hardy, lately President of the Institute of Actuaries, of the assets 
and liabilities, as at 31st March 1908, under the Indian Military Service Family Pension 
Regulations. The valuation of the insurance branch and the separate valuation of the 
assets and liabilities incident to the admission of subscribers belonging to the Royal Artil¬ 
lery and Royal Engineers and to the Royal Indian Marine, will be transmitted to you as 
soon as they are ready; but there is no necessity to await their receipt before taking such 
action as is necessary on the report now enclosed. 


a. Mr. Hardy has investigated with the utmost tlioroughness all the data which arc 
necessary for ascertaining the true position of the scheme, and the report of an actuary of 
such experience and authority will doubtless be accepted with the greatest confidence by 
all concerned. 


3. The consolid^pd accounts for the five years ended on the 31st March 1908 are also 
enclosed. 

4* Your Excellency will be aware from Lord George Hamilton’s Despatches dated 17th 
June 1897 and 17th May 1901 that the question of a reduction of the rate of interest hither¬ 
to taken as payable by Government has long been under consideration. The notification of- 
December 1872 establishing this scheme and all subsequent editions of the Regulations 
have clearly pointed out that the Government does not intend that the pensions provided 
by these regulatioqs shall be any charge, to Indian Revenues,'* and that the rates of interest 
to be allowed in the pro forma account used for the valuation “ will be the rates which 
may be fixed from time to time by the Secretary,of State in Council upon a consideration 
of the m^rkiet raJ;e^ of the 4 ay.-' Since the rate of 44 per cent was first used the credit of 
tbf Secretary of S(;^e for India-in Council and of the Government of India, as measured by< 
the rate of intere/st paid on Indian Government securities, has greatly improved, and the. 
mp^rket rates preyale.nit for inai^y'years past indicate that a rate of 4} per cent is no longer, 
in..accordance with the. principles upon which the scheme is founded.

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the month following the date on which Mr. Hardy's Report and this Despatch are published 
in the Gazette of Jndia^ and will remain in force until the date of the publication of the 
next valuation. The substitution of 4 for 4^ per cent per annum as the rate of interest to 
be charged upon all arrears of contributions levied under these Regulations, and to be 
allowed in the half-yearly Pro forma accounts on the balances shown therein, will take 
effect at the same time. Copies of the amended Regulations embodying the necessary 
alterations will be despatched as soon as possible. The rate of interest in the Insurance 
Branch will continue to be 3i per cent per annum.

March igoS.

My Lord, 

'Pursuant to instructions conveyed to me by Sir R. T. W. Ritchie in his letter of the 
38th July last, I have made a valuation of the assets and liabilities in connection with the 
Indian Military Pensions as at 31st March igo8, calculated at a rate of interest of 4 per 
cent per annum. 

In order to provide a basis for the valuation, 1 have investigated the rates of mortality . 
that have prevailed among the subscribers to the fund, and among the actual and prospe6^ 
tiyc incumbents; the rates of marriage among the widows and among the daughters of 
subscribers, and among the unmarried subscribers; the ages of husbands and wives at 
marriage; and all such other statistics, as, for example, those relating to the rates of 
promotion, and of retirement, affect the valuation of the assets and liabilities under the 
existing contracts. The data for this investigation have been furnished to me by the 
Director of Funds, and cover the period from the 3i9t March i888 to 31st March 1908, 
As the rates of mortality among Europeans in India, especially at the younger ages, have 
undergone considerable change within the last 20 or 30 years, and are now much lower 
than formerly, the data for the period prior to 1888, has little or no bearing upon the 
problem. 

There being comparatively few subscribers or beneficiaries at advanced ages, the data 
relating to these is insulhcient, taken by itself, to give a trustworthy guide to the probable 
future mortality at these ages, and in these circumstances recourse has been had to the 
experience of the Madras Military Fund for the same period (1888—1908) which may be 
considered to represent practically the same class of lives, whether subscribers or benefici* 
aries, as those now being dealt with. 
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Mortality experiejtce of Subscribers* 

There is a not inconsiderable difference in the rates of mortality ot subscribers for 
the period 1888—1898 and for the following 10 years 1898—igo8, the rates for ages under 
50 showing a reduction in the average of, roughly, 20 per cent in the latter period when 
compared with the former, although for ages above 50 the mortality was very similar in 
the two decennia. These features are typical of the change dn mortality rates that has 
been going on for many years past. The rates of mortality among single officers under 
^age 40 has been slightly heavier than among married officers of the same age, but the 
difference is not important, and I have employed the same standard of mortality for both 
classes. 

This standard has been based upon the data summarised in the following Table 1 
embracing the mortality experience of the subscribers, married and unmarried, for the 
period 1898—1908, and that of the subscribers to the Madras Military Fund for the period 
j888— [908. The latter data relating mainly to the older ages, where there has been no 
material change in the rates of mortality, the experience for the whole period of 20 years 
has been employed. The experience of the Madras Fund will be seen to be much the 
more weighty at ages beyond 60, embracing 518 deaths at these ages as against 49 only 
in the Experience of the ** Indian Military"' subscribers.

The rates of mortality at the older ages, as shown by the combined experience, are 
remarkably low, being about 15 per cent below those of male annuitants according to the 
data recently published by the institute and Faculty of Actuaries. To provide a margin 
of safety at this point, I have assumed that in future the mortality at these ages will be 
only 10 per cent below that of the male annuitants^ tabic. 

An important consideration bearing upon the question of future mortality rates among 
subscribers is that of special war risk. Such extra risk as is involved in such small wars 
and military operations as have occurred from time to time during the past 20 years may 
be regarded as provided for in the assumed rales of mortality. Ihese rates, however, do 
not provide for the possible effect of a serious war involving a very large additional 
mortality among officers. It is not possible to estimate the probability of such a war, nor 
to estimate the financial effect of such a war upon the liability for pensions; there is 
however, this safeguard, that under the system of valuation now adopted where such 
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The mortality is, on the whole, very similar to that of the female annuitants (exdud-' 
ing first five years after purchase) of the Institute and Faculty of Actuaries’ iexperieac^ 
already referred to. At ages over 70 it is slightly higher than that of the female aniitii- 
tfints, but I have considered it safer to assume that at those ag^.s will in fi^tgre be in 
agreement witl| that standard. 

MgrtflUty experigi^cg of Qflughters of SMh^criheru 

Table HI is a summaiT of the facts relating to the mortality of thp, daughters of. 
o$cer«. The experience or the Indian Military Fund is confined to the iive yeai% igbS"-* 
the complete facts not being available for the earlier periods, As,|viU I>e seen there 
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would be no information as to the rates or mortality for ages beyond about 30, but for the 
data furnished by the records of the Madras Fund. With the aid of the latter the facts are 
reasonably sufficient for the purpose in hand. It will be noticed that the observed rates of 
mortality are extremely low up to age 40. and are lower than the rates among wives and 
widows up to about 45, after which the difference is in the other direction.

Mortality oj Som of Subscribers, 

A similar investigation was made into the mortality among the sons of subscribers un¬ 
der age 21, at which age their annuities cease and they pass from observation. The rates 
of mortality are in general rather lower, though not very materially different to those of 
daughters at corresponding ages. 

Marriages of Subscribers* 

Table IV summarises the experience as regards the rates of marriage of unmarried 
subscribers for the period 1903—08. The experience relating to widowers is very small and 
has been included with that of bachelors. The table also shows the a^es of the wives 
married to officers of various ages, the difference of age in husband and wife at the date of 
marriage being a factor of considerable importance.

Re-marriages of Widows, 

Table V gives particulars as to rc-marriage of widows during the period 1888—1908. 
The data are very limited, the re-marriages amounting only to 64 during the 20 years, and 
in deducing therefrom rates of rc-marriage that may be regarded as safely applicable to 
the future, I have considered it necessary to assume rates only about one-half of those 
experienced. This margin will meet the possibility of fluctuations in the future rates of 
re-marriage, and will also provide for the fact that the liability for pension will recom¬ 
mence should the re-married widow survive her second husban'l. The proportion of re¬ 
marriages at the various ages are somewhat higher in the latter half of the period than in 
the former, but the numbers are so small when thus subdivided that this is probably merely 
a temporary fluctuation.

The birth rates appear to have been fairly constant during the past 20 years, although 
the|p has been some fluctuation in the proportion of sons and daughters. Tables deduced 
from the above data have been employed to estimate the liabilities that may be expected 
to arise in the future in respect of further children born to existing subscribers. 

Promotions and Retirements. 

Table VIII, which is a summary of a more detailed statement compiled from the 
data for the present valuation and that of 1903, may be taken to represent approximately 
for various groups of ages the relative numbers of subscribers in the five classes, and the 
relative numbers of active and retired. 

The estimates based upon this table as to future changes due to promotions or retire¬ 
ments in the benefits assured, or contributions payable under existing contracts, were 
checked by an investigation of the rates of promotion and retirement at various ages 
during the past five years. 

Allowance has been made in the valuation for reduction of contributions to half rates 
in the case of officers on leave or retired.

The continejent liabilities that will arise in respect of future marriajres of existing 
subscriberst whether of officers now unmarried or of married ofTicers who may become 
widowers, have been computed, as also the contingent liabilities in respect of further 
children who may be born to existing subscribers, and the estimated present capitalised 
value of such liabilities, and of the contributions whic^i will he payable in respect thereof, 
is shown in the valuation balance sheet. In the case of these future marriages where the 
* age of the husband exceeds that of the wife by more than 12 years, it is asisumed that the 
V disparity donations/' in addition to the marriage and “excess age'' dmatioiis, payable 
under Regulation 12, will be sufficient to meet the extra liability thus thrown upon the 
funds. 


Expenses of Managements 

A reserve has been made in the valuation balance sheet for future expenses of manage¬ 
ment upon the assiunplion that these will be charged in future upnii the same basis as at 
present, viz., at the rate of 2^ per cent, upon the contributions received, and 1 per cent, 
upon the benefits paid. 


B^sis of Valuation, 

A series of graduated tables based upon the data above referred to as mortality, 
marriage, birth of issue, promotion and retirements have formed the statistical basis of the 
valuation. It has been assumed that there will be no withdrawals or secessions in the case 
of married subscribers, or that in the event of such withdrawal the sums allowed for the 
surrender of contracts will be such as to inflict no loss upon the funds, duo allowance being 
made for the relief from liability resulting from such consequent withdrawals. In estimat¬ 
ing the capitalised value of future contributions from unmarried officers, an allowance has, 
however, been made for withdrawals upon the basis of the experience of the past quinquen¬ 
nium. 

The rate of interest assumed in the valuation is, according to instructions, 4 per cent, 
per annum, and it is assumed that the estimated fund from year to year will be credited 
with interest at this rate so long as any of the existing contracts remain in force. 

Results of the Valuaiion, 

The Valuation Balance Sheet »appendeil to this Report shows in detail the results of 
the valuation upon the assumption that the Jull rates of contributions and donations as 
set out in Regulation 12 arc payable in juturc. It will be seen that theie was, on 31st 
March 1908, a surplus according to the present valuation of 564,509/. 

This surplus is not quite sufficient to warrant the continurince of the reductions of 25 
per cent, at present in force, but will permit of reductions of 20 per cent, on all future 
contributions and donations, and such reduction may safely be allowed until the completion 
of the next valuation. 

It should be noted that the funds have had the benefit during the period, say three 
years, that has elapsed since the 31st Marcli 1908 of interest at the rate? of 4i per cent, 
per annum in lieu of 4 per cent, per annuan, the additional interest beyond the 4 per cent, 
assumed in tins valuation. On the other hand, new subscribers have been joining during 
this period paying rates of contributions and donations which are somewhat below those 
required upon a 4 per cent, basis to meet the corresponding liabilities, and these two 
factors may be set off against each other.

Rainfall summary for the seven days endf^ at 8 hrs. on Thursday, 
the 6th April 1911, based on the Indii^ Daily Weather Reports 
. of the period. 

1. Another depression from Persia caused the winter rains in northwest India to 
continue to the unusually late date of the 3rd of April. The depression moved slowly 
eastwards giving a few light falls in the extreme north on the 30th March, and moderately 
heavy precipitation on the 31st; but on the ist of April its activity was greatly diminished. 
On the 2nd of April it revived and gave nearly general rain in the submontane districts 
between Simla and Ranikhet and a few falls in Kashmir, and on the 4th it had disappeared. 
Rainfall due to ordinary hot weather conditions began in northeast India on the ist of 
April, extended into north Burma on the 2nd, and continued until the close of the week ; 
but in the south of the Peninsula, owing to northerly dry winds, the customary afternoon 
thunderstorms were much less frequent than usual. 

2. Temperature was nowhere very far removed from normal at the beginning of the 
week, but on the 3rd cool conditions extended over the northwest and temperature fell 
somewhat in the northeast also. During the remainder of the week temperature was 
appreciably below normal over almost the whole of northern India. In the Peninsula and 
Burma the temperature conditions were fairly normal. 

3. Light scattered falls of rain were reported in Upper Burma on the 2nd, 
3rd, 4th and 5th. 

Northeast Indiay including Orissa. —From the ist to the 5th rainfall was fairly 
general in Assam, and varied from fairly general to a few falls in Eastern Bengal. In the 
remainder of the division practically no rainfall occurred. 

The United Provinces^ Central India and the Central Provinces. —Light rain fell in 
the submontane districts of the north United Provinces on the and, but no other precipita¬ 
tion of importance was reported during the week. 

Northwest India. —Light precipitation began in Kashmir, the north Punjab and the 
North-West Frontier Province on the 30th March, and was followed by fairly general and 
moderately heavy precipitation on the 31st, On the ist of April light scattered falls in 
Kashmir and the North-West Frontier Province were reported, and on the 2nd a few falls 
occurred in Kashmir and the east Punjab. 

The /’miT hunderstorms gave rain at Trivandrum on the 30th of March and at 
Gopalpur on the 4th of April but no other appreciable falls were reported. 

4. The largest amounts of precipitation during the week were as follows :— 

^March 31st. Minimirg 2 \ feet of snow, Srinagar 1*88*' of rain and Murree r26*'. 

April ist. Dhubri 2*02^ of rain and Minimarg 2 feet of snow. 

„ 3rd. Sibsagar 1*27^, Gauhati 1-28^, Silchar 2 50^, Cherrapunji 4‘59*' and 
Mymensingh 3’24^ 

,, 4th. Silchar 1*95" and Cherrapunji 2*11^. 

5. Precipitation during the week was markedly above the normal in Kashmir, Eastern 
Bengal and Assam, and Upper Burma, but elsewhere did not depart to any important 
extent from normal. For the period 2nd December to 6th April it was in large excess in 
the United Provinces, the Punjab, Kashmir, the North-West Frontier Province, Sind, 
Rajputana West and Gujarat; in slight to moderate excess in Assam, Baluchistan, Central 
India East, Berar and Mysore; nearly normal in Upper Burma, Eastern Bengal, Orissa and 
Rajputana East; and in defect elsewhere.

Season and Crop Prospects for ^he week ending Saturday, 

1st April 1911. 

Burma.*-«Slight rain fell chiefly in the northern section. ^ Sowing and transplanting 
of spring rice and pluc&ing of tobacco are in progress. Reaping of miscellaneous island 
and other crops and clearing of hill sides for cultivation continue. Standing crops arc in 
good condition. The price of unhusked rice has risen considerably at Saadoway and Pegu 
and is mostly above normal. 

Eastern Bengal and Assam.—The weather was cloudy and warm. Moderately heavy 
showers have fallen in all districts except Malda. Speedy completion of the sowing of jute 
and rice crops is now assured. Harvesting of sugarcane is nearly complete. Later cuttings 
have given better results than the earlier. Harvesting of ganja in Rajshahi is finished 
and the outturn is reported poor. The average price of common rice shows a tendency 
to fall Very little Burma rice is being imported. Cattle disease prevails in Dacca, 
Chittagong, Nnakhali, Sylhet, Goalpara, Darrang and the Naga Hills. 

Bengal.—Rain fell all over the Province except in Birbhum, Gaya and Singhbhum. 
The fall was rather heavy in Howrah, Jessore, Khulna, Shahabad, Purnca, Darjeeling and 
Cooch Behar and light elsewhere. The recent rainfall has facilitated ploughing operations. 
Spring crops have been damaged to some extent by hailstorm in parts of Murshidabad. 
The newly planted sugarcane and vegetables are doing well in Orissa. Prospects of 
mahua are reported to be unfavourable in parts of the Sontha! Parganas and Hazaribagh. 
Planting of sugarcane, harvesting of spring crops and preparation of lands for the next 
season's crops continue. The price of common rice has risen in Burdwaii, the 24«ParganaS. 
Murshidabud, Patna, Shahabad, Monghyr, Bliagalpur, Cuttack, Balasore and Ranchi and 
has fallen in Jessore, Gaya, Saran and Sambalpnr. Cattle disease prevails in Burdwan, 
Midnapore, Nadia, Muzalfarpur, Monghyr, the Sonthal Parganas, Puri, Sanibalpur, Hazari- 
bagh. Palamau and Manbhum. The supply of fodder and water is ample throughout the 
Province except in parts of Midnapore and the Sontb.al Parganas. 

United Provinces.—Light rain fell during the week in the Himalayan and submon¬ 
tane districts. Eight districts report .slight damage from hail but the general outlook 
remains good. Harvesting is in progress except in the hills and threshing has begun in 
the eastern districts. Sowing of sugarcane and extra crops and extraction of opium 
continue. Cattle disease is n^ported from fourteen districts but the general condition of 
stock is good. Fodder and supplies are amplq. Prices have fallen slightly in eleven and 
have risen in five districts. Elsewhere there is little change. 

Punjab. —Light to moderate rain has fallen in parts of Hissar, Ambala, Jullundur, 
Lahore, Shahpur, Rawalpindi, Mianwali and Multan. The condition and prospects of 
st<inding crops are generally good to average. Harvesting of gram and rape seed continues. 
Extra spring crops, sugarcane and cotton are being sown. Standing crops have been 
damaged by hailstorm in parts of Mianwali and by flood in parts of Multan. Prices are 
easy. The condition of cattle is generally good. Fodder is sufficient except in parts of 
Ferozepore and Rawalpindi. 

North-West Frontier Province.—Rain averaging from 19 cents in Dera Ismail Khan 
to 87 cents in Peshawar fell during the week all over the Province proving beneficial to 
spring crops. The condition of standing crops is average. Autumn and extra spring 
sowings continue in Peshawar and Dera Ismail Khan. Pressing and planting of sugarcane 
aiAre still in progress in Baniiu.

March 1911. 

Present : 

The Hon’blo Mr. J. L. Jenkins, c.s.i., Vice-President, presiding, 
and 58 Members, of whom 63 were Additional Members. 

INDIAN UNIVERSITIES (AMENDMENT) BILL. 

The Hon’blc Mr. Butler : “ Mr. President, I move tliat the Bili to 
amend tlie Indian U niversitios Act, 1904, bo taken into consideration. This is 
a small measure which I explained when I introduced it into Council. It was 
dightly criticised then by the Hon’blo Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya. His 
civicism did not extend to the Bill so much as to the fact tliat the Bill was 
necessary because the Chancellor of the Allahabad University did not see fit to 
exercise the full powers given him under the present Act. Tliat, however, is 
a matter which (ioesnot concern this Council, and it i.s olrviously better to have 
half a loaf tha n no bread. The Bill has been published and no criticism has 
been received, and, therefore, I will not detain the Council further in the 
matter.” 

The motion was put and agrex^ to. 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. Butler moved that the Bill be passed. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

INDIAN FACTORIES BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Clark : ” Sir, I beg to move that tho Report of tho 
Select Committee on the Bill to consolidate and amend the law regulating 
labour in Factories be taken into consideration. I do not propose. Sir, to make 
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any statement now : tJie Bill, I think, is generally accepted as non-oontentionB 
except that part #which relat<!s to the restriction of labour in textile factorios. 
On that part of the Bill there are three important sets of amendments put down. 
Those amendments contain alternative proposals to the provisions which the 
Government have put in the Bilh and we Shall have in discussing them to dis¬ 
cuss the whole question of restriction of labour in textile factories. I think, 
therefore, that it, will be greatly to the convenience of Council and will avoid 
going over the ground twice if w o proceed at once to consider the. amendments. 
I might also ]K)int out that if it is desired, after the amendments, to discuss 
the principles of the Bill, it can be done at the last stage on the proposal that 
the Bill bo passed into law.” 

The Hon’ble Sie Vithalhas D. Tbaokeksey : “ Mr. President, it will be 

very diflicult to explain the whole position if we first take up the amendments 
one after another, because, in that ca.se, we shall have to discuss the whole prin¬ 
ciple on the very first amendraout. I think it will bo better, and I hope the 
Hon’ble Mr. Clark will agree Avith me, to have a general discussion now, and 
later on to bring forAA'ard amendments.” 

The President : “It is quite open to Hon’ble Members to make any 
remarks they wish to make ujion this motion.” 

The Hon’ble Sib Vithaluas D. Thackersey : “ Mr. President, my. first 
words on the motion before us are w'ords of congratulation to Government on 
the Bill as it has been revised by the Select Committee. Sir, the original draft 
Bill had aroused fears in the minds of factory-owners a.s to the effects of its 
operation. The Select and its Sub-Committees, who were at work over three 
weeks on the Bill, have introduced important amendments with the object of 
meeting the conA'enienco of the several industrie.s concerned. 

“ The principal objects of the Bill have been steadily kept in view, and 
the Bill as r(iviseu by the Select Committee carries out the intentions of the 
Pactorj'^ Commission in most rc.spects. At the same time, by adopting a 
liberal attitude in regard to exemptions, by jiroviding assessors to assist in the 
hearing of appeals from factory-owmers, and by making the clauses of the 
Bill clear and definite, the Select Committee have done their best to satisfy 
the reiisonable objections of factory-OAvners. I am glad to say that the Bill 
before us is a very satisfactory measure in all respects excejAt one'or two with 
which I have attempted to deal in my amendments. 

“ I should not omit to give the credit for this great improvement in 
the Bill to one to Avhom it is largely due. T mesin my friend the Hon’ble 
Mr. llobcrtson. Owing to the unfortunate circumstance that the Hon’ble 
Member for Commerce and Industry, Mr. Clark, was not able on account 
of his illness to attend the meetings of the Select Committee, the burden of 
the whole work of guiding our deliberations fell on the Hon’ble Mr. Bobertson. 
I am sure I am echoing the feelings of all my colleagues when I say that 
his complete mastery of the sub ject, Lis assiduous industry and his constant 
anxiety to conciliate all interests have won for him our admiration and high 
regard. Sir, I was a member of the Factory Commission, and I can 
Government that the Bill before us is excellently adapted to prevent all the 
abuses which the Commission u'as anxious to put down, provided, of course, 
that the Avork of inspection and supervision is carried out on the lines recom¬ 
mended by the Commission. 

“ After these remarks on the Bill as a whole, I proceed to indicate the 
points where I differ from the conclusions of the majority of the Select 
Committee. They arc two in number. In the first place, I object, and I have 
the unanimous support of my non-official colleagues, includii^ those represent¬ 
ing the Bengal Chamber of Commerce, the Bombay Chamber of Commerce, the 
representative of the Jute Mill-owners’ Association, and non-official Members 
representing other industries who were on the Select Committee on this point, 
to the introduction of the novel principle of direct restriction of the hours of 
adult male labourers. Wo are all agreed that no factory labourer should be 
required to work more than twelve hours a day. There is no difference of 
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opinion as to that. .The only question is, how is this ond of a twelve hours’ day 
to be brought about J’ The Factory Gominission after great deliberation recom¬ 
mended a plan, namely, the creiition of a young persons’ class with hours 
limited to twelve. They were of opinion that this would automatically limit 
the working hours of all labourers to twelve. Government have come to the 
conclusion i£at this effect will not bo adii^ved by the plan. But there ares 
other ways by which the same could be done. The Bombay Mill-owners' 
Association in their recent representation have made one proposal which has 
also the approval of the Bombay Chamber of Commerce. I suggest another 
in my amendments, which if accepted by the Council will make it utterly 
impossible for any mill-hand to work more than twelve hours, without imposing 
a direct restriction on the hours of adult male labourers. My proposal is to 
make an hour’s interval corapul.sory after-a mill has been working for twelve 
hours. According to clause 29 no factory can work earlier than 6-90 or later 
tlian 7 o’clock. After six hours a compulsory stoppage of half an hour is 
required by olauso 21. A mill which begins at 6-30 will stop for half an hour, 
between 11-80 and twelve noon. It will w'ork again from twelve to six, and 
a stoppage of one hour -after that would come to 7 o’clock, after which it is 
prohibited from w'orking under section 29. Thus the object of a twelve hours 
day will be automatically ensured without legislating on the hours of the adult 
male labourer. I earnestly hope that Government will, oven at this last 
moment, give a favourable consideration to the amendment. I assure Gov¬ 
ernment that the idea of a direct limitation of men’s working hours has caused, 
and is causing, groat alarm among the industrial community. It is felt to 
endanger the future of Indian factories. We feel that sooner or later this 
concession which Government propwe to make to outside 2 )ressure will lead 
to farther demands for greater direct restriction which Government, with all 
the good will in the world, will bo powerless to resist. o may be wrong, but 
wo strongly feel that Govorimicnt by introducing this novel principle of 
adult restriction will be throwing away a valuables safeguard to the interests 
of Indian industries. I have only to refer to the jjast history of the excise-duty 
on Indian cotton-factories to show that our fears are not unfounded. 

“ Then, Sir, I differ from tlio majority of tlie Select Committee as to the 
justice of extejidiug the luovisions of the Bill to factorie.s working daylight 
hours. I may remind the Council that tlio abuse.s which, the Bill is designed 
to check arose in mUls worked by artificial light, and that it has been admitted 
that if electric light had not been introduced there would have been no need 
for present legislation. Why, then, should the provisions of this Bill be 
extended to factories Avorking l)y natural light ¥ Tho chhsf objection of 
opponents to the exemption of daylight factories w'as tliat the longC'-t working 
day would he 14 or 14| hours in the hot weather. But I have juovided 
against it in my amendment, under which the maximum day sluill not exceed 
12 J hours. While I believe that, ultimately, all mills will find it do-sirable 
to adopt a uuniform 12 hours day, I think it unjust to impose ro-strictions 
where no abuse has occurred. I trust Government will be pleased to con¬ 
sider this suggestion also favourably. I may mention that the Government of 
lilipbay have supported this view. My Lord, there are two other matters to 
which I wish to take this opportunity of calling the attention of Government 
though I have not thought it nece.ssary to move any umeudmouts regarding them. 
The Factory Commission recommended tho appointment of a Chief Ins^iector 
of Factories, primarily with a view to ensiudng uniformity in the a<lministra- 
tion of factory laws. Government have, however, decided to dispense with 
this appointment in deference to the views of Local Governments. But, Sir, 

I earnestly hope that the main object for w'hich the Factory Commission 
made the recommendation will not be lost sight of. I Jioed not remind the 
Council that there has been in the post a great dc.'>l of difference in the 
manner in which tho Factory Act was administered in the several provinces. 
In order to avoid such a contingency in the future, the Bombay Milhowncrs’ 
Association have suggested that all rules made under tho Act should be uniform 
except k) far as local conditions warrant any alteration, and that the Government 
of India ^ould see that this policy is carried out by Local Governments. Sir 
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the best course seems to mo to be that the Goyernment o^ India should draw 
up a set of model rules for the guidance of Local Governments who will 
make the necessary changes in them to adapt them to local requirements. 
I further think that an annual conference of factoiy inspectors to compare 
notes will be useful in keeping factory administration on the same levm of 
efficiency in all parts of the country. I should like to have a clear pronounce¬ 
ment from Government on this important point. 

“ Lastly, Sir, I wish to support the suggestion of the Bombay Mill-owners* 
Association with reference to the clause relating to ventilation. The subject 
is a higlily technical one; ])ut it is necessary, as has been done recently in 
England, to have an exhaustive enquiry carried out by experts, and such 
enquiry was recommended by the Eactoiy Commission also. The rules 
framed for the due ventilation of factories must be based on the conclusions of 
such an enquiry. 

“ In conclusion, I would again congratulate Government and country 
on the eminently satisfactoiy manner in whicli the difficult problems connected 
with factory administration have Ijcen dealt with in the Bill before us.” 

The Ilon’ble Mr. Dadatjhoy : “ Sir, I feel I cannot allow this opportunity, 
wlieii the Bill relating to the r(?gulation of labour in factories comes l)efore 
tliis Council for the last time, to pass w ithout once again entering my emphatic 
jirotest against the restriction of adult labour ; and I do that, despite what 
has been said this morning in fi daily paper, that we are ‘ desperate and 
unprincipled men, and tliat we are Bill-wreckers.* 

Sir, I have no hesitation in strongly condemning the portion of the Bill 
providing for a restriction on adult labour. Before I proceed I must join with 
Sir Vithaldas whole-heartedly in ottering congratulations to the Hon’ble 
Mr. llobertson for the consummate skill and ability with which he lias 
followed this highly technical and important legislation through the Select 
Committee. I publicly acknowledge our debt of gratitude to him for the 
facilities and information he very clujcrfully gave 11 s during our labours in 
the Committee. Sir, I do not feel myself justified in taking up the time of this 
Council at considerable leugih after the remarks that I made on the restriction 
of adult labour when the Bill came up before this Council in January, I regret 
that the Select Committee liave not seen their way to delete this provision. 
Sir, I am afraid tijis provision will have a serious effect on legislation in this 
country. I do not wish to reptiat the remarks that I made on the 
subject the other day. 1 shall content myself with reading one 
or two passages from an important paper called the Engineer published 
since I made my observations in this Couneil, and the fear and apprehensions 
which I then entertained are amply borne out. I pointed out in my speech in 
January last that this Couneil was embarking upon a revolutionary and 
dangeroijLS pieciJ of legislation. 1 brought to the notice of Hon*ble Members 
that this experiment had failed in Erance; it had foiled in Switzerland ; and 
it had failed in the United States ; it was a practical failure in England; and I 
am confirmed in iny view by the opinion which has been expressed on this 
matter at home. I shall only read a few passages from the very sober and 
sensible leading article in this paper, the Engineer. 

“ Tlio first passage reads : 

‘ 111 the North, liowcvcr, jsomethiiig more than a mere qiieKtioii of wages is at stake-—some 
cardinal points ill the vexed problem of State interference with iiulustiy are involved, for the 
Eight Ilours^ Act is at the root of the mischief.* 

“ Again: 

'And it is evident that the miners of the North are not going to submit quietly to the 
inconveniences, losses and hardsliips inllictcd upon them by this new measure. The plain 
truth is that this Act will not lit th(‘ natural economic conditions of the Noithmnberlaiid coal 
trade. The idea that peaci^ had been eslahlished in the North, wdieii the miners who had been 
on strike there from January to April last year returned to work, was quite mistaken.* 

“ Another important passage runs thus: 

' Thousands of the miners struck against these new conditions at the beginning. All the 
tithe they have been pressing for a remedy ; in other words, they desire to go back to the 
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conditions which prevail^ before the Ei^ht Hour.^ Act was passed. But the owners cannot very 
well comply with the r^juest and at the same time comply with the law. Nevertheless, Iho 
men are about to prosecute their domaud still more vigorouHly. The most unfortunate part of 
the business is that the miners, misled by socialists, are inviting the coal-owners to remedy th(*ir 
grievances, when, as a matter of fact, they ought to appeal to Parliament for a I’cmedy ; for 
thoir grievances are the outcome of an Act passed by Parliament, and whicli Parliament alone 
has the power to amend. As we have all along suggested, the best way out of the clilficuHy 
would be by way of an amending Act permitting ' local option —that is, giving each district 
tho right, upon a ballot vote, to contract out of the eight nours^ law. ^ 

, Sir, this will show that tho reaction has already sot in in England, and I 
feel quite convinced that before long the English labouring classes 
will have their voice heard, and that limited hours of labour in special 
branches of English industries will before long bo abandoned in England. 
When people in England, when people in other civilised countries, are 
finding out the mistake of past legislation, M e practical men here are legislating 
for a law which has been found from experience to be entirely undesirable and 
unsuitable. 

“ I cannot allow this opportunity to pass without answering one or two 
observations that fell from my Hon*ble friend Mr. llohertson when he replied 
in tho course of the debate which took placet in Council in January. I jvnnted 
out to this Council that the only ground, the only reason, which promi)ted 
Government to undertake tliis legislation was the installation of electric lights 
in some of the Bombay mills. I stated then that only in 1905 that this derelic¬ 
tion or default, whatever you may call it, had been committed by the 
Bombay mill-owners, and that since that year Bombay mill-oAvners had never 
worked for more than twelve liours a day. The Hon’ble Mr. llohertson in 
his reply was pleased to join issue, and to state that that was not tho 
only text which Government had before them. Up to now, Sir, we liave 
not heard of the second text that induced Government to undertake this 
legislation, and I, for my part, shall he v( 3 ry pleased to l)e enlightened in the 
course of the debate to-day on the other reasons that have prompted the Govern¬ 
ment to undertake this important piece of legislation. I repeat. Sir, M’hat I said 
previously, that this restriction would handicap our groAving Indian industry, 
and, despite what has been said in the Press, I maintain my allogatiou. I say 
that it Avill strangle the industry in tJiis way. It Avill not affect us in llio least 
in our competition with tin? Ujiited Kingdom. It will not affect us in our com¬ 
petition with Liigland and Lancashire for the simple reason that we do not come 
in competition with thorn ; but it will seriously handicap us in our competition 
witli China and Japan. In Japan great progress has bo(in made in recent years, 
and numermis mills are fast springing up. China is aAvakening after a long 
state of torpor. China before long Avill go in largely for the mill industry, and 
the. result will be serious comiretition \\ ith India. We ar(5 gradually losing 
the Japan market, and once China hocomes vigorous and self-supporting, it will 
bo found that tho Indian industry will suffer very considerably. Sir, I do not 
believe in sAi^c«ating labourers; I am not an advocate of Avork for more than 
twelve hours ; I do not believe in iinjAosiiig strenuous hours on the labouring 
classes. I fight this quastion simply on principle ; I tight this question simply 
economic principle. I say it is a wrong policy—a policy which militates 
a^inst all economic considerations—for Government to undertake a piece of 
legislation of this description. The ITon’ble Mr. Robertson was good enough to 
assure the Council tho other day that there would bo really no danger by re¬ 
stricting labour to twelve hours, inasmuch as mills Avoiild not lose anything in 
tho matter of production; in fact, the mills would gain in production; and in 
support of this, he quoted the opinions of the managers of two of the most pros¬ 
perous mills in India—I mean those of Cawnpore and Nagpur. Now, Sir, on 
this subject allow me to draw the attention of the Council to the Report of the 
Factory Commission. They themselves Avere extremely doubtful whether this 
restriction of twelve hours would have any effect on the question of production. 
In paragraph 63 of their valuable and illuminative RejKirt they state this : 

*^Tho information whicli we have bwn able to collect on ihis subject is, however, of but 
little value; and a sufficient basis has not in general been given ujiGn which to rest any definite 
concluBionB. The conditions affecting production in Indian textile factories include so many 
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factors, of which tlie length of the working clay is only one, that it is quite impossible to base 
any opinion of a reliable character upon isolated statistics covering an. indeterminate period, 
such as the majority of the mills have supplied .... This practice renders it impos¬ 

sible to obtain comparative figures of any value showing the effect of varying hours of work on 
the outturn of the operatives in such mills.* 

“ Sir, the opinions of two expert managers have been quoted, for one of 
whom I entertain the highest regard; but I may as well ask the Hon’ble Member 
over there if these two mill managers, whose opinions were quoted with so much 
force in this Council, were fully convinced that the mills would gain by working 
short hours. The opinion of one of these gentlemen was to the effect that a 
11 hours working day was quite sufficient. Is it too much for me to ask why 
these gentlemen are waiting for tliis factory legislation to be passed ? Why 
are tliey waiting for this Factory Act to be passed to enforce a shorter day ? 
If they w^ere so sure that the mills would not suffer in the end in production, 
they ought to have set an examphi before this Act was actually passed, and 
enforced an eleven hours day. I, therefore, say that the strongest argument, the 
strongest fact which could be urged against that statement of my friend the 
Hon’ble Mr. Kobertson is the inability of these mills themselves to put into 
practice what they are so ready to preach. I am afraid, Sir, that this legisla¬ 
tion, though the Government’s intentions and motives are benevolent, will 
hardly be of much service. As I said before, Government will be sadly dis¬ 
appointed if they hope that, by passing an enactment of this kind, they will 
improve the general healtli and conditions of life of the labouring classes And 
here I cannot do better than express the opinion of the Upper India Chamber 
of Coimnerce, most of whoso members are Europeans, Avho have expressed them¬ 
selves with so much precision and truth on this question. The Upper India 
Chamber of Commerce remark : 

‘ With a twelve hour day imposed by law, it is inevitable that Indian operatives will be 
compelled to work more strenuously, a oondition altogether foreign to their habits and inclina¬ 
tions. This compulsion will not eomo merely, or even mainly, from the necessity employers 
will he under of obtaining the output essential to profitable working, but will be the result of 
the additional effort the operatives must put forth to earn the wages they draw under existing 
conditions. A longer, but less strenuous, day suits the needs of the Asiatic operative, and it 
seems to my Committee that Government iiutui’s the gmvest responsibility in overturning by 
dmstic legislation conditions of labour whiidi have evolved in harmony with Indian peculiarities 
of climate and temperament. My Committee regard with serious misgiving the consequences 
likely to result from arousing discontent amongst all those engaged in industrial enterpnses 
whether employers or employed. ^ 

“ I can hardly add anything, Sir, to this explicit statement. The legislation, 
instead of conducing to the health of the operatives, will tax their energies to 
the utmost. Employers of labour will demand from them, within those limited 
hours of work, more strenuous ork, and the result, Sir, will ultimately 
be one which you are seeking here to protect them against. Sir, on this 
subject \ shall not detain the Council much longer, but I shall sound a 
note of warning to this Coimcil. I am afraid, as Sir John Hewett so ably 
remarked, this will be a prelude to further legislation in this very Council. 
There will be a day not long distant when this Council will be called 
upon to undertake further restriction, possibly •from twelve to eleven hours^ 
There will be a day when pressure wdll be put from England to restrict f\ff^ 
ther this time limit which you aie now about to fix, and I venture to state 
resistance will be then impossible. Then it will be too late for this Council to 
take up an attitude of protest or opposition, and I submit therefore that this 
danger ought not to be kept out of sight. But, Sir, if this legislation is 
to be undertaken at all, I entirely disagree with iny Hon’ble friend Sir 
Vithaldas Thackersoy. I do not believe at all in makeshifts; I do not 
believe at all in adopting subterfuges for the purpose of backing out of a 

{ rinciple which Government may not feel morally justified in maintaining, 
f Government thinks that there should be a restriction of adult labour,, 
let it openly enforce it, and deal with it in an overt manner, and not adopt 
the circuitous methods suggested by my Hon’ble friends Sir Vithaldas and 
Mr. Mudholkar. I may perhaps speak again on this subject later on, but my 
firm opinion is that, if the principle is sound and acceptable, the situation must 
be boldly faced, and that Government will not lay itself open to the charge of 
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moral weakness in haring talnen up a position which they themselves were 
unable to defend. For these reasons I fear I cannot support my Hon’blo friend 
Sir Yithaldas. I think I have made myself perfectly clear, and I appeal again 
to Gtoremmont before I resume my seat to see their way to remove this arbi¬ 
trary, unreasonable and injudicious provision from this Bill.” 

The Hon’blo Mr. Montbath: “Sir, at the outset I would desire to 
associate myself with my Hon’ble colleague Sir Yithaldas Thackersey in his 
opening expressions of satisfaction and congratulation on the general outline of 
the Bill as now submitted. ■ 

“ It will be in the recollection of the Council thi^when the present Bill 
was introduced on 3rd January last I reiterated the views of the Bombay 
Chamber of Commerce in supporting Government in the measures proposed 
with the one exception of the direct legislation on the limitation of hours for 
adult male labour. 


“ The Bombay Chamber are unchanged in their views, and firmly hold to 
the position they advocated, and much regret that the possibility of indirect 
legislation in this detail has not been accepted. The Chamber are therefore in 
full sympathy with the minute of dissent which has been added to the Beport of 
the Select Committee, as signed by six of the members of that Committee, seeing 
the principle of restricting the hours of work of adult male labour is quite a 
novel one and has not been recognised in textile factories in any part of the 
British Empire. I would repeat the statement of the dissenting members of 
the Committee, in pointing out that the Factory Commission of 1908 emphati¬ 
cally deprecated such restriction and showed there was no necessity for the 
adoption of such a drastic course. 


“ Under the circumstances I hope that even at this late stage the Govern¬ 
ment may give way on this point where there is imdoubted fooling—a point 
which many think u'ill cause inconvenience and'hamper enterprise. In other 
respects I feel the Bill as submitted by the Select Committee is both useful and 
workable in its present form. 

know there are several amendments proposed covering the above point, 
but these amendments include other suggestions, such as altering the hours for 
children, or eliminating the clause limiting the use of machinei'y. If the 
amendments of each Member are taken en hloc, I shall be unable on behj^f of 
the Bombay Chamber to support them, as they prejudice the general i)rinciple8 
of the Bill, which is not what the Chamber have any desire to frustrate.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. MtiJOHOLKAR ; “ Sir, I wish to associate myself with 
the remarks which have been made by rny friend Sir Yithaldas Tliackersey in 
making our acknowledgment to the Hon’blc Mr. Bobertson for the very able 
and conciliatory manner in u'hich he has conducted the proceedings in Select 
Committee on this intricate and complex measure. With him I should like 
to associate also the name of one who was worki ng, it might he said, behind 
the scenes, but who, we know, has helped him considerably in the framing 
of that measure and in giving advice at the various stages of the proceedings. 
4 lj||jefer to my Hon’ble friend Mr. Fremantle. With the general principles 
of the measure I am in entire accord. The only difference between the 
majority of the members of the Committee and those who have signed the 
minority report is in regard to sections 28 and 31 of the Bill. It is regarded 
and described as the central principle of the Bill. But if the suggestions 
which we shall make when we come to the actual moving of amendments and 
with the observations I shall presently submit to the Council, it will be seen 
that there is hardly any difference in regard to essential results between the 
proposal of Government and those which have commended themselves to my 
mend Sir Yithaldas Thackersey and to me. There is one misconception which 
seems to prevail in regard to our attitude which I will ask the Council to 
permit me to clear up. It seems to bo thought that those who do not accept 
sections 28 and 31 have no sympathy with the working classes, that they are 
: advocates of excessive working, and that it is personal considerations which 
have actuated this attitude. Sir, I wish to assure this Council that it is 
in the interest of the country, and of the great industry which is regarded 
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as the most important one, that we deprecate the proposed direct limitation 
of hours of labour. TJie texlile industry is in importance second only to the 
agricultural one. It is working amidst great difficulties. Taking that section 
of it which is carried on with the aid of power-driven machinery, it is necessary 
to remember that it has to fight against great odds. The machinery has to be 
obtained from abroad. Its cost here is more than what it is in the countries of 
the West. Industrial capital in India is comparatively small. The operatives 
are ignorant, untrained and very inefficient. Even the overseers and 
managers are not as highly qualified as those in * Europe or America. The 
result is that the cost of production in India is greater. It is a mistaken 
notion that labour is in this country helpless and entirely at the mercy of. the 
capitalists. The rise in wages which is observable eveiy where shows the fallacy 
of this belief. Owing to deaths from famine, plague and epidemic diseases, 
efficient labour-.supply has undergone diminution. With the springing up and 
spread of new' industries a further restriction of lahour available to the cotton 
industry has taken place. Instead, therefore, of the operatives being at the 
mercy of the capitalists, it is tbc latti^r w ho have to conciliate and humour the 
former. 

“ It is on a consideration of practical difficulties like those and not on mere 
abstract grounds of the doctrine of laissez faire that legislative interference 
with adult male labour is dcprecatod. Koferencts was made) by the Hon’blo 
Mr. Eobertson to a statement in the evidence I gave before the Factory Labour 
Commission. I would in fairness to myself and to the class I am deemed to 
rej^resent crave the permission of the Council to quote wdiat was said in another 
part of my evidence : 

‘ It was Ills opinion that twelve hours work a day was the limit where men worked con¬ 
tinuously, but taking into account the conditions of work in India, viz.y that adults can pot 
work continuously at a stretch for more than throe or four hours, the nominal hours of labour 
must be longer. On his present phvsicpie the Indian operative was incapable of applying 
himself intently to any kind of work for six hours without intermission.' 

“ In another portion of my evidence I had to point out the distinction 
between nominal hours of labour and the period of actual employment of each 
operative observed in practice. It w ill thus bo seen that as to the desirability 
of limiting the average working day to twelve hours there is no disagreement on 
principle. WJiat is objcct(?d to is the direct limitation by a legislative provi¬ 
sion. 

“ I would point out to the Council that clause 29 as it exists in the Bill 
when w orked with the amendment proposed wall pinxluce the identical result 
that clause 28 is designed to do. * No j erson shall be employed in a textile 
factory before half past 5 o’clock in the morning or after 7 o’clock in the 
evening.’ This gives 13^ hours as the total pen'iod during which a factory can 
wwk. ^Deducting out of this the half-hour stopj)age of all work after the first 
six hours and the further one hour after the second period of six Ijours, there 
will remain only 12 lioui*s of actual employment. 

“ If the altainmeiit of a cddain result is all that Government aim at, 
there is no reason w hy this amendment should not be accepted. It migbt^kft 
asked w hy w^e, avIjo are prepared for an indirect method which produces the 
same residt as clause 28, are unwilling to acccjpt this clause. 

“ The fears of those w ho are opposed to direct restriction by legislation on 
the hours of male labour is pithily summed up in the note of Sir John Howett 
drawn up for the Factory Labour Commission. His Honour said : 

' I rocogniso the objt^etious to the regulation of the hours of adult male labour by law, 
and I fetu* that, if Icgislalion is now undertuken to limit the working hours of adult males 
to 1‘2 or to 115 hours, it will not stoj), but that attempts will be made in the future—not always 
suggosied merely by the idea of doing justice to the operative—to still further restrict the 
working hours of adult males/ 

“ As to how such a law^ w^ould be regarded hy the operatives themselves I 
would again quote that same authority : — 

‘ I am not sure that a limitation by law to 12 or 18 hours will be popular with the 
operatives themselves, since it must lead either to the rpduciion of the earnings or to their 
having to work more strenuously than they do at present/

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, 
the 13th April 1911, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 

1. A disturbance in the extreme north gave rain at the beginning of the week in] the 
North-West Frontier Province and snow in Kashmir. The precipitation was followed by 
a fairly well marked cool wave which passed rapidly eastward across northern India, but 
its influence did not last long and by the i ith temperature was approximately normal 
throughout the country. Maximum temperatures ranging from 105® to 108° were recorded 
during the week at stations in the United Provinces, the Central Provinces and the Madras 
Deccan. 

2. Rainfall was fairly abundant in Assam, but elsewhere was confined to a few falls 
in Burma, the extreme north of India and the southern half of the Peninsula. 

3. At the close of the week the sea \vas rough at Colombo and was rising in the 
vicinity of the Andamans and south Tenasserim ; these conditions combined with a change 
in the direction of the winds and the commencement of rainfall in the Andamans indicated 
a disturbance in the south of the Bay. 

4. Burma.'^L\g\it rain fell at Mandalay on the 6th and at Myitkyina on the loth 
and nth. 

Northeast India^ including Orissa. —Rainfall occurred in Assam every day except the 
loth and there was a light fall at Narayanganj on the 6th. 

The United Provinces^ Central India and the Central ifThere was no 
rain, and skies were cloudless throughout the week. 

Northwest Rainfall was fairly general in the Nort-West Frontier Province on 

the 7tb, and a few falls of snow occurred in Kashmir on the 7th and 8th* 

The Peninsula.^K few falls of rain occurred in Madras and Mysore, and Sholapur 
also reported a light fall on the 8th. 

5. The largest amounts of precipitation during the week were as follows. 

April 6th. Ootacamund 1*38*" and Kodaikanal viZ\ 

„ 7th. Silchar 

„ 9th. Cherrapunji 3*81'*' and Sibsagar r40*'. 

6. The precipitation of the week was above the average in M3r8ore and the Madras 
Deccan and within 20 per cent of the normal in the Bay Islands and Assam; it was more 
than half an inch in defect in Malabar. For the period from the 2nd December 1910 to 
the 13th April 1911 it was in more or less marked excess in Assam, the United ProvinceSi 
the Punjab, Kashmir, the North-West Frontier Province, Baluchistan, Sind, Rajputana 
West, Gujarat, Berar and Mysore; within 20 per cent of the normal in Eastern Bengal^

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

8th April 1911. 

Burma.—-Slight rain fell in six northern ^i^triqts and in the Northern Sb^n Stet^ 
and the Chin Hills. Clearing of hill sides for cultivation and harvesting of miscellaneous 
island and other crops continue. Sowing and transplanting ot spring rice and plucking 6 i 
tobacco are in progress. Standing crops are in good condition. The price of unhusked 
rice has risen slightly in Rangoon, Mergui and two other centres and has fallen slightly 
ip Tharrawaddyi Myaungmya and one other centre. It is about normal in most places. 

Eastern Bengal and Assam. —[Report not received.] 

Bengal.—During the week rain fell in the Burdwan, Presidency and Orissa divisions, 
Birbhum, Howrah and the 24-Parganas excepted^ and also in Champaran, Darjeeling and 
Cooch Behar. The fall was rather heavy in jessore, Khulna, Nadia and Bankura and light 
elsewhere. Standing crops have been damaged to some extent by hailstorm in parts of 
Champaran, Khulna and Murshidabad. Planting of sugarcane and harvesting of spring 
crops arc in progress. Preparation of lands for the next season's crops continues but rain 
Is wanted for the purpose in Burdwan and the 24'Parginas. The newly planted sugar¬ 
cane and vegetables are doing well in Orissa. The price of common rice has risen in 
Murshidabad, Jessore, Saran, Chainp.aran and Angul and has fallen in Burdwan, Khulna, 
Darbhanga and Cuttack. Cattle disease is reported from Burdwan, Howrah, Sbahab^d, 
Monghyr, the Sonthal Parganas, Puri, Sambalpur, Hazaribagh, Palamau and Manbhum. 
The supply of fodder and water is sufficient throughout the Province except in parts of 
Midnapore and the Sonthal Parganas. 

United Provinces.—Light showers fell in the Himalayan districts, Thre.shing and 
winnowing of spring crops are in full swing in the eastern and harvesting in the western 
districts of the Province. Prospects are good. Extracting of opium is nearing completion 
and weighments have commenced. Sowing of sugarcane and irrigation of extra crops 
continue. Cattle disease is reported from ten districts but the general condition of stock 
is good. Fodder and supplies are ample. Prices have fallen in eleven and have risen in 
two districts. Elsewhere prices are practically stationary. 

Punjab.—Light rain has fallen in parts of Hissar, Ambala, Jullundur, Rawalpindi afid 
Mianwali. The condition and prospects of standing crops are generally good to average. 
^Harvesting of spring crops continues. Extra spring crops, sugarcane and cotton are beiig 
^own. Standing crops have been damaged by hailstorm^ in parts of Mianwali. Prices are 
easy and have fallen slightly in some district^. The condition of cattle is gqpcrally. good. 
Fodder is sufficient except in parts of Rawalpindi. 

Nprth-West Frputier Province.— Slight showers fell during the week all over the 
Province. The rain was beneficial to standing crops. The condition of crops 

is average. Sowing of extra spring and autumn crops is in progress. Pressing of 
cane is nearly finished in Bannu but planting still continues. Floods are reported in the 
Tochi nnd Kurrara rivers in Bannu. The fodder and water-supply is generally sufficient 
throughput the Province. There is no irrigation from the Paharpur canal in thei Dera 
Ismail Khan district. The condition of cattle is generally good. The public health is 
generally good. Prices of food grains, except gram, lare fluctuating. Priceswheat 14 
to no, gram abf| to 30, maize 16J to api and hajraM\ to 23^ seers per rupee.

Jammu,— Rain slight. Prices are stationary. Wheat sells from 12 to 20 and nvaisr^ 
from 15 to 30 seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops is good. Cattle disuse 
of mild type prevails in the Bhiniber tahsil of the Province. Fodder is sufficient.' ^ 


Kashmir.— The weather was bright. Fodder is sufficient but is a Tittle dear. Green 
fodder is shortly expected. There is no disease among cattle. Prices are stationary. 

Rajputana.— [Report not received.] 

Central India. —Rainfall ntl. The weather is seasonable. The days are hot and 
the nights cool. Harvesting of spring crops is in full swing and land is being prepared 
for sugarcane and other crops. Slight damage to wheat and gram is reported in parts 
of Gwalior and Baghelkhand, Cattle disease prevails in Gwalior, Baghelkhand, Bundcl* 
khand and Bhopawar. Prices are low in Bhopal, high in Baghelkhand and steady else¬ 
where, Extraction of opium is in progress and the outturn is expected to be good, The 
harvest all round is an excellent one. 

Central Provinces. —The weather has been clear. The days are hot but the nights 
and the mornings continue to be cool. Harvesting, threshing and winnowing of spring 
crops are in full swing afl over the Provinces and prospects are excellent. Agriculturists 
are also engaged in the construction and repairs to field embanknieiits in rice districts. 
Ploughing of land for sowing of the next autumn crops continues in several districts. The 
supply of pasturage and water is sufficient. Agricultural stock is in good condition. 
Variations in prices arc unimportant. 

Feudatory States ,received thirty cents of rain during the week. Rain in 
the previous two weeks has slightly damped spring crops in Korea; otherwise the con¬ 
dition of spring crops is generally good and prospects arc favourable. Fodder and water 
are adequate. Prices :—wheat fell and rice rose in Sarangarh by two seers per rupee. 

Bombay.— Slight rain fell, during the week in parts of the Karnatak and Kolhapur, 
Standing spring crops have been injured by blight in I'har and Parkar and arc good else¬ 
where. Estimates of outturn are generally fair to good. Harvesting of spring crops is 
progressing generally. Threshing continues in parts of Larkana, Hyderabad, Broach, 
Kanara, the Deccan and Main Kantha. Cotton picking is progressing in parts of Gujarat, 
the Karnatak, Baroda, Palanpur, Cutch, Rewa Kantha and Kolhapur. Lands are being 
prepared for the next season in parts of Hyderabad, Thar and Parkar, Ahmcdabad, Kaira, 
Surat, the Konkan, the Deccan, Belgaum, Dharwar and Kathiawar. The fodder supply is 
adequate. Agricultural stock is deficient in parts of the Deccan and generally in good 
condition. Water for drinking and irrigation is generally adequate. Grain stocks are 
sufficient. Prices have risen in Khandesh, Nasik, Bijapur and Belgaum, have fallen in 
Larkana, Hyderabad, Kanara, Poona and Sholapur and are generally stationary elsewhere. 

? Th^uantity purchasable per rupee is in Sind 8 to 30 per cent, in Gujarat 2 to 31 per cent, 
in the Konkan 9 to 25 per cent, in the Deccan 15 to 31 per cent and in the Karnatak 23 
to 33 per cent less than the normal. 

Hyderabad.— [Report not received,] 

Mysore.— Prices of food grains are generally steady. Markets are well supplied. 
The outturn of the harvests and prospects of the season are good. Cattle are healthy. 
Water and fodder are available. 

CoOl'g.— Ppces of food grains are normal. Water and fodder for cattle are sufficient. 
The public health is fair. 

Madras.— There was light rain in Coimbatore, Tinnevelly, Malabar, Gan jam, Ananta- 
par and the Nilgiris and «»7 elsewhere. Irrigation supplies are sufficient in Vizagapatara, 

.p 
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Kistnai Gontuft Anantapur^ Guddapah, Kurnooli North Arootj Mhlahar and the Ntlgiria and 
insuflicient in parts of other districts. Ploughing, sowing, weeding and transplanting are 
in progress in parts. Standing crops are fair- to good but some in parts of Ghingleput and 
Madura require water and some in parts of Madura have withered and coffee in parts of the 
Nilgiris is affected' by bug. Harvests continue wiUi outturn fair to norma! generally. 
Pasture is sufficient in Vizagapatam, Madras, South Arcot, Tanjore, Madurai Ratnnad and 
the Nilgiris. Fodder is available except in parts of Nellore. The condition of cattle is 
generally good. The price of rice is stationary in thirteen districtSi has fallen in five and 
has risen in seven. The prices of millets have fluctuated as follows i^Ragi is stationary 
in* eight districts, has fallen in five and has risen in ten. Cholam is stationary in nine 
districts^ has fallen in two and has risen in four. Cumhui& stationary in eight districts, 
hks fallen in two and has risen in seven. The public health is generally good and prospects 
are generally fair. The condition of the labouring classes is everywhere satisfactory and 
Employment is readily available. Grain stocks arc generally sufficient.

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time now to make -a beginning in the direction of elementary education being 
made compulsory and free. 

“ Then, with regard to the provisions, I must confess^ tliat there is a great 
deal tliat requires consideration. 1 personally am not in a po.sition at the pre¬ 
sent moment to express my views on the provisions of the Bill having regard 
to the fact that the BilLwas placed in our haitds only a few days ago. On tlie 
one hand, it is said the Bill is too slow ; on the other, it is said that the Bill carries 
us too fast. But all those questions and all tliese provisions of the Bill will ho 
discussed in the Select Committee and in the countiy, as Mi*. Gokhale has 
'already pointed out, and I shall have opportunity of discussing them at various 
stages of the Bill later on. There is one thing which I want to make clear, and 
that is this. It fell from tlio Hou’ble Sir Sassoon David, that the time has not 
come to introduce elementary education in India free and make it comi>ulsory. 
It seems to me. Sir, that there is a great deal of misconception on that subject. 
Nobody, as far as I can understand, nobody, so far as I know, no advocate of 
compulsory .education in India, has said that it should bo made compulsory and 
free all over the country at once. All that is desired is that the time has 
come when a beginning should be m.adc gradually in that direction, and that 
seems to be the direct object of the Bill now before us. How that object is to be 
achieved is a matter of details and provisions which I have no doubt will be 
carefully considered later on, as I have pointed out already. With these few 
.words, I support the Bill of the Hou’bleMr. Gokhale. ” 

The Hon’blo Babu Bhupendkanath Basti : “ I do not think, Sir, that on 
such an important question as this I should give only a silent vote, though I 
must confess that up to now I had thought, having regard to the dillerencc 
of opinion that prevails in my own j)rovince, that probably it would be the 
more prudent course to give a silent vote. But I feel that some misconception 
has clustered round my Tfriend the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale’s Bill, which I think 
it is my duty, so far as in me lies, to dispel. Before I go on, Sir, I think that 
my friend Mr. Gokhale will not consider it impertinent of me to say that he has 
presented his case in a way which must captivate the imagination of all who 
have listened to him. He has said that there is a string in the heart of India 
which vibrates to appeals like this. I can assure him and my Hon’ble 
friends in this Council that w'e Indians cannot fail to respond to an appeal 
which makes it posssiblc for the less liappily situated amongst us to avail them¬ 
selves of the benefits of education. Sir, wo have often times said, and I believe 
said with some degree of justice, that wlulo the rest of the world was enveloped 
in darkness there was light in our country. It is correct, as I said, to some 
degree only, for if certain strata of Lidiau society were illuminated with light, 
there were a large number of strata in that society w liich w’cre submerged in 
utter darkness. The submerged continent of India—if I may say so—was probably 
groat as the lost continent of Atlantis, and we liave felt—those of us who 
have been educated in Western ideals have felt—^tlxat the time has come when 
knowledge should no longer bo the special privilege of the few but should be 
extended to all. In that view it is impo.ssibJe for us, even for those of us 
who apprehend that there may be some mischief out of the provisions of 
Mr. Gokhalo’s Bill, to withhold our support to Mr. Gokliale’s Bill (ho will 
pardon me if I sometimes happen to omit the honorific prefix which to me does 
not always come very readily). Sir, X fully roalLso tliat iu the present state of 
things compulsion pure and simple would bo voiy dangerous. Wo have, as you 
know. Sir, too well, on the one hand an ignorant peasantry, and on the other 
hand we have our well-known methods of compulsion. It is, I believe, not iu 
any way an exaggeration to .say that much of the popular discontont that is 
felt against British rule in India is due to tlie fact that many of its measures 
are entrusted for execution to instruments which make them odious, and a fear has 
been felt by many thoughtful men in our community tliat if we make education 
compulsory it is possible that it may have just a contrary effect; tliat instead 
of advancing the cause of education it may retard it. People who would 
voluntarily do things would be unwilling to do the same thing on compulsion. 
It is quite possible that this compulsive element may to some extent serve 
to retard the progress of elementary education in the country. But my friend 
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Mr. Gokhale basso hedged in the compulsory provisions'of his Bill that I 
for one am inclined to think that no harm will be done by adopting his 
method, and I believe that the criticism that has appeared in the Press 
is du(? to an insufficient apprehension of the position that he has taken up. 
In the first place, it has uotliing to do with Government, either Local or 
Tinperial. A Municipality or a 'District Board decides as to whether it will or 
it will not introduce compulsory education in this area. Talking of Muni¬ 
cipalities, the Municipal Commissioners in Bengal, I may remind my friend 
the Hon’l)lc Mr. *Dadabhoy, are more or loss elected by ratepayers who pay an 
annual rate of one rupee and a half, so that the very humblest classes are 
instrumental in the return of the Municipal Commiswsioners to Municipal Boards, 
and they will be very chary before they recommend that primary education 
should bo compulsory in their area. If they feel tliat it is against the wishes of 
the generality of their ratepayers and the constituency of electors, it is hardly to 
be expected that they will put forward such a measure for acceptance. The case 
is, I confess, dillercnt with tlie District Boards as they are constituted in Bengal. 
Tlie District Boards in our province are more or less officialised, but even then, I 
believe, the Magistrate has sufficiemt trouble and burden over him to think of 
courting un])()|)ularity by suggesting to his members the introduction of compul¬ 
sory education wlum such a measure would be unacceptable to many of them— 
at least to those of tliem wlio came by election. In tlui District Boards in Bengal, 
halt tlie members in certain areas are elected by the Local Boards, which are again 
largely elected liodies. So that is Ui(3 first safeguard wliich Mr. Gokhale pro¬ 
viders, viz.y tliat it is not a compulsion wdiich proctreds from aliove but it is com¬ 
pulsion whicli proceeds from below, from the v(?ry people themselves concerned 
in it. Well, Sir, if a large majority of them say that ‘ we are prepared to send 
our boys to school I do not see tliat there should be any objection to it. 

“ TIi( 3 next question, and a very serious qu(3.stion, is the question of taxation. 
I have in my mind very vividly th(5 fate of the road-cess taxation in Bengal. 
It was iiiiroduced, I believe, in the year 1871, on the solemn assurance by the 
then Secretary of State, the Duke of Argyll, ropeabul by the Government of 
India at the timer, that tlie proceeds of that fund (road-cess fund) were to bo 
solely devoted to local needs—local roads, wells, tanks, etc. For many many 
years after tliat the proceeds of (hat fund used to be consistently (the 
Ilon’blo Mr. Slackc will excuse iny saying so) misapplied—misappropriated 
probably would Ijo a more expressive term. We agitated about it and went 
on until, I believer, we have come to a state of things when the road cess fund is 
being applied to its primary ohjcrcts. In this case, however, I do not apprehend 
that difficulty, because here again the cess will be levied not at the instance of 
Government Init at the instance of the District Board or the Municipality. 
Tlien my friend Mr. Gokhale had said on a previous occasion—I believe he said 
also to-day—that two-thirds of the expense would be found from the funds 
of the ][pq)erial or the Local Government and one-third by the ratepayers. 
If that condition does not exist—a fear has been expressed in some quarters 
that this probalily will not Ixr listened to by Government—if it is not 
listened to, tlien there is an ond of it; if it is listened to and one-third of the 
funds are available, the people would contribute to tliat extent. I do nist 
forget that even the levying of a small cess may be attended with hardship. 
There is in Bengal the chaukidavi-tax for which we have the village-panchayat 
wlio collects these taxes, sometimes very oppressively: the poor man’s lota or 
his pots and pans are sometimes sold and he is put to great trouble. It is 
quite possible, and that is the fear which has been operating upon the minds 
of many of us who, though approving of this measure, are opposed to it 
because of this provision. This is pnrssing upon the minds of many who 
would otherwise support it, and my Hon’ble friend has not indicated 
the source or the class of people l’ro]n wliich this cess is to be realised. 
There w'ill be groat objection, and valid objection, if this cess were 
realised from tlie poor agriculturists or othqip poor people who are hardly 
able to pay. But, I believe, if we realise from the class who are otherwise 
not very heavily taxed and who, I am afraid, do not contribute sufficiently 
to the revenues of the coimtry—men who have the misfortune to belong 
to my class—I do not think I for one would much object. The ; professional 
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class of the tradespeople and others who only pay the income-tax and 
others in the same position would I apprehend ohjeet, but I bblieve that a means 
may be found by which this taxation—all taxation is unpopular no doubt— 
may not be made very unpopular. Of course, my friend Mr. CJokhale does 
not indicate in his Bill as to how this taxationp is to be raised. If ho would 
indicate this in his reply, our course in our own province would bo clear. I 
was speaking for Bengal, not that we are opposed to it, but that wo fear, and 
many of us fear, that the two elements of compulsion and taxation may be 
‘ unacceptable and therefore may defeat the object for which Mr. Gokhale has 
been introducing this Bill. I believe I have sufficiently explained that the 
element of compulsion does not stand in the way, because analysing the whole 
situation there is hardly any comjmlsion. The element of taxation must come 
in. Well, Sir, is it possible to educate our people out of nothing ? That is 
what wo ought to consider; we have been insistent (the middle classes of 
India) upon the Government paying greater attention every year to the needs 
of education, specially of the poorer classes. Wo have ])re.sscd for primary 
education, for secondary education and for University education. The question 
is, if the expenses of primary education are so heavy as tliey were made out to 
be on a former occasion, when the matter was referred for the consideration of 
Local Governments, how are the.se expenses to be met ? I for one would 
certainly prefer—and I believe even iny friend Mr. Gokh.nJe would prefer—tliat 
these expenses should ho met out of the Imperial revenues ; but I am quite 
sure that my Hon’ble friend Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson will at once stand in 
the way and bar our road to an invasion upon Imperial reinmues. Therefore, 
we must provide B!)me sort of income for this purpose with as little hardship 
as possible. Of course, that has to bo thought out, and it W'ill be better if the 
country knew, now that the Bill is going to be discu.ssed, as to how' this is to he 
met. > 

“ These are matters which T have: taken the lilierty of placing before the 
Council in order that my Hon’ble friends sliould consider what are the 
cii’cumstaiices that are at present pressing upon the minds of the people. 
With these observations and according my bearty support to the principle of 
the Bill and expressing my earmist faith that it will be possible to adopt this 
principle in such a way that it may not press upon our jwople, I support the 
Bill introduced by my friend Mr. Gokhale.” 

Tlie Hon’ble Maulvi Syed SnAMS-tri-HuDA : “As I am going to support the 
motion for the introduction of Mr. Gokhale’s Bill, I think it necessary to make 
my position clear. The Bill is one which contains a great deal of controversial 
matter, and I do not think I will be jiistitied to pledge myself either way in 
connection with this Bill without ascertaining the views of the constituency 
w'hich I have the honour to represent in this Council. IkTsonally I am opposed 
to making primary education compulsory in the present state of the country. 
Not that I consider it as an unchangeable principle, but I think that the country 
is not as yet prepared for it. At the sam(; time. Sir, I recogni.se that Mr. 
Gdkhalo has tried to meet the objection by leaving it to the Local Governments 
to decide whether tluj provisions of this Bill .should h»! made applicable to any 
particular area, and I think we may tmst to the good scn.se of Local Govern¬ 
ments not to make the provisions of the Bill applicable to places that are not 
prepared for it. At the same time, I feel that tlicrc is some danger in anti¬ 
cipating the times and making legislation not for the pro.sent but for the 
beuett of the future generation. I say so because I think that, as the Bill 
leaves the matter to Local Governments, it is just possible that for twenty years 
to come no Local Government in India would think it proper to make the 
provisions of this Bill appUcahle to any part of the country. 

“Then, as regards the question of taxation, I am very diffident, however 
enthusiastic I may bo in the cause of primary education, whether tho.se whose 

! >ocket6 are intended to be touched would willingly come forward, out of mere 
ove for education, to say ‘ we are prepared to submit to additional taxation for 
such a purpose,’ and it will he a matter for serious consideration whether 
Government would force a tax of this kind upon an unwilling peojde. 
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** There is, Sir, another feature of the Bill as to which, I believe, there will 
be a strong opposition on behalf of the Muhammadan community. That is the 
provision which gives the option to District Boards and Municipalities with 
the leave of the Local Government to make education of girls compulsory, I 
am afraid, Sir, that for fifty years to come the masses of the Muliammadans will 
not consent to this part of our friend’s Bill. 

However, Sir, having said all this, I must also say that I support the 
introduction o‘f the Bill. I am not so ardent an admirer of this Bill as my 
Hon’blc friend Mr. Mazharul ITaque, but at the same time I realise that the 
Bill raises questions of the utmost importance to the country, and it is neces¬ 
sary and desirable that it should be considered in all its details, and the country 
should be allowed to pronounce its verdict. From this point of view T give my 
suiiport to Mr. Gokhale’s Bill.” 

The Hon’blo Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya : “Sir, the surpass¬ 
ing ability wdth which the Hoii’ble Mr. Gokhale has introduced his motion, 
and the fulness and care with which he has exjdained it, would have led one to 
think that the measure would receive a ready acceptance at the hands of the 
Members of this Council. But, as tlie discussion has shown, there is much inis- 
apprehcnsioii in tiie iniiids of some people regarding it. I submit. Sir, that 
at this stage of the Bill it is not the details but only the principle of th^ 
measure w hich are lo be discussed. And the principle of the measure is one 
which ought to find a ready accejitance from the Members of the Council and 
from Government. The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale lias referred in his speech to 
the w^ell-knowii dictum of a great American statesman on education—a most 
passionate cxiiortation to all men to promote education. It is easy to recall the 
utterances of other statesmen in other countries w ho have spoken wdth equally 
impassioned earnestness of the benefits of education* and of the duty of the 
State to introduce it ainorig the people. But the Government of India have 
not been backAvard in recognising that duty. Indeed, the thought of promoting 
popular education had not yet dawned upon many Goveniments which have 
now out-stripped us Avhen the Government of India in the famous despatch on 
education of 1854 said : 

‘ Amoiif. many subjents of I'inportaiico none can havo a stronger claim to our attention 
tlian that of education. It is one of our most sacred duties to bo the meanSj as far as in us 
lies, of coaferring upon the natives of India those vast moral and material blessings which 
How from the general diffusion of osefnl knowledge, and which India may, under Providence, 
derive from her connection with Tlnglaiid." 

“ Inth.at despatch, after noticiii!; with satisraotion the progress that higher 
education liad made in the country, the Court of Directors drew special attention 
to the need of promoting the oduention of tlio mass of the people, of conveying 
useful and practical knowledge, suited to every station in life, to the great 
mass of the ptsople. They said that they desired to soo the active 
measures of Government more specially directed for the future towards 
the attainment of that object, and that they were prepared to sanction a 
large increase of expenditure for that puriwsc. From that time, Sir, numerous 
have been the occasions on which the Government of India have repeatedly 
acknowledged it to bo tlioir duty and their intention to promote primary 
education to the fullest extent. The Education Commission which was 
appointed in 1882 considered tho question and made very clear recommenda¬ 
tions as io the promotion of elementary education. 'I'hey also recom^. 
mended that an attempt .should be made to secure fullest possible provision 
for the expansion of primary education by legislation suited to the circum¬ 
stances of each province. But, as the figures given by the Hon'ble Mr. Gokhale 
have shown, the progress achieved is very small compared with what the 
declarations of Government w'ould lead one to expect. It is also small 
compared with the needs of tho country. It is regrettably small compared 
with the progress which has been achieved in other countries. I will not 
repeat tho details of the figures ; it is enough to remind the Council that seven 
out of every eight children in this country are at present Mterate, and that four 
villages out of every five are without a school. l5io question which then arises 
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is—* What is really the cause of this want of progress in this country ?* I sub¬ 
mit, Sir, that the cases of England, Japan, Ctylon and other countries that have 
been mentioned by Mr. Gokhalo establish one principle, and^hftt is that the cause 
of all this disparity, of all this difference, lies in the absence of the element of 
compulsion from the system of education in this country. I do not know tliat 
there are many documents of State to be foundHn the archh-es of other Govern¬ 
ments which would compare in their large-hearted lienevolence with the 
despatch of 1864, which aimed at creating a national system of education whicdi 
;was really to benefit the entire nnisses of the people of India. But, Sir, the 
despatoh rested on the voluntaiy basis. There was no element of com- 

f ulsion in it either so far as th(^ Government or the people were concerned, and 
submit that the want of progress which we all deplore is due to that cir¬ 
cumstance. I submit, Sir, that the strongest argument for tlie necessity of 
introducing such an element is to be found in the adoption by nearly all civi¬ 
lised countries of the world of the principle of compulsion and in the success 
achieved by other countries after tliey introdiujod compulsion. 

** The Bill before tlie Gounoil is an extremely modest measure. It does not 
seek to introduce compulsion at once and all over the country. It introduces 
what I may call ‘permissive compulsion* as was done in England in the Edu¬ 
cation Act of 1870. That A(;t merely made it possible for the Boards 
and certain local bodies to introduce compulsion where they thought it 
desirable to do so. This Bill seeks to make it possible for Local and for 
Municipal Boards to introduce compulsion wiihiu the areas of their juris- 
di(5tion and with the sanction of th(^ Local Govorumont. In this it ])ro- 
vidcsa great safeguard against hasty action. But the wisest part of the 13ill, 
if I may say so, is that shifting the power of initiation from the Imjx^rial or the 
Local Governments on to Jjocal Boards and District Boards. But doing so the 
Bill provides that theio will be progress jiossible in areas where the people are 
sufficiently advanced to desfre, or to be willing to receive, a measure of compul¬ 
sory education. It provides for a healthy departure from a j)oUcy of entire 
inaction until all parts of the country have hcoii equally advanced and are 
prepared for such a measure. If there is to he any unpopularity created by the 
introduction or compulsion, the provision that the initiative should be taken by 
tlie Municipal and District Boards reduces it to a minimum, and even tlien it 
ensures that that unpopularity shall fall on the local bodies and not on the 
Government. If a fairly large proportion of tlie population are willing to accept 
such a measure, then, with tlie saiiclioii of the Government, the measure will be 
introduced. To the ap[)rohension oxprcss(xl by tlie Ilon’ble Mr. Quin 
that there may lie faddists who may try to create a feeling among the 
people in favour of compulsory education, whore it does exist, 1 submit that an 
important safeguanl is to be found in tlic provision for payment of taxes which 
they would have to submit to, if the Bill is accepted. Not only in this but in 
providing for exemptions from payment in the case of the poor, in fixing the 
age limit, in recommending the creation of school attendance committees which 
are to initiate action under the penal clauses of the Bill, most cxcelbmt safe¬ 
guards have been provided to make the measure not only unohjcictionable but 
acceptable to the great mass of the people. 

“ A great deal of criticism has lieeu passed upen the proposal to throw 
the cost of elementary education partly upon Impmial and Local Governments 
and partly on local bodies. It Inis been said that local bodies should nol be 
required or permitted to find any portion of the cost by increasing the burdens 
of the people. I may say at ojice. Sir, that I do not think anybody would 
rejoice more than the Hon’blc Mover of the Bill if the entire cost of making 
primary education free were borne by Governrnciit. It is right that it should 
be so borne ; and I have no doubt that in course of time the (lov<5rnment of 
India will accept the responsibility of providing the (mlin? cost of free 
and compulsory elementary education throughout the country. But if tlie 
Government of India are not inclined to do so at prcsmit, the (question is 
whether, until that time comes, we are to stand still or to move forward with 
a part of tlie burden being borne by tbe jieople. One or two Ilon’ble Members 
have said that if any compulsory education is introduced, it ought to be free, 
and they have argued that the two must go together. In their view, to make 
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it compulsory and not to make it free would be entirely obiectionabl'e. I 
might remind them^ of the different times and conditions under which ele¬ 
mentary education was made compulsory and free in some advanced countries. 
Take, for instance, the case of England. England introduced the element 
of compulsion in the Education Act of 1870. I^hat was modified in 1876, and 
it was not until 1880 that coihpulsion was made practically absolute. But 
it was only in 1891 that England made primary education entirely free. Take 
again the case /)f Japan, japan liegan in 1872 ; it practically made education 
compulsory in 1890 ; but it was not until 1900 that it made its primary education 
largely free?. The view tliat 1 would therefore urge is this, that if and when the 
Government is in a position to bear the entire cost of making primary education 
free, it ought to do so, because it is one of the most sacred duties which lies upon 
any Government to bring the light of knowledge to the humblest subject 
living under it. But if the Government cajinot or will not do so, at any rate 
at present, and if the chance of liaving compulsory primary education intro¬ 
duced in our country rests only upon part of the burden of it being borne by 
the people, then we should not hesitate to recommend to the people that they 
should pay this price for the benefit of education. 

Some speakers who have criticised the Bill have questioned the soundness 
of the principle. The Gov'ornment of India has been committed to this prin¬ 
ciple during tlie last 55 years, and has on repeated occasions declared it to be 
its policy to make; elementary education practically universal among the people 

“ I do not think that these criticisms betray much sympathy—as much 
sympatliy as one miglit reasonably expect from Members of this Council—with 
the humble masses of the people, wdien they say that education should not he 
extended to them lost it might kindle iu them desires for a little of that enjoy¬ 
ment of the comforts of life which those critics enjoy in such abundance. In 
no country have such small-minded considerations, M^eiglied with the Gov- 
ernineut ; and T am sure that they will not weigh with the Government hero. 
The Government of India lias to its lasting credit been endeavouring for tl\e last 
seventy years to lead the humblest classes of the community in this direction. 
There are schools for the backward chisses and oven for the aborigines 
established by the Government in different parts of the country. And it is 
too late in the day for any Member of this Council to say that elementary 
education should not be made coinj>ulsory because it is likely to turn the 
heads of some of those who may receive it. Turn tlieir heads it certainly will; 
but it will turn them in a l)etter dlnjction than they are likely to be turned if 
they do not receive tlie illuminating light of knowledge. 

“ As regards the objection that the people will object to pay the taxes* 
we should remember that the eompulsoi'y payment of taxes is in force iu 
municipal matters. People living in inunicij)al areas have to pay certain taxes 
whether they like it or Jiot for sanitation and for other municipal purposes. 
It is ohly the poor that are exempted from ihese taxes. This Bill also pro¬ 
vides a similar safeguard against a hardship on the poor by laying down that 
those whose incomes do not exceed lis. 10 per mensem are to be exempted from 
payment of the education rate that may be levied. This limit may seem to 
some peoijle to be rather low. It certainly seems to me to be so. I shofild 
like to see it raised to Its. 50 per mensem or at least to Its. 30 per mensem. 
But, I submit that if education cannot be mado compulsory and universal 
otherwise than by imposing this burden upojx the people, this might be accepted 
as other burdens in regard to sanitation and other matters have been aqcepted 
for the benefit of cities and towns. 

Objection has also been taken to the provision for the education of girls 
by compulsion. I fear that many of tlie critics who have dealt with that 
part of tlio Bill have not taken sulficieut note of the fact that that 
is merely a prospective provision which gives power to a Local Government to 
extend compulsion in the case of girls in areas and for communities where 
such a measure may be demanded by the bulk of the community, and where 
it does not come into any cojillict with the social customs of the people. I am 
sure, Sir, that no Government will ever introduce compulsory eduction in 
the case of girls in India, unless it is satisfied that practically the whole of the 
population living in a particular area desire it. But if there is a town or if

there is a city where the parda does not prevail, and where the bulk of the 
people apply to the Government that the provision should # be extended among 
them, I do not see why it should not be so. There need bo no alarm created by tlie 
mere mention of a possible extension of the principle, which is undoubtedly 
generally accepted as sound in the case of boys^ to the cjise of girls also under 
proper safeguards. It would bo a sad thing to allow half the portion 
of a community to grow up in ignorance and to be shut out from 
all the light of knowledge and from all the higher life that knowledge leads to. 
‘ Since the days of Bentinck and Macaulay, Government has repeatedly 
declared it to be its duty to extend the benefits of education among the people. 
It is high time that Government adopted effective stops to give effect 
in a complete measure to the principles and Ihc iwlicy which it has .so long 
and so consistently advocated. Mr. Gokhale has earnea the gvatitiidc of 
his countrymen, anJ has done his duty by the Government by suggesting, by 
the measure ho has brought forward, the most effective means by whi ch 
full etfect can be given to that policy. There is nothing in the Bill Avhich 
should make it difficult for the Government to accejit it. It only seeks to 
give effect to the principles which the Government have iulvocatod for all 
these many years. It is sound in its principle ; it is quite modest in its scope; 
it is considerate and conciliatory in the safeguards that it provides ; and yet 
it is capable of far-reaching and growing beneficence if it is adopted by the 
Government. I venture to think, Sir, that nothing will give greater satis¬ 
faction or call fortli more enduring gratitude from the people, than the 
acceptance of this measure by the Government. I earnestly hope that Govern¬ 
ment will be pleased to accept it.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Sachchidananda Sinha : “ I rise. Sir, to give my 
most cordial and unstinted support to the principle underlying Mr. Gokhale’s 
Bill, I think the Hon’blo Member may congratulate himself on the tnnid 
of the discussion so far. Except one Member, all those who have spoken 
hitherto have given their support to the principle uud<5rlying the measure. 
I quite appreciate the difficulties of those of my friends here who think 
that the principle of the Bill is rather controversial. As it is a mesasure 
trying to cover now ground, I am not surprised that there are som(! m(“niher.s 
who find controversies underlying the principle of the Bill, to some extent. 
I have no doubt, in due course these controvensies will be satisfactorily 
settled. In the meantime, I have much pleasure in supporting the Bill, 
which, if enacted, will mark an era in Indian history.” 

The Hon’blo Mb. Madob : “ Sir, I wish to support this Bill because* 
although I disagree with many of its details, indeed most of them I am afraid’ 
yet I hope that in the public discu.ssiou that will take place the Hon’ble Mover 
w'ill be helped with his frankness to adopt whatever improvements seem to him 
to be really advisable after the changes which I foresee will be suggested. 

“ My own belief is that the only safe jmlicyto carryout with reference 
to primary education is that laid down in the despatch of 1854 to which 
relcrence has already been made, and which has been endorsed some half a 
dozen times in the last sixty years by the Government of India itself. WJiy 
the Local Ghwernments have failed to res|iond to the Govornmont of India 
in regard to this point is more than I can say ; but I do hope, Sir, that when 
this Bill goes down for public opinion all round tho country, we shall hear 
more of that subject. There are just two points, coming nearer to the 
principle of the Bill than to its details, to which I wish to refer very briefly. 
The Education Commission Report of 1882 contained a recommendation to 
which the Government of India, in its resolution of the following year, 
referred, and that was the appointment of Boards of Education. It was 
designed, Sir, by those who made that recommendation that at certain periods 
officials and non-officials throughout the country should meet for discussion so 
as to lay down lines of practical policy which the Government itself might 
pursue, and in the intervening years I have often spoken to experienced 
educationists, both missionaries and officials, who have told me that they 
thought the Government made a mistake in not insisting upon the establish¬ 
ment of these Educational Boards. These Boards were refused because the 
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Director in Bengal for the time said they would raise questions of principle 
which would interfer^^ with the authority of the Directors in the different 
provinces. That liardly seems to me, Sir, to be a sound reason for refusing a 
means by which the Government itself could arrive at most valuable inform¬ 
ation as regards the practical line? which it might assume in educating the 
masses in this country. Our missionaries, although they are to a large extent 
given up mainly to religious propagation, also have the supervision of Verna¬ 
cular schools iit which primary education is taught, and in one or two 
conferences in which I have met them I have heard from them the most 
valuable practical ideas as to the best ways of promoting primary education, 
which had nothing whatever to do with any religious propaganda. And on the 
other hand our Inspectors of Ediieutioii also acquire on the official side inform¬ 
ation of the same sort, which if they were to get into contact with non¬ 
official opinion, would bring out in my liumble opinion very valuable advice 
as to the lino which Government might ]nirsue iji introducing primary education 
into this country. 

“ The second point on which I wish to speak is this. The Hon’ble 
Mr. Dadabhoyhas rehjrred to District Officers. Though I agree with much tliat 
he said, I entirely disagree with him as regards tlie usefulness of District 
Officers. I know of no class—” 

The Hon'ble Mii. Dadabuot ; '"I must mention that I never said a word* 
against the usefulness of District Officers. My Hon’hlc friend has entirely 
misunderstood the scope of my argument. I think they are very useful 
officers.” 

The Honlde Mu. Madg^ : “ If my ears have deceived me I withdraw the 
remark I have made and proceed in a very few words to say that I think 
there is no class of the public ill this tiountry who are better acquainted with 
the; condition of tlic masses than our District. Officers. I think they are better 
acquainted with them than a great many educated Indian gentlmnen who live 
in cities and never knock about iii the luufassal. I liavo met District Officers in 
this country in villages where no Indian gimtleTnan who professes to speak for 
them has ever set foot, and I hope that this class of gentlemen will bring us 
very valuable information w hen they sp(;ak to us both as regards how much 
the people will stand in the shape of compulsion, and exactly what they feel 
about withdrawing their cliildren from labour into schools.” 

Tlio Hon’hle Eaja Pautab BAiiAunK Singh op Pautabgahh : “ My 
Lord, I have very groat pleasure in supporting the measure tliat lias been intro¬ 
duced by the Honiile Mr. Gokhale. At this stage of the proceedings it is not 
necessary for nu? to make any remarks as to the various details covered by my 
friend’s Bill. Its jnihlicatioii in tlie Gazette will draw" upon it tlie criticism of all 
sections of the 2 )eople and of the various liigh officers of the Government, and then 
w^e shall be in a better position to understand its defects and merits. But on the 
main principle of the introduction of free primary education in this country 
there can bo no differcncji^ among men avIio realize the situation of tlie country. 
It is no insignilicant matter that the enlightened Government of Bomh^ has 
instructed its x’cjjresontativc not to oppose this measure at this stage. I trust 
other Local Governnumts wall give this measure as sympathetic a consideration. 

“ My Lord, as I said last year on a similar occasion, at one time our country 
was a self-contained one, unaii'ecttjd—or very little affected—liy what w'erit on 
in other countries. But things now liavo altered considerably. We have been 
brought into tlie fociis of vvorld comjietition. Each^country is trying its best 
to get wliat it can of the material advantages, and in this competition, if we 
continue to remain in our present position of ignorance, our jiosition, already 
j)itiable enough, Avill grow even worse before long. Education is not any more 
a luxury hut a necessity, and as Mr. Gokhale lias jiointed out it has been 
made successfully both free and compulsory in a portion of our own country by 
the enlightened ruler of Baroda. The Government of India cannot afford to lag 
behind the Government of His Highness the Gaekwar. 
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** With those few words I lieartly support the Bill introduced by my 
Hon’ble friend, whom I beg to congratulate on the tnasterly speech with 
which he has introduced the measure.” 

The Hon’ble Me. Butlbe : “ Before coming to the able and eloquent speech 
of the Hon’ble Mover and the Bill which he has introduced to-day, and which I 
may say at once the Government will allow to go forward for criticism and 
general discussion, I will deal with the nine proposals which Sir Harvey 
* Adamson undertook to examine about this time last year. Six of those proposals 
are included in the provisions of tlie Bill itself, and in allowing the Bill to go 
forward the Government has taken the only actic5n in regard to those proposals 
that at present they can take. TIjc seventh proposal was that there should be 
a Secretary specially for Education, i lie Hon’ble Member has got more than he 
asked for: ho has got not only a Secretary but a Member and a full-fledged 
Department. I do not know whether this has been too much for him ; but from 
the kind references to me, which I grat(^fully acknowledge, I can only assume 
that he is satisfied with this act of the Govinniment. Tiio eighth proposal was 
that education should be a divided head. We have considered that jiroposal and 
we have decided that it is contrary to the policy which animates tln^ whole of 
our relations now with Provincial Gov(?rnments and that it is quite unnect^ssary 
for the main object Avhich the Hon’hlc Memher has in view, because there arc 
other ways of advancing education tliau hy making it a divided head. The 
ninth and the l^ist proposal was that a statoinent describing the progress of 
education should he included in the annual Budgoi Statement. Figures liave 
been collected and tluiy have* been publislred in the Gazette, and I believe that 
tlxey meet the wishes of the Hon’hle Memlier. 

“ And now I turn to the speech of the Hon’hlc Member. In introducing 
his Bill he illustrated witU a wealth of detail even greater and darker than last 
year tlio backwardness of education in Ijidia, our backwardness in regard to 
literacy and in regard to expenditure on edueation. Ho carried us on the wings 
of his eloquence to the Pliillippino islands and to Ceylon. I confess, Sir, that I 
see great differences between the conditions in the Pliillippincs and Ceylon and 
the conditions which exist in India. I do not myself believe mucli in these 
transmarine comparisons. Tlien the Hon’ble gen.tleman took us to Baroda, and 
the Hon’blc Sir Vithaldas Thackersey lias told us liis own experiences in regard 
to Baroda. Now, Baroda is admittedly very close to our borders. I share, I 
endorse to the full, all that my TIonMile friend has said fihout the enlightened 
policy of the lUiler of the Baroda State in regard to education, about the liberal 
expenditure of the State, and aliout tluj boldness of the experiment which he has 
undertaken in introducing a short time back frtH3 and compulsory education on 
Western lines. I would only say tliat the mattesr is still at an experimental 
stage, I admit from tbe information that I liave rt;eeived that tlui expcjrimont 
is in a hopeful condition, but it is still cixperimental and it has only lieen intro¬ 
duced on a large scale aPtor fifteen years* trial in a small part of the State. Well, 
Sir, many things are possilile in a small State under autocratic mle whicli ari 
not possible on anything like a gcmeral sca](i i]i a l)ig Em])ire uruh'.r a different 
foftn of government, JLs regards the expenditure in Baroda, I do not think it 
is fair to compare it with the expenditure of the whole of India. The 
Imperial Government lias to spend enormous sums on Imperial defence of 
which Baroda State gets the benefit and which the Baroda State is not 
called upon to undergo. Apart from that, if you compare the expendi¬ 
ture in Baroda with the expenditure in Bombay, tlie adjacmit province, 
you will find that the comjiarison is far more favourable to the British districts 
than is a comparison with the expenditure in the whole of India; and I think 
that it is a fairer comparison to take the province and the people in the 
vicinity of the thing compared. 

** However, I do not wish to go into statistics. I fully admit, and the 
Government of India has always fully admitted, that it is desirable to spend 
more money on primary education, and, as funds become available, I have no 
doubt you will see that money provided. 

“ As regards the Bill itself, if it were a measure introducing general compul* 
eion, if it were intended in any way to open up at once a very large and 
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important reform, it would be necessary to criticise it in considerable detail; 
but the Bill is like the baby in Midshipman Easy —a very little one. That 
lias l)ec?n a cause of complaint against it from some quarters, and the chief 
in(*]Mt advanced in its lavour from others. The Council will remember the 
debate which took ])lace in this room last year. It was then the sense of the 
Council that we should exhaust persuasion before we resorted to compulsion; 
that when we could not supply the education for which there is a demand, it 
was UTUU'cessary and unj)ractical to introduce measures of compulsion for 
wdiich also we could not find the funds. Now, has tlie situation cliaiiged since 
them ? I was reading only this morning a debate which took place in the United 
Provinces Council, wlieretlie Director of Puldic Instruction drew a piteous picture 
of schools shut down for want of money. He talked of the tragic closing of 
schools ill th(5 Ihmares Division, and when I was at Benares the other ^y 
I heard soiiiotliing of that sort, and lie represented his province as being 
in the position of the ‘ hungry sheep who look and are not fed.* Well now, 
when that is tlie case, I do not think it is necessary for us to consider whether 
measures of compulsiou are generally necessary and if, as I say, this were 
a Bill of univer.sal application, I should have to point out that no 
Municipality or District Board has ever asked for these powers ; and in fact 
the only Municipal!liy which, as far as I know, has discussed them at length 
and with (jarc—the very enliglitened Municipal Corporation of Bombay—came 
to a decision adverse to the principlci of compulsion. I need not say anything 
about the prospects of taxation which have been fully discussed by some 
Hon’ble Members in this Council; and Ilon’hle Memliers have also dealt 
with another danger which, in any largo measure of compulsion, would 
assume very large? proportions, and that is the instruments by whom attendanco 
would be ensured. In order to have any large and effectual measure of 
compulsory attendance? you would hav(? to hav(? an army of underlings, and we 
should be brought face to face with those? great difficulties which we always 
have ill tin? adininistvation of this country and whicli are summed up in the 
words ‘ the feel of clay.* There are, therefore, many difficulties in the way 
of compulsion on anything like an ext(?)isive scale; hut 1 do not wish to say 
that these? difficulti(?B arc n(?cc?ss{irily insuperahlt? in all cases, and I recognise 
fhe Bill—the Government of India recognise the? Bill as a very moderate 
measure. And, as this matfer lias never been seriously discussed by the public 
of the country, the Govermnont of India are glad that it should go to Local 
Governmoiits and Local Bodies and that it should lie thoroughly discussed and 
thoroughly considered by tliat large body of the public who are intere led 
ill this question. Until we get the opinions of the Local Governments and of 
the Local Bodies, the Govoriinient of India must reserve their opinion fully and 
entirely. But I may he allowed to say one word. I hope that those to whom 
this Bill is rcfcrr(?d for consid(?ration will extend towards it that seriousness and 
earnestness which has marked the speech of the Mover of this Bill. It is a very 
large and important matter for this country : it may bo premature or it may 
not be : it may be that we are on the v(?rgo of great movements in education or it 
may he that we sliall have to wait for tliem. But the course of the Govern¬ 
ment of India is quite cl(?ar. It has laid down its jiolicy in regard to primary 
education in unrnistakenhh? terms. A hundred years ago, exactly a century 
ago, in the year 1811, Lord Minto, who looks down upon us in this Council 
from that wall, penned his famous Minute in \^d^ich he saidfor the first time 
in the course of British rule, it was then said —that the ignorance of the people 
was subversive to good government and conducive to crime. Sir, the Greek 
hero cauglit in the mist prayed for light to see his enemies. Ignorance is our 
enemy; and our prayer is for light to expose and shatter that insidious foe.” 

The Hon’blo Mk. Gokhale : “ Sir, I have surely no reason to bo 
dissatisfied with the reception which tlic Bill has met Avith at the hands of the 
Members of this Council. No man has the right to expect—and I certainly did 
not expect ^ that any proposals iluit he brings forward on a subject of such 
importance wwdd he accepted by a body like this Council without any criticism ; 
and if I rise, Sir, just now, to speak a second time, it is for two reasons. In 
the first jdace, I wish to exprc'ss my sense of obligation to the Hon*blo 
Mr. Butler personally, and to the Government of India generally, for the 
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attitude they have adopted towards this Bill. The attitude is 110 doubt ca^utious 
but it is not unfriendly, and it certainly goes as far as I had ventured to expect 
—I had not expected that it would go further than that. The second reason 
why I wish to say a few words before this debate is brought to a close is that 
I want to clear certain misconceptions to which expression has been given 
to-day, about some of the provisions of the Bill, as also about my object in 
bringing the Bill forwai’d. Sir, as I pointed out in the course of the remarks 
with which I asked for leave to introduce this Bill, if there is one fact 
established more clearly than another in the history of primary education, it is 
this, that, without compulsion, there can be no universal diffusion of education. 
You may shake your heads-anybody can shake his head—and say that the 
time for compulsion has not come; that we shall try the experiment on a 
voluntary basis ; that we shall w^ait for some time ; that we shall achieve here 
what nobody else has achieved elsewhere. Anybody may say this, but, as 
sure as we are here, as sure as we arc discussing this question in this Council 
^to-day, I say that everyl)ody will in the end recognise that without compulsion 
it is impossible to secure the universal diffusion of education throughout tlie 
country. That being so, the only effective and proper course is to suggest that 
the Government should introduce compulsion. And if the Government of India 
had not been beset with its peculiar difficulties, I slit)uld have urged it to take up 
‘ this question and introduce compulsion on its ow n account. JJut, as I have 
already observed, there are sev(^ral considerations which render such a course diffi¬ 
cult, if not impossible. And since tliat cannot be, 1 am content to proceed on 
other lines and to try a measure, such as I have brought forward to-day. Sir, my 
Tion’ble friend Mr. Dadjibhoy says that District Officers hold a very strong 
position on District Boards, and therefore, if tliis Bill is allowed to hecomti 
law, District Officers, who may find no difficulty in getting the sanction 
of the Local Government, may use their position on the Boards to introduce 
conipulsion. If this really happens, I say at once that. I shall rejoice, because 
it will really mean that the Government will he accepting its own respon¬ 
sibility and introducing compulsion. I do want the Goverumeiit to introduce 
compulsion if only it will do so ; hut as the Goverjinicnt will not do it, we 
have got to see what else W'C can do, and that is why I want tliis Bill, 

Sir, as far as I have been able to gather from to-day’s discussion, hardsJiip 
is apprehended in regiird to three matters in carrying out the provisions of 
this Bill. The first is that District Boards, wliich are largely finder official in¬ 
fluence, might introduce compulsion, though the people may not be prepared 
for it. But I have already pointed out that Iho Government of India Avill first 
of all lay dowm the standard Avhich miLst ])e satisfied by any local body before 
it introduces the principle of compulsion. I myself have suggcisled a limit of 
33 per cent., but as the matter has been left to the Government of India, I 
think, if ever this Bill becomes law, that they are likely to adopt a highor limit 
than 33 per cent, of the school-going population being at school. And a limit 
of even 38 per cent., not only now but for several years to conu', will not be 
s^isfied by any District Board. It will no doubt be saiistied by several Muni¬ 
cipalities, but that is another matter. Therefore I do not think that the fear 
expressed about hasty action hy District Boards is well-founded. If after the 
country has been familiarised wdth the idea of compulsion for some time, 
District Boards also follow in the wake of Municipalities, I do not tliink that 
there would be any reason to regret such a dev(dopnient. TJien, Sir, a great 
deal has been said about the hardship wdiich may be caused l)y empow ering 
these bodies to levy a special education ces.s. My friends who have spoken 
have ignored the fact that the cess, when levied, is to he levicri by the local 
bodies, and that it will require the sanction of the I.ocal Government before it 
is levied. Those who say that the local bodies might consist of idealists and 
mi^ht be hasty in their action stand on a different footing from those who 
object to any special cess at all. To the former, I think it is a sufficient answer 
to paint out that there is the Local Gov(?rnment to check idealism if there is 
ahy tendency in that direction. But there are tliose wdio object to any cess at 
ail, and they have strongly urged to-day that it would be a calamity, a disaster, if 
any cess is ever levied in order that primary education might be made compul¬ 
sory. Siri I am unable to accept this opinion. On the other hand, I feel, 
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strongly tliat, if primary education is ever to be compulsory, local bodies will 
have to bear a fairly large share of the burden which it will impose. 
This is the ease in all countries where the system of compulsory 

education^ prevails ; and those? friends of mine who object to the levy of 
a cess might as well object to compulsory eflucation and bo done with it. 
I admire, 8ir, my Hon’ble friend Mr. Dadabhoy’s candour and consistency. 
Mr. Dadabhoy is against the levy of a local cess which may have to be impost 
in order that the children of poor people may be educated. Mr. Dadabhoy the 
other day proposed that the excise-duty on cotton goods should be done away 
with, noc on the ground that its burden falls on the consumers who are the 
poorest of the poor, but because the amount, if added to the profits of the mill 
industry, will mean a better return for the mill-owners. Mr. Dadabhoy also 
wants unrestricted hours for factory labour, for that means better dividends for 
capitalists, lie is consistent all through ; but his consistency need not appeal 
to tliis Council ; and I think an attitude like his will hardly commend itself to 
those who wish well to the masses of the people. Sir, my fear is that, if this 
Bill over becomes law, our financial difficulties will then only begin. It is not 
the cess that Avill constitute the real diflieulty ; it is the sliaro that will have to 
be borne by the Government. The bulk of tlio money has to be found by the 
.Piuauce Department of the Government of India, and I fear in the Hon’ble 
Sir Guy JfJeetwood Wilson (I am sorry lie is not in his place—I should have 
liked to say tliisin his presence) w(! sliall probably find a dragon in the path. 
However, we sjiall have to agitate in this matter as in otliex* matters, and I think 
an iinjKirtant lever has now been put into our bands by the (iovernmont by the 
creation of the new Education Dejiartment. Surely the Education Member 
must have something to do, and if he is to do anything, they must give him 
money to spend. I think that that xvill he our lever, -and if we use the lever 
properly, the Goverument will find the money wo want in the end. There is 
no reason why we should not entertain this hoiie. That is what every civilized 
Government is doing for its own people, and tliat is what we are entitled to 
expect from our Government. The tliird fear exprcssal is about extending 
conn)ulsion to girls at the present stage. Sir, 1 have already expressly stated 
that the iiilention is (hat the education of girls should for the present continue 
on a voluntary basis, though I certainly hope that before long the necessity of 
putting tliat education on the same footing as that of boys will bo recognized, 
and the Bill only takes powers for that time when it comes. Itemernbcr that 
Baroda has compulsion oven to-day for girls as well as hoys. My Hon’ble 
friend Sir Sassoon David says that the time for compulsion has not 
yet come. Will he tell us when the time for compulsion arrives ? 
Will lie toll us how and why it has arrived in Baroda and not in British 
territory ? Will he tell us Iioav it has arrived in Ceylon and not in 
British territory? AVillhe toll us why,when the Philippino Municipalities 
have introduced compulsion, our own Municipalities should not? Of course, if 
you merely assert that the time has not arrived and slop there, it is not possible 
to argue with you. The Ilon’hle Mr. Bullor declines to accept my analogies 
and says that the slat(‘ of things in this country is different to what it is else¬ 
where; and as regards Baroda, lie says that it is governed autocratically and that 
makes a great difference. Western countries will not do, because they are 
governed democratically I Baroda will not do, because it is governed autocrati¬ 
cally ! I suppose the Hon’ble Member w^ill not be satisfied unless I produce the 
analogy of a country, governed bureaucratically ; and as there is no other country 
governed as India is, ho is safe in insisting on siich an analogy, and I must say 
I give it up. Sir, I will now address only two words in conclusion—one to the 
Goverument and the other to my non-official colleagues, and then resume my 
seat. To the Government 1 will merely put this question: are you content to 
lag behind Baroda ? Every day tliat jiasst^s, while Baroda has a system of com- 
jiulsory educatioii, and we have not—eveiy day that passes like that, material 
18 produced which will go to build up a judgment against you; and I am quite 
sure the conscience of the Government will, before long, be roused to this 
question. You may say what you like in defence of the existing situation; but 
you are bound to realize that you cannot lag behind Baroda, and I am convinced 
that the question of compulsion is for us now only a question of time. To my 
nou-ollicial colleagues 1 will say this : if we are not prepared to bear a cess foj ■ 
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educating the children, of the mass of our ovvn people, if wo are. not prepared to 
make sacriflcea for* so great an object, if we expect the money to drop from 
somewhere—and remember, even if the Government rai^ it by additional taxa¬ 
tion, after all it is we who shall pay it,—we may as well cease talking about 
improving the lot of the mass of the people. Sir, if we want our country to 
advance, there is only one way, and that is that the mass of the jKJople in this 
country must be raised to a higher level. * This can only be achieved by the 
spread of educsation, which in its turn requires a large expenditure of mone^. 
And a .reasonable part of tliis money must bo raised locally, as is being done in 
other countries, or else we may leave the matter well alone. Sir, I do not wish 
to say anything more. I once again beg to express my obligations to the 
Hon’ble Mr. Butler and to the Government for the attitude they have adopted 
towards this Hill, and I am also most grateful to those Hon’l)le Members who 
have accorded this measure their coidial support.” 


The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhai>e introduced the Bill and moved that the Bill, 
together with the Statement of Gbjects and Reasons relating thereto, be published 
in the Gazette of India in English and in the local oflQcial Gazettes in English 
and in such other languages as the Local Gov^ernments think fit. 

The motion was put and agrticd to.

MITSSALMAN WAKF VALIDATING BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Jinnah : “ Sir, I beg (o move for leave to introduce a 

Bill to define the rights of the Mussalman subjects of His Majesty to make 
settlements of property by way of tcrfi/ in favour of fh(‘ir families and descen¬ 
dants. Before I proceed Avitli the merits of tins Bill, I liaA^e to express my 
grateful thanks, not only on my oivn 1)ehalf, but on behalf of the Mussalman 
community, to His Excellency the Vicieroy for having accorded the sanction 
which was thought by the advisers of Government nc(K5ssary under section 19 
of the Councils Act of 18()1. Before I deal with tlie merits of tliis Bill, I 
want one point to be made clear, and that is this. Ever since tlie well-known 
decision of the Privy Council in 1891 which is known as the case of Abdul 
Fata Mahomed Ishak v. Uussomorii, (rei)orted in L. B. 22 Indian 
Appeals, page 76), there has been a very strong fcioling and agUalion 
amongst the Mussulmans against, tin? decision. That feeling has been 
expressed in various ways, l)y sending memorials to Government, by passing 
resolutions in different associations and conferenees and gatherings, and 
it has been going on for more than 15 years now all over the country. I'hat 
being the state of the feeling of the Mussalman community on the subject, 
last year I put certain questions to Government and replies M^ere given to mo 
by tile Government of India. Tliese questions I shall trouble tlie Council Avith 
because tliey shoAv that the Goveriinumt at that time recognised that very 
strongs objection's Averc entertained against the decision of the PriA7 Council. 
The questions that I put and the answers are as follows ; 

‘ Are the Government aAvare that there? in a strong fooling ])revaiHng amongst the 
Muhammadans against the present state of wakf law as expounded by tho recent decisioi^ in 
Privy Council ? 

‘ Does the Government propose to take steps to firing the law on the subject into confor¬ 
mity vvitli the text and tho wishes of the Mussahnans ? If so, how soon ? ^ 

The answer Avas : 

'The Government are aware that objcotioiis arc entertained to the exposition of the law 
on the subject of contained in various decisions of the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
(Council. As at present advised the Government are i\ot prepared to undertake legislation 
with the express object of upsetting judicial decisions to which exception is taken. Tliey are, 
however, ivady at any time to sccord their fullest consideration to any specific proposals for 
legislation diluted \vith the object of s(?curiiig family settlements of a limited nature, provided 
that such proposals are genej-ally apjiroved by the Muhammadan community,'^ 

** After this ansAver was giA'cn by Government I had the opportunity of 
consulting leading Mussahnans in tliis country, and it AA^as after a great deal of 
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oonsideration. I decided that the only way in wliich this question, which is of 
paramount importance to the Mussalman community, can be solved was tiO l)ring 
a Bill in this Council. I mentioned that there lias been agitation going on for 
many years. Recently the Moslem League, which represcnits a great volume of 
Mussalman opinion in this country, at its last session passed a resolution to the 
effect that Government should undiirtake this legislation. A society 
known as Nadba-ul-Ulma, which is comiiosed of learned Maulvis and men 
^ learned in the law, I believe has sent in a memorial to Government. I do not 
know whether it has actually been received by Government, but I knmv 
this, that the memorial was sent round for signature, and thousands of signatures 
' have been obtained all over the (;ountry from the Mussalmaus, and I believe it 
has been sent to Government If it has not, it is on its ivay to Government. 
A copy of that memorial was sent to me by that great and learned Mauivi, who 
is known as Maulvi Sliibli, and who exercises a great influence over the 
Mussalmau community, and whose, opinion is of the gnjatest value to the 
country, so far as the Mussalmau coiumunity is conemmed. In that memorial 
he quotes authorities on the subject and points (Ait what the feeling of tlie 
community is, and I will just road a passage from it: 

During the hist few years the feeing amongst Muhiuninadans upon the sul)jcofc ha‘i 
.been growing strong, and it ha^ found expression in various ways. At t In? meeting of tlic 
iftonlem League and other Muliimmadan Couferonees, Sunni and Shia, ass u; iatioiis of a social 
and religious character, resolutions have been ])assed inviting the (lover nnieiit of India to 
undertake legislation upon the subject. Khan Bahadur Maulvi Muliammud Yusuf, a leading 
Vakil of the Calcutta High ("ourt, a great Muhauimadau lawyer, submitted an elaborate 
pamphlet to the Goveniineut of India sometime ago. The Right Hon^blo Ab*. Syed Amir 
Ali has writiou strongl}' and tdearly upon the subject, and Syed Hussain Bilgrami, who w«b 
recently a iiiember of the India Coumril of the Sifcretary of Slate, also approached Lord 
Morley on the subject." • 

“ Therefore, you will sue that the feeling iu the country ou this point is 
very very strong. The (piestion now before tlic Council is, what is this question 
that has 'been agitating the Mussalman community? As I said, it is the 
decision of the Privy Council in 1891 that has, to our mind, paralysed tlic 
Mussalman Jaw, so far as the power of a Mussalman is concerned, to 'make 
trusts for his family, his children and his descendants. The legal liistory of 
this question goes as far l)ack as liaJf a cemtury and more. The first; decision 
that I am aware of was pronounced in 18B8, and s(;vcral other decisions followed 
that decision, but not directly touching this (|uesti()n until 1873, Avhen the 
decision of the Bombay High Court was given on this point, which ruling 
definitely marked the era of adverse current of decisions. Siiiise then several 
pronouncements have l)ccn made all over tlu5 country by difl\u*(*iit High Courts 
more or loss conflicting until 1891, wlion the decision of the Privy ('ouncil, the 
liighest tribunal in the empire, gave the s(n"orest blow to the LaAV of TFakf-aM* 
aulad- The subject I may toll you is this. Tlierf* are tAvo tilings known to 
Mussalman law—one is hibha and the otiior is toakf tn'o institutions, llibba 
iu other words moans out-and-out gift. The Muhammadan laAv permits a 
Mufjsalman to make a gift of his property oiit-and-out. That is to say, he gives 
delivery of poss(\ssion and is done with it—what an English hiAvyer wovdd call 
conveyance out-aiul-out. He cannot under the law of gift create; different 
astates, such as life estat( 3 s, rennainder, vested rennainder, and continued 
remainder. He cannot therefore maki; any provision of any futiin* character 
for his family or his children ; lie lias got to giv(‘ away the; property 
straight off. Then comes the other branch of the Mussalman law Avhich 
is known as imkf. Wakf^ as I understand, is analogous somewhat 
analogous—to the law of trusts in the Englisli law, and that again is 
divided into two parts: it may be private trusts n ith ultima t(3 reversion to 
charity, or it may bo cliaritable trusts purt; and simpU?, or, in other words, 
private trusts with ultimate reversion to charily or jiure and simple (dmritahlc 
or religious trusts. Noav, the question that wo are cfnicerned Avith in this Bill 
is the question of iirivate trusts with ultimate reversion to charity, because even 
to-day, according to the Mussalman law as well as the laws of all other countries, 
welLknown to all the jurisprudence of different cotuitries, you may dedicate 
property to charity in perpetuity and the rules that offend against the law of 
. perpetuity do not apply, However, avc are only concerneci with the trust 
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which I would call private trust with ultimate reversion to charity. Here I 
may remind the Council that the testamentary jx)wer of a M ussalman is limited. 
He can only dispose of one-third of his property by will. That again is subject 
to the same rules as hihlu or gift, that is to say, he cannot create life estates or 
various others estates known to the English or any other law of trust, and what 
is more, the testamentary disposition cannot he made in favour of heirs, or any 
particular hei,r unless all the heirs consent to it after the death of the testator. 
Now, as I said, in the Bombay High Court the decision was laid down against 
the Mussalman kw in 1878. After that, in 1882 and in 1884, other decisions 
came and in a way overruled the previous decision, and this sort of conflicting 
decisions were givoji and various pronouncements were made in different Higli 
Courts in India until in 1894 w^e came to meet tlie decision of the Privy Council 
which lays down in substance as follow^s: 

It says that walcfoi this kind, namely, the wahf-uUaulad, is governed by 
Muhammadan law. No doubt therefore w^e cannot go beyond the pale of that 
law, but they say that there must he a substantial dedication to charity. What is 
substantial dedication to cfiarity ? This is not defined in any way at all. They 
further go on and say tJiat that substantial dedication to charity must he at 
some period of time or other |)resumably not too remote. They do not fix any 
limit upon 1 lie time or period. Therefore it has introduced the greatest uncer¬ 
tainty in our law*. A Mussiilmaii w ho w ants to make Vi^ wakf of tliis character— 
waTcf-uhaulad —does not know at what period of time the charity should come 
ill under the deed. He does not know" what would be considered substantial 
dedication to charity by any Court of Law. One Court may hold that the 
charity should come in after the first life because the wordws are ‘ some period of 
time or other another Court may hold that the charity should come in after 
two lives; and so on and so forth. 

“ Again, wdiat is suhstantial dedication to charity ? One Court may hold 
that one-sixth is enough; anotlier Court may hold that there should be at 
least half; and so on. Therofon?, tliese two propositions laid down by the Privy 
Council have introduced the gn^atest uucortainty in our law. But the main point, 
thoprincijial point, wxuire concerned with, is the proposition of the Privy Council 
that, unless there is siihstantiai dedication to charity, the wA/* is illusory and 
therefore biul. We say, w ith the greatest deference and utmost respect for the 
Lords of the Privy Council, that that decision is not in accordance with the 
true principles of Mussalman Lw, and their exposition of our law is opposed to the 
fundamental principles of Islamic jurisprudence. If a man cannot make a wakf- 
alal~milad as it is laid down in our law, then it comes to this, that he cannot 
make any provision for his family and cliildreu Jit all, and the consequences arc 
that it hasheen breaking up Mussalman families. * Of course, the result of this 
decision has been, first of all, that wakfs have been hunted down. Ancient 
/lY/A/Vthat have been in existence and operation for years have been hunted 
down in all parts of India and have been declared invalid. That is one effect 
of the decision. The other effect of the decision is that it prevents you from 
making any settlement in favour of your family and children. Therefore, Sir, 
that being the state of our law at the present moment, the Mussalman com* 
munity feels that the only way in which it can possibly put this state of 
things right is by an appeal to legislation. I do not wish to cite the authoritie.s 
here or the law Ijere. I do not w ish to take up the time of the Council 
unnece.ssarily, but I hope that I have made my points quite clear. 

‘‘ The opinions of the greatest lawyers, such as the llight Hon*bio Mr. Amir 
Ali who is w'oll known, are fully set out in his book, wdiich is the textebook on 
Muhammadan law ; the opinion of Sir Rowland Wilson, who is another eminent 
Muhammadan lawyer and an author of a very well-known book on Mussalman 
law, is also to the same effect. I only propose to quote a passage from his book 
w^hich collects all the translations of all the text-books on this subject, and, 
after giving all those translations, the conclusion that he comes to is this 

(See Wilson's Muhammadan Law, 8rd Edition, page 478>) 

'Mr. Justice Amir Ali, both in bis book and in two memorable judgments, has iaccu* 
mulated a mass of testimony to the same effect from other untranslated Arabic works. But 
the above extracts from a standard work accessible to all students in its English dress are 
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surely'as conclusive (in the absence of contra ly evidence) as any affirmative testimony can he 
as to the practice of Indian Muhammadans of the Hanafi persuasion at the date of that coni- 
pilatiou (17th century) and also of the ]»ractice in Central Asia at tM? date of the ])riucipal 
text-books relied on by the compilers (12tli and 18th centurleH). It may be added that the 
Turkish practice as described by D^Ohsson a century a«^o was substantially the pame and that 
the Shia and Shafeitc authorities are quite at one with the Il:inifites as to tho validity of 
settlements on descendants as has been shown under seefious 460 and 484/ 

Therefore, he comes to the conclusion that the decision of the Privy 
Council is not in accordance with Mussalman law. 

Then there is one more passage I will trouble the Council with which comes 
also from a very great autliority, Sir W. C. Petheram, once tlio Chief Justice of 
Bengal. After the decision of the Privy Council ho happened to take an 
opportunity of writing an article in the Jjaw Quart&i*ly Review of 1897 in 
which he devotes a great deal of his attention to tlie original authorities and 
comes to a conclusion to which I will draw the attention of the Council. 
It is an article headed ‘ The Muhammadan Law of Wakf*. He goes into the 
history of the various judicial pronouncements, and he sums up thus :— 

'The judgment of tho Judicial Committee as delivered by Lord Hobhouse contains 
a passage for which I am sure the inhabitants of India as well Hindus as Mussalmans 
will be grateful. It is as follows : Amongst the very elaborate arguments and judgments 

reported in Bikani Meah^s case some doubts are expressed whether cases of this kind are 
governed by tho Muhammadan law, and it is suggested that the decision in AsJfanuHa 
Chowdhri^s case displaces Muhammsdan law in favour of English Jaw. Cleaily the Muham¬ 
madan law ought to govern a purely Muhammadan disposition of property After the judg¬ 
ment of the Full Bench had appeared, tho subject was a gooil deal discussed by Muhammadans 
in India, and I was struck by tho fact that every Muhammadan who sj)okc to me on the 
subject agreed with Mr. Justice Amir Ali; and they all, both lawyers and laymen, asserted that 
there was no doubt that a wakfvi^ uinlerstood by Muhammadans was such as ho had describod 
it in his judgment. At about the same time I had a conversation on the subject with a 
gentleman who then occupied a >^ry imj)ortant position in the Government of India hut who 
Lad spent many years in official positions in Muhammadan countries. He assured me that the 
law as laid down in the majority of the Full Bench was not in accordanco with 
Muhammadan law and that it was within his own knowledge that a very large poi-tion of 
land both in Turkey and Egypt was held under family settlements creat(>d by way of wakf 
constituted and conditioned in the way which Mr. Amir Ali asserts is lawful according to 
Muhammadan law. As tho matter appeared to be of considerable importance I have thought 
it worth while to endeavour to ascertain how the law on the subject is understood and adminis¬ 
tered at tho present time by Muhammadan Judges in Miihamn].adan countries and have quite 
easily obtained two French translations of books which appear to deal with <he whole subject 
and to indicate how the institution is regarded in Turkey, Arabia and Egypt. 

“ Hero I may pause for a moment and point out that at onc3 time it was 
thought that tho Mussalman law did not apply tx) toakf-uUnulad and that 
the English rule of law offending against perpetuity s]K)uld ho madcj applicable 
to it. That view hinted at by tlie previous decisions was absolutely displaced 
by Lord Hobhouse in that well known case 22 Indian Appeals, page 70, in 
the clearest terms: 

' Clearly the Muhammadan law ought to govern purely Muhammadan dispositions of 
proj^rty/ 

•‘Then he gives those translations. Therefore, you will see, Sir, tliat at the 

S resent moment, while tho position of the Mussalmans under tho Privy Council 
eoision is, so to say, an impasse^ in other countries sucli as Ihirkoy, Arabia, 
Egypt, and I believe, although I am not quite sure, hut I believe that even in 
Native States in India, such as the Nizam’s dominions and others, the true 
Mussalman law is administered in matters of this kind. Then, if that is so, and 
so far if we are right that the exposition of the Privy CouikuI of our law is not 
correct, the question which then arises, Sir, is this: are we to be left in this 
position which I have described ? Is the Muhammadan to be deprived of his 
power, of his right which is given to every one under any system of juris¬ 
prudence, to mak^e an adequate provision for liis family and children ? You have, 
on the one haiid, by this decision, taken away that power. On the other band, 
there is no corresponding power under the Mussalman law which enables him to 
get over it. Therefore, if T may put it in this way, you have cutoff an important 
imb of the body jurisprudence of Islamic law and it has not been replaced by 
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anything at all. Therefore, Sir, as I said, the question is, are the Mussalmans to 
be left in tliis jwsition ? If yes ; we all know that the institution of fjoakf \» 
entirely interwoven with the religious life, the social life and the basic principles 
of economy of the comnmnity, and the result would be - and is - disruption of 
Muhammadan families ; the result is a revolution in the law of proi)orty under 
Muhammadan law. Hero again I will quote from the memorial referred to 
above. In that mcimorial it is said :— 

^ It has loiiR been fell by the Muhamm.'idan coraniunity that the result of certain 
decisions of the* Judicial Comniiilco of the Privy Council in cases of Muhammadan family 
sottlomcnts which have ^ouo np beforo them on appeal from Indian (-ourts has been the 
breakino’ up of an instilution which rests upon the highest religions and social sanctions and 
whic'h in the past has saved a lai go number of Muhamiiuidan fatnilios from destitution while it 
has at tlie same time eiial)lod pious Miihaiiitnadans to practise what they look upon as an act 
of great religious merit. ^ 

“ On this point, I may hero draw the attention of the Council to the 
words of a groat Russian professor Avho approves of this system, which may 
appear to an English lawyer traiiud up in principles of English law as bad for 
various reasons looked at from tin? point of view of Englisli jurisprudonc(3. 
But Avo have to take each system of jurisprudence by itself. The Russian 
professor, who has studied this question it seems with very great care, is of this 
opinion :— 

'It is ii most rational and happy solution of economic problems which must have often 
troubled parents solicitous about tlio fiituro of their descendants.^ 

“ Therefore!, on economie principles h(! seems to think that it is the best 
solution that you can possibly have. V\"ell, Sir, that being the position, wo feel 
that tlie only way open to us is to appeal to our Government; and liere to-day I 
appeal to our Government, and I ask you, Sir, tha;|i the Government of India 
should give eveiy support to this Bill. This Bill is not intended in any way to 
lay down any new law or new principle. Tliis Bill is only intended to reproduce 
the MiLssalmaii law whicli lias been disturbed by the decisions of the Privy 
Council. It is not intendiid to deline the general law of wakf which must be 
goverjied by the Muhammadan law. 

Now, coming to the provisions of the Bill, you Avill see that the first 
portion of the Bill, clauses 1 and 2, are nothing l)ut preamble and definitions, 
etc. Section 3, whicIi is the most important part of the Bill, says this:— 

' 3. Subject to tho provisions of this Act, it shall bo lawful for any person professing 

p. ..the Mijssalman faith, not being a minor or of 
rower to crciito toakfs. i • i . i 

unsound mmd, to crc.ate a wakf for among others 

tho following purjioses : — 

(tf) for the raainteuanco and support, wholly or partially, of his family, his children 
and descendants ; and 

^ (/;) where the ttia/'z’/is a Ilanafi Mussalman, for his own support .and maintenance 
during his lifetime or for the payment of his debts out of the rents and profits 
of th(^ jiroperty dedicated: 

Provided always that tlie ultimate reversion is, in such eases, expressly or impltedly 
reserved for the poor, or for some other religious, pious or charitable purpose of a permanent 
character.' 

Now, that wo submit is nothing hut a reproduction of Mussalman law. 

‘‘ TIjcii section 4 is a section by Avhioh is intended that there should bo a 
writing, and that writijig should bo signed and attested by two or more witnesses 
and registered. That siiction, which is only a matter of detail and not a matter 
of priiiciplo, is simply to secure the authenticity of a document, and the following 
sections along with section 4, viz., sections 6 and 0,—all these provisions of 
registration are intended to prevent fraud upon creditors, because that was one 
of the points whicli was emphasized not only by the decisions in the High Courts 
in India, hut by the Privy Council also, that tho present state of things opened 
up a wide door to and facilitated frauds upon the creditors. 

“ It would depreciate title of property generally and therefore it is just 
as much in tho interest of the owner as the alienee that all safeguards should 
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be provided for to maintain clear, good and marketablo,title to immoveable 
property. 

“ In this complaint there is great force having regard to the altered c’r- 
cmnstancos due to progress and advance of ciyilization. For example, a man 
makes a wakfin favour of his children and their children, and so on, and ultimate 
i*eversion is given to charity. Well, the uoakf may not be registered ; it may be 
a will, it may be a testamentary document. The document may remain in the 
drawers of the descendants and tliiiy may tliink it necesvsary to alienate this 
^property by way of mortgage. Well, so far as they are concerned, perhaps it 
IS in their own interest to keep tlui document in one of the secret drawiTs. 

The next generation may come up and object to it and say the previous 

generation only had a life interest, tln^y were only entitled to tlie income, 
and the mortgage was bad. Tin? creditor who happened to advamu^ money 
then would be in a great fix, and it is in order to j)revent that sort of fraud 
upon creditors that I have thought it necessary that the document should be 
registered. Then the whole w'orld w ould know, because registration is notice, 
and if any person takes that title lu5 takes it at his own risk. OlaxLse 

10, which only deals with testamiMitary vmkl\ does not in any way alter the 

Mussalman law. It only says that if you choose to make a imlcf l)y a testa- 
montaiy document or will it should he r(?gistercd, that is again to prevent 
fraud upon the creditors. Clause 11 is intmided to give power to the persons 
mentioned therein to get the w ill registered within a certain period. 

“Therefore, Sir, the Council will see that this Bill does not in any w^ay 
intend to codify or define the law^ of property or generally wdiicli must 

bo governed by the Muhammadan law'. It does not in any w'ay go against tiro 
Mussalman law, but on the contrary the main objt^ct, the sole purpose^ of the 
Bill is to reproduce the Mussalman law in couformity with the texts in accord¬ 
ance with the wishes and very strong feeling of tin? Mussalman community, 
which feeling is w^ell justified, having regard to the enormous consequences 
that have followed upon the decision of the Vy\xj Council. Therefore, I ask the 
Council to give mo leave to introduce this Bill. This Bill wvill Ijo before the country 
and we shall then be in a position to see if ajiy objection is entertained against 
it, and I daresay there may be several suggestions that may be made witli regard 
to the details of the Bill. All those, no doubt, will fully considertxl at other 
stages wdien we reacli those stages, llierd'onv, I ask tlio Council, and I ask 
the Government, to support this Bill, and to allow" me to introduc(i this Bill.** 

The Hon*ble MAHAiiAJAnTiiiiA.JA BAUAnTm ov Burdwan: “Sir, as one 
who has always taken an impartial view regarding the relations of Uindus and 
Muhammadans in India, Mr. Jiimali has my fullest sym]»atliy in this IVakf 
Bill, and I have much pleasure in lending my support to its introduction.’* 

The Hon’ble Mr. SAcnciiinANAN])A Siniia : “ Sir, I rise to support the 

motion of my friend the Hon*ble Mr. .linnali, ami I am glad tliat I am abhi to 
do so. As one belonging to the same pr(vle.ssiou as tlu* llon*ble Mover, and also 
as ORe w"ho may claim an intimate knowledge of tlui feelings of the Mulimiimadaii 
community on the subject-matter of this Bill, I can say that it w-ill bo warmly 
welcomed by Muhammadans all over India, seeking as it dotjs to secure the per¬ 
petuation and permanence of an institution for wliicli tliere is tlie highesr autlior- 
ity in their religion and law", and which, T am firmly persuaded, is a factor of 
great economic value in the preservation and development of their soeidy. The 
necessity for the Bill has, as explained by Mr. Jinnali in bis lucid and able 
spoecli, arisen because of certain decisions of the Privy Council and tlie Indian 
wgh Courts, the practical effect of whicli is that or family 

settlement has now' become almost impossible. As I have alieady said, the roots 
of this institution lie deep in the religion and history of tli(3 Muhammadans, 
and the way in which their law on this sulrjeet has been interpreted by British 
Judges in India and England is (I mean no disrespect to them) an apt 
illustration of the dangers which lieset the pr»tli of all Judges who have to 
interpret the personal law of communities other than their ow"n—laws whieli are 
not unoften totally alien to their social instincts and juristic conceptions, being 
based on totally dis-similar foundations. 
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“ Sir, it is known to every lawyer that the word ‘ charity * has become a 
word of art in English law; it has a well-defined and technical significance in 
the well-known English Statute of Elizabeth, and I submit that it is by no means 
imjjossible that the view which has boon taken by British Judges of the 
JVIuliaminadan law of wakF lia-; boon coloured more or loss, perhaps unconsciously, 
by conceptions which are iraceable to tliat Statute. But, as was observed by 
that eminent Hindu Judge and Jurist, Sir Subramania Iyer (in a case in which 
he had to deal with the Hindu conception of Dliarma), charity, like water, takes 
its colouring from the soil through which it flows. The Hon^de Mr. Jinnah’s 
Bill does no more, as I look upon it, than ask the Judges to hoar in mind the 
character of the soil in judging of the colouring of the water. Now, what is 
the orthodox Muhamiuadan law on the subject? . I shall give it in the words of 
a distinguished Indian .l iidge whose eminence as a Muslim Jurist has been 
recognised by his rec^ent el(?vation to the Privy Council. ‘ Every good purpose 
says the TLiglit Hon’hle Mr. Syed Amir Ali in his book on Muhammadan law, 
‘ which God a|)provcs, or by wliich approach is attained to the Deity, is a 
fitting purpose for a valid jind lawful wahf or dedication. A provision for 
one's self\ for one's children, Jor one's relaiions/v^ as good and pious an act 
as a dedication for the support of the general body of the poor. The principle 
is founded on the religion of Islam, and derived from the teachings of the 
Prophet, and, thereforii, any varialiou of the rule is a direct interference with 
the Mussalman religion.’ These are the words of an eminent .Muhammadan 
Judge, It is true that the ex|)ositi()n of Mr. Amir Ali has not been accepted 
by British Judges in India or by the Privy Council, and that is just the reason 
why the Muhammadan community require that tlio Legislature should come 
to their rescue and })Iaee the law on a more satisfactory footing. In a 
case reported in I. L. II. 17 Cal. 49S {Ahsan Ullah Chawdhry^s case) 
their Lordships say ‘ th(3y have not b(?eu referred to Jior can they find any 
authority showing that, according to Muhammadan law, a gift is good as 
a tmhf unless there is a substantial dedication of the property to charitable 
uses at so7ne period of time or otlu^r.* In a subsoqueut case (Abul Fata 
V. Rasmaya, 22 Cal. flJlo) their Lordships say: ‘ As regards precepts which 
are held up as the fundamental principles of Muhammadan law, their 
Lordships are not forgetting how far law and religion are mixed up 
together in the Muhamniadan commurutiiis ; Init they asked during the 
argiimont how it comes about that by the general law of Islam, at least as 
known in India, simple gifts by private pt^rsons to romot(3 unborn generations 
of descendanis, successions that is of inalienable life-interest, are forbidden ; 
and whether it is to bo taken that the v(5ry same dispositions, which are 
illegal when made by ordmaiy words of gifts, become legal if only the settler 
says that they are rmide as walcf, in the name of God, or for the sake of 
the poor To these questions no answer was given or attempted, nor 
cai\ their Lordslii[)s see any.’ Sir, I desire to speak with all the respect due 
to their Lordships, but; I feel hound to say that this way of arguing the 
question is hardly satisfactory. It scarct^ly takes into account tlie spirit of 
the institution, and, even assuming that the Muhammadan law is illogical in 
this resptjct, it is after all not a very serious reproach to it, for has not a iiecent 
Lord Chancellor, the Earl of Halsbury, reminded us in one of his judgments 
{Queen v. Leatham, Vdi)l, A. C.) that law is not always logical and that, 
because a propo.sition is logical, it does not follow that it also is legal. Again, 
their LordsJiips say in tlie same case (in 22 Cal.) that it ‘ would be doing 
wrong to the great lavv-given* to suppose that ho was commending gifts for 
which the donor exorcised no self-denial, in Avhich he took back with one hand 
what ho appeared to put away witli the otlior, which was to form the centre 
of attraction for accumulation of income and for the accossion of family 
property, which carefully protect so-called managers from being called to 
account; which seek to give donors and their family the enjoyment of the 
property, free from all liability to creditors ; and which do not seek the benefit 
of others beyond the use of empty words.’ I submit the abuse of an institution, 
intrinsically good, is no argiunent against its continuance. By all means moke 
it impossible that it should bo abused, or that it should be used ^ a weapon 
for defrauding honest creditors; but wliy abolish it when the religion and the

law of Islam require that it should live ? Sir, as with other maxims, so with 
legal, it is a good rule to remember that they shouldt not be construed too 
strictly and literally. We all know that perpetuities are odious to law and 
tlxat alienability is the general rule governing property. But we also know 
that certain perpetuities are allowed evenin .tlie English law itself and that 
in England and India alike there are certain classes of property wliich are 
inalienable. In dealing, therefore, with the question before us, wo should not 
allow ourselves to be too much influenced by general abstract principles of 
jurisprudence, but rather see whether a restraint such as is imposed upon 
property by the law of wakf is good or bad, in the interest of those whom 
it concerns. On this point the llon’blc Mover has already quoted the high 
authority of the Russian Professor, do Nauphal. I myself believe that having 
regard to the economic conditions of Muhammadan society in India, the 
institution of wakf^ besides being founded on their religion, is a factor of 
great economic value. The Gov eminent themselves have had in some parts 
of the country to pass laws permitting the entailing and prohibiting tlio free 
transfer of property. Tliey are, tliercfore, invited to take no oxtniordinary 
step in the interest of the Mnhaimnadan community. As I have already 
shown from a quotation from a judgment of the Privy Council, it is required 
that the dedication to he good must ho a substantial dedication for 
the poor or for charity. Sir, quite a jungle of case-law has grown 
up on the dictum of their Lordships, and in each case the question as to wliat 
is a substantial dedication, and what is not, presents an element of great 
uncertainty. As regards the poor, they are always with us, and tJie Muham¬ 
madan law itself makes them the ultimate bcneliciaries under every charity, 
when all other objects fail. But it should be remembered that the Muham- 
inadau law looks upon one’s own descendants as also fitting objects of charity. 
After all, we need not feel so much shocked at this 2 >i^ovision, wlien we 
remember what a worfd of wisdom is amcentraled in that homely adage, 
alas 1 but too often misaiiplied- that charity begins at home. 

“ Sir, I believe the Hon’lihj Mr. Jinnah in this matter has behind him the 
entire Muhammadan community ; he has his own religion and law on his side, 
and also the good wishes and sympathy of his Hindu fellow-subjects. It 
appears to me tliat neither economic considerations nor jniblic 2 >f>licy will at 
all be strained by acce 2 )ting his motion, hut that, on tlio contrary, the acccjitance 
by this Council of this Bill to-day and its euactunnit in due course will bring 
satisfaction and contentmeiit to tlic great Mussalmau c<jminunity and remove 
from their mind a genuine grievance. Por this reason I have great jdeasure 
in cordially supporting the motion before the Council.” 

The Hon’blc Nawab Abduij Ma.iio : “ Sir, I rise to su 2 i 2 )ort the motion of 
the Hon’ble Mr. Jinnah. There is no doubt that the Muhammadau, community 
at the present time fool very much aggrieved on account of the Privy Council 
ruling that has been 2 >*^oiiouuo(id by their Lordships of the Privy Council. 
The Muhammadan law of toakJ\ he it 2 )rimarily for a religious or a charitable 
jjurpose, or be it 2 )rimarily for a 2 )rivate pur 2 >oso, is a law which is considered by 
the Muhammadan jurists to be a religious law. According to the Muham¬ 
madan jurists themselves, even a private trust, though indeed the 2 ^riinary 
objects may be relations and members of the family, yet the ultimate objocte 
are always considered the 2 >o()r and other charitable 2 )ur 2 >oses. That being so, 
the Muhammadan community at the 2 ^i’^sejLt time feel that, by the 2 )^’^>iiounce- 
ment of the Privy Council, a branch of their religious law has been repealed. 
Since the establishment of British rule in this country, the observance of the 
law of endowment has been guaranteed to the Muhauimadaii community. Now 
that they find that one of the most imjjortant portions of it has thus been 
repealed, they are alarmed, and they are alarmed, I say, very justly. 

“ Sir, the only remedy left for the Muhammadans now is that they should 
come to Government and that they should iisk Govcriiinent to legislate on this 
question. Wlien a judgment has been 2 >ronounced by the highest tribunal, that 
judgment is sure to be followed by all the subordinate Courte, and legislation is 
the only remedy which is left to the Muliaminadans. Now, my friend the 
kon'ble Mr. Jinnah has taken the right action in this matter. As has been said 
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by the Mover, several attempts have been made by the Muhammadan community 
to gain their object; but they have failed up to this time. That great and learned 
Maulvi of Lucknow, I mean Sliamshul-Ulama—Maulvi Shibli—has organised a 
committee and with a view to move the Government has taken signatures of 
thousands of Muhamiiiadans. Uo Jias sent circulars all round to every district 
and he has obtained tlieir signatures. I do not know whether his memorial 
is before the Government or not, but, so far as we know, he has got 
a memorial ready and he was thinking of sending it to the Government. He 
has given in that memorial all the reasons for persuading the Government to 
legislate with a view to remove* the effect of the Privy Council ruling. We 
are all very thankfid to 8 hamslml-TIlama—Maulvi Shibli—for all the troubles 
that he lias taken and the efforts that ho has made in this direction. 

“ Now, as to the result of the Privy Council ruling, Sir, it cannot be gain¬ 
said that many old settlements have been destroyed and there are many more 
waiting to he destroyed. If some early step is not taken, it is possible that 
many more Muhammadan families will be ruined. 

“ N 0 AV 5 Sir, as has been said by my friend, the Hon’ble Mr. Sachchidananda 
Sinha, the whole difficulty has arisem from a misconception of the meaning 
of the word ‘charity'. Charity, as understood by English jurists, is under¬ 
stood in a different sense, whereas it is understood by the Muhammadan jurists 
in a different sense. Even in onr Holy Koran, wherever it enjoins for 
charities, tlie first word used is qnrha, i.e., one’s relations. If you give alms, 
the first persons you should give alms to are your relations. And hero, I 
may quote a passage from tin? nell-written [lamjdilet of Shamshul-Ulama — 
Maulvi Shibli-on loakf on relations : it is this : 

* In Holy Koran wt* find tho following :—It is not rif»'litftOUKnoss that y(^ turn 
your faces in imiyor towards the east and tlio west, hut rij^htoousness is of him who hedieveth 
in God and tlu; Last Day and Iho Anwols and tho iScriptures jflid tlio Prophets ; who giveth 
money for God’s sake unto his kindr(‘d and unto orplians and the ne(3dy and the stranger and 
those wlio ask ; and for the redemption of captives.’ 


Agtain, in the Koran we read : 

‘ They williisk thee what shall we bestow (in alms). Answ'er, the goods which ye bestow 
let it be »iveu to ]>areuts. kindred and orphans, and the poor and the strangers.^ 


“In like manner, in Muhammadan works which are in Arabic and unfor¬ 
tunately they are not translated in English, the hiw of tcakf h a law which has 
been highly devedoped in the Muhammadan jurisprudence. Chapters after 
chapters are written on this law , and lh <3 settlement on kindred and descendants 
and members of the I’amily is a v eiy important portion of that law. The law of 
'M?ttA/*isthe same thing as trusts" in other systems of the law. If wakf on 
descendants and relations is not going to he recognized in Britisli India, it means 
that Muhammadans are going to be deprived of the observance of a very 
important branch of their law and Avhich according to their belief is a very 
important portion of thenr religious law. 

“ With these few remarks, I su|)p()rt the motion, of the Hon’hle Mib 
Jinnah." 

The Ilon’bh} JtAJA of Diohapatia : “ Sir, as the representative of the 
Hindu and the Muhammadan landlords of Eastern Bengal and Assam, I have 
much pleasure to support the Bill wdiicli has just been introduced by my 
Hon’ble friend Mr. Jin nail, and I beg to submit that as far as possible the 
(lovernment ought to do something to save the disintegration of the properties 
of olfi Muhammadan families, wdiich, I w ould say, in that case would bo real 
pillars of the Empire.'* 

The Hon’hlo Maulvi Suams-ul-Huda : “ ! do not think at this stage it is 
necessary to enter into a detailed examination of the Hon'ble Mr. Jinnah's Bill. 
The main provision of the Bill is to be found in clause 3 , and as to that I trust 
there will be no difference of opinion among the Muhammadan Members of 
this Council. The decision of the Privy Council to which reference has been 
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mode by my HoA*ble friend took the Muhammadans of India by surprise, and 
it IB the unanimous opinion of all Muhammadans who are conversant with the 
laws of Islam tliat the decision of tiieir Lordships has in(erprotod the law very 
differently from the interprcta.tion put by Muhammadan jurists. Those deci¬ 
sions have led to considerable litigation about validity of wakfa^ and a large? 
number of wakfs known as wakf-aJal-attlad have been declared invalid, 
although if tested by the rules of Muhammadan law alone they were open to 
no objection. A wakf is a religious institution and the Muhammadans of India 
consider the present state of the law as highly unsatisfactory and as an inter¬ 
ference with their religious laws and usages. Tlie discontent is very widespread 
and very keen and urgently calls for remedy. The correct view of the Muham¬ 
madan law on this subject, if I may say so without impertinence, is to be 
found in the Right Hon'ble Syed Amir Ali*s well-known book on Muham¬ 
madan law ; and before I sit down I wish to quote a passage from Sir Roland 
Wilson’s Digest of Anglo-Muhammadmi Daw, in which, referring to the opinion 
expressed by Mr. Amir Ali, the learned author says : 

^ In the great wrt^^^ontroversy I tun (‘von more strongly oonviiioed tlian before that as 
against the Ihivy ('ouncil he has proved his ease up to the hilt so far as the question of law 
is eoncorned. The question of puhlic policy is another matter altogether with which the 
Legislature will one day have to deal/ 

** To this I would only add that puhlic policy as understood by modern 
lawyers has no place in Muhammadan law.” 

The Hon’blo Nawau Satyid MunAMMAD Sahib Bahadur : It is a matter 
of regret that a Bill for defining the Muhammadan law of wakfs should come up 
before this Council. The Muhammadan law oji the point is very clear and 
plain, and it was a mistake, it 1 may say so, on the part of the Privy Council to 
decide directly against the principle of the Muhammadan law of wakfs itself. 
In the very first f)]aco, I should moiilion that the passing of such a Bill, or the 
taking up of it hy the Imperial Council, for deliberation and discussion ought 
not to 1)0 construed into a precedent 1)y future l(?gislators for interfering with 
any point or principle of the Muhammadan law, imless similar circumstances 
arise, which I hope would never be. We Muhammadans consider our sacred 
law to he perfect in all points, and deeply rcisent any attomj)t by any person or 
body to interfere with, change or substitute the Muhammadan law, wJiother 
of Inheritance, Marriage or Trusts; for we consider our law to ho so elastic 
as to enable us to suitably apply it under any circumstaucos and for all time 
to come ; and it is therefore with great reluctance that wo ask the Legislature 
to pass a law of this kind simply to protect the rights which we arc entitled to 
enjoy under our own personal law. Apart from all individual opinions or 
interests on the poinf, it is noteworthy that the general tenor of the entire 
Muhammadan population of India, which is indeed no small figure, will be 
nothing but intensely hostile to any disregard hy the Government of its promise 
of dealing out justice and equity to all classes of people, and allowing absolute 
religious freedom to them—the Muhammadans to be governed by their own 
pgrsonal law and the Hindus by their o wn Shastric rules. This important 
principle, though enunciated long ago, has always been affirmed and reaffirmed 
by successive British statesmen up to tlie present day. It is therefore in this 
our hour of need and alarm, that we appeal to the Governinont to pass a law to 
re-establish the Muhammadan law of wakfs, especially on those points —and 
vital points they aro -whieli the Privy Council has questioned, nay, has 
completely upset it. 

“ The utterances of the doctors of Muhammadan law on the ‘ subject of 
family endowment or family settlements are very oxpliett and clear, and 
leave us in no doubt whatever as to what are the limits within which any 
settlement can bo made, though there are one or two dissentient voices even in 
the history of Muhammadan law on this subject. For example, the learned 
jurist Abu Hainifa says that there should be a free circulation of property 
among the members of the community and that there should not be any property 
at aU tied down for any purpose whether religious or mundane. He thus witn 
one blow Btrikes at the root of all devolution of property of the nature of trusts 
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or endowments. But there is an overwhelming majority of learned Muham” 
madan lawyers of equal fame in favour of trusts which is in conformity with 
tlie teachings of the great projdiot of Islam. 

“I do not wish to be long on this Bill of Mr. Jinnah’s as I have not had 
the oi^portunity of studying tlie -Bill yet and giving it such consideration as 
the importance of the subject demands. I therefore reserve my opinion on 
the merits of the Bill. I shall consider all its details when it is taken up again. 
From the point of view mentioned above, i,e.y from the point of view that the 
Privy Council has misconstrued the law by delivering a judgment against the 
root principle of the Muliammadan law of endowments, and that we now' 
seek to remedy this mistake, I ^velcome a Bill of this nature wdth all my heart, 
and earnestly appeal to the Government to afford facilities for the passage of 
such a Bill, Avhich would be not only conducive to the interests and welfare of 
an important section of His Majesty’s subjects, but would also render the 
Muhammadan law immune from inlerforence. The feeling that now pervades 
all Muhammadans that their right of enjoying perfect religious liberty has been 
infringed would bo removed by the Government accepting a proposal calculated 
to restore the law on the subject.” 

The Hon’hle Mil. SunnA B vo: “ It is not uncommon to find that the 
Privy Comicilhas somcitimos run counter to the law as understood by particular 
communities in this country. One such instance recently occurred in the pro¬ 
vince of Madras with regard to impartible estat(5s in that presidency. The P ivy * 
Council laid down in regard to a certain impartible estate that the last holder 
had full powers to aliciiiatc? it to anyl)ody as he pleased and iiplnald that parti¬ 
cular alienation. The zainindars of that province wore naturally Jilarmod at 
this decision and approached the Government to legislate that impartible estates 
could not be alienated according to the whim and pleasure of the liolders. The 
Madras Legislative Council accordingly j>assod an . Act declaring that such 
estates as wore known to he impartible cxnild not be alienated by the holder 
except under ecriain conditions. Similarly, so far as the Muhammadaii com¬ 
munity is concorned, the Privy Council has laid down a law which in the 
opinion of that commuiiitv is not correct. It is, thoreforci, hut right that a Bill 
should 1)(^ introduced in this Council to lay do\>'n the laAV con-i^ctly as understood 
by Muhammadans. With these few words, I support the motion.” 

Tho Hon’blo Baiu; BuTiPENDJiANA'ru Bastt : "‘Sir, my friend the Hon’blo 
Mr. Jiniiah’s Bill deals with two aspects of tlio question. First of all he 
proposes that crealc^d by a imkifhyr his own benefit or for the benefit of his 
descendants should he recognized as valid, and secondly as to tho procedure which 
should 1)0 adopted for giving effect to a valid wa/cf if it is held that tho wakif or 
the endow^or is at liberty to make a waJef of this description. My friend is mot 
at the outset, by a very strong expression of legal opinion against him. We have 
on our side in Bengal a Full Pcnch decision—I l)(».liev(? five Judges sat upon 
it—wlfich held that an endoAvmeiit, unless it is made absolutely for the benefit 
of a charity or the poor, w^ould not he valid. A valid endowment for the 
aggrandisement of one’s oAvn family would not he valid. That judgment of the 
Full Bencli was dissented from by one of the inemhers, Mr. Justice Amir Ali. 
Then there was the appeal to the Privy Council, and their Lordships of 
the Privy Council wxnit very fully into the question and upheld the 
decision of the majority of the HigI) Court. But before this decision became 
known (I am speaking of Bengal only) tliere were numerous loakfs on the old 
lines recognized by M uhammadan laymen and jurists for the l}enefit of a man’s 
family with ultimate reversion in case of failure? of the family in favour of the 

{ )oor. This principle unfortunately is opposed te the ordinary acceptance of Eng- 
ish lawyers, and naturally a wakf or tmst for a man himself and liis family 
extending over many generations for an unknown and indefinite period would 
appeal to the modern sense as unteuablo. But we have got to deal with a law 
which was promulgated nearly years ago and to consider it. No doubt 
there Is in India naturally * great faith in judgments of tho Privy Council; 
but, as my friend the Hon’ble Mr. iSubha Ilao has said, the Privy Council some¬ 
times lands us in very strange anomalies. Years ago a question arose in the 
Calcutta High Court as to whether the widow of a childless Hindu, if she became 
Vinchaste, was entitled to retain the property which she had inherited. I may 
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tell the Council (I do not think it need bo said) tliat under tlio Hindu law, if 
a man dies without leaving male issue, and under the Mitakshara system if 
he has no coparcener, his widow succjccds, provided the widow is chaste. This 
question was raised in a suit in the Calcutta High Court, where it was proved 
that the widow had become unchaste since the death of tlie Jiusband; and Hindu 
lawyers gave it as their opinion, basing tlieir opinion upon texts of Hindu 
law which to them were very chmr, that the widow l)y reason of her subse¬ 
quent unchastity had forfeited her right to her luLsbaiid’s estate. Well, this 
question, as I say, came up, and one of the Hindu lawyers, the late Justice 
' Hwarka Nath Mithjr, held that the widow had forfeited her right to her 
husband’s estate; but hii was overrulcjd l)y the other meml)crsof tlie Bench and 
this question ultimately went up to the Privy Council ; and the latter hold, 
following the English principle - which but for the fact that it has become a part 
of Indian law would not be ace()ptable to the ordinary lay minds—that property 
once vested could not be divested, tlui widow having once inherihul could not 
bo disinherited, and that the doctrine of Hindu law that the widow must bo 
chasto to inherit lier husband’s property Avould ai)ply only to the period 
wlion the liusband was aliv'e; that is to * say, during the husband’s lifetime 
slie would not inherit, hut if she did inherit and afterwards be(iame unchaste, 
she would not forfeit the property that she had inherited; and this curious 
decision of the Privy Coiuieil has landed us in a great many difficulties, the most 
prominent among which is this that a Tliudu widow, if she remarries, forfeits 
her husband’s property, but if sln^ becomes uneliasto she continvies to enjoy her 
luisband’s property. Sir, our Muliammadan friends can also say in this matter 
that the interpretation of Muhammadan law by the Judicial Committee of 
tlm Privy Council lias landed them in very sen’ious difficulties. One of the 
great dilllciilties is the Muhainmaclan law of wahf. We, neither Hindus 
nor Muhammadnas, have a hiw of entail amongst us. We have no law by 
wbich Avc can tie up ofir property (iven for thnMj generations, and the 
result is that under tlie decisions of the Privy Council there is a rapid disin¬ 
tegration of holh Hindu and Muhammadan families. I am not dealing with 
the Hindu question of dehfdtar at the; present moment; that does not form 
the subject of tlio discussion in Council to-day. Therefore, I sympathise 
vcjry fully with my Muhamiiiadan 1‘rioruls Avb(>ii tlicy seek to bring forward 
a Bill which would remedy a misconception, if I may venture to say 
so, of the law as laid down by the Judicial Committee of tln^ Privy 
Council. But while I give my friouds my fullest support on this side, 
as a practical lawyer I must Avarn my friimd the Ilon’ble Mr. Jinnah 
against the (domoiits of danger that may lurk behind a measure like this— 
elements which, as Mr. Jinnah has himself pointed out, are fraught with 
trouble. Very complete and efficient safeguards must be provided under 
that bead, and I am disposed to tliiuk that the safeguards which my friend 
Mr. Jinnah lias provided are not sufficient. Tlun'e is an analogy in the Settled 
Estates Act of Bengal whore the Government lias laid downi a certain procedure 
by which creditors are protected in reference to estates wliich onti proposes to 
settle under that Act; and it will be necessary to consider, when the Bill is fully 
disQqssed, as to what sliould be the safeguards to protect innocent creditors at the 
time when the is made—creditors who may be either secured or unsecured. 

Subject to such a reservation I support the Bill.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale : Sir, I am entirely innocent of any knoivlodge 
of the Muhammadan law and J am not affected by that law Avhatevor it may bo ; I 
do not therefore express any opinion on the merits of the measiirci before us. But 
I wish to say a word in support of the motion that: my Iloii’ble friorul Mr. Jinnah 
should be gi'anted leave to introduce this Bill on the goiuiral ground that this 
matter concerns the Muhammadan community only; that tlie community 
should bo allowed an opportunity to express its aucavs on tla? subject; and that 
the Government should not stand in the way of tlie community, unless there is 
anything in the proposal that is repugnant to our notions of right, justice or 
humanity. As there is no such question, I think the vioAVS of the community 
should bo ascertained, and the only Avay in Avhich that can be done is by giving 
leave to Mr. Jinnah to introduce his Bill.” 
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The Hon’blo M». Mazhaeuii Haque : ** Sir, my Hon’We Hindu colleagues 
of this Council have, laid the whole Muhammadan community of India under 
an obligation which we cannot and shall never forget. One after another 
they got up, expressed their sympathy with the Bill, and supported it. I 
also consider it my duty to repeat the grateful thanks of my community 
to His Excellency the Viceroy for permitting us to bring this Bill. Sir, the 
measure is really a difficult and technical one and has to he dealt with 
by trained lawyei-s, and therefore I shall not weary this Council by a 
repetition of the arguments wltich have already been advanced by my Hon’ble 
friend Mr. Jinnah, and so ably advanced. But I may be permitted to 
say that there are two aspects of this question which ought not to be 
forgotten. What is there in the way of the Government in accept¬ 
ing this Bill ? Sir, if the principle of the Bill is really the princijtle of the 
Muhammadan law as has been administered in the country for a very long time, 
and as my friejid the Hon’ble Mr. Jinnab has reminded this Council is still 
being administered in Egypt, Persia, Turkey and certain districts of India, 
then I humbly sirbmit that the Government should not throw any obstacle in 
our way. At the same time I confess that the Government would like us, the 
Muhammadans, to show that we are really unanimously desirous that such 
a Law should be passed. I may assure Government that before this Bill comes 
for discussion in this Council we shall certainly take great care that the Govern¬ 
ment should know the fact that the Muhammadans in India are really 
unanimous on this point. I need not enter into tlie details of those decisions 
which have been passed by the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council and 
the High Courts of India; but this 1 am bound to say, that the decisions which 
have been quoted by my Hon’ble friends liere are certainly not in accordance 
with the principles of Mubammadan law. This has been the grievance of the 
Muhammadans for the last fifte(m or sixteen years. I believe it was in 1894 
when that decision of the Privy Council was passcxl, and since then we have 
l)een trying, and trying hard, to have that decision upset; but we find that 
W'e have been unable to gain our object. The utility of this rel'ormod Council, 
for which we are so grateful to Lord Miuto and Lord Morley, is apparent 
from the fact that different communities of India can ventilate their real 
grievances and have them remedied. Wo are grateful to Government, Sir, 
for giving us a sympathetic hearing in this Council to-day on this subject, 
and we are also grateful, I repeat, to the Hon’ble Hindu Members of this 
Council for giving us their support. 

“ With these few remarks I beg to support the Hon’ble Mr. Jinnah’s 
motion.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Eable : “ The attitude which the Government of India 
will maintain in regard to the Bill will for the present be one of benevolent 
neutrality. When last this subject was discussed in 1900 on the representation 
of tub Central Muhammadan Association, Bengal, the feeling of the majority 
of the Muhammadans was against legislation with the object .of amending the 
Muhammadan law as interpreted by the Privy Council, on two grounds: (1) 
that further effort should he made to induce the Privy Council to modify their 
decision, and (2) th.at legislation in respect of their religious law W'as undesir¬ 
able. Test cases have, I understand, been brought, with no result, and no more 
need bo said on that subject. As regards the second point, it must be admitted 
that the Muhammadan world has been moving rapidly of late, and it may be 
that Muliamraadan opitvioii has changed. The Government of India are willing 
to allow the Bill to go out to Local Governments to he discussed. 

“As regards the form and scope of the Bill, the Government of India must 
keep a completely open mind, and reserve to themselves the right to oppose the 
Bill, in whole or part, if that appears expedient at a later stage. I gather that 
iny friend the Hon’ble Mr. Shams-ul-Huda has also proposed a Bill of a more 
restricted scope. Bengal was, however, outdistanced by Bombay and we have 
the Hon’ble Mr. Jinnah's Bill before us. It remains to be seen what proposals, 
if any, will succeed in the end. The Government of India axe content to let the 
Bill go forward on tho understanding to which I have referred, and will wait a 
full expression of Muhammadan opinion on the subject.” 
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The Hon’ble Me. Jinnah : “ Sir, I am extremely grateful to my colleagues 
in this Council, particularly the Hindu Members of this Council, for having 
accorded their support to this Bill that I have brought before the Council. 
There is only one remark of caution and somewhat over'Caution which M'as 
made by the Hon’ble Mr. Basu. Of course, I shall be very pleased if Mr. Basu 
will at any time point out to me wliat further safeguards are necessary to 

E revent fraud against the creditors. He did not mention any in his speech, 
ut if he does mention any hereafter and wo think that it would help us, I 
should personally be very pleased to accept any suggestion of that kind. I am 
also thankful to the Hon’ble Member w'ho spoke on behalf of Government. 
All that we desire at the present moment is that the Bill should bo put before 
the country, and I quite agree that it mainly depends upon the opinion and 
feeling that the country will express on this BUI. I personally fool certain 
that the Mussulman community is unanimous on this question, and I hope 
that the Government will also be satisfied to that effect in course of time.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mn. Jinnah introduced the Bill and moved that the Bill 
together with the Statement of Objects and Beasons relating thereto, bo 
published in the Gazette of India in English and in the local ofiicial Gaaottes 
in English and in such other languages as the Local Governments think fit. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 


EMPLOYMENT IN PUBLIC SEEVICE. 

The Hon’ble Me. Subba Eao : “ I beg to move the 
following resolution:— • 

‘ That this Corinnil recominomls that a mixed Commission eousistiug of oiriuialB and 
non-ofllcials bo appointed to nonsidci' tlio <d,aims of Indi.ans to higher a)id more extensive 
employment in the Public Service imnneoted with the civil admiiiLstration of tho country.’ 

“ I may be permitted. Sir, at the outset to express my thanks to His 
Excellency the Viceroy for having permitted this resolution to be brought 
before the Council as early as possible in His Lordship’s tenure of office ; 
and I take it as an earnest of His .Excellency’s desire to judge for himself 
whether the administrative maciiiiiery of the Government requires any reform, 
as is asserted in some quarters. I take this oiqwrtunity, Sir, to express my 
thanks to the Secretaries of the several .Ueiiartments of the Government of 
India for the readiness with which they have supplied mo with information on 
this subject. 

“ The resolution before us deals with the question of the higher and more 
extensive employment of Indians in the public service; that is, the more ex¬ 
tensive employment of Indians in the higher grades of the public service. I 
realise. Sir, fuUy the responsibility that in speaking on this subject I do so in 
the presence of distinguished members of the Indian Civil Service—a service 
'^hoBO members have tho proud privilege of making modern India by their 
high-souled patriotism, their stern sense of discipline and deep devotion to duty, 
and whose members have responded cheerfully to the changing conditions of 
their Indian environment. If I criticise tho service. Sir, it is not the men that 
adorn the service, hut it is the system that is in force, which I urge requires a 
change. 

“The question before us has from time to time engaged the attention of the 
Government here and in England for the last three-quarters of a century, and a 
lot of literature has grown around the subject. It is impo-ssihlo, therefore, to 
deal with the subject fully within the time at my disposal, and I shall, therefore, 
try to give a general outline of tho history of the subject and explain how tho 
power conferred by the Statute of 1870 to frame rules has been exercised, and 
with what result. I shall show that the arrangements in force are against the 
spirit and the intentions of that Statute. I shall then deal with the present 
ntuation and place some suggestions before the Council as to the steps that 
should be taken to improve the present state of things.

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“ There are four important landmarks in the history of the Public Servico in 
India. The Statute of 1833, the Queen’s Proclamation of 1858, the Statute of 
1870, and the apjDointmeiitol* the Public Service Coiiimission, mark the different 
stages—all directed towards the sole object of associating the people with the 
real administration of the coiuitry. But the steps taken so far have not been 
successful in securing the end in view and giving satisfaction to the people. 

“ The year 1833 is memorable in the history of the Government of India. 
Till then the Epst India Company was both a commercial and political body. 
In that year its monopoly in trade was finally abolished and the Company 
thenceforward exercised only administrative and political powers. In that 
year was also abolislicd the monopoly of office by whicli Indians had been 
excluded from the j^rincipal offices under the Government, and section 17 of 
the Statute of 1833 was enacted for that purpose. Lord Macaulay described it 
as ‘ that wise, that benevolent, that noble clause,’ and said, ‘ I must say that, 
to the last day of my life, I sliall he proud to have been one of those who 
Jissisted in the framing of the Bill which contains that clause.’ The Marquis 
of Lansdownc, Avho introduced it iu the House of Lords, said : 

* It was a part of tlio now svsloin wliioh lio had I 0 propose 1(» tlioir Tjordslups <liat to 
every offioo in India, evovy JshiUve ol‘ whatsoever casle, t^ect or religion should hy Jaw he 
equally .'idmissibli*, and lie hoped that (jovorniuent would seriously endeavour to giv(; the 
fullest effect to this arjangoiuent, wliich Avould ho as hcm‘lieial to the people thcinseives as it 
would he advantageous to the eeoiioniioal ref onus which wore now in progress in different* 
parts of India/ 

“The Court of .Directors, in forwarding a copy of llie Stafute to tlie 
Government of I ndia, observed : 

^The mejniing of llie enaotnuuil we take to h(‘that llierc shall he no governing caste 
in British India; tliat whaiover other t<!sts of qualilicatiun may be adopted, distinetions 
of race or religion shall not ho of the niunbei / 

“They empliasizod tluit not race l)ut ‘Illness is liencoforth to I)e the 
criterion of eligihilily ’ for public offices. Notwithstanding tlicse noble 
declarations, no effect was given to the clause. 

“In 1853 the system of iiominatioTi and jtalronage was al)olished and llie 
principal civil aj)poiiitments tlrrown open to competition, but the centrt; 
of examination for adniissie)n to the Civil Servico was fixed in England ; tliat 
system 1ms continued up to date. 

“ In 1858, the Governimmt of the country Avas taken over by the Crown, 
when the noble Proclamation of Her Gracious Majesty Queen Victoria was 
issued, laying down the irno, principles by which the government of this 
country could be carried on willi safely—a Proclamation Avliich was described 
by the late King-Em]»(?ror as ‘ the Great Charter of 1858.’ 

Shortly after the Secretary of State appointed a Committee of five members 
of his'^ouncil, all distinguislied Anglo-J ridians, to consider tlie subject. They 
reported on the 11th of January 1800 that to do justice to the claims of 
Indians, simultaneous examinations should be held in Englaiid and India, ‘ as 
being the fairest and the most in accordance with the principles of a general 
competition for a common object.’ 

“ But nothing came out of it, and the question continued to be the subject 
of consideration on the part of responsible authorities. 

“After prolonged corrostJondence, section 6 of the Statute of 1870 was 
enacted. In moving the second reading of the Bill on the lltb of March 
1869, His Grace the Duke of Argyll said : 

‘ With regard, however, to the f*mj>h^yiiienfc of Natives in the government of their 
country in the Covenanted Servi(!e, formerly of the (k)mpany, .and now of the Crown, 1 
must say Unit wo have not fullilled our tluty, or the promises and engagements which we 

have m:id(}.1 have always felt that the regulations hud down for the 

competitive examinations rendered nngjitory the declaration of the Act of 1833; and so 
strongly h,as this been felt of late years by the Government of India that various suggestions 
have been made to remedy the evil.^ 

“ Speaking of the Statute, Lord Kimberley, in his Despatch of the Sth 
January 1886, said : ‘ the Act remains a measure of remarkable breadth and

liberality.’ It empowers * the Government of India and the Secretary 
of State in Council, acting together, to frame rules under which Natives of 
India may be admitted to any of the offices hitherto restricted to the 
Covenanted Civil Service.’ 

Again, there was a long correspondence on tlic subject between the 
Secretary of State and the Government of India as to the best way in wliich 
the Statute could be given effect to and tlie claims of the Indians for honourable 
employment in the administration of their country could be satisfied. The 
- Government of India took nearly nine years to frame workable rules under 
the Statute, Lord Lytton summed up the situation up to that time in tlu'se 
words:— 

' 1 do not liositiito to say tkat Ijotli tbo (Tovornmonts of England and of India appear 
to me, lip to the present moment, unable to answer satisfactorily the charge of having taken 
every means in their power of breaking to the heart the words of promise they had uttered to 
the ear.' 

At last the Government of India in 1878 discussed the whole question 
afi*csh and recommended to the Secretary of State, among oilier tilings, to wbieh 
I need not refer at present, the establishment of a ‘ close Native Civil Service,' 
to which should be transferred a proportion of tlio posts reserved for the 
Covenanted Service with a proportion of those held by the Uncoveuanted 
Service. 

The then Secretary of State vetoed these proposals t«) constitute a 
close Native Sinwice, and suggested that the annual recruitment in Engljuid 
to the Covenanted Civil ServiciJ miglit be reduced liy a cerlain proportion 
and that Indians might be annually appointed to such places. He pointed 
out that one of the advantages of such a scheme was that it would place the 
Indians on a footing of social equality with the memhers of the Covimanted 
Civil Service. He suggested further that the salary of every office miglit he 
determined ‘at a fixed amount’ to which might be added in the case of 
covenanted English Civilians ‘the rate sufficient to make up the prcsmit 
salaries under some neutral denomination.* The Government of India, Avhile 
expressing its regret that the scheme for a new close Native Civil Service 
could not be accepted, submitted rules by Avhich they provided tliat a projor- 
tion not exceeding one-fifth of the recruits apj^ointed from England in any 
one year should l)e Indians selected in India. These rules were puhlisJied in 
1879. ilut the system of Statutory Civilians failed to give satisfaction, as no 
steps were taken to secure the best men in the country, and as more importance 
Avas attached in the selection of candidates to birth and social position than to 
intellectual fitness. 

“ The Avhole question AA^as once more rc-opened, and in 188(> the Public 
Service Commission Avas appointed ‘ to devise a scheme which may reasonably 
ho hoped to possess the niicessary elements of finality and to do full justice to 
the claims of Natives of India to higher and more extensive employment in the 
PubUc Service.’ 1he Commission practically adopted the lines suggested by 
the Government of India in its Despatch of the 2nd May 1878 above’ referred 
to, !lnd made recommendations, which 1 need not detail here. 

“After long correspondence the GoA"ernnient of India fixed in April 
1892 the places that should he listed as open to the memhers of tlie 
Provincial Service, and in November they published fresh rules under the 
Statute of 1870. As stated by the GoA^ernmeiit of India, ‘ it (the scheme) a\ as 
meant to be a final settlement of the claims of the Provincial Service and to he 
gradually Avorkod up to within a generation of official life.’ 

“The final outcome of the labours of the Public Service Commission is-. 

(1) Wc have, fii*st of all, in sjnte of the Statutes of and 1870, the 

reservation of the higher officiJs of the State to a particular class of persons 
recruited in England, mainly Europeans, constituting the Indian Civil Service!. 
'J'he principle on M'hich this Service is constituted is in the words of the 
Government of India: 

‘That the Covenanted Civil Service should bo redmied to a corps d'elite and its numhere 
limited to what is necessary to fill the chief administrative appointments of the Government 
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and such a number of smaller appointmcute as will ensure a complete course of training for 
junior Civilians/ 

(2) We have next the creation of an inferior service known as the 
Provincial Service, filled mainly by Indians—a service charactcrizetl by 
Mr. Dadabliai Naoroji, who has laboured long and incessantly in this cause, as 
the Pariah Service, 

(3) lTnd(jr the rules of 1879, the Statutory Civilians, though on 
two-thirds pay, held an equal status with the inomlmrs of the Covenanted 
Civil Service and had an opportunity to rise to the highest posts in the 
State; whereas the members of the Provincial Service were assigned a 
distinctly lower status in the service of the State, and they could not, 
rinder the rules, rise to any post higher than that of a District and 
Sessions Judge or District Collector, and these places are very few, one-sixth of 
the former and one-tenth of the latter being listed. The recommendations of 
the Public Service Commission to exclude the following places from the 
Schedule were not accepted :— 

(1) One member of the Board of Revenue in Madras, Bengal and the 
United Provinces and a Einancial Commissioner in the Punjab. 

(2) One of the chief Revenue-officers of divisions in all provinces, exceiDt 
Bombay and Assam. 

(3) Under-Secretaries to the several Governments in India. (Only one 

Under-Sccretary allowed.) 

(4) One-third of the District and Sessions Judges in all provinces. 

(Only one-sixth allowed.) 

(4) Euvther, under the rules of 1879, one-fifth of the annual recruitment 
in England could be made in India by the appointment of Statutory Civilians; 
whereas we have now a specific number of appointments listed as open to 
Indians. The number of appointments recommended by the Commission was 
about 108. It was reduced finally to 93. The figure now stands at 102, 
including one for Assam and five for Burma which were subsequently listed, 
of which 92 were held by members of the Provincial Service or Statutory 
Civilians. Tlius we find that after more than 30 years since tlu5 recruitment 
in England was reduced, about ton places excluded from the Schedule are still 
held by the Indian Civil Service. 

(5) Again, if the rules of 1879 had been in force and the Commission 
had not been constituted, the number of charges available to Indians would 
have been nearly 105, one-sixth of 993, instead of 102, as it is at present. 
The number of charges in 1892 when the Provincial Service was constituted 
was 840 and it is now 993, and yet there has been no increase of places listed 
in different provinces worth speaking of. 

"(O) The differentiation into tAvo distinct services has been carried out on the 
same principles in almost all the special departments of the Public Service— 
Education, Public Works, Survey, Forest, IVlegraph, etc.—one Imperial, mainly 
European, and the other Provincial, mainly Indian. In some departments, 
rules have been so framed as to keep back Indian talent from reaching the 
highest placies therein and seriously injure the rights of Indians. 

“ I shall now take up some particular departments to illustrate the above 
remarks. Let us take the Education Department Avhich was organised in 1896. 
There is no chance under the rules for any Indian, unless he is recruited in 
England, to become the head of a college, much less a Director of Public 
Instruction, however eminently fitted he might be. I shall not S 2 )eak of the 
effects of this differentiation, and I shall alloAV Mr. Ohirol, the author of Indian 
TJnreaty to describe them. He wrote: 

‘ Befuiv the Commissiun sat, Indians and Europeans used to work side by side in the 
superior graded service of the Depar- rnent, and until quite recently they had drawn the same 
pay. The Coinmipsion abolished this equality and comradeship and put the Europeans and the 
Indians into separate pens. The European pen was named the Indian Educational Service, 
and the Native pen was named the Provincial Educational Service. Into the Provincial 
Service were put Indians holding lower posts than any held by Europeans and with no 
prospect of ever rising to the maximum salaries hitherto within their reach. To pretend 
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that etjuality waa rahintiuned under the nevr scheme is idle, aud the grievance thus 
created has caused a hittorness which is not allayed by the fact that the Commission created 
analogous grievances in other branches of the I’liblio Service.’ 

“ Let us now turn to another department —Public Works. 

Before the department was organised in* 1802, Engineers recruited in this 
country were treated on terms of perfect equality with those recruited in 
England. The pay and rank of both were the same. They M'erc placed on the 
same list and had side by side piX)motion. In 1892, the service was 
differentiated into the Imperial and the Provincial, and tlio pay of Provincial 
Engineers was reduced and fixed at nearly two-thirds of that of the Imperial 
Engineers; yet their rank was unaffected and their time scale of promotion 
was the same as for Imperial Engineers. The dejMirtment was again reorgan¬ 
ised in 1908. According to this scheme, the two seiwices.were made distinct 
and separate. There was no longer one list and aide by side promotion. Each 
had its separate list and separate scale of promotion. According to the Imperial 
scale, the European Engineer became an Executive Engineer after 8 years, 
whereas the Provincial Engineer had to wait to rise to that grade for 15 years. 
In the former case his promotion was practically unconditional, whereas in the 
case of the latter there must be a vacancy in the divisional charges reserved 
for Provincial Engineers. Again, out of a total cadre of about 95;i including 
Railways, 280 places are allotkid to the Provincial Service. The actual 
“strength of the Provincial Service is 170—I tG in Public Works aud 24i in Rail¬ 
ways, as against 727 of the Imperial Engineers—671i in Public Works and 163 
in Railways. It may be scon easily from these facts what chance Provincial 
Engineers have, handicapped as they arc as against the Imperial Engineers, to 
ever reach the higher grades of the service, that is, to tho grades of Superin¬ 
tending and Chief Engineers. The result of the new scheme is that a Provin¬ 
cial Engineer of 14 years’ standing would be liable to serve under an Imperial 
Engineer of 9 years’ service. Though there was a distinct assurance given by 
the Resolutions of 19th ,Tuly 1892 and 28th September 1893, that there would 
be no distinction between them and the Imperial officers as regards pay, pro¬ 
motion, leave and pension, yet under the new scheme of 1908 it has been 
ordered that their names should be removed from the list of Imperial men, 
that they cannot receive the promotion given to the Imperial Engineers, and in 
fact that they cannot bo treated on the same footing as Imperial Engineers who 
Avere their compeers till 1908. 

“ Take again the Survey organised in 1895. Out of a cadre of 48 appoint¬ 
ments, nearly ono-fifth, i.e., 10 out of 48, is re.served to the Provincial Service, 
the rest to the Imperial. The niire highest posts of the grade of Superintend¬ 
ents have been excluded from the Provincial 'Service and the highest jKjst 
to which the members of that ser vice could aspire is that of Deputy 
Su{)erintendont. 

“ It is the same tale in other departments. 

“ The latest department which was oi^anisod, and that under Lord Curzon, 
is the Customs. This is made wholly Imperial, and the Re.solution of 1900 lays 
dqfvn that except for the places resei-ved for the Indian Civil Service, the rest, 
i.e-, the Assistant Collectors, ‘ will ordinarily be recruited in England.’ Since 
that time, however, two Indians have been appointed in this department. 

“ Now, turning to the rules of recruitment in England, an find that for 
the Public Works Department the rcgulatiou-s lay down ‘ that every candidate 
must be a British subject of European descent and at the time of birth his 
father must have been a British subject, either natural-born or naturalized in 
the United Kingdom,’ and that Natives of India who arc British subjects arc 
eligible for appointment and shall be .selected to the extent of ten jjcr ^nt. 
out of the total number of Assistant Engineers recruited, if duly qualified. 
That is something, but when we come to the Police, there is not even this reser- 
vation of ten per cent, for Indians. 

“ Now, if we come to the Political Department, the recruitment is practically 
from officers of the Indian Army and of the Indian CivR Service, ^ough 
Tndiatia specially selected are declared to be eligible uirder the rules of 1876, 
there is oifly one Indian holding the post of an Attachd in the Secretariat, 
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“ Tlius wo sec in liow many directions the door is closed'against the employ¬ 
ment of Indians iu the liigher offices of the State. 

“ Side by side with the policy steadily pursued of excluding Indians in 
different departments, it is refreshing to find that in the Accounts Departments, 
urifler the direct control of the Hon’ble Finance Member, Indians and 
Europeans are treated equally in all respects, in the matter of rank, pay 
and promotion. They are placed on one list and have side by side promotion. 
It is v/ith great relief and satisfaction we listened the other day to a statement 
of the lilieral policy enunciated by the Hon*ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson 
with regard to these departments. This policy of equal treatment accorded to 
His Majesty’s subjects in these departments has produced its natural results 
among the officers emjiloyed therein. There is more comradeship, mutual 
respect and contentment among them than among any other class of public 
servants. The fact that the officcirs have to serve in different parts of India 
and not in their own province only has given them a freedom and impartiality 
wliicli has enhanced their prestige and has added efficiency to the work done by 
them. 

“ I shall now proceed to consider the question whether the rules framed 
under the Statute of 1870 and the arrangements now in force are in accord 
with the spirit and intentions of the Statute. 


“ It is plain that the effect of the rules and orders on the subject is to 
reserve a particular class of appointments to tiio members of the Indian Civil 
Service, and that those Indians Avho do not proceed to England and pass the 
exami nations there are debarred from being appointed to the higher offices 
reserved for the Civil Servico, though otherwise qualified therefor. Conse¬ 
quently, the authorities in India are restrained by the rules and orders for the 
time being from apjminting Natives of India to any sueli offices unless they 
have been admitted to tbe Indian Civil Service, a riisult which was not coiitem- 
plaled by the Statute. I draw the particular attention of the Council to 
tliis aspect of the question. 

“ Noav, the first sot of rules franitid by tbe Government of India in 1873 
Avere disallowed on the ground that they j)rescrib(^d that the main qualification 
requisite for appointments under the Act should be a certain precedent term of 
service in 11 le higher ranks of the Subordinate Service, or in the legal profession. 
When the question was referred to the Law OlUeors of the Oroivii by the 
Secretary of State, they pointed out that the sc'ction ‘ was expressly intended to 
afford increased facilities for the employment of Natives of India of “ proved 
merit and ability ” in the Indian Civil Service. 4"he “ proved merit and ability ” 
need only be proved or esiablisbed to the satisfaction of the autborities making 
tbe appointments, and jio particular method of establishing proof of merit or 
ability is enjoined,’ and they gave it as tluar opinion that the restriction on 
the ^xercis(> of the discretion of tlie authorities limiting the appointments to 
those Avho had previously served the Government was ‘ clearly opposed to the 
sjnrit and intention of the Act.’ 

“ I submit that, as the limitation of the exercise of discretion by rules to a 
particular class of parsons is against the spirit and intentions of the Act, ®so 
the limitation of the exercise of discrctiyn by rules and orders for the time 
being to n juirticiilar class of appointments is equally opposed to the spirit and 
intentions of the Act. 


“ Assuming that the mles are technically in legal form, tliere is no doubt 
that in effect they defeat tlio very object for which the Statute was passed, 
riz.y that nothing shall restrain the authorities in India from appointing 
an Indian of proved merit and ability to any office reserved to the Indian 
Civil Service under the Statute though he may not luivc beeit admitted to the 
Civil Service by passing the examination in England; in fact, the Govern¬ 
ment have done indirectly what tliey have expressly been prohibited from 
doing by the Statute. 

“The result is as might bo expected from the constitution of the two 
services. Only about 7 per cent, of the appointments carrying a salary of one 
thousand rupees and upwards arc? in the hands of Indians, and almost all the 
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high appointments of the State involving direction, initiative and supervision 
have been jealously kept in the hands of Europeans. The constitution of the 
oflBcial element in the several Legislative Councils in the countiy is a striking 
example of the effect of these rules. To take the Imperial Legislative Council, 
the heads of departments and their Secretaries are all Europeans, and the 
solitary Indian in the official ranks is the Hon’ble the Law Member, Mr. Ali 
Imam. Sir Thomas Munro said, ‘ we have a whole nation from which to 
make our choice of Natives.* Yet there is apparently in the view of the Gov¬ 
ernment such a dearth of native talent in this countiy that it could not furnish 
Indians to represent different departments and interests of Government, 
though in the Native States responsible offices are filled with conspicuous 
ability by Indians. This is indeed a sad commentary on the labours of the 
Public Service Commission, which was constituted ‘ to do full justice to the 
claims of Natives of India to higher and more extensive employment in the 
Public Service.’ 

•'It is hardly necessary to say that the lloport of the Puhlie Service Com¬ 
mission and the final orders issued on tlie subject were received l)y tlie intelli¬ 
gent public with deep disappointment, and loud liave been the protests in tlie 
Press and from representative public bodies against llio injustice done to the 
claims of Indians in answer to their demand for rcsponsilih’i association M-ilh 
tlie Government in tlie administration of the countiy. Even some of the 
Indian members of tlie Commission, who gave their assent to the scluime on 
certain conditions, felt deeply aggrieved at the result of their labours. In this 
connection I shall quote the words of Mr. Salem llainosivamy Mudaliar, a 
Madras member of the Commission. He said, ‘ the net result of what the 
Secretary of State has done is to place us in a worse position than we occupied 
when the Public Service Commission was appointed.’ 

“ In 1893 a discussion was raised in Parliament and a resolution was passed 
by the House of Commons that all open competitive examinations hold in 
England alone for appointments ix) tlie Civil Services of India should hence¬ 
forth be held simultaneously both in India and England. But nothing 
came of it. 

“Not only were the protests from the public unheeded, but Lord 
Curzon’s Government issued a resolution in 1904, with a number of 
tabular statements, justifying the exclusion of Indians. from the higlier 
offices of the State and trying to prove that the indigenous agency was 
extensively and liberally employed in the service of thc^ State 

“ The Hon’ble Mr. Gokliale at the Budget discussion in the Supremo 
Council in 19 6 demonstrated, if any demonstration Avere necessary, tViat the 
position taken up by Lord Curzon was uttmdy untenable and disastrous to the 
best interests of England and India. His criticism, I A^eiitiirc to say, remains 
unanswered up to date. 

“The plea that a very largo and a gradually increasing number of appoint¬ 
ments is held by Indians is an old one put forward under various guises. The 
real question is, Avhat is the actual share which Indians Iiavc^ in the direction 
and* supervision of the administration of their country? It is no answer lo 
the question that there are thousands of ajipointmcnts held by tlumi in tlie 
lower rungs of the ladder. The large number of tabular statemouls annexed 
to the resolution amply disprove the claim adA^anced by His Lordship tliat 
Indians were bqing treated Avith ‘a liberality unexampled in the history 
of the world,’ and they show that as we rise higlier and higher in the oflicial 
ladder, the Indian element is practically noAvhere. I do not think it is 
necessary to point out how His Lordship’s reading of tlie pre-British period 
of Indian history is inaccurate, for never before in the long and clu^quercd 
history of India Tias Indian talent so largely divorced from the controlling 
centres of authority. I shall only draw atteiiiioii to the letter of His 
Highness the Nizam of Hyderabad, addressed to Lord Minto last year in 
connection with the steps to be taken for stamping out sedition. He wrote : 

*The experience that I have acquired within the last ‘25 years in ruling my State 
encourages me to venture upon a few observations which I trust will be accepted in the spirit 
in which they are offered. I have already said that my subjects arc, as a rule, contented, 
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Paaoefnl anti law-abiding. For this blessing I have to thank my ancestors. They were singn- 
iarly free frtnn all religious and racial prejudices. Their wisdom and foresight induced them 
to employ Hindus and Miihammad.'ins, Europeans and Parsis, alike in carrying on the adminis¬ 
tration, and they reposed entire confidence in their officers, whatever religion, race, sect or creed 
they belonged to.' 

After stating tlint his Dewan is a Hindu and that the revenue adminis¬ 
tration of half oF his State is entrusted to two Parsis, ho concludes with these 
words Mt is in a great measiiro to this policy that I attribute the content^ 
merit and well-being of iny dominions.' 

“ This question, Sir, affects vitally our self-respect and honour, the 
growth of national iiulividuality, and our national well-being. It is not merely 
a question of careers for our young men or of rupees, annas and pies, though 
economy is no doubt an important consideration in cariying on the adminis¬ 
tration of a poor country like India. It is because our demands in this respect 
have been ignored, if not treaiod with contempt, that the discontent in the 
country deepened. It Avas loudly asserted in some quarters that there was no 
hope of national growth under tlie Britisli flag. Fortunately Ave had at the 
helm of the GoA cnniment two statesmen Avho had the insight to read correctly 
the critical situation with Avhich they Avere confronted. At the Guildhall 
banquet on the 23rd Fcliruary last, when the freedom of the City of London 
was jirescnted to him, Lord Minto, in reviewing the affairs of this country, 
said: 

‘ Before I bad been in India many months, it became evident to me that Ave should 
ere long have to deal with a mass of ac'cumulated popular discontent. ... As far 
as we could judge the character of the discontent, much of it w.as justifiable and was directly 
due to a dawning belief that further opportunities must be afforded lor the official represent¬ 
ation of Indian public, opinion and a greater share be granted to Indians in the government of 
the country.' 

“ I may say that it was duo to the courageous steps taken by Lord Minto 
and Lord Morley in introducing reforms in tho Legislative Councils and in 
appointing Indians to Executive Councils that we have tided over the 
diliiculties, and the faith of the peoj)lc has been revived in the beneficent 
intentions of tho British Kaj. The reform of the Legislative Councils of this 
country has been Avelcomed more on the ground that these bodies would afford 
opportunities to the njpresentatives of the people to point out the defects in the 
machinery of the Government and make it work more in accord with the 
needs and aspirations of the people. But it cannot be said to be effective 
unless it is immediately folloAvcd up by a reform in the administrative 
machinery of the Government, Avhich has been oiit of repair for a good long 
time. Merc tinkering with it by giving a fcAV more appointments to Indians 
will be of no good. The reform of the legislative machinery has but touched 
the fringe of the real question aAvaiting solution, Avhich hangs on the reform 
in the agency for carrying on the administration of tho country. This is 
a gricA'ance sorely felt in the country. In fact, it is the root of the evil of 
discontent. Nearly a quarter of a century has elapsed since tho Public Service 
Commission sat. India has changed considerably since those days. A new 
generation has grown up with now ideals and aspirations Avhich are more 
vividly pulsating in the life of the people. The time is opportune to take up 
this problem of administrative reform and examine it in all its aspects. 

“ The questions that arise are :— 

(1) How to get out of this tangle which has been created by the Public 
SerArice Commission and all that has followed ? 

(2) Hoav to secure real comradeship and mutual respect among the ofl&cers 
of the Public Service ? 

(3) IIoAv to remove the stigma of inferiority that is attached to the Pro¬ 
vincial Service ? 

(4) How to give effect to tho beneficent intentions of Parliament as 
embodied in the Statutes of 1833 and 1870 and to the spirit of the Queen's 
Proclamation P 
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(6) How to secure the willing and enthusiastic co-operation of the Indian 
pMple in the administration of the country and strengthen the foundations of 
British fiaj in this land ? 

“ I shall now consider the principles and the line of policy that should 
be adopted in the government of the country that would accomplish these ends. 
At present I venture to offer some suggestions.on the subject. 

“ (I) The first principle that should be laid down is that no appointments 
or class Of appointments in the Public Service in all its branches, whether 
general or special, should bo made tlie monopoly of any jiarticular class of Ilis 
Majesty’s subjects in the United Kingdom or India and that all appointments 
should be open to all classes of people. 

“ (II) If this is accepted, the rule that the chief administrative appoint* 
ments of Government should be the monopoly of the Indian Civil Servic^ 
recruited in England ought to be abolished. At the loM'cst, such appointment** 
should for the present be shared equally between Europeans and Indians in all 
departments. 

“ (III) Competitive examinations now hold in England for different 
branches of the Public Service should be held simultaneously in both countries, 
and if it is not found possible, examinations of equally high standards should 
bo instituted in this country, so that those who are sehicted here may command 
the respect of their compeers selected in England. These examinations should 
be open to all, and if this is not found possible, limited to nominated 
candidates. 

“ (IV) The system of nomination should bo abolished, as its effects are 
demoralising and stunt the growth of national character. 

“ (V) In the higher grades of the service, the members should not be 
confined to their own province but should as far as possible serve in other 
provinces. 

“(VI) If the Provincial Service is to he retained in any form, it should 
bo recruited on lines similar to the above service. Where it is considered 
that a particular class should be represented in the service, if candidates 
from that class arc not available in a particular province, they might be 
recruited from other provinces. 

“ (VII) Provision should be made for promotion from one service to the 
next higher service for officers of tried merit and ability. 

“ (VIII) Where it is considered that candidates for technical appointments 
are not available it this country, efforts should be made to send young men to 
other countries to qualify themselves for such places, and it should be the 
endeavour of the Government as far as possible to replace foreign agency at an 
early date. 

“ (IX) The salary of every office should be ‘ at a fixed amount ’ and in the 
case of a European appointed to it an extra allowance might be given, as 
suggested by me Secretary of State in his letter of 1878 above inferred to. 

“ The whole question, I need hardly state, hinges on the attitude of England 
tgwards India and the relations that should exist between the British and the 
Indian subjects of His Majesty. This question has been prominently attract¬ 
ing the attention of all those who are interested in the welfare of Great 
Britain and-India—whether the relationship between Europeans and Indians 
in this country should be one of manly comradeship and co-operation born of 
equal status and equal privileges, or wliether it should be one of timid depend¬ 
ence and sycophancy born of the relationship of superior and inferior. It is 
a truism that real respect and comradeship can only grow mrt of ‘ common 
service, common emulation, and common rights impartially held.’ As wc 
solve this question, the problem before us will be solved. But this depends on 
the ideal that England sets before liersclf in the government of this country. 
The true ideal, however distant and impracticable it might at present appear, 
should be that India would in the process of time become a self-governing 
unit of the British Empire, enjoying the same rights and privileges and subject 
to the same duties and obligations as the other self-governing members of 
that Empire. If this ideal be steadily kept in view, it would not be difficult to 
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formulate a iiolicy that should govern the services to the*, satisfaction of all 
parties and secure the liearty co-operation of the people in the government of 
the country. 

“ The Govemnieut calls upon us to co-operate with them in evolving a 
high sense of citizenship in the dillicult task of carrying on the complex admin- 
nistration of this A^ast country. Is it too much to ask that to secure our co¬ 
operation and develop a common citizenship, avo should be placed on a footing 
of equality and manly comradeship Avith the British subjects of His Majesty tlie 
King-Emperor P You may give us magnificent Avorks of irrigation, you may 
build up a vast system of railways, you may lighten the burden of taxation, you 
may drive out famine and bring plenty into this ancient land; but so long as 
manhood is dwarfed and sclf-rcspect is wounded, there can bo no real content¬ 
ment and real co-operation Avith tli('. (lovornmeiit of the country. Lord 
Lansdowne, in quoting the Avords of Sir Thomas Miinro in connection with the 
Statute of 183J1, said ; 

' What is in every age and oveiy country tlie great stimulus to the pursuit of knowledge 
Init tluj profli)ect of fame or wcallli or ]>owt)r ? Or what is even the use of great attainments, 
if they arc not to he devoted to their nol>h*st purpose, the services of the community, by 
employing those who possess them according to their respective qualilicatious in the various 
duties of the public administration of Ihe country? Our books alone will do little or 
nothing; dry, simple literalnre will never improve the character of a nation. To produce 
this effect, it must open the road to wealth and honour and public emj>loym(*nt. Without 
the jji'ospcct of such reward, no attainmoiits in science will ever raise the character of a. 
people.^ 

We cannot disguise the patent fact that under (he j)reseiit system expert 
knowledge and ripe experience gained in the administration of the country arc 
drained a way and this drain of the intelligence and talent cannot be compen¬ 
sated by any measures Avhich may la? devised except some such as I have indi¬ 
cated above. 

“ The problem, uo doubt, is a complex one, involving many confl icting and 
powerful interests. It, therefore, calls for the best statesmanship and wisdom 
Avhich the country can command. Uow the different services should be 
regulated and modified and how the grievances felt in each department 
removed is not an easy (juestion to solve. It is, therefore, necessary that 
a Commission or Comraittee, whore non-official opinion is represented, should 
be appointed to ev'olve a scheme Avhich Avould do justice to the rights of the 
people of this country, strongtlien ilie foundation of the British rule and 
give opportunities to India to become, in course of ages it may be, a self-respect¬ 
ing partner in the British Empire, linke?d Avith Great Britain in silken bonds 
of gratitude and love. 

“I beg to moAC, Sir, the resolution which stands in my name.’* 

^I^he Ilon’blc NaAvab Saiyad Muhammatj Sahib Bahadur : “ Sir, I have 
much pleasure in supporting tlie resolution of iny Hon’blc friend Mr. Subba Kao, 
and in doing so I shall make one or tAvo observations, although 1 am afraid I 
cannot do that justice to the subject Avhich Mr. Subba Kao has so impartially 
dealt out. • 

“ The language of the solemn pledges and declarations made by the Parlia¬ 
ment and resjionsible statesmen during the last 75 years and the terms and 
spirit of the Queen’s Prt^clamatioii leave no doubt in the mind of the enquirer 
that tlie theory on Avliich we are governed is simply excolleiit and beyond the 
pale of all dispute. But in so far the theory remains unrealised in practice, 
docs it and lias it produced dissatisfaction among the people of India ? In 
theory it is admitted that no post hoAvever high should remain closed to a 
native of India, simply because he is an Indian. No doubt we all gratefully 
recognize the fact that some of the highest places hav^e recently been thrown 
open to qualified Indians; but Avhat about the higher grades of the various 
branches of the Government service? In some departments Ave find only fcAV 
and in others none at all. This is undoubtedly a most deplorable state of things, 
and I therefore accord my lull support to my Hon’ble colleague, especially to 
that part of his speech in Avhich he has pointed out that where it is considered 
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that a particular class should be represented in the service, and if candidates 
from that class are not available in a particular province, they may bo recruited 
from other provinces.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Mudholkar : “ Sir, thp subject with which the resolu¬ 
tion deals is one of prime importance. It has to be recognized that attempts 
have been made to deal with it satisfactorily. Those attempts, however, have 
not been very successful. At any rate they have not given satisfaction to 
the people. The Government must be prepared to sec the subject brought 
forward over and over again until there is a solution which appeals to the mind 
of the people and satisiies their expectations. These demands, Sir, are based 
on grounds of justice, of sound finance, of the economical well-being of the 
country, and last but not least of tlie stability of the emjnre. They are made in 
the interests not of any one community but of all the coinmunities residing in 
this country. Sir, when in speaking on this subject I use the term ‘ Indians * I 
include therein not only Indians of pure Asiatic descent but also those who are 
called Statutory Indians, including therein the domiciled community and the 
Anglo-Indians. The justice of the claim in the al)stract has been 
admitted by Government, but according to our view effect has not 
been given to it, and suflicient action has not bomi taken towards th(^ 
translation of these abstract principles into realities generally and in some 
departments in an utterly inadequate manner. Sir, we are oficji told to clear 
our minds of cant. We bave also lieeu told to realize that the dejtiand for 
admission to the higher posts and positions could not he granted, and that 
Indians of pure Asiatic descent ought to be satisfied and to be tliankful for 
what they have got and what has been done by Governrnenf. We must stand 
and admire. This position, this attitude, whicli casts to the wind the great 
and vital principle laid down by the Statute of 18J13 and by the Proclamation 
of 1868, deserves to bo emphatically and authoritatively repudiated in the same 
manner as that other remarkable doctrine that tlui principles laid down by the; 
Royal Proclamation of 1858 and the ])lcdges given therein are to be treat(.*d 
as so many diplomatic statements. I do not wish to go into a statement of the 
general principles wliich bave been laid donn by Government from time to 
time. What I would ask this Council to considm* is that though there 
may be some justification for asking for the establishment of a 
corps d'elite for tlui Political Department and to some extent 
ill the RoyeiiiK; and Administrative Departineiit proper, there is absolutely 
no justification for any distinction, other than of merit, to lie inadci, no reason 
why any tost except proved ability and trustworthiness should guide the 
determination of selection in other departments sncli as the Public Works 
Department, the Porest Department, the Customs Department, the Education 
Department and similar other Departments. Iiitluise departments the position 
of Indians is in some respects worse than what it was lietore thii Commission of 
1886 was appointed. I would ask the Council to con.sider what Mr. Subba 
Rao has pointed out in regard to this matter. On the I’ublic Works Depart¬ 
ment for instance the position was reuderod worse first in 1892 and still Avorse 
agaip in 1908. I shall within the few minutes allowed to me specifically deal 
with one portion of the Public Works D<q)artmeiit, and that is the Rail¬ 
way Branch of what is the Public Works Department in a broad sense of 
the term. The (piestion of the einployinont of Indians in the State 
Railways was incidentally referred to last week when we were told that 
the number of Indians who were actually employed constituted about 
97 per cent, of the men in Government service?. I shall place before the 
Council a few facts which will show what is tlie position of Indians in this 
Department. In this comieetioii I am only speaking of Indians of pure 
descent, because from the information available it is impossible to find out 
whether those who are shown in the list as having Europ(?an names are 
Europeans or Anglo-Indians or persons who are domiciled in the country. Now, 
Sir, taking the State railways managed l)y the State, wc find that there are in 
the Engineering Department 30 Chief Engineers and Superintending Engineers 
on salaries ranging from Rs. 1,600 to Rs. 2,760. There is only one Indian 
officiating in the third class in this branch. There are 60 Executive Engineers 
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on salaries ranging from Rs. 700 to Rs. 1,250; of these 7 are Indians. There 
are 50 Assistant Engineers on salaries ranging from Rs. 380 to Rs. 660, of 
whom only 2 are Indians. There are 38 Royal Engineers (Executive Engineers 
and Assistants) on salaries ranging from Rs. 650 to Its. 1,270, none of whom are 
Indians. There arc 24i temporary Engineers on salaries ranging from Rs. 500 to 
Rs. 1,250, of whom only one is an Indian. That is, out of 190 persons on salaries 
ranging from Rs. 500 to Rs. 2,750, there are only 11 Indians. Let us take 
another depart!nent of the railways, the directing one, the Managers and 
Sub-Managers. There are eiglit 2 )osts with salaries ranging from Rs. 1,300 to 
Rs. 3,000, and there is no Indian amongst them. Then the Traffic l)e^)artment— 
the Superintendents and Dc[:nty Superintendents and District Superintendents, 
W’hose number is 50, on salaries ranging from Rs. 600 to Rs. 2,000, of whom 
there is only one Indian on Rs. 700, There are 62 Assistant Superintendent- 
ships on salaries ranging from lls. 250 to Rs. 500, of which only 7 are held by 
Indians. In the Locomotive D(5partment, in whicli there are about 100 appoint¬ 
ments on salaries ranging from Rs. 250 to Rs. 2,000, there is only one Indian 
who is an Assistant Superintendent, and he too is an Honorary Assistant Super¬ 
intendent. In the Carriage Dej)artiiient there are 15 plac<3s on salaries ranging 
from Rs. 350 to lls. 1,600, and tbore is not one Indian employed. In the 
Stores Department there is o]ily one out of nine. In the Bridge and Signalling 
Departments there are 12 sujjerior posts (iavrying pays up to Rs. 1,050, none of 
ivhich are held by Indians. Th(3 tale docs not stop there. If we go to the Subordi¬ 
nate Rcvonue-estal)lishmeiit (wem there we find that among the subordinate engin¬ 
eering staff consisting of 12 persons on salaries ranging from Rs. 250 to Rs. 6( 0 
only 4 or 5 are Indians. In the Signalling Department there is no Indian. 
In tlie Traffic Subordinate Branch, iuclnding traffic inspectors and station-masters, 
out of 72 persons on salaries ranging from Rs. 250 to Rs. 500, there are only 4 
Indians. In the Locomotive; Department, out of 131 uppen* subordinates, only 
one is an Indian. Now, Sir, what I would ask tin; Council to consider, what I 
would ask the (Tovernment to consider, is lliis : if Indians can manage (I do 
not look into the; past hiit coniine my attention to tin* present) not only States, 
but in British India can be entrusted with the managemeiit of districis, if 
they can hold tin; position of District Judg<;s and Sessions Judges, if they 
can he Executive Engiri(;ers and Superintending Engineers, how is it that in 
the rail ways they are practically oxcliuled from all (lie higher appoiiitiuents ? The 
question was raised in anotlier aspect at the Allahaliad Educational Confer¬ 
ence, and there two cojitlicting reasons for tliis absence; of Indians were ad¬ 
vanced. One reason was that there AV(;re cITective courses of instruction pro¬ 
vided at Rurki and (;lsowhere, hut Indians did not care to take advantage of 
them. Another which was put forward Avas tliat the persons who were trained 
in this country in the colleges established by Government are not 
sufficiently qualified to he entrusted Avlth railway engineering work. This 
Avhs said with reference to the Civil Engineering portion of the Railway 
l^ngineering Department. Well, I do not wish to say anything further, 
because in rogarcl to this matter certain recommendations have been made 
which if giv(;n effect to art; calcula[(;d to remove the grievance. There is 
some kind of explanation coming forward in r(?gard to the Engineering Branch 
of the State Railway Services. But in the Trallic Department and in the (tfcher 
Departments there can, Sir, he no excuvsc whatsoever. It cannot be said 
tliat Indians cannot manage our bigger stations ; it cannot be said that they 
cannot bo Traffic Inspectors and Traffic Superintendents. Their exclusion is 
one which I hope the Railway Board Avill seriously take into consideration, 
and do their utmost to remove. How entirely excluded they are, the figures 
which I have placed before tlie Council demonstrate very clearly. But 
if in the railways iiuinagod by Ihe State there is this v(;ry inadequate employ¬ 
ment of Indians, Avhen we go to the State lines which are managed by com¬ 
panies the case is Avorse. It might be said that those are private companies 
and tlie (lovernment have no right to control their action. That, Sir, is a 
principle Avhieli must be vigorously repudiated; for this reason, that they are 
companies to whom special privileges have bc;en granted oA^er the State railways, 
and they ought to be made to conform to principles the justice and propriety 
of which have been over and over again admitted by Government. Now^ 
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I shall take the • case of a few of the more important railways. In 
the Great Indian Peninsula Railway there are 7 appointments on pays 
ranging from Rs. 387^ to Rs. 3,600 in the Agent’s office, in which there is 
no Indian. In the Audit and Accounts Department there are 16 ap^iut. 
ments on pays ranging frcnn Rs. 292 to Rs. 2,000, and there is no 
Indian. Whether Indians are fit in the Atcoounts and Audit Department 
or not is shown by the fact that posts of Accountants General and Deputy 
Accountants General are held, and hold with credit, by Indians. In the Engi¬ 
neering Department there are 73 appointments carrying salaries ranging from 
' Rs. 400 to Rs. 2,000, and there is only one 1 ndian on Rs. 480, and ho too is only 
an Assistant Engineer. In the Traffic Department there are 28 api'ointments on 
pays ranging from Rs. 260 to Ks. 2,638, and none of them are held by Indians. 
In the Locomotive Department there are 20 appointments on salaries ranging 
from Rs. 600 to Rs. 2,200, none of which are held by Indians. In the Carriage 
and Wagon Department there are 6 apiwintments on salaries ranging from 
Rs. 600 to Rs. 1,700, none of which are held by I ndians. In the Stores Dejiart- 
luent there are 6 appointments on salaries ranging from Rs. 300 to Rs. 1,275, none 
of which are held by Indians. In the Medical Department there are 8 places 
on salaries ranging from Rs. 400 to Rs. 1,200, none of which are held by Indians. 
Indians arc not even fit for employment as railway doctors! T shall take 
one more instance—that of the East Indian Railway. There arc 7 
appointments on Rs. 400 to Rs. 3,500 in the Agent’s Office, and there 
18 only one appointment on Rs. 500 held by an Indian, and he is a Vakil. In 
the Audit and Accounts Department there are 12 appointments on 
pays ranging from Rs. 400 to Bs. 2,500, but one only is held by an Indian on 
Rs. 600, namely, the Treasurer. In tlio Medical D<;j)artm(Mit there are 10 
appointments on salaries ranging from Rs. 480 to Rs. 1,500, none of which are 
held by Indians. In the Stores Department there are 6 appointments 
on salaries ranging from Rs. 400 to Rs. 1,600, none of which are held by Indians. 
Even in the Printing Department no Indian is employed in any of the upper 
posts. In the Engineering Department there are 49 appointments with salaries 
from Rs. 360 to Rs. 2,760, none of w'hich are held by Indians. In the 
Electrical Department there is no apjiointment lield by Indians. In the 
Traffic Department there are 41 appointments on Rs. 500 to Rs. 2,600 and 21 
appointments on Rs, 250 to Rs. 800, only one of which was held—it is no 
longer held now—by an Indian. I’hat Indian resigned some time ago and bis 
place was given to a European. In the Colliery Department the same is 
the ca.se. I shall not go on piling more facts. In the Bombay, Baroda 
and Centivil India Railway, in the Bengal-Nagpur Railway and in the Madras 
Railway things are very much the same. In the Bengal-Nagpur Railway 
there is a very very slight difference, but after all it is only three or four places 
more than what exist elsewhere. 

Here Sir, are State railways which are oivned by tlie State, or railways which 
are subsidised by the State, and it is, I think. Sir, the duty of the Government 
to see that those railways do give fair play to Indian talent and to Indian 
ability. Sir, it is as much in the interests of England as of India that duo 
sc 9 pe should bo accorded to Indian ability. If Indians have to feel that they 
are members of the Empire, then they must ho able to feci that they can rise 
to the height of their stature in this empire. There ought to bo no studied 
exclusion, as there seems to be in certain departments, of Indian talent and 
Indian ability. I shall close, Sir, with making the appeal to the Council and 
to the Government.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Madge : “ Sir, this is one of the most difficult and deli¬ 
cate questions that this Council has been called on to consider since its form¬ 
ation. I cannot pretend to come to it with, a wholly unbiassed mind, but I Avill 
try, according to my lights, to look at both sides of the question as far as I can. 
There is first the Government side as it appears to a non-official. It has been 
said over and over again that the British Government of this country is the best 
that the country has ever known. That statement has not been made only by 
Englishmen; it has been made by French and Russian travellers through this 
country, and it is entitled to a certain amount of consideration from everybody 
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who loves this country. For, Sir, if tho Government of this country is a sound 
one, its soundness cannot have been evolved from theories; it has been 
evolved from men wlio ^avo done its work ; and I think it is only due to 
the character of Englishmen as a whole to say that the soundness of this 
Government is mainly attributable to the character of the men who have 
carried it on in the past. No doubt, instances may be given of gross injustice ; 
every one of us can give instances in Avhich strange injustice has been done 
to particular individuals owing to defect of judgment or Avant of character in 
particular persons. I do not know that my own community has not 
suffered more than Indians in this respect. But, Sir, I think I may fairly 
claim that those instances are occasional ; they are accidental; they have 
not been Jiearly so numerous as to make any stain upon the character of the 
administration as a whole. Tlie administration lias stood in the eyes of compe¬ 
tent critics as ojie of the Avonders of the modern Avorld, and I think our 
Indian friends should pay some little attention to that fact in any remarks that 
they may have to offer. Now, Sir, if a British tone is needed in the adminis¬ 
tration, I Avould say that tlie Britisli tone is not like the grin of the Cheshire 
cat in AUco in W(mderl(m^^ which remained on the tree after the 
eat liad disappeared. It is necessary to maintain Englishmen in a certain 
preponderating strength in this country in order to perpetuate that tone. 
Remarks have been made about tlm future of the Government of this 
country by Members and l)y Indians outside, and I think that tlie glamour 
of that sort of thing ought not to be thrown over a discussion like thi* 
one, which is inteud(Hl to be llioroughly practical. We should consider 
tlie present conditions as they actually are. M'liat proportion of English¬ 
men should be retained in the administration of tho country ? That is the 
real question that has to l)e solved. Whether a responsible and disinterest¬ 
ed Government ar(? the best judges of that proportion or irresponsible 
and interested critics is a delicate' question in its Avay. I do not for a 
moment claim for the Govoriunent infallibility in this or in any other 
matter ; but I do say that, Ijccausc the Clovevnmcnt of the country has on the 
Avhole been impartial and just and good, some credit must he alloAved to it in 
its decisions as rcgai’ds the proportion of Europeiaiis that ought to be maintainiKl 
in the administralion. I do not think that a number of Englishmen of 
cliaractcr and ediufation would deliberately do Avroug in this matter out of social 
or racial p^rejudice. That social and racial ])i‘ejudice does exist in this country 
I unhappily am too well aAvare^ and I do not mean to minimise tliat evil 
in the administration at all; but speaking generally, Sir, 1 feel that th(? character 
of the administration is such that Ave must give the Government credit for tiying 
to inti'oduce as much of an iTidian element as possible. This j)articular time, 
when we have liad Indians introduced into the a cry highest ranks of tho adminis¬ 
tration, is a j)eriod wlicn Ave should all admit that we owe something to the Gov¬ 
ernment for what it has done. It lias been said that in particular departments 
of tlu{ State more? Indians ouglit to he introduced into the administrative ranks. 
I myself firirily believe that scicnice knows no climalo, and where scientific 
attainments are shown by Indians, tliey ought undoubtedly to bo advanced to 
higher posts ; hut, Sir. tho element of administration also enters into, and is so 
closely allied with, scientific and professiomil operations, that sometimes it *is 
very hard to distiiiguish what to do in particular cases ; and one advantage 
of a Commission such as has been suggested, and which I would Avarmly 
support, is that if a really honest and cariuist enquiry is made into the 
matter, it Avill be found out exactly Avliat can be done. I have 

seen it stated in the newspapers that Lord Nortlibrook left upon 
record a. memorandum of some kind or another in which he said 

that owing to tin; fatalistic tendencies of some of our Indian friends 

(I am not responsible for this report and I do not know 'whether any 
such memorandum Avas ever left or not, but I have seen it stated as a fact), 
they have not that sense of resjionsibility for life developed in them that most 
Englishmen have. IIoav far this may be true is a matter on Avhich the 
Railway Board might give us useful information when they report on the 
results of thos(5 enquiries that have been made into railway accidents. It must 
bo a very difficult tning to decide AvJiat test should be employed to find out 
what is Avanted; what is needed is not literary attainments or quotations by 
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the yard from literary books, but solid character. It is really one of the most 
difficult problems to decide what tests to apply. 

“ I must say that I am one of those who think that simultaneous oxamina- 
tioDB in this country would be a snare and delusion which would lejxd to a 
number of literates bein<? brought forward as (jandidates who would possess none 
of the requisite qualifications. I said, Sir, on a former occasion that 
as regards Englishmen the competil.iv(5 examination was introduced in 185‘^51, 
for the reason that it was supposed to bo the best means of finding out 
a certain standard of education for a class of young men Avho Avere supposed 
' to possess the character of their race in other respects. XJnhiss avc can iind 
out a tost which Avill test character as Avell as literary attainment, there arises 
a great difficulty, aiid I hope that our Indian friends Avill lay theinsel a^os to the 
difficult task of finding out by Avhat means character is to bo discovered. No 
man in his senses, Avho has read the caretn* of Sir MadhaA-o Jiao, or any other 
Indian gentleman of that kind, Avould stand up here, or anywhere else, 
and say that the highest character and highest administrative tahmt are not 
to he found in this country. The means l)y AvJiich such nnm have been 
found and been brought out is one that ought to be enquired into and care¬ 
fully examin(‘d. What aa e do Avaiit, Sir, is individual cliaracter, and I do 
hope that if the Government can find out means for testing character that it 
will ho just to our Indian fellow-countrymen as Avell as to the domiciled 
community. 

“ As regards the public services, instances have been brought to my notice in 
which very serious injustice hns heem done in the Survey Department, in 
the Public Works Department and in the Telegraidi Departnumt. I for my 
part am Avilling to believe that tliis injustice has been done uiiAvilliiigly ; hut 
there it stands, and you conA^evt men ^^ llo miglit he very efficient officers inlo 
discontented men for the rest of tlndr lives, for no fault of their own, l)ut 
because means have not heen discovewed by Avhich true Avorth is to hc'. rev\ arded. 
I do not mean to d(\seend into personarities; I could give a few instances, which 
AV'Ould shock everybody here, of gross injustice; but 8ir, as I have said, I think 
and I believe that these are exeei^tioiis. I agree Avith the remarks tha( have 
h(^en made about the brand of inf(n*iority that has })ecn j)ul. u})on locjal takmt by 
the Public Service Commission. It was a fatal mistake to close tko door to 
real talent in any department of tlie State. Whcni Mr. Samuel Laing 
succeeded the first Pinancc' Minister, Sir James Wilson, he opened the 
Einancial Department to indigenous talent, and this l)(‘|)artment brought 
to the front men like Sir George K(dlner, who Avould under the old and the 
revised system liaA^c heen branded as infxvrior and stampi'd doA\ u into ohscnirity. 
That gentleman not only rose to the highest emineneo in this eountry, Ivut 
on retirement was got hold of by the British GoA'Cnunont and sent to Cyprus 
as their Pinaiicial Minister. His l)rotli(’ir EdAvin also reiuhiiH'd good service 
in the Einancial Department. Mr. Ilobert Hellingbery came forward 
and Avrote hooks on the gold qiK'slion and on the perjiianent settlement that 
have become text-hooks to cA cryone A\’ho has Avritten on (he sul)jects since ; and 
I am quite sure that there are amongst our Indian fellow-subjects and our¬ 
selves men of the same stamp. 1 lu^ difficulty lies, Sir, in finding out certain 
branches of the administration in AN'hicli you can trace peculiar kinds of talent. 
I see the difficulty and I admit it, and I feel incompetent to suggest any 
method by which tliat strange inixl lire of administrative talent with ])rofes- 
sional ability is to be, as it has before heen, found; but I am quite sure lliat it 
is to be found. I liave come across nnm of AV'ondcrful ability ; men avIio A^ ould 
be a credit to any Government in any department of the State ; aiifl it is a great 
pity that men of that kind should be stamped down by any artificial rule.’* 

The Hon’blc Libittenant Malik Umar Ha vat Khan : “Sir, thouglitliis 
resolution may look very pleasing to certain people, avIjo may hope that 
it will open to thijm a larger number of posts, yiit a closi^ examination will 
disclose the fact that such is not the case. 'Jlie first objection is that the expen¬ 
diture incurred on such a Commission Avill serve? no nsoful purpose. Sitting here 
one can scan the lists of gazette^d officers and ascertain from them the number 
and class of appointments held by Indians and Europeans. There are, I think, 
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iu each of the rural districts not more than one, to three, Etfglish officers who 
are at the head of departments and who mostly do tlio work of suporvision, 
wliile the rest of the work is carried on by our own people. I think that from 
the administrative point of view this suporvision by European officers is much 
needed at the present stage. There would be many objections under any other 
arrangement. 

“ A district, for instance, consists of various classes of 2 >eople of ditferenn 
creeds and religious who require some disinterested man to safeguard the intere.sts 
of all, for a man belonging to one class will naturally have a prejudice for 
p(!oplc of that class. Rvmi if the bead of the district was not biassed, many 
of his subordinat(!s Avill think him so, and, as sucli jieoplo look at things from 
their own iwint of view, a feeling of distrust iu his administration would almost 
certainly be arouseul. 

“ Again, an Indian will sometimes find himself in an uncomfortable posi¬ 
tion when strong and prompt action against a class is required to be taken, for 
unless he has voiy groat force of character he may hesitate to act at once, 
tearing that his motiv<\s may be misconstrued or misrepresented. Such a feeling 
would tend to make his administration weak, and experience has slmn n that 
on several occasions failure has resulted from it. 

“An Indian officer Avill not always be looked ujion even by his OAvn jieoplc 
as an Euroj)ean officer, and the cousequeiice of this would be that his authority, 
c.sj)ecially in criminal administration, would fail to command the same weight. 
That I mean to say only about rural districts and its pr(;sent state. 

“ Indians now hold appointments under the Crown of all degriies, I'rom the 
lowest to tlie Jiighe.st. Every man who holds aii ajAjJointment, of Avliatevcr 
nationality he may be, is l)ound to show his (capacity or wantpf it, and there is 
no reason to believe that when he lias proved his fitness his claims to higher 
apjiointment will not be considered. 

“There seems little value in holding an inquiry into the more extensive 
employment of Indians iu tlie Public Son-icc, for it has been the constant 
policy of the British Government to employ them as extensively as possible, and 
it is* difficult to see what benefit is likely to result from such an inquiry. In 
my opinion, too, an inquiry into the claims of Indians to higher employment is 
unnecessary, nor will the result of such inquiry be likely to helji the object ivith 
Aidiich the resolution has been brought forward. 

“ Many able and overzealous people, possessing high ideals, move at such 
a fast jiace that they get out of touch irith the feelings of the rural masses, 
whoso 2 >ace is mucdi slower and who form the largest, quietest and most loyal 
Xiortion of His Majesty’s subjects. Their interests require to be iirotocted, 
and I am voicing the feeli ngs of a vest majority of them when I say that any big 
scheme entailing a departure from the present sy.stem is unnecessary at present, 
althdogh I quite agree that fit men should be gradually given chances of 
reaching higher offices. 

“ With these hnv remarks. Sir, I bog to differ from my Hon’ble friend as 
regards the projiriety of liaving a joint Commission at present, but agree with 
him oth(!rwis(!.” • 

The Hon’ble Mr. Gokkale: “Sir, before I say a few words on the reso¬ 
lution which my Hon’bio friend has brought forward, I would like to offer him 
my congratulations on the industry and care with which he has jircparcd 
his case and the ability with Avhich he has presented it to the Council. Sir, 
this question is undoubtedly one of great importance, and, like all questions 
of great im|X)rtance, it is beset with groat difficulties. I am anxious to 
apiiroach it Avith as much fairness as I am capable of, because there are un¬ 
doubtedly two sides, and AA'hile 1 am keen that the aspirations of my countrymen 
should receive fair and reasonable recognition from the Government, I should 
be very unwilling not to recognise at the same time the difficulties that 
lie in the path of tbe Government in dealing Avith this subject. 

“ Sir, one of the fundamental conditions of the peculiar position of the Bri¬ 
tish Government in this country is that it should be a continuously progressive 
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Government. I think all thinking men, to whatever coinmimity they 
belong, will accept that. Now, I suggest four tests to judge whether the 
Government is progressive, and further whether it is continuously progressive. 
The first test tliat I would apply is what measures it adopts for the moral 
and material improvement of the mass of tlie people, and under these measures 
I do not include those applianc(^s of modern Governments, which the British 
Governmetit has evolved in this country, heciiuse they Avere ajipliances 
necessary for its very existence, though tiiey have benefited th(5 peojde, such 
as the construction of Raihvays, the iutraduction of Post and Telegraplis, and 
things of that kind. By measures for tlie moral and matindal improvement 
of the people, I mean what the Government does for education, what the 
Government does for sanitation, Avhat the GoA^ernment does for agricultural 
dcA^iilopment, what the Go\"(?rnment does for industrial dtwelopnKmt, and so 
forth. Tlint is my first test. The second test tliat I Avoiild apply is Avhat steps 
the Governmmit takes to give us a larger and larger sliare iu the adininislra- 
tion of our local affairs—in municipalities and local hoards. M.y third test 
is Avhat voice th(> Government giv es us in its Councils—in these delihoralive 
asseml)lios, w liero policies are considered ; and lastly, Ave must consider how far 
Indians are admitted into the ranks of the public scrvici?. 

“ Noav, Sir, as regards the iivvst test, I believe that is Avliat one feels to ^ be 
in the air—I l)eliev^e tliat we are on the oA^e of imjiortant measures being 
taken liy the GoA^ernment, and in those measuves both the officials 
*and non-oflicials can and should heartily co-operate Avith one another. As 
regards the second, 1 trust that, as a result of the Deei^ntralization Com¬ 
mission’s laliours, a furthei’ adwanee Avill soon he made. A fair beginning 
Jias already lieen made, and Avlien av(? have a furtlnM* advance in the same 
direction, Ave might be expected to remain satisfied with that for some lime. 
As regards delilxiratiA'e asseinbli(\s,—the Provincial and Imperial Councils,— 
the reforms that have recently lieen introduced constitute an important 
advance, and for some time, thorel'ore, that (juestion may rest there. AVlien, 
]lOAveve]^r, we come to the last question, avc strongly fec^i that the time has 
come Avhen something must be done to improve matters, and 1 ho]ie something 
Avill soon he done. Sir, I have already ohs(*vved that tln^ Go\^ernm(?nt has to 
be a ccjntiiLLiOLisly progressive Government, and that it camiot afford to rest 
on Avliatev^er it has done in the past in any one of tln^se directions. Now, 
taking this question of the (Miiploynnnit of Indians in the liiglnn* ]*anks of tlie 
public? seiwicc?, which I admit is a v ery difficult (|iiestion, T \\t>u1cI like to refer 
briefly to Avliat my Hoii’ble friend Mr. Siihha Jiao has alrcNidy jioint.ed out, 
namely, that there are four or five distinct landmarks in regard to this matt(?r in 
the history of British rule. In ISJW, Avhen Parliament laid down that thewe 
should be no distinction of race in making appciiutmonts to tin? public service in 
this couiitiy, tin? Britisli nation gaA^e a noble pledge to the iieojile of this 
country of its oAvn accord. TJiore Avas no agitation liere at that time- 
in fact, there; Avas liai*dly any W(;stern education. It was a great pledge; to give, 
and it was given by the Britisli nation spontane?ously. Ilie next landmark is 
1854i, AA'ben the comjietitwe examination was throAvn open to Indians along 
with Europeans. The old Haileybiiry system was abolislicd and competition Avas 
ifitroduced, and it AV'as tlmoAvn open to all. Tin; Quot‘ii’s Proclamation of 
1858 constitutes the next landmark. Even then there Avas no agitation for a 
Avdde employment of Indians in the public semvico for the. simple; re;ason that 
the Universities had not tlion bee^n established, and tln;re; was no large; educated 
cla.ss. In 1861, when the Secretary of State a|)pointe?d Iris (^Jinmittee;, to 
Avhich my Hon’ble friend lias roforred, it Avas again more tin; conscience 
of the English people than any demand made fiom this sitle that .b-d to tlie 
appointment of that Committee. When tlie Act of 1870 Avas passed—that 
is the next landmark—^tliere Avas some public opinion here, and a f(;AV Indians 
—notably Mr. Dadabhoy Naraoje^e —had been agitating in England fejr the 
admission of Indians to high oflice ; hut even then, tla^ main part of the Avork 
was done by Englishmen, by English friends of our aspirations, wlio telt that 
the arrangements existing at that time Avere not quite just to the people of 
India. When, however, the Public Service Commission was appointed in 3886 
—that is the next landmark—the position Avas much altered. By that time 
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a largo oducatod class had como into oxisteiico, and that class keenly felt its 
own exclvision from the higher ranks of the Public Service. The Comniission 
was appointed with the declared object of devising ineans for the larger 
admission of Indians in those ranks, and as th(3 results of the Commission’s 
lal)ours have, on the Avhole, boon disappointing, tliere is no doubt that that 
constitutes a legitimate ground of complaint for the people of this country. 

“ Sir, it is inter(>sting to notti at Avhat intervals these successive steps in 
advance were itken. Prom to 1861 or 1858, Avhichever you take, there 

Avas an interval of 20 or 25 yetirs. From 1858 to 1870, Avhen the next step 
Avas takmi, thcn-e was an iutin'val of 12 years. In 188G, Avhen the question 
AAns again examined, it Avas after an interval of about 10 years. Since then, 
hoAvever, there has l)een no iinpiiry,—that means during a jicriod of 25 years, 
—and that is ono reason Avhy I urge that the resolution oJ‘ my Hon’ble friend 
should 1)0 adopted. It is true tliat during tlie last three or four years some very 
striking ap])oiutment.s to liigli ollic(> liaA'e ))eon made. My friend, Mr. Ali 
Iniam, sits on that l)ench there ; two Iiidians sit in the Secretary of State for 
India’s Council ; an Indian recently Ivcld the position of Advocate General at 
Calentta, and Indians have even l)een appointed to act as Chief Justices of 
different High Courts. Tliose striking appointments liave no doubt impressed the 
imagination of the jx^ople, and there can Ix^ no question that tliey are deeply 
appreciatt'd by my countrymen. But our grievance is in regard to tlif? l)ulk of 
appointments" in the higher ranks ; and that gri( 3 vanco is not really touched, 
by these appoinlmeiits. And so far as tliat gricA^ance is coiic(Mnod, the 
]al)ours of the Public Service Commission rcsidtcd in little substantial improve¬ 
ment for us in practice. And indeed in some departments, the positiou has been 
rendered actually Avorso. ]\fy Ilon’bk^ friend, Mr. Subba llao, has pointed out 
how in regard to the central Civil S(n*vie(*, the recommendations of the Public 
Service Commission and the orders passed liy tin? Secretary of State on those 
ri'commcndations have actually put us back, compared Avith the statutory service 
rules of 1871). Tlie rules of 1871) gave 11 s Jth of tlie total recruitment of 
Civilians for this country. Now, taking the cadre at ahout a thousand posts— 
it may lie a few morii or a Tcav hiss—we should have had about 100 Indians, 
under those rules, in tin' central Civil Service. Tlie Commission, however, 
recommended only 108 jiosts for us in jdaec? of 100, and the Secretary of State 
cut tlie number down to 03 ; and that is tlie number Ave have at present. I 
believe twen the AvlioJe of these 93 are not yet held hy Indians. I think avo arc 
about 10 short of what tlio Secri'tarv of Slate pi*omis(id at that time leaving out 
of aceount tlie additions made subsequently for Burma and Assam. Now, 
Sir, lh(i Secretary of State’s orders Aveni passed in about 1890 or 1891, and 
tneiity years baAXi elapsed since thmi. If for nothing else, at least for 
the fact tliat it is now 25 years since the appointment of the Public 
S. in ice Commission, and 20 years since the Secretary of State passed bis orders on 
tlie recommendations ol* that Commission, I urge that tlii.‘re should be a fresh 
eu(|uiry into the whole niatler, Bui Sir, 1. say somelhing more. I say tliat 
as ;i result of the labours oT tlie Pul)li(^ S(*rvice (^nmnission, the jiosition of 
liulians iu many hi’anclKvs of the ])uhlic service has actually been rendered worse, 
and that should now be sid right, in the Jlrst place, Sir, the Public Scr\dpe 
Commission recommended that thei*e should lx* a division of the public service 
into Imjierial and Provincial. Now tliat wns a most unfortunate recommenda¬ 
tion. I am quite sure that the President of the Commission,—the Lieuteiiant- 
Govenior of the .Puiija)) of that time, —a man of broad sympathies, undoubtedly 
dill not Avaiil in put the Indians liack ; luit the result actually has been to put 
us hack, and tins tor two reasons. I'^irst, there is a stamp of inferiority on the 
Pi'iivincial jmeri, and tlnw are bound to feel that. Secondly, if you have these 
arlilicial divisions of Imperial and Provincial, the abler men in the Provincial 
Sena ice -1 moan tliose Avho are abler oven than some of the men in the Imperial 
Service—cannot help feeling that tlie arrangement is most unjust to them. 
I am, thoivd'ore, strongly of opinion that this division between Iinperial and 
Provincial must go. I hope it will go soon, and unless it does avo shall have to 
bring up this matter again and again before this Council. Then, in two depart- 
iiK^nts parliciilarly, tliis division between Imperial and Provincial has done 
griiater harm to us than iu other deiiartments—I mean the Education and the 
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Public W orks Departments. In some of the other departments, the creation of a 
Provincial Service has to a certain extent improved the prospects of Indians, so 
far as more numbers are concerned, because there were hardly any Indians 
employed in those departments before and the constitution of the Pi'cvincial Ser¬ 
vice has given tliem some chance there. But in the Education and Public Works 
Departments, wo have suffered a great set Ijack! In the Education Department, 
for instance, Indians wore on terms of equality with their Englisl) coUeaguos 
before the creation of a Provincial Service. Tlie scale of salary was, no doubt, 

, two-thirds, but in otlnir respects they were on equal terms. But they have now 
been put into a distinctly subordinate position and ^yo mo on evei-y side the most 
flagrant cases, which liurt every body. Tluiswc find men of most distingnisliod 
attainments in the Provdncial Service simply because they are IndiMiis, and 
nieu who passed their examinations only yesterday, and wJio have so far earned 
no distinction by tboir work, in the Imperial Service, simply because tliey are 
Europeans. I will give only one instance. There is a gentleman hovo in 
Calcuttn., named Dr. P. 0. Roy, a most distinguished man of scieiiee, a man 
wlio has been honoured by Erencli and German savanla, a man adored by bis 
pupils, a man who lias been doing original work for the last 20 years and more. 
But he is still in the Provincial Service, whereas young men, fresli from 
College, without any original work to their credit, men arc^ admittedly his 
inferiors, are brought out to this country and put over his head, simply because 
he happens to be in the Provincinl Service and tlioy are brought out as members 
of the Imperial Service. Now, Sir, this sort oF thing hurts not merely Hie men 
who are actually affected by it, it hurts tlie students studying iind(M* Hiem. 
In other departments any injustice done to an Indian official concerns that 
official only. In tlie Education D(q)artmen.t it affects the students as well; 
tlie bitterness passes from the jiroFessors to the students, and the Avliolc studmit 
community comos to bci afFocted by it. 

“ Take again the Public Works Department. At on(5 time Indian and 
European Eugineiws were all on terms of absolute equality not only as 
regards status but even as regards pay. In 18132, differential rate.s oF pay 
were introduced for the first time —two-tliirds pay For rndiaii Engineer.s. Xow, 
under the new re-organization sclieme, the status oF flie Provincial Engineers 
is reduced still furtlior, for they are now to be put on a separati^ list. Tims, 
in this Department we were at first on terms of absolute e(piality with Englisli- 
meu. Then our pay was reduced to two-thirds, though in regard to other 
matters equality was maiiitainiid. IHiially, it is now deekhul to do away with 
this equality by putting us on a separate list altogellnn*. And not only is this 
applied to new moirbut a most unjust and unjustilialile attein])! has beini made 
to apply it to old men, recruited since 1892. There arc about. 100 men who arc 
the victims of this gross injustice. There is the definitt? word oF the (jovern- 
meiit pledged to llicm in 1.892 that they would be on the same list as the 
Imperial Engineers, and yet it is proiio.siid now to put them on a se[)‘n*at() list 
-*- a distinct breaeli oF Faith. Tlicsemeii have not yet accepted the aiTangement, 
lliree years have jiassed, and tliey have so far got no redress. I'he Secristary 
oF State is still waiting for the despatch of the Government of India which 
slioiild have gone long ago. I asked a question the other day on the subject, 
and the Hon’hle Mr. Carlyle gav^o an answer, in wlueli I see an element of 
hope. I, therefore, will not press this question further to-day, but, if necessary, 
I will bring a resolution on this subject at Simla. 

I urge then, first of all, that this distinction Ijotween Imperial and Provin¬ 
cial must go. The second respect in which we have lost ground since the last 
Public Service Commission is in regard to competition. Gradually competition 
has been abolished more or less throughout tlie coiiutry and we me now made 
to depend almost exclusively upon Government nomination, pure and simple. 
Now, I am quite alive to tlic defects of competition as a method of filling 
Government offices. Of course it is not ideally the best method, but I 
contend that it is the best method available. In a country like this, governed 
by Englishmen, who are unfamiliar with our vvays, and cannot in¬ 
stinctively understand the difference between one individual and another, 
they are at times apt to be misled iiy appearances, by recoinmondatiojis and 
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by a lot of otliev considcrationH owing to the very peculiarity of their position. 
And I submit that competition, with all its defects, is any day better than 
nomination, pure and siiiiph'. An Englishman, judging of English candidates, 
may dispense Avitli competition, l)ecause there is a great deal of initial 
knowledge that may be taken for granted on account of their belonging to the 
same society. Here the indivuluals belong to different societies and that 
initial knowledge is lacking, and nomination, I contend, is hound to lead to 
abuses—hai)hazard selection and favouritism. My second point, therefore, 
is that eomiietition must again be restored, for making selections for Govern¬ 
ment service. 

I will now say a noi'd about one or two other Departments? I have said 
that in the Public" Works and Education Departincnls, our position has grown 
worse. In the Medical Department, while it has not grown worse, it is still 
most iinsatisfactoiy. The professorships are all the monojxjly of the Indian 
Medical Se^^'ic(^ Officers and tbe hospitals are closed to all non-service men. 
Keccntly they liaA c thr()^^ n o])en the Professorship of Anatomy in the Calcutta 
Colleger to nou-servicc inen, hut the moment it is thus thrown open to non- 
service men, it is r(‘ndered altogether unattractive. There used to be a pension 
attached to this post till now, and private practice was hitherto allowed ; but 
it is now declared that there' is io Ix' no pension, there is to he; no private 
practice', and the new man will get no house allowam^c, when every one else 
j‘s getting it. 'Hius the moiiumt th(i post is thrown opcm to non-service men it is 
made altogellna* unattraedive for our best men, and I Avould like to have an 
explanation as to A\ hy this has been done. Take again the question of the 
Chemical Analysc'rs ni Homhay and Karachi. Some y(^ars ago, tlie Seci*etary 
of State d('ciiled that tlu'se ap])ointincuts should not he tlic monopoly of the 
Indian Medical S(‘rvic(?. And there is a distiiiguislied man in Bombay 
available for thes(^ appointuumts to-day, doing for yiiars the work of Assistant 
Chemical Examimn*. The Indian Medical Service men, appointed as Chemical 
Analysers, receive their training under him, and tlum they are jmt over his 
head," 1 understand the Government of Bombay is anxious to help this 
gentleman ; hut the matter rests with the Govcnaimont of India, and somehow 
iiis ability and record of s(*rvices receive no nicognitioii from them. 

“ Lastly, I come to the Dejiartment of Railways. I am not going into the 
question in "detail lo-day, heeause iny friend the Ilon’hlo Mr. Mudholkar ha 
already dealt witli it exhaustively. Here we are almost entirely excluded from 
all higher appointments, and I hold that this is absolutely indefensible. It cannot 
seriously be. contended that Indians are not lit for any place in the Railway 
.Vdininistratioii above Rs. 200 a. month, whcTi you can put them on the Govern¬ 
ment bench i\im% make them Chief Justices of High Courts or entrust them 
with the management of districts and divisions. To thos(i who speak of such 
unfiWiess, I Avouid like to mention an interesting episode. It refers not to the 
IlailAvay Department, hut to another Department,—the Survey Dcpartuicnt,— 
but the*principle is more or less the same. Not many years ago, there was a 
controversy about the position of Indians in the Survey Department, and it was 
contended A^ery vigorously by the champions of European monopoly that Indians 
Avere not tit for the Avork, and that therefore tliey should he kept out. TJnfbr- 
tunalely a report, submitted by Colonel De Prec, who Avas then the head of 
the Survey Depavtinent and AAdio AA^as a strong adAwate of Indian exclusion, 
came to he publisluxl, and this was what he w^as found to say in that report: 

‘ 1 may iviuark inoulentally that iny numerous late inspeotionB show me that the 

Uvmlencv of tho EuroiKjan surveyors is to stand .anti look on, whilt? the l^iatives are made to 
do the drawing and hand-printing, as if they thought themselves quite above that sort of 
thing. This is a mistake and cannot be permitted for the future, hesido'^, it is suicidal for 
the Europeans to admit that Natives can do any one thing belter than themselves. They 
should claim to he superior in everi/l/f iug, and only alloAV Natives to take a secondary or 
subordinate part. In my old parties, 1 never permitted a Native to touch a theodolite or an 
original computation, on the principle that the triangubtion or scientific work was the pre- 
rogaiivt? of the highly paid European, and this reservation of the scientific work was the only 
way by whith I could keep a distinction, so as to justify the different figures respectively 
drawn by the two classes—the European in office time and the Native who ran him so close 
in all the office duties as well as in field duties. Yet I see that Natives commonly do the 
computation work, and the .IhiiopeaiiB some other inferior duties.^ 
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“ Sir, I bej^, with all respoct, to mako a present of this extract to the Hon’ble 
Sir T. Wynne ! One word more, and I have dom?. Sir, I have admitted that 
the question is a difficult one, but what I urge is that there should be continu¬ 
ous progress. Nobody urges that the English element should be withdrawn 
suddenly or even largely, but unless Indians are introduced into the higher 
ranks in larger and larger numbers, the jcliscoJitont wdiich the Go\'orument 
are anxious to remove is not likely to disappear. AVith these words, I strongly 
support the motion Avhich iny Hon’ble friend has brouglit forward.’* 

The Hon’blc Surgeox Genkkal Luias ; “Sir, with your permission I 
should like to say a few words on the subject of the oiicouragement of indepen¬ 
dent medical practitioners whoso case has been so ably dealt with by the Hon’ble 
Mr. Gokliale, and in so doing I w ish to point out to the Coumdl the various 
steps that have been taken by Government to im])rove tlie position of these 
gentlemen and also to indicate tlie lines on whieli, if they so desire it, tliey can 
help themselves. I wish it to be? clearly understood, liowcsver, that I must not 
be regarded as the mouthpiece of Government or as holding any brief tor the 
Indian Medical Service. I merely speak as one who lias devoted 12 years 
of his life to tcjaching medicine in this country and v\ hose interest in the spread 
of medical knowledge and in tlK'. improvemcjit of the status of Indian medical 
practitioners is just as keen as is that of the Hon’ble Mr. Gokliale in the 
equaUy important subjt3ct of primary education. Now, Sir, when one eonskhn’s 
• tlie status of the Indian medical practitioner in this country, one finds that lie 
labours under three disadvantages liicli are not slian^d by his [irofessional 
brethren in the West. In the first place, when a private mcxlical student 
has passed his curriculum and obtained liis diiiloma or degree, he is jiractieally 
debarred from holding any of the important appointments ol* house surgeon 
or house physician in the large? Government hospitals; these appointments 
being, as a rule, reserved for civil assistant surgeons. Recognising the 
importance of this, the Bengal Government has agri?ed to the suggestion 
ol the Government of India that in fuinre tlu? posts of housi? surgeon and 
house physician in the various large Calcutta hospitals shall he thrown open 
to the most deserving students of each year; Avlietlicr or no they wish to 
enter Government service. This, Sir, is a V(?ry important boon, and I hope 
that future generations of medical students and young practilioners w ill take 
full advantage of it. 

“ The second disadvantage under which he labours is that here in India 
there are no opportunities wliatov(?r for post-graduate studies such as exist iu 
connection with all the largo medical schools in England and Europe. The 
result of tliis is that when a young practitioner goes out to a r(?mote mufassal 
district, whore he is probably over-w orked and underpaid and lias neither the 
leisure nor the facilities for study, he fails to keep himself abreast of tlu? times 
and ho very quickly lags behind in the race. Here, again, Government recog¬ 
nises that this is a tremendous di’awback and tliat it militates v(?ry largely 
against his successful career. The Government of India, therefore, is now for¬ 
mulating a scheme for the establisliinont of a School of ’Tropical Medicine in 
Calcutta which it is hoped will be affiliated to the Calcutta Medical College ; 
Und for the introduction of a Dijlloma in Tropical Medicine in connection with 
the Calcutta University. This School of Troincal Medicine, if it takes shap(?, 
will afford facilities not only for post-graduate studios, but also i‘or original 
research, and it will bo open to all properly qualiiied medical practitiojiers, 
whether official or non-official. You will see, therefore, that the young medical 
practitioner will now have a chance of coming liack to his hospital and fur¬ 
bishing up his knowledge ; or, if ho wishes to do original work, lie will have 
every opportunity afforded to him in the research laboratori(?s attaclied to the 
Tropical School of Medicine. 

“The third disability to which he is subject—and this is the one upon which 
Mr, Gokhale laid most stress —is that the iiidt?pejidcnt medical practitioner 
cannot obtain a share of the professorial and hospital api)ointments in connec¬ 
tion with the big Government medical colleges. That of course is a great 
disability and it is one that has the serious attention of Governmeiit ; but it 
is not for me to enter into it here. In this connection, however, 1 should like 
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to draw tlio attention of Council to certain very sensible advice which was 
given to the Bombay medical men by Dr. Temalji Nariman when he was 
entertained at dinner in August 1908 by over a hundrfjd Indian medical men. 
In the course of his speech i)r. Nariman said : 

' If Indians wish <0 iiring into existoiipe a profession of native doctors, they should not 
hanker after one or two minor professorla’ posts in the Grant Medical College of Bombay,, 
but should all unite and set to work to found a medical college of their own/ 

“ Later ou m his speech lie Avent on to say : 

* It is only when wo have a large number of toacbers with hospital experience that Ave 
shall he in the position of an indepf'ndont profession, and hy perseverance, industry and 
self-saclilice we are bound !<► produce voting men who will adorn our professiou and leave 
their naim s to poslcritv as those of Jenner, Harvey, Lister or Simpson. Founding hospitals 
alone will not elevate our stains. W(? must have our own college, with laboratories, where 
some of our best men may carry on original research w ork. It may take years for its 
comjdetion, but lei ns iinike a beginning.’ 

That, Sir, is very Avisc and statesmanlike advice. I strongly recommend 
it to the car(>ful consideration of my Indian colleagues, and I beg of them 
not to hi) satisfied liy merely olitaining a proportion of tlie professorial 
appointments in GoA'crnmtMit medical colleges. Let them also unite and 
found medical eolli'ges of tlieir oaa n. 

“ In tlje very excidlent speech wliich we listened to witli such interest 
yesterday, llie Ilon’ble Mr. G ok bale, when pleading the cause of primary 
education, said that tJiis Avas a case in which it Avas necessary lliat there 
sbould be the cordial co-opeiation of the Government aa itli the public. May 
I he allow ed to invert the terms and say ‘ This is a ease Avhere avo AA'ant the 
cordial (•o-o])eT'at ioii of the public Avith the Government/ I hope that the 
wealthy and el)aiitahle puhlix? Avill hear this in mind, and I can assure them 
that if they will do anything to advance the sclieme for the institution of un- 
oflScial njcdical colleges, entirely olTicered liy Indians, they Avill not only be 
conferring a henetit. on the profe.ssion, but on their country at large/’jj^^'^ J; 

The II()ii’I)le Mti. Gokii ale : “ What about institutions inaintmned out of 
public funds, puhlic monies ? ” 

The IToii’lde SmoEOK Geneilal Li'KIS : “I am not dealing AA’ith appoint^ 
ments Indd by the Indian Medical SiuTiee. It is Avell known that the Govern¬ 
ment nu'dical (*o]l(‘ges and seliools cannot aceoinmedMtc more than a fraction of 
those Avho ask lor admission. In C'aleiitla aloni*, as I know from personal 
cxpcrienci?, over 200 candidates have to T o rejected x a( uyyear, and there is, 
therefor(‘, am])](^ room for AV(‘]l-ecjni])])ed and projierly slafled imoflicial medical 
eo]l(>ges and schools Avhieh may 1^(^ (dthor affiliated to tJie University or run on 
th(^ same line's as a Government medical sxdiool, hut entirely conducted hy 
Indian nn dieal men ; and I look forAAard to tlic time wlion in every important 
centre in India wc shall have AV(dl-cqnipped unofficial medical schools working 
in friendly rivalry a\ illi the Governmeijt medical schools and each institution 
striving its hardest to see AAdiich can get the best results at the University 
examinations, ^ 

‘‘ As Dr. Nariman said, this may take years to accx)mplish, hut I earnestly 
hope that, hi^fore I say faroAvcll to India, I shall see it an aeeomplished fact, 
at any rate? in Calcutta and Bombay ; and if .1 have said anything to-day which 
will in(Ui(?e the leaders of the jieoplc to give this scheme their cordial support, I 
feel, Sir, that I shall not have Avasted the time of the Council by interposing in 
this del)Mt(i.” 

The ITou’hle Mb. SACHrmnANANUA Stnha : “ Sir, I rise to give my support 
to the motion before the Council. I shall very briefly state the grounds on 
which I do so. It seems to me that there are several reasons why the Govern- 
iTient should he pleased to appoint a Commission or Committee to enejuire into the 
question of the appointment of Indians in the higher ranks of the public services. 
Since the last Commission was appointed and reported, certain rules have been. 
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mtiM>duo^, for the first time, which take away from'the Indiana the privilege of 
oompetihg with their* British fellow-subjects in examinations held m England. 
The Hon^le Hr. Snbba Bao has referred to the examination held in England 
for the police, in which, in terms, the Indians are excluded from competing; 
and it seems to mo, Sir, and has always seemed to mo, a grave infringement of 
our rights as British subjects that we should not be allowed to compete for any 
appointments in our own country. I think a Commission would certainly go 
into a matter like that. 

'* The second reason. Sir, why I urge the appointment of a Commission is that 
'the list of those appointments which were thrown open to the Provincial Service 
and are known as ‘listed posts * has not been revised for the last twenty years. 
In 1893, when the House of Commons passed a resolution about simultaneous 
examinations for the Indian Civil Service, the Government of India sent home 
a long despatch on the subject embodying the opinions of the different Local 
Governments and Administrations ; and in that I find that Sir Anthony, now 
Lord, MacDonnell, who was then officiating Lieutenant-Governor of the Lower 
Provinces, said: 

' Let them (Indians) in duo time press' for a further incroaso in the scheduled posts to bo 
“listed" or transferred to the Provincial Service ; let them on a suitable opportunity urge 
that . , . the . . . posts now transferred shall be increased ... All that is 

necessary now to do is to recognise and provide by rule that this division or tho appoint¬ 
ment of posts to each class, shall be from timo to time revised.'* 

• " This was the suggestion of Sir Anthony MacDonnell, and I find that tho 
Government of India also embodied that suggestion in their despatch to the 
Home Government. They said: 

'There is no finality abouc the lists of “ covenanted offices,*’ which have been thrown 
open to members of that (Provincial) Service. Those lists have been prepared with reference 
to proximate possibilities j bnt they are capable of alteiation and expansion from time to 
timo as circumstances may require or permit.' 

“ Now, Sir, there has been a remarkable progress in the country in education 
during tho last 26 years, and I tliink for this, if no other reason, tho Govern¬ 
ment should appoint a Commission'to go into this matter and see to what extent 
tho people of the country are entitled to have these'‘lists’ amplified and 
revised. But I think. Sir, that I can go further and say that it seems to mo, 
that, apart from the revision and amplification of these lists, which is now 
surely desirable, tho timo has come when this artilicial l)oundary between the 
Provincial Service and tho Indian Civil Service should no longer bo maintained. 
For these reasons, I gladly support tho resolution.” 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Madavita : “ Sir, I shall not take up 
the timo of tho Council by going into th<j details of the a})pointments in tho 
different departments which have already been fully dealt ivith by other Membors. 
The result of tho discussion shows that in many departments Indians are not getting 
their fair share of the public appointments. The principle thajt they should freely 
and impartially he appointed to every office in the different departments for 
which they may be qualified has long been admitted. I do not think there is 
anything left to be desired in that direction either in tho words of the Statute of 
1833 or the Proclamation of 1868, or tho subsequent declarations of Government 
on this question. 

” The second point that has been brought out in tho discussion by the Hon’ble 
Mr. Subba Eao is this, that the root of the evil of tho exclusion of Indians from 
high offices lies in not holding simultaneous examinations for the Indian Civil 
Service in this country as well as in England. In the discussion in 1853, when 
tile throwing open of the principal civil appointments in India to competition 
was under discussion, this was anticipated. Many members at the time pointed 
out that, while the Statute did not exclude Indians in terms from the Civil 
Service, still by requiring that the examinations for it should be held in 
England alone, it was practically excluding them from thoso appointments. 
I refer to one or two of tho speeches of those who took part in tho debate. 
For instance. Lord Stanley said tl^t be could not refrain from expressing the 
conyictiouL tiiat, * in refusing to carry on examinations in Iqdia as well as in 
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England—a thing that was easily practicable—^the Government were, in faejt,- 
negativing that which they declared to be one of the principal objects of their 
Bill and confining the Civil Service, as heretofore, to Englishmen. That 
result was unjust, and ho believed it would be most pernido^. Bet 
them suppose, for instance, that instead of holding those examinations here 
in Loudon, that they were to bo held in Calcutta. Well, how many Englishmen 
would go out there—or how man^ would send their sons perhaps to spend two or 
three years in the country on the chance of obtaining an appointment i Never* 
tholess that was exactly the course proposed to be adopted towards the Natives 
of India.’ 

“ Mr. Eich also objected to this restriction that examinations should be held 
in England alone, and he said that his object was' that all offices in India shotUd 
be effectively opened to Natives. And therefore he would not require them to 
come over to this country for examination, as such a condition would necessarily 
entail on Natives of India great expense, expose them to the risk of losing 
caste, and thereby operate as a bar against their obtaining the advantages held 
out to all other of Iler Maje.sty’s subjects. The course of education through 
which the youth of India at present went at the established colleges in that 
country afforded the most satisfactory proof of their efficiency for discharging 
the duties of office. 

“ Again, Mr. Fhillimore said in the same debate that he also feared that the 
Bill would prove delusive, and that, although it professed to do justice to tho 
Natives, the ‘ spirit of monopoly would still blight the hopes and break tlie 
spirits of the Indian ircople.’ 

“ This, Sir, was in 1863. In 1858, when the Government of this country wa s 
taken over by Her Majesty, the Statute which was enacted maintained the 
Indian Civil Service Examination on the footing on which it had been estab¬ 
lished ; but the disadvantage and the unfairness of excluding Indians by con¬ 
fining the examination to London was strongly felt. With a view to devise 
a remedy for tho evil the Secretary of State apiwinted a Committee 
in 1860, as Mr. Subba Eao has mentiotied; and that Committee recom¬ 
mended in favour of simultaneous examinations being held in this country 
as well as in England. .From that time various attempts liave been made to 
get this done. Mr. Fawcett, for instance, brought a motion in 1868 in the 
House of Commons in lavoim of simultaneoas examinations being held in 
Madras, Bombay and Calcutta ; and it avjus, I believe, largely duo to that re.so- 
lution that the Statute of 1870 was enacted. Tho tardy action taken under 
that Statute did not give satisfaction, and complaints continued. To meet these 
eomplaints the Public Service Commission was appointed in 1886. But instead 
of improving the statu of affairs that Commission has, as many speakers have 
pointed out, put Indians in a worse position. 

“ The question which we now have to (xmsider is, will the Government 
make qip attempt to remedy the injustice which has been done by the recom¬ 
mendations of the Public Service Commission being partly accepted ? There 
were two alteimatives bedore the Government of India : one was the holding 
of simultaneous examinations in this country as well as in England ; the other 
was the ci-eatiou of Provincial and Imperial Services. Wo know that tho pro¬ 
posal for holding simultaneous examinations was not accepted, but a Provinmal 
Service was created. Wo have heard what a deal of dissatisfaction has been 
caused by the creation of the Provincial Service, and that those who belong 
to that service or are given the option of joining that service feel that it is 
an inferior service. That this is really so has been attested to by the Govern¬ 
ment of Madras. The Gtovernment of Madras, of all the Local Governments 
that were-consulted on the questions referred to by tho Public Service Com¬ 
mission, expressed its opinion clearly in favour of simultaneous examination, 
and against the creation of a Provincial Service. I beg leave to quote from 
the despatch in which it said: 

* Another reason for altering the statns and position of Natives in the Civil Service is to 
be found in the fact that the new Provincial Service does not ia any way satisfy their 
aspirations and wishes. It is evident that its introduction on the present lines has been 
a great disappointment to them; that it has relegated them to a distinct and limited 
(service, and instead of placing them in line with the reft of the Civil Service, has confined 
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them to what they conHuier an inferior anti subordinate position, and that this hae been 
accentuated by the designation which has been applied to them, a designation which they have 
always associated with a distinctly and well-recognised inferior branch of the Service/ 


The despatch went on to say: • 

* His Excellency in Council considers, therefore, that it is expedient to remove, bjr the 
institution of simultaneous examinations, the disabilities which now tend to hinder the entry 
of Natives into the Civil Service proper. This step will remove an injustice, or what has 
almost the same consequences, a feeling of injustice, and it will not endanger the British 
supremacy or impair the character of the administration as a civilised and enlightened Govern¬ 
ment. It may possibly, in certain circumstances, weaken executive action; but the dis¬ 
advantages in this respect are not certain or so grave as to outweigh the advantages. The 
increase in the proportion of Native candidates selected is moreover not likely to be so great 
as is supposed, and it would be advantageous to remove the dissatisfaction and discontent 
which undoubtedly exists among the natives by some such measure as is now under 
discussion/ 

**lt is much to be regretted, Sir, that this wise recommendation 
was not accepted. Subsequently a resolution was passed by tlic House 
of Commons in 1893, but, as we know, unfortunately no action was 
taken upon that resolution also. Tlie action taken by the Government on the 
Report of the Public Service Commission has deepened the complaints of 
Indians. Distinguislied statesmen have again and again acknowledged the 
justice of the claims of Indians to a larger measure of the liiglier appointments. 
They have also acknowledgtHl tlie injustico of the existing arrangements, and yet 
the injustice remains largely unrernodied. It is pleasing to acknowledge that 
in rexient years Government liave sliown a growing disposition to recognize 
the justice of these complaints and have been trying to remove them. The 
recent appointments to some liigli offices iiiade during the tiun? of Lord Morley 
and Lord Minto are striking evidence) of the desire of Government to remove 
the injustice or at least to minimise it as much as possible. But, as 
Mr. Gokhale has pointed out, those appointments do not affect the situation 
in relation to the bulk of the appointments, and the question remains, 
what should be done to really improve it ? I submit the solution 
obviously lies in bolding examinations for all first appointments, which 
are held at present in London alone, in India as well. That, Sir, I submit, is 
the solution. Government may be pleased to ado])t it noAV or it may defer it; 
but I venture to say that the holding of simultaneous examinations is the 
only course which will solve the problem Avitli which we are confronted. 
But until that is done, a great deal can be done, and I hope it will be done, to 
admit Indians to higher appointments in the different departments of State in 
which they are employed in very small numbers or from which they are practi¬ 
cally shut out. 

‘M would remind the Government in this connection of the gracious procla¬ 
mation which His late Majesty King Edw^ard issued in 1908. In that 
proclamation His Majesty was pleased to say 

• ^ Steps are being continuously taken towards obliterating distinctions of race as the 
test for access to posts of public authority and power. In this path I confidently expect and 
intend the progress henceforward to be steadfast and sure.^ 

•* Thati Sir, is the most solemn pronouncement of our late Sovereign on 
the (JUostion raised in the resolution before us. By bringing forward this 
fesolution Mr. Suhba Rao has merely reminded the Government of the 
dcsirabiKly of taking some steps, of adopting some effective means, by which 
the desire of His late Majesty would be better given effect to. We also 
rememltor the noble message of His Majesty, our present King^ 
Emperor, in which he graciously spoke of the Proclamations of 1868 and 
of ld02 as the charters of the rights of Indians under the British Govetn* 
menti which charters His Majesty promised to abide by during all 
his thne; We are looking forward with great satisfaction this year to 
the visit of His Majesty to our comitry ; and nothing would be more ple^ng 
to the people of this country, nothing would raise the Government higher 
in the ei^imation of the people, than an earnest indication of the desire to 
treat, in the matter of appointments to the public service, Indians and Euro¬ 
peans aa equal fellow-suDjects, as they really are in law. They are no 
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doubt in thoory regarded as such. But it is undeniable that in the apportion¬ 
ment of public appointments a distinction which is entirely illegal and unjust, 
and which cannot bo justilled on any possible ground, is maintained. This 
naturally gives rise to a great deal of dissatisfaction and fosters discontent. 
If the motion of Mr. Subba Eao to appoint a Commission or Committee is 
accepted, it will help to remove all reasonable complaints. I am not particular 
about a Commission. I will bo content with a Committee, and even with a 
Committee Which may consist merely of ollicials. I would be content if a few 
select oi&cials wore appointed to go into the question and to see what bars, 
if any, have been creat^ in the different departments against the pledges 
given to the peo})le of India in the A.ct of 1833 and in the Proclamations of 
1858 and 1908, and to recommend how they may be removed. If this is done, 
Sir, a great deal of justifiable discontent will be removed, and there will bo a 
feeling of gratitude growing up in its place in the minds of the people 
which cannot be created by the creation of a few high appointments alone. 
I hope the resolution will commend itself to the Grovernment.” 

The Hon’ble Sie Gtjt Pieexwood Wilson : “ I had an opportunity last 
Week of answering in regard to my own Department, and therefore I do no^ 
think I am called upon to make any remarks to-day in connection with tlie 
Hon’ble Mr. Subba llao’s resolution.” 

The Hon’ble Me, Claek : “ I do not think I need endeavour to discuss ex- 
haustivelpr the question of the appointment of Indians in all tho divisions and 
sub-divisions of the hydra-headed department over which I have the honour to 
preside, and in point of fact only two departments were mentioned to-day. One 
was tho Customs and the other was tho itrailways. 1 was a little surprised that 
the Customs was mentioned, because, as Mr. Subba llao himself very truly said, 
of tho last three appointments of Assistant Collector that wore made, two were 
filled by Indians. One of these goutlemou, 1 believe, who has risen to this 
appointment, is a relatively junior man who has gained his promotion by his 
merits and ability, and there is no reason why he should not eventually get to 
the top of the tree. 1 do not think therefore that there is much ground for 
cavil BO far as the Customs are concerned. 

“ I now come to the question of tho Railways. When this question was 
raised before at the discussion early last week on the budget, the Hon’ble 
Mr. Qokhale was not entirely satisfied with the answer which was given to him 
by my Hou’ble friend tho President of the Railway Board. 1 cannot help 
thiul^g there was some misapprehension as to what fell from my Hon’ble 
friend. I listened myself very carefully to what he said, and I am quite sure ho 
had no intention whatever of conveying the idea that the door is barred to 
Indians to the higher appointments in the Hail ways. If I may say so, 1 think 
that the standard which has been applied is not a very sound one. The Hon’ble 
Mr. Mudholkar dealt with the question and gave us figures to show how small 
a number of Indians had reached the higher appointments. That undoubtedly 
is true; but it seems to me that if the door were really barred and it were deter¬ 
mined not to allow openings for Indians, it would have been impossible for 
them to have reached tho ]x>iut they have; it would have been imwssible, for 
instance, for the gentleman whose appointment is published to-^y in the 
papers, Mr. Eallia Ham, to have become the Deputy .Engineer-iu-Chief of a 
State Railway. And it is on a State Railway that this appointment has been 
made. As regards the Hallways leased to companies, the Government can only 
endeavour to influence the companies in the desired direction : they cannot 
compel them to employ Indians; and as regards the companies which own their 
linos they have no powers at all. It is important to note, as the Hon’ble 
Mr. Subba Rao himself minted out, that it is in those companies—the companies 
over which the State nas no control—that matters m this partioulu are 
worst. 

” A point which the Hon’ble Sir T. R. Wynne emphasised—and r^htl^, 
1 think, emphasised—was that a special characteristic of this question m 
connection with the railway is that he and the Railway Board are re^nsible 
for the safety of the railways. Effidenoy is greatly to be desirea in aU- 
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branches of Government service, but it must bo remembered that in the 
railways any measure of inefficiency means also the risk of endangering safety. 
It is tnerefore not so easy to try experiments of any kind there as it may bo 
in other services. I notice the Hon’blo Mr Golkhale said that if Indians were 
not fit for those higher posts, it was not their fault that they had not the neces¬ 
sary training and experience. I do not think that was quite a fair way of put¬ 
ting it. As the Hon^ble Mr. Madge pointed out, what wo have to consider is the 
' conditions as they are actually now, and if a man does not seem to be thoroughly 
qualified for a high and responsible post, especially in so serious a matter as 
railway administration, 1 do not think anybody could advocate that he should be 
put into it. Undoubtedly more opportunities are being given now, and I hope 
the effect of these opportunities will be that more Indians will receive the neces¬ 
sary training and will become efficient and wiU reach the higher posts.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Sybd Ali Imam : “ Sir, my task in addressing you in connec¬ 
tion with the debate that is before you is a simple one, for the simple reason that 
I do not represent any Department that has got largesses to dole out or offices 
to give away. Therefore I find that all I can say to the appeal that has been 
made by some of the non-official Members to Government to-day is that so 
tpx as I am concerned as a Member of the Government, I Avill give that appeal 
to the best of my ability the sympathetic cousidoration which it deserves.” 

The llon’ble Mb. Butleb : “ The Hon’ble Mr. Subba Eao, in 
the lucid and forcible speech with which ho introduced his motion, 
dwelt somewhat lightly on the position of the Provincial Educational 
Service, and this matter has received even more attention from the Hon’ble 
Mr. Gokhale and others. Well I am not in a position to make any 
statement now about the Provincial Educational Service, because the 
improvement of the prospects of that service is at the present moment under the 
consideration of the Government of India. I should like, how'over, to correct 
one small error under which the Hon’blo Mr. Subba Eao quite inadver¬ 
tently has fallen. Ho said that no Principalship of a Government 
college could bo held by an Indian. At the present moment a first class 
Government college at Eajshahi has an Indian professor as Principal, and 
I should like to add, with reference to another remark he made, that the 
Assistant Secretary in the new Education department, Kunwar Maharaj 
Sing, is an Indian. Ho has not taken >up his appointment yet, 
because he could not be spared by the Local Government, and he will join in 
Simla; but he is the first Assistant Secretary appointed to the Department. 
At the close of his speech the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale made some remarks about 
competitive examinations. I must not deal with those remarks at any length 
because they do not fall within my department; but I happen to have read 
in the newsp^ers of last week or the week before that there is a very strong 
demand in England now, which is headed by so able an educationist as 
P^fessor Sadler, for the appointment of a Boyal Commission to enquire into 
the question of the suitability of competitive examinations for selecting men 
for posts under Government. There is a strong reaction in England at the 
present moment against the system of recruitment for the public service by 
competitive examination. I do not think I need detaiu the Council any 
more; I cannot make any statement on the only subject of real interest to 
them.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Oabitlb : “ Bo far as regards the departments entrusted 
to my charge, comffiaints have been made of the state of things in the Survey 
and in the Public Works Departments. 

"So far as the Survey Department is concerned, as I have said on a pre* 
vious occasion, it must for obvious reasons continue to bo administered mainly 
by military officers. The question of the Provincial Service and the possibility 
of giving them higher appointments is now under consideration. I may add 
that in Colonel Burrard the Department has a head who may bo trusted to deal 
^mpathetically and justly with every class and race in the Survey Depart* 
. ment. 
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“ In the Public Works Department the whole question of the relations 
between the Imperial and Provincial Services is being dealt with, and I trust 
it may bo possible to arrive at some solution which will generally be recognized 
as just and totisfactory. 

“ So far as the ten per cent, limit on tbe appointment of Indians to the 
Imperial Service is conceriial, it is not easy at present to get that proportion of 
fully qualified Indians at home.” 

The Hon’ble Me. Eable ; " I must in the first place congratulate the 

Hon’ble Member on the wide and general terms in which ho has framed his 
resolution. I was afraid from the enquiries which ho liad at one time made 
from the Homo Department ~ and they were exceedingly numerous—that he 
intended to move that the Government of India should mako a definite pro* 
nouncement as to the line of action which they would take in regard to 
particular services. In that case it would have been rather difficult to have 
given a satisfactory reply. Inasmuch, however, as ho has couched his resolution 
Jn very wide and general terms, it is possible to indicate the general direction 
of the way in which the Government of India are prepared to move. 

“ I had intended to say a good deal about what we propose to be done in 
regard to the medical service, and particularly with regard to the development 
of an indopondent medical profession. I shall not do so, however, having regard 
to the lateness of the Iiour and to the fact that my friend the Hon’ble Surgeon 
General Lukis has already touched upon one of the points on which I had 
intended to speak. I may just mention, however, to the Council that the 
Government of India are taking a great interest in the development of 
an independent medical profession and that various questions in that connection 
have lately been referred to the Local Governments for consideration. The 
whole matter will bo considered during the current year and we shall perhaps 
be able to say something on the subject next year. 

“ As regards tlic question of the police service, which has been specially 
mentioned by the Hon’ble Member, I would note that the following sprstem of 
recruitment obtained between 1893—1906. A portion of the superior police 
force was recruited by a competifive examination in England, for which 
Europeans only were eligible; while the rest were selected in this country 
under a combined system of nomination and examination, to which Indians 
were also eligible. Then came the Police Commission’s Report of 1905, and 
their recommendation was that direct recruitment to the superior police should 
bo restricted to Europeans, tlie examination being held in England. This 
proposal was aecepted. Now, although Indians are not eligible for direct re* 
cruitment to tbe superior police force, deputy superintendents, who are recruited 
almost entirely from among Indians, and who form a service similar to the 
provincial civil service, can be promoted to the superior service up to, for the 
present, a limit of 6 per cent, of thb number of superintendents in a province. 
This works out at present to a total of 16 posts out of a total of 306. , 

“ The main question to be considered appears to be whether Indlaxis 
should ho admitted to the open competitive examination in England as th^ are 
in the Indian Civil Service and Indian Medical Service, in addition to makiug 
a certain number of po.sts available for promoted deputy superintendents. 
The question was carefully considered by the Police Commission in patU'^ 
graph 69 of their Report, and an adverse opinion was arrived at on the ground 
that recruitment in this country was the best system in the case of Indians 
recpiired for the police force. In view of the very recent re-organization of the 
police service, it is perhaps too early to re-consider the matter at present. We 
should watch the effect of tho new scheme for some time and see how the 
proposal to appoint deputy superintendents as superintendents turns out. The 
Government of India will be glad to see tho 6 per cent, of places which are now 
available for Indians occupied by deputy superintendents as soon as oircum- 
stancos allow. 

“ I will now turn to tlio case of Ihe Indian Civil Service and tho Provincial 
Service with which it is connected. The Indian Civil Service Act, 1861, 
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praotioally lays dowB -tiiat most of the impoi^nt appointments in the 
administration should be held by covenanted civil servants of the Crown, but, 
in special cases, persons other than covenanted civil servants could bo 
appointed to the posts referred to. Inasmuch, however, as the permissive 
sections of this Aot were not found in practice to be sufficiently favourable 
to Indians, the Government of India Act, 1870, was passed for tho special 
purpose of facilitating tho appointment of sudi persons to posts previously 
heltt by covenanted civil servants. This Act is, to use authoritetivo language, 

‘ the parliamentary remedy for any inconvenionco or injustice which 
Indians might be shown by experience to suffer through tho necessary adapta* 
tion of the examination in London to the convenience of home*born rather 
than of Indian competitors for the civil service.’ 

“ ^e first tangible fruit of tho Statute of 1870 was tho statutory rules 
of that year, which provided that a proportion of tho recruitment for posts in tho 
covenanted civil service up to a maximmi of one-sixth in each year (exclusive 
of military recruits for non-regulation provinces) should bo reserved for Indians 
appointed in this country. Altogether, between the years 1870 and 1889-1890, 
69 statutory civilians wore appointed. This system was abolished in the 
year last-named on the recommendation of the Public Service Commission, 
tho plan of nomination having failed ‘ in securing sufficient guarantee of 
ability and education in persons appointed under tho rules. Although it was 
considered that in most cases the nominations actually made liad btsm fairly 
satisfactory, it was generally felt that no antecedent guarantee existed of the 
fitness of the persons selected.’ 

“ As a result of the Public Service Commission’s report, a provincial 
civil service was constituted from the higher ranks of the previously existing 
subordinate executive and judicial services, and a proposal was made that one- 
sixth of the covenanted charges (excluding the proportion reserved for military 
officers) should bo removed from the cadre of the covenanted civil seiwico, 
and that those should be thenceforward open as a permanent arrangement 
to members of the provincial civil service. The covenanted civil service 
was thus to bo reduced to a corps d'elite, by limiting its numbers to what was 
necessary to fill the chief administrative appointments of th(} Goveriimont, and 
such a number of tho smaller appointments as would ensure a complete course 
of training for junior civilians. 

“ Tho Commission specifically recommended that 108 posts usually held 
by civilians should bo made available for provincial service officers. After, 
however, consulting Local Governments, the Government of India decided in 
1892 that the nmnber should be 93, this figure being considered as suitable to 
meet proximate reasonable requirements and to be worked up to after satisfy¬ 
ing the claims of officers already in the service. It was understood that there 
was to be no finality about the list. The list was to be subject to alteration and 
expansion from time to time according to varying circumstances. Tho system of 
listing posts was to be final, but it was contemplated that in course of time 
the proportion of one-sixth might possibly be exceeded. 

“ In this connection I would refer to tho remarks made by my Hon’ble friend 
Mr* Subba Rao in which he said that only district judgeships and collectorships 
are at present included in tho list of listed posts. That is perfectly true, but at 
the same time there is absolutely nothing to prevent any post being given to an 
Tu dinn. Thus, lately we have appointed an Indian as Gommi.ssioner at Lahore, 
and, if I am not mistaken, the brother of the Hon’ble Mr, Chitnavis is a Com¬ 
missioner in the Central Provinces. There is nothing to prevent the Government 
of India from appointing a Secretary to the Government of India from among 
the ranks of Indian officials if they think fit. I think that the Hon’ble 
Member was mistaken in what he said in this respect. 

“I wUl now show what has in fact been done to carry out the scheme. 
As above indicated, the scheme contemplated 93 posts being made available to 
pTOvindal service officers as soon as the claims of olficcrs already in the covenant¬ 
ed service allowed this to be done and duly qualified candidates were 
^forthoDming. Since that time the number of listed posts has increased from 
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93 to 102, while the Qtinaber of posts actually held by • statutory oiTiliaus or 
provincial service officers has increased from 66 to 92. Moreover, now that 
there are only 21 statutory civilians left, the large majority of these 92 posts, 
tu., 71, are held by provincial service officers. 

I will now explain that there is still a wide margin of posts available 
I ^service officers. At the present time (1911) the number of posts 
held by members of the Civil Service, excluding posts held in Burma by mili- 

tery officers, is 998. One-sixth of this number is 166—very nearly what 
Mr, Qokhale mentioned. I think he mentioned the figure 163. There is, there* 
iwe, a wide margin, 166 minus 102, or 63 posts, still left for Provincial Service 
officers. 


“ The question natmaUy arises at this stage how it is that the listing of 
posts has not been taken up more vigorously in the past. That is a perfectly 
legitimate criticism and question to put. In the first place, it must be 
remembered that the scheme was always considered to be an experimental 
one, ^d that the intention was that the maximum of one-sixth should 
only be worketl up to if the system proved successful, and, in order to 
enable a proper opinion to be formed on the subject, a considerable proba¬ 
tionary period was obviously required. In the next place, Burma and Assam 
■ considered ripe for the system of listing until recently (1906 and 

1907, respectively). Again, large additions to the Indian Civil Service 
cadre have in recent years been found necessary. Thus, in Burma and the 
Punjab j>4 new officers (22 in the former and 32 in the latter) have beeh 
recruited owing to the rapid development of those provinces. Next, the 
wo provinces of Bengal and Eastern Bengal and Assam, taken together, 
acc(mnt for an increase of 38 posts. Similarly, the creation of new districts 
in Madras accounts for 14 now posts, while the amalgamation of Berar 
with the Central Provinces and the decision to man the former in future 
roiu tlie Indian Cml Service accounts for 19 more posts. It must also be 
borne m mind that m 1893, after the decision to list 93 posts had been arrived 
at, the Government of India expressed their opinion that the European 
servK^ w^s at its mimmum strength and that no further reduction would be 
practicable for some years to come. 

“On the other hand, no systematic enquiry has been made in order to 

ascertom whether more’posts could be listed so as gradually to work up to the 
one-sixth proportion, as pro^sed by the Public Service Commission. R must 

eu,„iry,«a.uoh 

“The Hon’ble Member has advocated the holding of simultaneous 
and the giving of all the higher appointments in India by oom- 
^titiye examination only. I foar that the Government of India can give him

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“ Then there* are the very grave difficulties eonneckxl the personnel 
to be recruited. A fair pixxportiou of Europeans is, as alvt\nidy indicated, 
essential. What is equally important is that the recruitment of Indians should 
he such as to seciu’e that a fair proportion of the offices should he given to tlie 
various communities in India. Those results could not l)o secured under 
any system of simultaneous examination. I tfiink that for the present wo 
mast adhere to the present system. Then those Indians who are recruited in 
England will have been trained in the highest and host form of English educa¬ 
tion, and will, in the words of Lord Macaulay, ‘ ejitor the service in the best 
qnd most honourable Avay.* Oji the other hand, Indians recruited in India, 
as at present, by a system of careful and cautious selection and ])y ])roinotion 
according to tried ability will, in the words of the Duke of Argyll, he recruited 
‘ by a competitive examination of tlie best kind.’ 

“ The Hon’ble Member has referred to tlie fact that the open conipeti- 
tion in England has not produced results favourable to Indian competitors. 
It is true that the numher of successes have not been large —5 per cent, of the 
total. Much better results might, however, have been secured if tlnn'e had 
not been a large falling oil in the numher of Indian comj)etitors in’ recent 
years. Why this has l)eeri the case, the IIoiri)lo Member probahlv can tell 
better than I can. In any case a low percentage of success is not a surticumt 
reason for subverting a good working system, though it might he. a good n'ason 
for taking up the investigation wliich I liave already suggested as to whetluT 
we cannot noAV work up to tin? full proportion of one-sixth of lisltx! j)osls, as 
recommended by the Public Service Commissioii. In this coniiection 1 might 
note, for the information of the Hon'hie Member, that, wliereas in 188(5, 
when the Commission Avas appointed, there w(5ro only 12 Indians in the Civil 
gorvice, there arc now (51.. ^ 

“ As a matter of, general interest, the Hon’l)le Mover of the rt.solu- 
tion may he glad to know that consid(n*ahle progress is being niiidi'. in 
respect of the appointment of Indians to posts carrying a salary of K1,000 and 
over. It Avas pointed out in the budget debate of 11101-05 tliat in 1807, 
out of a total of 018 such appointments, 12 were filled by Indians, all 
Hindus, or a porcontage of 2 ; Avlioreas in 11)03, out of 1,370 such ai)poiutm(nits, 
71 Averc filled by Hindus and 21 by Muliammadans, the percontag(‘ of posts 
held by Indians being therefore 7. The present positioji is that in 1010, out 
of 1,882 such appointments, 131 Avero held by lliiulus and 27 by Muham¬ 
madans, the percentage of posts held by Indians being therefore 8*0. 

“ I cannot help thinking, both from Avhat the Uon’ble Mover lias said 
to-day and from remarks which he has let fall to me from time to time, that 
Avhat he is chiefly concerned about is the status of the provincial civil service. 
Ho would like to see the status of that service, or at any rale of those ineinhers of 
the service who attain to listed posts, improv^ed. lie has given no clear indica¬ 
tion as to what he Avishes; but, in referring the question of listing ])osts to Local 
Governments, the matter will be borne in mind. 

* - V* In conclusion, I may say that the Government of India will readily 

refer to Local Governments in order to see hoAV far it is uoav practicable to workup 
the recommendation of the Public Service Commission. They do not, however,, 
tliink that for this T)urix)se the appointment of a Cominissiou is called for. 
It must be remembered that the Public Service (Jommission Avas appointed only 
Svhen, after two years of discussion, it was found impossible to urriA e at a 
satisfactory solution of the questions involved. No such nec(^ssity now exists, 
os the question to be decided is a simple one, namely, io asccHain from Local 
Governments how many more posts can be listed up to the m.ixiiiiujii of one- 
sixth. The appointment of a Commission AA'^ould mcncly mean Avastc of tiim? and 
labour. If the Goverumeut of India is left to take aetio]i of tboir own accord, 
much progress might ho made within the course of tliis very year. Gn the other 
hand, if a Commission were appointed, avc could not expect to sec the residt of 
its labours for at least a year or eighteen months, and then there Avonld he a 
fiu’thcr great delay in consulting Local Goveruiuents. The Govenimeiit of 
India are fully alive to the imixirtance of associating Indians in the admiuis- 
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tratioivof the country, and, as I have explained, the subject is one which has 
constantly engaged their attention.” 

The Hon’blo Mr. Subba Rao : ” Sir, I have listened with much interest to 
the sympathetic speeches that have fallen from the Hon’ble Members opposite, 
who are in charge of the diflEerent departments of Government. I am glad to 
Inmr that their earnest desire is to associate Indians more largely in the govern¬ 
ment of the country. But I have to express my regret that the way in which 
it is proposed that Indians should bo associated more largely with the govern- 
luent of the coiintry is to be on the old lines. We know that under the Statute 
of 1870 lists were drawn up on the recommendations of the Public Service 
Commission, based on the rule that one-sixth of the appointments reserved for 
the Indian Civil Service should be given to the members of the Provincial 
Serv ice. Hitherto the number of ai)pointment8 which listed was only 102, and, if 
that pi*oportion has to be worked up to, it will come to something like 166. It is 
stated now by the Hon’ble Mr. Earle that it will be the endeavour of the 
Government to work up to that proportion. 

“ All this means that there is to be the Provincial Service and members 
from that service will be selected according to their ability to fill the posts 
which will be listed to make up the proportion. In fact, if the old plan is 
continued, 1 do not see a way out of the difficulty Avhich has been created by the 
rocommeiidations of the Public Service Commission and the orders thereon. 
Though w(^ are glad to learn that an enquiry w’^ould be made to list more posts 
for the members of the Provincial Service, I regret to say that so long as the 
present system continues, there cannot be any real contentment in the country, 
because a tine of demarcation is drawn between the two services and the stigma 
of inftndority is attached to the members of the Provincial Service. The 
Hon’blo Mr. Earlo pointed out that there was no finality with regard to 
the lists already drawn up. I quite admit that the lists might bo modified or 
enlarged from time to time, but what I have been pressing upon the attention 
of the Council is that so long as the present orders are there, you have to go up 
to the Secretary of State to modify them if you want to list certain places. The 
matter was ixrrangod rather in a peculiar way. Certain principles were laid down for 
listing the places^ then the Government of India, apparently with the sanction 
of the Secretary of Slate, in April 1892 fixed the places that should be listed; 
and then in November published the rules under the Statute of 1870 and 
authorised Local Governments to notify in the official Gazette the listed places 
to which they might appoint members of the Provincial Service. I quoted a 
passage from the Government of India Despatcli of August 1892 to show that 
this scheme Avas intended to bo a final settlement of the claims of the Indians 
for higher employment. I shall, however, accept the statement of the 
Hoii’blo Mr. Earle that the lists as framed are not final and may be 
modified by the Government of India or by the Local Government. In this 
connection I shall di’aw the attention of the Council to the resolution brought 
in the Madras Legislative Council by the Hon’ble Mr. liaghunatha Itao 
that the Madras Government might be pleased to appoint an Indian to the 
Board of Revenue. The answer given by tlie Hon’ble Mr. Hammick^on 
behalf of the Government of Madras was to this effect: ‘ avc are powerless; we 
cannot do anything; it is the Secretary of State, under the Statute, that can 
make the appointment.’ So the resolution Avas withdrawn since the Madras 
Government confessed its inability to make the apjx)intment under the present 
rules. Therefore, as far as I can see, the rules and orders issued on the subject 
seem to direct ‘ thus far you shall go and no further.’ And this has been going 
on from the year 1892 Avithout any change. 

“ Now, the Hon’ble Mr. Earle, to show that the lists are not final, 
said: ‘ We have recently given the appointment of a Commissioner in 

the Punjab to an Indian; we have also given another appointment like that in 
the Central Provinces.’ I may point out that those appointments were not made 
under the Statute of 1870. The Statute of 1870 applies only to the regulation 
proAduccs and the Government of India were authorised to fmme rules under 
the Statute with regard to the regulation provinces only. But so far as 
non-regulation provinces were concerned, the Government of India were 
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at perfect liberty to appoint anybody they pleased to any post they liked, under 
exeoutivo orders. Consequently the rules as framed have no application 
whatoyer to the non-regulation provinces, and the appointments made 
in the Punjab and in the Central Provinces had nothing to do with the 
rules framed under the Statute of 1870. I was, therefore, perfectly correct in 
stating that the Government of India, so far as the nigulation provinctw were 
concerned, had to go by the rules framed under the Statute, and for the time 
being the rrdes and orders issued on the subject aro (binding upon the Govern¬ 
ment of In^ and the Local Governments. 

“ Sir, it is unnecessary in connection with this resolution to discuss the 

J uestion of the propriety of holding simultaneous examinations in England and 
ndia and the conditions under which they should be held here. It is a very 
large question, and a bulky volume was sent up by the Government of India on 
this subject to the Secretary of State in 1893 I hope shortly it would form tho 
subject of a resolution when the Hon’blo Member opposite may defend tho posi¬ 
tion which he has taken up at this meeting. The suggestion which I have 
made is that if simultaneous examinations in both countries are not feasible, 
examinations of equally high standards, limited to nominated candidates from 
the whole of India, might bo held hero. This is a suggestion Avhich I liaA^e 
made for the consideration of tho proposed Commission, 

* “ Now, the Hon’blo Mr. Earle has said that no particular suggestion has been 

made with regard to the removing of tho stigma of inferiority attaching to tho 
Provincial Service. I am glad to learn that the Government of India proposes 
to make an enquiry into tho matter and that this is one of tho special points that 
will be considered. Wo shall of course wait for the result of tlui enquiry pro¬ 
posed to bo made by tho Government of India, and I shall not at this meeting 
press this resolution. Let them make the enquiry by all means.' Let them 
refer this question to the Local Governments as to how the present discontent 
which is caused by the diUerentiation of the two Services can be removed. I 
have made my suggestion that the only way to remove the stigma and do 
justice is by having examinations in both countries. We have Avaited foi* 
a good long time and we shall wait till the Government makes full enquiry 
into this matter. I am sure the conclusion which they would come to, if 
really they want to remove the stigma, Avould be to have some kind of 
competitive examination in this country as well as in England. 

“ I do not propose to refer to the speeches made by tho otlier Hon’blo 
Members opposite. It is enough for the present that tho Government has 
promised to make an enquiry on the subject. I have a good deal to say as 
regards the Police, the Survey and other Departments. I hope avo shall bring 
up a resolution Avith regard to each Department, when each Department can 
be considered on its merits. It is not fair that avo should now discuss the details 
of each Department in connection Avith this resolution. I reserve that question 
for the present. We must first settle the main principles. In conclusion, I 
beg permission. Sir, to allow mo to withdraw this rc olution Avith liberty to 
bring it forward next year, when. I hope we shall be in a better jwsition to 
d^ with this resolution. The Hon’blo Mr. Earle says that if a Commission 
is appointed, it will take a lot of time, whereas the Government of India Avill 
finish the business in no time. That is certainly true, if time is the only 
consideration. We shall gladly wait for some more months and I hope the 
result of the enquiry will be satisfactory.” 

The resolution was withdrawn. 

The Oouncil adjourned to Monday, the 20th March 1911.

in oaeli cmscv, wliieJi was aslciid for by tlie llon’ble Sir Sassoon David at tho 
meeting held on the 31st January 1911. 

The Ilou’ble Sir Sassoon Daamo: “ My Lord, may I ask leave to put 
a supplementaiy qiuistion on the statement laid on the table? 

His Excidlency: “ Yes.’* 

Th(‘. Iloii’ble Sir Sassoon David : “ In view of the disparity shown by 

the pcrcontagos allowed in diltcront provinces, will Government be pleased 
to consider ttie desirability of adopting unirorm ratios for depreciation on 
maehiiKTy nnd buildings in ascertaining the not profits of faetories for income- 
tax purposes and a uniform melliod of estimating capital cost in all pro¬ 
vinces!*^’

QTJIJSTIONS AND ANSWEItS. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya asked 

“ }Tt»s (lie aHeiition of Govormneiit hocn drawn to the following passage 
in the Presidential address of Mr. R. N. Mukerji at tho last session of the 
Indian Industrial Conference:— 

‘ T)ie GovoDiment of India issued bn the 29th of October last a. revised 
rule for (lie supply of articles for pubUc service. It says:—“When serious 
inconvenience to the public service would bo caused by waiting to obtain an 
article from JiiigJand through the Director General of Stores, or when, owing to 
the greater promptitude of supply, an economy can be effected by purchasing 
in India articles which, under the foregoing rule, should be obtawed through 
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the Stores Department, the purchase may be made in India, subject to rule 13; 
provided that the articles are already in India at the time of order; but in suob 
cases, if the value of the article exceed Rs. 50, the sanctioning officer should 
place on record the reasons which make the local purchase desirable. This 
record shall bo available for the inspection oU the Examiner of Accounts or the 
Supervising Officer when required.” When we read through the above order 
carefully, we note that it begins with the qualification, that when a aeriotM 
inconvenience (the word serious is important) would be caused; and it goes on 
to say" that when an economy can bo effected by purchasing in India, and con- 
' eludes by saying that when the value of the articles exceeds Rs. 50, the sane* 
tionii^ officer should place on record the reasons which make the local pur* 
chase desirable.’ 

“ Is the Government disposed to make a suitable revision of the said rule in 
the interests of manufacturers and mercliants in India P ” 

The Hou’ble Mr- Clark replied 

“ The Government of India have seen a report of Mr. Mukerji’s Presi¬ 
dential address to which the Hon’ble Member refers. 

V 

“ The revised rules for the supply of articles for the public service were 
_ issued in July 1009, with a Re.solution of the Government of India fully 
" explaining their application. Rule 6 was merely corrected in October last so as 
to remove a possible ambiguity in its wording. But this correction did not 
atfect the application of the rule in any way. 

“ The rule permits the relaxation of the general prescription that imported 
stores should be obtained through the agency of the Director General of Stores 
in England. It has no reference to articles manufactured in India, which 
are governed by ruhis 1 and 2 of the Stores Rules, providing that preference 
shall always be given to articles of Indian manufacture when the quality 
is satisfactory and the price not unfavourable. The interests of the Indian 
manufacturer are not therefore affected. 

” As regai'ds the interests of merchants who deal in imported stores, the now 
Stores Rules are more liberal than the Rules tlmy replaced. Economy on the 
ground of greater promptitude of supply is allowed as an additional rtmson for 
purchasing in India. And rule 3 (a) permits articles to be bought in the 
local market when they are in India at tlio time of the order and when the 
cost of supply does not exceed the limits prescribed by rule 13.” 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madau Mohan Malaviya asked 

“ (a) Has the attention of Government been drawn to the remarks of 
Mr. 11. N. Mukerji in his Presidential address at the last Indian Industrial Con¬ 
ference in regard to the competition of Indian and Russian mangano.so ore in 
the European markets, and the decline of the exports of manganese from India 
and increase of the same from Russia owing to the reduced transport charges 
sanctioned by the Russian Government with the object of fostering and helping 
the trade P 

“ Are the facts as stated by Mr. Mukerji correct? If so, will the Govern¬ 
ment be pleased to say whether they will consider if India may be enabled to 
retain some portion of tho trade by redaction of the railway freight from the 
mines to the port ? Is it a fact that such a reduction would not involve any los s 
to the Railway concerned inasmuch as ‘a large portion of the wagons now 
returning empty, particularly on the Bongal-Xagpur Railway, would then be 
carrying manganese ? ” 

The Honnble Sir T. E- Wynne replied 

” The attention of Government has been drawn to the remarks made l»y 
Mr. R. N. Mukerji, in his Presidential address at the last Indian Industrial 
Conference, in regard to the competition of Indian and Russian manganese ore 
‘in the European markets. 
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“Mr. Mukerji’s statement that Indian exports of manganese have declined 
and that Bussian manganese exports have increased, owing to reduced charges 
sanctioned by the Bussian Government for railway transport, is not borne out 
by the official returns of Indian and Bussian export trade. These show that 
there has been a very large increase in the export of Indian as well as of 
Bussian manganese since 1908, which was a year of yory marked depression in 
the steel trade. The average quantities exported each month during the last 
three years arc as follows:—

Both the Indian and Bussian ores have now recovered from the depression 
of 1908. Bussian ore, being high in phosphorus, is largely in demand for the 
German market, as steel manufacturers there largely employ the basic process, 
whereas in tlie United Kingdom and United States, where tlie acid process is 
more largely used, the purer ores of Brazil and India are preferred. The 
German steel trade recovered more quickly from the depression of 1908 than 
did the trade of the United States, which is still somewhat depressed, or tho 
trade of tho United Kingdom, where recovery was retarded by the strikes which 
occurred during 1909. Consequently the recovery of tho Bussian manganese 
trade has been more rapid than in the case of the Indian industry. There is no 
evidence to show that up to the oud of 1910 any reduction in rates had been 
made for the carriage of manganese on Bussian railways. 

“ As regards the latter part of tlie question, 1 may point out that tho rail¬ 
way rate at which manganese is carried is the lowest 2 iermissib]o for any com¬ 
modity, except coal, and that at this rate the export of manganese from India 
has risen from 134,<j00 tons in 1900 to 600,000 tons in 1910. I would further 
point out that there are many tvansadions, besides railway transport, connected 
with the manganese export trade, such as the quarrying of tho ore, tho carting to 
the railway, handling at the port and sea freight, which would seem to offer a 
field within which economy in cost of production and transjiort ‘might be exer¬ 
cised. 

“ As at jiresent advised, the Government of India do not consider that a case 
has been made out which would justify them in endeavouring to secure the 
concurrence of the railways concerned to a reduction in the rates they are now 
charging.” • 

The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale asked 

“ (a) Has the Government received any information regarding the new 
proposals of tho Union Ministry in South Africa for dealing with the question 
of British Indians in that sub-continent, and specially in the Transvaal ? 

“ (A) If so, will Government he pleased to lay such information on the 
table?” 

The Hon’ble Hr. Clark replied 

‘‘ The Government of India have received tho draft of a Bill for r^ulating 
immigration into South Africa. The Bill* is laid upon the table. 

“ The Government of India have further been informed that clause 6 of the 
Bill, which defines persons not deemed to be prohibited immigtants, is intended 
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to araly only to immigmnts and not to persona domiciled or legally resident in 
the union of South Africa, whose rights in the case of Asiatics are regulated 
by other laws which have not been repealed in the Bill. ” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Chitnavis asked 

“Has the recommendation for the consolidation of land-revenue and 
cesses in the Punjab, contained iix paragraph 10 of the Settlement Commissioner 
Mr. J. Wilson’s note of 30th November 1900, on Mr. R. C. Butt’s letters on 
, the Indian Land-revenue System, been considei-cd by Government, and what 
decision, if any, has been come to ? ” 

The Hon’ble Mr- Carlyle replied 

“ The recommendation in question was that the demand for land-revenue 
and cessas in the Punjab should be lumped together and assessed on the land- 
revenue in one sum, the total proceeds for each district being allotted in fl.xed 
proportions by one annual calculation at headquarters to the different heads of 
expenditure. The propc^sal was carried out in a sliglitly modified form on the 
Jhelum Canal, but there are account difficulties connected with the scheme, 
and the Local Governmeiit has not proposed its extension elsewhere. Purther 
complications have since boon introduced by the remission of the famine and 
patwari cesses, and by the proposal of tbc Becentralization Commission that 
' district boards should have power to alter the district cess from tinjo to time. 
The Government of India have accordingly taken no further steps in connec¬ 
tion with the recommendation made by Sir James Wilson.” 

The Hon’ble Nawab Saiyid Muhammad Sahib Bahadur asked 

“ (a) Will the Government be pleased to state whether a report of the 
administration of the Muhammadan charitable and religious endowments now 
under Government management in the different Provinces was published at 
any time ? 

“ (6) Will the Government be jdeased to state whether they intend to direct 
the Local Governments concerned to publish annual reports of the manage¬ 
ment of such institutions regularly for general information ? ” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Jenkins replied 

“ The Hon’ble Member is no doubt aware that some Muhammadan 
charitable endowments have been vested in the Treasurers of Charitable 
Endowments, and that in those cases the Treasurers concerned are required 
by section 9 of Act VI of 1890 to publish annually lists of the propjrties vested 
in them and abstracts of accounts. 

“ The Hon’ble Member is also no doubt aware that, generally speaking 
Government is debarred by the provisions of Act XX of 13C3 from the 
management of religious endowments. The Government of India have no 
information as to rvhether any reports on Muhammadan religious and chari¬ 
table endowments under Government management are published by, or under 
the orders of, .the Local Governments, but they will make enquiry on 
the subject, and ask the Local Governments to consider whether it is or is 
not desirable that annual reports should be published in future, in cases in 
which they are not published at present.” 

The Hon’ble Manng Bah Too asked 

“Will the Government bo pleased to give the details of the [cfilciilations of 
the Accountant General of Burma upon which Sir Hugh Barnes in a speech 
delivered in February 1905 based his statement that the year 1901-1906 was the 
first in which Burma paid its own way. 

The Hoh’ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Vifilson replied 

“ I will lay the return asked for.” 
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PREVENTION OP SEDITIOUS MEETINGS BILL. 

The Hon’ble Jenkins ; “ I jirosent the Report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to consolidate and amend the law relating to the prevention o 
public meetings likely to promote sedition or to cause a disturbance of public 
tranquillity, f 

“The only chajige of importance made in the Select Committee is in clause 
1, sub-clause (2). It was recognised that many of the provinces are not homo¬ 
genous and consist of parts in which sometimes conditions differ very widely. 
It was therefore thouglit proper that Government should be able to extend the 
-.Vet to any [)art of a province and not be compelled, if the Act were extended 
at all, to apply it to the whole of a province. I think it will generally be 
admitted that this amondment is a very proper one. 

“ The other amendments are of no grt^at importance. In clause Ii, sub- 
claiuse (2), Ave have limited the grade of jjoliee-officei-s who may be directed to 
iittend pulilic meetings, to police-officers not below the rank of head 
(?onstables ; and in clauses 8 we have provided tliat olTonces under the projwsed 
Act should be trialde only hy a Presidency Magistrate, Magistrate of the Pirst 
Class, or Sub-Divisional Magistrate. 

“ I move Your Lordship to susi)end the Rules of Business.’’ 

His Excellency the Piiesiuent : “ I declare the Rules suspended.” 

The Hon’ble Mil. Jenkins : “ I now move that the Report be taken into 
consideration.” 

The Hon’ble Mil. Mudholkah : “ My Lord, I regret the resolve of 
Government to place tiui Seditious Meetings Act permanently on the Statute- 
book of the cf>untry. My rcgrel; is all the greater because the form in which 
the measure is now brought shows beyond question the desire and the anxiety 
of Your Lordshij) and of the Members of the Government to conciliate public 
opinion. I recognise that the new Bill leaves out two of the most objection¬ 
able and generally assailed provisions of the Act of 1907. It was round tlic 
presumption contained in clause 3 of scidioii 3 of that Act and tlie words 
‘ j)olitical subject ’ in section I that tlie battle raged most fiercely. Dr. 
Rash Bchari Ghosc and Mr. Goklialc urged that it was contrary to the prin¬ 
ciples of sound jurisprudence and opposed to the genius of British law to pre¬ 
sume that a meeting of more than tweril y persons was a public meeting, and that 
the burden of proving the contrary lay on those who asserted it. Sir Harvey 
Adamson said that the Government refused to yield on the point, for the pre¬ 
sumption was vital to the measure. Your Lordsliip’s Government have 
abandoned that position and conceded the principle, which Dr. Rash Behari 
Ghose contended for, that the Crown must make out all the elements necessary 
to establish an offence and ought not to he permitted to start with a presump¬ 
tion. Similarly, section 4 and the subsequent sections laid a ban on every 
meeting for the discussion of a political subject, similar to that devised 
for those likely to promote salition or to lead to a breach of the peac^. 
Against that principio a vigorous stand was made, but the Government would 
not yield. In removing these two provisions, so strongly opposed, Your 
Lordship’s Government has made a graceful concession to public opinion. 
The power given to the police has also been taken away, A fourth very 
important change is that, before proclaiming an area, it is not only the judg¬ 
ment of a Local Government that will be applied but that of the Government 
of India also will have to bo brought under requisition. I quite see that, before 
moving the Government of India, a Local Government will carefully consider 
whether it has got a case which Avould stand the close scrutiny which the 
Governor General and litembers of the Council will bring to bear upon it. This 
is not a small improvement—no trivial (ffiange. It supplies an additional check 
upon hasty action and local prejudices. Mv Lord, I have set out at some 
length the nature of the large concessions made hy the new Bill. I have done 
so from two reasons : one, to make it clear to Government and to Hon’ble 
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Membow who hold Views different from mine, that my inability to apiproro of 
<he proposed legislation is not due to an imperfect knowledgje of its provisions or 
insufficient realization of its good points. The other reason is to show to my own 
countrymen that even if the Bill is passed into law, this now law will bo a 
oon^erably milder measure than the one which it replaces. I do not undeKtand, 
my Lord, that disposition shown in some quarters to belittle and minimise the 
value and importance of the alterations made by the Government. This belit¬ 
tling comes from the supporters of the Bill. If it had come fi-om persons who 
.disapprove of it, it would have been perfectly intelligible. Be the reason what 
it may and let others say what they may, to me and to manjf persons with 
whom I had discussions—and there have been numerous discussions, my 
Lord, carried on with the sole object of arriving at a proper judgment on a 
matter surrounded with difficulties—^it has appeared to me and to the nnmerous 
informed and thoughtful Indians with whom I have discussed that in pre¬ 
paring this Bill the Government have gone a great way to remove the most 
objectionable features of the old law. 

" We appreciate the solid nature of the concessions and gladly and gratefully 
acknowledge the conciliatory spirit which actuates Your Lorosbip’s Govern¬ 
ment. 

. “ Having admitted all that can bo said about the Bill being qn improve 

ment on the old law which is about to expire, I still am unable to assent to 
its principle, to the policy, that is, of placing a law of the kind permanently on 
the Statute-book. It is admittedly and avowedly a mensurt' of an oxec'ptioiial 
character. The enactment of the now expiring law was demanded on the ground 
that on utterly unlocked for, exceptional state of things bad arisen which 
could not bo met by the ordinary law of the land but could only bo met by 
exceptionally strong measures. Some of the Local Governments explicitly 
admit that with the disappearance and cessation of the spirit of tmdiulenee 
and hostility to Government which has manifested itself in certain quarters in 
some provinces, the neefl for keeping the Act in operation will also ci'ase. 
There seems to me therefore an iuconsistonoy between the grounds on which 
legislation like the present, avowedly of an exceptional character, is asked and 
the demand for giving it a pormanent place in our legal onaotmonis 

“ Admitting (what I never denied) that tluw had arisen a most deplorable 
state of tilings in several areas and towns, the very fact that it was unlike any¬ 
thing which had been known justified at the best the enactment of a temporary 
measure if the powers conferred by the Penal Code, the Criminal Procedure 
Oode and the Police Laws were shown inailequate to put down this state of 
tMngs. A pormanent law was even then not called for and was not enacted. 
It is now conceded on all bands that during the last two years an immonso 
improvement has taken place. Under these cireumstaneos it is clearly acasi' of 
non aequitur to demand that the exceptional law should now become a perma- 
^nent feature of our legal system. 

• 

" There is, my Lord, another consideration which I would urge. The law 
of 1907 was at first demanded as a permanent addition to! he (Joverii merit’s 
legal armoury. It wason the representation of tho public ouaefed lor tliieo years 
only. The wisdom of that course is amply justified by tho important alleiatioiis 
that have been made. My Lord, there is tho strongest ni'cessity lor not 
giving this exceptional legislation a permanent form. Things which wore 
oon^ered vital have been abandoned. Indeed, we are told that they wore 
not of any importance, and that it mattered littto whether they wore 
or were not in. the Act. Police interference has been cut down and a 
nowerful check imposed on the action of tho Local Government. Is it 
likely that these great (hanges would have been made but for the obligation 
which lay on Govemmmit to teconsideT and weigh tho whole situation? It 
Tour Lorddim’s Gtovetnment—and tho personnel of the present Oovcrnmenf 
is entirely difrerent from that of 1907— felt it their duty to revise the action of 
their preoeceesois, will Your Lordship and the Members of your Council take it 
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upon themselves to render the ta^ of your snocessora less easy ? Of those nrho 
took part in the deliberations of that memorable day, the 1st of November 1907, 
there are in this Ooundl only His Honour Sir Edward Baker and the Hon’ble 
Mr. Gokhale. The present measure has come before an almost entirely netr 
Legislative Oounoil. This fact iq no small measure accounts for the facility 
with which improvements have been made and accepted. The same op;^r- 
tunity that we had may well be accorded to our successors. There is consider¬ 
able likelihood that Hiey will as freely revise our Act as we are doing that of 
our predecessors. 


“ Assuming that exceptional legislation is needed to meet the exceptional 
circumstances which have arisen, both a priori considerations and our own 
experience counsel only a temporary measure. 

** I would, however, seriously ui^e it upon Government and the Council 
whether any legislation of an exceptional character was and is 
demanded. I am in complete accord with the view of Government 
that the maintenance of law and order is the first duty of a Government, and 
when these became jeopardised in some parts of the country it was necessary 
to take vigorous action for the suppression and removal of sedition and turbu¬ 
lence. Now, my Lord, that this has been accomplished to a groat extent, 
we are in a position to find out how much of this improvement was due to the 
Seditious Meetings Act of 1907 and the Ordinance which prewded it. Now, 
the Ordinance had operation only in Eastern Bengal and the Punjab, while till the 
14th of January 1910 the Act never came into operation in any province except 
Eastern Bengal and Assam and the District of Backergunge was the only 
area proclaimed. My Lord, though on account of that deplorable occurrence, 
the murder of Mr. Jackson (a man for whom the people of Nasik entertained 
respect and personal regard), a notification extending the operation of the 
Seditious Meetings Act was issued on the date just mentioned, the general state 
of the country—aye, even of Eastern Bengal and Assam—had greatly improved. 
Speaking 11 days later on that greatly historic occasion when the newly censti- 
tuted Imperial Council met for the first time. Lord Minto, towards the cl^ 
of his speech welcoming them, said : * But, gentlemen, though I have no wish 
to disguise from you the anxieties of the moment, I do not for an instant admit 
that the necessity of ruthlessly eradicating a great evil from our midst should 
throw more than a passing shadow over the general political situation in India. 
I believe that situation to be better than it was five years ago.’ 

“ Except a few districts in Eastern Bengal and Assam and one district in 
the Punjab, no area was proclaimed. In Bombay the notification putting the 
Act into operation has been withdrawn. It is allowed on all bands that the 
general situation during the last twelve months has greatly improved still further. 
But this result cannot be claimed to be due to the Act as it existed only 
on paper in all except four or five districts. The Local Governments had te 
take action for checking sedition and unruliness; but this was done by putting 
in force the powers which exist under the Criminal Procedure Code, the Police 
Laws and the Penal Code. I do not wish to state over again what I pointed out 
to this Council in some detail in August last when the Continuing Bill was 
under consideration. I then showed how by instituting procee^gs under 
these laws not only were offenders brought to punishment, but meetings 
coneadered improper were prohibited and associations deemed undesirable 
dissolved. In other words, the condition of things which this measure 
and its predecessor the Act of 1907 aim to establish was established 
in most provinces and districts with the help of the general law 
only. This result was in no small measure facilitated by the action of the 
Government in introducing its beneficent measures of reform. In the case 
of numerous persons the apparent proneness to listen to the extremist 
propaganda was due to the despair th^ felt of obtaining a cooperation of the 
legitimate demands of the people. This attitude of mind is of course not 
defensible. But the point to note is that immediately the refonn proposals 
came witMn sight of fruition the bulk of the persomi whose attitede ha4 
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generated doubts in the minds of the authorities about their loyalty resumed 
their normal relations with the Gorernment and local officers. 

“ My Lord, it is not fair to the Government or to the people as a whole to 
attribute to the Act of 1907 a merit and efficacy which cannot be 
justly daimed for it. We want peace and qiiiet aiid omer. We want that 
the relations between the people and the representatives of Government—- 
Imperial, Provincial and Local—should bo not only smooth but cordial and 
animated by mutual respect and confidence. Abnormal developments did 
threaten these at one time. Fortunately the disturbing factors have to a 
large extent been brought under control. My honest conviction is that the 
restoration of normal relations is due not to the special law of 1907 but to a 
number of caxises not the least potent of which are the Reform measmre and 
f^e gradual development of a sympathetic poUqy during the last four years. 

“ My Lord, this Bill, to consolidate and amend the law relating to the pre¬ 
vention of public meetings likely to promote sedition or to cause a disturbance 
of the public tranquillity, is, after all the work that England has done in 
India, a slur as much upon the Government as upon the people. Even as a 
temporary measure it would have created an entirely wrong and unjustifiable 
impression about both. As a permanent addition to our Statute-book it 
must bo ever a source of pain and humiliation to us. I deprecate this 
legislation and would ask Government to desist even at this hour and to lot 
the world know that the British Government can maintain its faith in tlic 
ordinary law even though a few mad men may be causing disturbance. 

“ My Lord, this is how I feci on the question of principle. I recognise, 
however, the peculiar position of the British Government in India. I also 
realise that the activities of the revolutionary party, though largely suppressed, 
have not completely ceased. We cannot .shut out from ourselves the 
possibility of toe fiame blazing up again. And though I think that the 
ordinary law is quite powerful enough to put it down, I would acquiesce in the 
maintenance of a law like that proposed for a few years as a further precau¬ 
tionary measure. In three or four years, my Lord, even such tension as 
exists may have disappeared, and nobody will tnen feel toe need of a Seditious 
Meetings Act.” 


The Hon'blo Me, Dadabhoy : “ My Lord, too Bill before us is a consider¬ 
able improvement upon the existing Act. Important modifications have been 
made in the language, with the result that most of the arguments advanced 
against it in 1907 and 1910 have become pointless. Almost all the objection¬ 
able features have been removed, we all believe, under the beneficent infiuence 
of Your Excellency. .1 for one do not doubt that, were it advantageous, the 
measure would have undeigone still greater change for the better. The Bill, 
as it now stands, is much milder than the Act it is intended to replace. 
Substantial concessions have been made to popular opinion ; safeguards against 
oppressive enforcement of the Act have been provided. These facts compel our 
support to the Bill. The deference shown to public opinion by Government 
notf is an earnest of that mli(^ of conciliation and sympathy which Your 
Excellency has so generouriy promised to follow in the admimstration of this 
oountiy. 

“ wese are considerations which have infiuenced my decision on this occa¬ 
sion, and have induced me to support the Bill. My Lord, it is not with a 
light heart that I have approached the subject. The possibility of Government 
bringing forward a firem Seditioiu Meotix^ Bill during this session has 
in^ired in mo many an anxious thought as to the course I should adopt in the 
emergency. T^ Act, as it now stan^, has very little to recommend it. It 
^vw to the police arbitrary and unlimited powers of interference with the 
needom of speech whi^ is one of the elementary rights of British citizenship, 
and wlrich we ^ value. Had I therefore been in Council in 1907 and had not 
siekness prevented me from attending the session at Simla in 1910,1 could not 
but hAve oppcHcd it. . But the transformation it has undergone in Your 
Exodlleiuy Voar^ul hands has agreeably surprised the country, and I do not 
feri myself free to persist in an opposition which, bating the question of 
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pormanonoy, has become groundless ia the altered mroninBtanoes, and whidw 
to mind, will be an ungenerous response to the Government's i^mt of 
oonciliation. 

'* My Lord, notwithstanding commendable improvemonti the Bill has one 
disagreeable feature absent from* the existing Act. There is much to be said 
for the view that such a restrictive measure should not have a permanent plaoe 
on tlie Statute-book. I am not sure that the proposal will command the 
support of many people otherwise willing to co-operate with Government even 
in tlie matter of repressive legislation. I myself have accepted the change 
with some hesitation. Thu necessity is not onvious. But two considerations 
liavo persuaded me to support the proposal. I have been impressed with 
the fact that legislation, meant only for a small section of irrecondleable dtizena, 
should not Ik) allowed to shock periodically the susceptibilities of that large body 
of loyal Indians who, with their tropical emotionalism, are apt to take a wrong 
perspective of the situation and to suspect that their cherished rights are being 
lilchctl by an unsympathetic Govermnent. It has been pointed out repeatedly 
that the very existence of even such a stringent Act as the Seditious Meetings 
Act of 1907 has been a matter of. historical research to the few and of blissfm 
ignorance to many. The proposed law is still loss likely to bo brought into 
prominence by frequent use. Far better therefore it should be enacted once for 
all and bo relegated to its deserved obscurity than that the reminiscence of an 
unpleasant severity should bo kept alive among law-abiding people by repeated 
debates on it in Council. Another consideration, not less weighfy, is that 
Government a 2 )poars to bo in pixssossion of information, of which reasons of 
Statu preclude publication, which counsels the course Government has taken. 
Would it bo prudent to treat the assurance cavalierly ? I do not think there 
is any occasion for suspecting the motives of Government or for impeaching 
the soundness of their conclusions. The atmosphere is not entirely free 
from electricity, and a Government headed by a Proconsul of Your 
Excellency’s broad sympathies and unfaltering liberalism may be trusted with 
some extraordinary powers. 

“ My Lord, one other point demands examination. It may bo frankly 
admitted that the Bill is not defensible on principle. It docs restrict, in how» 
ever small a degree, the liberty of the subject; it militates against theoretical 
ideas of free citizenship inseparably associated with British rule. It cannot 
therefore evoke enthusiastic support even from the most undiscriminating 
admirer of Government. But the exigencies of the situation make even the 
theoretical abandonment of a valued right desirable. It is eminently a question 
of administrative convenience—a balancing of advantages and disadvantages. 
The work of administration leaves no room for l^islation in pursuit of principle 
without regard to facts. The end has at times to be allowed to justify the 
moan» Government cannot be expected to subordinate legislation to an 
abstract jirinciplc, and in face of danger to surrender their judgment to it. 
Principle, all-important on ordinary occasions, loses much of its force in extra* 
ordinary emergencies. Whether the present is an emergency of that impera* 
tive kind, is a question of fact on which opinion is imdoubtodly divided j and, 
personally speaking, I am disposed to accept Government statement entrust. I 
accordingly support the Bill, but not without sorrow, which must be shared by 
the whole Council, that the very first important legislation after a diange 
in the |)ersonnel of Government should be of a restrictive character. 

“ My Lord, I wish to make my position clear. I support this Bill because 
Govermnent have modified and softened it; I support it because Government 
have endeavoured to conciliate the public and respect public opinion; I support 
it because it will to some extent mitigate the evil which wo arc all anxious to 
guard against ; I support it because mo Bill in its present form does hot 
arbitrarily restrict an' important public right; I support it becauso it does not 
unduly interfere with public liberty or with the valued privilege of constitvi* 
tional agitation: and finally, I support it as I feel that our co-operation at 
commencement of Your Excellency's rule will materially help the g^eat work 
of couoiliation and good and ^mpathetic govermnent which Your Excellently 
has so nobly imdertaken.” 
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The Hoh’ble SfR Sjumoon Batid : “ My Ijord, I hare no hositationinaccord- 
ing my support to this Bill. The dedsiou of Gtovemment of not continuing or 
making permanent the existing Act which was passed in 1907 and in intro* 
ducing the Bill in its present form is very wise. No doubt, there was some 
heartburning over the old Act, and Government have acted in consonance with 
public wi^es in dispensing with it. I do not wish to take up the time of the 
Council with any len^hy remarks on the subject, as the Hon’ble Mover lias 
explained fully the modifications made in this Bill when introducing the Bill. 
Tn my opinion the new Bill is entirely harmless and will not tend to cause any 
inconvenience to speak of to the general public. All the objectionable features 
of the old Act about which there was so much discussion in the old Council 
have been wisely removed from this Bill, and I do not think anybody could 
have any serious opposition to the Bill as it is now framed. I think it is right 
and proper that all the unofficial Members of this Council should give their 
unqualified support to Government to place the Bill in its present modified 
form on the Statute-book. I feel quite’ sure that anybody giving a small 
thought to the Bill will come to the conclusion that there is nothing in the 
Bill which an honest citizen may fear, or there is anything formidable in the 
Bill which might bo put into operation at the cost of any loyal subject. I shall 
therefore give my whole-hearted support to this Bill, and trust that this now 
measure once for all will set at rest criticism and discussion which have been 
ft) numerous during the last four years. My Lord, I support the Bill because 
I firmly believe that dacoitios, assassinations and mischievous machinations of 
secret societies will bo prevented by this Bill without in any way interfering 
with our healthy political activities. The new Act when it comes in operation 
will not interfere with honest, well-conducted meetings. It will have the effect 
of preventing and suppressing only such mootings whoso main object is to 
cause breach of public peace and tranquillity.” 


The Hon’blo Me. Chitnavis ; “ My Lord, T feel I should not give a silent 
vote on an important measure like this. The situation appears to be delicate. 
The Local Governments are unanimously of opinion that the present Act 
-should be maintained. We can understand it is difficult for the Supremo 
Government to brush aside such weighty opinions and to drop the law alto¬ 
gether. Tt is a groat thing that they have, of their own motion and practically 
against the wishes of Provincial Governments, recast the Act in such a ■way 
as to make it harmless. We appreciate and admire the action, and I think 
Government can fairly expect support from us after aU they have done to 
condliato public opinion. I feel further that a non-official Member incurs a 
serious responsibility in moving for the repeal of a measure demanded by all 
the Local Governments. The Government of India have evinced a genuine 
desire for the advancement of the political interests of the people; they have 
been responsive to their wishes. After all that it would not question their 
judgment. The majority of the non-official Members too appear to admit the 
necessity of the measure. The Select Committee’s Beport makes this clear. 
The principal 'controversial point is the length of time during which the 
law should be in operation; but that is after all a matter of detail. If the 
situation improves, judging from their conciliatory spirit, I have fervent hope 
Go'yemment will themselves rescind the law. 

“ Every State has its laws against treason as distinguished from ordinary 
crime, and Government w'ill be failing in their duty if, on the reports of their 
own responsible officers and their own knowledge of the past, they do not take 
time by the foreloek and take steps to prevent ^ repetition of the disgraceful 
scenes of 1907 with all their dangerous consequences.” 

The Hon’ble SiE Ranbie Singu of Patiala : “ My Lord, it is nearly 
after eight months-that the Bill for the prevoniion of holding seditious meetings 
in tTMlin, has again been brought up before the Council for a discussion as it was 
then announced by the Home Member in charge of the Bill. 

“ The object of the Bill is simply to preserve law and order in the country, 
and t believe that this object has been gained to a certain extent. It is, os was 
justly by the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab in August last, only td

divert public actions and public movements from channels whidh can only 
result in widespread disaster and misfortune. Such an Act under the circum- 
stances which have of late prevailed in the country should be taken as whcdesomo 
by all the law-abiding people. It is an admitted fact that this Bill has gi^tly 
improved the condition of the country since 1907, and I am rather ^raid. to 
hold that such a succe.ssful measure should bo dropped at a time when it is just 
possible that by dropping it the same unpleasant things may happen again. Let 
us hope that this wul never happen again, but prevention is always better than 
cure. This is an administrative question, and not a question of imposing fresh 
taxes the inadvisability of which could be proved by quoting figures of the past 
years. This is a question on which depends the future peace of the country and 
I think it should be differently considered. The above is a general view of the 
situation ; but I am strongly of opinion that the case of each province should be 
separately dealt with and that the Imperial Government may be mainly guided 
by the proposals of the heads of the Local Governments on the subject as they 
alone can realise the position prevailing in their respective provinces. 

“ As a whole, I support the Bill with such alterations as the Imperial , 
Government may, in consultation with the Local Governments, find necessary 
for the prevention of the spread of the malady in future." 

The Hon’ble Saudaii Paiitab Singh : “ My Lord, the Bill which is to-day 
before the Council is an administrative measure of importance and I am sure, 
that Government, in bringing this Bill up before the Council, feel it also that 
this measure they would rather not have passed but ciitaumstances are such that 
the existence of such a measure became absolutely necessary. The new law 
which is to-day before the Council is deprived of all the objectionable features 
that the old Act contained, and I think it only right on the part of the non- 
ofiicial Members of this Council that when Your Excellency’s Government has 
done so much in deference to public opinion in modifying this Act, we should 
give our loyal support to the measure. The difference of opinion only seems to 
be on the point that on one side it is urged that the measure should be passed for 
a certain period, while it is urged on the side of Government that the measure 
should be permanently brought on to the Statute-book. My Lord, expressing 
my humble opinion as a private individual, I would say that Government are 
in a better position than we are to judge what is necessary in this case ; but 
I cannot refrain from expressing one wish, and that is that I sincerely and 
earnestly hope that, as it has been urged in this Council to-day that the 
situation in this country is improving, that it may go on improving and that a 
few years hence (a Government which can pass an Act can also repeal it) we 
may bo able to prove to Tour Excellency that the situation is such that the 
existence of such an Act is no longer necessary, and I am sure that Government 
will then only be too glad to meet us half way. With these few words, my 
Lord, Ilsupport it.” 

Tine Hon’blo Lieutenant Maiik Umah Hyat Kuan : “ My Lord, I parti» 
cularly want to speak on this Bill, as I am not only a supporter of it now, but 
have often impressed upon Government the urgent necessity of measures like 
the Seditious Meetings and Press Acts. • 

“ It is now more than four years since I first spoke to Lord Minto about 
the immediate necessity of such an Act. And it is a curious coincidence that 
the time when I first urged the neCqssity of such legislation is the same as the 

! >rosent. His Honour the LieutenanteGovernor of Bengal has pointed out in his 
etter to the Government of India, dated 9th January last, m which he says 
that * there is no doubt that the growth of violence and the spretul of sedition 
in Bengal would have been very different if the various measures that have 
been paased in the last four years, culminating in the Press Act, I of 1910, had 
been in force in 1906 and 1906.’ But, my Lord, as at that time no anarchical 
crime had been actually committed and it was difficult to make out a case to 
justify such legislation, it was only after the lives of many public servants 
had been sacrificed on the altar of hesitation that Government at length was 
persuaded to bring in the Seditious Meetings Act and Press Act. tlnfor* 
innately, however, the Seditious Meetings Act was not a permanent legislative 
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MdasiiTe, but wda limited bv a period of time, so that when that period expired 
and anar<di^ was still found to be rampant, it had to be renewed in the face of 
muob hostile mriticism and irritation. On tiie last occasion, on which this 
Seditions Meetings Act was discussed at Simla, I a^in pressed that it should 
be given a permanent place in the Statute-bocjt, pointing out the undesirability 
of renewing such an Act at frequent intervals, and nixing, as others besides 
myself had so often urged before, that it oppresses and hits no one except the 
enemies of law and order, I am glad to find now that all Governors, 
'Lieutenant-Governors and others who have expr^ed their opinions in their 
letters to the Government of India on the subject are unanimously of the 
same opinion. 

** My. principal object in thinking of speaking on this Bill at its intro¬ 
duction was to emphasise the point that if it was attempted to check violent 
and seditious evil-doing by methods of weakness and a policy of conciliation, 
it would fail. Evil-doing, my Lord, will not be checked by weak and 
spasmodic efforts or by methods of reconciliation. A lirra policy, and no 
vacillation in carrying it out, is necessary to kill the evil and keep it dead. It 
is useless to pass an Aot dealing with sedition at one moment, and at the next 
to release men deported out of India for this very crime, in the hope that it 
will conciliate. No. one is reconciled, but Government suffers in prestige and its 
action is ascribed to weakness or fear. My Lord, exactly the same thing has 
iiappened to this Bill, which has been rondered weak simply with a view to 
bring about a compromise. 

" I assure you, my Lord, that the vast majority of His Majesty’s Indian 
subjects are loyal and would have welcomed a stronger legislation steadily 
pursued. But I am glad that, though weak, it will Hud a permanent place in 
the Statute-book. Indians will have no fear for a law which passes by the 
loval and law-abiding but strikes at the murderer and anarchist and at those 
who are worse than they—that minute section of the public which, through the 
Press and seditious meetings, instigate murder and anarchy. 

“ Let me hero state my hope, my Lord, that this Council no longer holds 
those who believe or, at any rate, who will argue in public that such legislation 
is unjust and unjustifiable; for whatever their intentions may bo, their action 
in resisting such a measure cannot but be interpreted by the masses as an 
indication towards encouragement. 

“ My Lord, as my province has got a martial spirit and a large portion of 
the army is recruited from it, a preventive measure like this may bo needed 
for it, though actually there is very little sedition in the Punjab owing to 
the loyalty of the general population. 

“ Lastly, I would like one most vital point made perfectly clear, and that 
is this. Supposing a wandering seditious speaker visits a proclaimed area and 
some of the residents of the locality convene a meeting of the kind mentioned 
in section 4 of this Bill with a view to enable him to speak; but before he has been 
aj^le to attend the meeting, it is dispersed by the police as an unlawful assembly. 
Shall 8U(i a man be liable to the penalty provided in section 6 (1) of this Bill, 
or not ? I have asked this question because such a man will not bo punishable 
undra section 7 of this BUI, so far as that particular meeting is concerned, nor 
apparently under section 6, unless a separate provision is made for 
such cases. But if such a man, who is the whme and sole cause of the trouble, 
cannot be punished under this BUI, it wiU be concluded that such a case has 
not been considered. 

“ My Lord, if my suggestion may not bo accepted, I am so anxious for the 
passing of this B^fi that I give it my whole-hearted support and urge that it 
may be passed into law." 

1716 Hon’ble Mahakajadhibaja Bahadtib of Burdwan: “As I do not 
wish to give a sUeut support to the BUI about to be passed into law to-day, I rise 
to n^e-a few observations. The other day the Hon’ble the Homo Member when 
inhrodu^ng this Bill, as well as in the Select Committee the Hou’ble Law 
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Member in discussing it, tried to impress on our minds that one of the chief 
reasons for retaining this piece m legislation was that during the past thrra 
years, though only a few areas had been proclaimed under the Sraitious Meetings 
Act, the anarchical inovemout had continued to exist and that only the other 
day two abhorring incidents had taken place in Calcutta. Now, my Lord, if I 
thought that this enactment was intended to combat with anarchism directly, I 
M’ould have opposed it on the ground that it did not, in fact could not, touch those 
misguided men \yho had taken recourse to violence and lawlessness in advocating 
sedition in the country and in trying to bring British rule into contempt in 
India, and that, therefore, to say that because anarchism was still rampant we 
sliould have this Bill, woiild have boon an argument wliich certainly would 
not have appeared convincing to me. But the reasons that enable me to lend 
my support to this measure are chiefly two. 

“ Firstly, as there are and will always bo highly imaginative and emotional 
minds in this country, who might, if allowed too much liberty of speech, within 

£ roclaimcd areas, create disturbances or ill-feeling, it is dosirablo to keep a 
ealthy check over them, and I admit that the Bill will certainly do this. 

“ Secondly, I agree with the much-maligned Eastern Bengal and Assam 
Government in thinking ‘ that the better the public feeling becomes and the loss 
likely the people are to bo influenced by the malicious speeches of mischievous 
persons, the loss necessary it is to impose a chock; but whilst the power to control 
meetings should be used as sparingly as possible, the power itself should be 
retained both as a warning to the st.'ditious-minded and as a check ready to bo 
applied should the occasion again arise.’ 

“ Admitting all these, however, my Lord, I fool I would be failing in my 
duty as a well-wdsher of the State and a Member of this Council if I did not 
point out to Your Lordship that the Government could have had the solid vote 
of the non-ollicial Members of this Council had the moasiu'e been proposed as a 
temporary one for five or seven years. 

“ I entirely agree with my esteemed friends Mr. Slacke and Rai Bahadur 
Kisori Lai Goswami, Members of the Bengal Executive Council, when they 
say that ‘ the educated classes would at present reganl the permanent imposi¬ 
tion of the Act as a perpetual stigma which would tend to estrange from Gov¬ 
ernment the feelings of the motlerately inclined.’ What I further feel is 
the real moderate constitutional agitators whose opinions are healthy and of 
value to the Government and the ’people alone will bo the real sufferers in a 
proclaimed area under the provisions of this Bill, and not those seditious mindn 
who always by their craftiness can meet and discuss their wicked doctrines 
without coming into the clutches of the law. 

“ My Lord, if Your Excellency agrees with the Bombay Government in 
thinking that ‘ on general grounds it is better to I'otain on the Statute-book an 
Act of this kind which is already there rather than in times of emergency or 
excitement to resort to exceptional legislation,’ and if Your Lordsliip is pleased 
to graciously assure in a few kind words that the Governor General in Council 
will enforce the provisions of this Act Avith the utmost caution and conside^ 
tion, I for one, on general grounds, will not oppose its becoming a permanent 
enactment, though I feel, and will continue to do so, that the Act will be a 
stigma to the moderates who have in recent times so markedly rallied round the 
Government in the cause of law and order and general advancement of the 
mother land, and that they are resenting it only for the above reason, and will 
continue to feel deeply the humiliation which will be theirs and theirs alone by 
an Act of this kind remaining permanently on the Statute-book. 

“ With these remarks, my Lord, I beg to support the motion now before 
the Council.” 

The Hon’ble Mn. MAZHABUii IIaqub : “ When the present Act came on 
for discussion last August in Simla, I opposed it strongly but was careful to tell 
the Council that I did so reluctantly. It I rise to-day to offer some observations 
on the principle of the present Bill, I do so still more reluctantly. I am anxioniB 
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that not one sentence, not one word, should pass my lips which could in any 
way bo construed into a desire on my part to embarrass Your Excellency’s 
Government in any way. Your Excellency has just assumed the reigns of 
your high office, and it would be disastrous to the best interests of India if a 
hopeful and sympathetic administration was in* the very beginning handicapped 
by hostile and fruitless criticism. The duties of the non-official Members 
of this Council lie not in obstructing and embarrassing the Government but in 
impressing upon them the views, opinions and feelings of th(5 people, in helping 
them with advice and in offering them their hearty and sincere co-operation. 
Sometimes we are compelled by a sense of duty to disagree with Government 
proposals, but no offenct^ ncjc^d be taken at this, as none is meant. 

“ My Lord, the Seditious Meetings Act was passed at a time Avhcn the 
country was in a state of unhealthy excitement, sedition was being openly 
preached in some parts of the country, and we were not sure what turn all 
this agitation would take and where it would land the people and the Govern¬ 
ment. The circumstances w(ire exceptional and abnormal and required excep¬ 
tional and abnormal treatment. The Govermnent could not allow the 
campaigir of calumny and sedition to go on uncluickod, and the present Act 
was placed on the Statute-book of the country. There may be differences of 
opinion as to the unnocessary severi<.y of this particular me£isure, but there 
could hardly be any disagreement as to the necessity of controlling the wild 
and mischievous uttcjrances of somc^ ])eople. I personally believe that if the 
powers given to the police and the magistracy by the Code of Crimiiuil 
Procedure were vigorously and vigilantly a])pli<Hl, sedition would have been 
nipped in the Inid .and resort to rcipressivii legislation would have been avoided. 
However, there is no use in regretting over lost ojiportujiities. Tlic Act was 
passed in all its rigor, but its operation was limitcid to a period of three years 
only. Later on a new lease of life was given Avhich will expire on the 31st 
of this month. If we compare the condition of the country at tlie time when 
this Act was jmssed with the present, it cannot Ije dcniied that there is 
no resemblance hetweeji tlie two. Non' the country has settled down to its 
normal conditions and assumed its usual peaceful aspect. Tln^ Ilon^liU^ the 
Horne Member has assured us that therci is still a revolutionary party working 
in secret and trying to do incalculahle mischief to the country. Well, we have 
to regretfully admit that there arc some miscreants still left who are plotting 
murders and assassinatioiivs, but to descrilje tlnun as a revolutioiiaiy party is 
to give them an entirely fictitious imjxjrtaiico and at the sairuj time to alarm 
the pcoj)le unnecessarily. They are a class apart—a class of criminals who 
should bo dealt Avith separately as such. I do not think that it will be seriously 
contended tliat the prestmt Hill will .at all touch this class. Murderers .and 
dacoits do Jiot hatch their plots at public mcietings. 

“ My Lord, it is claimed by the Local Governnunits and the supporters of 
this Bill that the Seditious Meetings Act has boon largely instrumental in bring¬ 
ing the country to its present normal condition. Well, I have my own doubts 
about it. I do not say that it has done no good at all. No, perhaps, it has 
to a certain extent contributed to the peace and quiet vvhicli now prevails; hut I 
firmly believe that it is the good sense of the people themselves \vhich has been 
the chief cause of these desirable results. The horror and indignation felt at 
the so-called political assassinations, dacoities committed by tlx^ youtlis of goiitI(3 
blood and good position, outrages perpetrated by fanatics and lunatics, have 
brought about the inevitable reaction and open(?d the eyes of the community to the 
baneful consequences of a mischievous propaganda. Nobody can deny tli(5 deter¬ 
rent effect of a penal law, but to ascribe to it the general tranquillity of a whole 
people is rather going too far. How^ever mild a repressive measure may he, it 
cannot but affect the legitimate activities of the peoide. The strongest ob jec¬ 
tion that is taken, and rightly taken, to such legislation is that for the sins of a 
few guilty men many innocent persons are made to suffer. The natural result 
is that discontent enlarges its army, now adherents are recruited, sedilionists are 
jubilant, loyalists are dishoartonod and the law defeats its own object. The dis¬ 
content may not bo loud and vociferous, but it is there, silently brooding and 
cogitating, and therefore much more dangerous than ever. 
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“ My Lord, it mixst have struck many people as it has struck me that the 
anarchists and the seditionists do not like these repressive measures to be repeal¬ 
ed. They know that the moment repression ceases their game is up and they 
cannot j)lay upon the feelings of those who get into their meshes and become 
their tools. Otherwise there is no accounting for certain incidents that have 
recently occurred in this country. Last year a distinguished Police-officer was 
murdered on the very eve of the opening of this reformed. Council. This year two 
outrages have been committed just when it was known that certain concessions 
were in contemplation on this very subject that wo are discussing to-day. I 
cannot help thinking that such psychological moments were selected with the 
deliberate intention of withdrawing the sympathy of the Government from the 
people, and I submit that the Government ought not to have considered this 
aspect of the question before embarking on this repressive legislation. 

“ My Lord, it is said that this law may not touch the anarchists, but it will 

{ prevent further reemitjnent to their ranks. Aj^parently the argument seems to 
)e plausible and of some cogency, but it is difficult to believe that law-abiding 
citizens can be converted into criminals at public meetings. Such conversions 
can only be effected in great secrecy and with great caution and care so that the 
conspiratoi‘s may not be found out. Youths of immature intelligence and weak 
intellect are got hold of in out-of-the-way jdaccs and made the tools of the 
anarchists in eariying out their nefarious designs. Proscribing public meetings 
could hardly achieve the object in vic^v. 

My Lord, it has become a fashion in these days to laugh and sneer at the 
great principles of liberal politics. The moment wc refer to the natural rights 
of man and the privilege of j)ublic speaking, we are dubbed as doctrinaries, 
idealists, seiitimoiitalists and Avhat not. Well, to escape these epithets—although 
I myself do not mind them much—I will refrain from alluding to these noble 
principles of liberty and justice ; but I w ould re(|nestthc Government to remem¬ 
ber that it istlic British nation which has initiated us in these ideas. They are 
now^ ingrained in our nature and due regard should be paid to them in all legis¬ 
lation wdiicli is proj)osed for tll(^ country. Sentiments play a most important 
pari in the economy of liumaii life and to ignore them in the solution of politi¬ 
cal problems is not sound statesmanship. I doubt whether wo would be entitled 
to call ourselves human beings if w c had )io sentiments. 

My Lord, such repressive law s are apt to interfere wdth and paralyze the 
law^ful and legitimate activities of a growing nation, the fostering and sidvance- 
meiit of which should be the special care of the Government. They deaden 
public life and bring about an inertia wddeh seriously retards the progress of 
the country. The unmerited slur and indignity of living under special penal 
legidation is another factor wdiich ought not to be lost sight of. 

“ These are some of my objections to the principle of this Bill, but in spite 
of them I Avould not have opposed tlie introduction of the present measure if 
the Government had seen tlieir way to accept our suggestion and following the 
former precedent restricttMl the operation of the Act to a limited period. This 
would have boon the l)asis of a very fair compromise. But the Government 
have refused to accede to our request and we are compelled to record our dis¬ 
agreement. The reason given for this law to bo made permanent is, that it is 
undesirable to run the gauntlet of agitation at short intervals and at every 
time wdien it is considered necessary to renew it. I am afraid that the Govern¬ 
ment have not yet properly measured the strength of the feeling in the country 
against this measure. In my humble opinion they are adding one more string 
to the bow of the agitator. Instead of periodic agitation they are inviting 

1 )erennial and perpetual agitation. I am convinced that no section of the 
Ludian people is going to J'elapse any more into undesirable agitation. They 
have done Avith that sort of thing for good, and the present Bill ought not to be 
extended to a period greater than Avhat is considered to be absolutely necessary. 
It would be a graceful concession to public opinion and w^ould reconcile the 
people to the enactment of a law’ which they do not like. 

“My Lord, before I sit down I should like to correct certain misrepresenta¬ 
tions that are being sedulously spread in some quarters to the effect that tihe 
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alterations made in lihe Bill^ are of no consequonce. The other day 1 read in 
the columns of an Anglo-Indian journal that the concessions were of no great 
importance, Hy Lora, such writings create much greater mischief than the 
law itself. The general public take tlie law not from the provisions of the Act 
but from the comments and criticisms of the daily Press. Who cares to com¬ 
pare the sections of the existing Act with the clauses of the proposed Bill ? 
My Lord, it is not true to say that the alterations are of no great importance. 
Indeed, they are so radically different in their scope and nature that the present 
Bill has become comparatively harmless in its effect. A large majority of the 
most objectionable features of the law has been entirely eliminated. What is 
left, apart from the general objections to the principle of the bill, is of the 
mildest possible character. My Lord, it is unjust to Your Excellency and Your 
Excellency’s Government to say that the Bill before this Council is as objection¬ 
able as the Act in force. Who can after a comparison of the two measures 
honestly deny that the Bill discloses a sincere anxiety on the p.art of Your Lord- 
ship’s Government to present the law in the least unp.alatahle and most accept¬ 
able form and to restore and safeguard many of the lost liberties of the people P 
I have considered it necessary to expose this irresponsible and mischievous 
criticism at the earliest opportunity so that it majr not have sufficient time 
to spread and embitter the minds of the people against the Government. My 
Lord, I gratefully acknowledge that the Bill which has been presented to the 
Oonncil by the Hon’ble the Homo Member is very mild in nature, and I 
also vouch for those whom I have the honour to represent here that they are 
extremely thankful to Your Lordship for this generous concession. 

“ My Lord, I conclude with the hope that the Government will never find 
any occasion for using this weapon which they have forged for themselves and 
that it will rust and be forgotten in their armoury. To my own countrymen I 
say, do not give an opportunity to the Government to use it; I have an undy¬ 
ing faith in the policy of conciliation and co-operation, so that all classes and 
communities of my country, united and strong, in comradeship and under the 
guidance of a great British nation, may march forward on the high road of 
civilisation and fulfil their great destiny.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendra- Nath Basv : “ My Lord, I ask Your 
Lordship’s indulgence on this occasion to address a few words on <he Bill now 
for consideration before us, and in doing so, having regard to the 8eriousnes,s 
of the situation and the difficulty of my position as a representative of the 
middle classes of Bengal, which province unhappily, I am afraid, to some extent 
at least contributed to the enactment of the measura originally, I shall not say 
a word which may bo iwoductive of the slightest mischief. I do not propo.se 
on the present occasion to offer any detailed criticism on the Bill lioforo the 
Council. All that could be urged again.st the measure has been very forcibly 
urged on the two occasions that the Bill came up for discussion. It was at 
one time thought desirable to place before Your Lordship a resume of the argu¬ 
ments that had been put forward against the provisions of the enactment that is 
now expiring; but I take it, my Lord, that in a que.stion of such great moment, 
everything that can be said for or against the Bill has been carefully weighed 
by Your Lordship, and it would be an unnecessary task on my part to go over 
ground which has already been traversed. Spoiikiiig from my place in Your 
Lordship’s Council, not only to the Council itself, but to my countrymen outside, 
I believe my countrymen will understand mo when, for reasons so obvious, I 
abstain on the present occasion from entering into a discussion which after 
all would bo fruitless and would revive memories which arc expiring. I 
acknowledge very readily that some of the more objectionable features of the 
present law have been removed. There has been provided a check that no 
area shall be placed under proclamation %vithout the sanction of the Supreme 
Government. My Lord, I do not think I should be justified in saying that 
much value is not attached to that chock, but at the same time the Govern¬ 
ment of India will pardon me if I say that that check may not be after all a 
very effective check. A strong Local Administration either in a moment of 
panic or under pressure puts forward a request before the Supreme Govern¬ 
ment of placing a small area or a particular area under it under proclamation 
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under this Act. It would be, I take it, assuming a very onerous respon* 
sibility on the part of tiio Supremo Goveminont to refuse this request, 
and therefore, though we feel that the Local Goyornment will hesitate 
until it is satisfied in its own mind that it can make out a strong case 
to plac(3 a request before the Supreme Government, and to that extent the 
Supremo Government will be a chock upon the action of the Local Govern¬ 
ment, I do not think that that check will bo of any further use except as an 
indirect weight upon the mind of the Local Government not to go up to the 
Suprenno Govcirnment unless it was in a position to make out a good case. 
Then, my Lord, another objectionable feature has boon removed. Under the 
law as it stands any assembly of twenty men for the discussion of a political sub¬ 
ject would bo decniied to bo a pul)lic meeting undc?r the Act. Much controversy 
centred round that provision and wo, arc glad that that has been taken away. 
Rumour has liecn busy as to the hand which has removed that obnoxious 

! )rovision, and wii, my Lord, the non-official Members of Your Excellency’s 
Council, bog to offiw Your Excellency our humble but sincere thanks for the 
removal of that cLaiise by Your Excellency. But though the Bill has been 
deprived of its obj(^cfionable features,—some of them, not all,—the question yet 
remains—the question of questions in a consideration of a measure like this : 
‘ Is the law necessary That, my Lord, I think should bo carefully considered 
free from passion and from prejudice. The Hon’ble H()m(i Meml>er in a speech 
of studied moderation has himself admitted that a great change for the bettor 
lias come over the country. My Lord, during the last few days the sympathetic 
attitudes which the official Meraliers of the Supreme Governmimts have taken 
towards many of tlie grievances which we have placed before the Government 
is a sure indicatioji that there is even in Government circles a sincere desire to 
meet the people as far as it may. It shows, my Lord, that tho Govornment is 
prepared, is ready and willing to concede what is just and fair ; that it is 
ready and willing to re-examine, if necessary, the conditions of tho creed 
upon which the g(wcrnment of the country rests ; and we, on our part, my 
Lord, have not htuni slow in apfwoeiating this immensii change in tho attitude 
of Gove.rnmeiit officials towards us and our aspirations, hecause this chang(3 to 
us means so much. Wo trust, my Lord, officials and non-officials alike, 
that the sharp line of division which has Jiithorto separated us is rapidly losing 
its distinctiv(3 features, and that British rule in India will be coTisonant to 
national ideals and will bo consistent—and therein I lay some stress, that it 
will bo consistent—with the national self-respect of the Indian people. There¬ 
fore, my Lord, we feel specially grieved, having regard to the improvement in 
tho situation of the country and having regard to th(5 well-defined and well- 
expressed attitude of Government towards us, that a measure fraught with 
hitter memories should bo revived, and not only revived, but placed on a 
permanent footing on the Statute-book. 

My Hon’blo friend the Home Member has referred to the seditious 
propaganda of 1905 and the years following in tho province of Bengal and 
elsewhere. I can speak of Bengal with some degree of knowledge ; none more 
than we, my Lord, the? great mass of the Bengali people who, though put to 
the severest strahi, have stood resolutely firm by our Indian ideals of loyalty to 
British rule in India as the only means of India’s salvation, as the only guaran¬ 
tee of India’s progress in order and peace ; none more than we have regretted 
the mad and criminal enterprise of those who have led youths into error and to 
ruin. But, my Lord, it may ho permissible on this occasion to say—and I say 
so with great respect - that circumstances had arisen, for which tho Government 
and its officials may be held in some degree at least rosyonsible, to create a state 
of feeling in the country which made the work of the soditionists and anar- 
chists easy. To-day, my Lord, when we have agreed to bury tho hatchet, I shall 
not refer to those circumstances. They will only revive painful memories. No 
Bengali, my Lord, can speak of them with sufficient s^-control, and I shall 
not try the experiment. No Bengali can look back upon tliem except with 
tho deepest emotion. The memory of those bitter days which hung like a cloud 
upon my province, the fairest in all India, is slowly fading, and though Bengal 
will nurse a sorrow too deep for tears, she hopes that her lot will be less hard in 
time to come than in days gone by. My Lord, it will not be altogether amisa 
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if, with Your Lordship’s permission, I crave leave to say that tlie Act, such as 
it is—it Will ho an Act very soon—will not serve the purpose for which it is 
intended, viz., to stop the spread of seditious i)ropagancta. No doubt, it will 
stop the spread of such propaganda through public; meetings, but that object 
can bo as easily and effectively secured undea the existing criminal law of the 
country which can both prevent the offence and punish the offender. I am 
speaking, my Lord, in tlie prosenco of the learned Advocate General of my 
province ancl also of one who was until lately its Standing Counsel, and I 
sjxsak with a great degree of caution on this subject. You have ample powers 
under section 107 of the Criminal Procedure Code of India to bind down any 
obnoxious persons, and those madmen—I shall not call them by any harsher 
name—who with unparalleled considerateness have boon referred to by the 
Hon’ble the Home Member as ‘ gentleineii who had gone down to East Bengal 
ill 1906 to open a seditious campaign’—could have been easily and effectively 
dealt with under this sc^etion. We, ivho have been through all these troublous and 
unfortunate times on the side of Government notwithstanding our differences, 
have often times wondered as to why Government did not at the time take 
proceedings under the law as it then was. This section 107 — I am sorry that I 
am going into technical details, but, my Lord, there may be Members in this 
Council who are unacquainted with the technical details of criminal administra¬ 
tion in this country—gives you the power to bind down any person who has 
•proved by his past conduct that lie is dangerous to tlio community. This is a 
preventive measure. There is another preventive measun;—section IM of the 
Criminal rroc(;diirc C()d(i—which gives to a Magistrate full po\m’s to prohibit 
public meetings in any particular area for a certain delinito j)eriod. The 
Magistrate only exorcises judicial discretion uj)on inforination laid before him 
by responsible executive officers, and people are content, so long as it is not 
an executive order that they have got to obey. 

“ So tar as I am coneerned, my Lord, and I have read the provisions of the 
Bill very carefully, what more is sought to bo attained, to ho achieved by the 
present legislation, I fail to see. Secret organisations, the most anient supported 
of this measure, including my friend the Hon’ble Mr. Hadahhoy, will admit 
that it cannot touch. In fact, our greatest trouble has arisen since the Ordinance 
and Act of 1007. The Act has been in o[)eration for the last three prears and 
more. If the Act, my Lord, had helped in arresting the hand of a single 
a88as.sin, if the Act had helped in the remotest degree in onabJiiigthe authorities 
to trace the anarchists to their lairs, then certainly, my Lord, I would have 
been the first and foremost to welcome the measure. But in this it has 
failed, as it was bound to fail; it has only given one more weapon to the 
irreconcileable, tvidiug to his armoury a fresh indictment against the Govern¬ 
ment. It has only rendered the path of tlie anarchist easier, for his victims— 
those unhappy youths who know not what they do—will no longer he attracted 
to public meetings, where everything has to be conducted before the publi c 
gaze and in the light of day, for public meetings will cease to be ; and while 
it has done all this, it has not forwarded the cause of justice. Bo far as it 
has helped in any way towards the maintenance of peace and order, it has 
achieved nothing which the ordinary law could not have done;, and it was 
admittedly put into operation only in four or five districts though the improve¬ 
ment in the situation is general thoughout the country ; and while its efficacy is 
80 questionable, its potency for mischief is unquestionable. In Eastern 
Bengal and Assam the annual District Conferences w(;re stopped, though 
every guarantee was offer(3d for their j)caceful character, aiul a largely 
organised meeting in Tangail in the Mymonsingh District for the elevation 
of the depressed classes was stopped, leading to a stoppage of similar meetings 
in the rest of the province. Is it, my^Lord —I am dwelling on the potential 
mischief of the measure, I have shown that mischief has actually resulted in 
some instances^is it too much to assume, or rather is it impossible to assume, that 
the Government may introduce an unpopular measure in any particular 
area, and it may—I do not for a moment say that it w'ill —put that area under 
proclamation ? My Lord, a strong Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, with the 
support of the Government of Lord Lansdowne, without any previous inti- 
mation to the public so far as we knew, published a notification curtailing

the right of trial hy jury in Bengal. There was a tremendous agitation 
in which happily tho European aud the Indian joined, with the result that 
that notification was very promptly withdrawn. Would it be too much to 
suppose that if the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal at tho time who was noted to 
be a very strong man, with very strong likes and dislikes, and who had issued a 
circular,* because he was dissatisfied Vith acquittals in criminal cases, to his subor¬ 
dinate magistracy that somebody must be punished for the day’s work, whether 
he was guilty or**npt (that is my own interpretation that I put; the language 
was that somebody must bepuni.she<l for tho day’s w’ork) would it be too much 
to assume that he might have put Bengal under the operation of this Act at that 
time, getting over on his side the assent of the Supreme Government, which was 
not then unhappily a very strong Government in the country ? And sometimes, 
my Lord, may it not hapi)en that the Supreme Government would itself intro¬ 
duce a measure into a province which would be unpojralar, and what would he 
the chock on the action of the Local Government in getting the sanction of 
tho Supremo Government to_ put such an area under proclamation ? Would 
it be a very large assumption to say that in 1905, when the partition of Bengal 
was carried out, a similar proclamation might not have been issued, and the 
public would have remained in ignorance of tho feeling of Bengal on that 
question ? But tliat is a point which I shall not dwell upon at grcyator length. 

1 shall assume, readily concede, that it will not be easy for any Government, 
Supremo or Local, to pass a measure and at the same time to stop the expros-. 
sion of public opinion until that opinion has run into cliannels*h'hich may load 
it to danger. But although I say, my Lord, humbly and respectfully, that, 
hedged in as tlie law is, it is not without its dangers—danger to the people 
that it may prevent the expression of popular opinion, and danger to Govern¬ 
ment itsidf that it may remain in ignorance of popular feeling; and, while 
its danger is great, its usefulness is not much. There is another aspect of the 
question which should not be overlooked. If, after a century, in my province, 
my Ijord, a century and a half of British rule, it should be found necc^ssary 
to* curtail in India the inalienable rights of the British citizen to express lus 
free opinion in public meetings, what does it come to ? Is it not tantamount to 
a confession of failure of British methods of administration ? Does it not 
amount to the casting of a slur—tho greatest slur that could be cast—upon a 
loyal people, upon an entire community, and should the whole country suffer 
for the misguided actions of a few ? I am sure no British statesman would 
admit the validity of an argument like this. 

“Therefore, my Lord, in all humility and with all respect I submit that tho 
present Act may bo allowed to die a natural death ; that tho oountry should bo 
allowed to resume its normal conditions under normal circumstances, and that a 
thorn in tho flesh of tho body politic Avliich may retard the process 
should 1)0 removed. I am quite sure tln^ Government would have 
no cause to regret the decision if it came to a conclusion like this, 
if it came to the conclusion to let bygones be bygones and to 
treat the whole thing as an evil dream that has passed away. But if 
this is not concetled, as I am afraid it will not be, I shall take the liberty of 
placing certain considerations before Your Lordship which I hope will wei^ 
with the Government in giving this measure a short lease of life. Uj)on that 
point, my Lord, I hope we non-official Members by a large majority are agreed 
1 admit that there are arguments against that method, hut I will very briefly 
place before Your Excellency and the Hon’hie the Homo Member the consider¬ 
ations which, I think, should weigh with you in fixing a time limit to this 
Act. My Lord, if Your Lordship has—I am sure Your Lordship has—read the 
speech of Sir Harvey Adamson in introducing the Bill in 1907, and the speech 
of my Hon’ble friend the Home Member on tho present occasion. Your Lord- 
ship will have noticed a great change. There is a strong optimistic tone 
throughout the speech of my Hon’ble friend u'hich wo all welcome. If the 
situation has so vastly improved in a period of three years—we can only judge 
from experience—may we not reasonably expect that in another three years the 
clouds which are still in the offing will completely pass away, and is it not 
possible to re*enaot the law for three years again P That is a consideration which

I respectfully beg to urge before this Council, It may be wholly unnecessary 
at the end oi this next period of three years. Why, then, have a permanent 
law of this exceptional nature ? My friend the Home Member has said tliat 
the re-introduction or revival would lead to excitement again which should be 
avoided. I do not see that there has been "any very great excitement over the 
present measure. One of two things will happen : if in the meantime there 
IS such an improvement in the situation that the Gov<3rnmoiit of tlie day may 
feel that it no longer rcjquires exceptional powers, it will allow the Act to 
expire ; if on the contrary Government does not see its "way to do so, people 
will have become aocustoinod to the Act by longer experience and will hardly, 
if at all, offer any resistance to its re-enactment. In this view, my Lord, I am 
glad to find that I am supported by the Indian M ember of the l^xccutivii 
Council of my own Government, and I take this opportunity to say from my 
place in this Council that the Hon’ble Mr. Goswami carries Avith him the esteem 
and regard of his country all over Bengal. I am also supported by my friend 
to the left, the Hon’ble Mr. Slacke, than whom at the present moment B(mgal 
does not possess an ofl&c( 3 r more intimately acquainted with the state of affairs 
prevailing in the province. It is true, my Lord, that we in Bengal have not 
suffered to anything like the sanies extent as the peojde elsewhere, and it may 
be said to us, ‘ wliy then should you complain ’? But that has been because 
our Lieutenant-Governor, whom I am glad to seii presmit here to-day, has been 
pleased on all important occasions alTecting the question of public meetings 
to take us into his confidence and to repose his trust in us; and though wo 
have sometimes differed, we hope we have boon able to maintain mutual good¬ 
will and friendly relalious. But this is merely personal; Ave are conceniod 
not AA'ith our particular province for tlio time being, but AAdth matters of nuidi 
wider application. Would it Ixj, my Jjord, tf)o much to ask that for the present 
the Bill may be enacted into law for throe years only, so that Your Excellency 
yourself will be able to decide during your period of office as to Avhethor 
the Act should he contimied ; and I believe I voic(3 tlio sentiinoni of all tlie 
non-official Members present here that aa^o shall be content at the end of these 
throe years to leave the matter to your solo discretion. My Lord, we do not 
wish to raise an unnecessaiy controversy \yith GoA'^ernment. V\ e op])()se a 
Govorninent measure only Avhen we feel tliat for tin) sake ol: the gnmt interests 
at stake avo must. I feel that on this occasion the recent outrages have to 
a great extent hampered our position, tliough I am quite sure liny have not 
prejudiced Your Lordship’s jurlgmeiit. India seems to be, my Lord, the sport 
of evil destiny. Wlienever a serious question lias to he decided, there arises 
a croj) ol! those outrages. VI’ho Avill tell these miscreants that tlieir conduct 
makes things difficult for Government; for uo Government can for a moment 
afford to create an impression tliat it is yielding to fear; and it also makes 
things difficult for us to feel tliat whatever may he our differences avo must 
uphold the prestige and dignity of Government. We must support its honour 
against malevolent attacks; and if its officers are exposed to terrorisatiou 
at the hands of assassins inspired by secret organizations, we must 
stand by the Govcrumeiit even on questions where we may not agree, 
for differences of detail must be forgotten in the lace of a common and grave 
emergency. I have said, my Lord, all tiiat I need liaA^e said. I have not said 
much that I could have said; and I have adopted this course l)ecause the cinorgency 
to my thinking no longer exists and certainly admittedly not to tlu! same extent 
as in the year 1907. I feel, ray Lord, 1 am right in saying that you could not 
expect the support of our people to a measure likn this after the einergeney 
has disaprieared or lias ceased to he a dominating factor in our public life. I 
have not got the gift of prophecy, hut I feel sure that in three years time 
existing conditions, even if they justify in official opinion the introduction of 
this measure, will haA^c thoroughly changed, and Your Excellency will have 
the supreme satisfaction of allowing the measure, so uu-British in character, 
to drop out of existence, to sink into oblivion, burying with it the liitter 
memories of the past, and wc the iieople shall also feel a terrible load lifted from 
us, and a stigma removed from the fair fame of our country. That this may 
be so is my humble and earnest prayer ; and even if I am like a sparrow alone 
on the housetop, is it too much to hope that my prayer will be heard 
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The Hon'blo Raja of Diouapatia : “ My Lord, while appreciating fully 
the important changes introduced in the Bill now under consideration and 
while wo arc very thankful to the Government for these changes, I cannot help 
regretting that the Government should find it necessary to place permanently 
on the Statute-book a measure of so important a nature. 

“ It is no doubt the duty of all loyal subjects and right-thinking men 
to support the Government in any measures which are directed .against sedi¬ 
tion and anarchism; and this being so, all that I have to say in addition to my 
amendments is that since the condition of things has greatly improved 
during the Last few years, as admitted l)y many high authorities, I hope the 
Government of India will be pleased to reconsider the decision to put this 
measure permanently on the Statute-book. The Governments of two Bengals 
and also the Hon’ble the Home Member having declared that the situation has 
greatly improved, it would not be too much to expect that in another live years’ 
time the condition will be even much better. In view ol* this I humbly 
appeal to Your Excellency to make the measure a temporary one, say for a 
period of five years. 

**JIn meeting this strong wish on the part of ihc people the Government 
has nothing Avhatever to lose, .as this measure can be rencAved any day the 
Government finds it necessary to do so. On the other liand, the Government 
would make it easier for .almost .all th(‘non-ofiicial Members of this Council' 
to accord their unstinted support to the ])resent Bill. 

To lake power ]Knananently to imjioso rcstrietiojis on public meetings which 
cannot but stifle public opinion to a certain extent in (lie country seems to me 
quite incompatible with British justice* and benevolence, specially Avben the 
Government of India has the proud jirivilege of having at its head so sympa¬ 
thetic a statesman as Your Excellency.” 

The Hon’ble Nawau Anmjn Majid: “My Lord, I supjiort the Bill. I 
h.ave already declared my oiiiniori at Simla, when the question of the extenision 
of the Seditious Meeitings Act was brought forward, that the Bill sliouldIxnnade 
permanent. N'o doubt this m(*.asure is an exceptional measure, Imt in my 
opinion such a preventive? Aviiapoii should always he ready at the hands of the 
Government. Three? olijeetions have been urged to this Bill. OiU? is that 
it is not necessary to pass such a Bill; second, that it should not be made 
permanent; and third, that it (?asts a slur on Indians of this country. So far as 
the question of necessity is concerned, the past working of the Bill is a sufficient 
answer to that objection. The past working of the Bill has shown that the 
condition jirovailing in this country at the lime of tlie promulgation of the Act 
of 1907, and in fact befen*e 1907, n(?cossitated this measure. If I may sp(?ak of 
my own my Jjord (I cannot say wdiaf. w'as tlio condition of other 

province^), agitators from diff(3rent parts of India had gone to Allahal)ad and 
they wore inciting the peojde. They wore quite unbridled in their speeches, 
and the impressions they made on the public were such that they wnuld have 
caused a gr(?at di.sturbance to the peace of the country. But since the pro¬ 
mulgation of this Act, namely, from 1907, everything has quieted down. Wo 
do not hear those excit(>m(?nts, w e do not hoar those disturbing elements, that 
w^ere in existence in those? d.ays. That is a good and sufficient answer for the 
necessity of the ])romulgatio)i of such an Act. The next objection urged is 
that the Bill should not be made? pe?rmanent. But it is forgotten that the Bill 
is nothing hut a sort ejf preventive measure. The effect of the Bill is that it 
will prevent the people from falling into error, it will prevent them from 
Falling into the hands e)f agitators, anel thus s.ave them from being guilty of 
the? commission of offences. Criminal laAv may he a good thing in order to 
run dow'ii people wdio a(?tua]ly commit offences ; but this Bill is solely a preven¬ 
tive measure wdiich will prevent the people from committing breach of the law. 

I say that the promulgation of such a Bill is rather a good thing in order to save 
the people from falling into error and from falling into committing those 
offence which arc punishable by criminal law. There are people who object to 
this Bill on the ground of the existence of criminal law. They ought to be 
thankful to Government that Government is going to pass such an Act which 
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will stop men from ^leaving the correct path. My Lord, it is those who are not 
well behaved that have to fear the Bill; those who do not realise the consequences 
of their action who must be afraid of this Bill. But those who are well behaved 
and who weigh the consequencos of their action well, they should not fear it at all. 
The last objection urged to this Bill is that it will be a slur upon the whole 
Indian community. But when this objection is urged, it is forgoltcn that 
there is such a thing also in existence as criminal law in this country. There 
is in that criminal laAV provision for the punishment of the guilty, and the 
guilty only will feel the existence of such a criminal law. It is no slur upon 
the peaceful and well-behaved people. It touclies only those who intend to 
commit breach of the law. My Lord, I say therefore that the existence of such 
a law is no slur upon the Indian people. I submit, that all these objections 
are objections which are specious and sentimental only ; these are not ohjcc- 
tions which meet the situation or arc borne out by th(5 circumstances of the 
case; aijd these objections, I submit, should not provesnt Government from 
making this law a permanent addition to tlie Statute-book. With those words 
I support the Bill.'’ 

The Hon’ble Mr. Sactichidananda Stnha : “ My Lord, on the day that 
the Hon’ble the Home Member introduced this Bill, Your Excclleiu;y was pleased 
to observe that it would he open to Mernhers of this Council to discuss to day 
the principles underlying the Bill, as well as its details. Availing myself of that 
arrangement I desire to say, in the first place, a few words on the in*inciplc of 
tlu? Bill. Now, it is not op(?ii to question that the mt>asiire under con¬ 
sideration is a curtailment of and a limitation oti — he it in over so mild a form 
— liberty of speech and of public association, A^ llich hotli arc the indefeasihle 
rights of all British subjects. This is so ol)vious that (n tm an Anglo-Indian 
paper—a stout champion of llic Bill—is obliged to admit that ‘ doubtless a sacri¬ 
fice of a theoretical liberty of speech is involved in the acceptance of the new 
Act.* Even assuming, for llio sake of argument, that ilui sacrifice involved is 
only of ‘ a theoretical liberty of speech,’ tlie question, to my mind, is whether it 
was at all necessary for the Government to liaA^e come forward to [)r('.ss for such 
legislation, and that too of a pen'mauent character, such as is coiitem|)latef] by 
the Bill. It may he that temporary restraints on the rights of public speaking 
and association may he doomed nec(\ssary under exceptional political conditions 
of a country ; hut I take it to he a settled principbs of legislation, in all conritri(*s 
with pretentions to a civiliz(xl system of administration, that no repr(;s.sive 
measure, to provide against special political exig(mci(',s, should he allowcri to 
remain on the Statute-book Avhen the circumstanc(5s that might have justified 
it have passed away. 

‘‘If that principle bo correct, as I respectfully submit it is, then the only 
question is whether the present conditions of India render any such legislation, 
as a permanent part of the Statute-book, necessary or desiralilc. Now, what is 
the prOvSont condition of the country (;ompared to what it was in 1907, wlien 
the Seditious Meetings Bill was enacted ? On this point tlie testimony of all 
competent and qualified observers is at one, that there lias been a remark¬ 
ably improvement in the general situation. Mr. Montagu, speaking last 
year, bore witness to that fact. Lord Minto, speaking some months later 
at the United Service Club at Simla, was equally emphatic in his declaration 
on this point. More recently—sj^oaking in London—he has declared in no 
uncertain voice that ‘political quiet now reigns throughout India.’ His 
Honour Sir Edward Baker, speaking the other day at Motihari in Behar, is 
reported to have said that he honestly believed that an improvement liad 
taken place in the general situation And to go no further, oven the 
Hon’ble the Home Meinlier made an admission to the same <dfect in the 
course of his speech introducing the present Bill. It is thus clear on the 
highest official testimony that tlie India of 1911 Is in this r(is]) 0 ct a different 
India from that of 1907. That being so, I confess I fail to .see the expediency 
or the desirability of placing perinammtly on the Statute-book a measure 
like that under discussion. 

“ The Hon’ble the Horne Member in justi fy ing the introduction of the premmt, 
BiU dwelt at some length on the deeds of the revolutionary party in India

ail'll abroad, and ho clearly sa^i^'stod that the measure before the Oouncil 
was one tliat would ij;o —at least to some extent —to prorent the mischierous 
olfeots of their propa.:?anda. My Lord, if I fcdt half as sure of it as evidently 
does the Hon’ble tbo Homo Member, I would have given my whole-hearted 
support to the Bill. But after a careful (ionsideration of the mmsurc 
I have arrived at the conclusion that the Bill, if enacted, would in no way 
touch revolutionary propaganda. The Hon'blo Mr. Jenkins gave us a 
fairly exhausth^e catalogue of the methods of the revolutionary party. These 
are, in his own words, tlui introduction into and publication in India of 
large quantities of seditious literature, tluj writing of threatening letters, 
the posting of seditious placards in public, and the planning to import arms 
into this country. Now, I would very mucli like to know which of these 
activities it is contemplated to combat by the Bill before us. It would 
be insulting the intelligcmec; of this Council to labour the point that there 
are no provisions in this Bill to check any of these tactics of the revolutionary 
party. As remarked by a leading Anglo-Indian daily of this city—the Indian 
Daily News —in regard to ‘ its utility to capture the anarchists, it will prove 
about as useful as a torpedo boat to catch eels.’ That being so, the only 
suggested justification for the present measure seems to me to be untenable. 
And while on the subject of the revolutionary party I would like to invite 
the attention of this Council to the remarks of the Government of the Lower 
Provinces in their Annual Administration Beport for the year 1909-10. It is 
stated that ‘ tlicre ai'e already good grounds for believing tliat ... the anarchist 
movement lias been paralysed, at any rate for the present.’ This is with 
reference to the condition as it existed one year back. Since then there 
has been oiu; murder and one attcnnpt at it, wbiob are regarded as the out¬ 
come of tlie anarchist propaganda; but we would do well to remember in this 
connection the wise and weighty words of Lord Miuto in the course of his 
speech recently delivered in London. He said : — 

' Anaivlii(wj.l crimes in IihH.t., I am afralJ, we avo always expos<>tl to. We all know that 
other (*.ouiitries are not free from them. The hoinii has iinfortuiiately boeu introduced into 
India; it has to a certain extent gained a footing. Anarchical pl/its require the most careful 
wat(^hing. They are very inm^h of the same nature as crimi's committed in European coun¬ 
tries ; and there is no greater mistake than to heliovo that, if an outrage occurs, it is due 
to general sedition or to general di.sloyalty on the part of the people of India.^ 

“ That is just the point, that, by reason of an isolated anarchical outrage, 
the vast bulk of tlie people of all classes and creeds, who are loyal to the British 
Crown, should not b(^ mad(^ to suffer by curtailments of rights which they have 
come to cheA'ish as imlefeasil)le concomitants of British citi/euship and the 
possession and onjoymont of which have intensilied in them that spirit of 
loyalty to their soveroigu which is ingrained in the Indian mind. It is because 
it seems to me that the Bill, if onachid, will in no way afftict the revolutionary 
party, but that it will entail a groat hardship on the bulk of the people by 
curtailing liberty of sjieecb, tliat T dcjoply deplore the action of the Government 
in coming before the Lrjgislature for the enactment of this Bill. The Seditious 
M(3otiiigs Act of 1907 has already largely demoralized public life in this country, 
and the effect of the present enactment will be to deepen that depression ^nd 
demoralization. 

“Coming to the details of the Bill, I must acknowledge the many improve- 
memts made in it on the legislation embodied in the Seditious Meetings Act, 
and I bog to tender to Your Excislloricy’s Government my grateful 
acknowledgments for the changes introduced. Some of these changes are 
certainly important and are calculated to render the working and the operation 
of the Act less liable to abuse. ‘The Act of 1907 *'-I am quoting an Anglo- 
Indian paper—‘ might, in the hands of an arbitrary Local Government, have 
been employed in such a wny as to molest private gatherings or to interfere 
with legitimate public meetings.* As a matter of fact that Act has been on 
many occasions so utilized. In this respect the present Bill is certainly an 
improvement, with the result that it is less likely to be oppressive in its opera¬ 
tion. And to this extent the country is deeply beholden to Your Excellency’s 
Government for meeting with popular wishes. I confess I have road with 
some surprise in the editorial observations of the Bnglishmm that ‘ on the 
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whole/the concespions that have been mach? are not very imporhint.’ On the 
contrary, I am persuaded that if a inoasure like the one embodied in tliis Bill 
has unfortunately got to be placed on the Statute-book, to arm the executive 
with such powers as they dccjin necessary to possess, to cope with what they 
evidently regard as an exceptional situation, • tbc Bill in its present form— 
while no doubt still capable of iinprovemenlr—is about as little? stringent and 
oppressive as it could be, under the circumstances. I trust that the Hon’hie 
the Homo Member will be satisfied with this acknowledgment of my humble 
'appreciation of the endeavours made by him to meet with popular wishes, 
though I wholly differ from him in regard to the principle of the Bill and the 
expediency or desirability of any such legislation in the present improved 
condition of the country. 

“ My Lord, I believe tliat the poAvers that the executive may require to 
cope witli the state of affairs at j)resent ai’c adequaft?ly available to tlujin in 
the Indian Penal Code and tlu? Criminal Procedure Code, and it was under 
section 144 of the latti^r Cvode that the aiithoriti(?s at Barisal prohibited the 
session of, in my 02 ?iniou, an innocuous iiAceting, namely, the Bcingal Provin¬ 
cial Conference, in Marcli 1907, anterior to the eiiactmeiit of the Seditious 
Meetings Act. I feel sure that in section 144 of the Criminal Procedure Code 
the executive authorities are in jwssession of amplo powers for j^roseribing all 
meetings likely to indulge in mischievous or inflammatory propaganda. The 
new Bill is therefore open to the elnirgc of its being a i-eplication of powers 
already vested in the executive, with this difference, that wli<?reas the act of 
the officer under the Codes is a judicial ])ro(!eeding, which might he challenged, 
that under the present Bill is made pur<?]y ex<i<!uti vc and absolutely final ; and 
to this extent, therefore, the provisions of the measure under discussion, Avhere 
they differ from the existing*law in the Penal and Procedures Codes, differ for 
the worse. 

“ My Lord, it is tome a matter of g(Mvnino regret that in the very first 
session of tlie Council over wliich Your Lxe(dl(vney lias presided the legislature 
should be called upon (o enact a nuxisure of tliis character, and that loo in 
a year which is sure to he remdend meinoi'ahle by the presence amojigst us 
of their Most Gracious Majcsti(?s tlic King-lhnpcror and the Qm'cn-Emfiress. 
At a time like this, the Government sliou/d not havi? placed before this 
Council, and immked its assistance in passing, a measure that will act as an 
irritant, in place of an eniolient, to tlit‘ feidings of a large sc'ction of H is 
Majesty’s subjects. T trust tliat in spite of the Hon*l)le Mr. Jenkins’ 
prophecy that ho hoped that this Bill was now before this Council for the 
third and last time, it Avould come uji once again, before long, with the 
object of being repealed. Wlien that day comes, it Avill he good for the 
Government and tlnj people aliki?. My Lord, it would he a mistake to 
suppose that any non-oflicial Momher of this Council would he so short-sighted 
as not to realize the advantage of co-operating Avith the Gov('rnmcnt by giving 
to it all the support he can, coiisistontly with his regard for the interests of the 
community ho represents. I think some of us might liavc supported the Bill 
in its present form as a temporary nujasun?, not l)ecause w(; are convinced of 
its necessity, hut to satisfy the Government of our sinc.ere desire to strengthen 
the hands of the executive in dealing with what is still regarded, thougli I fear 
wrongly, as an abnormal situation. Bui with tin? sinc(?r(?st desire to meet the 
Government oven more than half-way, we cannot slmt our eyes to the danger 
of such legislation being made a permanent part of our Statute-book.” 

The Hon’ble Pandit Mad an Mohan Malaviva: “My Lord, *it * 
cannot be regarded as anything but a inisfortuno for the GoAun-nment and for 
tlio people that the Government sliould consider it nec(?ssary to bring forAvard 
such a measure before the Council. It caunol; be denied that it is a measure 
of repression. The changes Avhich Inwe l)ecn introduced arc? no doubt very ma¬ 
terial ; but still the measure retains its character of being an exceptional measure?, 
which can only he justified by exceptional circumshinces prevailing in the 
country. Now, my Lord, if such circumstances existed, I believe there Avould be 
no differenqe of opinion as to the introduction of such a measure. Butdt cannot 
be seriously disputed that the circumstances which existed in 1907, Avhen the 
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measure was first introduced, do not exist in the India of to-day. It has been 
freely admitted by the Hon’ble tlie Home Member and by the various Local 
Governments that there has been a great deal of change in the circumstances 
which existed in the year 1907, and that the change has been all for the better. 
A careful perusal of the opini( 7 n of Local Governments, and of the speech which 
the Hon’blo Member delivered In introducing the Bill, would lead a careful 
observer to the conclusion that there is no present necessity for paasing such 
a Bill as is* before the Council. The law is asked for mainly on the ground 
that it should be av^ailablo as a ready instrument to be used by the Govern¬ 
ment whenever occtision may arise for it. Now, my Lord, no well-wisher of 
the Government and of the people w’'ould desire that the Government should 
not be armed with any j)ower that may be really necessary to prevent the 
spread of sedition or seditious disturbances in the country. And if there was 
any difficulty in the way of th<? Government enacting such a measure when the 
need for it arose, the placi ng of such a measure as is now before the Council 
permanently on tli(i Siatuto-book would have much to be said in its justifica¬ 
tion. But apart from the fact that there is a great body cy2 law on the Statute- 
book which can and which does (mable the (xovernment effectively to. chock 
the spirit of sedition, we know that not only can the Government of India, 
under the Indian Councils Act, pass any law that may be necessary at one 
sitting of this Couucil, but also that Your Excellency has the power under 
section 23 of the said Act to make and promulgate any Ordinance which the 
emergency of the case may require to deal with the situation. In view of 
these circumstaiicos, I lieg lea ve to ask if it is necessary at this moment to 
place a measure like this pcvrmaiioiitJy on the Statute-book ? With all the 
n^spect duo to the Governineivt, I feel it my duty to the Government, no less 
than to the piioplo, to submit that it is not. It will not l)o clear to a large 
soctioji of the general public why such a measure should l)e placed permanently 
on the Statule-book at a time when it is admitted on all sides that there is a 
general political calm prevailing all over the country ; but in view of the fact 
that the Government of India, acting with the unanimous advice of the Local 
Governmciiits, have come to the conclusion that the law iu question should be 
made permanent, it seems not only uiiiiecc.ssary but useless to repeat the many 
arguments which have been urged in the jiast and many which have been 
urged or suggested in the deliate to-day against a measuro of the character 
before us. 1 frankly and thankfully acknowledge the several important changes 
which have been made in the existing Act, which have removed some of the most 
serious objections which had lieen urged against it. These changes are very 
valuable, and I have no doubt that they will bo fully appreciated by the public 
and will help them to bo reconciled to tlui measure. If the Government will be 
pleased to go a little furth<3r, and restrict the duration of the Bill to a period of 
three years or so, I venture to think that most of us will agree to accept the 
Bill.' But however that may be, even if the Bill is passed as it is, it is to be hoped 
in the interest of good govoriunent, vvhioli includes the best interests of the 
administration and of the people, it is devoutly to be hoped that the measure 
will remain a dead-letter, and that if unfortunately it is ever put into operation, 
both the Government and the public will jealously watch its applicatioi\ to 
ensure that it should only strike at the noxious growth of sedition and not 
hang as a blight on uuexceptionable healthy activity.” 

The Hon’ble Mu. Macphekson: “With Your Excellency’s permission 
I will read a speech which has l)een banded to me by the Hon’ble Baja Partab 
Bahadur Singh of Partabgarh. (The Hon’ ble Member then read the following 
speech) — 

“It is with reluctance as well as with pleasure that wo have mot here 
to-day to discuss the advisability of re-enacting the Seditious Meetings Bill 
and placing it permanently on the Statute-book—reluctance, because there should 
ever have arisen the necessity of such a measure in India, the soil of which 
was not congenial to the growth of sedition and anarchy, and where loyalty and 
complete submission to the Crown were the characteristics of every inhabitant of 
this vast lahd; pleasure, because it places all the law-abi^ng people beyond the 
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readbi of the influence of mischief‘makors and sedition-mongers. It is indeed 
in the interests of good government, nay in the interests of the people them¬ 
selves, that the State should bo well-equipped with weapons to meet the assaults 
that might at any time bo made on its security. But, my Lord, before forging 
any sudi weapon in the legislative workshop, it is necessary for us to see whe¬ 
ther it will servo any useful purpose and produce any salutary effect, for this 
we have simply to look back to the conditions that prevailed in India before the 
year 1907, when the Goveriunent was obliged to enforce an Act for the preven^ 
, tion of seditious meetings. It was a time when in some parts of the country* 
murders, assassinations, conspiracies and dacoities were of frequent occurrence— 
much of this raischief was undoubtedly due to the inflammatory speeches and 
public writings in the Press—and public peace and tranquillity wore at stake. 
It was a time when it was feared that if this state of affairs were allowed to 
.continue longer the germs of sedition might spread like wild fire. These wore 
the circumstanc&s that necessitated the enfortsement of the Seditious Meetings 
Act. If we compare that state; of affairs with what it is at present, wo will 
find the situation has improved. Nevertheless it cannot be said without fear 
of contradiction that the country is now in a flt state to dispense with the 
measures the Government had to adopt in exceptional times. The recent 
outrages committed in the metropolis of the Indian Empire and also the 
mischievous doings of some people elsewhere go to show that there still exists the 
.need of an extraordinary measure like this, and sedition has not yet died out. 

“ Now, the question arises as to what has bee-u the important factor in 
bringing about this change for the better. The answer is not far to seek. 
In my humble opinion such measures as liavo the (jffect of saving the masses 
and youths of tlie country from falling a prey to the pernicious influence 
of those misguided persons who want to disturb the peace of tiie country, 
have been greatly helpful in improving the situation, and are, therefore, 
essentially required for good goveriimejit and the safety of the people. 

“ With these few words I beg to give my cordial aud unqualiiied support 
to the Bill.” 

The Hon’blo Mb. Maduii; : “ My Lord, as one of those who entirely 
approved of the original Act when it was brought in, I must confess to 
some sense of disappointment when I first read (he amendments of the 
present BUI. My disappointment arose from the fact that the original 
Act was undoubtedly effective, and that the amendments seem to me to shed 
some of the principal elements of its efficiency ; and but for a fact which I 
shall presently mention, my disapjjointment would bo deepened by the admis¬ 
sions which have been made by some of the opiM)aeats of this BiU, to the effect 
tliat it will not effect the purposes for which it is being enacted. That the 
original Act has produced a remarkable change in the country will not, I think, 
be denied by anybody wdio has studied the signs of the times for the last three 
or four years ; and if the present opponents of the amended BUI think it will 
not effect its purpose, that would be an argument in my mind for going back 
to the original Act rather than for disapproving of any legislation whatsoever. 
But the fact to which I have referred is this, that the Executive Government, 
which no doubt possesses better information regarding the conditions prevailing 
in this country than we do, has brought in a Bill and is siitislied with it, and to 
my mind that is a sufficient reason for supporting the Bill. 

“My principal reason, my Lord, for rising is to combat two arguixionts that 
I have heard here this morning. One is that this BUI casts a stigma upon the 
whole province. That is a kind of argutuent which I have never heard anywhere 
else. The BUI is directed against a specific class of crime committed by certain 
persons. How it can cast a stigma upon anybody else, it is really difficiUt to 
understand. The only ground on which a Bill of this kind can cast a stigma 
upon any other class than those w'ho are incriminated by it would be that it has 
urged certain classes who were timid beforehand to come forward more boldly 
to condemn crime than they did in the earlier stages of anarchy. Now, my 
Lord, I am very slow to impute any kind of motive to anybody or to find fault 
with any one; but no one can have lived in Calcutta for the last four or five 
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years without fooling that the intellect and the character of ’the country wore 
not displayed against this criino \^dien it first arose. It was a common com¬ 
plaint in all the Anglo-Indian Press that, situated as the Government was in a 
foreign country, it was entitled to more help from people who could assist both 
in the suppression of crime and in the detection of crime when it was com¬ 
mitted than they did. And therefore, if this Bill casts any kind of stigma upon 
anybody els(^ than the criminals themselves, it can only bo becjiuse it has pro¬ 
duced a certain effect, which ought to have come about from the natural loyalty 
of the country w ithout the stimulus of such an Act. 

“ The other argument that I wish to meet is that ephemeral legislation 
ought to be resorted to against any class of crime, even exceptional crime. My 
Lord, all crime is exceptional. I do not think there is a single crime mentioned 
in the Statute-book which is not exceptional in its charact( 5 r. As I humbly 
ventured to point out in Simla, the difFer(uices in crime are of degree and not 
of kind. The whole lot of them are offences against the public peace or 
against society and the w^elfare of the country, and that any crime should once 
show its face in any country and be legislated for, and the legislation bo allowed 
to die out because the crime seems to be partially suppressed,—nol)ody can say 
that it has been wholly suppressed, -is an argument that carries no weight 
whatever with me. 

“ I am quite aware that analogies between disease and crime may be over’^ 
strained, but there is a certain resemblance between tins proposal to have* 
temporary legislation against ^vhat is thought to he temporary crime and and 
proposal, for instance, to al)olisli vaccination because it was very unnopular any 
small-pox had died down for a little while. The conditions that bring about 
small-pox are to my mind as mysterious as those that, bring about crime. Tliey 
have been hunted down successfully by preventive measures, but I do not 
suppose that the real mystery of the thing has over been found out. And I 
am afraid the myst(jry of crime here or aiiywliere else will never bo found out 
except ill the fallibility of buman nature which is prevalent (werywhere. Any 
crime which has shown itself here is exceptional in much the same manner, 
and I humbly maintain that no Act (.wer passed against any phase of crime 
ought ever to be abolished.” 

The Hon’ble Mit. Graham : “ My Lord, T wish tliis afternoon, on 

behalf of those whom I represent, to give my cordial support to this 
Bill. I cannot conceive that the Bill as it now stands could possibly be 
a liardship to any law-abiding citi/.eii in any ordinary area in India, and if 
any area at any time becomes abnormal and sedition becomes rife, then 
I do not think anybody can cavil at the (iovernmeut having this power liohind 
it to deal with sedition and seditious meetings. If this Bill had l)eon enacb^l 
fifteen^ or twenty ycjars ago and had b(3(in on the Statute-book for the whole 
time, I personally think that the sterner measure, Avhich this Bill is now to 
take the place of, might never have been wanted. I therefore wish to support 
the Bill.” 

The Hon’ble Mu. Gokhai-e : ** My Lord, it is with considerable reluc* 
tance and regret that I rise to take part in to-day’s discussion. I had 
hoped, like so many of iny friends, that the occasion for this discussion would 
not arise, that in view of the great improvement, wdiich has taken place 
in the general situation of the country, and to wdiich the Hon’ble Mr. Jenkins 
boro testimony the other day, the Governineiit would not consider it necessary 
to prolong this legislation, a nd that in any case they w'ould not seek to place the 
measure permanently on the Statute-book. As, however, the Government have 
come to tlie conclusion that tliey must continue to have this weapon in their 
armouiy, and have it j^^i’toancntly, those who arc unable to acquiesce in this 
view have no choice but to express their di>sseiit, and that is why I must trouble 
the Council with a few observations. 

“ My Lord, I do not propose to approach this question from the standpoint 
of abstract principles. Far be it from mo to under-rate the importance of 
abstract principles. Abstract principles are usually derived from the accu- 
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mulated wisdom and experience of ai^os, and in stimulating generous sentimCnt, 
in sustaining high ideals, and in lighting the path of life over dark and ditti- 
oult ground, they are of inestimable value. But no thinker has ever urged 
that mere abstract principles sliould guide us, without reference to the cir¬ 
cumstances amidst which they have to be applied. Thus the abstract principle 
of freedom of speech must be taken in relation to the circumstances amidst 
which that freedom is claimed; and I am quite willing to (X)ncede that the theore¬ 
tical objection to any proposed legislation that it restricts the right of Tree speech 
must be further supported by an examination of its praofi(5al consequences before 
it can be regarded as conclusive. But, my Lord, just as the right of free speech 
is an abstract right, so also the proposition*that all loyal citizens must rally round 
the executive in maintaining law and order is an abstract proposition, and its 
value as a guide for practical conduct must depend upon the circumstana^s 
amidst which it is sought to be applicMi. I think, my Lord, when loyal citizens 
are called upon to rally to the support of the Govenimont in any measures 
it considers necessary to maintain law and order, two questions have to l)e 
considered. Eirst, what is the danger against which the Government wants to 
take measures, and secondly, ivliat is the character of tlie measures which the 
Government wants to take ? And this again leads us to another (inquiry. Is 
the need of the Government urgent and immediate, or is the Govorjunent 
anxious only to take precautionary nuiasures ? If the need of the Government 
is urgent and immediate, then of course all ordinary considerations must bo 
put aside, and every loyal citizini must range hirnsedf on the side of the Gov¬ 
ernment in sanctioning and enforcing the measures that ar(5 thought to 1)0 
indisponsable. In a state of actual disturbance, in a state of dangerous activity 
on the part of elements hostile i-o the very existence of the Government, I cjin 
understand the Government calling on all loyal citizejis to rally round it in this 
maimer. But where the measures contemplated are more precautionary than 
required to meet an urgent and immediate situation, where the measures con¬ 
templated are more against possible developments in the future than any present 
neoci, there, I venture to think, that a ditferont set of considerations apply. 
Now, my Lord, it is freely admitted that the present situation of the country 
is not of a character to demand such legislation for immediate', use. We have 
been hdd that very probably this law—when the Bill ])ocomes law—will not lx? 
put into force at all in the near I'uture. I’lieirofon?, it caJinot be claimed tJiat 
the need of the Government is urgent and immediate, and we arc? entitled to 
take it that the measure is intond(?d to serve the purpose of a pr(?cautionary 
measure. Lot us, therefore, examine the measure? as a pr(?caiitionary measure. 
And hero there are two standpoints from which it may be vic?wed; one, the 
standpoint of the Government, and the other that of the repr(;s(?utative8 of the? 
public w^ho are called upon to assist the Government in such legislation. Tho 
Government naturally, in passing a precautionary measure, has, first of all, 
to consider how it can bo made (?irective. A m(?asure like this is not worth 
having unless it is reasonably effective. The representatives of tlie public, 
on the other hand, have, first of all, got to consider, since? th(?rc is no immediate 
danger to be mot, what harm is likely to result if the powers con- 
fca^red by the measure are abused, and how to pr(?V(?nt such possible abus(?s. 
No one can deny that abuses are possible?, even in regard to most carefully 
framed measures. Now, iny Lord, so far as the effectiveness of this measure is 
concerned, I will freely admit, what has indeed been already admitted by so 
many of my Hon’blc friends, that, from the standpoint of the Gove^rnmont, 
it could not have introduced a milder measure than this. The more objection¬ 
able features of the Act of 1907 have been removed, and if, when the need arises, 
this law is applied with reasonable care and caution, it is not likely to produce 
any serious hardship. , I am free to admit tliat at once, and I do not think 
there is any difference of opinion on that jioint. But while? the Government 
may claim to have removed from the old law its harsher features, we, here, 
who represent the public, that will have to come under this law, have also got 
to consider what will happen if tlie po\^ers which this law confers are abused; 
and from that standpoint, my Lord, I submit that, though a great deal of cargo 
has been thrown out of the vasseJ, still enough remains to fill our minds with 
apprehension. Let us, my Lord, take the case of an area which comes to be 
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proclaimed under this law. ' It is quite true that the GoTcrnment of India will 
have first to extend the notification to the province; it is quite true* that the 
Local Government will have next to proclaim the ai*ca, and thatj too, now, 
after fet ohtainin£» the sanction of the Governor General in Council; but 
after all, in the last analysis, it is the opinion of local officers that will generally 
prevail in these matters. If the local officers strongly hold that a particular 
area is dovelojnng a daTigorous activity,—whether it is actually doing so or not 
is a different question,—if the local offlcei’S think so, the Local Government, in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, will endorse that view; and when the Local 
Government urges this view upon the Government of India, I think it is very 
improbable that the Government of India will refuse to extend this law to that 
particular province and that particular area Therefore, my Lord, in the 
last resort., it is the opinion of local officers that will really prevail; and when 
once an area has been placed under this law, the Local Government and the 
Government of India w'ill, so to say, bo out of it, and it is the district authorities 
that will then apply the law and stand face to face with the jieople- 

“ Now, my Lord, I do not wish to make any general or sweeping observations 
about district officers. The district authorities of this country try to do their 
duty as conscientiously as any body of human beings, similarly circumstanced, 
can do ; and they have their exceptional and their average men. There are in 
their ranks some who are exceptionally high-minded and conscientious; a largo 
number who mciely take a routiiu) view of things, and do what they consider to' 
be their duty without considering how^ it will affect the people; and some who are 
intolerant of all criticism and who certainly will not h(!sitatc to use the powers 
which a law' like this will (»nfer on them, in order to put down all jiolitical 
agitation, whatever its necessity or character. And 1 distinctly fear that in an 
area jiroclaimed under this law, there is no small likelihood of these exceptional 
powers being abused. It must be borne in mind that district authorities, in their 
turn, arc dependent for their information upon the police, and it is well known 
that the police of the country as a class are feared and not trusted. 'Jherefore, 
there is a serious danger that the powers under this Act may be abused ; and 
since there is this liability to abuse, it becomes necessary for the representatives 
of the people in this Council to consider what should be their attitude towards a 
measure of this kind. My Lord, I have considered this questio’i long and 
anxiously', not only in connection wMtli this particular measure, but also on 
other occasions, which have arisen in the past, as to w'hat should be our attitude 
towards the repressive measures which the Government comes to consider as 
nec&ssary. The position, liriofly, is this. The Government of India considers 
certain legislation to be necessary in order that certain evils, actual or anticipated, 
iSiould be coped with properly. The Government’s intentions, of course, arc 
beyond question. The Gov'emment only wants the remedy to be applied to the 
evils an^ does not w'ant any excessive zeal on the part of any' of their officers. 
If the non-ofiicial Members of this Council take-only the intentions of Govern¬ 
ment into consideration and raise no objection to the jiroposed legislation, they 
become responsible for that legislation along with the Government. As soon, 
however, as the legislation is passed, the matter gets out of the hands of the 
Government of India; and wherever the legislation happens to be enforced, 
every officer who administers the law comes to be armed not only with the 
spirit of the law but also with the letter of the law. And, then, when abuses 
occur, non-official Members, who have been assenting parties to the legislation, 
find themselves placed in a very awkward position. I will illustrate my mean¬ 
ing by w'hat occurred last year in connection w'ith the Press Bill. Last year, 
when the Government of India introduced a drastic Press law, it was a time of 
considerable anxiety for the Government. And if ever the Government was 
entitled to the co-operation of the people in ropre.ssive measures, it was at that 
time. A generous measure of Council reform had been conceded, and when the 
new Council w'as abfiut to meet, a diabolical murder had taken place hero in 
the very precincts of the High Court. The time was such tliat every generous 
sentiment urged one not to judge the proposals of Government in any very' 
critical spirit. When the Government brought forward its measure, ample 
material was laid before the Select Committee, which satisfied many of us that 
in several parts of the country, a section of the Press habitually went beyond all 
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reasonable bounds and needed to be controlled ; and that if the Govoriiinent 
were to roly merely on ordinary prosecutions, the evil was most difficult to deal 
W’ith. When, therefore, it was proposed that some executive action within 
certain limits should be tried to cope with the situation, several Menihei*s of 
this Conucil came to the conclusion that we should not stand in the way. 
And when the Bill came up before the Couficil we did not oppose it, and 
practically gave a sort of reluctant assent to the measure.*. If ever, therefore, 
there was a measure, which should have been enforced with ciire and 
caution, it w’as that Press Bill. A])art from the fact that a harsh enforcement 
- of the measure was liable to turn tlie feeling of the |)eop 1 c against Government, 
this special caution was due to those non-official Mendjers Avho at a difficult 
time had come forward to range tliemselvi^s on tJie side of Gov(*rninent. Tln*re 
was never any doubt about the intentions of the Government of India. We were 
assured, both in private convensatious and in the s])ooches of Members of tlie 
Government in this OounciJ, that the law would Ixi applied only to extrenu^ 
cases, that the past would be wiptxl off thci slate, and that tlie measure! nould be 
enforced only in the case of new and serious offenees. And in NvaiA'iiig our 
opposition t.o the measure, avo permitted ourselves to hedif^A o that the rtunedy 
Avould bo tried in that spirit. As soon, ]^0A^ eA^el^ as the Bill A^ as pass(Ml, Magis¬ 
trates in all parts of the country started (mforc.'ing the provisions in the harshest 
manner, and the Avorst cas(*s 0(!CUiTed, I am sorry to say, in my (nvn provinee, 
Bombay. For tJie most paltry reasons, security came to lie di^maiuhul, n ith th(! 
result that e.A-(ni thoughtful men, who dtiplored the (*.xcesses of the Jh'(*ss, turm^d 
violently against thoscj avIio liad stood by the GoAn*rnm(mt in th(> matter. I 
knoAV tliti Members of the Govc'rnnunvt Ave-re th(‘mselv(!s dislrc'ssml to see Ibis 
almse of tlie Press Act. Sir ITorliort Itisley, Avlio had inti‘odnC(?(l the nu*asur(!, 
had gont*, but Sir Harold Stuart, tlu! Home Secretary, amis here. I had a talk 
with him in the matter, and I know lie Avas deeply grioA'erl tliat this harassing 
overzeal AAas Ixdng displayed by Magisirales, Avho nere miforeing tlu? letter ami 
not the spirit of the laAV. The difficulty, my Lord, in such matters is that it is 
impossilile to communicate properly on paper the inhnvtions of tin* GoAxvrnm<Mit 
of India even to the Local Governments, and further, ev(Mi it is found possible 
to do so, th(‘se intentions do not trav'e! heyond the Local Govm-nm(nils ; and 
hundreds of Magistrates all over Uk! country, who come to lx* arnxMl w ith tin.* 
pow ers conferred by the laAv, do not think of tin* iiit(‘ntions or do not know' any¬ 
thing about them. When I went back to Bombay last LMareli, aftm* tlx! session 
of this ('ouncil w as oaw, I found tlmt tlii! position of some of us had beeixiu*, owing 
to tlx* ahus(*s of the Press laAv, alnmst intolerabb!; and tins not merely in the 
ey(*s of those avIio Averc in the habit of talking Av ildly, but (*v(mi of tliose avIio 
wanted us to giAXi a reasonable sort of sujiport to the Govcn’nnxvnt; so much so 
tiiat I thought it necessary to ask for an intorvii'W'' Avitb His Exeedlem-.y tlx* 
Governor of Bombay and lay the Avhole matter personally liefore him. Sir 
George Clarke entered into our feelings at once, and w ith that readiness whieb 
has always characterised him to look into grievances brought personally 
to his notice, ho promised to sot tlx! malter riglit at once*; ami tlien 
orders Avore issued, AAdiich stopped tlie Avliolc! scandal. 

‘'My Lord, the fear of such experience ahvays Avenghs us dow n. AVh nro 
quite Avilling to accept the statement of the intentions of the Govxnmment of 
Inelia, as made knoAvn here. And av(^ knoAV that the GoAT.riiimmt of India lias 
no other object in vicAV than to put doAvii tlie evils coiniilained of. W<! know 
also that Local Governments will try to carry out tliose iiilentious to tlx! bcsl: 
of their ability and as far as they understand them. But it is xot tlie Govern¬ 
ment of India nor the Local Governments that ultimahdy cxc^rGise tlx! poAMirs ; 
it is local officers, scattered all ovcir the country ; and tl»os(* oflicers, according 
to individual idiosyncracies, will interpret the hw ami eiiforec it. The whole 
question, therefore, is not so much a question of h^gislatiou as of executive 
administration. It has often hoen said—it is really a mere truism—that 
more depends upon the manner in AAhich a laAV is administenjd than upon 
the law itself. And in the executive administration of the country we 
have absolutely no voice. If, in enforcing this laAv, non-official nxm 
were first consulted by district authorities, if th(iir advice Avas sought 
beforehand, then there would be some safeguard against an almse of 
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these powers. If, for instance, district officers*^were to have round 
them district councils, as has often been suggested, and they were to put the 
powers of such law into force with the advice of the district councils, there 
would be some guarantee that no impro 2 )er exercise or abuse of those powers, 
Avhetlier duo to ignorance or excess of zeal, w^ould occur. But as long as we 
hav(; no opportunity of making oiir wishes known in the excicutive administra¬ 
tion of the country, so long it Ix^coines an exceedingly difficult matter for us 
to accept the responsibility which associating ourselves with the Government 
in such moasifres brings to us. 

“My Lord, after a great deal of consideration, I have come to the conclusion 
that, while things are as they ar(? to-day, our co-operation with the Govern¬ 
ment cannot ordinarily go l)eyond two classes of measures—constructive 
measures taken for the moral and material well-being of the pooj)le, and 
mc^asurcs urgently and immodiattdy necessary to deal with actual or threatened 
disturbances. I Avill illiLstrate my meaning by an analogy drawn from the 
question of military expenditure. Jf w^ar or invasion were threatened, I 
think, w^hatever our views alxmt military (expenditure may be, w^e all should 
b(^ Avilling to come forward and sujiport the Government in any measures—even 
extra taxation—which the Government might consider necessary to cope effect- 
ividy with the danger; but that is in an al)nornial and extraordinary state of 
things. In normal conditions we should jealously scrutinise oiir military expend¬ 
iture''. and urge the Govinmment to k(?ep it w itliin reasonable limits. In the same 
manner, wdiere an abnormal situation as regards the maintenance of law and order 
in the country arises, wc should brush asid(5 all ordinary considerations and 
conuj to th(5 supj)ort of Gov(irnment in any nniasures that are really necessary 
for jnitting down or preventing disorder. After all, we do not want any sedi¬ 
tion in this country any more than the Governmcnit does. Our hopes for the 
future are bound iij) with the peaceful mainkmaiice of British rule; and in all 
measures, reasonably necessary for the maintenance of that rule, ancl reasonably 
applied, the Government is entithHl to our co-o])eration and supi)ort. But 
tlnn’o is the difficulty whicli I have spoken of, whore measures arc taken as 
iiK'm precautionary measures, not required by any immt^diate necessities, but 
simply to guard against possifjlo devolopments in the future. And I have cojrie 
to tin? conclusion that, in view" of the possibility of abuse, W(^ must 
leave tin 5 resjionsihility for such measures to tin? Government, I admit that, 
MS the responsibility for jioaee and order is ju’ijnarily Avitli tlio Government, 
tlie judgment of the Government must prevail in the end in such matters ; but 
as tile Governmeut has the powder to (niforce that judgment, whether in this 
Couiunl or outside, Ave should not l)e (ixpeeted ordinarily to assent to the 
(‘.xercise of that jiower, and no occasion for e()mj)laint arises if wo prefer to 
stand aside. 

*‘I will noAV say a few w^ords on the? Bill before us, and then ixisumo my 
seat..^ I do not wish to go into th(5 di^tails of this measim;. That has becni done 
by many of my Ilon’blo friends and I do not think anything has been left to 
be said on the subject. It is admitted fmely that the Government has removed 
from the old Act its more olijectionable features, and that, if an Act must bo 
passed, the Government could not have made it milder. But I must urge 
again, wdiat I urged at Simla in 1907 and Avhat I also urged last year, Ihat 
h^gislation in sucIj matters slvould bo j)assed in Provincial Councils and not in 
the Imperial Council. My Lord, I think it is unfair to everybody—unfair to 
the Government of India, unfair to the Members of this Council, unfair to 
the Avhole country—that such legislation should be passed here. The only 
justification for such measures is the prevalence of an oxcej)tional state of 
tbingSj^ and uubss such a state of things is giuieral throughout the country, 
a ])rovmce Avbich wants to be armed Avitli exceptional powers should seek to 
pass the necessary legislation in its own Council. As most provinces possess 
their oavu Legislative Councils, there is no reason wdiy the Government of India 
should ask tiiis Council to accept a responsibility which should bo borne by 
Local Councils. When the GoA"ernment of India piisses such legislation for the 
Avliole country, it gives rise to a feeling of general iiTitation, and the irrita¬ 
tion is greatest in those provincas which need the speoiall legislation the least 
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A province that is“ disturbed recognizes more or less the need for some 
measure of the kind; but the provinces that are in a normal condil ion feel that 
they have been badly treated. Moreover, it is imj30ssible here, whether in Select 
Committee or in Council, to consider all the circuinstancjes of the different 
provinces, whereas, if a province which needed these extra(u*dinaiy pow('rs 
were called upon to legislate for itseli^ the circtimstarices of that province would 
be discussed with full knowledge by Members, both official and non-onicial, 
before a final judgment is arrived at. It has been stated that all the Local 
- Governments are in favour of placing this legislation permanently on the 
Statute-book. I do not think, however, that that goes far. iSo Local Govern¬ 
ment, or for the matter of tliat no authority, would like to relinquish thci 
powers which it already enjoys. A clear illustration of this is furnished by 
what has happened in tlie Rhotak District in the Punjab. When the proclama¬ 
tion of llhotak was about to expire, the Deputy Commissioner of Rhotak and 
the Commissioner of the Division strongly urged its renewal. The Lieutenaut- 
Governor would not agree to that—at the same time he is unwilling to lot this 
Act expire. Thus each authority Avants to keep the jiowers whicJi it i)ossesses, 
and it is not strange that all Local Governments have expressed themselves in 
favour of the permanent retention of the A(;t. 

“ My Lord, if the Government had proposed to limit the duration of this 
measure to tliree, four or even years, that would liaA^c considerably altered 
its character. It would then liaA^e meant that the Government wantc^l a 
temporary remedy for a state of tilings Avhich it did not consider quite 
normal. If tliis had been done, it Avould liave binm easier for us not to stand 
in the way of this Rill passing info law. My Lord, if this measure u ero 
passed for five years, what Avould happen ? I am quite sure that in five years 
things will so settle down that th(?re Avill lie no ikhxI for this measure. Whmi 
this Act was first passed in 1907, Dr. Ghose and I poiiihul out tluit liy its(ilf it 
would not only prove no remcjdy for thii state of things, hut that it would drive 
discontent into more violent channels, and that what the situation needed 
was above all a large and generous measure of r(5form. And Avhat wc^ liad 
prophesied actually came true ; for in April 3908 the first outhroak of violeiiC(5 
took place in the country. In November 1908 came the gracious uK^ssage from 
tho late King, tlui Proclaination of 1908, and it was followed soon after by the 
sch(?me of roforni, which was arinounccMl hy Lord Morhy in. his memorable 
speech of December 1908 in the llouse of Lords. Tho im|)rov(!iiient in tho 
situation of the country lias becni rapid siiuHi then, and furthfu* that ijiqwovc- 
inent has been continuous; and, in spit(i of tli(^ two detestable oui;rages 
that have recently occurred, Ave all fe(?l that, taking tin; country as a whole, 
tho situation oA^ery day is improving and that it will not be long l)el'()re 
tlio whole thing jmsscs aAvay lik(? a hideous nightmare. I'hat being our 
view of the situation, we feel, my Lord, tliat a bmiporary measure 
would have suited the requirements of the sitiialion mucli liotter than 
a permanent measure of this kiml. If, on the otlier liarid, our estimaie 
of the situation is found to he wrong at the end of four or five, years, 
tho Government has the power to renoAV the measure, for a further period or 
injjeflnitely. There may he some little agitation to ho faced, hut that is a small 
consideration compared witli the fact that, in placing this measure permaiuMitly 
on the Statute-book just now, the Government is going against a large volume 
of public opinion. My liord, let not the Government be influenced too much 
by the latest outrages. They are like tlie dying embers of a fire that is going 
out. A nurnher of young men cfime uiidiii* unfortunate influences under 
circumstances over which I an ill not dAvell, but tlie resj)ousil)ility for which must 
bo shared equally between the Government and ilio people. There., is much 
truth in the adage that it takes tAVo to inakci a quarred. I am not, iiOAvovev, 
going into that; I only want to say that for thrcio or four years a Avave of Avild 
teaching passed over the land, and under the influence of that teaching a 
number of youths completely lost tludr heads and committed themselves to 
courses of conduct from Avhicli retreat was not easy. I think it is some of 
these men who are still responsible for those outrages. There may be a few 
more outrages in the near future,—no one can say,—^l)ut no ncAV ailditions to 
the ranks of these men are taking placci; the supplies hav(5 been cut off;

and I fod quite sure that tho situation will now grow better and better every 
day until at last only the uicmory of those times is left. I therefore urge, my Lord, 
that the Government should reconsider this matter even at this late stage, and 
limit the duration of the Bill to a period of throe, or oven five, years. If this is 
done, some of us, who are uiuible to assent to a permanent measure, may find our¬ 
selves in a position to reconsider the line which we have decided to adopt. 

The Ilon’blo Mil. Syku Ali: Imam : “ My Lord, the legislative measure wliieli 
is before the ( ouncil deserves to be examined in the light of a comparison 
of its provisions with those of the Seditious Meetings Act of 1907. This process 
Avill lay bare the constitutional changes that have been introduced by Your 
Excelhniey’s Governnunit in a piece of legislation the utility of wliicli, under 
circumstances of political danger, cannot l)e sufficiently appreciated. It will 
be conceded on all hands that these far-reaching changes are all in the direction 
of removing features that in tlic Act of 1907 were supposed to induce real or 
fancied alarm in the minds of such as have permitted themselves to be ol)sess(;d 
by abstractiojis rather than l)e guided by tlie statesmanship which addresses 
itself to a- correct appreciation of the (conditions existing in fact. It will be 
rememhered that the notification under sub-section (2) of section 1 is a 
condition precedent to tlie exercise of the power under section 2. Tlui former 
ostaldishccl only a correlation betireen tlie Government of India and I'joc^al 
Governments with regard to the operation of the Act, and does not iiiqioso any 
immediate curtailment of the right of the people to hold public meetings. Tlici 
proclamation of a province or a part of it must b(? preceded by this notification 
that does not do more tlian make it only possible for Local Governments to 
apply the measure within their jurisdic^tion. I find it necessary to advert to 
it as, in the criticisms that liave been offered from time to time on the action 
taken under the Act by Lord Minto’s Government in Januaiy 1910, the poin 
has been lost sight of, and it has boon assumed that His Lordship’s Government, 
by iaking the action it did, deprived the whole of India of the right of holding 
meetings at one stroke of the pen. As a matter oi fact it did no monr tlian 
make it permissible for diiferent Local Governments to apply the Act if an 
oniergoiicy arose. This aclion served as a gentle warning io put the disaffected 
aud the wavering on their best behaviour without in the least trenching ujm 
any rights of citizenship. Better informed and more circumspect critics, 
JiONv ever, condemned that action on the ground of tho impolicy of arming Local 
GovcrnnKnits with powcivs of such potency as the Act contains. 

“My Lord, it is only a bare justice to the Local Governments concerned 
for this Council to remember that they fully justified the confidence the 
Government of India reposed in them. It is now more than a year since they 
wore armed with thivS authority ; yet, be it said to their credit, they have not 
put it into actual optuvation in any oiui single instance. My Lord, an advo- 
atc (jF deceutralisation might find in the political sagacity and sobriety dis¬ 
played by the Local Gov(n*nments sufficient justification to ask for the continu¬ 
ance of the policy of giving them a free hand in this matter. But with a view 
to provide additional prociautions and create greater security in the mind of the 
public, the Bill has subjected actiou of Local Governments under the j^wo 
clauses oF section 2 to the previous sanction oF tho Governor General in 
C{)uricil. The Bill, therefore, relieves Local Governments of tho responsibility 
of applying its provisions to the whole or any part of their charge and places 
the discretion to accept or reject such a proposal in the hands of the Governor 
General in Council. Those who are acquainted with tho constitution of the 
Governnient of India are aware of the immense safeguard this provides against 
an inco^iderate use of tho power this Bill seeks to create. Many a pet pro- 
j(^ct, cherished resolve and elaborately prepared scheme finds its grave in the 
(leliherations of the Executive Council of the Viceroy. The restraining hand 
of the Central Government is a sufficient check on precipitancy, and is, I sub* 
mit, entitled to inspire the Council with confidence that the exercise of the power 
I.I 1 G Bill is designed to create will be under the most exceptional circumstances 
oE grave political necessity. When the Government of India has 
elected to take u|)on itsidf such responsibility, Bon’bio Members may well 
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be assured it has "not done so in a light and sporting spirit, but in the solc^innity 
and earnestness that are inseparable from authority of exceptional magnitude. 

“ But to proceed with the Bill. My Lord, as tlio Moinhcr of Your 
Excellency’s Govormnent Avho has to do with law and legislation, I may A> it]i 
pardonable pride jioint to the welcome advance this Bill has made on the Act 
of 1907 in maintaining intact a great and cardinal principle of English criminal 
jurisprudence. The presumption of innocence in favour of th(' accused is the 
basic principle of criminal administration of jiistici^ in India. The hiirdc]i 
of jnoving the guilt lies on the prosecution. The Bill acco])ts tlio soundness 
of this hoary-headed and voncirated juristical tlu'ory and lias not therefori* 
departed from the traditional ortliodoxy of a great system of Ian. I t was opeii 
to Government to justify such a departure on the plea that the Bill api:)ties 
to exceptional plac(\s during an uncommon period of public disturbance. In 
Indian legislation there is precedence for shifting the burden of proof in 
exceptional circumstances from the prosecution to the defence. But Govern¬ 
ment has taken uj) in tliis Bill the loftier 2 >ositio]i of declining to claim any 
sjiecial treatment of Crown prosecutions under the jiroiDosed legislation. 
Some Hon’ble Members present here are practising lawyers of eiuiiience. 
They will realise the importance and signifi(;ance of this coucessiou. In th(i 
conduct of criminal trials, as is well known, the mainstay of the defence is that 
tlie onus prohandi is on the prosecution. Law OiJicers of the CroAvn are well 
aware hoAv heavy a burden it is. It is an important factor in the considera¬ 
tions that determine initiations of 2 )roceedings. It is a powerfid and vigorous 
(•heck on irr(.\sj)()nsible and indiscriminate jn’osecutious. Notliing short of a clear 
ease wlnne the doubt regarding conviction reaches vanishing ])ou\t is allowed to go 
to trial. Tliis is a safeguard the A’^aluc of A\diicli cannot be too highly estimated in 
forming a correct judgment of the liberality of the Government A'iew in this con¬ 
nection. Hon’blc Members Avill, I venture to think, agree with me when I say 
that the dehdiou of sub-section (51) of section 51 of tlie Seditious Meetings 
Act of 1907 from the present Bill has introduc(>d a radical change in the v(‘ry 
core and conception of tlie rationale that jiroiupted the measure four yi^ars ago. 
Siu-ely, my Lord, vague api)rehensions, uiiAVorthy suspicions andnen ous speculn- 
tions regarding the i^ossible misuse of power to convulse tlie cjoiintry withdouhtful 
Crown jirosecutions lujod not any more lurk in tlie breasts of the (diampions ol‘ 
Indian lilierty. 

“Butthe Bill has further merit. The Act of 1907 jilacc^s a jiolitical sub¬ 
ject on the same. level that is likely to cause disturbance or jmhlic excitement. 
The restrictions uiidin* sections'! and 7 of tlie Act apidy to both Avith etiiial force 
and rigour. My Lord, considering the Bill aims at grapjiling Avitli conditions 
of abnormal difficulties in times of jiolitical stress and administratiA’’e emergency, 
it Avas reasonably open to Yonr Excellency’s (Tovcrninent to folloAV the Act and 
refuse Avithin a jmiclaimed area to recognise the distinction hetu’cen a jiolitical 
subject and a subject that is likely to cause disturhance or jiublic excile- 
..ment. Yet the Bill that is before the Coxmcil has not, even among such 
lamentable surroundings as miccssitate proclamation, tres23assod upon the 
rights of fr(5o citizenship to bold meetings to discuss jiolitical subjects, so long 
they do not lend themselves to disturljanee or pulilic excitement. Tln^ 
emancipation of jicaccful public discussion on constitutional lines, of genuine^ 
nndbond jiolitical subjects, from the limitiitious imposed by the Act of 1907, 
is an expi*ession of the earnest desire of Government not to ]mt a ban on 
the gi’OAvth of healthy political activities in thc! coujvtry. Ilon’hle Mem¬ 
bers will note, I hope, Avith satisfaction the courageous statesinaiiship that 
characterises this jiart of the Bill. 

“ But, my Lord, I have not yet come to the end of the benehuil-ious. One 
more feature of striking contrast will I present. It is njgarding the position of 
the police in this Bill. On the 6th of August of 1910, at Simla, Avhen the 
Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale rose in this Council to ojipose the continuance of the 
Seditious Meetings Act, lie refeiTed to the proclamation of an area as placing it 
under ‘ police rule*. We all kuoAV the Hon’blo Member is a groat mast(^r of 
debate and dialectic. The unpopularity of th(5 jiolico furiiisbed the Ilon’ble 
Member with a theme that was rich in destructive criticism. The Hon’ble 
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Mombor tlioii dwelt on the abuses to which tlie police would put the let. My^ 
Lord, luire again the Bill has so largely modified the provisioas of the Act that,^ 
save and except a Commissioner of Police (and he is an officer of high standing), 
not a shred of power has been left in the hand of any member of that force, and 
althougli I listened to-day with attention to the excessively mild assertions, but yet 
very persuasive, of the Hon*bio Mefnber opposite, I have failed to detect any 
good reason to sliow why, after the Bill has boon accepted by tliis Council, by 
any manner of iT\cans it is possililo again to apply the viciousness of the police to 
the discomfort of the people at large.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Goichale : “ May I interrupt tlie Hon’ble Member ? 
On wliom will the district authorities depend for their information ?” 

The IIon’l)le Mr. Sved Ali Imam : “ That is a question that may well be 
answered in this way. If the district officer dcj)end8 upon the poli(?e for his in¬ 
formation, is it the ITon’ble Member’s contention that he surrenders his judg¬ 
ment to liis subordinates, and am I to iiruhirstand that the leadership of the 
Oppositioji in this House is subject to the same principle, and that the learned 
and able Hon’ble Member opposite surrenders his judgment to those w^ho supply 
liim Avith information and has the same position in regard to subordinates as the 
police liave in regard to tlie Magistrate ? I claim on behalf of the administra¬ 
tion, my Lord, tliat the Magistrate never surrenders his judgment ; he receives 
information Avhicli he has to digest and he has to ajiply to it all the ability that 
he possesses and all tlie experience he has gathered in administration, and after 
that he decides as to wliellier lie has to act on the information of the police or 
not. I submit, my Lord, in this Council I think that any Member should get 
up and j)ut forward a Avliolesale denunciation of the administrative ability of the 
Civil Service, of wdiich the District Magistrate is a member, on the ground that 
he sees w itli tlie i;yes of tlie police, that he hears with the ears of the police, 
and that he does not use any discretion, is, I submit, a projwsition that I was not 
prepared to hear from the high authority of the leader of the Opposition. It 
has disarmed all criticisms based on allegations of the wickedness of 
the police. The Bill, as considered by the Select Committee, makes an offence 
committed against the proposed legislation triable only by a Magistrate of the 
first class. Ify Lord, this is also a conspicuous advance made by the Bill, and 
I suljmit that if thesis various j^oints that I have been placing before ihe Council 
are looked at by this assembly in a dispassionate manner, they will see that the 
Governmont has been apiiroaching the subject, as it were, wdth all the tenderness 
of a mother towards a criminal Avho comes within the purview of this Act. It 
is not al)S()lutely necessary that this Act is at all to apjily to any part of India, 
and I trust it shall never be, and I hope my countrymen will make it impossible 
for us to aiiply this Bill; but if they bad, even in that case if an offence is 
committed, we have? taken all these various precautions in order to secure into 
the mind^of th(5 Indian public the absolute safety Avhich Your Excellency’s 
Government is prepared to accord to the Avhole of India under even very great 
and difficult stress of jjolitical complications. 

“ Such are the solid and substantial alterations effected on the lines of liberal 
forbearance in a measure that has to meet the forces of sedition in this countryt 
I should think, my Lord, Hon’ble M embers will find on careful consideration 
that the Bill lias real merit to commend itself to their acceptance and of all 
true lovers of law and order. 

“ It has been urged in the Press and insisted upon with untiring reiteration 
that the powers tlie authorities possess under the Indian Penal Code and the 
Procedure Code are sufficient to check the evil the Bill is intended to combat. 

“ My/Lord, this I have hoard before, this I have seen before in the papers, 
Imt I must confess that when lawyers of the eminence of the Hon’ble 
Babu Bhupendranath Basu and the Hon’ble Mr. Mazharul Haque -when these 
two Hon’ble Members put forward the same proposition, I do think it was time 
for me to point out, wdth great submission, that at least on this occasion they 
have not quite appreciated the provisions of the general law of the country, 
1 venture to submit that reference to the Indian Penal Code in this connection is 
to express w ant of a proper appreciation of the scope of the Bill. The Indian 
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Penal Code, my punitive. The Bill in its design and conception is 

preventive. It would therefore be just as well to put that Code out of considera¬ 
tion. Now, as to the Criminal Procedure Code. There is no question that some 
•of its preventive sections are of great potency, but, my Lord, certainly section 
107 was not the section that I thought the Hon’ble Member opposite would put 
forward in this assembly. I invite his attention (I have a copy of the Criminal 
' Procedure Code here and can lend it to liim) *to have a look at that section and 
then say for himself whether ho can possibly apply tliat section to a man in a 
proclaimed area, who intends to call a public meeting to hoar a subject that 
may cause public excitement or the discussion of which may lead to a disturb- 
niuce, and whether he can be got hold of under that section. Members opposite, 
who are great criminal lawyers—and they arc all sitting in a bunch together—-I 
leave it to them to say whether or not, during the practice they had at tlie l)ar, 
they do not recollect the beautiful and happy occasions when they have walked 
with triumph out of Court and got their man off on the solo plea that there was 
neither an overt act committed l3y the man nor that ho was going to do any¬ 
thing that was unlawful. And I submit, my Lord, in this assembly, which 
represents the community so largely, such a generalisation should have been 
put forward to day in regard to the application of the principles of criminal law 
in India, this generalisation—I put it with a great deal of submission 
and respect—is such tliat it should be at any rate reconsidered by Ilon’ble 
Members opposite, inasmuch as if they went into a Court of law and put 
forward these jiropositions there, they would find their adversary on 
the other side make mince-meat of their argument. Noav, my Lord, let us see 
the other sections. I quite admit that they are full of force, but, my 
Lord, I submit, however potent they may be, however strong tliey may be, 
the particular in which this Bill safeguards the safety of the people, in 
that particular they are absolutely inane, they are useless sections, and I shall 
show to the Oouncif, I hope and trust, by a very small ref (iron cc to these 
sections (as a Law Member it is one of my duties) that not one single section 
of the Criminal Procedure Code will be of any use if this Bill is not passed. 
Section 108 is effective for taking security for good behaviour from persons 
disseminating seditious matter. Section 114 is of great force to issue? prompt 
and absolute order in urgent cases of nuisance or appniheuded danger. Sections 
127 to 1-12 arc of remarkable efficacy for dispersing an unlawful assembly or 
an assembly likely to cause a disturbance of the publie peace. Some of these, 
at lt?ast the last two, were not referred to by Hoii*l)le Members on the other 
side; but I thought that it was necessary in fairness to the complete apprecia¬ 
tion of this question that I sliould put them forward, so that tlie Council may 
understand that our OrimiTial Procedure Code is of no use to us. Under normal 
conditions of the social and political hh? of a people, these sections are of g(inuine 
utility and much protective strength. Indeed, they are enacted and designed to 
cope Avith such ordinary distemper in the social organism as is inherent in 
human society. Tlie peculiar feature of these sections is that tliey jii'e-sujipose 
the possession of relialile information on the part of the authorities of the 
imminence of the evil they are to avert. This, to my mind, goes to the very 
root of the whole question. Section 4:li of the Criminal Procedure Code lays 
the public imder obligation to give iiiformatiou to the authoriti(;s of the intend¬ 
ed commission of certain offences punishable under the Indian Penal Code. A 
reference to the offences enumerated in this section will show that its operation 
is extremely limited and does not touch even the fringe of the criminal ten¬ 
dency the eradication of which is aimed at by the Bill. Section 4.1 of the 
Code is equally insufficieut. In fact, Chapter I v of the Code, wliich deals with 
the question of such information, is hopelessly inadequate to supply the legal 
obligation to apprise the authorities of the intended or proposed calling together 
of a meeting described in section 4 of the Bill. In this particular tlie general 
law of the land supplies no remedy; yet the preventive action of that law for 
the purposes under consideration is dependent on removing the Avant. The 
unhappy circumstances in which the proclamation of an area is unavoidable 
render the proposed legislation imperative and indispensable for the 
maintenance of public tranquillity and the prevention of the spread of 
revolutionary doctrines. The public weal is a sacred trust committed to the 
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logislativc care of lids Council. Hon’ble Members wilT’agree with me that 
measures that are somewhat out of the common have to be applied to condi¬ 
tions that give cause lor exceptional treatment. This is a truism that was ac¬ 
cepted by the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale in 1907. In this Council speech oh. the 
Seditious Meetings Act, he enlianced the brilliancy of his oration by a passage of 
r(?markabl(‘ force, though Avanting in prophetic perspicuity. The Hon’ble 
Member said : 

' Lord, I can imagine* circumstances of such extreme urgency .and such extroine 
gravity as to n<*(*essita?te tJie passing of a law of this kind, and passing it even in the manner 
tlie (Tovernuicnt havr> adopted. .Had there boon an active and wides])read movement of resist¬ 
ance to autlioiity afoot in the country, if breaches of public peace had been frequent, if iiieite- 
ments to \ iolcnce had been the order of the day, 1 can understand the executive wanting to arm 
themselves willi these vast powers of co(Tcioii. But, my Lortl, can any one truthfully say 
that siieli a state of things has arisen in the ttountry ? On tlio contrary, I assert, without fe.ar 
of contradiction, that tlnaa* is nothing in tlie circumstances of llie land which constitutes even 
a distant approach to such a situation.' 

“ Since the 1st of Novcniiber 1907, Avhen tlie Hon’blc Member thus 
spoke, a great deal of AA'ater has run under the lirklge. The dark and dismal 
shadow of sedition has fallen on the laud. The religion of revolt, the gospel 
of political assassination, tlie proaching of violent doctrines, the groAvtli of 
Nihilistic ])rincij»les and the manifestation of aiiiirchical crimtjs, have loomed 
large on the political liori/on of India. I crave the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhalo*s 
indulgence to suffin* me to quote him once more. On the 8tli of bV.briiary 1910, 
speaking on the Press Bill in this Council, tlie Hon'ble Member summed up the 
situation in that inimitable styb^ of language and diction aaMcIi has captured the 
admiration of all of us. Said the Hon’ble Membc^r : 

' It is not merely the Jissassinations that have takou plaee, or the conspiracies that have 
come lo lig'lit, or th** ])olitical dacoities that have been cominitled, th.at fill me with .anxiety. 
The air in vnanv pljieos is still thick Avitli ideas that arc undoubtedly antagonistii^ to the nn- 
(pieslioncd contiinniiice of British rule, with whi(;b our hopes of a peaeefvd evolution are 
bound up ; and tliis is a feature of the situation quite as serious as anything else.' 

“ Nobler Avords, my Lord, AA^ere ne\^er uttered. Tlie exact position of (be 
country Avas neA^er summed up more ably tluin that day by the Hon'ble 
Member opposite. My Lord, the IIonTde Member’s proiioiincenients made in 
this Council bear the mark of that Avell-considered didiberation Avliich avx' liaA^e 
learnt to associaft* with the leader of the Opposition. TJio question, tliorefore, 
is AAdietlier since last y(>ar Avlien the ITonTile Member spoke the situation has 
materially clianged. Noav, I admit that things move A^ery fast in India, but 
I doulit A'cry much if tJioy luiA'c moATxl so fast as to permit thoHon’ble Member 
to appreciably de|)art from the position he took in Pebruary 1910. The Press 
Act, Avliicli the Hou’blo Mnmber did not find justification to oppose, and the 
Bill before the Council arc, if I may say so/intended to servo simihar purposes 
under ditt’erent conditions. While the former is to check seditious tendencies 
disseminated by tin' agency of the printing pr<.'ss, the latter is to restrain the 
in-opagatrbn of rcA oliitioriary propaganda by the more dangerous methods of 
direct jireaching. I shall show to the Council that if the Press Act is to be in 
existence in this country in its present form the permanency of which Avas 
not opposed by tin? llon’ble Member opposite”— 

• 

The HonTile Mii. Gokhale : ‘‘ I moved the amendment that the Press Act 
should he limited to a period of three years, but was defeated.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Syed Ali Imam: “The Hon’hie Mcmher was defeated 
and it Avas one of those tactics Avitli which wo are acquainted in Parliamentary 
warfare. The non’ble Member in bis speech accepted the Bill, and I have a 
copy of the Hon’ble Member’s report here, and, if necessary, I shall he able io 
quote from it. I have been all my life in the habit of carrying my authority 
with mv.. The Courts before aaTioiu I have plied my trade always had the bad 
habit of at once calling me up to prove my point by the production of the neces- 
sarj^ authority, and I am in a position io quote my Hon’ble friend on the other 
side that Avhen he put forAvard that amendment that was only an amendment 
that Avas put forward after the first delivery of his speech in which he said that he 
was not prepared to oppose the Bill. Now, therefore, I submit, my Lord, that if 
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the Tien Bill, ivliioih was passed without oppodtion, and my Hon’ble friend 
on the other side thought the country was in want of a meaeure like that, I 
have only got to say that Tour Lordship’s Oovemment lias been exceedingly 
sober, if X nw bo without impertinonoe, temperate, mild and merdful in 
framing tile Bill as it has been framed by emasoulating wholly the Act of 1907 
in the manner in which it haS been done. After this generous concession I 
did not think that there was any chance for the opposition that was given to 
the Bill. Now, my Lord, let us (probe this matter further. The Press Act, 
which the Bon’ble Member did not find justification to oppose tpid the Bill 
before the Oounoil are, if I may say so, intended to serve similar purposes under 
different conditions. While the former is to check seditious tondoucies dissem* 
inated by the agency of the printing press, the latter is to restrain the pro¬ 
pagation of revolutionary propaganda by the more dangerous agency of direct 
preaching. 

** The hostility of the Vernacular Press to the Government was only the 
other day recognised by Hon’blo Members in this Council in the debate on a 
resolution moved by Don’ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu in the present session. 
I think His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal had some interest 
in that. The tion’ble Mr. Mazharul llaque gave expression to his views on this 
subject in unveiled language, a characteristically refreshing style, if I may 
say so without impertinence. Said the Hon’ble Member: 

' Ths evil is recognised by all thinking men oflthe country that the Vernacular Press 
is doing a great deal of mischief.’ 

« The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale largelv ^mpathised with the desire of Govern¬ 
ment to correct misrepresentations of their acts and intentions which appeared 
in the Vernacular Press, and also thought that the attitude of the Vcrnacidar 
Press was deplorable at times. The Hon’ble Mr. Mudholkar helped the debate 
by saying:— 

' I frankly admit that there are journals, and their number unfortunately at present 
is very large, who write in a spirit which is most deplorable and very reprehensible.' 

'* Several other similar pronouncements, all condemnatory of that Press, 
were made by other non-oflSoial Members. My Lord, the Press is held in 
some degree to reflect the attitude of the mind of the public. The Vernacular 
scotion, and according to Hon’ble Mr. Mudholkar, a large portion of rhut 
section, has persevered in its hostility in spite of the controlling influence of 
the Press Act 

" Now I must say, my Lord, in fairness to the position that the Govern¬ 
ment of India has taken up, that these statements—responsible statements made 
W Hon’ble Members hero only the other day in regard to the position of the 
Vemaoular Press—conclusively shew, at any rate, tiiat if the Executive 
Government has err^ at all on any side, it has erred on the side of leniency 
and not on the side just now minted out by the Hon’hle Member opposite—that 
the Press Act has been applied with a great deal of rigour. If the Press Act 
had been applied with a great deal of rigour, surely, my Lord, only two or three 
weeks ago in this Council Hon’ble Mernbers would not have embarked upon 
that Very frank and open, but the same time condemnatory, criticism which tiny 
offered on the Vemaoular Press. Now the Vernacular section, according to tlio 
Hon’ble Mr. Mudholkar—a large portion of tiiat section—has persevered in its 
hostility in spite of the oontroUmg influence of the Press Act; in other worris, 
it has gone as to as it was possible to go without drawing upon itself penalties 
under tiiat Act. If that m so, my Lord, it is not an indication that weighs as 
an argument against tiie passing of the Bill that is before the CounciL If only 
a year ago‘the air was in many places thick witii ideas’subversive of the 
‘unquestiemed continuance of Britiw rule’, we need some proof that the 
atmosphere has quite cleared and the sources of pollution exist no more. 
Whereas I hold to the belief that since tiie inauguration of the reforms things 
have been considerably on the mend, I am not prepared to accept 
that theMtoation in many parts of India is not without anxiety. Assassina¬ 
tions, bomb outiages, politioaf daooities are aU of a programme of campaign 
of active sedition. Tb^ have been of late of less frequent occurrence. 
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but they have not unfortunately altogether disappeared from our midst If 
sedition is lying low, it is by no means certain that it is not biding its time. 
We hare evidence that it is encouraged and excited by organizations 
abroad. There is reason to believe that there are secret societies in 
conspiracy to make British rule impossible in«India. Can it be supposed 
that these societies can hope to succeed without tampering with the loyalty 
of the people generally and seducing them from allegiance to our Sovereign ? 
Their methods jiro well-known. These have been exposed in some of the poHti- 
cal trials in our liuw Courts. Their emissaries in the ^rb of teachers 01 reli¬ 
gion, of social reformers, of learned pundits, of oven jugglens and musicians, 
go forth in search of audience. When an audience is found, which is mostly 
composed of the simple folk of the country, meetings are held that ultimately 
furnish the recruiting ground. The blind fanatic, the ardent enthusiast and the 
impressionable youth fall easy victims to the wiles of these representatives of 
organised sedition. It is an evil which in time of danger the provisions of the 
Bill under consideration will effectively resist. True, Indian patriotism 
regards India’s place in the British Empire as the only condition which ensures 
her a safe conduct on the path of progress and prosperity. Is it therefore too 
much to ask the support of the Indian Members of this Council to this Bill? 
I wish to acknowledge the apprcciativ^e standpoint from which such of these as 
were in the Select Cominitleo approached the Bill. The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale 
has not been able to reconcile himself to the permanency we j^ropose to give to 
this measure. My Lord, as an Indian I can claim to realize the sentiments 
which have overpowered even the sterling statesmanship of the Hon’blo Mem¬ 
ber. The overwhelming sense of shame and humiliation in giving one’s acquies- 
ence to legislation that has been interpreted as a slur on the national character 
of one’s countrymen is not unlikely to warp judgment. My Lord, I refuse to 
accept the proposition that the permanency will he a blot on, or reproach to, the 
g(wd name of my country or countrymen. On the contrary, I assert that it 
will be the greatest condemnation that India’s representatives can give to any 
suggestion that implies a doubt regarding her loyalty. My Lord, if the 
measure is made permanent, the chapter will be closed once for all. The energy 
of the Government and of the people wDl be no more wasted on recurring 
political excitement, and India will be saved from periodical legislative irritation. 
And after all is said and done, my Lord, what is the intrinsic value of this 
enactment if the Bill pas.ses into law ? We shall have created a weapon that 
will repose in the legal armoury unless and until the forces of sedition threaten 
to corrupt the allegiance of a particular area. No loyal and law-abiding Indian 
need be ashamed if this weapon is used under circumstances of grave peril to the 
best interests of the country. I trust, my Lord, my countrymen, who are 
Members of this Council, will not permit themselves to be swayed by a senti¬ 
mentality which has its birth in a highly strung emotional temperament rather 
than a dispassionate examination in the cold light of reasoning. I support 
the Bill, my Lord.” \ 

The Hon’blo Mb. Subba Bao : ” My Lord, after the several speebbos 
that have been delivered in connection with this Bill, I feel it my duty not to 
give a silent vote on this occasion. I have listened to the forcible speech 
dolivered by the Hon’ble Law Member, and I am fully aware that important 
changes have been made in this Bill and that it has been made as mild as 
oircumstancos would admit. I fully realise the beneficent intentions of Gov¬ 
ernment in recasting this BiU and removing some of the objections to the 
present Act. At the same time the main principles of the Act remain and must 
remain if it is to be of any potency whatsoever. The question before us is there¬ 
fore, whether we should give our assont to this Bill as a permanent measure. I 
may mention in this connection that the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill has 
done a real service by allowing the reports received from various Provincial Gov¬ 
ernments to be oiromated among the Members of the Oouncil. They have riven 
us an insight into the reasons that led to the introduction of this Bill . %iey 
show how delicate is the position of the Government of India in this matter. 
All the Local Governments with one voice have urged upon this Government 
to place this measure permanently on the Statute-book. under the cir- 
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oumetanoes it is indeed vew difficult for the Government of India to resist the 
request made by them. I must gratefully acknowledge that the Government 
have gone as far as they can to soften the harsh features of the present Act. 

“ It is said by the Hon’ble the Law Member that thd present situation doe” 
still cause anxiety and that a measure of this kind is necessary. As for as I 
have been able to gather even from the reports of the Provincial Governments, 
it appears to me that the situation has very much quieted down and in fact the 
reason why they desire the ro*cnactment of the measure is that it might 
serve more as a reserve power in case there might be .my trouble, not that tlie 
measure has any use at present. In view of what has fallen from the Hon’ble 
Law Member, I may take the liberty of quoting slmrt extracts from these 
reports. 

“The Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam states : 

‘ A far better feeling now prevails, and His Honour very gladly recognizes the good 
sense and loyalty of the hulk of the educated classes, which have led to their emerging from 
the attitude of hostility and suspicion into which many of them were at ouo time led.' 

“The Government of the Central Provinces says : 

‘ The mere fact that its assailants have for the time being desisted from such assaults is 
no guarantee that they will never renew them.’ 

“ Now coming to the Punjab ; 

‘ The Lieutenant-Governor adinlls that thanks to good harvests, the comparative absence 
of plague, the punishment of loading seditiouists and probably tho existence of the Act, 
sedition is now hardly heard of in the Punjiih, and a steady and persistent attempt is being 
made by Government officers and resjionsible men of all seelions to create a more loyal 
atmosiphero all round But it is impossible to say how long this happv state of affairs will 
last.' 

“ Turning to Bengal: 

‘He (the Liputenant-Governor) fully and gladly admits that during fhe last year there 
has been considerable improvement in the tone of public sentiment, and be acknowledges the 
assistance) which h.as been rendered by the leaders of moderate opinion towards atfaiiiiiig 

this satisfactory and happy condition .•. Before then it is decided to jettison the 

Seditious Meetings Act, it must he clearly recognized that Government lias no assurauee 
whatever that similar conditions will not recur.’ " 

His Excellency the Presiuent : “ As all Hon’lilo Members are in pos¬ 
session of these papers, I tbiuk it will be sufficient if the Hon’hlc Member made 
no further quotations from thorn.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Subba Rao : “I accept Tour Lordship’s suggestion. It 
is the same with r(?gard to otlier Oovorumeuts.. Thus it is practically 
admitted that the country has fairly quieted down and it is clear that tho 
reason put forward for tho re-enactment of a measure of this kind is 
tliat Local Governments should have this power in reserve against con¬ 
tingencies. Now, my Lord, if that is tho coiTCct position, the question 
is whether this measure should ho made permanent. I should have been 
very pleased to hear if there were any legislation in any civilized country 
onTthe lines on which this legislation is proposed to he made permanent. I know 
that^n some countries legislation of this kind was placed on the Statute-book 
temporarily from time to time as occasion arose, but to place it permanently on 
the Statute-book is a thing I am not aware of, and I shall he glad indeed if I 
am enlightened on the subject. It may bo said that other Governments have 
administrative powers to meet emergencies. I rcspec't.Mly submit that the 
Governor General in Council has also similar powers in reserve to meet 
emergencies in this country. 

“ My Lord, the Hon’ble Law Member have very well pointed out the import¬ 
ant alterations which have been made in this Bill; first of all, it is the Governor 
General in Council that must sanction the application of the Act to any parti¬ 
cular area. I wish to associate myself with what has fallen from tho Hon’blc 
Mr. Gokhale that after all it is the local authority on whose information the 
Government of India must to a large extent depend. That local officers are men 
of ability, men who want to do their duty, there can be no question; but 
in times of panic or excitement it is quite natural and it is only human 
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that they could not alwayn take a correct view of the mtoation. The 
Hon’ble Member has mentioned that there- was a disturbance in Bajahmundry 
in the year 1907, apart from what is called the outbreak of the students in the 
Itajahinundry College. The Hon’blo Sir Harvey Adamson when he introduced 
the Bill in 1907 also referred to this disturbance and said that it necessitated 
'the sending of troops llierc. My Lord, I may state, as one who knows inti¬ 
mately what took place iu that part of the country, that there was as a matter 
of fact no disturbance whatever in Eajahmundry. It may be that there was 
an apprehension of a disturbance, though there was no reasonable ground for it. 
Troops were stationed there for a month or two: only there was no disturbance 
and they had no Avork to do. The only result was that sepoys were put 
to a groat deal of inconvcnieuco on account of rains, and it was a wonder 
to all why troops e\'or came to Rajahmuudry and Avhy they were quartered 
there. The Collector of the district at the time was one of the best officers 
we could have, well knoAvn for his calm judgment, tact and capacity, and 
yet ho took a mistaken Anew of the situation and was apprehensive that there 
might be a disturb.anco. I give this as an illu.stration to show how local 
officers in times of panic or excitement might take a wrong view of the 
state of affairs Avhich Avould only mislead the higher authorities. The abuses, 
therefore, the Act might lead to are not at all imaginary. 

“ Another point on which the Hon’ble LaAV Member has laid stress is that 
the police are entirely eliminated from the Bill. Well, in one sense they are 
eliminated. It is not the Inspector of Police Avho can depute his subordinates 
to go to a public meeting to take notes of the proceedings ; the power is now 
proposed to bo vested in the District Magistrate or a Alagistrate of the first 
class to de])Utc a police-officer, not below the rank of a head constable. The 
2 )olice, therefore, do come in after all under the present Bill. I do not wish, 
my Lord, to be hard on the police. I shall give only one instance that occurred 
a foAv months ago when there was absolutely no trouble whatever. A 
Bengali gentleman came to Rajahmuudry; a lecture was arranged fot 
him, and that lecture Avas uj)ou a subject connected with social reform. A 
police sub-inspector attended the proceedings, A local gentleman of standing was 
chosen as the president on the occasion and things ^lassed off quietly as usual. 
Some days .afterwards this gontlernan roctnved a letter from tho District 
Collector enquiring how it vi^as that, when he presided at the meeting, ho 
allowed so much .sedition to be talked about. Ho was naturally surprised and 
explained to tho Collector the real facts of the case. Some time after this 
gentleman mot tho sub-inspcctor and asked him if there was any sedition 
spoken at that meeting. ‘ No ’, was tho prompt reply. ‘ But why did you 
report that there was sfidition ?’ ‘ I thought there was somelMng like 

it.’ My Lord, tho police may be very good people, but their work is judged 
and' their promotion is regulated according to certain standards; and 
naturally, as the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhalo has said, they are more feared than 
trusted. I think those two instances which I have cited go to show that it 
cannot be said that the provisions of the Bill would not be liable to abuse. 
Whatever may be tho safeguards that are taken in enacting such a measaro«aftor 
all it is tho local officers that have to administor it. It is truly said, my Lord, 
that Ave should bo jealous of oxco,s.sivo powers being given to the executive, 
and I submit tlnit such powers as am propo.sed in the Bill should not be givou 
permanently to the executive. It is quite a different matter if these powers are 
given temporarily under exceptional circumstances. I regret, my Lord, that, 
though I have given anxious consideration, I am unable to give my support to 
this measure.” 

The Hou’blo Mb. Jenkins : ” My Lord, the speech of the Hon’ble the Law 
Member and the ample and very able support which has been accorded to the 
Bill by a great part of the non-official Members of the Counoil, combined Avith 
the time of day, absolve me from the task of making any reply. I would 
merely say that the couts(5 of the debate iu Council has fully justified our 
decision to introduce this Bill, and our resolve to make t&e legislation perma¬ 
nent” 
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13 ie moticn. was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Baja op DionAPATiA : “ My Lord, in mopit^ the amend’ 
ment that stands in my name, namely, that the words ‘ sufficient to bring on 
a breach of the peace * bo added after the^ word ‘ excitement ’ in section 4, 
clause (1), of the Bill, I beg to point out that unless such a safeguard is provided 
for, meetings of even social and non-political character may be proscribed 
under this section, as practically 90 per cent, of meetings have some subject 
or other likely to cause excitement, such as child marriage, widow rc-inarriagu, 
taking sacred thread by some sections, and even such a harmless subject as 
primary education. Such being the wide scope of the present section, I 
think the restriction proposed in the amendment would meet with the require¬ 
ments of the Government, without in any way interfering with such ordinary 
and commonplace discussions as I have already pointed out.” 


TheHon’bleMu. Jenkins : “MyLord, I regret that we are unable to 
accept this amendment. If the words ‘ sufficient to bring on a breach of the 
peace ’ aro intended to bo read with both the plirasos ‘ to cause disturbance ’ and 
‘ public excitement’, there would be a difficulty. * To cause disturbance sufficient 
to bring on a breach of the peace ’ is meaningless. If, on the other hand, the 
amendment is oonfimod to ‘ public excitement’, it would be difficult for any 
Magistrate to say whether the excitement was sufficient to bring on a breach of 
the peace imtil a breach of the j)eace had actually occurred.” 

The amendment was withdrawn. 


The Hon’ble Mr. MunnoLKAH : “ My Lord, I beg to move that in clause 
7 of the Bill as amended by the Select Committee, the following words be 
omitted, namely:— 

' without tho pertnlBsIou in writing of iho Magistrate of the district or the CominiHSioner 
of Police, as the case may be, jireviously obtnined.' 

“ My Lord, I would say only a few words to explain the necessity of this 
amendment. In section di Hon’hle Members will find thut the wording is: — 

‘ No ])ublii! meeting for tbo furtheraiico or dis ;UBsion of any subject likely to cause 
disturbance or jiublic (jxcitomeut or for tlie exliibition or distrii>iiHoii of any writing or printed 
matter relating to any such subject shall be bold in any proclaimed area— 

(a) unless written notice of the intention to hold such meeting has boon given to the 
District Magistrate or tho Commissioner of Police, as the case may bo, at least 
three days previously ; or 

(^) unless permission to hold such meeting has been olitained in writing from the District 
Magistrate or the Commissioner of Police, as the case may be.’ 

“ What section 4 thus r.squires is that notice should be given, or permission 
should be obtained. Possibly the Bill regards the permission requirement with 
preference. It, however, lays down that, at any rate, notice should be given to 
the District Magistrate or the Commissioner of Police before a meeting of the 
kind described in section 4 should be allowed to be held. Now, if a msn wants 
to hold a meeting, say in connection with the discussion of tho Financial State¬ 
ment, and the meeting is announced to be held in the Town Hall of a place 
in a proclaimed area, and he has given notice of it to the District Magistrate, 
of which the District Magistrate has taken no notice and has given him no 
repljfr in regard thereto, if he goes on and holds the meeting, the result under 
section 7 would bo that though he would have complied with the requirements 
of section 4 by giving notice, he is liable to be arrested by any police-officer 
without warrant. In other words, thoi^h section 4 has been modified, section 
7 would take away much of the beneficial results which are intended to be 
secured by the omission of tho words ‘public meeting.’ As the previous 
portion of the section complies with the real requirements of the situation, and 
the words ‘ otiierwise than at a public meeting held in accordance with, or 
exempted from, the provisions of section 4,’ secure all that is necessary accord¬ 
ing to section 4 being done, the additional requirement about the permission of 
the I^trict Ma^trate or Commissioner of Police laid down by section 7 is not 
bnlyuuneoessory, but is opposed to the objeot of section 4. Therefore, I put it 
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to the Hon’ble Mover and to the Government whether those words should not 
be taken out.” 

The Uon'ble Mr. JsNKi <8 : “I would point out, my Lord, that the provi¬ 
sions of section 7 are perfectly distinct and stand by themselves. They deal with 
meetings of a particular class, and <0! a particularly dangerous class, with regard 
to which it is necessary to have such provision. They deal with niuotii^ in 
public places aOcl in places of public resort; and for that reason it has oeen 
provided that if, in a proclaimed area, a man wishes to hold a meeting in places 
of that kind, he must have the permission in writing of the District Magistrate. 
I am afraid I cannot accept the amendment.” 

His Excellency run Pubsidunt (to the Hon’ble Mr. Mudholkar ): ” Do 
you withdraw your amendment ?” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Mudholkau : “lam sorry I cannot withdraw it.” 

The amendment was put and negatived. 

The Hon’hle Raja of Dighapatia: “MyLord,in connection with the 
amendment on section 7 of tlu; Bill that stands in ray name, I beg to observe 
that the power of arresting without warrant is too great a power in the hands of 
onlinary police-ollicers, such as common constables. As some of the men are 
not expected to understand the drift and subject-matter of many speeches, the 
power is likely to be abused in many iustance.s, and as a safeguard against any 
such abuse I humbly submit that warrants should be provided for in every such 
case and that they should bo is.suod by a Magistrate either in charge of a 
district or holding first class power. 

“ I find the drift of this Bill is to take away certain powers from the police 
and to vest them either in the District Magistrate or the Commissioner of 
Police, and, this being so, I venture to suggest this amendment, as i woul d 
be quite in a line with the policy of conciliation underlying this measure 
in its present shape. I can say that this little change will go a long way 
to make this .Bill more acceptable to the public. 

“No doubt in the interior it may at times b(! difficult to arrest an offending 
speaker if a W’arrant has to be procured before arrast, but at the siime time it 
is mortj in the interior that the power of arresting without w'arraut is likely to 
be abused. 

“ With these observations, I beg to move the amendment that in the place 
of ‘ without warrant’ the words ‘ under a warrant issued by a District fl^gis- 
trate or a Magistrate of the First Class’ be substituted.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Jknkins : ” My Lord, the amendment proposed by the 
Hon’ble Member would reduce this clause to a nullity. We arc to suppose 
that a meeting, perhaps several meetings are going on in contravention of 
the law in public places or in places of public rttsovt; the {ralice come upon 
them and find they are being hold. Now, if the Hon’ble Member’s 
amendment is adopted, before the police can touch them, they must run off 
t5 the District Magistrate, who may he twenty or thirty miles off, and obtain 9 
warrant of arrest, and in such circumstances it is evident that meetings- of that 
kind might be held with perfect impunity. The Hon’ble Member’s arguments 
that a policeman might arrest wrongfully is met by the statement that police¬ 
men do sometimes arrest wrongfully, and tliey have to take the consequences. 
The amendment cannot be accepted.” 

The amendment Avas withdratvu. 

The Hon’ble Maclvi Sved Shams-ul-Huua : ” My Lord, the amendment 
which stands in iny name is this, that after clause 7 of the Bill, as amended by 
the Select Committee, the folllow'ing he added:— 

“ 8. 'The provisions of Chapter XXII of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898, ehall not 
apply to the trial of any offence under this Act 

and that clause 8 be renumbered as 9. 

“ My Lord, the provisions of Chapter XXII relate to summary trials. There 
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can be no doubt that suinmaTy trials are linsatisfactoiy from the point of view 
of an accused person, because, in the first place, in such trials the Magistrate is 
not bound ordinarily, unless he makes up his mind to pass an appealable ^ntence, 

. to make oven a note of the evidence; lie is not bound to write a judgment; he 
has only to fill up a few particulars: and the adoption of that procedure 
stands in the way of an accuse'd person invoking the revisional jurisdiction of a 
superior Court, because in such cases there exist no materials upon 
which such jurisdiction can bo exercised. I am sure, my Lord, it is 
the desire of Your Excellency’s Government that men who are brought 
up for trial under this special enactment should not have any cause 
of complaint and that they should have no grievance. Wo cannot, my 
Lord, conceal from ourselves the fact that these trials will elicit a certain 
amount of public attention,, that a trial under this special enactment will be 
watched, that it will be noticed in the newspapers; and I think it will he' 
satisfactory, both from the point of view of the Government and of the public, 
that the facts of these cases should be fully known, so that the jmblic may not 
have an idea that there is any attempt on the part of Government to shut out 
justice. It is from this point of view, and having regard to the fact that a 
measure of this kind will always be more or less unpopular, I think it would 
greatly improve the situation, if the amendment is accepted. I nticd only add, 
my Lord, that nol only is there no record of the evidence, but in a summary 
trial the' right of appeal is also restricted." 

The Hon’hle Mu.MAZiiAttui, Haque : " My Lord, I have great pleasure in 
supporting the amendment of my friend, the Hon’blo Maulvi Shamsml Huda. 
All those lawyers who have any knowledge of criminal trials in this country will 
agree with me that a trial in the regular course is a much better trial than by a 
summary procedure. We have got experience of the.se summary trials, and it is 
difficult to say that justice is always done by this procedure. The cases which 
w'ill come up under the special law will be cases of some importance, and, in my 
humble opinion. Magistrates should not be given the power of trying these 
cases summarily. With these few remarks I support the amendment." 

The Hon’ble Mb- Sachidananda Sinha : “My Lortl, I desire to support this 
amendment and I hope the Hon’blc t he Ilome Member will be pleased to accept it. 
It does nol affect any of the provisions of this Bill so far as the substantive law 
embodied in it is concerned. It merely relates to the question of procedure to be 
adopted in the trial of cases under the Act, and it is clearly desirable that such 
trials should be in a regular form, regard being had to the public interest 
involved. I therefore support the amendment that summary procedure diould 
not be applicable to trials under this Act." 

The Hon’ble Mb. Jenkins : “ My Lord, this amendment was fully consi¬ 
dered in Select Committee and we decided not to adopt it. It is true that a 
Magistrate possessing summary powers may try a case under this Act in a 
summary manner, but we, who have been Magistrates, know perfectly well 
that the Appellate Courts regard with great jealousy the records in summary 
trials whore any intricate points are involved. The consequence is that 
Magistrates invariably safeguard themselves against appeal by preserving a 
very full record in cases which they judge summarily, altliough they are 
not obliged to maintain that record. There was a very general opinion in 
Select Committee that that was quite sufficient and we ought not to depart 
from the ordinary provisions of the law. In these circumstances I regret that 
I am uAable to accept the amendment." 

The amendment was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Mudholkab : “ My Lord, I bog to move that the 
fnlltw riTig clause be added to the Bill as amended by the Select Committee :— 

*8. This Act shall continue in force till the *31 st of March 1914/ 

" Mv Lord, I should be very sorry to detain the Council at this time of the 
day with any renuurks of mine, and it was my intention to move this amend* 
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ment formally without addressing one word in regard to it i but observatioiiB 
have been made which render it my duty to speak at some length on this 
motion, and I must ask Your l^xcellency’s indulgence for it. 

" I fully appreciate, in fact I myself pointed .out long before the eloquent . 
and fervid' address which was delivered to us by the Hon'ble the Law 
Member, that this Bill is an undoubted improvement over the old Act. That 
was, my Lord, why we are all so ready to accept it for a period of three years or 
even for a period olf five years. Had we known that it was to be a contmuance 
of the old Act in all its harshness, it woidd havo been our duty to oppose it to 
the bast of our jMwer. Thus our readiness to accept it for a period of three 
or five years is in full recognition of the fact that very important alterations 
and improvements had been made under Your Lordship’s auspices in the old 
measure. My Lord, that matter did not require the elaborate and erudite treat* 
ment which was given to it. Everything which was pointed out with such 
emphasis was admitted in a simpler manner by much humbler men. My Lord, 
it was certainly utterly uncalled for that those who could not go with the 
measure completely should be called or regarded as belonging to the Opposition. 
My Lord, that is not a description which should be applied to persons who hold 
as loyal and as respectful sentiments towards the Government as any Member 
who is in complete accord with every word of the Bill and who accepts it without 
qualidcations. My Lord, because wo cannot accept the Bill in its entirely, 
it is not just or fair to characterise us as persons who constitute the Opposition. 

I believe in this Council there are no such parties as the Government party 
and the Opposition party. I hope the time will not como when Members of 
the Government Avill be inclined to consider persons who offer critioisms 
according to their best lights and with the utmost dona fide motives as peraons 
who constitute the Opposition. It is also necessary to emphatically repudiate , 
the statement that those persons who do not accept all that is stated by the 
advocates of the measure must be branded as men who are wanting in loyalty. 
The insinuation that loyal men have nothing to fear from such things is, my 
Lord, an unworthy slur uiion us. However, those are matters.which I am sure 
can have absolutely no weight with Your Lordship and with the Members 
of the Government. My only regret is that an important Member of the 
Government sliould have thought it proper to call us members of the Opposition. 
My Lord, coming to the provisions of the Bill, the Hon’ble Mombor 
pointed out that the Code of Criminal Procedure was not sufficiently powerful 
to give effect to the miiasurc—to bring about all the results which are aimed 
at by this Bill. In regard to this I will only point out that the whole 
question was gone into in this very Council at considerable length in August 
last when I dealt with it in the speech which I had to make on tho Continua¬ 
tion Bill. My Lord, advantage has been taken of what was evidently a slip of 
tho tongue of my Hon’ble friend Babu Bhupendranath Basu and his ignorance 
has been ekposed and ridiculed. If, instead of saying section 107 of tbe Criminal 
Procedure Code, he had only said section 108, be would have been 
on perfectly safe ground. The eminent lawyer who exposed his ‘ ignorance* 
should ^ve seen that tho Hon’ble Mr. Bhupondra spoke of the security 
sections in rcganl to persons doing a thing calculated to promote seditioi^. 
My learned friend the Hon’ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu’s reference to section 
107 was thus only a slip of the tongue. Then, my Lord, there is Chapter VIII 
of the Criminal Procedure Code. I do not wish to delay the Council by read¬ 
ing this. Tho Criminal Procedure Code confers extensive and full powers on 
certain Magistrates for preventing an assembly under section 144, for dispersing 
an assembly, for calling in tho aid of private citizens, for calling'out the mili¬ 
tary, and for taking any other suitable action. Before ignorance of criminal law 
is attributed to us I would ask the eminent gentleman to say what mistake 
there is in tho description of the law given here by me. However, my Lord, 

I do not wish to tire tho Coimcil with repeating what had been said before. 

All I wish to do is to make an earnest appeal to Your Lordship as to whetlier 
it is not feasible to give at present only a limited duration to this Bill. We 
are willing to go with the Government to that extent, and are willing to give 
our adhesion on the ground that this is an exceptional measure which is 
mquired by exceptional circumstances, and as these exceptional dioumstancM 
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have not yot endod, we are willini; that they mi^lit' 1)c contianud for 
some time, aud it is in that spirit, my Lord, that this amondmoiit is moved.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. GokhaIiE : “ My Lord, I beg to support this amend* 

ment.” 

• 

The Hon’blo Mr. Jenkins : “ My Lord, the whole question of tbo permanent 
or temporary character of this Bill was very fully discussed in tbo general debate 
qpon the motion that the lleport of the Select Committee should be taken 
into consideration, and I feel that I should bo occupying tbo time of this 
Council unjustifiably if I noAv spoke upon it. All that was said upon tbo 
subject must be fresh in the minds of all the Mombers of tbo Council and tliey 
have bad ample material upon Avbicb to form their judgment. I regn't that 
I cannot accept the amendment ”

The Hon’blo Mr. Jenkins moved the Bill, as amended, be jiassed. 

The Hon’blo Mr. Ookhale : “ My Lord, before this motion is 

put to the vote I would like to make a few observations that have 
boon rendered necessary by certain remarks which have falKm from my 
Hou’blo friend Mr. Ali Im.am in thi* course of the somewhat exuberant 
support that ho gave to this Bill. My Hon’bh' friend marched through his 
sf>eoch, brandishing his sword high over his head, and dealing blows right and 
left at all and sundry, without considering whether tlu'y u<Te really needed. 
However, T do not wish to refer to thesi* attai’ks. But I IVid I must remove 
some misapprehensions which are likely to be causeA by what the llon’lde 
Member has said with rcforenco to my po.sition last \('ar over the Press Bill 
and my position to-day over the Seditious Meetings Bill. Before doing that, 
however, I hope my Hon’blo friend will let me remind him gently—and in 
this my Hon’blo friend Mr. Mudholkar has already anticipated me—that 
the word ‘ Opposition' is really not applicabh* to nou-oflicial Memliers sitting in 
this Council. I know that iny Hon'ble friend meant to hi* complimentary 
when ho spoke of me as the ‘leader of the Opposition,’ but we are far away yet 
from the time when the Government Members Avill exchange places with 
private Members in this Council, and until that time comes there can be no 
regular Opposition here, as the term is understood in Western countruss. As a 
matter of fact, we support the Government here more often than we oppose it; 
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and if, on any occasion, we have to differ, it is simply owing to onr conscien¬ 
tious conviction that tlio view of the Government is not correct. I hope, there¬ 
fore, that this description will not again he applied to iis in future. My liord, 
it n as unfortunate that the Hon’ble Member had made up his mind as to 
what he was going to say before ho had heard my speech ; and therefore 
though I explained—I hope clearly—the difference between my attitude 
towards the Press Bill of last year and my position this year as regards the 
Seditious Motd-ings Bill, the Hon’blc Member did not take note of 
that explanation. My Lord, the Hon’ble Member was not fair to me 
when he said that last year I suj)ported the Press Bill, though it was a perma¬ 
nent measure. In my mihule of dissent appended to the Select Committee’s 
Ile])ort, in the speech wliieh I made when the Report of the Select Committee 
came up for consideration in this Council, and finally when amendments were 
moved,—*at all stages I most strongly urged that the Bill should be limited to 
three years only. I may further state that, even as regards the Press Bill, I 
never said that I suppoy^ted the Bill. All I said was that t did not feel justified 
in opposing the Bill. These were the precise words 1 used :—‘ That in view of 
the situation that exists in several parts of the country, I have reluctantly come 
to the conclusion that I should not be justified in opposing tluj j)rinciple of this 
Bill.’ I pointed out throughout the risks of that law, and I urged again 
and again that it was of the utmost importance tlial it sliould he temporary. 
Finally, Avhen the time for moving amendmouts came, I moved an ani(?ndment 
that the law sliould 1)0 limited to throe years: and I may mention that up to 
the last moment—and I think this is within the knowledge of many TIon’ble 
Memlxirs who were then present—there was some uncertaijity as to whether the 
Government would or would not accept the proposal; and as a matter of fact, 
before my amendment was put to the vote and lost, the Hon’ble Sir 
Herl)ert Risley, w^ho was in charge of the Bill, ivcmt up to the Viceroy, and 
asked him be.Core us all if he w as to accept the amendment; thus up to the last 
moment there was a chance of our proj)osal Ixung accepted, and we w^erc 
influenced in our attitude largely by that hope. However, that, my Ixml, is a 
small matter. The real dilFcrence between that Press Bill and this Seditious 
Meetings Bill, which the Hon’blo Member does not seem to realize, is Ibis— 
under the Press Bill, only the man ^vho actually wu'ites takes the conse¬ 
quences. If a writiir exercises reasonable care, kcejis himself within certain 
limits, and whites w ith due restraint, there w^ould probably be no trouble in 
his case. But under the Seditious Meetings Bill, whil(> one or two men may 
make wild sp(>echcs in an. area, onc(^ the area is proclaimed, all the pccmle 
in that area are placed indiscriminately under the ban. And in fact the less 
objectionable a man’s opinions are, the more he is sure to feel the hardship 
of this law'. Take tluj place from which I come—-Poona. Suppose there are 
some wild speeches mad(3 Ihere, as may happen on any day, and Poona is 
proclauiied under this law ; wdiat hajipens V The men who will have brought 
dowoi this on Poona w ill probably keej) quiet, but all the rest of us, who 
arc pursuing our ordinary activities, shall find ourselves placed under this 
new' huv, having to give notice of every meeting that we hold, having to obtain 
permission l)efor(?band in certain cases, and being liable on occasions to tbe 
charged with liolding meetings surreptitiously. My Lord, the Hon’ble Member 
is now a Member of the Government, but he cxnncs from tbe mufassal and has had 
personal ex])erience'of the mufassal in the past, and lu3 vshould know that in the 
mufassal fear of what tlie police may do is very real. I came from Poona, a 
mufassal jdace iu the Boml)ay Presidency, and I can assure the Council that we 
have very real fear that the iiolice might cause trouble without cause. 1 have got 
that fear myself and cverybotly w hom I know has got that fear, and I think it is 
only fair that the Gov(?rninent should know that this fear is entertained. My 
Lord, tin? Hon’ble Member says that this law keeps the police out. When I 
asked, him on wdiose informatio»i the District Magistrate would act, he inter¬ 
preted my suggestion as if it w as a Avholesale denunciation of the Civil Service! 
Nothing, however, Avas further from my mind. He himself must feel that it was 
not a fair interpretation to put upon my w^ords, because I had taken care in my 
speech not to give room for such an interpretation. I had said that the district 
authorities were, like similar bodies of men, composed of persons, many of them 
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arorage, some exceptional; and therefore my query could not be construed as a 
denunciation of the whole Civil Service, My Lord, the police are not out of this 
Bill. The District Magistrate will act—indeed must act—on the confidential 
reports that he receives from tlio Criminal Invcstigatioii Department and other 
Police-officers. You may say that ho will examine these reports 
carefully and try to arrive at an impartial judgment. He may do so, 
but mistakes will take place as.they have taken place in the past. 
You cannot avoid making mistakes in such positions. Last year, when 
pertain District Confennices were stopped in Eastern Bengal, when oven a 
meeting of the depressed class was prohibited, what was the justification? 
In my humbh^ opinion, those proliibitions wer(5 imcloul)ted abuses of the powers 
under this Act. I do not know what vhnv the Hoii’ble Member holds about 
those orders, but these tilings are likely to happcni again in proclaimed 
areas. My Lord, my Hon’ble friend quottul from a description which I 
gave last year of the state of the coiuitry, when I said that I did not want to 
stand in tno way of the Govcirnment trying th(5 i*emedy of executive action in 
regard to the writings in a section of the Press. But, my Lord, the Hon’ble 
Member ignores the difference IxitAvoen tlie Press and the Platform. In the 
Press, a man can do mischief from day to day Avithout being noticed. Who is 
going to notice ordinary writings, unh'iss tht?ro is something sensational to 
attract attention ? But you cannot hold seditious mootings AAnthout attracting 
the attention of all. The Press and the Platforii), therefore, as instruments of 
sedition, do not stand on tin; same level. Apart from that, hoAvevor, the position 
last year was undoubtedly different from Avhat it is to day. T have already 
stated in my observations on this Bill that afttsr tluj introduction ol* reforms 
in December 1908 a rapid irnprovoriKnit began : those? Avho have? had experience 
of the time before and after, Avill, 1 feel sure, corroborate Avhat I say. The 
Press Bill, hoAvever, came up Avithin less than two months after the introduction 
of the reforms, and much time had not ola])sod for things to scsttle down. And 
Avhen I spoke of the state of certain parts of the country at that time, I did feel 
that the air was charged in many places Avith anti-English ideas, «and I did say 
that it was n(5Cossary in our own inter(?sts that it should b(?clear(;d of those ideas. 
And that was \Adiy I did not Aidant to stand in the way of tin? Press Bill being 
tried. But, my Lord, the situation has A'astly impro\'ed since then, and were it 
not for the tAVO recent, miscral)le outrages, I am quite sure there Aiould have 
been but one opinion even in this Council, tliat th(?rc was no comparison 
between the state of things a year ago and to-day. Tln?se outrages, hoAvever, 
should not be allowed unduly to inlluonco tin? mind of the GoA"(?rnmont. In any 
case that is my vicAV, and I respectfully submit it to the consid(?ration of the 
Council.” 

The Hon’blo Mr. Stei) Ali Imam : “ I craA(? Y^our Lordship’s permission 
to say a few words on this motion. My Lord, I have pretty largely felt 
the justice of the misunderstood reference in my submissions to-day about 
the position of the leader of the Opposition. Specially, I find tliat I owe as 
it were an explanation to the Council as to Avhat I mc?ant. That explanation 
has been given in a veiy clear language by my IIon*ble friend Mr. Gokhale. 
I ctuld not have possibly suggested it for a second that the ‘ Opposition * indi¬ 
cated anything in it that Avas repreliensible. On the oilier hand, I haA^'O always 
felt that those who do so, do so absolutely in a friendly way and absolutely consis¬ 
tent with their conviction, and there aa us not the sligh test suggestion in my address 
that the * leader of the Opposition ’ should haA^e been misunderstood in the AA7iy in 
which Mr. Mudholkar was pleased to take it. So I emphasise? that I meant only 
what the Hon’ble Member was good enough to suggest w^as my meaning, that is 
to say, in a complimentary sense. In rc?gard to this qu(?stion of making it per¬ 
manent, I think a reference to the Press Act Avas made by me only because of 
that passage which was just noAv put to the Council by the HonTile Mr. 
Gokhale, aud thpre is not the slighest doubt that h(? fought very hard in the 
course of the debate on that occasion to give the Press Act only a temporary 
life ; but on the contrary the passage that he has done me the hoiurur to quote 
to-day clearly says that the Hon’blo Mr. Gokhale on tliat day did not find 
his way to oppose the principles of that Bill, and one of the principles of that 
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Bill was the question of permanency. I hope that the Council will not remain 
under the mistaken impression that at that time Mr. Gokhale did not adopt two 

r sitioiis in regard to that Bill. As to the question, iny Lord, of permanency, 
have only to place one consideration. It is this that if the Press Act is 
enforced as it is at present, the result is that those ideas with which the air last 
year was thick cannot find possibly expression through the printing press, 
because that has l)een all stopped. More the reason, therefore, I submit, my 
Lord, that the - Council should consider as to wliether or not we should check 
the only possible way loft for those ideas to float into the country, viz.y by the 
holding of meetings. We all hope and trust that the good sense of the country 
will prewent meetings to be held for purposes that would lead to any spread of 
these ideas, but the question is that the country as it stands has a right to expect 
from the Government some kind of assurance that if such meetings* wore held 
that these meetings will be effectively dealt with. And therefore, my Lord, I 
support the motion.” 

Tlie Hon’ble Mr. Mazharitl IIaqtte : My Lord, I want to say just a 
few W'ords. My lifelong friend, the Hon’blc the Law Member, has invited me 
to a forensic combat as regards the adequacy or otherwise of the preventive 
measures of the Criminal Procedure Code. Well, my Lord, if this Council were 
a Court of Justice, I would have gladly accepted his challenge, and no doubt I 
would have won my ease too; but as this is not a Court of Justice,—it is a 
Council Chaml)er,—I refuse, with the greatest respect to him, to accept his 
cliallengc. However, I must complain of one thing, my Lord, and that is that 
my Hon’hlo friend w^as not quite just to mo when he said that I opposed the 
Bill absolutely. Ho did not appreciate my grateful acknowledgments to Your 
Excellency as regards the mildness of the measure. I said in the strongest and 
clearest t(;rms possible that the most objectionable features of the present Act 
had been taken away by the Bill, and I gave my respectful thanks to Your 
Excellency for this generous concession to the people of the country. But, 
my Lord, consistently witli my conscience and with my duty to the country, I 
could not accept the principle which is laid down in this Bill, and I still do not 
accept it in spite of the eloquent address of my Hon’ble friend.” 

The Hon’hle Babit Bhupendranath Basu: “With Your Lordship’s leave 
I shall say only a foiv words on ibis motion. A pointed rcferenco was made to 
me by the. Hon’bl(? Law Member as regards the particular section of the 
Criminal Procedure Code w inch I had quoted as (mabling Magistrates to take 
preventive action, I frankly confess, rny Lord, that I have had but little to 
do w^ith criminals, and I must bow" to the superior knowledge of my Hon’ble 
friend who, it will he no exaggeration on my part to say, has spent all 
his life amongst crime and criminals ; hut at the same time what I have 
thought to indicate is this, tliat section 107 is a section which I have 
knowh to he invoked, and invoked successfully. The accused persons probably 
in those cases had not the means of enlisting on their side the advocacy of my 
learned friend, for if they could probably they would have got off ; but as a 
matter of fact, they did not. However, my Lord, tlfat is a small matter. But 
I think I was not a little surprised at the vehemence which the learned I^aw 
Member displayed in defiling with the subject-matter to-day. We have been 
accustomed in this Council, so far as tlie Government Members are concerned, 
to an air of detachment, of personal detachment. That is an attitude, my Lord, 
which commends itself to us, to me in particular. Wo children of the tropics, 
who are moved to warmth upon occasions, when in our cooler moments 
we should not probably liave done so, realise with appreciation the air of cool 
and collected detachment wliich the Government oificials display when they 
deal mill matters which vitally concern them as well as ourselves, I think, 
my Lord, that is an adv«antago in debate in this Council. While, on the other 
hand, we, my Lord, born in this country, ‘ lulled by the languor of the land of 
the lotus,’ we sometimes feci that a little ruffling of the surface probably would 
bo desirable, and that has been our experience this afternoon. I was suddenly 
remindcHi of that famous Knight of Spain who was going after imaginary 
cavaliers, when my friemd laid about right and left against opponents 
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who never were' and agsdnst arguments which had never been 
advane^. But that is a small matter I almost felt that Kant’s theory, 
following Plato and the Upanishads, that the external world had no real 
existence was after all true and the learned Law Member thumping down the 
points of his speech with an emphasis all his own was the creation of my 
disturbed imagination. I, Sir, sitting in this Council Hall, felt as if I was 
transferred to the Court of a Deputy Magistwite in the mufassal whew learned 
Counsel come down and flourish books which they carry in their arms, as 
.containing precedents which cannot bo controverted. I have known that game 
much too long to be overawed by it, and my friend ihe Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale has 
shown that the precedents which the T^aw Member has so valorously flourished 
in our face—supposed quotations from my friend’s speech— after all did not 
support him; but I shall stop hero. I shall only pray that our debates may be 
conducted with as little heat as possible and with as much dignity as possible.” 


His Excellency thb Presidisnt “ It will probably be within' the 
memory of Hon’ble Members that iny predecessor Lord Minto, in a speech made 
in Council in Simla in August last, gave his reason for the temporary re-enact¬ 
ment of the Seditious Meetings Act for a period of six months only, that he 
did not wish to commit his successor to a policy of which he had not had suffi¬ 
cient opportunity of judging and of which he might possibly not approve. I 
feel, therefore, that in view of the fact that I have been brought in personally 
into the discussion of this very important question, that it is incumbent upon me, 
on Ibis occasion, to say a few words on the subject. In the first place, let me 
say tlmt I am grateful to Lord Minto for his consideration in having given 
me an opportunity to take stock of the whole state of affairs and to 
submit to your consideration a new Act more in accordance with the 
actual situation and without some of the more stringent provisions of the 
previous Act. I do not want to discuss the origin of the Act of 1907 
except to express my absolute conviction that the Government of India 
would never have passed a measure of that kind without having duly weighed 
the heavy responsibility that they incurred and without the knowledge that the 
provisions of the ordinaiy law were inadequate to meet the very grave and 
serious situation that ha^ developed in certain provinces at that time. That the 
Act has had a beneficial and restraining influence is a fact which no amount of 
argument can disprove, and the very material improvement that has taken 
place in the general internal situation is undoubtedly largely due to the restrain¬ 
ing influence of that measure. I am far from ignoring the views and opinions 
of Hon’ble Members who have spoken against the Bill with great moderation 
and with the dignity that is customary to them. I am confident that their 
scruples are absolutely conscientioiLs and that they are just as keen and anxious 
as the Government of India for the maintenance of order and tranquillity and 
for the dissemination of sentiments of loyalty throughout this gr^t Empire. 
We differ only as to the beat method of arriving at that result. It is, however, 
a source of intense satisfaction to me to be able to associate myself ivith the 
views of Hon’ble Members as to tlie improved situation and political temper of 
iTirlig. , of which, I maintain, there can be absolutely no doubt whatever. 
In spite of recent instances of crunc in Calcutta which all sane men must 
regard with absolute abhorrence, there has been, I am glad to say, a revulsion 
of feeling against iwlitical violence and crimes to which it so often leads. 
ThoughtM people have realised that, thanks to tlie reformed Councils, oppor¬ 
tunities are presented for the redress of grievances and for the pro.secuiion of 
^I nfn|i.Tidg by constitutional methods, and that inflammatory speeches and writings 
are not likely to further, but rather to retard, the progress that we all desire. 
But to accept as a conclusion from this that sedition and political crime have 
entirely disappeared would be to live in a fool’s jiaradisc and to close one’s eyes 
to the fwstual facts of the situation. Were the vigilance of Government to bo 
relaxed for one single instant, there is very little doubt that sedition and 

K litical crime would once more spring into life and would thwart at 
ist for a time that healthy evolution of political life and material progress 
that it is the desire and the duty of Government to promote. 
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“ The Seditious Meetings Act of 1907, whatever its blemishes may he, 
need have had no terrors for the law-abiding citizen. It is an Act that is 
limited in its operation, dt is a purely preventive measure designed to restrict 
inflammatory oratory on the jjart of iiTCsponsible members of the community. 
It would, I-should have thought, have-met M'ith the warm approval of all those 
who wish to sec the educated youth of India grow up'into useful and law- 
ahiding members of the community instead of being exposed to incitemont to 
l)ecome seditiou-s agitators and possibly iK)litical criminals. "We have unfor¬ 
tunately in Eastern Bengal a striking example of the development into ordinary 
criminals of young men of the middle class who during the last three or four 
years have been eugagesd in what has euphemistically been called political 
dacoitics, thus .sliowing the moral deterioration and degradation that have taken 
place owing to the spread of sedition and Illegitimate political agitation. In 
any case, Avhatever the objection of .some Hon’blo Members may be to the Act 
in question, they should remember that through its agency the youth of India 
during the past’tbr<H) and a half yc-ars have been protected from the evil effects 
of sedition preached from th<< platform. It was with the greatest satisfaction 
that 1 learnt that amongst others the student class of Calcutta, an intensely 
human and sympatludic body, since the restrictions placed on siulitious w'ritings 
and .s]>eoch, liave shaken off all predilections for teachings of that kind and 
have diverted their athiution to the more! whoIe.some and normal interests of 
manly games and exercises. This is only one instance out of many, hut I should 
remind Hon’ble Members that it is thoprimaa-y duty of Government to extend 
the fullest protection to all members of the community, and especially to the 
rising generation, and I may add that no effort will be spared by Governmdht 
in so doing. 

“ One of my first acts on assuming the reins of olBco in this country 
was to (W)nsider very canffully this question upon which I had an absolutely 
open mind, and to invite the opinions of the Loeil Governments as to whether 
in their view the Act should be re-enacted, or whether it should be allow¬ 
ed to lapse. The conqdete unanimity of the replies that I have received 
from the Local Governments, the views of sc'veral Indians of marked ability 
and knowledge, who impressed upon mo the danger to public tranquillity were 
the Act allowed to lapse and no other law' to take its place, and the views 
which I myself have formed during the few months that I have been in this 
country, have convinced me of the absolute necessity of a weapon being in 
existence to meet s]X!cial situations, although it need not necessarily be in 
evidence. With this view my Government entirely concur. No self-respect¬ 
ing Government with knowledge of the situation which occurred in 1907 
would exjwse itself to the risk of allowing a similar situation to recur without 
having the means at band to meet it. Nor would it w'illingly surrendrar a 
weapon ^lat has already proved its usefulness as a preventive and restraining 
force. It is not to anybody’s interest, exex;pt jierhajMj to that of the criminal 
cla8se.s, that the law should be weiglnnl in the balanct; and found wanting. 

“ The new Act that is Ix'fore you is, as you are aware, intended to be of a 
permanent character, and with that object in view the clauses to which special 
obje(!tious liave been taken in tbe past have either been modified or expunge^. 
It is with regret that I have been unable to accept the sugge.stion of a time 
limit for the Act, but I cannot help feeling that a revival of agitation on this 
sul)j(!ct is v(!ry detrimental to the best interests of the State. The new Act, 
as it stands, is the very minimum required to make it effective. But should it 
be found in practice that it is wanting in the required force, then legislation 
will become necessary to give it that force. It is, however, my earnest hope 
and desire that the new Act may never bo put to the test and that before very 
long it may come to be regarded as an obsolete measure in the Statute-book. 

“ The present Act was, fis Hon’ble Members are well aware, extended 
by niy jirinlecessor’s (lovernment to the whole of India. Now, in order to show 
my trust and confidence in the people of India, I do not intend that the new 
Act when passed shall be extended to any part of India until the necessity 
arises—a contingency that I trust may never occur. It depends therefore on 
the people of India whether tlie new Act is to remain a dead-letter or not. In, 
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tlie moantime I adjure Hon’ble Members of my Legislative Council to rally 
to the side of Government'in passing an Act which will not only restrict sedition 
and crime, but which will at the same time protect your sons and the sons of 
your friends and relations from pernicious and disloyal teachings that can only 
end in sadness and disaster.*’ • 

The motion was put and agreed to without dissent. 

The Council adjourned to Tuesday, the 2l8t March 1911.

Rainfall summary for tha seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, 
the 30th March 1911, based on the Indian Dally Weather Reports 
of the period. 

1. Conditions were slightl}* disturbel in northwest India during the first three days of 
the week, but no precipitation occurred outside the North-West Frontier Province and 
Kashmir, and there it was only light and scattered. The disturbance travelled slowly 
eastwards giving precipitation in the North-West Frontier Province, Kashmir, the Fhinjab 
and the north of the United Provinces on the 36th ; in Bengal, Eastern Bengal and Assam, 
north Burma and the submontane districts of the United Provinces and the Punjab on the 
27th ; and in Bengal, Eastern Bengal and A^ssam and north Burma on the 28th. Mean¬ 
while a fresh disturbance from Persia gave scattered falls along the frontier on the 27th, and 
further precipitation in Kashmir and the North-West Frontier Province on the 28tli. On 
the 29th a few scattered falls were reported in Eastern Bengal, Baluchistan and the 
extreme south of Madras. 

2. Temperature was low over nearly the whole of northern and central India at the 
beginning of the week. The low temperature conditions had di.sappeared by the 26th, 
but were renewed on the 27th and persisted, though with diminishing intensity, during 
the remainder of the period. In the Peninsula and Burma conditions were about normal. 

3. Burma. was no rain of importance until the 37th when a few falls were 
reported from the north, and 105" fdl at Mergui. On the 28th nearly all stations in 
northern Burma reported rain, but precipitation had ceased on th e 39th. 

( 773 ) 
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I^ortheast India, including Or/wa.—Rain fell at almost all stations in the division 
on the 27th. It continued nearly general in Eastern Bengal and Assam on the 28th and 
a few falls were reported in Bengal. On the 29th, however, only scattered falls occurred. 

The United Provinces, Central India and the Central Provinces* —A few falls of 
rain occurred in the United Provinces on the 26th. On the 27th all stations in the west 
United Provinces reported rain and scattered rainfall also occurred in the remainder of 
he division. 

Northwest India- —Precipitation was confined to the North-West Frontier Province 
on the 23rd and 24th, but on the 25th very light falls were reported in Kashmir* 
On the 26th precipitation was fairly general in the Punjab excepting the southwest and in 
Kashmir, and a few falls occurred in the North-West Frontier Province. Some rain fell in 
the submontane districts of the Punjab and in the districts along the frontier on the 27th, 
while on the 28th the western disturbance gave local precipitation in Kashmir and nearly 
general precipitation in the North-West Frontier Province. On the 29th a few light falls 
occurred in Baluchistan. 

The Peninsula.^Thtxt were few falls of rain on the 29th in the extreme south of 
Madras. 

4. The greatest amounts of precipitation during the week were as follows 

March 27th. Mergui x'05" and Narayanganj i'63". 

5. Precipitation during the w^eek was appreciably above normal in Upper Burma and 
Eastern Bengal, and was in large defect in Assam. For the period 2nd December to 30th 
March it was in excess in Assam, the United Provinces, the Punjab, Kashmir, the North- 
West Frontier Province, Baluchistan, Sind, Rajputana West, Gujarat, Central India East, 
Berar and Mysore ; it was nearly normal in Orissa, Bihar, Rajputana East, and the Central 
Provinces East ; .ind was in defect elsewhere.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

25th March 1911. 

Burma. —Rain fell in six districts including the Arakan Hill Tracts and the Chin 
Hills. Sowing and transplanting of spring rice arc progre.ssing. Plucking of tobacco 
and cotton and harvesting of miscellaneous crops on islands are proceeding. Clearings for 
hill-side cultivation are being made. Standing crops are in good condition, ihe price 
of unhusked rice has risen at the principal export towns and prices in the interior are 
above normal. 


Eastern Bengal and Assam. —The rainfall during the week was very scanty except 
in parts of the Surma Valley. More rain is wanted for sowing of rice and jute. Final 
harvesting of tobacco ha.s commenced and prospects are fair. Plucking of lea has 
commenced and prospects are on the whole good. The average price of common rice is 
unchanged. Cattle disease prevails in Dacca, Noakhali, Rajshahi, Malda, Sylhet and the 
Naga Hills. 


Bengal.—During the week light showers fell in the 24-Parganas, jessore, Khulna, 
Bhagalpur, Cuttack, Balasore, Sambalpur, liazaribagh and Manbhum and all the districts 
of the Burdwan division except Birbhum and Howrah. Pre.^sing of sugarcane is still in 
progress in seme districts. Planting of sugarcane, harvesting of spring crops and prepa¬ 
ration of lands for next season continue. Vegetables are doing well in Orissa. The 
price of common rice has risen in Murshidabad, Jes.sore, Gaya, Champaran, Bhagalpur, 
Balasore and Palamau and has fallen in Cooch Behar. Cattle disease is reported from 
Birbhum, Midnaporc, the 24 Pargaiias, Muzaffarpiir, the Sonthal Parganas, Puri, Sambal- 
pur, Hazaribagh and Palamau. Fodder is reported to be getting scarce in parts of the 
Sonthal Parganas. The supply of water is sufficient throughout the Province except in 
parts of Burdwan. 


United Provinces. —The week was practically rainless. Three districts report 
damage to mango and mahua from rain of the previous week and in Farrukhabad poppy 
has been attacked by blight. The general condition however of standing crops does not 
appear to have been materially affected and prospects remain j^od. Harvesting is in full 
swing except in the north-western districts. Sowing of cane and extra crops and extraction 
of opium continue. Cattle disease is reported from twelve districts but the general condi¬ 
tion of stock is good. Fodder and supplies are ample. Prices have fallen slightly in six 
and have risen in four districts. Elsew'here, they are generally stationary. 


Punjab,—l^ight to moderate rain fell in Hissar, Amritsar and Lyallpur and in parts of 
Atnbala, Ferozeporc, Lahore, Sialkot and Rawalpindi. The condition and prospects of 
standing crops are good to ave rage except in one tahsil of the Mianwali district w’here 
they are poor. Harvesting of barley and rape-sricd continnes. Extra spring crops, sugar¬ 
cane and cotton are being sown. J.Manding crop«, especially gram, have been damaged 
by excessive rain and haiLtorms in parts of Hissar, Rohlak, Arnb^la and Sialkot and 
by floods in parts of Mianwali and Multan. I’rices are easy. The condition of cattle 
is generally good. Fodder is sufficient except in the riverain tracts of the Ferozepur 
tahsil. 


North-West Frontier Province. — No rain fell during the w^eek. The condition 
of standing crop.s is goner dly average. Planiing and pressing of sugarcane are still in 
progress in Baiiiiu, Sowing of extra .spring crops i.s in progress. Sowing of autumn 
crops has also commenced in Dchra Ismail Khan. The rain has slightly damaged the 
oilseed crop in Daman and Pea si and Hie gram crops in the kachha tract of the Dcra 
Ismail Khan district. The fodder and w'ater supply is generally sufficient throughout the 
province. Irrigation from the Paha'piir canal and the hill torrents in Dera Ismail Khan 
continues. The condition of c ittle is geu(?rally good except in certain village.s of the 
Kulachi and l ank tahsils in the Dera Ismail Khan district. The public health is generally 
good except in Dera city. Prices of food grains except that of gram show a slight 
tendency to rise. Prices:—Wheat i3|iS to 20, gram 19};] to 30, maize 155 to 28 J and. 
bajra 22} to 24 seers per rupee. 
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Jammu. —The rainfall was fair. Prices are stationary. Wheat sells from 14 to ao 
and maize from 18 1030 seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops is good. 
Cattle disease of mild type prevails in the Jammu ind Basohli tahsils. Fodder is sufficient. 

Kashmir. —The weather was partially cloudy and bright during the week. There is 
no disease among cattle. Fodder is sufficient. Prices are normal. 


Rajputana. —Rain fell in the districts of Bikaner and Jaisalmer. The maximun fall 
w'as 230 cents in the Bikaner nisamat and the minimum 25 cents in Ramgarh in Jaisalmer. 
Irrigating and harvesting of spring crops are in progre.ss. Standing crops are in good 
condition and the outturn in places is reported satisfactory. Slight damage to crops is 
reported in parts of Jaipur and Bharatpur. Cattle disea.se is reported from the districts of 
Banswara. Fodder is sufficient. Prices have fallen by i seer in Jhalawar, by 12 chattaks 
in Bh.'^ratpur and by 10 chattaks in Karauli. They were steady or fluctuated slightly 
elsewhere. 


Central India. —Slight local showers fell in parts of Rewah and D\v\r. Harvesting 
of spring crops continues and the outturn is generally good. Land is being prepared for 
the next crop in parts of Bhopawar. Cattle disease exists in parts of Bagh^^lkhand, 
Bundelkhand and Bhopawar. Prices are low in Bhopal, rising in Indore and steady else¬ 
where. Poppy is being extracted and the outturn is fair. Irrigation continues in 
Gwalior and tapping and weeding are in progress in Indore. 

Central Provinces. — The vseather has been dear and occasionally cloudy. The 
days are hot hut the rights and mornings continue to be cool. Harvesting of spring crops 
is in full swing and prospects so far are excellent everywhere, fhe sujjply of fodder and 
water is sufficient. Agricultural stock is in good condition. Prices The price of gram in 
Saugor and rice in Mandla rose by 2 and 3 seers per rupee respectively. Variations 
were unimportant elsewhere. 

Feudatory .SV/rto.—During the week Korea, Jashpur and Sirguja had rain amount¬ 
ing to 2, and j inches respectively. Cutting of spring crops continues and prospects 
arc generally good. Fodder and water are adequate. Prices—Rice in Raigarh and wheat 
in Saraiigarh became dearer by 2 seers per rupee. 


Bombay.—.Slight rain fell during the week in parts of the Kariiatak and Kolliapur. 
Standing spring crops have suffered slightly from sudden inundation in parts of Sukkur, 
Larkana and Hyderabad, from frost in the Upper Sind Frontier, Alimedabad and Ahmed- 
nagar and are good elsewhere. Estimates of outturn are generally fair to good. Harvest¬ 
ing of spring crops is progressing generally. Threshing continues in pirts of B oich, 
the Deccan and Main Kantha. Cotton picking is progressing in parts of Gujarat, the 
Karnatak, Baroda, Ciitch and Kolhapur. The fodder supply is adequate. Agricultural 
stock is deficient in parts of the Deccan but is generally in good condition. Water for 
drinking and irrigation is generally adequate. Grain stocks are sufTn ient. Prices have 
risen in Alimedabad and Broach, have fallen in Sukkur, Larkana and Kanara and are 
generally stationary td.sewhcre. The quantity purchasable per rupee is in Sind 5 to 30 
per cent., in Gujarat 3 to 21 per cent., in the Konkan 13 lo 28 per cent., in the Deccan 13 
to 32 per cent, and in the Karnatak 23 to 28 per cent, less than the normal. 

• 

Hyderabad. —Slight showers of rain were only received in isolated parts. Spring 
crops arc being harvested. Spring jnar has been damaged somewhat by sevt^n- coM and 
cotton by rats in the Kushtagi laluka of the Raichur district. Rain i.s needed in many 
places. Crops are fair to good but have suffered slightly from the inadequate .supply of 
water in parts of the Nalgonda and Karimnagar districts and by insects in tlie Gulbarga 
district. Cattle disease prevails in 8 talukas. Prices wheat 7J, coarse rice 7 and juar 
135 seers per rupee in districts, showing a rise of { seer all round. White juar is selling 
in Hyderabad City at 11 and yellow y///7r at 12 seers. The highest price is 9 seers in 
Warangal and the lowest 24 seers in Mahbubnagar. 


Mysore. —Prices of food grains are steady and markets arc well supplied. Standing 
crops are in good condition. Prospects of the season are good. Cattle are generally 
healthy. Water and fodder arc available. 

Coorg. —Prices of food grains are norniaL Water and fodder for cattle are sufficient. 
The public health is fair. 


B 
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Madras. —Light rain fell during the week in Ganjam and Vizagapatam and nil 
elsewhere. Irrigation supplies are suffi -ient except in parts of Godavari, Kurnool, Bellary, 
the Carnatic (Central) and South Canara. Ploughing, sowing, weeding and transplanting 
are in progress in parts. Standing crops are fair to good but some in parts of Madura 
and Tinnevelly require rain or water and some in parts of Chingleput and Madura are 
withering or have withered. Coffee in parts of the Nilgiris has been affected by bug. 
Harve.sts continue with outturn fair to normal generally. Pasture is sufficient except in 
parts of Godavari, Gijntur, the Deccan, Nellore, Ramnad and the w'est coast of Tinnevelly. 
Fodder is available. The condition of cattle is generally good. The price of rice is 
stationary in eleven districts, has fallen in seven and has risen in six. The prices of millets 
have fluctuated as follows :—Ragi is stationary in nine districts, has fallen in five and has 
risen in eight. Cholam is stationary in six districts, has fallen in four and has risen in five. 
Cumbu is stationar}" in three districts, has fallen in four and has risen in nine. The public 
health is generally good. Prospects are generally fair. The condition of the labouring 
classes is everywhere satisfactory and employment is readily available. Grain stocks are 
generally sufficient.

NEW METHOD OP REGISTRATION OF INDIAN TRADE STATISTICS. 


Dated the 27th March 1911. 

RESOLUTION. 

In paragraphs 2 and ^ of the Resolution of the Government of India in this 
Department, No. 1650—1660-3, dated the 2nd March 1906. it was announced 
that, as a result of the recommendations contained in the Report of the 
Committee on Indian Trade Statistics, which was appointed in 1905, it had been 
decided to introduce, as an experimental measure, a new system for the registra¬ 
tion of the statistics relating to the foreign seaborne trade of India, namely, the 
recording of imports according to the country of consignment and of exports 
according to the country of final destination, as defined in paragraphs 15 and 
24, rc.spectively, of the Report of the Committee on Indian Trade Statistics. It 
was explained that th-* system already in force, under which the import statistics 
were recorded according to the country of shipment and the export statistics 
according to the country containing the port of discharge as declared by the 
exporter, would continue to be maintained ; that the figures compiled under both 
systems would be published concurrently for a period of five years ; and that if 
tne new system proved satisfactory in actual practice, it could be definitely 
adopted and the old system abandoned. 

2 . The first issue of the statistics recorded under the new system of re¬ 
gistration above described appeared as a Supplement to the Annual Statement 
of the Foreign Seaborne Trade and Navigation of British India for the year 
1907-1908. The second issue, which contained the statistics relating to the 
year 1908-1909, was published in September 1910; and the third issue, for the 
year 1909-1910, will be published shortly. The .statistics for the current year 
T910-1911 have also been recorded, and will be published in due course, under 
both systems. 

3. The Government of India are satisfied, from a comparison of the figures 
already recorded under the two systems, that the results obtained under the new 
system,^which has also been definitely adopted m the Foreign Trade Accounts of 
the United Kingdom from 1909, are superior to those obtained under the old 
system. They are also satisfied that the existence of comparative figures for 
four years obviates any serious break in the continuity of the statistics. They 
have therefore decided that after the close of the current official year the methtpd 
of registration of Indian trade statistics according to the countries of consign¬ 
ment and of final destination shall be permanently adopted, and the old system of 
registration finally abandoned.

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" I have no right to rank myself as a capitaUst with men like the Hon’ble 
Six Tithaldas Thackerscy, Sir Sassoon Barid or the Hon’ble Mr. Birkihiyre. I 
do not claim to represent that considerable section of middle class Indians 
who have for the sake of raising tbo econoinieal status of their country and 
mitigating the ^verty of the masses applied themselves to the study of nidus* 
trial questions and the development of industries. Their own countrymen 
and the working people under them know why these persons have courted 
responsibility, labour and often pecuniary losses. I believe, Sir, the Govern- 
ihent have been keeping themselves informed of the views ex^iressed on this 
subject by the Indian Press, I mean that section of it wluoh writes with 
knowledge, restraint and a sense of responsibility. If one tiling is clear, it is 
that that Press as a whole strongly opposes this direct limitation by li^islation. 
The class I represent is not answerable for the temporary excessive working 
in Bombay or the disregard of the law in some places. Their sympathies with 
the working classes are genuine and substantial. They do not want sweat¬ 
ing, whether it be textile factories or printing presses, but they do want the 
Government to see that this can bo accomplished by tlie indirect method, 
that w, by working on lines similar to those of the English Factory Law. 
Sir, it has been stated that if there are to bo limitations imjxiscd on the hours 
of working, the best method w'ould be tlic direct method. All I have to say in 
regard to this suggestion at this stage is tliat we are only following the methods 
of the English law in proposing the adoption of the indirect method. The 
Englis h Acts, Sir, have by laying down regulations in regard to the employ* 
ment of women and children brought about the limitation of the working 
hours of the factories. I do not see, Sir, why wo should not follow that 
method and establish a 12 hours’ working day for all practical purposes by 
indirect methods similar to those employed in England.” 

The Hon'ble Mb. Quik : “ Sir, there are just a few remarks of a general 
nature which I think I can most suitably offer at this stage. The Bombay 
Presidency can justly claim to be interested in the provisions of the Bill as 
much as, if not indeed more than, any province in India. Bombay is the great 
centre of the cotton industry, and it was the experience of Bombay in the 
year 1906 which may he said to have started the movement for reform of the 
factory law which is about to reach a successful culmination in the passing into 
law of the Bill which is before us to-day. 

" Notwithstanding this, Sir, there is not very much which I have to say on 
this occasion, because the Bill has emerged from the Select Committee in a form 
which is generally satisfactory to the Government of Bombay, whom I have 
the honour to represent in this Council, as I hope it may bo to this Council 
also. The crying needs of the situation which was found to exist in Bombay 
in 1906 were, in the first place, increased protection for the children employed 
• in textile factories, and secondly, effective provision to render impossible the 
undue exploitation of adult male labour. 

. "The provisions of Chapter V of the Bill as amended by the Select 
Com mittee are, so far as can bo judged in advance, eminently suitable for the 
iftfinment of these objects. Clauses 28 and 31 provide directly and specifi* 
cally for the establishment of a working day of not more than 12 hours for all 
persons employed in a textile factory, while clause 32 prescribes that no child 
shall be employed for more than 6 hours, the period recommended by the Com* 
mission. 

" So long as these clauses remain in the Bill I have nothing more 
to say about them, but it wall bo my duty to oppose any attempt which may 
be made either to render them ineffective or to delete them from the BiU. 

" As regards children. Sir, it is, I think, known to the Covmcil that the 
Government of Bombay would have liked to see the age at which a child may 
begin fai^ry work raised from 9 to 10. This concession to an enlightened 
h wiy>ftT>ita,in»TiisTn was not recommended by the Factories Commission, and it is 
not one which the Government of India have thought fit to allow; but the fact 
that a child will still be. permitted to bo employed in a factory at the tender 
age of nine is surely a good reason why special care should be taken to ensure 
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that he or she cannot be coini^elled to work excessive hours. The deliberations 
of a strong and representative Commission have resulted in the rocomlnendatipn 
that children should not be permitted to work for more than 6 hours in one day, 
and on behalf of the Government of Bombay I am to urge strongly that effect 
should be given to this recommendation in the enactment now before this 
Council, It is to be regretted. Sir, that the proposal for a daylight working 
day, as an optional alternative to the fixed 12 hours day, a proposal whidi has 
the support of some of tlie mill-owners in the Bombay Presidency and specially 
those of Ahmodabad, could not be adopted by the Select Coimnittee. There is 
much to be said in favour of a natural working day in localities where the 
working hours would msver at any time in the year exceed 12^ or 13 ; and if 
special provision can he made in the Bill for mills w'orked by a system of shifts, 
it is not clear Avhy the difficulties presented by the daylight day should be 
regarded as insuperable. 

“ It seems probable, hou ever, that the special provisions, if made, M’ould be 
availed of by a few mills only, jis the average daylight day would work out 
to some 15 minutes less thair 12 hours, and it is not likely that many milloAvners 
would handicap themseh'es by adopting it. In all the circumstances, therefore, 
I do not press for any further consideration of this matter at the stage which 
has now been reached. What I do hope. Sir, is tliat neither doctrinaire consi¬ 
derations, based as I venture to think on a misapprehension of sound economic 
theory, nor misgivings of an imaginary danger which the future may hold in 
store for our manufact uring industries, will be permitted to interfere with those 

E rovisions of the Bill as it non" stands which give direct prohibition to excessive, 
ours of labour in textile factories—provisions which are, in my opinion 
essential to the success of our legislation. 

“ What is wanted, Sir, in my hmnble opinion, is a 12 hours day for adult 
males and a day of 6 hours for children ; and I feel that if we do not get them 
in this Bill wo shall lose a great opportunity not only of ameliorating the 
condition of the toiling masses in our factories but also—and this is ray honest 
belief—of serving in the long run the best interests of the employers and of the 
industries upon Avhosc pros|)erity the welfare of this country so largely 
depends.” 

The Hon’blo Ma. Clabk : “ Por one roa.son at least. Sir, I am glad that 
the Council did not accejd my suggestion that we should juoeeed at once to the 
amendments: it has enabled me to add my trilmte to the work done by the 
Select Committee wlio have considered this Bill, and especially by my Hon’blo 
friend Mr. llobertson who had charge of it on behalf of the Government. The 
work, I think, has been c.xcellcntly done, and although I was not present 
myself, I have had ample reason since to know what a largo share in its success¬ 
ful issue was duo to the Ilon’blc Mr. llobertson. 

“'I think I had bettor say at once that Government cannot possibly agree 
to withdraw Chapter V of the Bill, which contains the provisions for the restric¬ 
tion of hours of adult lal)our in textile factories. 

“ What after all arc the real objoetions to these provisions ? The Hon’Jldp 
Mr. Djidabhoy has told us that these provisions will strangle an infant induStfy. 
The cotton industry of Bombay, to put it mildly, is a well grown infant, and it 
is almost impos-siblo to believe that the restriction of working hours to 12 
could seriously impair the output or energies of a well-organised Industry. 
The Hon’ble Mr. Badablioy referred to what my Hon’blo friend Mr. llobertson 
said, on the motion to refer the Bill to a Select Committee, as to the effect of 
reduction of hours on production. The Hon’blc Mr. Dadabhoy quoted certain 
passago.s from the lleport of the Factory Commission in vv'hich they referred to 
the difficulty of assessing accurately the effect of such a reduction. Of course, 
that is a thing that you cannot possibly do. You cannot assess the effect to 
a close and accurate figiue. But at same time, if the Hon’blo Member h:^ 
read further on in the report, he would have seen that some of the best managed 
mills in the eouutry have adopted shorter hours for the very reason that they 
found it paid them better. The Cawnporo Cotton Mill, for instance, has adopt¬ 
ed a 12-hour day since Februaiy^ 1907 after experimenting as to the most suit¬ 
able M'orking hours finm an economic standpoint. In the case of the £1^ Mills 
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at Oawnporo, the man^mont found that a l6«hour day led to had work, great 
wtifite and uneconomical working. They reduced the hours gradually to 12 and 
have been working 12 hours a day for the last 8 years. Mr. Bezonji Dadabhoy, 
manager of the Empress Mills, Nagpur, has appended to his written evidence 
certain statements showing the oifect on pinduotion of working days of varying 
lengths. These statements show tliat over a period of ten years the production 
per spindle per hour is on the average higher the shorter the working day. 
The Commission themselves say, summing up the whole question : 
i ‘ We incline to the opinion—though wc readily admit that we cannot produce any 
satisfactory statistical evidence likely to convince others—that the general adoption of a 12- 
hour day in textile factories in I ndia would not materially reduce the output below that at 
present obtained in 13 hours. Production would }>robiibly fall oif at first to a considerable 
extent; but wo believe that this would gradually ho rectified, and that within a shoit time tho 
. production under a general 12-hour day would probably equal that now obtained by working 
for 13 or ISJ hours ' 

“Well, Sir, I think that in view of that pronouncement it is impossible to 
maintain the suggestion that the mills would bo ruined by this restriction. 
Indeed, if the Government are to he accused of ruining the mills in that way, tho 
same charge would apply —and it shows how very inapplicjahle the charge is— 
to tho proposal put forward by the Hon’blo Sir Vithaldas Thackersoy himself. 
I think he claims that his daylight day (aiid certainly tho Hon’lde Mr. 
Quin has supported that view) would produce a working day all tho year 
round of not more than 12 hours, and lie similarly claims that the pi'oposal that 
there should be an bour’.s interval after every 12 hours work would have the 
same effect. Well, it is hardly to be liolicved that the ITon’hle Sir Vithaldas 
would put forvvai’d a proposal which he considers would seriously inqiair the 
interests of the mill industry in India. 

“ I do not propose now to discuss the merits of these two proposals, the 
daylight working day and the other of the Hon’hle Sir Vithaldas’ proposals, 
because there are amendments put down in respect of them which will have to he 
considered later on. But there were two points which were mentioned by tho 
Hon’blo Sir Vithaldas to which I may refer. Ho virgtsl the appointment of 
a Chief Inspector. It is not, however, iieco.ssai‘y to put iirovisions in tho Bill for 
such an appointment, as it wnuld be open to the Govei’nmont of India, if it is 
found ncjcessary to appoint a Chief Inspxitor later on, to make such an appoint¬ 
ment without special powers. All that would probably be necessary wouldbo that 
each province should confer upon the Chief Inspector powers of an Inspector 
within their borders. In that w.ay the point could bo met. We did not con¬ 
sider it desirable to put anything about a Chief Inspector into tho Bill until 
wo should bo in a position to say whether a Chief Inspector would be required 
or not. 

“ If I may say so, I think the Hon’ble Member’s suggestion that there 
should be annual conferences of Inspectors is an exceedingly good one. It 
would produce unity in the policy puimied and in every way would tend to 
good administration. 

“ Another point to which he referred was tho (juostion of ventilation and the 
MSihlislunent of a standard for the purity of air in factories. This point is 
under consideration. The Factory Commission rocommeudod that a Committee 
should be appointed to consider it, and the question of appointing a Committee 
is under the consideration of Government and will be taken up as soon as tho 
Bill is passed into law. 

“ I do not think I need say anything further. Sir, on tho general question, 
and I propose that we should proceed now to the consideration of the amend¬ 
ments.’’ 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

ilie Honb’le Sin Vithaldas D. Thackesset ; “ Mr. President, I hog to 
move that in clause 2, sub-dausc ( 9 ), of tlie Bill as amended by Select 
Committee, the folloM'ing words be added at the end of tho proviso, namely :—r 

' whetiier they be eeparate works or situated in the comjionnd of a textile factory.’ 
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“ Sir, this question was raised in the Select Committee And it tras thought 
that it would meet the case if power were given to Local Governments to treat 
as different factories branches which- are situated in one compound, and with 
that view section 63 was added, where power is given to the Local Government 
to do this. The section runs thus 

‘ The Local Qovernmeut may, eubject to tho control of the Governor General in CouncS, 
special order in 'writing, direct, with n«|>e<!t to any factory or class of factories, that 
different branches or depaitments of work carried on in the same factory shall for SpU or any 
of the purposes of this Act be treated as if they were separate factories.' 

“Also it is true that in section 21 provision is made that the half 
hour interval is not to ap^ly to bleaching and dyeing works, and in that 
way to a certain extent tho inconvenience which I seek to remove will be 
avoided. But the Bombay Millowners’ Association think that it w'ould be made 
quite clear if this clause was added to section 2 { 9 ) so that under that section * 
every branch other than the real textile branch will not be a textile factory 
under the Bill. That is the view taken by the Bombay Millowners’ Association, 
and, as its representative here, I think that the amendment should be passed. I 
therefore move it.” 

The Hon’ble Me. DADAimoy : “ I b^ to support it.” 

The Hon’ble Me. Claek : “ I must point out, Sir, that this amendment, if 
accepted, might give riso to considerable difficulty in administration. It is 
impossible to give a clear definition of what would be within the compound of 
a textile factory, because the limits of a compound are not always clearly 
marked. In any case I really think it is hardly necessary to put in a provision 
of this kind. If tho Hon’bio Member will turn to clause 63 , he will see that 
powers are given to Local Governments ‘ subject to the control of tho Governor 
General in Council, by special order in writing, to direct, with respect to any 
factory or class of factories, that different branches or departments of work 
carried on in the same factory shall for all or any of the purposes of this Act be 
treated as if they were separate factories.’ I think that safeguards the point 
he has in mind and renders this amendment unnecessary.” 

The Hon’ble Sie Vithaxdas I). Thackeesey : “ I beg to withdraw it.” 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

Tho Hon’ble Me. Claek : “ I bog to move that to clause 18 of the Bill, 
as amended by the Select Committee, the following 6ub*clause he added, namely: 

‘ (-t) Such provisions as may be prescribed shall be made for the protection from danger 
of persons employed in attending to the machinery or boilers of any factory.' 

“ Clause 18 of of the Bill, Sir, deals only with the fencing of machinery. 
Hangers may arise in other ways than merely by machinery being improper^ 
fenced, and it seems desirable to take powers to seem'e sufficient saieguar^ 
being"providod. In nearly all provinces at the present moment there are 
regulations in regard to running oelts—as to the clothing of the men who are 
attending to them, and other particulars—in order to prevent accidents. At the 
present moment there is no statutory pro.scription behind those regulations, and 
it seems desirable in order to put the thing on a proper basis that such presq^ 
tion should ho inserted in tho Bill.” 

The Hon’ble Sir Vithaluas D. Thackeesey : “ Mr. Chairman, so far as 
the first part of the amendment is concerned, I do not wish to oppose it. 

* Such provisions as may bo prescribed shall he made for the protection from 
danger of persons employed in attending to the machinery.’ I agree to it.- 
But the latter part—‘or boilers of any faistory’— 1 strongly oppose. I am 
opposed to tho introduction of the word ‘hoilors’ in thia section. Sofyas 
the general provisions of the Act apply to factories, including boilers, Giese provi¬ 
sions are unobjectionable, but when you bring in danger from boilers, in section 
28 , and give power to inspectors and also to Local Governments to make 
rules, it means that for tho boilers there would be dual control There is 
a special Act, which deals specially with the danger arising from boilers, and if 
we give power under this Bill tp the factory inspector to deal with tjie dangers 










arifl^g from boilers, it means that tho factory-owners will have to deal with 
the inspectors under this and also the inspectors under the Boiler Act. I have 
not been able to go into this question thoroughly, but I do not know whether 
difficulties may not arise as to procedure. Under the Boiler Act, when we 
appe^ to Government, a Commission is appointed, and so on. Under the Fac¬ 
tory Act, there is a different procedure W appeal, and I submit that as the 
matter'has not been considered by the Select Committee, and as the Council has 
had no opportunity of going into the details of what the actual effect of these 
irords may bo on the ultimate working of the Act, Government should not press 
for these words to get into the Act at this late stage. It may ho that, 
if we had considered the whole question in the Select Committee, 
we might have come to the conclasion that there was no daiigor in 
introducing these words; but I do submit. Sir, that pritnd facie it seems tliat 
there are strong reasons why these words should not go into the Factory 
Act. 

“ I may point out, Sir, that the English Factory and "Workshops 
Act, it is true, contains certain provisions for the safety of hands against 
danger ^m boilers; but it must be remembered that there is no special Boiler 
Inspection Act in England. The boilers in England are examined through the 
private agencies at the option of the factory-owners. Section 10 of the English 
Act deals with the fencing of machinery and section 11 deals with steam-boilers. 
It runs:— 

‘ Every steam-boiler used for generating steam in a factory or workshop or in any place 
to which any of the provisions of Oris Act apply mast, whether separate or one 
of a range,— 

(a) have attached to it a proper safety-valve and a proper steam-gauge and water- 
gauge to show the presBure of steam and the height of w^ater in the boiler 

and there are other things mentioned in this Act; but there is no special Boiler 
Inspection Act in England, and therefore the whole Act is one. In India, as 
there is a special Act, I strongly oppose the introduction of these words ‘ or 
boilers ’ into tliis section and especially for the reason that at this late hour 
they should not be introduced.” 

The Hon’ble M». Mudholkab : “ Sir, I am glad my friend the Hon’ble 
Sir Vithaldas Thackorsey has pointed out this difficulty. I mustconfc.ss I looked 
into this matter only this morning, but it was to little purpose, os I havo not 
with me the Bcnler Inspection Act which is in force in Bombay, and which, 
with slight modifications, has been applied to the Central Provinces and Berar. 
I could not got a copy here. I have therefore to go on my recollection of the 
provisions of that Act. The thing is this; under that Act the inspector of boilers 
18 invested with powers, and under certain of its provisions ho is empowered to 
give orders and issue directions. The result of the present Act would be that 
file inspector of factories, who, we understand, is to bo altogether a different 
personage from the inspector of boilersT might pass one set of orders and another 
sot of oraers might be passed by the inspector of boilers. "What might be consi- 
^wed proper and sufficient by one might not he considered proper and sufficient 
another. In regard to this conflict of authority, I pointed out in the Select 
Committee that when there were a number of inspectors, there were at times 
different orders passed by different inspectors, and factory-owners found it diffi¬ 
cult to carry on their work until the matter was carried to a liigher authority. 
I think there is a likelihood of overlapping of jurisdiction and conflicting orders. 
I fiiink the subject is one which should havo been brought in the Select 
Committee and considered there. It really is a matter of detail requiring the 
examination and comparison of the two Acts. It is not at all convenient to 
consider it in Cduncit and it should be dropped. ” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Mokteath : “Sir, I fully support the remarks that 
have been made by the Hon’ble Members who have just preceded me, as I 
do not think it desirable to have dual supervision over boilers in factories.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Cxabk: “The Hon’blc Sir "Vithaldas Thackersey very 
oourteoWy informed me that he was going to raise this point and we have 
had time to verify onr reasons for including the words ‘ or boilers ’. The Boiler 
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luspection Act relates solely to the prevention of explosions, and there is no 
proposal liore to interfere in any way with the working of that Act. What 
we nave in mind is the prevention of accidents to men who are stoking boilers 
and attending to the autouiatio feed arrangements now in use^ and that 
covers quite a ditT(irout ground from that affcictcd by the Boiler Inspection 
Act. There is no danger of the rfunction of factory inspectors overlapping 
with those of ins|K}Ctors under tlie Boiler Inspection Act. I niiiy add that the 
regulations will bo jmblished before they are put into force, so that it is not 
as if we wore immediately imposing a new requirement on factories.** 

The Hou’blo Sir Vithaloas D. Thackeusev : “ Mr. President, I beg to 
raise a point of order—whether it is in order to introduce new matter at 
this late stage into the Bill in this Council, which has not been considered by 
the Select Committee and which has not also been considered by the country at 
all. Of course, Government cati carry it through ; but, 1 submit, it is most 
unfair to the industry and the country that at this late stage it should bo 
introduced.** 

The President : “ I do not think that the moving of an amendment of 

this kind is out of order. It may he iiiconvoni(3iit and therefore it is a course 
wdiich is to bo avoided as far as possible. But in a question of this kind in 
which the amerulinent is very nearly related to all that has been considered 
in the Bill and w ith regard to w hicli there arc many Members in this Council 
who have full information, I do not think there is any objection to its being 
placed before the Council.** 

The Hon’ble Sir Vithaldas Thackersey : “ I bow to your decision. 
But I Avould suggest to the Ilon’hlf! Memher that a few words lie added 
to this in order to make it clear. The section should run thus :— 

Such provisions as may bo prescribed shall bo made for tlio protection from danger 
of persons employed in attending to the inaijliinory or boilers of any factory 
which are not i)rovkled under the Boiler Inspection AcL/^ 

“ The dual control is oh jectionahle, and w e w ant to i>revcnt it. It is very 
easy to say that dual con trol w ill not he there, but w hen a j)ower is given to the 
factory inspeetpr and the inspector of Ijoilers, it is impossible to prevent dual 
control. We must make it clear that the intention is not to overlap the powers 
under the Boiler Ins2)ect]on Act.** 

The President : “ I am afraid it is too late to enter upon a discussion of 
that kind at tlie present time.** 

Tlie amendment w as put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Sir Vithaldas Thackersey : “ Mr. President, I bog to 
move that to clause 21, sub-clause (1), of the Bill as amended by the Select 
Committee the following proviso he added, namely :— 

“ i^rovided that in the case of a textile factory, after it has worked ^for twelve hours, 
further work shall he discoiitinue#for not less than one hour.^^ 

“ Mr. President, this amendment is one of a series of amendments intended 
to secure the 12-liours day as desired by Government and, therefore, on the^ 
vote on tliis amendmont will depend whether the other amendments shflfi^ 
be moved or not. Therefore, with your permission, I will explain to the 
Council how this amendment will affect the situation. I explained to the 
Council in my first speech that so far as the 12-h()ur day is concerned, I support 
it.** 

“ I do not agree with my friend the Ilon’blc Mr. Dadabhoy that the 
mill-owners diould have unrestricted license to work adults as long as they 
like.’* 

The Hon’ble Me. Dadabhoy ; “ Sir, you will permit me as a personal 
explanation to mention that that statement is entirely incorrect. Dunng the 
debate in this CounCil in the month of January, and to-day too, I had made 
it explicitly clear that I did not w^ant the labouring classes to be worked 
for more than 12 hours: I have been fighting for this principle.*’ 
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Thb President ; “The Hon’ble Moinber must not exceed the scope of 
his explanation, and I have no doubt the Hon’ble Sir Vithaldas Thackersoy 
will take note of that explanation.” 

The Hon’blo Sir Vithaldas Thackebsey : “ I accept, Sii*. the explana¬ 
tion of the Hou’ble Mr. Badabhoy, and 1 am very glad to see that he does 
not advocate more than 12 hours’ work for adults, because if ho had gone over 
tlie country he would have found that sometimes, in spite of all our ideas about 
liberty, we feel, wlxen we see the hands working for 13 or 14 hour.s, that it is not 
at all just and fair to the work-j;)coplo. 1 have gone aU over the country, and 
in spite of my own interests in the industry, I have often felt that it was very 
hard to work aduHs for more than 12 or 12^ hoiu-s. Ho«'cvor, there is only 
one remark of the Hon’hlc Mr. Badabhoy that I will refer to. Ho says that, 
if the Government are convinced that 12 hours a day must bo the working 
day, it is quite straightforwai-d to come and put 12 hours a day in the Act 
instead of by an indirect way. Well, Sir, I must make my position clear. 1 
am not suggesting tbcs«»amendm‘nt« wi'.h theidcaof what may bo called indirect 
restriction; I am only extending the existing principle of the Act, and 
if, by extending the existing principle, the result comes to the same 
as a direct restriction, I do not see why Government should not acaipt 
my a I endment in place of the direct ro.striction which lias been objected 
to so strongly^ by my friend tlic Ilon’ble Mr. Badabhoy in spite of his 
desire that mill-owners should not have unrestricted license. There is no 
section in the Biiglish Act which provides for an interval of rest for adults; 
there an interval of rest is provided for young persons and children and women 
only. In the Indian legislature that principle has been admitted. After a 
particular number of hours, adults must get an interval of rest for food or 
drink, or for other purposes. The existing Act provides that there shall he 
at least a stoppage of half an hour between 12 and 2 in every factory. The 
Factory Commission altered that claiiscj and said that wo should have half 
an hour’s interval after every 6 hours. The object was very clear under the 
old Act; mills must stop at 12 or half past 12 or 1 o’clock or half past 1. 
The Commission felt that, ivith the new conditions of working 12 hours a day, 
radical cliangus will Imvc to be made in the actual working of factories. At 
present the usual system is for mill-hands l,o cat near the machines at about 
9 o’clock or half past 9 o’clock ; vliey go out whenever they like; they work 
whenever they like ; there is practically no restriction on their libertyi. The 
Commission naturally thought that as practically their recommendation amount¬ 
ed to 12 hours a day, some arrangements might be made by which the hour 
of interval should coincide with the convenience of the hands, that is, half an 
hour might be giveii between halt past 9 and 10 o’clock in the morning so 
tliat all hands can take their meals at the same hour every day, so that, duiing 
the other hours, mill-hands may regularly bo at the machines. If you 
give an interval at 12 o’clock, the hands will refuse to remain hungry till 12 
o’clock. And it was with that object in view that the Commission laid dowji 
that there should be lialf an hour’s rest after every six hours of work, naturally 
Relieving that it would be to the mill-owners’ convcuienc.c and that it wovdd 
mlablc the hands to get half an hour’s rest at half past 9 or 10 o’clock, and 
another half an hour at half past 2 or 3 o’clock, and that the rcist of 
the time they might bo at the machines working and thus bring forwanl 
better working and also better production at tho .same time. With that object 
we introduced section 21 in the present form. The words are that ‘ in every 
factory there shall be fixed for each working day, at intervals not exceeding 
six hours, periods of not less than half an hour, during which all work shall 
be discontinued.* Now', my suggestion extends this principle. If the Indian 
legislature have admitted into the Indian Act tliat ‘ intei’val of half an hour 
is necessary after every six hours’work,’ certainly it is quite fair to say that 
at least one hour is necessary after 12 hours’ work. I will give you an instance. 
In flour-mills work is going on night and day for six days in the week. 
There are night shifts and day shifts. Suppose at the end of the day shift, at 
Uie end of 12 hours, a man that relieves the other does not turn up, what 
happens P The machines do not stop: other people who are working them

manage the machines for the time being, and the man who has worked for 12 
hours goes home, takes his meal and turns up after an hour or an hour and ft 
liaH* and continues to work the machine until the other man turns up. 
If the other man does not turn up, the man, besides his day shift, takes the 
night shift also, and takes 12 hours' interval afterwards. On that jwinoiplo, 
Siir, I propose that after 12 hours’" work there should bo an iutervm of one 
hour. Sir, it is in order to make my position very clear that I have moved 
this, and also on the ordinary ground of humanity. Well, if by the intro* 
dnetion of this principle and by the introduction of this section in conjunction 
with section 29 , the effect is that you cannot get more than 12 hours’ work, that 
is not a charge against us or against Government that you are introducing 
what you call an indirect way of restricting the liours of laljour. Government’s 
object is to get 12 hours’ work: Governmont got it in conjunction with 
section 29 . Why should direct restriction be introduced in this Act, which, I 
have said in my previous remarks, would deprive the Government itself of the 
power of protecting us, when Government would really believe that the protec* 
tion of Indian industry was necessary against Lancasliirc or other interests ? 
Our object is quite clear. Wo have not kept our object secret. We have 
plainly shown how that can be done without introducing the principle of direct 
restriction, and therefore I do not see why Governmont should not accept this 
proposition. 

“ That is one way which I am proposing now. Now, there is another way 
which was proposed by the Hon’blc Mr. Birkmyre, lhat is, if you get half hour 
intervals under section 21, then you reduce the hours of work to 12 by providing 
in clause 29 the starting time at 6. While that w'ill have the same effect, I 
understand that the said amendment has fallen to the ground because there is 
opposition to the extension of the hours of children to 6|-. Naturally the jute 
miIl*owners may claim that as they are getting 13 ^ hours’ work under the shift 
system, they are not prepared to reduce 13 ^ hours’ w'ork to 13 hours, if they do 
not got the advantage of employing children more conveniently. There is not 
the slightest doubt about it that, if anybody will suffer monetary loss by the 
Eeport of the factory Commission, it will be the jute inill*owners. I 
sec that there is a strong opposition from the Local Governments and 
from many of the Members liere and naturally the Hon’ble Mr. Birkmyre 
may not place his amendments before this Council, as jute milLownors 
are not prepared to agree to 13 hours’ work without an extension of 
children’s hours. I do not take tlierefore into consideration the Hon’ble 
Mr. Birkmyre’s amendment although that is another way of doing it. Therefore, 
the only way which I think is proper and which the Government might freely 
accept, is the proposition that I have moved that at the end of section 21 ( 1 ) 
add the following words: 

“Yrovided that, in the case of a textile factory, after it has worked for twelve hours, 
further work shall he discontinued for not lees than one hour.” 

“ As I have said, it does not alter the length of the day, it does not increase 
the working hours of men. It is only a method, and I leave it to Government^ 
to say whether they are prepared to accept this method or not.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dababhot ; “ Sir, I strongly oppose this amendment. 
The amendment proposed by the Hon’ble Mr. Birkmyre stands entirely on 
a different footing from the amendment proposed by my friend the Hon’ble 
Sir Vithaldas Thackersey. If the Hon’ble Mr. Birkmyre presses his amend* 
meats I shall be glad to support him, because they arc more far*reaohing 
in their effects, and involve certain principles which are not covered by 
the proposal of my Hon’blc friend Sir vithaldas. I have said before 
that there should be no doubtful method or circuitous action in matters of 
administration. The law' should be as plain and simple as possible; and 
if a principle is acknowledged and if it is right and proper, the principle 
ought to be rcsi)ected, and should not bo sot aside by introduciug an indirect 
method. 

“ My friend, the Hon’ble Sir Vithaldas, has referred to the Beport of 
the factory Commission in which they recommended an indirect method 
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in praferenoe to this dixeot restriction; but that method, too, is entirely 
different to that now suggested. What the Factory Commission recommended 
was the creation of a * young persons ’ class which woidd automatically have 
a similar effect and restrict the hours of labour. I am not quite sore whether 
I should have supported that proposal. There arc serious objections to that 
proposal; but because th(^ suggested an indirect method which might 
appeal to some, there is no reason that this* entirely new method should 
be accepted. Sir Yithaldas has asked why should the Qoyernmeiit accept 
a novel principle in legislation, when by stopping the mills for ono 
hoqr in the evening the same purpose can be served ? But I tliink his 
proposal is equally novel, and I oppose it because, to my mind, it 
appears to be absolutely unpractical and meaningless. What mill would 
ever think of resuming work after an hour’s stoppage in th(* Pv«‘ning? And 
if any work has to be done, it would bo done by separate and entirely now 
shifts. Moreover, the conditions of laboiu* in this country make it absolutely 
impossible during all the mouths of the year to have over-lime or night work. 
Even in ginning factories and presses, where people perforce have to work 
extra hours, employers find considerable diffieully in obtaining laboxir, and in 
the case of textile factories it is practically an impossibility. I, therefore, 
think that it is much better for Govomment to boldly face the situation, and 
say, if they arc ^ing to have this restriction, that they would adopt the direct 
method which will leave no room for any. doubt or evasion, and which will, 
at any rate, make the practical working of the Act smooth and easy. For these 
reasons I oppose this amendment.” 

The Hon’ble Me. Monteaih : “ Sir, my previous remarks have indicated 
that the Bombay Chamber of Commerce hold pronounced views favourable to 
the amendments put forward by the Hon’blo Mover. 

“ After the exhaustive explanation put forward by the Ilon’blo Sir 
Yithaldas Thackersey, I should be only wasting the time of Council to merely 
repeat. 

“ I would however only emphasize that the proposal does not suggest or 
allow of prolonging the 12 hours day but legislates for it in a feasible indirect 
way. 

" I therefore beg to support the amendment. ” 

The Hon’ble Mil. Mudhoikar : “As I have given notice of an amend¬ 
ment to section 21, which in terms is almost identical with that moved by 
my friend, the Hon’blo Sir Yithaldas Thackersey, I would, instead of moving 
mine separately, give my support to this. All I w'ould say on this auieudmont 
is that I support what my Hon’ble friend has put forward, that it is an 
effective thing and will achieve the object which Government have set before 
themselves, viz., of having a 12 hours’ day without any attempt or jiossihility 
of aim at evasion. I do not wish to add now to what 1 have already said a 
short while ago that, as wo would have only Bhi hours during which a mill can 
run with the same number of workers and since 1 ^ hours will bo deducted 
&om that working time, we shall be securing by what is called the indirect 
method the very object which Government liavo set before themsidves. There 
is AQl resort here to what is called doubtful methods or circuitous action, as 
m^mend the Hon’ble Mr. Badabhoy has characterised the proposal of Sir 
Yithaldas. ” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Clark : “ There is ono peculiarity about this amendment 
which if accepted would make it unique in the history of legislation. The 
wording of tho amendment suggests an intention diametrically opposite to that 
indicated by the Hon’blo Member who has moved it. Ho has explained to us 
that it is intended to provide a 12 hours’ day in factories, and T may say at 
once that, as regards the non-shift factories, so far as one can see, it would have 
that effect when taken in conjunction with section 29 . But tho wording of 
the amendment is— 

' Provided that, in tho oa*w* of a textile factorr, after it has woiked for twelve huure 
farther work shall be discontinued for not less than one hour,’ 
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“This impUos that after the one hour has elapsed you can start work t^aiu. 
I thitik au inconsistency like that is roaliy a serious drawback. It is a well 
known principle of legislation that an Act should, as far as possible, bear its 
meaning on its face, and in this case the moaning really is almost the opposite 
of the ffect which tho llou’blo Member wishes to produce. Wo scorn somehow 
to have drifted iixto a discussion partly of tho Hon'blc Mr. Birkmyre’s amend* 
ments as well as of those moved J)y tho Ilon’blo Sir Vithaldas Thackersey. Tho 
Ilon'blo Mr. Birkmyro’s amondnients will como on sliortly, but I think I may 
say, as tho point has been roforrod to, that there is this difforouco between the 
proposal of Sir Vithaldas Thaokorwy and that of tlio Ilon’blo Mr. Birkmyre, 
that the latter is, so to sp(‘ak, solf-cojitained. If you shorten tho 18 J hours’ 
factory day by half an hour, thou tho operation of clause 29 produces a 12 hours’ 
working day. In this aiiiendmont, after working 12 hours, you have to add an 
hour for rest and then you may start again.” 

The Ilon’blo Str Vitu.vldas Tu-vokersbt : “ I do not propose to omit 
section 29 : I want to ke»'p section 29 .” 

Tho Hon’blo Mb. Clabk: “I know the Hon’ble Mombor means to 
keep section 2{>; but that does affect what 1 have said. You have to work for 
12 hours, then you liave to add an hour’s rest, which gets you beyond tho limits 
of clause 29 . No donl)l after that hour’s rest it is not likely that in practice 
work will be resumed; but in imnciple there is nothing to prevent its being 
resumed, and consequently tho uinendmont docs not safeguard tho principle of 
a 12 hours’ working day. 

"A further difficulty arises in regard to factories working in shifts. If 
clause 2ft is abolished, there will ho no means of restricting hours of labour except 
tlirough the sanction of the inspector being required to the system of shifts 
adopted. Now, in this amendment you have not only taken out the definite 
restriction to 12 hours contained in clause 28 , hut you also apparently lay down 
a principle that, subject to certain conditions, omjdoyes in textile factories may 
work more than 12 hours. If the inspc'ctor, in deciding whether or not to 
sanction a system of shifts, looks for guidance to this clause at the Hon’ble 
Meuihcr would wish to amend it, he will therefore find in it exactly tho prin¬ 
ciple M^hich you do not wisli him to find. 1 think that is a very serious oujcc- 
lion. Government would not ohjeet to accepting an indirect method of achiev¬ 
ing their I'esult in place of tho direcl method embodied in the Bill, if they were 
perfeclly clear that tho indirect nudhod would prcKluce the desired effect both as 
regards shift, working and non-shift working. The groat difficulty is to devise 
a system that would fit in the shift working, and 1 am afraid I cannot protend 
to think that Sh Vithaldas Thackersey’s amendment would meet the case. The 
Govermnent therefore cannot accept this ameudmout.” 

The Hon’blc Sm Vithapuas Thacker.skt : “ Sir, in replying to this 
debate I am very glad that the Gov cnimeut have approached my amendment 
with an open mind inslciul of at once saying that they arc not iwcpared to 
accept it. If you w'ill ])ermit me. Sir, I will be able to satisfy tho Homblo Mr. 
Clark, if he is open to conviction, that it would he jiractically impossible for 
any factory t«j w'ork more than 12 hours under my amendment. Section ^9 
says that no person shall bo employed in any hjxtilc factory before halii^llbt 
6 o’clock in the morning or after 7 o’clock in tho evening. Suppose wo begin 
at half past 6, as I explained in my first speech, wo should have to close 
down at 11 - 30 . Wo would re-start at 12 and would shut down at 6 o'clock. 
Under section 21 wo have to give one hour’s compulsory stoppage. This would 
como to 7 o’clock. Under section 20 the mill cannot start again. So in that 
way, so far as non-sliift mills are concerned, it is quite clear that they cannot 
start work. So far as shift mills are concerned, 1 understand that there is 
some difficulty because this section 21 and also section 29 provide that nothing 
in sub-section (1) ^all apjdy to any work performed by any person while employed 
in accordance with tho system of shifts approved by tho iniroeotor. I undcr- 
sto^. Sir, from tho remarks which fell horn tho Hon’ble Mr. Clark W'hen ho 
referred to the Hon’ble Mr. Birkm^’s speech in the Legislative Council here on 
the Ist of March that ho did not find any difficulty so far as the working of that 
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oxempMon was concerned. What M^as Mr. Birkmjre’s amendment ? Mr. Birk- 
myre’s amendment was to start at G o’clock and clo.se down at 7. For one-sLift 
mills it was quite clear that under section 21 they could not work more than 12 
hours. As for the shift system, ivhat prevented unscrupulous mill-owners from 
working 13 hours in one shift ? I understood froln Mr. Clark’s remarks on tliat 
occasion and from the general tenour of the di.sCus8ion that the very hict that 
‘ nothing shall be applied to shifts’ meant that inspectors ivill take cares tliat no 
haftid worked for longer than 12 hours, or whatever the Government may desire. 
Well, if that is the real difficulty, and Government are still willing to co-operate 
with us in bringing thi.s principle into ojseration, the best thing is to amend 
this proviso. We may add, ‘no inspector shall approve of any sliift unless 
every person in the shift gets interval in accordance with section 21.’ This 
gives to each person according to section 21 an interval of half an hour within 
6 hours. With reference to the Uon’hlo Mr. Birkmyre’s amendment, I thought 
the Hon’hlo Momher in charge was quite satisfied that the inspector would see 
that no one worked for more than 12 hours. Ho did not raise that question. 
Then on the same principle, if the proposal of the jute trade was acceptahle 
to Government, this must be equally acceptable. I woidd, therefore, submit, 
Sir, that either we must accept this on the position taken up by the Govern¬ 
ment on the Ist March or alter this proviso by which each individual will get 
an interval according to section 21.” 

The Hon’blo Mr. Clark : “ I am sorry there has boon some misunder¬ 
standing in regard to what I said, or rather did not say, on the 1 st March. I 
did not refer to non-shift factories at all; I did not mention them because the 
amendment did not touch any clause affecting them. Tlic same misunder¬ 
standing whicli has affected the Hon’ble Sir Vitbaldas Thackewsey has also 
affected the view of some newspapers on the subject. As rcgai-ds bi*s further 
proposal—” 

The President : " The Hon’ble Member must not exceed the limit for 
explanation.” 

The amendment was put and negatived. 

The Hon’lde Sir ViTHALUAs Tuackeusev ; “Mr. Presidonf, I beg to 
move the amendment which .stands in my mimo, that after tlie word ‘ finish¬ 
ing ’ the word ‘ sizing ’ ho added ; hut I tJiiiik, Sir, that with your permission 
I may amend that the Avord ‘sizing’ should he put before the word ‘calen¬ 
dering ’. I may explain shortly the reason why I put in this word ‘ sizing ’. 
It often happens in some of the miUs that when a set is on, they w ork on 
the sizing, when tlie mill stops, by a small machine.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Clark : “ Sir, Government will he glad lo aceci>t the 
amendment.” 

The President : “ There is an alteration in the form in which Sir 
Yithaldas Thackersey’s amendment should have been put to the Council. It 
should be as follows:—that in clause 21 , sub-clause ( 2 ) (ft), of the Bill as 
l^jl^ndcd by the Select Committee, before the ivord ‘ calendering ’ the word 
* sizing ’ be added.” 

The amendment was put and agi'cod to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Birkhtre : “ Sir, I rise to move fhc amendments 

which stand in my name, and trast I will not be considered out of order if I 
discuss all these amendments en bloc and especially after the discussion that has 
already taken place this morning; and notwdtlistanding what avc have hoard 
from th« Hon’ble Sir Vithaldas Thackensey and the Hon’ble Mr. Clark in 
regard to the Government’s view regarding section 5,1 feci that I ought still 
to move my amendments. 

“ I find, however, in the replies of Local Governments which have been 
droulated to Hon’ble Members, so much misconception as to my proposals and 
in some cases, I am sorry to say, so much suspicion as to their motivc.s that I 
take ibis opportunity of making my own position clear, and of stating to the 
Council the_objcct 8 which I had in view in cringing forward these amendments 
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“ I beg, therefore, the indulgence of the Gouncil for a few minutes while 
1 endeavour to explain, to the best of my abihty, a technical and, as it has 
appeared to many, a somewhat complicatra subject. 

“ My object in bringing forward these proposals were two. 

“ First, it seemed to me that the object of Government, namely, the 
limitation of adult labour to 12 hours daily, might be secured effectively without 
the direct restriction which has excited almost universal opjiosition among the 
industries concerned. So much has already been said and written on this subject, 
that it is unnecessary for me to enlarge upon the question at present; but in 
view of the Hon'blo Mr. Clark’s remarks explaining my amendments on the 1 st 
March, I hoped that Government W'ould bo prepared to reconsider the matter 
and delete these objectionable clauses, if the object aimed at, namely, that no 
person should be employed for a longer period than 12 hours in any one day, 
could be attained effectively by other means. 

Sir, 1 maintain that in nou*shift factories the provision that work should 
not start before 6 a.m. and stop not later than 7 f.h. would, when considered 
in connection with the half hour stoppage obligatory after each 6 hours 
work, be fully effective in limiting the hours of working to 12 . And as in 
the o2)inions received no contrary view's have been expressed, we may, I think, 
be sure that this result will actually bo obtained. This projjosition has the addi¬ 
tional advantage [and it is an advantage 1 claim over Sir Y. Thackersey’s amend¬ 
ment] that it shortens by half an hour the time betw'een which the 12-hour day 
must be put in, and, therefore, renders it easier for the Inspector to see that 
the 12-hour day is not exceeded, besides being, 1 hope, some advantage to the 
operatives themselves in ensuring them a half hour later start. 

“ As, therefore, my amendments, in factories which work with only one 
set of adults, make the Bill absolutely effective in seeming a 12-hour dajr for 
all oiKiratives, and besides have various collateral advant^cs, 1 shall say no 
more about such factories. 

“ Now, my proposals are attacked by several Local Governments, because 
they arc said to open the door to abuses in connection with what is called, by 
some, mminal system of shifts. In this connection 1 would quote from the 
Factory Commission Report, paragraph 11, page 9 , and I need only quote a few 
words as follow s :— 

* We ascertained by careful enquiry that these shifts, though coinpUcated at iSrst sight, 
are understood by the operators and are actually carried out,’ 

“ The Commission Report has been freely quoted, I notice, in the replies 
received from some Local Governments, and if those Local Governments lay so 
much stress on certain passages in this report, w'hy not accept this very 
emphdtic statement which is also contained thorein? 

“ This objection to the sliift system appears to mo to be due to a misunder¬ 
standing which I hope the Council will allow me to attempt to clear away. 
The Bill as presented by the Select Committee j^rmits w^orking in shi||a 
for a period of 13 g hours with women and children or for any pdimT 
without them. The only difference made by my proposal is that the period of 
working in shifts with women and children is reduced to 18 hours, and who 
can say that this is not an impi'ovement, as it allow's an extra half, hour at 
home ? 

“ In view of the opinions which have been expressed concerning the shift 
system, I think it is appropriate to mention here some of the advantages which 
accrue to the operators working under this system. 

“ In the first place, i)ersons employed in shifts are not worked for such 
long hours or so continuously as those employed in a non-shift factory. 

“ In a 18 -hour factory day, shifts can probably be arranged to give each 
person 10 hours. 

" Again, we have in Bengal two distinot classes of labour. There is tW 
imported labour which generally resides in the busties ^joining the mills and 
who prefer to come in tho morning, have a long interval in the middle of the day 
to cook their food, etc., and complete their day’s work in the afternoon. There 
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is another class of labour ^hich Hvos some distance from the mill, and by the 
shift system this class of labour arranges to come when the mill starts in the 
morning and leaves for good early in the afternoon. Or it comes later in the 
morning, say 9 o’clock, and works up to stopping time, with of course only short 
intervals during the actual time of work. It would he a distinct hardship for 
this class of labour if they wore compelled to come at the starting time and 
remain imtil closing time. 

** Incidentally, I would like to ask hero, how the advocates of the single 
shift of 12 hours a day have arranged to work women for this period, when the 
Bill only permits of an 11-hour day for them ? 

It is true that I also proposed the elimination of section 28 of the Bill, 
and it is said that this will leave no restriction of the liours that can be worked 
by any individual in a shift; but as no sliift providing for hours of more than 
12 has ever been framed and, if it were framed, would not be sanctioned 
by the Inspector, the objection does not appear to mo to carry practical w'cight, 
and I cannot see any reason why the executive power of an inspector in this 
connection would not be as effective as the statutory limitation which is so 
strongly objected to. 

“ I now come to the second jnirpose of my amendments. I wish to fix the 
hours of children in jute mills so as to fit in with the working hours of the 
mills. 

“ The Bengal jute mills, as Members of this Council are aware, invariably 
work on the system of shifts. The time during which mills work is not there¬ 
fore limited to 12 hours daily. In practice the time during which the ei\gine 
can run is governed by the hours of women and children. Now, in the Bill ar 
published, the hours between which women and children may work are 5-ttO a.m. 
to 7 y.M. My proposal is, that those hours should be changed to O a.m. to 
7 P.M., giving a working day of 13 hours, and the hours for children, which 
were for textile factories only, 6 hours, should be increased to 6 J hours, in 
order to fit in with the proposed 13-hours factory day. 

“ Sir, in making these proposals, I have beem accused of throwing over¬ 
board all considerations of humanity and wishing to exploit cliildren for the 
benefit of jute mills in Bengal. I make an emphatic denial of these accusa¬ 
tions. My interests in this country arc, I hope, not of a transitory nature, 
and I am well aware that any attempt to exploit labour for the benefit of 
capital wdll only end in disaster, and though the opinion of the Baclory Com¬ 
mission as to the physical condition of children in textile factories so 
frequently quoted appears to be against me, I will endeavour to show that 
"there is something to be said on the other side. 

“ Now I will also make a quotation from the Factory Commission Report; 
in paragraph d2 they write as follows : — 

' Owing to the prevalence of abuses, which have already been fully discUHsed—the work- 
jamg of half time children for full time, the employment of children under iige, tlie neglect to 
l^ve regular intervals, and so on—it is difficult to form a clear idea as to what tho effect of 
the present legal working hoius, if faithfully .adhered to, would have been on tho geneial 
health and physique of the children.' 

“ This is a significant stalement and no doubt tbe acknowledgment of 
those abuses has done much to damage the rc])Utation of jute mills in Bengal. 
However, it would appear to me that, before condemning, it would only be 
fair to consider bow those abuses umso. In my opinion they arose entirely 
from the Avant of proper machinery whereby the provisions of the existing Act 
could be rigidly enforced. 

“To begin with, inspection was altogether inadequate. At the time the 
Factory Commission reported, Bengal slmred one avIioIc time inspector with 
the United Provinces and Eastern Bengal and Assam. Now there arc two 
whole time inspectors for Bengal and Eastern Bengal and Assam only, and I 
anticipate that this staff will- be even further inoroased. 

“ A gain , under the old Act, certificates for children were not compulsory ; 
it can easily be seen how easily this led to abuses, while under the new Bill a 
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child cannot work unless be has a certificate of age and fitness from a special 
certifying suj^eon who, I am glad to say, has already been appointed by the 
Bengal Government,-and who has already certified the ages of, I understand, 
something in the neighbourhood of *14,000 children dming the last year. 

“In addition to the want of sufficient inspection and the want of proper 
certificates of age and fitness, there was under the old Act no means provided of 
identifying children. Anyone who has been through a jute mill employing 
hundi-eds of childi-en will at once recognize the helplessness of any sufficient 
chock even by the mast virtuous managers under these circumstances. 

“ Under the new Act I very strongly 8Uj)ported in Select Committee the 
proposal, which was eventually carried and not without a cci*tain amount of 
opposition, that a child must carry while at work either his certificate or a 
token giving reference thereto, and this provision u'ill, I hope, make it possible 
for managers to control the hours of children’s work in a very much closer 
manner than has been possible under the old Act. For those reasons I say 
that the abuses which undoubtedly existed when the Commission sat will not 
recur, and that only the lumre allowed by law will be worked. It is, however, 
necas.«ary that in order to prevent oven this machinery from failing to achieve 
the object aimed at, that those hours should bo fixed with proper care and 
deliberation and with due regard to the convenience of those responsible for the 
administration of factories. Can it he said that this is the case in the Bill as 
published ? 

“ The Factory Commission in that very paragraph No. 63 which is several 
times quoted in the correspondence l)cfore you, write as follows ;— 

‘ Iti suggesting this period (of 6 liours for children} we have horae in mind the absolute 
necessiU' of proposing a limit of lime which will fit in with the other limits which we propose 
as nigards the hoars of work for yoTuig jsnvons and women and with our reasonable anticipa¬ 
tion us to the probable hours of < miiloymeut of adult mules. This point, the vital importance 
of which was strongly eniph;jsizf:il by the Factory Cominission of 1 SCO, has not hitherto always 
been kept in view ; hut in all eases where it has been lost sight of, the limitations which 
ignored it have, as a matter of actual procti('<‘, been disregarded.’ 


That is to say, tlie Factory Commission fixed the hours of cliildren at 6, 
chiefly in order to fit in with the 12-hour day and jioint out the vital import¬ 
ance of fixing them on Ibis principle. At the same time and on the same 
principle they fixed the hours of women at 12 in order to fit in with the 12- 
hour working day. In the Bill before us, indeed, this position has been aban¬ 
doned and the hours of women limited to 11, which I think is quite long enough. 
Incidentally I might say that they do not fit in with the other workers in non- 
shift factories, and the decision to keep w omen’s hours at 11 necessitates and 
recognises a system of shifts. But keeping before me the same important 
principle as the Factory Commission, I ask for an extension of children’s hours 
to to fit in w ith the 13 hours during which mills will work under my 
amendments. If the amendments are not accepted, the hours of children will 
be 6 and the hours of the mill 13|. I have explained the abuses which aros^ 
under the old Act and the precautions which have been taken to prevonti^ 
recurrence of these ahu-ses, hut I think it a matter of the first importance that 
no complications should be ailow'ed which will make the carrying out of these 
safeguards in any way difficult. 

“ Under my amendments all difficulties in working would disappear. 
We would liave two distinct shifts working at different hours, easily control¬ 
led and checked by means of the identification certificates; hut under the Bill as 
it stands how art) the children’s shifts to he arranged ? It is possible no doubt 
to frame and record a complicated system of over-lapping shifts which would 
entail 6 hours work for each individual child, but it will bo extremely difficult 
to frame such au arrangement and still more difficult to enforce it. 

“ The retention of the 6-hour rule will almost certainly mean that it will 
ho necessary to have 3 sets of children working 4^ hours eaoh. It can be 
arranged in that case that the work will he more continuous than it is at 
present with only 2 sets, and possibly there will be no loss in the working 
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of therb is one gimt objection to tliie arrangement of work, and that 

w, the great danger which will be incurred of a child working in two factories 
in the same day. Even now, cases have .been known whore a child has 
worked half the day in one factory and half the day (somctiines under a 
different name) in another factory. Such cases are rare, but when the day 
is divided into three, there u'ill certainly be very great clanger of this practice 
becoming general, and it seems to me that it is mmost impossible to check it 
by any arrangement of inspection. If this is so, and I honestly think it is, 
the result will bo that many children will not be working, as they would 
under my proposals, for hours, with of course suitable intervals of rest during 
the period of work, in one factory, but 9 hours in two factories. I hopti this 
consideration will shed a somewhat different light on the apparently reactionary 
proposal to increase the hours of children by half an hour. 


“ There is one other consideration which I should notice, and that is this. 
Bengal is the only Province in which the shift system is in foroe and there¬ 
fore the only Province where the mill will run for 13 hours, and where a 
fti hour limit for children is necessary. In other Provinces under the non¬ 
shift system the mill will Avork for 12 hours and the children will AA'ork half 
that time, so my amendments will make no difference in practice except in 
Bengal. 

“ Now the Government of Bengal with full knowledge of the circumstances 
of the case approve of the longer hours for children. The objections of other 
(lovornments are based on no practical considerations whatever. They do not 
say how the increaso from 6 to GJ will affect the children in the mills under 
their jurisdiction, if indeed it Avill affect them at all. Their judgment in fact 
is that of the arm-chair politician, and it is hard indeed for a practical man of 
business to speak of it with respect. 

“ There is only one more point to Avhich I wish to refer. The Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal have referred to a strong minority Avhich is oi)posed to my 
amendments. I am perfectly aware of this minority and know that they are 
in favour of the one-shift syst'om. I believe I am right in saying this view is 
held by this minority almost entirely with the idea that it avouM be a more 
economical system of working our mills. They ai*e most undoubtedly entitled 
to their opinion, and knowing the high ability of some of the advocates of the 
system I am not prejared to say now that they may not be right. Wliat I 
do hold, however, is that this is not the question before this Council. Under 
the Act as I propose, to amend it there is no reason Avhatevor Avhy the adv'ocates 
of the single ^ift system should not so work. It is perfectly certain that if 
they find it both the most economical system, and the most convenient from the 
point of view of the labour force, tho present majority will folloAv them, and the 
alteration in tho hours which I propose Avill have no more effect in Bengal 
than as I have shoAvn they will have in other provinces at present w'orking on 
tho single shift system. 

“ If, on the other hand, it wore found that our labour, Avhich has been so 
long accustomed to the recognized shift system at present in force in Bengal, 
does not care to adapt itself to tho single shift system, — and I honestly believe it 
will not,—let us not hamper ourselves with an Act which will be in any w'ay 
^sompUcated or difficult to carry out either, in the interests of mill-owners or 
the operatives themselves. 

** Sir, I thank the Hon’ble Members for the attention witli AA'hich they 
have listened to the explanation which has been my share of this somewhat 
intricato controversy. 

“ I await with interest the reply of the Hon’ble Member in charge of the

The Hon’ble Ma. Glakk ; “ Sir, the Hon’ble Mr. Birkmyre has informed 
ufi that his amendments are intended to stand or fall together, and he has accord¬ 
ingly explained them as a whole to Council. I think this plan is greatly 
fo the convenience of ^uncil, and I propose in discussing them, Avith your 


Bill, ana l nope tnat iie win not ue lea away 
treat the proposals from a practical point 
confident they will secure his approval.’’ 
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permission, to travel beyond the amendment which is now before ns and to 
follow his example in examining his proposals as a whole. These amendments, 
os Hon’ble Members are aware, were not laid before the Select Gomnnittee appoint- 
ed to consider the Bill but were put down at a somewhat late date just Wore 
the last sitting of Council at the beginning of this month. Coming as they 
did from the Hon’ble .VI r. Birkrayro, the accredited representative of the jute 
industry on this Council, special importance attached to those proposals, and 
it seemed desirable that the Government of India should be in a position 
to obtain outside opinions upon them. I accordingly took the doubtless 
unusual step of making a brief statement on the subject in Council. I said 
that Government wished to call special attention to these amendments with 
a view to ample O 2 )portunity being given for their consideration and criticism 
not only among Hon’ble Members here but in the country at largo; and I 
also said that they would lose no time in obtaining the views of Local Govern¬ 
ments, and that the whole matter would bo most carefully examined before 
the final stage of the Bill was reached. This procedure has btion somewhat 
severely criticised in some quarters, and iis to that there is just one thing to 
be said, I think wo should have fallen short of our duty to an important 
industry if we had taken our stand on the late perifxl at which these amendments 
were brought forward and had taken no notice of them until they were moved 
in Council to-diiy. Sucli a course would have been easy enough. To have 
done so would virtually have amounted to barring them out of discussion 
altogether, for there would have been no opportunity of giving them 
publicity, or of obtaining general opinions upon tiiem. Government 
IS often accused of aloofness, of unwillingness to listen to representations 
from the outside; but it is a new thing for it to be accusedf of lending 
too ready an ear to j)roposals from the reprosont/ativo of a great industry 
or of taking too much trouble to elicit expressions of opinion. At any rate, 1 
think the course adopted has been amply justified by the result. We have had 
the advantage not only of obtaining the views of Local Govermnents, whicli of 
course could have been done througli the ordinary channels, but also of seeing 
criticisms in the Press on either side of the question and of hearing the views 
of private individuals, including those of a section of the jute trade, which, in 
this matter, does not see eye to eye with the Hon’ble Member. 

“ But to return to the amendments themselves. The ojiiniona of the Local 
Governments are, on the whole, unfavourable to tho Hon’blc Mr. Birkmyre’s 
proposals. The Punjab and Burma, it is true, arc jireparod to accept them. 
The Bengal Government, on the other hand, while not objecting to the proposed 
increase in the hours of children, do<!s not consider that the later half-hour 
start is an adequate quid pro quo for giving up tho specific restriction of hours 
in clause 28; Eastern Bengal and Assam take a similav view ; and the Govern¬ 
ments of Bombay, Madras, the United Provinces, and the Central Provinces 
object to ;yie proposals, both as concerns adults and children. 

“ Tho Hon’blo Mr. Birkmyre, in the vigorous speech to which we have just 
listened, complains that the letters from Local Governments show in some cases 
misconceptions as to the nature and effect of his proposals. I think it must 
bo admitted that, especially in relation to factories working in shifts, there has 
been some confusion as to the provisions of the Bill as it now stands and tlm 
alterations in those provisions w'hich would bo made by tho Hon’blo Member^ 
amendments; but two points stand out clearly from the correspondence—firstly, 
that most liocal Governments—and it must be remembered that they will have 
tho working of the Bill when it has passed into law—would not willingly dispense 
with tho specific limitation of hours contained in clause 28, and secondly that 
the majority of them would strongly oppose any increase in the hours of labour 
of child^ren. 

“ Now, it is most Important to understand exactly what the effect of these 
amendments would be. The Hon’blo Member’s objects, if I have understood 
him correctly, is, I think, twofold—firstly, to secure the elimination of clauses 
28 and 31 containing the specific restriction of hours of operatives in textile 
factories and of the running hours of the machinery, to wliiob, generally 
speaking, the whole textile industry, both jute ftnd cotton, object ^ and, secondly, 
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in rdation to the jute^indus^ in especial, to make certain adjustments in 
regard to the effect the Bill on the existing system of working by shifts— 
these adjustments including an increase in the hours proposed for children in the 
BUI, and at the same time, a shortening of what may be called the factory day, 
i.e., the period within which women and children are allowed to work. Now, 
as regard the first of these objects, vis., the elinaination of clauses 28 and 81, 
the Hon’ble Mr. Birkmyre claims that his proposals will produce exactly the 
same result as these clauses, viz., that the working hours of adults will bo 
limited strictly to 12. One is naturally tempted to ask why, if this is the 
cate, it should be deemed desirable to eliminate the clauses at all. There is 
no doubt some apprehension in the textile industry that if clause 28 stands 
and hours under it are now fixed at 12, they might at some later time be 
further abbreviated to 11 or 10 by a very simple amendment of the Bill. I 
think the Hon’ble Mr. Dadabhoy in especial laid stress on that point to-day. 
Here, again, it is legitimate to point out that, assuming for the moment that 
the Hon’ble Member’s proposals would secure a 12-hour day, it would bo 
just as easy in future, if they were adopted, to secure an 11 or 10 hour day 
by altering the hours of starting work or increasing the statutory intervals of 
rest. It is not, in fact, very easy to see why, if restriction to 12 hours’ 
working is generally accepted, there should bo such a general objection to the 
spedflo provision now in the Bill; but that that feeling does exist is undeniable, 
and perWps it is not necessary to iiisist too strongly on the illogicality 
involved in this part of the amendments being put forward at all. 
The Hon’ble Mr. Birkmyre proposes to secure his 12-hour day by altering the 
hour at which a textile factory is allowed to start work from 5-30 to 6 a.m., 
the hour of stopping work to remain, as in the Bill, at 7 p.m., and he proposes 
that a corresponding alteration should bo made in the hours of women and 
children. The effect of this alteration would ho to reduce the period within 
which the factory may work from 13J hours to 13 hours, and the Hon’blo Mr. 
Birkmyre claims that in conjunction with the provision in clause 21 of the Bill, 
proscribing a compulsory half-hour’s stoppage of all work after every 6 hours’ 
working, ms proposal would ensure that there would be a working day of 12 
hours only. It may be admitted at once that, as regards factories working 
on the non-shift system, as do the cotton-mills at Bombay, this proj)o«il is in 
one respect an improvement on the provisions contained in the Bill, since 
jvork would begin half an hour later, which in regard to children and women 
pocially would bo a distinct advantage. On the other hand, in making the 
^hour day depend on the strict observance of the half-hour intervals required 
^er clause 21, it, in some degree, increases the responsibility of the inspector, 
^matter, however, is more complicated when we come to consider the question 
v^actories working in several shifts, as in the jute industry in Bengal Under 
t ^ Bill as it stands, so far as adult male labour is eoncerned, such factories are 
^entitled, if they like, to work the whole round of the clock subject to th<* 
inspector approving the system of shifts and subject to the provision of clause 
128 that no man may work for more than 12 hours. But in practice, os the 
[pn’ble Member has explained, the labour of women and children is essential to 
^1 working of such factories, and their running time would therefore ho limited 
JkMctice to the period within which women and children arc permitted to 
work, i.e., the 13J hours, between 6-30 A..M. and 7 p.m. The question therefore 
is whether, if the specific restriction of clause 28 is removed, _ the necessary 
sanction of the inspector to the (ystem of shifts will ho sufficient to secure 
that no individual will be worked for more than 12 liours out of the 13^ 
or out of the 18 to which the Hon’blo Mr. Birkmyre has proposed to restrict 
the factory day by his suggestion of starting work half an hour^ later. Now, 
we cannot, I think, got away from the fact that, even under the Bill as it stands, 
successful working will depend to a very largo extent on the efficiency of the 
insjjecting staff. That would be the case either under the Bill as it stands or 
if the Hon’ble Mr. Birkmyre’s amendments lyere accepted. _ But under the Bill 
as it stands you have the sanction of a direct legal preseiption for the 12-hour 
day, while, if the omission of clause 28 were carried, the limitation would 
rest solely with the inspector. I think. Sir, that in so vital a matter it would 
he a sorions step to dispense with the statutory prescription. To do so might 
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tend to Treaken the hands of inspectors and make it morn diffioolt to ensure 
that the method of working by shifts •was not abused. 

“ There remains the other object •which the Hon’ble Mr. Birkmyre has 
in view in relation to the existing method of working by shifts m jute^ 
mills. The limits of working which the necessity of employing women and 
children would in practice impose on jute-factories under the Bill as it now 
stands will be 13^ hours. On the other hand, under clause 32, children are 
only allowed to work in textile factories for 6 hours a day. Consequently, 
when a double shift of children has been employed, it will still bo necessary to 
employ a third shift to fill up the remaining hour and a half. The Hon’ble 
Mr. Birkmyre proposes on the one hand to reduce the factory day to 18 hours 
by starting work half an hour later, and on the other hand to increase the hours 
ot children to 6^, so as to enable work for the whole day to be accomplished 
with two shifts. The whole question here. Sir, is whether the starting work 
half an hour later can be considered an adequate compensation for the increase 
in the hours of diildren. It is a question on which it is exceedingly difficult 
for ony one who has not personal experience of existing eonditions in jute-mills 
to pronounce an opinion. I am quite sure that the Hon’ble Mr. Birkmyre 
would not have put forward a proposal of this kind if he thought that it 
would lead to injury and deterioration in the health of the children who are em¬ 
ployed. If any one over had any doubts on this point, I think he would 
agree that in what the Hon’ble Member said just now on this part of the 
subject he completely -vindicated himself from any such suspicion. It is 
also a strong point in his favour that the Bengal Government, the 
Government of the province concerned, see no objection to the increase. 
But, on the other hand, we have-the strong opinion laid down by the Factory 
Commission that 6 hours should be the absolute limit of children’s work. 
Perhaps I may read a short passage from their Report: 

^ In view of the results of our investigations as to the physical condition of half-time 
children employed in factories^ wc are strongly of opinion that it is necf’ssary to reduce the 
severe strain under which they at present work. We have explained our reasons for rejecting 
the suggestion to increase the age limit of this class, and the only practicalile alternative which 
will secure our object is to reduce the number of hours for whicli they are now permitted to 
work. It is frequently stated that the children in a tt^xtile factory are not worked hard; that 
they enjoy numerous intervals of rest; that the work required of them is light and intermittent 
in character; and that they are not subjected to a sh*ain comparable with that borne by the 
other workers. We do not entirely agree with these views. In all textile factories it is cssci 
tial that the doffing should he done as quickly as possible; and the children undoubtedly wo; 
hard at each dofP. Further, it is naturally the aim of the factory manager to arrange mat^' 
so that the children are employed as oontinuously as possible on doffing work; and, tho 
they are usually alert enough to circumvent these intentions to some extent, yet the worlc", 
undoubtedly much more constant than has been supposed. In jute-mills the doffing worl* 
very hard while it lasts; all the apparatus dealt with is heavier than in cotton-spinning ; aiht 
tho children are urged to tho utmost speed, as the spindles fill very quickly, and doffing is 
much n?ore continuous than in a cotton-mill. The dofPers in the jute-mills work with 
wonderful rapidity. In cotton-mills, though the work is neither so hard nor so continuous as 
in jute-factories, tho children work in rooms full of noisy machinery, sometimes badly 
ventilated, and frequently excessively hot. In our opinion there can bo no question that t® 
children employed in textile factories are subjected to a severe strain during their wor^^^ 
hours; and we were specially struck with the tired and listless look of the children in factoSra 
which we visited at the close of hot working days.* 

“ These are weighty words, and I hardly think that the earlier passage of 
the report quoted by tho Hon’ble Member, in which tlio Commission refer to 
the difficulty, owing to tho prevalence of abuses, of assessing the effect on 
children of the legal hours if they had been faithfully adhered to,-— I haidly 
think that this paragraph can be considered as in any large degree detract 
ing from their cogency. On the other hand, there is the undoubted administra¬ 
tive objection to the Bill as it now stands that the hours of children will' not 
fit in with tbo hours for which adult working in juto-mills is permitted. 
The Factory Commission, as the Hdn’ble Mr. Birkmyre has said, insisted on the 
importance of this point. It would not be fak to the jute industry or to the 
Hou’ble Mr. Birkmyro’s pfoposals to denv that this dimoolty exists and is a 
perfectly genuine one; but 1 think Hod’ble Members will agree that in yiqw 
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of wliat <Jie Pad»iy Commission wrote as to chil^n’s labour in In^Uai, the 
Goternment would take a serious responsibility if they agreed to an increase 
on the 6 hours’ limit now proscribed in the Bill. It should also be said that 
a section of tlie jute industry itself fawours the provisions in the Bill rather 
than those put forward by the Hon’blo Membei;. 

“There are therefore two serious objections to the Hon'bleMr. Birkmyro’s 
proposals. First, as regards the horns of adult labour in textile factories, the 
proposed omission of clauses 28 and 31 makes the restriction of hours of labour 
depend, as regards non>shift factories, on the strict observance of other pro¬ 
visions in the Bill; and as regards multiple-shift factories, the omisiuon of 
clause 28 makes the restriction depend entirely on the inspector granting or 
withholding his approval to the system under which the mill is to work. In 
other words, the responsibilities of the inspector will be increased and ho 
w'ill not have a deftnite statutory proscription behind him. Secondly, there 
is Gxe proposed increase in the hours of children, the objections to which I have 
just stated. 


“ Sir, it is not for want of consideration that Government have come to the 
conclusion that they must reject thos(j proposals. They have even, as I stated 
in an earlier part of my speech, gone outside the ordinary procedure in order 
tliat their full examination should not bo prejudiced by the late hour at which 
they were brought forwai’d. They arc aware of the strong fooling existing in the 
textile industry as a whole in regard to the specific restrictions now to bo 
placed on the hours of working of operatives in textile factories, and they 
recognise that tlio Hon’ble Mr. Birkmyro has put forward the projK^als with a 
^nuine desire to arrive at a settlement. But the objections which I have laid 
before the Council seem to Government too strong to warrant their accept¬ 
ance, and they regret therefore that they must oppose the araondmouts.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Birkmyrb : “ Sir, I have to thank the Hon’ble 
Member. I bog to withdraw my amendments.’’*

' ( 1 ) Every factory, in which inoye than twenty children between the ages of nine and 
twelve are employed, shsll maintain an elementary echool in proper condition for their benefit, 
and attendance at .sneb school for not lees than three hours every Working day shall be com* 
pulsory in the case of each child so employed, 

‘ ( 2 ) No fees shall be charged for the instruction given in such School.' 

" Sir, I urge this amendment on the broad grounds of justice and htunanity. 
The plea of justice is based on three considerations. In the first place, the very 
fact of the employment of these children in these factories disable them from 
availing themselves of the ordinary facilities that exist for receiving in* 
struction at school. They have to' be in the factories for certain stated hours 
and therefore th(^ cannot suit themselves to the hours during which they can 
receive instruction in ordinary schools. Secondly, under what is known as 
the split shift system, their presence in the factories is not confine^ to the 
actual hours during which they have to work ; but they are expected to be 
about tho factories, on the premises or somewhere near by, because their work 
is divided into two parts and they hevo to do part of the work in the morning 
and the other part in the afternoon. Therefore, the total time for which they 
must be present in or near the factories is really much longer than the actual 
period for which they have to w'ork. And thirdly, tho parents of most of these 
children are employed in the factories, and being so employed they are prevented 
from exercising that supervision over their children which ordinarily they 
might be expected to exerdse. Therefore, Sir, on these three grounds of justice, 
I urge that the factory*owners should be made responsible for the education of 
these children. This is only fail*, because the factory*owners make money out of 
the children, make money also out of the children’s*parents, and further work in 
their employ makes it impossible for the children’s parents to exercise that 
supervision over the education and other interests of the children, which they 
might otherwise have exercised. 

"Then, Sir, I urge my proposal on the ground of humanity. The sole justi 
fication for a measure like this is its humanity, and humane considerations mV - 
apply most to that section of the labouring population whidi is least able to' w ' 
care of itself. Now, children are obviously the least able to take oaro^ . j 
themselves, and therefore, if humane considerations are to apply anywhere 
the State is to extend its protection on humane grounds to any section of ■ 
labour-population, that ought to be in the case of children. If the ohildrdi^s 
are Cb oe left to tliemselves, if after six or seven hours'work has been exacted 
from them they are to be turned into the street, there to get into the ways of i 
mischief,—without stnybedy to look after them, their parents being engaged iu 
the factories,—then I say the humanity on which the State bases itself ml 
introducing this logistation is not extended to the children. 

“ I think, therefore. Sir, that some provision ought to he made for the 
education of the children employed in factories, after they have performed 
their work. The half-timers are hetw'een the ages of 0 and 14 ; I am quite 
willing that the provision to be made should be for children between the ages 
of 9 and 12 only. Of course, it is true,^ the lastEaoto^ Commission has pointed 
out, that there is no compulsonr odu(»tion for anybo^ in this country. It iS 
also true that the Commission has expressed itself against compulsory protision 
for tho education of factory children; but even so, the Commission has 
recommended very strongly that something should be done to. ensure the educa¬ 
tion of those children and that local bodies and the Government and-the factory* 
owners should all couoert measures together for the puipose. . The etodier Factory 
Commission, however—that of 1890—is emphatic in its reoommendatiaD. 
that provision ought to bo made for the education of the factory otuddren, and I 
preterits recommendation'to that of the later Factory Cozomission. Tldsifi 
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what tlie earlier Pactory Commission, whidb first provided that children should 
be employed as half-timers only, recommended : 


- ■ * If onr suggestion that children should bo employed as half-timers is adopted, it will 
be found most important to provide some means of instruction during two or three of the 
spare ho^ that the children are off work. It is no^ for us to discuss here the advantages of 
elementaiy education, and general control and supervision of the rising generation of opera¬ 
tives. These are too obvious to require any advocacy'from us. What we would say is that 
Local Oovernments and municipalities should meet mill-owners half-way and, as is done 
in regard to children under other circumstances, contribute half the cost of teaching factory 
ohildren, vSupposipg, for instance, that a mill, employing 100 children, spends IC rujjees 
a month for two teachers; the Municipality or Government should double this subscription and 
provide two or more teachers. Looking at it from a pecuniary point of view, the expenditure is 
so trifling that we cannot doubt that schools would be started without delay in connection with 
all mills employing a large number of cliildreu. It was not to be expected that schools started 
under the present circumstances could he a success. For it is impossible that a tired and 
jaded child (there was 110 class of half-timers before 1890) can work his brain to any useful 
purpose after his body has been thoroughly worn out with physical exertion.^ 

“Then, Sir, our friend, the Hon’bio Mr. Fremantle, in a very interesting 
report which ho submitted sometime ago to the Government of the United 
Provinces on the condition of labour in Upper India, takes up this question and 
makes a very strong recommendation. 1 think he puts the case so well that 1 
cannot do better than read to the Council what he says : 

‘ The first step,’ says Mr. Fremantle, ‘ is to compel obaervanec of the law aa to tho employ, 
ment of children. When the children are really employed for only half the day, their parents 
will, as a rule, bn only too pleased that they should be under instruction for part of tho rest 
of the time. The schools might he maintained by the mill managers on their premises and 
partly supported by grants-in-aid. With proper inspection, there should he no risk of tho 
instruction given being insufficient. Later, if the school became popular, it might bo possible 
to provide by law that no boy or girl under 14 should be employed in a mill unless he or 
she were under instruction. If this were the law, it would not he the first attempt at compul¬ 
sory education in India. The Gaekwar has introduced it in parts of the Baroda State,' 
(so it is not only I who refer to tho analogy of what the Gaekwar has done; 
sometimes officials also do the same thing ;) * and the East Indian Railway Company 
in their fine estate of Giridih enforce attendance at school with excellent results. In Ceylon' 
(here, again, we have an official mentioning tho example of Ceylon) 'wherever 

there are Government schools, education is compulsory, and the Comraission on Elementary 
Education which sat recently recommended that planters should he held responsible for the 
instruction of the children of thoir Tamil coolies. Managers of mills and factories in Upper 
India have never yet had their attention specially direct^ to this matter, and it is quite time 
that a beginning were made.’ 

“ What Mr. Fremantle says about managers in Upper India appUes 
equally to managers all over tho country. Sir, it is true that on the Bombay 
side some of the mills have made attempts to provide educational facilities for 
the children employed in those mills; but the last Commission has come to ho 
conclusion that these facilities were not efficiently provided, and very often they 
were only a thin disguise for keeping the children on the premises in order that 
they might he worked more than half time. One essential condition, therefore, 
4n connection with any educational facilities offered is that there must be efficient 
Bupervision and that supervision must be provided by the Education Department 
or whatever body it is that inspects and supervises local schools. But I think, 
Sir, the first thing to do in this matter is to throw a definite responsibility on 
factory-owners. It is not an unfair thing to expect, as I have pointed out, that 
the factory-owners, who make money out of the children, should hold themselves 
responsible for the education of those children. Of course, it is only fair that the 
Government and tlie local bodies should come to the assistance of the factory- 
owners ; the cost may be divided among the three bodies—the factory-owners, 
the local body concerned, and the Government—in such proportions as may 
appear to be most equitable; but somebody must first be made responsible 
for the education of these children, and I think it should be the factory-owners. 
Eten though there is no general compulsory law in India, it is necessary that 
th^ ^onld he special provision for factory children for the simple reason that 
tbesd aro d^bled from availing themselves of the ordinary fac^ties 

tliat ei^. I therefore trust that the amendment which I have moved will be 
BOOBpted hy ^unoil.” 
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The Hon’blo Me. Dadabhoy : “ Sir, 1 am in entire agreement with xn^ 
friend the Hon’ble Mr. Gohhale as regards the spread of elementary pri- 
maiy education. I hare supported him in this matter on two occasions , previ¬ 
ously in this Council; but 1 feel constrained to oppose him to-day. I endorse 
the opinion—and my views are alre^y before the Council—that elementary 
education should be free and, under certain circumstances and under adequate 
precautions, should be compulsory as well. I gave him only the other day my 
cordial support. Therefore, whatever I say to-day should not be misunderstood. 
I do not hold any brief for the millowners of Bombay or of any other part of 
the country ; but I do think that this proposal of my friend, the Hon’ble 
Mr. Gokhalc, though well-conceived and emanating from a genuine desire on 
his |)art for the instruction of the youth of this country, is one which is not 
worthy of the Council’s serious consideration. The matter was very carefully 
considered by the Factory Commission, and they, in paragraph 89 of their 
Beport, which I shall take the liberty of reading, distinctly said: 

‘ We do not consider that factory-owners should ho compelled to provide elementary'' 
education for the children employed by them. We can see no reason why this particular 
obligation should be placed upon employeni of factory labour only, and we know of no analo¬ 
gous provision in this country which could be cited in support of the proposal.' 

“ These u'ords have my entire concuriTonco. I do not see why one 
particular class of manufacturers should be burdened with the additional 
responsibility of looking after the education of the youth of the country, 
which, to my mind, is primarily the duty of the State. It is iinpossiblo for 
these people to adequately look after the. education of tlie hoys who work in the 
mills. 

“My friend, the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale, remarked that humanitarian motives 
suggest that they slumld do so. I fail to understand tliis argument. If the 
plea of humanitarian motives at all holds good, I think it will hold good in 
every other d(! 2 )artmcMt of business, in every other doj)artmcnt of trade, in 
eveiy other department of conunorcial or industrial activity; and I do not see 
why it applies Avith any greater force to tlie manufacturing industry. But what 
I fear is that, if this iJrovision is adopted, it will defeat the very object of th' 
Factory Bill, which our Hon’hle friend Mr. Clark is so anxious to secure. Yoi 
will find that in some mills the presence of these boys will be taken advantag( 
of, and they will bo made to work longer than six hours, which is the statutory 
limit now provided hi the BiU. Then again, the factory inspectors re-side a 
long distances, and the staff of inspectors is also inadequate. They W'ill not bi 
able to control them. If you accept an amendment of this character, you wil 
be placing a great deal of temptation in the way of the less scrupulous of the® 
factory ag^xts. If on no other grounds, I submit, on this ground alone, th( 
amendment should not be accepted. 

“ I am awai’o of other grounds also. It is not fair to the factory-owner 
tbat*this matter should now be taken in hand at this stage. This Factory Bil 
has been before the public for the last eighteen months, and my friend, thi 
Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale, had ample opportiuiity of bringing this matter before th< 
Council before now. Ho could have brought this matter to the notice of thi 
Hon’blo Member for Commerce and Industry. I know that he did refer to thi 
matter in Select Committee, but it was theio only casually considered and dis 
missed. I think a provision like this, involving an important responsibility 
mught to be fixed on factory-owners, ought not to be accepted lightly. The lai^ 
industrial centres have a right to express their opinion on the subjects Thai 
right they have been deprived of, and I do not tlxink it would be prudent foi 
Government to accept tms amendment without consulting the mill-owners oj 
Bombay, Cawnpore and other important industrial centres. I therefore submil 
that the amendment should not be accepted at tills stage. I am also of opinion 
that this is a very inopportune time for introducing such aii ameiiidinent. 
Hon’ble friend Mr. Gokhale has already placed before the Coimcil an 
important BiU for the spread of elemental instruction, a^d he pi%ht at any 
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rate to hare waited till the decision of the public had been obtained on ih 
Moreover, this amendment, if pandod, would in Bay opinion also conflict with 
one section which ho has provided in that Bill. If my memory docs not fail 
mo, it is provided in that Bill that no employer of labour shall entertain the 
services of children of school-going age under the age of 10 years, while in this 
Bill, by this amendment, ho proposes to fix the limit of ago between 9 and 12. 
In my opinion this amondmbnt is not judicious, and I do not think this Coimcil 
would be acting rightly in fastening a responsibility on the mill industry 
< without giving them a chance of being heard on the subject. I therefore oppose 
this amendment.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. MazHARrii Haqttb: “Sir, I have great pleasure in 
supporting the amendment of my Hon’ble friend. I support it on two 
grounds. One is that it is a move, however modest it may be, in the direction 
of that general scheme of universal primary education for which I have so 
often pleaded in this Council. The acceptance of this amendment will go to a 
certain extent to pave the Avay for that object. Secondly, I support it because 
I consider it only right and just that those people who have grown rich or are 
in the process of growing rich by the labours of these children should contribute 
a little to the moral elevation of these poor little mites. This is a responsibility 
which every con.sidcration of humanity and justice throws upon their shoulders; 
and I hope that they will not shirk it but will cheerfully accept it. My 
Hon’ble f riend Mr. Dadabhoy has sO/id that it is the duty of the State to 
educate children. Well, Sir, I am sick of hearing of these duties of the State. 
What are our duties ? Have We got any duties at all ? Is everything to bo 
thrown upon the State ? Well, I submit that this is a duty which ought to be 
cheerfully borne by the capitalists.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Mxjdholkar : “ Sir, as one who is, though in a 
small way, connected with the cmploylncnt of these children in factories, 
I think it my duty to support the amendment moved by the Hon’ble 
Mr. Gokhale. I realize. Sir, that it is the duty of every educated man 
in this country to do everything that lies in his power to promote the 
well-being, both material and moral, of the masses. Unless the mosses are 
improved, the country can make no advance, and its condition cannot 
improve. The duty of the State also in this matter is very clear. The 
Government have, according to the view of the people, whether that view be 
correct or not as to the origin of the agitation, undertaken this legislation for 
curing the material well-being of the large mass of humanity which is aggre¬ 
gated in these factories. I would put it to them whether it is not equally their 
.uty to help in the education, in the better fitting up for the future struggles 
of life, of the young persons who are taken there at a tender age when they 
ought to be in school or be allowed to play about. I think. Sir, those who 
employ labour should take a larger vieAV of their duties than most of them do. 
Inoians at any rate owe it to themselves to support a proposition of this kind. 
My Hon’ble friend Mr. Haque has already referred to the duties which lie upon 
to do something for ourselves, and not to expect the State to do everything 
*^for us. Here is a matter where people who derive considerable profits from the 
labours of these boys can well take the initiative. Lot them not take too selfish 
and too personal a view of the relations between them and their omployds. 
Let them realize what they owe to the children whom they bring to these 
factories, on whoso labours it is that they obtain their riches. Therefore, as a 
small employer of labour, I support the motion most heartily.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Madge : “ Sir, is not this proposal a sort of resurrec¬ 
tion of the corpse of free and compuWy education that was discussed the other 
day, and sent down the country for opinion embalmed in the provisions of the 
Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale’s Bill P Perhaps I should say that it is rather a revival 
of the Hon’ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu’s selective principle which did not 
find a single supporter in this Council ; practically it is the selective principle 
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applied to factories. Now, if it were merely a question of faotory*owners parting 
with some of their profits for the sake of children, I would warmly support it. 
But the quostiou is a larger one. For, in disoussing the question of the ocoupa* 
tion of children everywhere, it has been wisely oojected that children should 
not he kept employed for more than six hours, and really, apart from the special 
temptation into which particular classes of factories would he led, the mere fact 
of adding three hours to the six during which children would be _ k^t under 
compulsion is, I think, a fatal sanitary objection to this proposal. Sir, I am hot 
at all sick of hearing the statement that it is the duty of the State to educate 
the masses. This principle was laid down fifty or sixty years ago and was never 
departed from, and I think no one is in such a good position to deal with a 
problem of this kind as the State itself. Only a good deal of preliminary 
examination and onquijy are necessary before operations are begun, and, as I 
said the other day, considering that we have a new Education Department 
which is certain to give its attention to this subject, I think we may ^ very well 
await its proceedings before forcing a thing of this sort on this Council.” 

The Hon’blo Mu. Clark: “Sir, Government, as I am sure the Hon’ble 
Member will have anticipated, are in full sympathy with the object which he 
has in view, which I take it is that children should not be precluded by their 
occujiation in factories from receiving a proper elementary education. That 
being so, the r'eal question is whether what ho pro£)osos is the best way to secure 
that end, and there, I think, doubt must arise. In the first place, if you compel 
factories to set up schools within their borders, it will not bo at _ all easy to 
secure eflicieiwy. That was touched ur)on in the Factory Commission's Report 
and especially in the evidence of the Chief Inspector of Bombay, Mr. Engel, 
who, althougli on general grounds he favoured this suggestion that factories 
sliould have schools, laid stress on that particular point that efficiency would be 
very difficult to secure. A further point is whether it is really fair to the factories 
to place this burden upon them. At present education is not compulsory in 
India, yet under this proposal you wiU be selecting one body of employers 
and malting it compulsoiy for them to provide education for a part of iheir 
employds. The Hon’ble Idembor has referred to what the East Indian Railway 
have done in Giridih for the education of the children of their employes. I can 
speak of that because I was privileged to see something of their work. It 
is no doubt a very great and commendable achievement, but it does not in the 
least follow because one company has been far-sighted enough to see the 
advantages of having a thoroughly educated class to draw upon, that necessarily 
other companies on whom a system of education is forced will take the same 
pains to make it good and efficient. Then there is the further difficulty that 
it may lead to abuse of the law in connection with the limitation of the hours oi 
work for children. I must say that I candot help agreeing with my 
Hon’ble friend Mr. Dadabhoy that if an inspector were in the offing, you would 
be apt to find the factories suddenly empty and the school suddenly filled. 
There is that danger. I do not think it is one which wo can shut our eyes to. 
Per.sonally, if the time were ripe for it, I would rather see something on 
the English system by which a child cannot be employed unless he can show a 
certificate that he has been attending a recognized school. There would be 
great difficulties about a system like that at present in India, because 1 undef^ 
stand there are not yet sufficient schools; but certain Provincial Governments^ 
the Governments of the United Provinces and of Bombay—-have already moved 
in the matter and the Government of India will keep it prominently in view of 
the Local Governments. I think that is really as much as we can do at present. 
I am afraid I cannot accept the Hon’ble Member’s amendment.’’ 

The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhaxk : “ Sir, X quite understand the position of 
the Government and I reallv did not expect that the Government would do 
more than urge on the-Local Governments the necessity of looking into this 
matter and doing what they could do secure reasonable facilities for the educa¬ 
tion of children employed in factories. Sir, Hie whole question has to be 
considered from a higher standpoint than.that which haa been taken by some of 
the speakers who have criticised my proposals. My Hon’ble friend Mx. 
Dadabhoy expresses the fear—and 1 am surprised to see that the Hon’ble 
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Mr. Clark concurs in that—that if educational facilities are provided for 
children employed in the factories, the evil of children being overworked will 
be facilitated. As a matter of fact, I think, if that is done, the evil will be 
reduced, because children will be deiinitely engaged in school, instead of merely 
loitering about, doing nothing. Of course, I jnsist on the essential condition 
that there should bo efficient supervision; and if efficient supervision is 
provided, there would be no risk whatever. It is when there is no school, 
and the children are asked to remain on the promises or close by the factories, 
that unscrupulous managers would find it easy to get them to work for longer 
hours than the law allows, under one pretence or another. 

“ As regards the Bill, to which Mr, Dadabhoy has made reference, lot mo 
point out that the Bill has not yet. become law and it will have to encounter sucli 
opposition as my Hon’blo friend offered to some of the provisions the oth(5r 
day, before it becomes law ; and until it becomes law, it is no use speaking of it 
as if it was law. Moreover, even if my Bill passes, its application will depend 
upon the discretion of local bodies, whereas if this amendment is accepted, 
automatically wherever there is a factory population of children, schools will 
come into existence. Again, my Bill provides only for children between the 
ages of 6 and 10, whereas this ameixdment urges that facilities should bo 
provided for the education of children up to 12. At present children from 9 
upwards can bo employed in factories ; if my Bill comes law, tlio ago limit of 
oraploymont will be raised by one year, as was proposed this morning by my 
Hon’blo friend Mr. Quin. 

“ The Hon’blo Mr. Madge spoke of the corpse of my Bill being resurrected 
in this amendment. The expression used by him suggests a hope on his part 
that my Bill is dead. Well, wo shall see about that. Sir, my object in bringing 
forward this amendment was to emphasize the necessity of the Government 
attending to this matter, and to present to the Council the viou' which I have 
submitted. That object has boon attained by this discussion, and as the 
Government are unable to accept my amendment, I do not wish to press it.” 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

Amendment No. 12 * was withdrawn. 

The Uon’blo Mb. Mudholkae moved that to clause 28 of the Bill 
as amended by the Select Committee, the following sub-clause be added, 
xamoly:— 

“ (2) Nothing in sub-section (i) shall apply to any textile factory whicli undertakcB 
Work by daylight hours only, to have no electric installation and to obs(!rve the following 
iitions:— 

(«) that on no day in the year will any jicrsoii bo employed for more than 12 hours 
and a half, 

(4) that the hours of commencement and end of work during each period of fifteen 
days are at the beginning of each calendar year notified to tho inspector, and 

(e) that the average period of work for each day in a year shall not exceed 12 hours 
a day 

'coexisting clause being renumbered 28 (J). 

- He said: “ Sir, this amendment relates to a question which was brought 
before the Select Committee at a rather late stage of its pKdongod deliberations, 
and though the Hon’blo gentlemen then in charge, Mr. llobertson, expressed his 
inability to accept it, he was, if I understand him correctly, in considerable 
sympatuy with it and felt that it was one which deserved, and which he 
thought would receive, the sympathetic consideration of Government. Sir, tho 
proposal does not in any way involve any departure from or violation of the 
principle which the Government have embodied in clause 28. Their great 
object is to secure the enforcement of a 12-hour day all through the year. 
Tniiis principle is not in any way sought to be circumvented or in any way foiled 
by what is proposed. Sir, as you are well aware and as the Council is well aware, 


* That for clwiie 28 of the Bill at amended the Select Committee the following \hs substituted, namely:— 

- <* ln every textile factory, there shall be, after it has worked for twelve hours, an linUrval of not lest than cue hour 
during whteb all work thall he ditcoutinued.*' 
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the Factories Oommissioi] of 1908 deprecated direct limitation by legislation of 
the hours of adult male labour, and have strongly urged in paragraph 44 that if 
this object can be secured by an indirect method, every eflEort should be made to 
do that. This was what we sought to do by our previous amendment which has 
just been withdrawn—tho amendment of Sir Vithaldas Thackersey. Now, 
the fate with which that amendment has met leaves little room to nope that 
this will fare better. I think it my duty, however, to make an effort once more 
and again to appeal to Government and to this Council, whether it is not 
desirable that even when this matter—tho principle of which is commendabh 
but the form of which is not acceptable in most quarters and about which thert 
is general opposition among.4 tho people—whetlior this thing should not be 
presented to them in as acceptable a form as possible. Now, Sir, the principh 
of working by daylight hours was one which was urged very strongh 
before the Factories Commission, and they admitted that there was mucli 
to recommend it. They also admitted that tho average working would 
come to about less than 12 hours a day—^about 11 hours and 4S 
minutes or something like that. This would be the case in the Madras 
Presidency, the Bombay Presidency and in Central India where most 
of the cotton-mills are situated. In the northern part of the country, 
however, the hours in the hot season and tho early part of tho rainy season 
would be longer, and it is that which appeared to the Factory Commission as 
the weak point of the case. They pointed out that in certain places the 
working hours would extend to 13jJ and 14^ hours, and that was the feature in 
the proposal then made before tho Factories Commission which they considered 
undesirable. Now, Sir, that objectionable feature of tho then proposal is now 
eliminated in what I have placed before tho Council. Sub-clause (a) says 
that on no day in tho year will any person be employed for more than 12^ 
hours. So the serious defect which existed in what was urged about daylight 
working at that time has been repioved from the prasent proposal, and as we do 
not wish to exceed the limit of 12 hours, and as the result of the proposal 
will be to have something like 15 minutes less on the avcri^e every day for 
the working men, it is one which in no way violates the principle which 
section 28 lays down and whicli I would ask Government to accept in the case 
of those factories which give the further guarantee that they will not use any 
artificial light.” 

The Hon’ble Sie Vithaldas D. Thackersey : “ Sir, I beg to support the 
amendment moved by my friend the Hon’ble Mr. Mudholkar. In fact, latw 
on an amendment to the same effect stands in my name, and if this is passed / 
will not be necessary for me to move that amendment. It Will be in t( 
recollection of the Council that I touched on this matter Avhen the Bill wy 
referred to the Select Committee in January. My principal reason in suppoA^ 
ing thje amendment is this. No one has said that any abuses have occurred or 
are occurring in any daylight factories. All the abuses of long hours and 
sweating of hands occur in factories provided with electric light, and it is hot 
right that Government should come forward and interfere with the conditions 
of factories working for such a long number of years without sweating thi 
hands. I may refer to the speech of tho Hon’ble Mr. Harvey when he motw 
the Bill. He said:— 

'Tho conditions which prevailed in 1891 have been radically altered. Had all factories 
continued to work daylight hours, it is improbable—I give my own opinion for what it is 
worth—that Government would have been called on to interfere afresh. But under the 
changed conditions it has been proved beyond possibility of doubt that abuses may arise which 
cannot be allowed to go unchecked.' 

“ Now, certainly there are different sets of factories. Tliere are factories 
working under a system of electric light and there are factories working 
under tho ordinary daylight system, and I cannot understand how abuses 
can prevail in the factories working under daylight hours when these abuses 
could only come in where electric lights were introduced. The Hon’ble 
Mr. Mudholkar’s amendment has provided that this clause is to apply in 
cases only when the mills are not provided with electric lights. Then, Sir, 
there is another reason. We have often been told in this Coundl—names 
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have been mentioned-that the Hon’ble Sir Henry Proctor is strongly in 
favour of shortening the hours, that Mr. Bezonji Dadabhoy of Nagpur is also in 
favour of diortoning the hours of labour and against the sweat ing of hands. Now, 
both of these.gentlemon have given evidence before the Pactorios Commission 
that they are of opinion that the best system of working Indian textile mills is 
to work under dfaylight hours. Th(5 Bombay Chamber of Commerce in their 
letter to Government in 1908 said this. (Tliis letter was signed by our friend 
Sir Henry Proctor. The letter is dated the lOth September 1908, after the 
' ^report of the Pactories Commission was submitted and when the Government 
of India circulated the official report of the Pactory Commission for the opinion 
of different bodies): 

^ la conclusion, while recognising that the question of daylight hours is a matter which 
would require different treatment in different districts owing to the natural variations of the 
hours of daylight, my Committee are of opinion that certainly in Bombay, which is the 
largest and most important factory district in India, mills should bo allowed the alternative 
of working daylight hours. Their reasons for this suggestion are that such daylight hours 
average 1*Z hours and 6 minutes for the whole year, and that it was not until the introduction 
of electric light that any question arose with regard to excessive hours being worked. Many 
mills in the Bombay Presidency still work daylight hours, and it would bo a distinct hardship 
on them and their hands who, my Committee understand, much prefer these hours, if they 
were compelled to change their system for one which would include working by artifi«u*al 
light. My Committee are aware that this means longer hours in the hot weatli(jr, but they 
do not consider that this constitutes any hardship as the health of the workers is much better 
in the hot weather than in tJio cold season, and therefore it is to their benefit to have the 
shorter hours in the latter season/ 

“ Then the principal objection that was raised in tliis Council and also 
elsewhere was that the conditions of dittorent provinces are different and 
therefore what may be suitable for the Bombay Presidency majr not be suitable 
for the Punjab or other provinces where the longest day is about 14 to 
14J lioitts. Now, Sir, in the first place, Punjab knows what is best for itself, 
and all the mills, which are only nine in number, have been provided with 
electric light, and therefore there is not the slightest I’casoii that they should 
revert to the old system and work 14 hours in the hot weather and perhaps 
10 hours in the cold weather and make their average about 12 hours when it 
will pay them to work under the present system. It is in the hot weather that 
they get their worst spinning conditions, and as they get their best spinning 
conditions in the cold weather it is quite natural tliat tliey will take the full 
‘advantage of the cold weather hours. The conditions are reversed in Bombay. 
In the cold weatlier the east wind blows and makes spinning diflicult, and 
n the hot weather we got the western breeze and the conditions of spinning 
Mte better. So each province has to ho judged from the conditions iirevailing 
"u that province, and after all under this amendment (I am sorry to see it is not 
mentioned in the Hon’ble Mr. Mudholkar’s amendment but in my amendment— 
I have made that point, very clear) we want to give the discretion to Local 
CK>Temments, that Local Governments may allow factories to work daylight 
hours under certain conditions. The Government of India have always trusted 
Local Governments—whenever it suited them—and in this matter they might 
well trust the Local Governments to do best in the interests of the industries 
i%orking in their district. I am not giving the iwvver to anybody and overy- 
' * bo^, but I am giving the jjower to Local Governments, and if the Government 
of India find that the Local Governments are not exercising their powers in the 
right way, they have always the power of dictating to Local Governments. 

“ Then, Sir, we have often been told that everybody speaks for the mill- 
owners but no one speaks for the mill-hand. In this case the mill-hands have 
expressed their opinion in a most decided way. When with the Pactory Com- 
mi^on I was going round taking evidence of the hands in their own houses : 
we examined the hands very minutely and they expressed their opinion in a 
quite decided way. I need not take up the time of the Council by reading 
extracts. I think the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill will admit that 
as far as the facts are concerned hands have said and said distinctly 
that instead of working by artificial light and keeping themselves inside 

factory in miU till 7 o’clock and getting home in cold weather 
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after coming out of tho hot room—they do not want that kind of condition 
to work in — they prefer to work an hour or a little longer in the hot weather 
and to get home by daylight. If wo introduce artificial light,-they will have 
to remain in the mill premises an hour longer. Some of them have to go two 
miles or more and have to rvalk that distance in the dark during the cold weather. 
The daylight hours will average during the year 11 hours and 49 minutes 
per day. So I do not think tliat anybody will work ten minutes less intention' 
ally in order to get a little longer working in the hot weather. It will pay all 
of us to work by electric light and work 12 hours regularly a day. In Madras 
there are no mills fitted with electric light. Why come in the way of those 
whose natuml conditions arc such that they cannot work much longer ? 
Places like Madras, when) the natural day is jiractically 12 hours the whole 
year round, and places like Ahmcdahad, where the hands work daylight hours. 
I will make myself clear. I am not putting this amendment with the idea 
that this is in any way better to the mills than working by electric light. I 
have said that working 12 hours a day regularly with electric light will pay 
us better. But I maintain that Uovernment has no right to come in and 
dictate to the people that they shall not allow daylight working unless they can 
show that abuses have prevailed there. I hold, on principle, tliat Government 
should leave it to tho good sense of the factory-owners rather than compel 
them to put electricity and work under artificial light. Por these reasons 
the Government of India, I hope, will see their way to accept this amend¬ 
ment.” 

The Hon’ble Mn. Gokhale ; “ I beg to support this amendment and I do 
so for two reasons. I think. Sir, that in the interests of the operatives themselves 
such an arrangement would he better than the one proposed by the Government, 
of a rigid 12-hour day throughout the year. I am quite sure the operatives 
themselves would prefer this aiTangemcnt because tliey would understand it 
better. Our operatives are too ignorant to understand time quite accurately; 
they do not carry watches with them, whereas in regard to sunrise and sunset 
those are broad facts which everybody can understand. Therefore, in the first 
place, the daylight arrangement would be better from the standpoint of the 
operatives. Secondly, it is lc.ss liable to abuse. Abuse is possible only during 
three months when the days are longer than 13 hours. If cflicicnt inspection 
is exercised during tliat time, the evil of abuse will be reduced to a minimum. 
But for nine months in the year there is no question of any abuse, since there 
would be no electric fittings,—and tho Government should insist upon this,— 
and therefore no factory working by daylight can work for more than 12 hours 
during that period oven if it M'antcd to. On the other hand, with electri(|| 
fittings and a rigid 12-hour day throughout the year, inspection will be 
required all twelve months. For these reasons, I support the amendment.” 

The .Ilon’blc Mr. Cl.\iik ; “ I think. Sir, it must be admitted at once 
that this proposal is a great improvement on the other more artificial schemes 
which have been suggested for securing restriction of hours of labour. It does 
seem at first sight a very reasonable thing that working should be limited to 
the actual hours of daylight, Tho jiroposal w'hich was originally put forward 
before the Factory Commission .admitted of unrestricted w’orking in the suramea 
mouths, and that of course was open to the very serious objection that tho 
longest time of working was at the hottest time of the year and in some mills 
would extend to It or 14^ hours a day—a proposal which Government could not 
consider for a moment. The present amendment shares to some extent in that 
objection. The proposal is that tho maximum amount of employment should 
never exceed 12^ hours in the year and that tho average period of work should 
not exceed 12 hours. But you will still have your longest time in the hottest 
weather. That is still, I think, a very serious objection. Twelve hours, after all 
in any country Avould bo considered a very Jong time to work ; it ought to be consi¬ 
dered even longer here where climatic conditions are not suitable to long-sus* 
tained effort. 'I’owards tho end of the day every half-hour must be considered 
to count, and tho real difficulty which prevents this proposal being accepted is 
that it entails that extra half-hour being worked in the hottest time of the year. 
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'Both the Hon’blo Sir V. Thackersoy and the Hon’blo Mr. Gokhalo have made 
a good deal of the point that the operatives thoinsolves would prefer it. Now, 
on that point there is a great difference of opinion. The Factory Coiumissiun, 
as I think Hon'ble Members must be aware, took a different view. The opera¬ 
tives were examined by members of the Commission personally, and this was 
the conclusion they came to. The Cummission say : 

' The point is in the last resort one of individual opinion, but we do not agm* with Sir 
y. Thackersoy tliat he has correctly represented the views of the majority of oiiemtives on this 
question.' 

“ 1 admit that it must be - the Commission themselves admitted that it must 
be—to a large extent a iiiatler of opinion ; but I do uot think the Government 
can well go outside the opinion expressed by the Commission. In any case, as 
the Commission further point out, it is exceedingly likely that the operatives 
may not understand what is meant by working with electric light. To them 
electric light means excessive hours. W e trust .that •when this Bill is in opera¬ 
tion they will find that it does not mean excessive hours. In Bombay, no 
doubt, daylight working would make very little difference; but it is hardly 
necessary for me to remind Hon’ble Members that India is a very large country 
in which the climatic conditions differ widely in different regions. When you 
go further north you get longer summer days, and you will then get your full 
12^ hours working in the hot weather. 

“Then there is another point to be considered. This projwsal is put 
forward—I say it in no sjnrit of criticism—mainly in the interest of the mills. 
MUl-owncrs would prefer it to having direct restriction. But if the figures are 
worked out, it is not apparent tliat any substantial advantage would accrue to 
mill-owners by the ixsi missiou to work daylight hours with the limitations 
imposed in this amendment. The average hours for a mill working daylight 
hours with a limit of 12 hours per day, and seeondly the average hours for a 
mill working daylight hours with a limit of 12^ hours, have been roughly 
worked out on the basis of the longest and shortest day given for each centre 
in the Factory Commission’s Eeport. TJie result is that in Madras under the 
first head the average working day would be 11 hours 51 minutes, and under 
the second head 12 hours; in Bombay under (he first head 11 hours 44. minutes, 
and under the second head 11 hours 53 minutes; in Ahmedabad 11 hours 
43 minutes and under the second head 11 hours 53 minutes. It is difficult to 
diove therefore that the concession of 12^ hours working in summer would be 
very great value. 

' “ Then there is another administrative difficulty which has not been 
ached upon. We have heard a good deal to-day of the necessity as far as 
sible of making women’s and children’s hours tit in with those of adult 
labour. It has not been actually stated, but I 8upj)ose in a scheme of this kind 
it is proposed to make the hours of children lit in with those of adults by 
working them for half the time which adults will be working on any given day. 
Consequently they will have to work hours when (he adults are working 

hours; and this will be at the hottest time of the year. The same objec- 

therefore applies as in the case of adults. There is also the difficulty of 
..ispection. You have to average yom.’ 12-hour day over the year and you will 
"get fractions of an hour and even odd minutes. It n ill be exceedingly hard to 
sec that these fractions and minutes arc duly observed. I am afraid that 
Government cannot accept this amendment.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Mvdholkar : “ After the reply of the Ilon’blo Member 

for Commerce and Industry I should not be justified in taking up tlu! time of 
the Council; but I will only make one or two remarks. The hotte.st da^s in the 
year are also the most hcaltliy days in India ; that is all I need say in regard 
to the half-hour which it is pointed out they will have to work in May, Juno 
and July. The days are hot, but these are (he days 1111011 mortality and sick¬ 
ness go down very much, except when there is an epidemic. 

“Then another point as to the administrative difficulty in regard to the 
inspectors. Well, Sir, that is an administrative difficulty which exists every 
day with the 12-hour day. It will exist for a much longer time than it would 
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otherwise exist if the proposal which I have brought forward were accepted. 
There will be an dectric installation in every mill. "What is there to prevent 
them working those people every day for 12^ hours or even for 13 hours ? 
Tlie objection pointed out by the Hon’ble Mr. Clark is one which would apply as 
much if there is a rigid 12-hour day, as if the system is made elastic as 
I propose. ‘ 

“ But there is one thing which has not been adequately dealt with by the 
Hon’ble Mr. Clark, and it is this. Why should the mills in the mufassal wMoh 
have not yet put up any electrio installations, be as it were com](»llod to 
do so ? That is an aspect of the matter so effectively pressed by my friend Sir 
Vithaldas Thackerscy which deserves consideration. Some do say that every one 
would put up an electric installation and wo must have it. Sir, in this country, 
whenever anything of a general character is proposed hy the popular side, we 
are told that India is a continent, is a congcrie ot nations living in one conti¬ 
nent, and that we should not seek to have a rigidly uniform system throughout 
the country. While not agreeing with those who bring forward this objection 
ever and anon, I would ask, is it fair that the Act should practically compel 
every factory-owner to put up an electrio installation ?” 

The amendment was put and negatived. 

The Presidext : “ I understand the Ilon’ble Mr. Birkmyre withdraws 
his amendments Nos. 14,16 and 16.”* * * § 


The Hon’ble Sir VithaIiDAS D. Thackeeset: “I do not propose to 
move this amendmentf in the circumstances. I beg to withdraw it.” 


The President : “ Then we come to amendment No. 18,J which is to be 

moved by three Hon’ble Members. I presume that also is withdrawn.” 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

Amendments 19§ and 2011 were also withdrawn. 

The Hon’ble Me. Ciark moved that to clause 37, sub-clause (3) (j), of 
the Bill as amended by the Select Committee, the following words be added, 
namely;— 

‘ and the provisions to be made for ilio protection from danger of persons employed in 
attending to the in,ichinery or boiloi's.' 


He said:—“ This amendment is consequential on the amendment 
clause 18 which has alrcatly been passed,' and 1 ask that it may be accepted 
once.” 

The amendment was put and agreed to.

' The Hon’ble Me. Claek : “ Certainly, Sir. I can give this assurance 
at once. There is no intention of making rules which would clash. Every 
care will be taken to see that they are-kept distinct.” 

Amendments Nos. 23* and 2d)t were withdrawn by the Hon’ble Mb. 
Bibemtbb. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Glabk : “ I beg to move that in clause 41 of the Bill as 
amended by the ^lect Committee, for sub-clause (/) the following be substi¬ 
tuted, namely: 

" [f) any of the provmons of section 18, Buh-sectiona (1), (3), and (1), regarding fencing 
and the protection from danger of perHone employed in attending to the machi* 
nery or boilers are not complied with.” 

“ This amendment is also consequential on the amendment of clause 18.” 

The amendment was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Gates : “ Sir, I beg to move that after clau.se 61 of the 
Bill as amended by the Select Committee the following now clause be 
inserted, namely:— 

‘ 65. Notwithstanding anything in section 23, sub-section (1), any person may in the 
province of Burma bo employed on Sunday for any time not exceeding four hours in ch?aniug 
the machinery and apparatus in a factory provided that ho has not worked in the factory later 
than two o’clock in the afternoon on the previous day,’ 

and that the subsequent clauses of the Bill be re-numbered. 

“ There has been a long-standing custom in Bangoou that the factories close 
early on Saturday afternoon and that the operatives come on Sunday morning 
to do the cleaning up of factories. This point was mentioned in the Select 
Committee and no objection was entertained in the Select Committee to make 
irovision for the custom at Bangoou in this particular. But when the Beport 
f the Select Committee was prepared other more important matters occupied 
tention, and this comparatively small point was overlooked. At present some 
the factories do not close so early as 2 p.m., and some of them occasionally 
mploy men for more than four hours on Sundays; but the proposal embodied in 
.ziis suggested new clause is considered to be a fair compromise, and as it was 
not dealt with in the Beport of the Select Committee 1 ask the Council to deal 
with it now.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Clabk ; “ Government can accept this amendment.” 

The Hon’ble Sib Vithaldas D. Thackebsey ; ” Mr. President, I have no 
. jection if this amendment is accepted, but 1 do not see why it should be 
.confined to Burma. I mean, wo can say that— 

^ Notwithstanding anything in section 22, sub-section (./), any person may be employed 
on Sunday for any time not exceeding four hours in (’leaning the machinery anci apparatus in a 
factory: provided that he has not worked in the factory later than two o'clock in the after¬ 
noon on the previous day/ 

“ I can quite understand that there are advantages under this section, and 
although it is not tho practice in other parts of India to close down at 2 o'clock 


e That in clanso 51, sab-claiiao (2), of the Bill ai amondod by tbo Select Committee, for all words after the word 
** namely " the following be substitute t—- 

*'ftve-thirty o'clock in the mortiiiij^ and six-thirty o'clock in the evening ; 
six-thirty o'clock in the morning and seven-thirty o'clock in the evening; and 
seven o'clock in the morning and eight o'clock in tho evening." 

t That in clanse 52 of tbo BUI as amended by the Select Committee, tlie words and figures "section 28 " be 
omitted* 
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on Saturday and j?et the machinery cleaned on Sunday, it is to - the advantage 
of operatives uudor certain circumstances to follow that practice. It may. not 
pay us at present to do so, because when we w'ork our mills a full day on 
Saturday m o got production over which we make .some profit; but there are 
certain advantages m IucIi may ultimately accrue. Gradually as our children get 
education under the Bill that we discussed the other day, they might want a 
half-holiday on Saturdays to play cricket matches, and so on, instead of being at 
the factory cleaning the machinery up to 3 or 4 o’clock. Under such conditions 
it M'ould he an advantage to let tliem go at 2 o’clock and the next day they 
may come to clean the machinery. On the whole, if that is an advantage for 
the workmen of Burma, thiit would he an advantage to M'orkmeii all over India, 
and I do submit, Sir, that the woids ‘ in the jn’ovince of Burma ’ might bo 
omitted.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Clark ; “ Sir, the Hon’ble Member has himself supplied 
the reason why this amendment must be limited to Burma. He told us that it 
is not the practice in other parts of India to work on tliis plan. We could 
not agree to give the opportunity throughout India, Avhere it has not existed 
before, of extending working to every day of the week. One cannot shut 
one’s eyes to the fact that it is not really an equivalent holiday to give a man 
two hair days instead of a whole dnytonce a week. But as the Burmans have 
alM'ays been in the habit of having this arrangement, and as it would bo a 
practical hardship and would create discontent among them if we insisted on 
their having the whole of one day off instead of tw'o half days, this section has 
been accepted as a s{)ecial concession in view of the existing state of things in 
Burma. I am afraid we cannot extend it to the rest of India.” 

The amendment M'as put and agreed to. 

Amendments Nos. 26 and 27* M'erq withdrawn by the Hon’ble Mr. 

BIRKMVRE. 

Tlic Hon’ble Mr. DADAimoT : “ Sir, I move that in Scliedulo I, Part A, 
clause (c), of the Bill as amended by the Select Committee, after the words 
‘ cleaning of ’ the following he inserted, namely : 

' walls, ooilings or olljcr jM)rti()iiS of factoi'y Imildiags, tanks, wells.’ 

“ I have very fcAv words to say about this amendment, and I hope that it 
will be readily accepted by GoA'eramont. Schedule I, Part A, applies h 
certain exemptions Avhere work of an urgent nature or such as in the interea 
of efficiency is commonly performed while the main manufacturing process ^ 
the factory is discontinued. Section 21 of the Bill applies to periodii 
stoppages, section 22 to weekly holidays, and section 23 to the employment 
children. 

“ Tlte M'ork to w'hich my amendment refers cannot be conveniently and 
efficiently done during the hours textile factories arc actually working. The 
object of my amendment is to exempt all such important works such as 
cleaning of walls, coiling or other portions of factory buildings, as well 
tanks and wells from the operation of these sections.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Clark : ” I think, Sir, that this amendment is certain!^ 
an improvement on the Bill and Government arc very pleased to accept it.” 

The amendment was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mu. Mudholkae : ” Sir, I beg to move that in Schedule II, 
Part A, of the Bill as amended by the Select Committee, for the words “mineral 
oil refineries” the words “ oil refineries” be substituted. 

“ This is an amendment. Sir, which only brings Part A of Schedule II into 
conformity with Part B of Schedule I. The process of refining is a continuous 
one and cannot be stopped Avhen it is once begun. It cannot he finished in a

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day and it haa for technical reasons to continue once it has begun. For the 
iM,mn reason that mineral oil refineries had to bo mentioned in Part A of 
Schedule II, vegetable oil refineries should also be mentioned. The matter M'as 
explained to the Hon’ble Member in charge and I hope that Government 
will accept this amendment. ” 

The Hon'ble Mb. Clabk : “ Sir, I do not think that Government need 
object to the deletion of the word ‘ mineral ’ and to the proposal to read ‘ oil 
refineries’ instead of ‘mineral oil refineries.’ But I may point out that if 
the substitution is Nio be made in Schedule II, Part A, it ought also to be 
made in Schedule I, Part B.” 

The amendment was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Me. Claek : “ Perhaps it would be more in order if I first 
moved that the word ‘ mineral * should be omitted in Schedule I, Part B.” 

The motion was put and agreed to.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Claek moved that the Bill, as now amended, bo passed. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Gokhalb : “ Sir, I wish to say a word before this 
motion is put to the vote. I wish to express my satisfaction that the batch 
of amendments, of which the Hon’ble Mr. Birkmyre had given notice, have 
been withdrawn. Those amendments all hung together, and one essential part 
of them was that the working hours of children should be extended from 6 to 
hours. This Avas a most objectionable provision, and, as the amendments all 
hung together, I am glad that they have all gone. But, apart from that fact. 

Sir, the procedure that was adopted in announcing those amendments to this 
Council was open to serious objectioiA. I think I may say that n^ver before 
in the history of this Council has a private Member been permitted to announce 
his amendments in a set speech at a meeting of the Council. What added 
to the curioAisness of the whole thing was the blessing that the Hon’ble 
Member in charge of Commerce and Industry was at that time 
understood to pronounce upon those amendments. The whole thing looked 
as though an arrangement was being come to between the Government and 
the jute industry. It Avas stated at that time tliat Mr. Birkmyre’s pro|)osal 
of a 6 A.M. to 7 P.M. day had never been brought before the Select Committee; 
that it was a new proposal and that therefore it had to be announced in 
Council. Of course, the proposal was technically ncAv; it had not been 
formally brought before the Select Committee, because the Hon’ble Mr. 
.^bertson had made it quite clear that on that question the Government 
^ere not open to enterteining any proposals ; otherwise, anybody could liave 
Vggested it, as it was the most obvious thing, the most natural thing, to 
propose that a day should begin at 6 instead of at 5-30 a.m. As a matter of 
fact, I did inquire why it was necessary to have a total duration of ■* 
13^ hours, and the Hon’ble Mr. Robertson explained that in Upper India it 
was the practice to stop work for an hour and a half in the middle of the day, 
and, in order to provide for that hour and a half, it Avas ncce-ssary to begin 
^ 6*30 A.M. and close at 7 p.m. However, all’s well that ends Avell. I am 
glad that the amendments have not been pres.sed and that the suspicion that 
some of us entertained has now been dispelled.” 

The Hon’ble Me. Claek said: “ Sir, I should like- to express my 

regret that, owing to the laudable desire of the Hon’l)le Mr. Birkmyre not 
to waste the time of the Council and consequently Avithdrawing his amend¬ 
ments, the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale should have been precluded from referring 
to this matter when those amendments wore before us. Now, as to the remark 
of the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale that it was an unprecedented thing for a private 
Member like the Hon’ble Mr. Birkmyre to be permitted to announce bis 
amendments to Council when the Bill was not under consideration, all I 
Avish to say is that it was not Mr. Birkmyre but I who announced those 
amendments. The reasons for doing so I stated then, and I have stated them . 
again in my speech to-day; and I hardly think it is necessary for me now 
to state them again at any length. I considered those amendments of special 
importance because of the Hon’ble Mr. Birkmyre’s peculiar position as the 
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accredited representative of the jute industry appointed to Oounoil in 
special^ connection with this Bill; and therefore it was not an unreasonable 
supposition that any amendments which came through him would be put 
forward not only on behalf of his own industry but to a very large extent on 
behalf of the textile industry generally. Well, it would no emubt have been 
open to us to recommit the Bill in connection with those amendments; but 
that would have meant that, if they had been accepted, the Bill would have 
had to have been recirculated and passed into law under the pi*csent procedure 
somewliere about this time next year. I do not think the Hon’ble Member, 
who has always championed the cause of labourers and of children, would 
have wished that to have been done, 'lhat would have meant that the Bill, 
if passed into law next year, would not have come into operation until the 
year after. It seemed to Government that it would be far better that I should 
make a ^ statement aboutj these amendments, got them known, and have 
them criticised at once,jKO that we might be able to proceed to the considera¬ 
tion of the Bill without delay. I must confess that I am rather puzzled 
to know what there was in my statement which led the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale 
to the conclusion that I intended to accept those amendments. My statement 
was meant to be entirely colourless. I merely stated what the Hon’ble 
Mr. Birkmyre proposed, so far as I understood the purport of his amendments.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned ter Friday, the 24th March 1911.

The Hon’ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson replied :~ 

“ The information asked for by the Hon’ble Member would involve a 
very .great expenofiture of time and labour and cannot be obtained during the 
present session of the Legislative Council. 

“A statement t showing the proportion of appointments ou Rs. 1,000 and 
tipwatds held by Europeans and Indians in 1910 os compared witli 1903 and 
lofiT tos recently been compiled for the informatio]i of the Government of 
and has to«day been laid upon tlie table.

t App«s^ B.- 
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“ A similar statement diowiug the proportion of appointments oh Ba. 500 
basis and over will now be taken in hand and will eventually be laid upon the 
table.” 

The Hon’ble Mr^Sachchidananda Sinha asked 

“ With roferonco to the ad interim reply given by the Hon’ble the 
Home Member to a question asked by me on the 16th March on the subject of 
the enrolment of legal practitioners in the 0010*13 of the North-West Frontier 
Province, will the Government be pleased to say whether they are now in a 
position to supply the information there requested?” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Jenkins replied: ~ 

“ (fli) AU legal practitioners (including barristers) who wish to practise in 
the North-West Frontier Province; are required to take out a license and to pay 
the following fees ; for a first grade license, Rs. 50 ; and for a second grade 
license, Rs. 25. 

“ A license remains in force until the end of the calendar year for which it 
is granted. On applications for renewal a fee of Ils. 20, in the case of a first 
grade license, or of Rs. 10, in the case of a second grade liwmse, has to be 
paid. 

“ (i) Since the formation of the Province on tlic 9th November 1901, 19 
applications for authority to pmetise have been received from barristers. Of 
these 2 have been rejected. 

“ (c) Dui’ing the same ])eriod, 326 apidications liave been made to the 
Judicial Commissioner for j^ermission to appear in particular Cases. Of these 
20 have been rejected. 

" [d) & {c) No maximum number of legal practitioners has been fixed by 
the Judicial Commissioner cither for hisou n Court or for the Courts subordinate 
to him. 

“ (/) The Government of India are not aware that dissatisfaction has been 
caused, either among lawyers (except, |)erhaps, those whose applications have 
been refused) or the litigant public, by the rules regulating the enrolment of 
legal practitioners in the Cofurls of the; North-West Frontier Pi'ovince. The 
local Administratif>n has r(!ceived ;io complaints from the public that the 
number of legal practitioners is insufficient. 

“ (ff) The rules in force in the Judicial Commissioner’s Courts iu othoi 
provinces vary considerably. The Hon’ble Member wdll gather, therefore 
that it is not practicable to reply to this question in its present form.” ' 

The Hon’ble Mr. Mazharul Haque asked :-~ 

“ reply to my question last year on the subject of the pay and prospeett 
of Civil Assistant Surgeons iu Bengal, the Hon'ble Sir Harvey Adamson, tht 
then Homo Member, Avas pleased to state that the Government of India had 
given full and sym2)athctic consideration to the memorials of the said Assistant 
Surgeons and to the proposals of the Government of Bengal and that thej 
were about to address the Secretary of State on the subject. Will tlio Goverrf 
ment be pleased to state whether the Secretary of State has been addressed and 
whe&er any cominxxnication lias been i*ocelved from him, axid whether it wil] 
be published ?” 

The Hon’ble Baba Bhupendranath Basu asked 

" In rejxly to a question regarding the improvement of prospects oi 
Assistant Surgeons, in the Bengal Legislative Council, on the ISflx Febrxjxar^i 
1911, the Local Govemxnent was jxleased to state that 'the (question of tht 
improvement of the prospects of the service of Civil Assistant SurgeoUc 
was awaiting the orders of the Government of India and the Secretary oi 
State will the Government be pleased to state what orders, if any, have been 
passed on the subject, and, if no orders have yet been pawed, when the puhHoa* 
tion of such orders may be expected ?" 
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“ The Government of India addressed the Secretary of State on the subject 
in May ' 19It) and again in January last. They have not received a reply to 
their last despatch and are unable to say at present whether any of the papers 
will be published.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Chitnavis asked:- 

“ Is it a fact that tlio ‘ castes and occupations ’ of cultivators aud ‘ the 
social condition of the landlords and tenants ’ are among the factors which 
form the bases of the rule of rent enhancement in the Central Provinces and 
that this rule lias produced great dksatisfaction among the landholding clas-sos ? 
If the rule is as above stated,— 


(a) On what jn’inciplc is the rule founded ? 

(&) Has it not the result of taxing, in addition to increased production, 
profits from non-agrlcultural pursuits as also the virtues of 
frugality and thrift ? 

(c) Will tho Government be pleased to sfiy whether it will, in consulta* 
tion with the Hon’hlc the Chief Commissioner, amend the rule so 
as to exclude from it the two factors referred to above ?” 


The Hon’ble Mr. Carlyle replied 

“ The social condition and circumstances of cultivators aiu relevant at 
tliree stages in the revision of a settlement. The first reference to these 
circumstances (aiticlc 19G of tho Settlement Code) is in connection with tho 
Tahsil Iteiwit, and is mainly of a general de8cripti^'e character. Tlie second 
reference [article 203 (10) of tho Code] requires the general circumstances, 
with the chief castes and occupations, .of the tenants, and the extent 
to which they are indebted, to be stated in connection with the 
Bent Rate Report. Tlic third reference (article 217 of tho Code) relates, 
among other things, to the classification of tenants hy their status which is 
made at attestation (article 170 of the Code), and is relevant to the extent of 
the margin, if any, to bo i-eJinquislied in favour of the raiyat when his rent is 
being fixed in accordance with the deductions of the Se'^tloment-ofllcer. The 
social condition of landlords is mentioned in the Tahsil Report only. 

“ The general prosperity, or the reverse, of a tract or village has always 
an important bearing upon tho settlement of rents and land-revenue, and the 
condition of each particular raiyat materially afi’ects the question whether he 
' individually should pay the full statistically deduced rent of his holding or 
IV something less. 

“ The statistically deduced rent is based on considerations of rise in prices, 
h quality of land and prevailing rates, and the information furnished as to the 
‘ caste, occupation and status of an individual tenant is freely used, not for 
raising his rent above tho deduced rent, but, on the contrary, for determining 
whether any, and if so what, retluction from that rent should be granted 
to him. 

I ” The best information at the disposal of the Government shows that 
* ihese principles are entirely in accordance with village opinion, that they 
do not tax other sources of income, and that they in no way discourage 
frugality and thrift among tenants or landlords. 

“ The Government consider that any abandonment of the principles in¬ 
volved would cause much dissatisfaction among the cultivating classes them¬ 
selves, and they do not propose to modify the practice followed, which cannot 
operate to the prejudice, but only in favour, of any one cultivator. ” 

Tbe Hon’ble Mr. Saohohidananda Sinha asked 

(a) Will the Government be pleased to state tho principles on which 
Government advertisements are given to newspapers P 

” (&) Are the principles, if any, definitely embodied in rules or instructions P 
If 80 , are they published or otherwise accessible to the public p 
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*' (<;) Ib it a fact that Gorenuueut adrarttseoienis arc ^Iren in. larger 
(quantities to some papers than t 9 others P If so, on what groonels ? 

“((i) Are the Government aware that a strong feding exists and which 
lias found expression in the Press that all newspapers are not treated ei^oallv 
in the matter of distribution of Government advertisements? Does any such 
inequality of treatment exist ? If s<}, do the Government propose to so modify 
the procMure in foree as to lead to an equal treatment r” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Jenkins replied :— 

" («) The Government of India do not select the nowsqmpors with whi<di 
official advertisements are to be placed. Each Department or Court or Office is 
left to make its own urrangemonts so as to obtain the widest publication at the 
least cost in the localities in which and among the public for whom each 
advertisement is intended. 

** (6) Ko rules or instructions have been issued on the subject. 

“ (c) It follows from the answer given to clause (a) of the question that 
certain papers wdll receive more advertisements than others and for the reasons 
there given. 

“ (d) Government are not aware that any inequality of treatment exists, 
and no specific instance of the kind suggested has been brought to their notice.” 
The Hon'ble Raja of Dighapatia asked 

“ With reference to the reply given by the Hon’ble Mr. Jenkins to my 
question of tlie Ist instant regardin? Government advertisements in certain 
newspapers at special rates, is Government aware that there is a standing 
notice in the Pioneer of Allahabad which states that while the rate for a 
full column of casual advertisement is Rs. 30 for each insertion or at the 
rate of four annas per lino only, its charges for Government advertisements 
are so much as eight annas per line P 

“ Will the Government state the qjrinciples on which official advertise¬ 
ments are sent to some newspapers, and if newspapers with very large cir¬ 
culations only are selected for the purpose ?” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Jenkins replied 

“ The notice of Government has been drawn to the fact stated in the 
Hon’ble Member’s question. The attention of the Local Government and 
of the principal advertising Departments concerned will be dmwn to the matter. 

** The Hon’ble Member is referred to the replies given to the questions 
put by the Hon’ble Mr. Sachchidananda Sinha on the same subject.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Subba Rao asked 

“ With reference to the answer given at the meeting of this Council on 
the 1st instant by the Hon’ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson that *it is understood 
that the Method of determining the profits (or assessment to income-tax of 
Life Assmunce Companies) is not uniform in the different Provinces,’ will 
the Government be pleased to state how the profits of Life Assurance Com¬ 
panies are assessed in the different Provinces ?’’ 

The Hon’ble Sir Gay Pleetwood Wilson replied« 

“ The principles followed in different provinces in calculating the profits 
of Life Assurance Companies for the purposes of the Income-tax Act are as 
follows:— 

In Eastern Bengal and Assam, the United Provinces and the Central 
Provinces no such Companies are assessed to the tax. 

“ In Bombay, the Punjab and Bengal the calculations are based on the 
statements of the officers of the Companies themselves; subject to the usual 
inspection of accounts, if considered necessary by the Collectors. 

“ In Madras, where there is one Company only, net profits are deduced by 
Subtracting from the reempts (including premia) of the year, all admissible 
(harges (including claims paid).

“ In Burma two .branch offices arc assessed on the piinclplo of dividing the 
total profits of the year between the Head Office and the .local branch propor* 
tionately to the amount which they n^pectively receive in prenih."

“ May I ask, with Your Lordship's permission, whether the practice in any 
of the provinces conforms to the princii)fos governing the assessment of income 
itnder the Income-tax Act in England ? ” 

The Hon’ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson 

'* I must ask for notice of the question ; it will requiit' looking into. ” 

The Hon’ble Hr. Subba Rao asked : - 

“I. Will the Government be pleased to state A\liat effect is proposed to be 
given to the recommendation of the Jtoyal Commission on Bi'centralization 
that ‘ the general principles of land-revenue assessment should be embodied 
in provincial legislation ? ’ 

** II. Will the Government be pleased to state whetlier it will he pleased 
to lay down definite rules limiting the increase in assessment which may he 
imposed at any settlement, as was onee proposed hy Lord Ripon’s Govi'm- 
ment ?” 

The Hon’ble Hr. Carlyle replied 

“ I. The Government of India lla^ 0 , with the approval of the Secretary of 
State, decided that it is not expedient to take any action on the i-ecommenda- 
tion in question. 

“ II. The proposals refen.'cd to by the Hon’ble Momher have been already 
to a large extent ado 2 )tod in Madras and Bombay. In the greater part of the 
h'mporarily settled area of India there are rules by v\ bich the assessment is 
limited to such figure as will prevent the resultiiig revenue from exceeding 
a certain share of the net assets or net pruducis and the Government of India 
are considering whetlier any further limitations arc required, but it is not 
intended to pi-cscribe the adoption of the proposals referred to by the Hon’ble 
Member.” 

The Hoa’ble the Raja of Kurupam asked: - 

“ Will the Government of India be pleased to say whether they will ask 
the Government of Madras not to oxtt'ud the imposition of tho Proprietary 
Village Service Ooss to estates in which it is not already levied ?” 

‘ The Hon’ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson replied: — 

' ' “ Tho Government of India do not consider it necessary to give tho 

"^'Madras Government any instructions in the matter.” 

f The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu asked 

' “ The Government of Bengal was pleased to state, at a meeting of the Local 

\Council held on the HOth August 1910, that the Local Government and tho High 
'’^ourthad submitted to the Government of India for its approval a proposal 
* the creation of a new grade of Munsiffs at a monthly salary of Bs. 500, similar 
what has been created since the partition in the province of Eastern Bengal 
ttud Assam, but that such proposal had not mot with the approval of tho Govorii- 
mont of India, and that the Government of Bengal had re-submitted tho question 
to the Hon’ble tho Judges of the High Court for further consideration. 

“ Will the Government be pleased to state whether the proposal for the 
creation of this grade of Munsiffs has made any further progress P” 

The Hon’ble Hr. Jenkins replied 

** As far aa the Gbvernmeut of India are aware, tho matter rests precisely 
where it was when it was explained by the Hon’ble Mr. Gourlay at the meeting 
of the Bengal Legislative Council of tho 80th August 1910. No further 
reference has been made by tho Bengal GKwernment to the Government of 
India on the subject.” 
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EDUCATIONAL SBllViOE.* " 

Tlio Hon’ble Babt- Bhupendrakath Basu : “ My Lori, with rog^ 
to the resolution* whicli stanAs in my name, having regard to what iho lion’hle 
Mr. Butlor said iu an.swer to the resolution moved by my friend the jSon’ble 
Mr. Subba Rao and to the assurance which be w'as pleased to convey to me 
that the whole inatter was being considered by the Government of India, with 
Tour Lordship’s permission and with the permission of my friend the Hon^ble 
Mr. Gokhalo, wliohas moved an amendment, I beg to withdraw this resolution 
for this. year. ” 

Sis Excellency the President : “ The Resolution is therefore with¬ 
drawn. ” 

BUDGET. 

The Hon’ble Sin Grv Peeetwood Wilson: “My Lord, I now present 
the Budget for 1911-1912. The Einancial Statement wliieh I laid before the 
Council on the 1st of March has run the gauntlet of criticism and discussion; 
and the result leafls me to believe that our financial dispositions for the year 
have commended themselves, in all their main features, to the great majority of 
mjr collcsiguoN. Tlie figures have now been again examined, and such alter¬ 
ations have been made in tliem as our latest information suggests. They 
are shown in their final form in the statements which aw! in the hands of 
Hon’ble Members, and in the explanatoiy memorandum which has been 
revised and brought up to date. There will be no discussion on the Budget 
to-day; but on Monday next it will be open to Members to offer such obser¬ 
vations ujwn it as they think proper, witliout moving resolutions or dividing 
the Council. 

“ The changes which have been made in the figures since they were last 
under our consideration are comparatively few and for the most part unim¬ 
portant. They involve no question of principle, and I shall describe their 
general effect in as few words as possible. 

“Our Imperial surplus for the year which is now closing is nearly 
£100,000 smaller than we had calculated a month ago. There are three main 
reasons for this. On the one hand our Bengal opium sales in March showed 
a fall in prices, due mainly to rumours of further taxation at Canton, which 
pulled our revenue doum by £8!{,000; while a certain slackness in the cotton 
and wheat traffic suggested a reduction of £120,000 in our estimate of net 
Railway earnings. On the other hand our Military charges are lighter by 
£10'',000 than I took them in the Einancial Siatcinent, mainly as a I'esult 
of short purchases of stores in England. 1 need not trimhle the Council with 
the few other and minor variations, which practically counterbalance each 
other. 

“ For the coming year the latest recension of onr estimate shows our 
Imperial surplus at £819,200, of which £638,800 or 96 lakhs may bo taken as 
derived from sources other than opium. The iinprovcmcut since my estimate 


*“ I. That this Connoil recommends to the Governor Oeneral in Council that one-tl^F 
of the posts reserved for tho Indian Educational Service be filled up by ap|x>intmesi|(K 
distinguished Indian graduates of Indian or British Universities and also by promotion fi^j 
tho ranks of the Provincial Educational Service. 

“II. That this Council recommends to the Governor General in Council that the 
Provincial Educatipnal Service should he so remodelled that not more than ten years should 
elapse for an officer to rise from Rs. 200 to Rs. 400 grade.” 

The Hou’hle Mr. GOKHAhK^S propoeed Amendment, 

“ “ That this Council recommends that tho distinction between the Imperial and Provincial 
branches of the Educational Service should he abolished; that every appointment in that 
service should be equally open to Europeans and Indians alike, sub,fect to the essential condi¬ 
tion of eijual qualifications ; that tho scale of salaries should be the same for both, an extra 
allowance being pud to European members of tho service iu consideration of their special 
requirements; and that the pn)8i>ect8 in the service as regards pay and pension should be so 
improved as to attract to ittne host men available both European and Indian " 
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of the Ist March is thus £75,400. Minor causes apart, this may be ascribed to 
the following rehsons. In the first place, additional interest will acciuo to us 
in consequence the law which was passed in Council on the 16th instant for 
inerrasing the invested portion of the Paper Currency Eeserve. Early next 
year we expect to be able to buy sterling seouritios at a cost of 2 crores, and 
three quarterly payments of the interest upon these (estimated at £30,000) 
will be credited in the Home Acco\mts. In the second place, the Punjab 
Government expects to receive 10 lakhs more than Ave took in the preliminary 
estimate from the sale of proprietary rights in its canal colonies ; and half of 
this, or £33,300, goes to swell the Imperial surplus. In the third place, about 
£23,300 of the cost of tbe preparations for the Eoyal Darbar "will be spout 
before the end of the current month, thus diminishing the proAusion which had 
been made in the Budget. And lastly, £11,300 have been added to tbe Military 
allotments, chiefly on account of the store.s which it Avas meant, but found 
impractieable, to pvirchase in England during the current year. The not result 
of these four changes gives the impwivement to AAlrich I alluded. 

“ Leaving our revenue figures and the outgoings against them, I note in 
conclusion certain changes in our general cash position. Our opening cash 
balance for next year will be better than avo estimated by about £680,000. 
This is partly duo to the advance instalments of the ncAV sterling loan for £3^ 
millions, which was issued last Aveek at 96 ; partly to an increase in ovir savings 
bank deposits ; and partly to considerablq further lapses in cijpital expenditure. 
Nearly half of the improvement, ]ioAA"(Wcr, will be absorbed next year; chiefly 
as the result of increased provincial exponditiu’e against the grants which Local 
Governments have received in the current year. When i announced these 
grants in the Pinancial Statement, we had not had time to consult Local 
Governments fully as to the time and manner of their expenditure. In the 
interval, the employment of the grants has been carefully considered by the 

S rovincial authorities in consultation with their Councils, and it has been 
edded to provide in next year’s budget for a larger measure of expenditure 
than I had tentatiA^ely assumed in our preliminary estimates. Mainly oAA'ing 
to this cause, the combined cash balances at the end of 1911-1912 will bo only

respect have avc altered our estimate of ways and means, except that provision 
is made for the remittances through our Currency JlcserA^c Avhich are necessary 
to finance the additional investments that arc in contemplation. There are 
no other points with AAhich I need occupy the time of the Council.”

Discussion on the Separation of Burma from India, 


FINANCIAL ASPECTS. 


1. It is not possible to arrive at any sati 8 faotoi 7 exmclusion regarding the 
Contribution of Burma or any other province to India by any general examina¬ 
tion of the Accounts as publishotl liy the Government of India, because a 
number of adjustments not traceable in the Accounts would be necessary to give 
each Province its correct share of not surplus. Por example the Bengal 
Accounts include the United Province opium, and Bombay takes credit for 
the Malwa opium. Then again Bengal, Madras, and Bombay are crediti^d 
with the Salt and Customs receipts properly a|)pcrtaining to the inland pi-ovin- 
ces, etc. Each provincxj is also crcjdited with the net Railway Teceipts, and 
since 1896-96, no charge has been made for interest on capital and other 
charges paid direct by the Imperial Government. The Home Charges, includ¬ 
ing Pensions and Purlougli allowances, Military and Civil Stores, and a 
number of other charges, are excluded from the Provincial Accounts. The 
Indian expenditure on the Army is also omitted from all provinces, except 
Bombay and Madras, and tliat sliown for the former includes troops in 
Baluchistan, Aden, Central Provinces, etc., whilst tlic Madras figures include 
the whole of the Burma Force. 

2. It is obvious therefore that each Province must he considered by itself 
and I have been at some trouble to ascertain the position of Burma duriiig tlie 
past 42 years. During this entire period we bav<i the exact Imperial receipts 
and charges, and tlie local cost of the Military Force employed within tlie 
province. It has always been an object in Indian MiUtaiy police to maintain 
as large a portion of the Army as possible in India itself, and it may conse¬ 
quently be accepted that Burma has boon supplied with the minimum neces¬ 
sary for its requirements. 

3. Taking these figures alone by themselves, i,e.. the actual local receipts 
and expenditure, as shown in the budget, Burma gave a surplus as contribution 
to Imperial every year since 1861-62, excej)! for the years from 1886-87 to 
1889-90, and 1891-92, varying from 12 Ijiklis to 265 lakbs. From these figures, 
liowever, it is necessary to deduct Burma’s share of the Home charges, which 
include Civil and Military Stores, Furlough allowances and Pensions, etc. As 
regards the Home Military charges, the aggregate expenditure of the last 
20 years shows that they average 42 per c(mt. of tlm expenditure paid in India, 
but in working out the calculations for the entire period 1 have cliarg<?d Burma 
jkt the rate of 33 per cent. only. As regards the Home Civil charges, exclusive 
■interest on debt, and all Capital Charges, tlie net expenditure for the last 
pif years of Stores, Pension and Furlough allowances, represented 4 73 per cent. 
n>f tne gross revenues of India and Burma, and it may lie accepted that each 
province should on an average be charged in proportion to its gross revenue. 
In these estimates I have, however, charged the Burma revenues witli 4 per 
cent. only. In addition to these there must be deducted tlie Railway charges, 
interest on Railway debt, Guaranteed interest, and interest on Irrigation Capital, 
The result of the ngures so worked out for the 42 years, 1861-62 to 1902-03, no 
figures for 1903-04 have yet been published, is a total net surplus for the 
entire period of 4| crores. 

4. From these figures, however, should also be deducted the charges in¬ 
curred in India for Civil, Military, and Public Works Stores, and Furlough 
Allowaiices and Pensions paid by India, Interest on Burma Telegraph CapiUl 
charges, contribution to the Royal Navy and Royal Indian Marine, and 
Burma’s share of the cost of the Central Government. The aggregate of these 
charges during the 42 years probably covers the whole of the net surplus of 
4J crores. 
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5. But the important item of interest on Burma’s debt to India has. 
also to be considered. There is no published account showing what this debt 
now is, or how it has increased or decreased year by year, but it is possible to 
arrive at a fair approximation. We know that the 1824i War cost 6 crOres, 
and was followed by a scries of heavy deficits, the War of 1862 could not have 
cost less than another 6 orores, and the yea^s succeeding up to 1861-62, the first 
year included in these estimates, were all deficit years. Thus the year 1861-62 
could not have opened with a smaller debt than 15 crores, and it was probably 
higher. Starting with this figure, and allowing the Government rate of in¬ 
terest on it, and the amount of deficit for each year so arrived at being 
added to the debt of the province, Burma experienced an actual deficit year 
after year up to 1903-04 inclusive. These deficits have been decreasing rapidly 
since 1896-96 and the calculations indicate that 1904-06 will be the first year 
anywhere approaching equilibrium.

STATEHENT VIII. 

Finance and Trade. 

One point of importance in connection with the separation of Burma from India is the 
question of Trade in its relation to the finances. 

At present the bulk of the surplus is collected in February and March of each year, 
about 70 lakhs in February and 2 erores in March. Most of the February surplus is made 
use of for Trade purposes, but the March surplus is received too late to be of any use, and is 
sent to India through the Currency, where it is used. From April to December, the surjilus 
is similarly disposed of with the result that the Burma cash balances can be kept conveniently 
low. From December money is required in Burma to iiiiance trade, and what was sent to 
India from March to December is received hack through the Currency, and in coin, and in 
this way trade can be financed with the retention of small cash balances. 

If, however, Burma and India were sopai-ated, this system would no longer bo possible, 
and either very higher cash balanceB maintained at a groat cost, would have to he accumulated 
by December, or trade would suffer. Scarcity of money to finance trade would mean a rise in 
iL^es, and a rise in prices would mean a fall in exports, and a decrease in revenue, bath under 
pSnd Revenue and Customs. 

^ The magnitude of the financial operations of trade is shown by the fatrt that nearlj^ 6 
erores of rupees was taken between December 10th, 1903, and March 10th, 1904% 

The question of the Export and Import trade of Burma must also be considered in this 
connection. If Burma was separated from India, India would tax Burma imports, and Bni nm 
would be at liberty to tax India's exports. 

The aggregate value of the local exports of Burma to India in 1903-04 was R5,31,30,000, 
and the imports of Indian produce and manufac;tures was R6,51,41,000. Thus, so far as 
the finances are concerned^ the Burma treasury would benefit by the change. An import 
duty of 5 per cent, ad valorem would give 32} lakhs, and 4 annas per ton on the export of rice 
would give another half lakh, making 33 lakhs in all. 

But on the other hand India would tax her imports from Burma. The principal articles 
exported from Burma to India are rice, lac, oils, and timber, which account for nearly 44 
erores of the export, and the question arises whether the Burma tmde is strong enough to 
flouri^ with a tax on the lao, oil and timber exports, and, what is nerbaps more important, 
what the effect would be on the trade in the numerous minor items 01 export which at present 
owe their existence solely, or almost solely, to the Indian demand. The inference is that 
the first named would suffer, and that many of the smaller exports would be practically 
strangled. 
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EXFLANATOBT NOTE ON STATEKENT IZ. 

Burma’s Financial position in 1903-04. 

1. Budget figures ,—The figures given in columns 2 to 5 are taken from the Burma 
Administration Reports from 1861-02 to 1881-8*2, and thereafter from the Financial State¬ 
ments, that for 1882-88 beinw the first j car available. The year 1861-62 is the first year 
for which figures can be obtained in the Administration Reports. 

2. Allotment for proi'hicial—Column 4. —The year 1871-72 was the first year in which 
<the accounts were divided between Imperial and Provincial, and for the first seven years 

Imperial contrilnited to Provincial. 

3. Jiailtvag charges—Column 6 , —Previous to 1896-97 the Burma Railway was a State 
Railway, and interest on the (Capital expenditure, and all other charges \ycrv included in the 
Imperial side of the Provincial Accounts. Fi*om 1896-97 tho figures aro actuals, but aro not 
shown in tho Provincial Accounts. 

4*. Armg — Column 7.—The actual payments in Burma and in India, on account of 
Burma, are taken from the Administration Reports down to 188 I- 80 . From that year to 
1898-99, th(*y have heeti taken from figures received from tho Controller of Military Accounts, 
Madras. The figures from 1898-99 have also been taken for tho remaining years of the 
jjeriod. The additiouH nuidt? eacfhyear to tho Indian charge on account of tho Hoiiu; charges 
of the Burma Force have hoon estimated. The aggregate net co.st of the llomo charges 
for the entire Indian Army for tlu.f last 20 years works out to 12 per cent, of the actual 
aggregate net cost in India. It may be accepted that tlio Homo cliarges may be divided in 
proportion to tbe cost in India, in which case Jhiriiia should be charged with l2 jier j-eni. on 
her Indian cost, but to ]>revont the possibility of overcharging, tbe figures have been 
estimated at 33 per cent. onl 3 \ It may be achle^l that Burma, unlike any other province, has 
always been furnished with onl\" her minimum requirements of Milikiry. 

5. Interest on Jrrigalum Capital—Column 8 .~Tbe figures are actuals, worked out on a 
per cent, basis. 

6 . ihme Civil charges—Column 9. —Tho net expenditure for the past 20 years of all 
Civil charges, detalhid in Statement VI, paid in England, works out to *1*73 per cent, of tbe 
gross revenues of India, including Burma, for the same period. It may be accepted that 
each ])rovinee should, on an average, he charged, on this account, iu proportion to its gross 
revenue, but to prevent any risk of overcharging, the estimates charge Burma with 4 per cent 
only on her gross revenues. 

1, Net Imperial Receipts--Column 11 — gives the surpluses and deficits each 3 'ear on 
account of the various heads already noted on, but excludes— 

(a) Burma’s debt to India. 

ih) Indians charges for (.-ivil and Public Works Stores. 

(f) India’s charges for Civil and Military pensions atid furlougli allowances paid in 
India. 

[(1) Contributions to Rojral Navy and Royal Indian Marine. 

(e) Share of Central Government in India. 

8 . Burma Jleht-—Column 12. —The first Burma‘War, 1824-, is stated in Ferrar’s, and in 
other Works, to have cost £5,000,000. This involved a debt at 5 per cent, of 25 lakhs a 
year, the succeeding years must necessarily have been years of delicit, and Burma’s debt to 
India must have increased considerably for many years. It is probable, however, that tho 
rich districts of Lower Burma, originally annexeii, produced surpluses in the latter years 
between the annexation and the second war in 1852, but even allowdng for this it is doubtful 
if Burma’s debt to India in 1852 could have l»cen le.s 8 ihaii 8 evores. The second war, 18.52, 
may be estimated to have similarly cost £5,000,000, though it was piobably higher. Thus 
itmay bo estimated that the province commenced, after the annexation of 1852, with a debt 
Bis crores ; which at 4 per cent, interest, represented an annual payment of 52 lakhs. TIio 

districts annexed were not so productive as the old ones, and it may be estimated, on the 
analogy of tbe following 10 years, that from 1852 to 1861, Burma’s debt, including the 
interest on her previous debt, w-as increased by not less than 5 crores, making the total'debt 
in 1861-62, tbe first year of the series estimated, 18 crores. To prevent any risk of exagge¬ 
ration, however, 15 crores only has been adopted in tlie estimate as the debt of Burma to 
India in 1861. 

9. The further calculations have been worked out by charging 4 per cent, interest on 
the debt (3i per cent, from 1894-95], column 13, and deducting from that amount the 
imperial net receipt, representing a deficit, or vice versd, leprescnling a surplus, the result 
being shown in column 14. Tho debt of each year, column 12 , is accordingly calculated by 
adding the deficit to the debt of the previous year. 

10 . No estimate has been made for the ftirther charges referred to in paragraph 7 above 
(4) to [e) debitablc to India, but the aggregate, though considerable, may be ignored for 
present pmrposes.

“ 7 . If so, will the Government state if their claims have been considered by 
the Secretary of State for India or pressed by the Government of India when 
filling up vacancies or now posts in the Indian Educational Service ? ” 

The Hon'ble Mr. Butler replied: - 

“ The attention of the Government has been drawn to the observations of 
Mr. Valentine Oliirol. As I stated the other day, the position and prospects of 
the Provincial Educational Service are now under tlio consideration of the 
Government of India. Provincial Services exist in several departments. The 
whole matter was discussed thoroughly in connection with the resolution moved 
by the Hon*ble Mr. Subba Eao. 

“ A statement has alrendy been laid on the table giving the information 
asked for in paragraph 3 of the question. 

“ Only two appointments have boon made from the Provincial Educational 
Service to the Indian Educational Service. They wore made in the years 1902 
and 1903 in the Punjab and United Provinces, respectively. 

“ The reason against such appointments is the policy laid down by the 
Public Service Commission and accepted by His Majesty’s Government. Tlie 
Government are aware that there are distinguished members of the Provincial 
Educational Service. As already stated, the position and prospects of that 
service are now under consideration. The Government of India can give no 
information as to the correspondence which has passed between them and the 
Secretary of State in regard to the general question or to particular recom¬ 
mendations. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Sachohidananda Sinha asked 

(a) Will the Government be pleased to state the procedure which is 
adopted in the case of expulsions under sections 210 and 211 of the Canton¬ 
ment Code and the methods by means of which such expulsions are brought 
about? 

“ (ft) Are the Government aware that the system of expulsion operates 
harshly on the civil population of the cantonments ? If so, do the Govern¬ 
ment propose to modify it ?” 

His Excellency the Commander-In-Chief replied 

*‘(a)*-The procedure is laid down in sections 210 and 211 of the Cantonment 
Code, 1899, and this is followed in such cases. 

“(ft) Government are not aware that the system operates harshly. Tl^ 
persons expelled are either criminals or disorderly persons whose removal (SW 
not operate harshly on respectable members of the civil population. It is 
considered that sufficient provision for meeting any possible hardship lies in 
the right of appeal to the District Magistrate as regards cases under section 210 
of the Code, and to the General Officer Commanding the Division ia‘ respect 
of cases under section 211. The Government of India do not propose to make 
any modification in the existing procedure.*’ 

The Hon’ble Mr. Sachchidananda Sinha asked 

“ (a) Is it not a fact that the civil Indian populations of the cantonments 
constitute by far the largest body of tax-payers within the municipal areas 
of the cantonments P 

(ft) Do they at present possess the right of electing their representatives on 
the Cantonment Committees ? 

(c) If not, do the Government propose to confer such rights on them p ** 

His Excellency th$ Commander-in-Chl^f replied 

“(a) Yes, 
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“(ft) No, but under rule 4 of the Gaiitonment Code, 1899, the General Officer 
Gomraanding a Division may, by order, appoint any residents of a cantonment, 
whether officials or non-officials, to be additional ihemhers of the Cantonment 
Committee for specified periods. This is done in many cantonments. 

“ (<?) The question of electing non-officials is under the consideration of the 
Government of India.” 

The Hon'ble Hr. Dadabhoy asked 

* “ (o) With reference to the Government reply of 29th March 1910, to 
my question regarding proposals for the amendment of the Indian law relating 
to life assurance, will the Government he pleased to state if any decision has 
been come to ? 

“ (ft) Is the Government now in a position to lay on the table the corre¬ 
spondence on the subject with the Secretary of State ?” 

The Hon'ble Mr. Clark replied 


“ The Government of India have decided to undertake legislation and have 



of State and liis orders are awaited. 

“ In the circumstances the Government of India are not in a position to 
lay on the table the correspondence with the Secretary of State.” 

The Hon’ble Raja of Partabgarh asked 

“ (o) Is the Government aware that there is a strong feeling in Oudb 
bat an Indian should be appointed as a Judicial Cotninissioner of Oudh ? 

“ (ft) Will the Govornment be pleased testate if it contemplates appointing 
in Indian to the vacancy caused in the Bench of the .Judicial Commissioner by 
;be translation of E. M. DesChamier, E.sq., to the Bench of the Allahabad High 
:ourt ?” 

The Hon’ble Hr. Jenkins replied 

“ (a) The Government of India are aware that there is a strong feeling 
n Oudh that an Indian should be appointed as a Judicial Commissioner in 
Dudh. 

“ (ft) The appointments of Judicial Commissioner and of Additional 
Judicial Commissioners, Oudh, are made by the Local Government with the 
previous sanction of the Governor General in Council. The Government of 
India have received the Local Government’s proposals for filling the vacancy 
in the Oudh Court which will be caused by the appointment of Mr. Chamier 
X) be a Puisne Judge of the High Court at Allahabad, and these are under their 
jonsideration.” 

rbe Hon’ble Sir Sassoon David asked■ 

^ “ In view of the disparity shown by the percentages allowed in different 

Provinces, as also in the method of estimating the capital cost, for assessment 
:or income-tax purposes for depreciation of machinery and buildings, in tho 
statement placed on the table on the 20th instant, will Government bo pleased 
to say whether they propose to issue orders for tho adoption of a uniform system 
in order to place factories in all Provinces on an equal footing ? ” 

The Hon’ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson replied; - 

" The matter will receive consideration. ” 

The Hon’ble Raja of Partabgarh asked 

“ Will the Government of India be pleased to state whether the amount of 
£940,000 (141 lakhs) provided in next year’s Budget for the Boyal visit includes 
the cost of the Provincial camps at Delhi ?” 

The Hon’ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson replied 

No. The estimate of Provincial expenditure is separate. ” 
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The Hon’ble Paiidit Madan Mohan Malaviya asked 

‘•Will the Government be pleased to lay on thetableinformation con- 
cjerning the fee rates, or, in the absence of such rates, the general average 
of fees levied in arts and law colleges and in general schools, whether 
Government, municipal, board, or aided, in the several Provinces of Britist 
India in the year 1910 ; and the same as levied in the year 1904 ? 

“ Will the Government be pleased to say if it has been decided or is con¬ 
templated to raise the existing scale of fees in any of the Provinces 
The Hon’ble Mr. Butler replied :~ 

“ Statements showing the average fee per month per pupil collected in 
various classes of boys’ institutions in the several Provinces are laid on the 
table.* The Government of India arc collecting information as to the rates of 
fees actually in force. They are not aware whether it is proposed to raise the 
fee rates in any Province, but the United Provinces Government has recently 
appointed a Committee to examine the question of the adequacy or otherwise, 
of the present foes in secondary schools.” 

BUDGET. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Mazharitl Haqur : “ My Lord, the details of the Budget 
have been so thoroughly discussed that not much remains to be said to-day. 
However, I should like to make a few observations on some points which are of 
extreme interest to the country. But before I proceed to do so I desire to offer 
my hearty congratulations to my Hon’ble friend the Finance Member for the 
very able and satisfactory Budget that he has placed before the Council. He 
has been exceedingly lucky in having a large windfall from Opium receipts, 
and most of the other heads of revenue have shown considerable improvements. 
The very elements have been in league with liim in preparing a Budget which 
may truly be called a prosperity Budget. But the genius of a Finance Member 
does not disclose itself so much in the rcialisation of revenue as in the apportion¬ 
ment of expenditure. The two most gratifying features of the present Budget 
are an anxiety for economy in several departments of State and a willingness 
to spend more on objects of general utility. No doubt much has not been 
effected in the current year, but a beginning has been made in the right 
direction, and that is a very great thing. I find that the preachings of my 
Hon’ble friend have not fallen on deaf ears, and that two such departments 
as the Army and the Hallways, ^v hose proclivities for heavy expenditure are well 
known, have at last fallen to his constant attacks and are trying to practise 
much-needed lessons in economy. These arc welcome signs of a happy future, 
and my Hon’ble friend is entitled to the thanks of tlie whole country. 

“ My,Lord, another obvious criticism which strikes one regarding the 
annual discussions on the Financial Statements and the Budgets is that they 
are of a purely acadernicsil character and that in spite of strong and earnest 
representations of the non-official Members no modification or alteration 
possible either in principle or important details. Out and dry proposals ar^ 
placed before us in this Council and have to bo accepted as such and in their 
entirety. Our repi’esentaiions may be of some help and guidance to the Finance 
Department in the preparation of the Budget for the corning year; but by 
that time new circumstances have arisen, new forces have come into play, 
money is wanted for some unforeseen project, and the one-year old criticisms 
lose their forces entirely. There is a good deal of truth in these views. Of 
course, tlie proposals of the Government by their very nature have to be kept 
secret to the very last moment'; but if by any arrangement the non-offidal 
opinion could be ascertained and as far as possible given effect to, much of the 
time of this Council which is now wasted in fruitless and desultory discussions 
would be saved and an altoj^ther happy impression regarding the accessibility 
of the officials to popular opinion will bo produced in the country. 

“ My Lord, I should like to say a few words about two items of expen¬ 
diture in the Budget. My Hon’ble friend Sir Guy Fleetwood Wil^, in hie

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speech iwhen introducing the Financial Statement, expressed a hope that the 
provision of £940^000 for the Durbar expenses of His Majesty the King- 
Emperor will net be considered by the Council as higher than the people of 
India would wish to provide for the becoming celebration of a great historic 
event. t^My Lord, permit mo to assure my Hon'ble friend and througli him the 
whole British nation tliat wo do not consider the sum to be high at all. No, 
most emphatically no.. Indeed, we would have cheerfully borne the expen¬ 
diture of a much larger ajnoiint, even of the whole surplus of the present year if 
neces^rv, for a grand and l)ofitting reception of our beloved King-Emperor. 
This is the first time in the history of British connection with India that a 
ruling Sovereign is coming to this country, and it stirs our hearts to the very 
depth when we think that we, the Indian subjects of His Gracious Majesty, are 
so dear to him that he has tal<en the trouble of coming all these thousands of 
miles simply with the object of giving us an opportunity of seeing him. My 
Lord, we are an Oriental and therefore an iinfiginative people. Other 
nations of the world can hardly realise our feelings and sentiments of 
loyalty and love to our Sovereign Lord. When the electric wires 
flashed the news that His Majesty liad expressed his desire to hold 
a Durbar at Delhi, there was universal joy in the country at the prospect of 
seeing our King-Emperor in our midst. The celebration of such an important 
event should be on such a scale of grandeur and magnitude that it may capti¬ 
vate the hearts and appeal to the imaginations of His Majesty’s Indian subjects. 
My Lord, as a Musalman Member of tliis Council I consider it my duty to offer 
the humble and loyal thanks of my community to His Majesty for the kind 
consideration which His Majesty has sliown towards the religious feelings of the 
followers of Islam in India. At great iiiconvonioncc to himself, His Majesty 
changed the dates of the Durbar so that they may not clash with the Mohurrum 
celebrations. Such kindness goes far to strengthen and enhanc(j the feeling of 
loyalty which is inherent in the Indian people. My Lord, I also expect groat 
political results from the coming Royal visit. It will bind the ];)eoplo of India 
more firmly than ever to the British throne and teach the ruling class to trei^t 
the people with sympathy and kindness. 

“ My Lord, the other item of expenditure upon which I should like to touch 
briefly is the generous grant of my Hon’ble friend for tlie initial or capital 
expenditure on schemes of Educational and Sanitary progress. This he has been 
able to do because of the windfall in the Opium receipts. The grants are non¬ 
recurring. I wish that he had seen his way to begin with recurring grants, how* 
ever small in amount, which would have Ixicn spent upon a definite policy of 
extension in Education and Sanitation. My own Province has received the hand* 
some amount of £230,000 for those useful and much-needed reforms. As the 
money has been chiefly contrilmtod by my own Province of Bcdiar, which is the 
great centre of poppy cultivation in India, I express the hope that His Honour 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal will koc^p the claims of Bohar before Iris' 
eyes and ^ivo us our fair and due share. I also hope that the major portion of 
jJ^Eduoatioiial grant will be spent on capital expenditure on extension of pri- 
iSKHj education and not on bricks and mortar. I am afraid that there 
IV a tendency in these days to spend more money in constructing costly 
school-houses than on actual educational work. What is requir^ is to 
go back to the old iinligonous system of Vernacular (Kluciitiun when 
every village and hamlet had a few makiabs and patshalas of its own to boast. 

My Lord, I have done. Tour Excellency lias commenced the administra¬ 
tion of the country with every desire to put your trust in the people and 
sympathise with their natural and legitimate aspirations ; the Members of your 
Excellency’s Executive Gouncil, among whom there is an exceptionally able 
and patriotic Indian, have shown a laudable anxiety to meet us half way in 
accepting our several representations ; while wo non-official Members and the 
public outside are ready to respond to Your Excellency’s call to co-operate with 
the Government. These, my Lord, are happy signs which augur well for the 
future of India, and I am optimistic enough to fully believe in them.” 

^ „ The fiou’ble Mu. 8achchii)ananj)A Sinha : “ My Lord, it is a matter for 
sincere ^tifleation that the first Budget presented to tiiis Council during Your 
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Excellency’s administration should have been a * prosperity Bud^t ’ in the 
best sense of the term, and I offer my respectful congratulations to the 
Hon’ble the Finance Member on fhe good luck that has befallen him. I must 
also gratefully acknowledge tlie disposition he has made of the surplus A)r the 
current year, and I assure him that the large allotments given by him to the 
various Provinces* for furthering the cause of Education and Sanitation—two 
of the most crying needs of the country—have been much appreciated by the 
public. 

“ Coming to the alteration in the tax on tobacco, I cannot help expressing 
my regret that, when tlic occasion presented itself for any reduction, the 
Hon’ble the Finance Member did not see his way to reduce the tax on 

S troleum, which was so strongly opposed last year by most of the non-ofEcial 
embers of this Council, as one which hits hard the poorest classes in the 
country. 

The Hon’ble the Finance Member tells mo I am out of order in alluding 
to a duty which has been settled.” 

His Excellency the Phesident : “lam afraid you are out of order in 
alluding to a duty which lias already been settled by a vote of this Council.” 

The Ilon’blc Ain. Sacuchidananda Sinha: “ I was not discussing what 
has been already done, but simply indicating the policy of the Government of 
India in regard to fiscal matters.” 

His &cellency the President: “I would rather you omitted any 
further reference to that. You liave had plenty of opportunities of discussing 
the policy of the Government of India in regard to the question of the tobacco- 
duties. It is a matter which has now already been settled. Therefore, I should 
be much obliged if you would omit any further reference to that subject.” 

The Hon’blo Mr. Sachchidananda Sinha : “ Certainly, mjr Lord. 

This time last year, rumours wore so persistent that a countervaihng duty 
would be levied on indigenous tobacco, under pressure from the Home 
Government, acting under the influence of British manufacturers, that I 
thought it my duty in the course of the Budget debate to enter my protest 
against the suggestion. I am glad that our apprehensions on this point have 
not come true ; but the reduction in the duty on tobacco—which no one 
wanted—in place of on petroleum, which was ba(fly needed, is significant. 

The Hon’ble Sir Gut Fleetwood Wilson : “ May I presume to rise to 
appoint of order ? I submit that, as the rates both for petroleum and for 
tobacco are laid down by Statute and a vote has been taken on that Statute 
this year, I think the Hon’ble Member does not quite realise that ho is out of 
order in discussing them at the pr(>scnt moment.” 

His Excellency the President : “I have to emphasise the exactness of 
what thq,Hon’ble the Finance Member has just said, and I would ask the 
Hon’blo Member to omit any further reference to these two duties.” 

The Hon’blo Mu. Sachchidananda Sinha: “My Lord, one of the most 
notable reforms connected with the present Budget is the inauguration of 
system of permanent financial settlement with the eight major Province^ 
Last year, in the course of the Budget debate, I pointed out that the percentage 
of revenue appropriated by the Imperial Government ranged from 30 per cent, 
in the Central Provinces to 45 per cent, in Madras ; and I suggested the adjust* 
ment on more uniform lines and also such as will enable the Provinces to 
retain at least tw^o-thirds of the revenue raised in them. The system now 
inaugurated, though it docs not conform to the standard of two-thirds and one- 
third, is certainly a groat improvement on the old settlements, and to that 
extent it will bo conducive to the interests of the people.* But I regret to notice 
that in the arrangements made the United Provinces have not fared ^ well bjs 
the other Provinces and as they might have been expected to, considering their 
large contributions in the past to the Imperial exchequer. Though the Hon’ble 
the Finance Member did not see'his way to accept the Hon’ble Mr. Malaviya’s 
resolution about the United Provinces being allotted—like the other Provinces-?^ 
half and not three-eighths .of their land-revenue, I am glad to find that Sir 
John Hewett has spoken out his mind freely and franMy on the tobjeot. 
Presiding at the last meeting of the Provincial Oounoil, ho said that he had 
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‘great sympathy with the resolution’ moved in this Council, and that the 
finan cial arrangements made ‘ do not appear to be such os will satisfy the 
legitimate claims* of the United Provinces. Ho announced that ho proposed 
^ to make a full but dispassionate reprasentatidn to the Government of India.’ 
Regard being had to the very high opinion which Your Excellency’s Govern¬ 
ment rightly entertain of the work and worth of Sir John Hewett—and which, 
in fact, was the main ground urged by the Hon’ble the Home Member for 
refusing to accept my proposal for an Executive Council for that Province, I 
hope Sir John’s representation will receive the careful attention of the 
Government of India. 

“My Lord, Your Excellency is no doubt awaie of the keen interest 
which is now being taken by all interested by the welfare of India in furthering 
the cause of Education—especially Primary Education—in the country. The 
public have therefore welcomed the creation of a separate Department for 
Education and allied subjects, and they have been all the more gratified to find 
the new portfolio entrusted to so capable and sympathetic an administrator as 
my Hon’ble friend Mr. Butler, whoso generous enthusiasm for the spread of 
education has left a deep impress on the educational progress of the United 
Provinces. It is to us a matter of genuine satisfaction that the Government 
have been paying of late much greater attention to the educational needs and 
requirements of the country than they did before ; nevertheless the fact remains 
tliat educationally India is yet perhaps the most backward country of those that 
have any pretensions to a civilized system of administration. The data support¬ 
ing this view have been placed before this Council very recently by the 
Hon’blo Mr. Gokhale. A comparison between the (expenditure incurred 
during the last twelve years on the Army, Police and Education respectively 
brings into strong relief the comparative indifference shown to the cause of 
educational progress.

“ It appears that during the twelve years from 1898-1899 to 1909-1910— 
he last year up to which complete figures are available—the expenditure 
jn the Army went up by over GJ crores and that on the Police by nearly 
2J crores or 9 crores on both. Now, the growth of expenditure on Education 
diiring the same period—after deducting the income from fees—seems to have 
risen only by a little less than 1^ crores 1 A great part of this relatively small 
increase has taken place during the last six years. From 1903-1904 to 1907-1908 
it was a period of unbroken surpluses, and the claims of Education therefore 
received some attention at the hands of the Central Govermnent and but for 
which Education would have been starved as before, and left to be taken care of 
by the Local Governments, whose unaided resources, as has so often been urged, 
ate totally inadequate to meet the educational requirements of the torritbries 
under their control. I thankfully acknowledge the recognition which Education 
W sidw been receiving at the hands of the Government of India. But what 
I urge is t^t in future the pRCo of educational progress should be quicker. 
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Even if the very high expenditure on Police—in 1909-1910 nearly three tijnes 
of that on Education—bo said to bo justified, in view of the improvements being 
introduced in that service and the rise of political crime in some parts of the 
country, there is no doubt that there is little justification now for a steady rise 
in our Military expenditure, such as has boon the case during the last twelve 

S rs, If it be iinpossible to reduce the number of British troops stationed in 
ia, it should not bo impossible for Your Excellency’s Government to secure 
an equitable apportionment of the charges incurred on them between the 
Home Government and the Indian Government. A good deal of evidence of 
experts like General Brackenbury was given l)eforc the Welby Commission in 
support of this view, which is in entire agreement u ith Indian opinion. It was 
no Indian politician hut the Government of India who exj)ressed the opinion 
that— 


* The Imperisil Government keeps in India and quarters upon the revenues of that country 
as lai’i^e a portion of its army as it thinks can possibly he required to maintain its dominion 
there ; that it hahitiially treats that army as a reserve force available for Imperial purposes, 
that it has uniformly detac'hed European regiments from the gan isoii of India to take part in 
Im|wial wars whenever it has been found necessary or convenient to do so j and, more than 
this^ that it has drawn not less freely upon the Native army of India, towards the maintenance 
of which it contributes nothing, to aid in contests outside of India with which the Indian 
Governmont has liad little or no concern. 

“ Here is a strong case made out hy the Government of India for a just 
apportionment of the charges on th(5 British troops stationed in this country 
between the Homo and the Indian Governments. However that may be, 
it is time that exj^enditure ol the Army wciv; cut dowm so far as possible—and 
we arc grateful to His Excellency tlic Commander-in-Chief for lus resolve to 
overhaul and examine the whole Army expenditure, Avith a view to greater 
economy—and that the amount so liberated were devoted to Education. As 
things stand at present, it is in my humble opinion a serious blot on our system 
that the Army and the Police should receive so much more attention than 
Education as to have absorbed between tliem during tlie last twelve years no less 
than,25 times the money spent on the latter—379 crores as against 16 crores. The 
first decade of the century has been with us, under the impetus given by Lord 
Curzon’s Government, an era of improvements in th(5 Army and Police. We 
hope that the second decade, under the impetus imparted by Your Lordship’s 
Government, wdll be an era of educational progress. 

“ Your Lordship has assumed the reins of Government at a time when the 
conditions of the country are favourable for the inauguration of large measures 
of educational and economic reforms, and I may venture to express the hope 
that it Avill fall to the lot of Your Excellency’s Government to so administer 
this country as will be conducive to its prosperity by the expansion of its 
industries^ and trade, th(5 spread of Education amongst its peojde and the 
improvement in their sanitary suiTOundings. Fiscal Auronomy, Education and 
Sanitation are thus the three greatest needs of the country, and I hope Your 
Excellency’s Government wull do all that is possible to further their cause.” Rtf 

The Hon’ble Mu. Dadabhoy : “ My Lord, a prosperity Budget do^ 
not call for much comment. To us the fact that it synchronises with Your 
Excellency’s assumption of offia^ is a happy augury for the future. The 
occasion Ls one for congratulations to the Finance Minister. Luck has been 
propitious to him, and the measures he took last year for maintaining equi¬ 
librium in the face of a vanishing source of revenue have proved productive 
beyond his expectations. That is the main feature of tlie Budget under discus¬ 
sion. I cordially wish Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson equal good luck next year. 

“ But the Opium revenue and the revenue from the enhanced Silver Duty— 
two of the most productive sources—have b(^en so purely accidental and so 
abnormal that it would be unwise to count upon a continuity of similar condi¬ 
tions in the future. According to tlie Finance Minister himself, the future of 
the Opium revenue is uncertain, and dependent upon circumstances beyond the 
control of this Government. We all wish Sir Alexander Hosie’s mission would 
lead to a more satisfactory settlement of the Opium question; but the sedpe of 
the inquiiy does not induce much hope. Sir AiexaJider Hosie is engaged in an 
examination of details, leaving the principle untouched. The result is not likedy 
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to afford any permanent relief to the Indian Exchequer. The high prices 
realised in the current year are exceptional, and it will be by the merest fluke 
that thejy should attend our transactions in the future. Already there is a weak 
feeling m the market. The system of ‘ earmairking * this Government has of its 
own motion initiated is the least likely to prove financially advantageous. 
However much one might admire the motives of Government, the position is 
full of doubt, difficulty and anxiety; and, sooner or later, this source of revenue 
will disappear. It will be sound finance as much as equiW to cover the loss by 
a proportionate, or at least a substantial, grant from the Imperial Exchequer. 
The action of the British Goverfiment in stopping the Indian Opium trade is 
unquestionably sound from an ethical standpoint, but its merit is largely 
discounted by the fact that it involves great injustice to a helpless dependency, 
and throws an additional financial burden upon a poor and overtaxed people. 
My Lord, we do not object to Britain being generous to China, but wo expect 
that she wiU be just to India as well. Wo claim financial help from her at this 
crisis. 

” My Lord, the Hon^ble Finance Minister in his speech has referred to the 
enhanced Silver Duty with evident satisfaction. Our prediction of a fall in the 
price of the metal has been falsified by the events of the current year. I am 
glad this has been so. But, unlike Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson, I cannot feel sure 
of the future. An examination of the history of the year reveals the fact that 
the conditions have been abnormal, and cannot continue long. The Finance 
Minister has fuller knowledge of the subject than anybody hero, and I presume 
he will admit that the phenomenal speculative purchases of silver during the 
year alone have given tone to the market. '1 hero is an accumulation of silver 
in London and Bombay unique in history. A stock of silver in London 
worth tw o million pounds sterling and 26,000 bars in Bombay have been 
unheard-of in the past. An accumulation in Bombay of 6,000 bars a few' years 
ago as the result of speculation brought aljout a crisis in the silver market. 
The next few' months are pregnant wdtli possibilities alarming to a degree. 
Apart from the question of the ability of the speculators to furnish further 
margin or to pay the interest due,—powerful factors in such transactions,—the 
normal accumulations of tlie metal between April and July are likely to cause 
an undue strain upon tlie market. A heavy decline is a matter of legitimate 
calculation in such circumstances. The experience of Sacriston of the Copper 
Syndicate may any time be repeated in the case of the bulls operating in 
silver. The Finance Minister himself says the Government of India has been 
4spared the necessity of making large additions to the coinage from new silver. 
This can only accentuate the difficulties of the situation. If the Government 
docs not come forward as a buyer on a large scale, there is little chance a slump, 
with consequential ruin to operators, can be avcjrted. I have more than once 
referred to the effect which the enhanced duty has upon the cotton market in the 
Par East, and have submitted that; it w'orks as a bounty to China and Japan. 
The situation is not, therefore, free from difficulty, and I am sorry I cannot 

in it tho same cause for gratulation as the Finance Minister. 

^ “My Iiord, the warmest felicitations are due to the Hon’ble Sir Guy 
Fleetwood Wilson and the Government of India on the sound system of 
Provincial Settlement that has been inaugurated. The present satisfactory 
settlement of this vexed question should prove I)encflcial to the Local Govern¬ 
ments while it relieves the Supremo Government of much trouble and anxiety. 

“ My Lord, the thanks of tho community are due to Gevemment for the 
decision to increase the annual allotment for Protective Irrigation Works by 
a BU^ralemmitary maximum grant of 26 lakhs of rupees from sources other than 
the Famine Insurance Grant. I feel especially grateful because it has enabled 
Government to allot next year for the Tondim project about 18^ lakhs in 
addition to the 2| lakhs spent in the current year. Speaking of irrigation, I, 
as a representative of the Central Provinces, be^ to press upon the attention 
of Government the claims of the other two important schemes—the Wain- 
g|ang^ and the Mahanadi. They have been before Government a fairly long 
Bme,and the people expect that the execution will be taken in hand at an 
early date. 
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“ My Lord, the appropriation of one-third of this year’s large surplus 
revenue from Opium to tlio Educational and Sanitary needs of the country 
has the approval of the public. But the principle of the apportionment 
eludes examination. The Centrjlil Provinces have a just grievance in this 
matter. The people there are perhaps as backward as the people of any o&cr 
Province, if not more, and the Province has suffered from plague even more 
than all the other provinces, the United Provinces excepted. But the special 
grant for sanitary improvement in the Central Provinces is 20 per cent, 
of that for Bengal and less than half of that for Madras as also of that for 
Bombay. The extraordinary Education grant ior the Central Provinces is 
similarly illiberal as compared to tlie allotments for the other Provinces. The 
total grant for the Central Provinces is the smallest.. 

“ My Lord, dealing witli Provincial interests, I beg to invite Your Excel¬ 
lency’s attention to two reforms that advanced public opinion demands for the 
Central Provinces. It is time there should be created, a local Legislative 
Council for the proper discussion of Provincial matters. There could not be any 
serious objection to the reform. That is the only large administrative unit 
which is without a Provincial Legislative Council. 

The other necessary reform is connected with the administration of justice, 
a subject far more important from an administrative point of view than even a 
Legislative Council. The good-will of tlie people depends in a Jarge measure 
upon the jmrity of the justice administered and th(5 expedition with which it is 
administered. We have now in the Central Provinces, in consequence of the 
recent amendment of the Civil Courts Act, to a limited extent, in case of 
appeals valued above Es. 10,000, the system, prevalent in High Courts and 
Chief Courts, of two Judges sitting together to hear apjieals. There is con¬ 
gestion of work in the Judicial Commissioner’s Court as cau bo easily imagined. 
The appointment of a fouitli Judge has thusbcjcome necessary, and I have every 
hope the subject will receive at the hands of Government the consideration 
which its importance deserves. 

“ Closely connected with tliis is the question of ijuproving the status of the 
final tribunal in the Central Provinces. A Chief Court is far hotter than the 
Courts of Judicial Commissioners. It commands greater confidence among the 
people, and this of itself is roeommendation enough to deserve favourable con¬ 
sideration at ilie hands of Government. 

“ Speaking of reform in the administration of justice in the Central Pro¬ 
vinces, I am led to discuss the larg(ir question of the appointment of practising 
lawyers as District and Sessions Judges throughout India. My Lord, the 
Government attitude witli regard lo this sul)ject appears to bo inexplicable. 
In reply to my question of 2'itli January last, Government said they were ^ not 
prepartri to take the action indicated*. It would have been well if the Govern¬ 
ment reply had been more illuminative. Trained lawyers, barristers and vakils, 
have bften appointed by Government to fill the highest judicial posts; the 
experiment has lu'oved (nniiiently successful. It is now a settled jirinciple with 
Government that a certain porcoiitage of High Court and Clxief ^Court Judges 
should be Indian lawyers of experienco. The principle hfis received its lefBP 
mate extension in the appointment of Additional Judicial Commissioners. Sir 
Herbert Risley, in reply to a question of mine, laid down the Government 
policy in terms whicJi could only induce the hope? that, sooner or later, this 
principle of the ai^poiiitmoiit of capable Indian lawyers as Judges would receive 
a further development, and a number of District and Sessions Judges would 
bo recruited from them. People wonder what objection there could be to the 
course. My Lord, may we look to Tour Excellency for the initiation of the 
reform as the first instalment of that sympathetic administration which it is 
Your Excellency’s desire should mark your regime ? 

“ My Lord, Viscount Haldane’s announcement in Parliament that the Indian 
Army may have to be reinforced before long has filled the coiintry with alarm. 
It comes as a surprise to the people at a time when they are fondly hoping 
for a reduction in expenditure, both Civil and Military, as the result of the 
economies the Hon’ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson has promised to enforce. 
We confidently hope Government will resist all attempt on the part of tiie 
I mporial Q overament to throw additional burdens on India. 
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*^My Lord, on two matters connoctod with the industrial development o£ tlie 
country the people feed strongly. There is a growing feeling among educated 
Indians that India needs protection, and that not only against foreign oouiitries, 
but against England as well. It behoves fiovernmont to take note of this 
fontimont of an Eastern nation. I do not here enter into an elaborate 
examination of the perennial controversy of Free Trade and Protec¬ 
tion. Discussion of abstract principles does not bol^ much. But facts, 
the commercial history of advanced countries, all point to the conclusion 
that protection at a certain stage encourages development, and does not 
necessarily increase the price of the article taxed. A large body of Anglo- 
Indian opinion favours protection, and practical and responsible statesmen like 
Lord Minto and Sir Edward Baker, according to newspaper report, are dis¬ 
tinctly of opinion that protection is necessary for the industrial development 
of India. Sir Edward Baker is reported to have said: 

* I would give them a protective tariff. I would encourage the establishment of 
factories and favour them in every way as to the making of goods for India in competition 
with those of Europe, Japan and other pirts of the world. What India needs is industrial 
development, and a protective tariff would bring that about. As it is, wo are tied up by the 
manufacturing industries of Great Britain. We can levy no duties to speak of upon our own 
imports of cottons. We once had a tariff of 5 per (rent., but the Manchester mill men objected, 
saying that it ruined tlieir trad(j. They demanded that an excise-duty be added to equalise 
our competition, and tho result was that the duty was reduced to pei* cent., that amount 
being levied on all goods made in India. Do you wonder that the Natives object ? A 
protective tariff would foster our industiies, and we could in time build up a mighty industrial 
empire,^ 

“ It is not thus a visionary ideal for which the people clamour. Is it too 
much for us to expect Government to move in tho matter with spirit ? It will 
be impossible to thoroughly conciliate the people until a proper and adequate 
system of protective tariff is introduced. 

“ My Lord, the people are equally keen on the subject of fiscal autonomy 
for India. We want this Government to have a free hand in the determina¬ 
tion of tho fis(^l policy. The feeling is that, in the existing state of 
things, Indian interests are subordinated to those of England, and past 
experience shews that so long as our special interests do not receive indepen¬ 
dent treatment at the hands of the Government of India, there is small chance 
of any large industrial development. J^'iscal autonomy is as much of a 
necessity as protection, and inasmuch as w(i cannot have a tariff of our own 
without Government having perfect freedom of action, it is more imperative 
than any measure of tariff reform. My Lord, wc implore Government to 
concentrate their energies upon this important reform. 

“ My Lord, the Government decision on tho subject of pioneering of industries 
by the State has been received with disappointment by the people. It is 
difficult to understand why this Government should not take measures which 
have yielded excellent results in advanced countries like Japan. Here, again, 
the.action of the Secretary of State is liable to misconstruction. The 
inpression that a fond regard for English mercantile interests has prevented 
^lat statesman from taking an independent and unprejudiced view, should 
be removed, and that as early as possible. 

My Lord, the most pleasing item of expenditure in the whole B udget is tlic 
provision made next year for the reception of Their Imperial Majesties tlie 
Emperor and Empress of India for their Coronation on the sacred soil of 
Hindustan. I can conceive of no expenditure which will prove more 
remunerative in tlie long run. The Coronation will be a great historical event, 
binding more firmly than ever to their beloved Sovereign a people, highly 
emotional and deeply religious, to whom the lluler is God’s vicegerent on earth. 
My Lord, it is a great thing for them to realise that their Sovereign feels such 
an abiding interest in this distant dependency that, at great personal sacrifice, 
he comes this long way to receive the homage which is his just duo. The 
country has been stirred to its inmost depths at the happy news. 

My Lord, before I close ! must refer to another subject, though of a sad 
diaracto]>—I mean the serious accident which has befallen Earl Crewe. His 
Lordship’s appointment as Secretary of State for India in succession to Lord 
Morley was received in India with a genuine sense of pleasure and hope. We 
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expected much from him. Acting in perfect harmony with Tour Excellency, 
he would have exerted a benevolent influence upon the administration, would 
have developed the reforms initiated by his illustrious predecessor, and would 
have given Your Excellency ample scope and adequate facilities for that work 
of conciliation which Tour Excellency has so much at heart. My Lord, with 
Lord Crewe as Secretary of State for India and Your Excellency as Viceroy, 
we looked forward, with the liveliest feelings of hopefulness and confidence, to 
a continuity of that happy combination to which, on a memorable occasion, 
Lord Morloy attributed all the success of the last five years’ administration. 
But, alas, our calculations have, for the time being, been upset. Now the 
united prayer ^ of the nation goes up to the Almight-y Father for Lord Crewe’s 
ejirly restoration to his former vigour and a successful career in the India 
Office.” 

The Hon’blo Maung Bah Too : “ My Lord, since the present Pro¬ 
vincial Settlement came into force in 1907-1908 it has gradually become 
evident that the results of it were not those anticipated by the Government of 
India at the time the settlement was framed. Partly owing to over-estimates 
of the receipts at that time and partly owing to the grow th of the revenue since 
proving to be less than w^as assumed, the Province of Burma has not had at 
Its disposal the funds which it w'as expected would be available. On the 
other hand, it w^as a Province so ill-equipped as compared with otlior 
Provinces of the Indian Empire that a large amount of expenditure was impera¬ 
tively called for to provide it with the most ordinary communications and 
accommodation. Instead, however, of being in a position to undertake such 
wrorks, owdng to the miscalculations of the settlement figures, Burma has in fact 
been engaged for the last three years in sti’enuous efforts to meet the most neces¬ 
sary demands by forcibly restricting its expenditure in almost every direction. 
It seemed likely that this w^ould continue during the year 1911-1912, for at the 
time the Budget was first sent up the allotments had again been unduly reduced, 
and even w’ith that the provision for public w orks was considoral^ly below the 
sum taken as the standard figure at the time of stjttlement. But fortunately 
the Government of India has now admitted tlie seriousness of the situation and 
recognised that the cause of it was not extravagance on the part of the Burma 
Government, but simply tlic miscalculations which had resulted in forcing on 
the Province an inequitable settlement which allowed us insufficient funds 
for administration. Being also in a position this year to come 
to the assistance of Provincial Governments with subventions from 
Imperial funds, the Government of India has been pleased to contribute 
forty lakhs to aid tlie Provincial balances of Burma and to enable 
more provision to be made for expenditure on Education and Sanitation. 
For this contribution I desire to express the thanks of the Province. 
As a measure of immediate relief it is most welcome and has alleviated 
for a time a situation that bad become impossible. But I trust that I am 
correct in saying that the Government of India do not themselves regard it as 
a solution of our difficulties. The Idoutenant-Governor had represented that^i 
expenditure of forty lakhs a year for five years in addition to the funds alreac^ 
at his disposal under the settlement was necessary as the immediate measure of 
relief, to bo followed or accompanied by a generous revision of the terms 
of the settlement. In so far as the grant of forty lakhs may be 
taken as the first instalment of such a contribution, I have nothing to 
complain about it, although the Lieutenant-Governor might well have been 
left a freer hand as to the objects on which it was to bo expended. 
But no guarantee has yet been given that the contribution will be 
repeated in the coming years. I do not expect that such a pledge could bo given 
wiUiout reference to the circumstances of the future, but I think that it is not 
unreasonable to ask that, in view of tho ample demonstration which has been 
given of the crying needs of Burma, a promise should he made that, if the 
Imperial Govornnient finds itself in a favourable financial position in the 
coming years, a like contribution will be made annually to Burma until the 
sum named by the Lieutenant-Governor has been granted. Perhaps the 
Imperial Government has refrained from giving 'such an undertaking from a 
belief that certain variations in the terms of the Provincial Settlement 
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which are to take effect from the beginning of the new financial year will 
provide the necessary permanent addition to our funds. If so, I ven¬ 
ture to express an opinion that the result of these alterations of the settlement 
will fall very short of what is required. * In future we are to get five- 
eighths of the land-revenue receipts instead of one-half and the whole of the 
forest-revenue in lieu of one-half of it. On the other hand, we are to defray 
the whole of the forest expenditure instead of one-half of it as previously. Inas¬ 
much as the effect of this arrangement was calculated out on the figures of the 
year 1909-1910, and the amount by which the Province of Burma would gain 
was subtracted from the Imperial assignment to Provincial funds under the head 
of Land-revenue Adjustment, a more equilibrium resulted as regards the 
present. But it is suggested that we shall gain largely by the growth of our 
revenues in the future as we shall get the additional fractions of such increases. 
It has, however, been our complaint throughout that our revenues have not 
increased as expected, and it is particularly under the heads Land- 
revenue and Forest that we have boon disappointed. Further, wo do 
not really obtain a full five-eightlis of our legitimate land-revenue. The 
export-duty levied on rice exported to ports other than British Indian 
ones is in fact part of our Jand-revenue and should be credited to that 
head instead of to Customs. Tliis amounted, I am informed, to sums varying 
h(3twcen fifty-seven and a half lakhs in 1908-1909 and ninety lakhs according to 
the estimate for the year 1911-1912. In 1904-1905 it realizeu ninety-eight and a 
half lakhs. All this is now taken by the Imperial Government as part of the 
Customs. If it were credited, as it sliould be, to the Land-revenue, the land- 
revenue receipts which we arc to liave in future would be substantially augmented. 
I would commend this suggestion to the serious consideration of the Hon’ble 
Finance Member, if he desires to take a step towards a real revision of the 
h^rms of the settlement. I do so the more earnestly because the forest receipts 
of wliich Burma is in future to obtain the wdiole are increasing so slowly that 
a substantial benefit from this concession is hardly to bo looked for. On the 
other hand, our forest expenditure is rising. It is expected to rise by throe 
lakhs in the coining year, while the expected rise in receipts is only two and a 
half lakhs. In^so far, therefore, as our new contract is concerned with forest 
receipts and expenditure, wo have little cause for congratulation. 

“ Possibly I may appear somewhat ungracious if I suggest that we have 
been accorded an additional fraction of the land-revenue receipts only when it is 
admitted that these receipts are not increasing at the rate expected and wdien 
therefore it would appear that our boon becomes of less value. Though I gladly 
acknowledge the assistance given by the contribution of the forty lakhs 
subvention, I regret that I am unable to express gratitude for the alterations 
in the terms of the Provincial Settlement if they are meant to be put forward 
as an adequate revision of that agreement and if the settlement is intended 
to be made permanent on those lines. We should like a still larger share of 
growing revenues, and if we got that, we would gladly give a fixed assignment 
J||m Provincial to Imperial in order to reduce our income to a reason- 
TOfe figure. As the Hon’ble Pandit Malaviya does not like such an 
arrangement for his Province, perhaps the Hon’blo Finance Member will lot 
us have it instead of him. 

I am much interested in the development of Education and am glad to 
see that something has been given us for the extension of the Rangoon 
College, for the building of hostels and for some other purposes. But we 
have enormous arrears to make up in the provision of facilities for legah 
medical, engineering and other forms of technical education, as well as for 
university courses in general knowledge. I look with much jealousy at the 
large grants to Bengal which has had so much already. We do not want 
our Province to be overrun by Bengalis. Much greater facilities ougiit 
to be given to Butmans for entering the professions and for qualifying 
for the higher branches of the public service. I liope that the scheme for 
a university in Burma will soon come into effect and be generously 
supported by the Government of India. 

** I am glad to say that something has been done towards employing more 
Burmans in the Post Office. I am much obliged to the Director General for 
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the practical sympathy which ho has given to my representations on this 
matter. I do not want more Indians from other Provinces in the Post Office 
in Burma. Such men are always anxious to get men of their own caste into 
vacaiKjies—even as postmasters, clerks and such like, so that the Burmaii is 
kept out of work in liLs own Province and the Post Office is looked on with sus¬ 
picion. Many of these Indian postmasters cannot read the addresses bn 
Burmese letters ; and they cannot write money order receipts in Burmese, 
BO that the sender does not kjiow whether he has got a proper receipt or not. 
It is not wonderful therefore that my people, though primary education is 
widespread, use the Post Office so little.*' 

The Ilon'hle Sin Vithaldas D. Thackliisey : '‘My Lord, the Hon’ble Sir 
Guy Pleofcwood Wilson is entitled to our hearty congratulations on the very 
satisfactory Financial Stat(?mcnt that he has presented to us. I say so in 
no mere conventional sense. I mean no di8resi>ect to the other Departments 
when I say that we all led that the Finance Department of Your Excel¬ 
lency's Government has, in an esj^ecial manner, identified itself with our 
true national interests. My Lord, wc are glad that the Hon’ble the Finance 
Member has been blessed with a large surplus in the current year, and that 
the coming year also presents so far no cause for anxiety. But it is not a 
very difficult thing to budget fora surplus, and I am sure that the Hon’ble 
Member will forgive me for holding that the manner in which the surplus 
has been raised is not altogcth(3r unexceptionable. But, my Lord, this is a 
question of tlu? past. And I feel that apart from the 2 millions devoted to 
the reduction of debt, Mbout which I have already expressed my opinion, the 
way in which tlie suiplus has been allocated shows great judgment and dis¬ 
crimination. I wish to thank the Govornment of India and the Hon*ble 
Member for doing justice at last to Bombay City by giving it a grant of 60 
lakhs and thus making up the Secretary of State’s contribution as originally 
intended when the Bombay Improvement Trust Act was passed. 

“ My Lord, the Government are aware that this grant does not meet all 
the needs of the Bombay Improvement Trust, and that it does not remove all 
cause for complaints of differential treatment between Bombay and Calcutta. 
But, we are willing to accept this act of Government as an earnest of their good 
intentions, and I olfer onr sincere thanks to Your Excellency’s Government 
for lending a ready ear to the representations of the Local Government and 
people of Bombay, whose claims to be called the first city in India and the 
second city in the Empire have been placed beyond any possibility of doubt 
by the returns of the last Census. I sincerely hope that our representation 
regarding the much-needed enlargement of the resources of the Bombay 
Improvement Trust will receive equally favourable consideration. 

“ Tfiese are all the remarks which I propose to make on the general features 
of the Budget. My remaining observations will be devoted to certain 
imjiortant considerations suggested liy the Hon’ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson’s 
exposition of the beliaviour of our currency system during the current year. 

‘‘ My Lord, T w^as greatly impressed, as no doubt others also have bojgjj 
by some remarkable features of the current year to which t he Hon’bio the 
Finanec Member has called attention in the section devoted to * Exchange and 
Currency ’ in his able and lucid Financial Statement. Ho told us of the 
striking economy in the use of rupees, as illustrated by the fact that during 
April to December of last year there was actually a net return of rupees from 
eirculatioTi, instead of, as in previous years, a large absorption of rupees from 
our currency i*eserve. He further told us that in addition to the close on 17 
millions of gold Imllion, the greater part of the 3 millions in sovereigns, 
imported during the nine months of the year, had passed straight into consump¬ 
tion. Ho seemed to infer from this fact that the people were beginning to 
keep their savings in gold instead of as hitherto mostly in silver, and that 
probably sovereigns were also working their way into active circulation. Con- 
currcntJjr with those features, there was, as he pointed out, a noteworthy 
increase in the use of currency notes, justifying an increase in the fiduciary 
reserve. These, my Lord, are truly significant phenomena and they show to 
my mind that the time has come when we may take a further Step in the 
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diroction of the measures needed to place our curi’cncy system on a permanent 
and stable footing. From the very first, it has been fully recognised that a 
gold standard with a gold currency must be the final goal of our eurronoy 
^policy. As this has been doubted, I would trouble the Council with a few 
quotations. 

“ The Indian Currency Committee of 1898, presided over by the late Lord 
Wolverhampton, then Sir Henry Fowler, whose recent death wq all deplore, after 
pointing out that the Governmont of India favoured a gold standard witli a 
gold currency, observed : ‘ Wo are in favour of making the Britisli sovereign 
a legal tender and a current coin in India. We also consider that, at Ihe same 
time, the Indian Mints should be thrown open to the unrestricted coinage of 
gold on terms and conditions such as govern the three Australian Branches 
of the Eoyal Mint.’ The Finance Member of the Government of India, the 
Hon’ble Mr. Clinton Dawkins, in his Finance Statement for 1900-01, 
concluded an exposition of the change effected in the currency policy a few 
months previously, with an important announcement. ‘ It lias been decided,* 
ho declared, ‘ to constitute a branch of the Eoyal Mint at the Bombay 
Mint for the coinage of gold. The terms of the proclamation to lie 
issued under the Imperial Coinage Act have been settled, and we are merely 
waiting now until the Royal Mint has satisfied itself as regards tlio Mint 
premises and appliances in Bombay. A representative of tlie Royal Mint is 
starting this week for Bombay to report. The gold from tlu^ Mysore mines is 
indeed already reaching us in anticipation of coinage, and wo count upon 
receiving an annual increment to our stock of gold of from I J to 2 millions from 
this source.* The whole scheme would seem to have fallen tlirougli and not a 
single sovereign has been coined all those years. And indeed I doubt if 
sovereigns and half-sovereigns are the most suitable coins for India. I believe 
that if a ten-rupee gold coin were minted it would rapidly b(?come popular in 
the countryf The nett receipts of gold into the country during the ten years 
ending 1904-06 amounted to nearly 67 crores of rupees. In the last six years 
they amounted to over 70 crores. The average nett imports of gold during 
the last ten years has been to the value of ov'or 10 crores. If th(^ Secretary of 
State had confined his drawings to his own requirements on revenue account, 
the amount and the value of gold that would have come to India would 
have been considerably larger. A defence of this policy of selling Council 
bills to meet trade requirements was attempted by the then nance Member, 
His Honour Sir Edward Baker, in the Financial Statement for 1900-1907. 

‘ Since the closing of the Mints and the establishment of tlie gold standard, ’ 
said the Finance Member, ‘the only means of obtaining currency that was 
open to trade, apart from the purchase of Council drafts and transfers, was 
to bring out gold to India. When, as is now the case, a suflicient stock of 
gold has been accumulated in the currency reserve to make the standai-d 
effective, and so long as gold is not to any largo extent in active circulation, 
this method is wasteful; for it involves the eventual reshipment of the 

« 3rts of that metal to Europe for the purchase of silver for coinage. To avoid 
result the policy of Government has been to sell Council drafts freely so as 
to supply the trade demand to the fullest extent up to the limit of our capacity to 
meet them. A recent devtdojiment of this policy lias taken ilio form of selling 
telegraphic transfers against shipments of gold from Australia, which are thus 
diverted from India to London.* I may say here tliat the gold standard reserve 
fund at that time stood at 12J million pounds, whereas now it is nearly twenty 
millions. 

“ It will thus be seen that every effort has boon made to prevent gold from 
coming to India on the plea that there is no use for it hero. Every pound over 
and above the actual requirements of the Home cliarg-es which the Secretary 
of State has drawn through Council bills is so much gold intercepted from 
coming to India. The official apology which I have quotal above does not 
convey the whole truth. It is well known that the main reason why gold is 
not allowed to come to India is the pressure from the London money market, 
whose interest it is to retain as much gold as they can in London. The Hon’ble 
Sir Qtiy Fleetwood Wilson told us last year that it is not to the interest of 
India to allow the London money market to be disturbed. But 1 submit, my 
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Lord, the circulation of gold in India is much more important from our point of 
view and, after all, the London market is sufficiently strong to take care of 
itself. Moreover, London is not able to prevent the export of gold to coun¬ 
tries other than India when the trade conditions demand. 

“ My Lord, I submit that no serious attempt has been made to put gold into 
active circulation in this country. In spite of the strenuous endeavours to inter¬ 
cept gold which would have otherwise come to India, the country has insisted 
on absorbing an increasing quantity of the precious metal and, as the Hon’ble 
the Pinanco Member has said, during the current year oven sovereigns have 
been directly absorbed. My Lord, it is not my idea that Government should 
undertake at once to give gold coins in exchange for rupees. Such an obligation, 
to use the words of the Indian Piuance Committee of 1898 with reference to the 
gold reserve, would impose on Government a liability to find gold at a moment’s 
notice to an amount which cannot be defined before-hand, particularly as we 
know that India has at present in circulation about 200 crores of rupees. What 
I suggest is that, without making any other change whatever in the present 
arrangements, the Mints should be opened to the free coinage of gold in ten- 
rupee pieces. This coin must bo stamped with an Indian design and indicate 
its value in the vernacular languages on tlie reverse as in the nickel anna piece. 
If this is done, I am quite confident that within a few years a considerable 
quantity of gold will pass into circulation. I may point out that this year in 
Hombay a considerable amount of revenue was paid into a district treasury in 
sovereigns, as was mentioned by His Excellency the Governor of Bombay in a 
recent s|>eech. In my personal experience, the Banks in the Bombay Presidency, 
in order to save freight, took over sovereigns from Bombay instead of rupees 
for part of their currency requirements, and sovereigns were rapidly taken up 
by the up-country people. It may be argued that, owing to the Indian habit of 
hoarding, the gold coins will pass out of circulation. I do not believe that 
there is any hoarding strictly speaking in these days, and even Indian Princes 
who used to hoard on a largo scale are freely resorting to investments. 
But even if tlie habit has not altogether disappeared, the hoarding of a 
current coin is a source of greater strength than the hoarding of uncoined 
metal. Whenever the balance of trade goes against us and the value of gold 
touches export point, then the gold boards will come out just as hoarded 
rupees have been coming out in recent years. Thus, whether the gold remains 
in circulation or in hoarding, it will form our first line of defence in case of 
any emergency, and the gold standard reserve will not be touched until tlie 
coins in circulation or lioards are exhausted. I may call the attention of the 
Council to the fact that I do not propose to touch the gold standard reserve, 
which must remain as it is as the ultimate guarantee of our currency policy. 
In fact iqy proposal does not interfere w ith the existing arrangements in any 
way but is supplementary to them. Such a policy will immensely strengthen 
the position of our currency. I strongly believe that this policy, if successful, 
and if a large quantity of gold goes into circulation as I think it will, will 
naturally loa^l to the Indian currency system being established on an automatic 
gold basis. I may add that if Government, instead of remaining n i)as8mj* 
spectator, would actively interest itself in the matter and assist the circulation 
of gold coins by studying the tastes and Imbits of the people and the require¬ 
ments of trade, they will greatly accelerate this desirable consummation. My 
Lord, I submit that this is the jnost convenient opportunity, if Government 
accept the view^s put forward by me, to give effect to them. In the fifteen 
years previous to the closing of the Mint to silver, the nett addition to currency 
was 105 crores. Prom 1893-1900 there was no addition to the coinage. Prom 
1900 to 1907, 84f crores were added to the currency. Since 1908 there has 
been no new coinage. The balance of trade in the year 1909 went against us, 
necessitating our parting with some portion of our gold reserve in exchange 
for rupees, and in the current year all the rupees accumulated in the gold 
standcurd reserve in the previous two years have been absorbed by the country 
and gold has come back. If the season happens, as we all hope it will, to be 
favourable, tho country is sure to require additional currency at no distant 
date, and this is tho most opportune moment to open the Mints for the 
coinage of gold. I may observe in passing that until we have a substantial 
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amount of gold circulating in the country, there will bo much to be said in 
favour of the argument of the commercial communities against the present 
- ppliby of Government of bolding practically the whole of our gold in London. 

They rightly fear that in time of emergency* it may be difficult for the London 
market to part with the gold. 

Another suggestion that I should like to make for strengthening our 
position is to make the hundred-rupee note universal. I am glad to notice from 
, the Financial Statement that the Government are satisfied tliatthe introduction 
of our now universal notes up to fifty rupees have contributed materially to the 
growing popularity of our Paper Currency. When the Bill to legalise tlvis 
proposal was brought forward, the Indian commercial communities strongly 
advocated the making of the notes universal up to 100 rupees. But Govern¬ 
ment were naturally cautious. I find it statm that Government are carefully 
considering the further extension of tliis principle, and I hope that tliey will 
come to the conclusion that they may safely make the one hundred ru})ee 
note universal. Notes of this denomination are, as Government are aware, 
verpr popular and largely used by the commercial community. I strongly 
believe that the circulation of our currency notes will largely increase if this 
suggestion is adopted. It will not only be a great facility to trade, but it will 
also in my opinion indirectly strengthen our currency position. With a larger 
amount of note circulation wo can safely hold a larger proportion of gold in 
the currency reserve. 

“ In conclusion, my Lord, I may be permitted to point out that if we are 
successful in introducing gold into our currency through the policy indicaL^d 
above, and if we arc successful in placing a larger amount of gold into our cur¬ 
rency reserve owing to increased circulation of currency notes, tlie chances of any 
demand on our gold standard reserve will become remote, and when such circum¬ 
stances have stood the test of time the objections to the investment of our gold 
standard reserve will cease to have force, and thus it may ultimately become 
a real asset to bo set off against the non-productive debt about which wo have 
heard so much recently. My Lord, I cannot think of a more auspicious 
occasion for inaugurating a gold currency in India than the Imperial visit to 
our country for the purpose of pcirsonally announcing the ac(5ession of Their 
Majesties the King-Emperor and the Queen-Empress to the throne.** 

The Hon*blo Mr. CaiTNAvrs : ‘‘ My Lord, the Budget under discussion 
is satisfactory beyond dispute, wheilier the revenue or tlie expenditure be consi¬ 
dered. With the exception of an acxjidcutal accession of income from the sales 
of Bengal opium and the duty on silver, the largo revenue of the current year 
is the result of normal conditions,—industrial, commercial and agricultural,— 
while the expenditure has been discriminating. The large surplus has been 
put to the best use. But for the uncertainty hanging over the Opium revenue, 
the financial position of the Government is fairly strong. I beg U) congratulate 
Government on it, and the Hon*ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson on the success 
of the measures he took to relievo last year’s tension. 

“ My Lord, the allotments of £40,000 for initial expenditure in the Central 
Provinces on Education and Sanitation and of Bs. 18,45,000 for the Tendula 
irrigation project must be thankfully received. It is also gratifying to learn 
that the Wainganga and the Mahanadi schemes are being considered by Gov¬ 
ernment. It would of course have afforded greater pleasure to the local people 
if the grant for Education and Sanitation had been larger. 

“My Lord, the growing importance of the Central Provinces inspires 
in the people the desire that Government will be pleased to raise the local 
Administration to the status of a Lieutenant-Governorship. The Province, I 
tinderstand, is going to get a Legislative Council, It will be quite in the 
fitness of things that a Lieutenant-Governor should replace the Chief 
Commissioner. 

« My Lord, the Central Provinces have one grievance, irrespective of the 
Budget. I am informed that the Government of India have decided io abolish 
the cetroi in the Central Provinces. It has already been abolished iii the 
Umted Provinces. But the abolition will mean a serious curtailment of the 
resourcea of the local bodies. People in the Central Provinces have become # 

aocustomed to the duty. The octroi is our principal source of revenue. If 
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the local bodies are all at once deprived of the octroi^ they^ will have to make 
good tlie loss by additional direct taxation. Now, notwithstanding abstract 
principles of political economy, direct taxation is extremely unpopulaf and,, 
unsnited to the conditions of the Central Provinces. I have nothing to say 
iibout the United Pro^vdiices, but, in the Central Provinces, recourse to fresh 
direct taxation will be attended by serious discontent. As President of the 
M unicipal Committee of Nagpur, I beg to enter an emphatic protest against 
the proposal. 

“My Lord, the threatened loss in the Opium revenue, however, requires more 
than makeshift methods of I’ccoupment. A sound and 'satisfactory solution of 
the dilliculty must be found. In 1907, I pleaded in this Council for compen¬ 
sation from the British treasury. Wo were then assured by the Finance Minister 
that ‘ this aspect of the question has not escaped our attention.* But up to now 
we do not know what the Gov(?rnment of India have done to press the claim 
upon the British Government. An early announcement by Government of 
tli(3ir intentions will relieve the people’s anxiety. ^ 

“ My Loi’dj scrutiny into one of the contributory causes of the surplus 
suggests thoughts of grave moment. The four-anna duty on silver has yielded 
more than the expected revenue, and accounts for 67^ lakhs of rupees of the 
surplus. 'lliG report is that the improvement is the result of heavy speculation 
ill the metal in which certain banks, owned and managed by Indians, have 
participated. The allegation demands careful enquiry. The outstanding com¬ 
plaint in India is that there is a heavy annual drain upon her, and that 
the country is being exploited by British capitalists. I do not propose to 
ivxamiiie the merits of the complaint. Speaking entirely for myself, I think 
it is exaggerated and unjust. Wc owe much of our present develop¬ 
ment to foreign capital, and we cannot do without imported capital for 
years to come. But whether necessary or not, it would be folly to ignore the 
stern realities of the position. It has been calculated that ^ £350,000,000 has 
been invested by Englishmen in commercial concerns in India, over and above 
the amount (£130,000,000) lent by England to India for railways and irriga¬ 
tion canals. Tlio annual return upon nearly 600 million pounds sterling of 
invested capital must in any case be large. The remedy for the drain, in my 
humble opinion, lies, not in fretting and querulousness, but in the gradual 
replacement of British capital by indigenous capit^. An Anglo-Indian 
authority calculates that the hoarded wealth of India is about £600,000,000, 
or exactly the amount invested by British capitalists. Patriotic effort should 
therefore be directed to the larger and freer employment of Indian capital in 
industrial concerns. That is the only practical way to prevent the drain, or, 
in other woi*ds, to intercept the profits that now legitimately go to the British 
cajiitalist. 

“ Of late there has been a healthy change in the ideals of the people, 
followed By a spurt of industrial and commercial activity. Government should 
not only view the movemont with satisfaction, and foster it as they have 
done in the past liy guidance and serious efforts at the organisation of 
capital; but they should closely watch it, with a view to keep it withiu 
safe cViauiKils and to prevent reckless speculation and gamble. My Lord, 
ill this view of thea*esponsibility of the Government, they would be justified 
in providing stringent legislative checks upon the operations of such 
important concerns as banks and insurance companies, and in providing 
for tlui periodical examination by official auditors of the accounts of 
all those Indian concerns. My Lord, the failure of these companies will 
not only entail present ruin upon many, but, what is far more important, will 
make Indian capital a hundred times more shy than it is at present, will set 
liack tin? industrial progess of the country by at least fifty years, and will add to 
the number of the unemployed. The better mind of India thinks that Govern- 
mejit sliould take action at an early date. I am glad that the Hon’blo Mr. 
Clark has said this morning that a Bill in connection with Insurance Com¬ 
panies is now before the Secretary of State in Council. 

“My Lord, the economic problem stands out prominent and insistent, 
domaiidiiig sympathetic consideration and delicate nandling. The reported 
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iaorease in the total population, notwithstanding epidemics, invests it with 
additional gravity. In consoquenco of the impact of Western ideas uijon Eastern 
ideas, the wants of the people are growing. . This economic problem must bo 
satisfactorily solved if there is to be lasting quiet in the land. Anything 
trhioh retards the industrial development of the nation has thus an adminis* 
trative aspect which must seriously engage tho attention of Government. At 
the same time, Government should devise moans for providing new careers for 
the large population. The Indian ‘ unemployed ’ also must be sympathetically 
treated. I fully believe Government are auvo to their responsibilities, and T 
emphasise the point only in view of tho constructive work of reform Your 
Excellency has undertaken. 

“My Lord, the policy of conciliation Your Excellency hasenunciatod for (he 
administration of India has justly evoked universal applause. Your Excolloncy’s 
attitude towards students—full of empathy, lionevolenco and kindly int(!ro,st— 
has been appreciated and admired. But may I take this opportunity to imjirc.'i.s 
upon my countrymen the need for sobriety, moderation and whole-hearted co¬ 
operation with Government in such circumstances ? I have too great a faith in 
their intelligence to suspect that they do not realise the impotence of anarchy 
and violence as instruments in any rational scheme of national regeneration. 
Let us not rake up the past; let us bury the hatchet. When the Government 
are so sympathetic and conciliatory, we can only gain by responding to tlnnr 
efforts as behoves good citizens. We have undoubtedly a right to be governed 
well and in our interests, but wo have also a corresponding duty to perform. 
Wo must co-operate with Government in the maintenance of law and order, 
and must, by our good and peaceful conduct, provide facilities for reform and 
advancement. * 

“ My Lord, the intended visit of Their ImTOrial Majesties is full of mean¬ 
ing and promise ; it is pregnant with possibilities. Tlic people are intensely 
loyal to the Throne, and theXDoronation at Delhi will stir their hearts to their 
inmost depths. I have fervent hope the voice of sedition, if there is any still, 
win be drowned for ever in the hosannas of a grateful nation.” 

The Hon’ble Me. Subba Rao : " My Lord, I take this opportunity of con¬ 
gratulating the Hon’ble the Financse Member on the prosjrerity Budget he has 
presented to the Council this year with so much ability and lucidity. The Budget, 
my Lord, is marked by three notable landmarks. Tho first and the most import¬ 
ant is tho forthcoming visit of His Majesty the King-Emperor, whoso call as the 
Prince of Wales for greattir sympathy in the administration of tho country 
was followed by the inaugriration of important changes in tho constitution of 
the Legislative Councils and in the Executive Councils of the country. This 
is indeed an unique event in the history of India. We regard His Majesty’s 
visit as a happy augury for drawing England and India closer togetlier in 
bonds of amity and goodwill. Wo look forward to this auspicious visit to bo 
associated with the inauguration of reforms in the administrative machinery, 
which is only a complement to the legislative machinery of tlie Government. 
I^l^next important landmark is the change introduced and tho principl(;s 
enunciated in regulating the financial relations between the Local Govern¬ 
ments and the Government of India, though Madras, I am afraid, is not much 
of a gainer by the settlement. I congratulate the Hon’blo tho Finance 
Member on the care and ability he has shown in solving this iiitricato question 
and securing as far as possible financial independence for Local Govommonts 
under certain conditions. Tho third landmark is the large sum of nearly 
147 lakhs placed at tho disposal of Local Governments, nearly 90 lakhs for 
Education and 67 lakhs for Sanitation, besides nearly crores for some special 
schemes of different Provincial Governments. We are deeply indebted to the 
Government of India for these grants, the largest ever made during these 
years. 

“ An important question arises with regard to tho sums which arc placed at 
the disposal 01 Local Cmvernments towards tho general extension of Education 
and^ improvement in Sanitation. On what principles should these sums be 
utilised r The sums, though they may ostensibly he required to meet urgent 
4 ^ms^ relieve tha pressure on the ProvincUvl Budget and give a large scope for 
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the expenditure of Provincial balances. There is thus a temptation to spend 
money on projects which for the time being may appear to be beneficial but 
which in the long run do not come up to our expectations. As an i nstance, I 
may point out that in the Budget of 1901-1902 a sum of 35 lakhs was placed 
at the disposal of Provincial Governments to provide buildings for Primary 
Schools and also to maintain them. I believe it will be found on enquiry that 
some portion of tlie money at least went on buildings which were not wanted. 
Much caution is therefore necessary in laying down definite principles, as to 
the utilization of monies that may from time to time be placed at the disposal 
of Local Governments, and it is necessary that they should be subjected to 
rigorous scrutiny by Legislative Councils where they exist. I find, Jor instance, 
that it is proposed by the Madras Government to establish four model High 
Schoohi at a cost of 1*20 lakhs; and the whole scheme is to establish nineteen 
model schools at an extra recurring cost of 4*43 lakhs. 

“ In this connexion I wish to raise the question as to the attitude of the 
Government of India with regard to Secondary Education both English and 
Vernacular. The past policy as laid down in the famous Despatch of 1864 
is that — 

' No Oovenimoiit colleges or schools shall be founded in future in any district where a 
suffieioni numbijr of institutions exist, capable, with the assistance of the State, of supplying 
the local demand for education.' 

“ The Despatch says— 

* We look forward to the time when any general system of education entirely provided 
by Government u^y be discontinued, with a gradual advance of the system of grants-in-aid, 
ami when many of the existing Government institutions may be safely closed or ti’ansferred 
to the management of local bodies under control of, and aided by, the State.' 

“ Iho resolution of the Government of India appointing the Education 
Commission in 1882 points out that the Government is ready to do all it can to 
foster a spirit of indei)cndence and self-help among the j)eople, and tliat it is 
willing to hand over any of its own colleges or scliools in suitable cases to bodies 
of Native gentlemen if they would undertake to manage them satisfactorily 
as aided institutions. It says : 

' It is Rpecially the wish of the Government that municipal bodies should take a large 
and inoi easing sliarein the management of public schools within their own jurisdiction.' 

“ The Education Commission, after careful consideration of the question, 
recommended— 

' That all Directors of Public Instruction aim at the gradual transfer to local Native 
management of Government schools of secondary instruction (including schools attached to 
first and second grade colleges) in every case in which the transfer can be effected without 
lowering the standard or diminishing the supply of education and without endangering the 
jiermancnoe of the institutions transferred.' 

“ This policy of ‘ continuous withdrawal ’ was given effect to in some 
Provinces, notably in Madras, and during the last quarter of a century in^u- 
-tions under private bodies have grown up there in etlicioncy and usefulness. 
We have in Madras so many as 460 institutions nearly, managed hy 
private bodies, as against four of Government, excluding Europeans scliools. 
It appears that, notwithstanding the previous emphatic declarations of the 
Secretary of State and the Government of India, there is a change in tlie 
policy of Government. It is said that ‘to maintain a satisfactory level of 
efficiency ’ model secondary schools under direot Government management are 
needed, one for each district, and accordingly steps are taken to start such 
schools, even though there are private secondary schools in existence in the 
locality. 

My Jjord, it is ne^ssary to examine the policy of starting model schools 
wim.^ direct effect is to discourage local effort and liio spirit of initiative and 
self-help among the people. It appears to me that this policy of continuous 
withdrawal slwuld be steadily kept m view and Enforced in all Provinces. 

“lie experiment now made in this direction is costly as Government jbas 
to spend very much more on their spools tlaii what a private body does. BTi 
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doubt, aided institutions in this poor country do not come up to the standard 
attained in the West and they have not yet dereloped adequately the modern 
side of education in the same way as Government schools have done. This 
is because sufBoient funds are not placed at their disposal by the Government, 
though the Public Service Commission recommended that ‘ the improvement 
and extension of institutions under private management' ought to ‘ bo the 

E rincipal care of the Department.’ Steps should therefore be taken, my 
ord, to supply them with more funds. Of late some theories have been put 
forward that young men have got out of hand, because the Government 
have not a sufficient number of model schools of their own. If you compare 
Madras, where the number of Government schools is at the lowest 
and where aided schools have freer play, and Bengal, where you have 38 
Government schools, you will find how baseless and unwarranted l)y facts 
is this supposition. The manning of Government schools by liuropoans 
will not improve matters, but on the other hand will have, I am afraid, 
the opposite tendency in view of the isolated position occupied by Europeans 
in this country. The true remedy lies in other directions. 

Instead of giving room to the suspicion that the old policy is departed from 
and starting English secondary schools now, it is necessary, my Lord, for 
the Government to take up the question of Vernacular Secondary Education 
and examine whether they nave done their duty in tliis matter. It is necessary 
also to consider how far it is possible to co-ordinate the Veriitumlar and indigenous 
syterns of education in the country. I need hardly point out that the 
encouragement of Vernaculars and Vernacular High Schools have not up to 
date received sufficient attention. The number of Vernacular High Schools 
in this vast country including Burma can be counted on fingers. The 

Court of Directors in their Despatch of 1854 lay down the principle, which 
is approved by the Governmout of India in their resolution of 1904, that 
‘ European knowledge should gradually ho brought by means of Indian Verna¬ 
culars within tlie reach of all classes of the j)eople/ and point out that ‘ it is 
indispensable therefore that, in any gomnnl system of education, tlio study of them 
(Vernaculars) should l)o assiduously attended to. And any acquaintance with 
improved European knowledge whicli is to be communicated to the great mass 

of people . can only bo coin'‘ey(xl to them through one or other of their 

Vernacular languages.' ‘Wo look tliercfore to the English language 
and to the Vernacular languagcis of India together as tlie remedies of the 
diffusion of European kuowlcdgcj.* They therefore placed this subject on 
a level in point of importanc<i with, the instruction to 1)0 conveyed through 
the English language as pointed out in the Dt^spatch of 1851). The result 
of the policy during the last half a century may 1)0 suiiimod up in the words 
of Lord Curzon: 

‘ As a matter of fact we rushed ahead/ he said at the Simla Conference in 1901, ‘ with 
our English education, and Vernaculars witli their muHitudinous tdienfelo have been left 
almost standing at the post. They have to make up a deal of leo-way in the race, before 
mir one can be suspected of showing them undue favour.' 

“ Speaking again in 1905, ho said,‘as regards the Vernaculars, which 
must for long bo the sole instruments for the dilTa.sion of knowledge 
among aU except a small minority of Indian people, we found tlqnn in 
danger of being neglected and degraded in the pursuit of English, .and in 
many cases very bad English, for the sake of its mercantile value.* Thus, 
notwithstanding the recognition of the claims of the Vernaculars, no steps 
thus far have been taken to bring the Vernacular secondary education in 
line with the English secondary educa tion. 1 submit that the time is come 
when higher Vernacular education should he given a proper place in the scheme 
of education in this country correlated on the one hand to indigenous institu¬ 
tions and on the other to English Colleges ; for after all it is the basis of all 
industrial or commercial occupation. But it must bo siieli os to lit our young 
men to earn their livelihood. No doubt students at present are not attracted 
to a purely Vernacular school because it is neither adapted to their pursuits 
in life nor does it offer the prizes of the public service or professional employ¬ 
ment It is therefore necessary that the courses should be so arranged that 
a student who has gone through a Vernacular secondary school with English 
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as a second lan^age may have facilities to appear for the School Final or 
Matriculation Examination and become eligible for admission to the Public 
Service or to Arts or Professional, Colleges, with a short additional tmining if 
necessary. Such schools ought to have a modern side attached to them, so that 
they may boar directly upon the life of the young men who may not care to join 
the University. 

My Lord, English secondary education has been fostered by 
scholarships and encouraged by the prospects it opens to the youth of 
the country, and it may take many years before Vernacular secondary 
education can tak (5 its proper place side by side with English secondary educa¬ 
tion. Under tlie circuinstancos it is necessary in the present state of the 
country that Vernacular secondary schools should be started by the Govern¬ 
ment, one in each district at least, instead of model English secondaiy schools, 
and nursed on the same principles on which English schools were nursed, such 
as by the grant of scholarships, hy making the students eligible for the Gov- 
(Tninent examinations and for the University course, etc. These schools, if 
properly organised and fostered, will become as good feeders to the Profes¬ 
sional and Arts Colleges as the English secondary schools, with this advantage, 
that the students therein will be trained through their own Vernacular without 
much wash? of their energy and time as is now entailed in the English 
schools. Further they will provide a good preliminary training for students 
who wish to join Sanskrit Colleges, Schools of Art, Commerce, Agriculture, etc. 
In this connection, I venture, my Lord, to commend to the Government the 
scheme of education adoj)ted in the National College at Calcutta as to the 
lines on which the studios in Vernacular schools might bo arranged. I hope 
that this important question will receive the attention of the Government 
and a beginning made in the coming year, as a large amount of surplus is 
budgetted by the TTon’blo the Finance Member.** 

The HoirbJe Mr. Andrew : “ My Lord, last year during the Budget debate 
vigorous attacks Avore made by some of my oflicial colleagues from other Presi¬ 
dencies on the Jlon'hle the Finance Member, and as he was rather sorely pressed, 
especially by the Horrhlo Member from the Punjab, I came forward with an 
expression of sympathy and said that, whatever others may have to say, I had 
no complaint to make on behalf of Madras. The Hon’blo Member seemed 
rather grateful for the support I thus rendered him, and he told the Council 
that of all his flock the gentle lamb of Madras was the [onty one that had 
greeted him with a friendly bleat. I thouglit, my Lord, that T had gained his 
affections to some cxieui and that I became, in a sort of way, the Benjamin 
of his flock, and when the Hon’hle Sir Sassoon David confidently predicted a 
very large opium surplus this year to be divided amongst the Provinces, I thought 
that I Avould receive, if not a double portion, at all events a fair share, Well, my 
Lord, the "Ylon’ble Member apparently handed over that surplus to the Hon*ble 
Member for Education, and I cannot say that I think he has given Madras 
fair treatment at all. Out of 147 lakhs for Education and Sanitation, he 
has giv(?n Madras only 10 lakhs, less than any other Province in the Avhe^S® 
of India, except the Central Provinces, of wliose share the Hon’ble Mr. Dadabhoy 
has just complained. 

“ If I look now to the non-recurring grants made from other sources of 
revenue other than grants made under the terms of the Provincial Settlement, 

-1 find that, out of 104 lakhs distributed, Madras does not get a single rupee. 
The Hon*ble Sir Vithaldas Thackorsey has just told us that that surplus lias 
been distributed by the Finance Member witli great judgment and that 
great satisfaction is felt in Bombay, which gets 60 lakhs, though he goes on 
rather to complain of the differential treatment between Bombay and Calcutta. 
Well, my Lord, if Sir Vithaldas Thackersey is not satisfied that Bombay*, the 
second city of the Empire, should get 60 lakhs, I think I may, on behalf of 
iny Presidency, say that I CRiinot be satisfied that Madras, the third city in 
the Empire, should not get anything at all. 

“ The IIon*ble Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson said that the Hon’blo Member 
for Education will explain to us the principles on which he has made the distrL 
bution. I do not know on what principle the Hon’blo Mr. Butler has made it 
as regards Madras. Does ho consider that Madras is so adyanoed in Sanitatioxi 
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and Education that she needs nothing more P Does ho think that Madras has 
such a substantial surplus that she can effect all the improvements which 
she needs ? Or does he, with the Finance Member, no longer regard Madras as 
a Benjamin to be fed so much as a step-son to Be starved ? If he docs, I can only 
say that in Calcutta even a step-son is entitled to the protection of the Society 
for the Protection of Children. I fear, my Lord, tliat the real reason is that 
Madras has during past years accumulated considerable surpluses and that 
her very virtues are about to turn to her misfortune. Madias, it is true, has 
husbanded her resources very carefully in past years, but it was with a view to 
the future benefit of the Presidency. She has not, like another Province of 
which the Hon’bio Sir Fleetwood W ilson spoke, ‘ eaten up large balances by 
hasty and ill-consideretl increases in i-ecurring expenditure.’ 

“ Attention has, during the past few years, been rather frequently drawn 
to the accumulated suriduses of Madras. Two years ago the Hon’ble Mr. Meston 
in his Financial Statement referred to Madras’s ‘ ample balances,’ and. even 
then I felt some alarm as to the effect that these balances would have, and I 
drew attention in the Council to the fact that that ample balance was due to 
that tradition of careful and economic management which had long characterised 
Madras administration and which had led to caution in embarking on promis¬ 
ing schemes until such arrangements could be made as would ensure in the 
long run the fullest regard for efficiency and economy. 1 added that the 
Madras Government foresaw no lack of works of permanent utility on which 
to s 2 )ond their balances, not forgetting that in utilizing them they would have 
to be careful to select objects which would not entail recurring ex 2 )cnditure 
beyond their normal resorn’ccs. But the Hon’blo Finance Member again cast 
his eyes on these haJaiices and last year remarked on the large balance wliidh 
Madras had accumulated, greatly to its credit as he said, hut, I fear, greatly to 
our misfortune ; and this year the Hon’ble Mr. Meston has again referred to 
the ‘ heavy accumulation of balances ’ acquired by Madras. 

“ My Lord, this is a very serious matter and 1 fear that this ungenerous 
treatment of Madras may be reasonably interpreted as 2 )utting a premium on 
extravagance and waste and a discount on thrift and economy. 

“ I should like to say a few words about the allotment of I8i lakhs to¬ 
wards the cost of new buildings required in connection with Sir William 
Meyer’s scheme for the creation of new districts in Madras which 
comes under the head of * grants made under the terms of the Provincial 
Settlements.’ My Lord, in speaking of the allotments made to different Pro¬ 
vinces under the other items of which I have just 8j)okcn, I am 
quite aware that I can make no claim. I have been standing with 
others, I may say, at the gate of Mercy, a 8uj)j)liant for the generous l}Ounty 
of Government. But, under this head of grants made under the terms of 
the Provincial Settlement, I rather stand in the porch of Justice to ask, on 
behalf of Madras, for the full satisfaction of a claim which the Hoii’ble the 
Finance Member at present only in part admits. I always understood, my Lord, 

the Govormuont of India had undertaken to meet the whole cost of non- 
r^rring as well as of recurring expenditure in connection with Sir William 
Meyer’s scheme. Last year in the Budget debate I thanked the Hon’blo Finance 
Member for having promised to finance the scheme, and wlieii I said ‘ finance 
the scheme, I, certainly did not mean a portion of the soheme ; and the Hon’ble 
Member in acknowledging that friendly bleat of the gentle lamb expressed his 
satisfaction and did not, as he would assuredly have done if it had been so, say 
that the lamb was mistaken in his interpretation of the intontiou of the Govern¬ 
ment of India. In 1904 the Government of India promised to make a lump 
grant for tlxe new buildings, and it was always understood that that promise 
meant that they would meet the whole of the non-recuiTxng as xvell as the whole 
of the recurring chargexs; and thtiy reitijrated that jjromise four years later 
when discussing with the Madras Government the terms of the new settle¬ 
ment. This year I am alarmed to find that the Hon’ble Finance Member 
says that the Govemmont of India have 'promised to assist’ in the 
scheme, and the Hon’blo Mr. Meston has very cautiously worded hixxiself 
in the Explanatory Memorandum and entered 18'50 lakhs 'towards 
the cost of new buildings,’ evidently meaning that be repudiates any 
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responsibility for meeting the whole cost. My' Lord, I am authorised by 
my Government to say that the Government of Madras have all along under¬ 
stood that tlie Government of India would bear the whole cost of the building 
portion of the scheme, and that they are not content to assume that the 
Government of India have fulfilled their obligation to the Madras Presidency 
in allotting in this year’s Budget 18 J lakhs for the purpose. After allowing for 
the immediate balance of 20 lakhs required by the rules, the remainder is more 
than covered by the claims registered against it, of which claims the building 
portion of tlui scheme is not one ; and I have to say, my Lord, that if the 
Government of Madras must now find a moiety of the cost of the building 
programme, many desirable schemes m ill be greatly delayed, including the build¬ 
ing programme itself. 

“ On one subject more I liave a few remarks to make, and that is on the 
financial settlement which has now been revised wdth .efiect from next April. 
The Budget for the coming year has been framed Avith reference to that settle¬ 
ment and without the Adews of the Madras Government as to the conditions and 
terms of the scheme having been previously ascertained. The Government of 
India have further stated that the entries made in the Budget for next year are 
only for Budget purposes, and the Government of Madras presume that they 
will be afforded an opportunity of going into details before tlie revised settle¬ 
ment of 1908, Avith the modifications noAV suggested by the Government of 
India, is stereotyped. One of the ])oints on Avhich the Government of Madras 
hope to have something to say is the amomit of the fixed assignment of 3^ lakhs 
from Provincial to Imi^erial revenue in consequence of the entne proviixcialisa- 
tioii of forest revenue and exijenditure. Owing to the assignment having been 
calculated on the figures of the Budget of 1910-11, only a very small portion of 
the recurring cost of several important schemes relating to the Forest Depart- 
meut AX'hieh have long been awaiting sanction have been allowed for. 

“ My Lord, Avhile 1 Avclcoine the entire proviiicialisation of forest-revenue, 
1 hope that the Hon’bio the Finance Member Avill on further examination, and 
after eonsiJtation Avith the Madi*as Government, come to the conclusion that 
the fixed assignment of lakhs should undergo a considerable reduction. 

“ My Lord, I do not know Avhcther if i had pleaded more vigorously for my 
Presidency last year 1 might luiA^e obtained a more favourable and, as 1 think, a 
fairer distribution of the surjxlus this year. Hral I done so, perhaps the 
Hon’ble Mr. Butler w^ould Ijuax' carved that surplus in a different manner 
and have given Madras a larger share. If I had done so, and if the Hon’ble 
Mr. Butler had Jiot paid so much heed to the vigorous pleadings of the Hon’ble 
Mr. Fenton, something more might have gone to Madras, and so much of the 
lion’s share might not have gone to the Punjab.” 

The Hon’ble Mii. Mudholkak : “ My Lord, during the discussion 

on the* Financial Statement, I took the opportunity of expressing my 
appreciation of the cheerful - and satisfactory character of this year’s 
Budget and offered my congratvdations to the Hon’ble the Finance 
Member on his good fortune in getting a substantial and unexpected stymlus 
over this year’s transactions. Yet it Avould not be just to ascribe an "the 
pleasing and encouraging J'ealuros of the Budget to fickle Dame Fortune. The 
opium Avindfall and even the improvement in revenue receipts were, it is 
true, due to the operation of causes Avhich neither he nor the Government of 
India could influence. But for the substantial reduction in expenditure, of 
wdiich there is abundant evidence under almost every head, the country is 
beholden to him for the careful and vigilant watch which he keeps over its 
finances. 

“ My Lord, the Government are entitled to our acknowledgments for the 
great step they have taken in the direction of giving further effect to the 
principles of decentralisation and the development of Provincial independence. 
Despite our so-called ^«^ez«i-permaneut settlements, the yearly scramble for 
doles End benevolences from the Government of India has during all these 
years continued as active as it was before the inauguration of the great reform 
of Lord Mayo in the seventies. Such a scramble is not only undignified, but 
invohes injustice to those Provinces which pay their Avay and make their 
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proportioaato contribution to Imporial expenditure without aid or help from 
anyone. This injustice is felt all the m6re because they cannot i>et their own 
pressing demands satisfied out of their own revenues, as those are required to 
, contribute to the largesses granhxi to the more clamant or more fortiiiuite and 
favoured districts. Out of the one croro and fifty lakhs rais(^d in tlie small 
Province of Berar with an area of 17,660 square miles, hardly sixty laklis are 
applied to its own needs. More than dj-7tlis of this reveiiufi goes to meet the 
Imperial expenditure or to contrilnite to the satisfaction of thcj neetl of other 
Provinces or of other districts under the Local Administration. This is a legiti¬ 
mate ground of complaint when the needs of the Province in regard to sanitation, 
medical relief, education and civil works of general utility remain insufficiently 
attended to. The Hon’blo the Finance Member justified the specially largo 
grants made to Eastern Bengal and Assam on the groiuul that till recently 
that Province was starved. My Lord, the Central Provincos and Bcjrar—• 
and specially Berar—^liave always occupied and even now occupy the position of 
t/inderolla before the fairy came to lier help. They are far more starved than 
Eastern Bengal and Assam. In the gonoral distrilmtion of favours out of the 
opium windfall, this Province, representing l-9th of British India, gets only 6 
laklis out of 147'laklis, i.e., less tfian l-24th. Even when it is a (iiK^stion of 
doing bare justice, it does not get all that it is entitled to. ^ For efficient working 
and economy the Chief Commissioner undertook in 11)07-08 Avith rnspeet to 
famine relief responsibility Avhich rightly lay on the Governiiient of India and 
depleted his own treasury in doing so. The Provincial treasury Avas entitled to 
lw3 reimbursed ; hut this lias Ixuni doin? only partially. 

“The discontiimanco of the system of assignments which, though called 
fixed, under went in fact variations and fluctuations, and the suhstitution in 
its stead of permanent transfers of entire heads of revenue or larger shares 
thereof, will enable self-supporting Provincx 3 s to retain the full benefit of 
the economies they might effect and. the improvements they might carry out. 

“ This important financial reform emjdiasises the pressing necessity 
of establisliing a Provincial Legislative Council for the combined ienifories 
of the Central Provincxis and Berar, There is a total reveiuu^ of about 
crorcs and 57 lakhs raised to meet an expenditure of about 2 crores and 80 
lakhs and a contribution to the Imperial Exchequer of about 9() laklis. The 
Imperial LegislatiA'-o Council cannot bo burdened Avith the discussion of a Pro¬ 
vincial Budget and is notin a position to deal with it Avith knoAvledge. 

“ The largo grants out of this surplus for non-recurring expenditure and 
the increased grants out of the revenue for education and sanitation and further 
special grants to large important Avovks are also another pleasant feature of the 
Budget for which Your Excellency’s Government is entitled to the grateful 
thanks of the country, 

“ In introducing on the 8th of this month the Budget heads dealing with 
Raihvays, the Hon’blc Sir T. It. W'yrine told us that Are were on the eve of a 
very considerable increase in the mileage of new lines to Ik? constructed 
a^uallv. He stated that the Avork of renewals and’ improvements on open 
lines, which during the last five years absorbed over 51 crores of rupees, has been 
brought up to the standard of our present requirements, and that therefore 
large amounts for new lines would now be provided. Eailway receipts and 
railway expenditure hold the foremost place in our national finances, the 
rovis^ estimates showing 45f crores and 24| crorcs, resp(?ctivcly, Avhile the 
budget estimates show 47 y and 26£- crores, respectively. The capital outlay 
on State railways will at the end of 1911-12 stand at 626 crores. The 
military and political value of railways as also their social and commercial 
advantages are unquestionable, I would therefore make a fcAV observations 
for the consideration of Government, and in particular of the Ilon’ljle the 
Piresident of the Bail way Board who Avields—and wields justly—such influence in 
determining the views and acts of GoA^ernment on this important branch pf 
tiie administration. At the outset I would assure my Ilon’blc friend that it 
is not.in an unfriendly spirit that I approach the subject, and that I fully 
recognise the need and propriety of a farther expansion of our railway system. 
Jfut I think it would be a great mistake to put it on a wrong ground. It is not 
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as a oontribntoT to the Imperial revenue that the value of railwaTS should be 
defended. It is true that we had this year a net revenue of 2} ciores after pay¬ 
ing all the expenses and interest and redemption charges. One jeax this net 
revenue was 3 crores and 46 lakhs. These amounts are sufficient!^ consider¬ 
able not to permit of this aspect of the question being n^leoted. But tidcing 
the actual outlay, even the 3-^ crores represent barely a profit of 1 per cent, a 
year. The real value of railways to the country is what was statm by the 
Marquis of Balhousie in his memorable minute—^the military and political 
advantages and the social and commercial advantages. 

“ Ouiding ourselves by this standard, it is not clear to persons outside the 
railway administration on what principle new projects are taken in hand or 
extension made. It seems to them that the relative importance of the different 
claims are at times overlooked. In regard to one project, the desirability of 
constructing the lines and the commercial advantages it would secure have 
been pressed upon Government for over thirty years. A survey was made as fat 
back as 1884, and in 1899-1900 earthwork was carried out and ballast 
collected. Since then no progress has been made. The line was one of those 
mentioned in the Histories of Railway Projects of 1900 ; but other lines, which 
do not seem to have been mentioned then or even for some years after this, are 
advocated, como to the front and ore being constructed. Neither the strategic 
importance of these lines nor their immediate commercial advantages are yet 
obvious to ordinary men, who are unable to understand why preference was 
given to them over the lines the paying character of which was more apparent. 
More than one instance of this kind can be given. It is no use regretrang the 
past. But now, when greater activity in railway extension is in sight, it 
would be more conducive to the interests of the country to accord precedence to 
different projects strictly on their relative importance. To facilitate this object 
it would bo desirable to have for each Province a small advisory Committee of 
qualified and experienced commercial men (European and Indian). 

“ Another suggestion which I would make is in regard to certain projects 
which involve a very lai^ outlay, and which can become self-supporting only 
when certain other facilities and conditions which do not exist at present, and 
which also involve further large outlays by the State, are created. In the case 
of such projects they should not, I submit, be taken in hand until the creation 
of the facilities and conditions on which their eventaal success depends are also 
sanctioned. 

“ In regard to working expenses they seem to be going up more than they 
should. In 1906-07 they stood at 1,931 lakhs; this year they are 2,464 lakhs ; in 
1911-12 they are estimated to go up to 2,672 lakhs. Now, the mileage in the 
first year was 21,644 ; this year it has reached 24,625; and at the end of next year 
it will bo 24,783. That is, this year’s expenditure is more than 27 per cent, in 
excess'Of tliat for 1906-07, though the increase in mileage is a little less than 14 

K ent. The amount spent on renewals and improvements in 1906-07 was 84 
more than what was spent this year. The increase in expenditure is thus 
clearly due to greater working charges. The percentage of working expensOPto 
gross earnings has increased on eveiy line except one. In some the increase is 
by more than 13 per cent. Hero is a matter for enquiry and for the serious 
consideration of the Hon’blo the President of the Railway Board and of 
Honr’ble the Member for Pinance. I have excluded from consideration the 
military section of the North-Western Railway wMch is more in the nature .(ff a 
military defence work. 

" Even in regard to such an every-day thing as the working of a ballast 
train, I find it stated in the Journal of the Permanent Way Institution of 
India that sometimes they were able to work it very economically at a cost 
of 8 per cent, per cubic foot, at other times it ran to about 22 per cent, per 
cubic foot, owing to bad arrangements and heavy traffic, and that there was a 
tremendous amount of money wasted in the running of ^e ballast trains. 

“ We have now come to a stage where it is necessary to cozuider whether 
it would not on the whole be more economical to work Btate lines by State 
agency rather than through Companies. If the Oompanies were remtinera^ 
by a share of the net profites, that would be a more preferable course to worldito 
by State agency. But as was long ago pointed out by Sir Guilford MoleswQrtq 
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ia regard to the old goaraateed Companies, they are not directly interested 
in economy or retrenchment. Efficiency has of cofirse to he kept in view, 
hut it can be easily shown how without sacriiiping it large reduction in eicpen* 
diture can be made. 

“As the old method 'of constmeting railways through ^aranteed Com* 
panies had to be given up on account of the serious losses it involved, so also 
would it be more to the interests of the country to dispense with the agency 
(d the Companies or to have the terms modifiw so as to give them a direct 
interest in economical working. We are on the eve of a largo extension of 
our railway system, and it is absolutely necessary to scrutinize the debit side 
and jealously guard against unnecessaiy expenditure.” 

The Hon’ble Libutbnant-Coionbl Davies : “ My Lord, in the debate 
on the Budget for the current year my predecessor explained at some length 
the position of the finances of the Punjab and made a strong appeal for more 
liberal financial treatment. The figures in the Budget for 1911*12 show that 
great consideration has been given to that appeal and that it has been found 
TOSsible to'meet the claims of the Punjab to a certain extent. But, while 
lully recognising that the recent changes in the terms of the settlement 
have benefited me Province,—I allude particularly to the alteration of the 
Provincial share of Land-revenue from three-eighths to onc-haK,~I find it 
difficult to be enthusiastic over the increase of the Provincial share of net 
Irrigation-revenue from three-eighths to one-half. 

“ Before, however, dealing with this subject, I desire to invito attention 
to the terms of the Provincial contract. When theso terms were being dis¬ 
cussed prior to the contract of 1905, the Punjab Government represonted 
that a lar^r assignment should be made from those heads of revenue which 
tend steadily to increase, and that in the Province in which canal irriga¬ 
tion plays so important a part, effect might be given to the suggestion by 
granting a share of the income under the Budget head—Major Works. 
The Government of India recognised the justice of the pro2)osal and allowed 
the Province a three-eighths share in the revenue and the expenditure of this 
head, the revenue being derived chiefly from owners' rates, occupiers’ rates 
and land-revenue and malikana of the Canal Colonies, the expenditure com¬ 
prising direct expenditure on the imjirovcment and maintenance of the major 
canals and also the interest on capital borrowed fur the construction of 
such works. 

“ In ordmr to provide against abnormal fluctuations of either revenue or ex¬ 
penditure, the Government of India guaranteed a minimum net revenue of 30J 
’lakhs under Major Works, thus enabling the Provincial Government to frame its 
Budget with the knowled^ that its revenue from this head would not fall 
below this figure. The settlement of 1905 was sanctioned with the intention 
and in the belief that the Local Government would be in a position to meet 
the heavy charges (arising out of colonisation and canal development), from 
the growing revenues yielded by the water-rates; but in only one year (1906- 
07^ has the guarantee minimum been equalled or exceeded. The consc- 
mience has been that instead of receiving a growing revenue from its canal% 
we Provincial Government has had to be content with what is virtually a fixed 
asugnment of 30} lakhs per annum. 

“ The mai n object of the new settlement is to reduce the large fixed cash 
assignments and to replace them by a share in a growing head of revenue. It is 
in furtb^ance of this object that the Provincial share of revenue and expendi¬ 
ture of Major Works has been raised to one-half, while at the same time the 
guaranteed minimum has been raised to 41 lakhs. Let us consider the effect of 
this change on the finances, as it seems very doubtful whether in the next few 
years the desired result will be attained. Prom a calculation which has been 
made, it appears that for at least five years the Punjab will not derive any 
benefit whatever from the change, and that instead of receiving, as now, what 
is practically a fixed assignment of 30| lakhs, it will receive in the future a 
fixed alignment of 41 lakhs. The reason for this is to be found in the fact 
tktt dlmigesunder Major Works include interest on capital borrowed for such 
works. A sum of 120 lakhs has been entered in the Budget. We are now 
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discussing for what is known as the Triple Canal project, and a slightly larger 
sum was entered in the last year. On all this capital expenditure, which is for 
the time being unproductive, the Provincial Government has to pay its share of 
interest, with the consc^qucuce tliat tlic net revenue from the head Major Works, 
instead of being a growing revenue, is at present a gradually diminishing one. 
Under such circumstances it is my duty to urge that the interest charges of new 
canals sJiould not be thrown upon Provincial finances until the canals commence 
to earn a revenue sufficient to cover their working expenses and interest, lest 
the Local Government should find itself crippled under such charges and be 
unable to carry on the administration satisfactorily. I would at any rate urge 
that the j)resent system, by an inch a share of the interest charges are debited to 
the Provincial Government, should be re-examined. As it stands it saddles the 
Provincial GoA'Crnment with very lieavy expenditure long before the expected 
revenue can come in, and it is quite conceivable that under the present system 
a Local GoA'ernment miglit liesitatc to support a large scheme of irrigation, on 
the ground that such a scheme uould for a considerable term of years block the 
increase of income which would otherwise accrue to it. 

“ Attention Avas clraAvn last year to the effect of the colonisation scliemos 
on tlio Pro vincial finances. I should like to add afoAV words on this subject, for 
it seems to he generally accepted that they have brought great prosperity to the 
pooj)le and have largely augmented Provincial resources. As to their effect in 
the development of the country and in bringing prosperity to the settlers, 
there can be no two opinions; but this result is not obtained Avithout considerable 
expenditure and great strain on Provincial resources. There is first the 
interest on the cajiital expenditure AAhich has to be met before the works 
become productive ; later on, there is expenditure on the settlements which has 
to be incurred in order to assist development, lloads of every kind have to 
he made, revenue and judicial buildings have to be constructed, and the 
demands of the colonists for schools and hospitals, to which they had been 
accustomed in their own villages, have to be met. The insistence of these 
demands necessitates the employment of a large share of the Public Works 
grant; so much so that, AAdiile the colonies are being brought into existence, 
other public Avorks in the Province have to be starved : repairs are cut down to 
the utmost and new buildings are indefinitely i^ostponed. Wlien the 'Friple 
Canal scheme comes to maturity, a very large initial outlay will be required, 
and it is hoped that the Goverument of India will then come to the assistance 
of the Province, as it may he said with truth that such expenditure is due to a 
wholly exceptional cause. Tlic adoption of the Provincial policy of the sale of 
Government lands has practically saved the situation, and it is hoped that under 
the neAV contract system the liberty of the Local Government as to disposal of 
the sale-proceeds Avill be in no way restricted. 

“ r will conclude Avith a few remarks on the allotment of the non-rcourring 
grants AAdiich liave been announced. The Hon’ble Finance Member told us 
that a grant of 10 lakhs Avould be made to the Punjab for sanitation ; this 
sum, compared with the grants made to other Piovinccs, is liberal but fl9t 
excessive. Tlie grant is intended mainly for urban sanitation, and it is 
I’ecogniscd that the urban population of the great cities of the Punjab is large 
as com 2 )ared Avitli that anywhere outside the Presidency-towns, and it is also 
well kriOAvn that extensive sanitary AA^orks are necessary to cope with malaria 
which so often assumes an epidemic form. In the Financial Statement it 
Avill be found, however, that half this sum has been specially reserved for the 
llesearch Institute at Kasauli, an object which is in no sense a Provincial one. 
Five lakhs only remain for sanitary works, a sum Avhich compares very 
unfavourably with the allotments made to other Provinces for purely Provincial 
purposes. 

“ A sum of 10 lakhs has been granted as a contribution to the Medical 
College and Hosj»ital at Lahore ; tliis amount, given in a year of largo surplus, 
is only what another Province received when the financial position' was bad, 
and it cannot be said to err on the side of liberality. 

The grant for education is small as compared with that made to similar 
Provinces, and the Punjab does not appear to have been treated with 
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liberality which has been extended to others. But I have no intention to 
weary the Council with details; it is so easy to manipulate figures in order to 
lhake them produce the result whicli is wanted, whether it be for or against. 

My object is rather to point out the special difficulties which beset the 
j&nances of the Punjab and to express a hop(5 that they may not be overlooked. 
JX is also not too much to hope that from the future unforeseen surplus, which 
seems almost to be expected, the grants to the Punjab may be given with the 
liberality which has been extended this year to other Provinces.” 

The non*ble Likutexant Malik Umar Hayat Khax ; “ My Lord, as the 
final speech on the Budget is considered one in which all questions connected 
with the welfare of India are discusstid, I shall offer a few remarks whicJi are 
connected directly or indirectly with the Budget. 

“ In the first place, I must congratulate the Hon’ble Finance Member on 
this year’s Statement, which shows a good surplus. 

“ The time given us this year for our legislative session was in my opinion 
too short and has tended to cause hurry in our legislation, which is undasirablo. 
It appears that the main cause of this has been the desire to meet the wishes 
of some of the Hon’ble gentlemen who want to attend to their private' affairs. 
At a confex'onco held in Simla, I expressed myself somewhat strongly and said 
that a man who takes upon himself the service of the public and then thinks of 
bis owm affairs, which stand in the way of his doing the above duty, is a wrong 
man in the wrong place. Such a man has no business to b(i there and had 
better resign his office in the public interests. And T was glad to lind that 
most of my Hon’blo colleagues were oC the same opinion. As being representa¬ 
tives of different Provinces, our work is not only to legislate, but also to bring 
about a closer union betw^een the rulers and the ruled. 

“ I shall now touch on some points relating to the Army which seem to me 
to be worthy of notice. I would at the outset thank the Govcrjimont for their 
giving commissions to members of the Imperial Cadet Corps. 

** About horse-breeding I am of opinion that the money spent on the present 
class of stud-horses has not been emjdoycd for a very useful purpose. The 
stock produced is serviceable for working in the plaiiis only, but on active 
service horses ar<3 also required in the hills. A cliango should, therefore, be 
made in their breeding so tlxat they may be more adapted for service in such 
tracts. 

“ As the internal development of the country in all directions is entirely 
dependent upon peace and security, which are safeguarded by the Army, I suggest 
that whenever money is available it sliould be given to the Army. Funds arc 
urgently needed for the construction of defence works along the North-Eastern 
frontier in the same way as they were required for the North-Western border. 
’Money is also required for building lines for increasing the garrisons towards 
the North-East. And it is at the same time essential that India should liavo its 
own navy as well as aeroplanes or dirigibles. No real well-wisher of the country 
Ml see other nations go ahead without feeling keenly the lagging behind of 
India. We are no doubt protected by tlio largest navy in tlie world, but ive 
should always keep in mind that there may b(3 made simultaneous demands 
upon it from various quarters and there may be some difficulty in sending a 
sufficient portion of it here. We cannot, therefore, be useful members of the 
Empire unless we are self-dependent or, at any rate, so to a large extent. 

“ I w^ould have said a w^ord about the rise in the price of food-stuffs; but as 
Governiiicnt has taken the enquiry already in hand, I will only say that in order 
to check corruption the case of low-paid servants, like police-constables, patwaris, 
ohaukidars, village-headmen, etc., is deserving of serious considerations. There is 
no wonder that ill-paid lambardars, chaukidars and police-constables fall victims 
to temptation and sometimes send up insignificant cases which end in acquittals. 
Tim salaries, therefore, should bo raised at the bottom and not at tlie top. 

** I tMnk It is also necessary to revise the rates on which contracts arc made 
by the Public Works Department. The same contractors when desiring to 
enter into contracts with private persons make written applications to the effect 
that they are willing to supply all building materials as we/l as to erect build¬ 
ings at rates so much less than they charge the Government. When my 
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Hon’ble friend Mr. Gokhale moved his resolution about Public Expenditure, it 
was this knowledge which kept me from opposing him. The expenditure-oh 
the civil and military and most other departments is absolutely necessary. 
Phe public money, my Loi’d, is flot wasted by the Government of India at by 
the Provincial Governments. It is squandered only at tlie various construe* 
tiou works where money is actually banded over to contractors or to low-paid 
Government servants in charge of labourers. 

“ My Lord, I do not say that big landholders are badly off, but if the prices 
of their lands be calculated, it will bo found that the profit derived from land is 
far loss than could be got by investing an equal sum in some other business. 
Last year I urged the claims of landholders and I do not hesitate to do so amiu, it 
being my particular duty to do so; and I will go on urging them as long as I ^ve 
the honour to be a repi'escntative of that class on this Council. I see no justifl* 
cation nor any logic in the fact that when two men of the same country get the 
same net profit from their re8j)ective occupations, they should bo taxed unequally. 
Why shoiQd a man have to pay land-revenue on an income of Rs. 10 or 
even less, while the other pays nothing for Rs. 999-16-11 ? A zamindar cannot 
conceal his land and must pay the revenue, while a non-agriculturist can resort 
to many dodges to make it appear that his income is half of what it really is. 

“ There are certain other important matters affecting the agriculturists 
which I would briefly bring to the notice of this Council. One of these is the 
twenty years’ settlement. Scttlomonts are so unpopular that the Hindustani 
equivalent for the expression is used to denote ruin. When a tract is fully cul¬ 
tivated and the income of a landholder known, it is absolutely of no use to re¬ 
settle it. 

“ The assess:! ent of kharaba, that is, allou'ance for failed crops, is made in 
the first instance by low-paid officials and only nominally checked by higher 
officials. This causes great inconvenience to landholders, who have often to adopt 
unfair moans in oifler to obtain justice, as it is a well-known fact that they 
suffer if they do not resort to such practices. Thus, though he is called the back¬ 
bone of the country, the agriculturist has to carry the burdens of all on his 
shoulders without receiving any help from others, 

“ As the time for moving resolutions is past, I should like only to suggest 
that the word ‘ Pamino ’ should be omitted from tho expression ‘ Famine 
Relief Fund,’ for after all this Fund has been created with the object of rescuing 
people from stan’^ation and thus saving their lives. But if there occurs some 
other calamity, which is as disastrous or even worse than famine, why should 
sudi a fund be not utilised in such emergencies ? By way of illustration^ one 
may mention the disastrous Kangra earthquake, tho washing away of Dera Gluusi 
Khan by the river Indus, and many other worse disasters W'hich from time to 
time overtake one part of India, or the other. 

Noyr I turn to one of the most vital questions of the day, that is, education. 

I only want to say a word about it in connection with other things, and the 
subject of education pure and simple I leave to the new Department and my 
Hon’ble friend Mr. Gokhale and his Bill. What I mean to say is that a general 
survey should be made of the inhabitants of India and the different walks of liro 
they can follow. We should make a rough estimate of the number of men 
required in India for— 

(a) agriculture; 

(i) the factories; 

(c) the mines ; 

(d) tho different trades ; 

(c) the array ; 

( /) -well-to-do men who want to get educated for their own accomplish¬ 
ment ; 

(y) educated men required for Government and private service^ etc., etc. 

“ I do not object to merchants, Tvell-to-do men and those seeking Government 
service being educated properly. But small i^culturists, labourers in mines and 
factories, recruits for the army» petty traders as well as low-paid servants, either 
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Goremment or private, should not bo given higher education. Nor ^ould thev 
^ imparted primary education in the manner in which it is now done, whion 

r vents Ihem from doing their ancestral work owing to their time being given up 
studies while young. The schools for these people should be either night 
si^ools or such as may not interfere with their household work, for which thev 
axe urgently wanted ever^ day, and the subjects taught should be only such 
< as may help them in following their own occupations. 

” In this connection I would also suggest that tho number of men in a 
district belonging to the various professions should also be limited, so that there 
may not bo overcrowding, as is the case with the legal profession. 

“ Now as to the law in force in this country, I think it is entirely unsuited 
to this country, as the foundation on which it was based was a law suited to a differ¬ 
ent nation in different circumstances, and the members of tho Committee that 
drafted tho Indian law, however able they may have been, wore mostly ignorant of 
Indian sentiments. If Government could afford to spend a sum of money to 
have tho Indian Penal and Criminal Procedure Codes revised by a joint 06m- 
mittee of English and Indian law'yers, who are thoroughly acquainted with 
Indian sentiments, as well as some men who are conversant only with the 
feelings of the people, there would bo a great improvement in the procedure 
as well as the carrying out of justice. 

“ Now I touch on a point about which I am very keen, and that relates to 
matters which adversely affect the good administration of the country, either 
internal or external. By internal I moan the seditious i)ropaganda. Though 
the Seditious Meetings Act and the Press Act are through Government’s kind¬ 
ness on the Statute-book and are effective to some extent, yet unless tlie mild- 
looking mischievous papers are dealt with as they really deserve, the situation 
will remain unaltered. They say in Persian; 

‘If the liarmlcsa cat bad wings to fly, it would extermniato the race of sparrows.’ 

“ Now it is evident that the Press Act was passed with a view to put an end 
to seditious writing. But eveiy law which is intended to check some particidar 
crime ought to be efficient in itself and effective for tlm purpo.se for which it is 
intended. If it does not fulfil the obj<X 5 t, it will make little difference whether 
we have such a law or not. My liord, tho Act hitherto passed has served the 
purpose of restraining only the papers which arc in the hands of inexperienced 
editors and proprietors, as they are unable to carry on their work with sufficient 
cleverness. Such persons can be easily caught and punished and they cannot 
do much harm. The greatest harm which is to-day being done to the country is 
by means of papers which are in the hands of clever agitators who calmly, 
quietly and systematically misconstrue and misrepresent the motives of the 
Government in such a way as to make the people doubt the sincerity of its pur¬ 
pose. The injury done by these people is more effective than it coulu be 
done by the editors of the above-mentioned papers. 

“ Some of the papers in the hands of clever men, being dailies and having up- 
^•date Eeuter’s and other intelligence, are run commrativoly cheaply and have 
a wide circulation, especially among tlie educated classes. Generally speak¬ 
ing, the oircumstanoes of these classes do not permit them to buy the expensive 
but loyal papers which are run efficiently. If th^ read papers of both kinds, 
they would be able to draw their own conclusions. But as matters now stand, 
this is not generally the case and they are carried away by the wrong set <A 
opinions. 

“ There is a Persian saying that: 

" Everything that reachesB the ear has its effect.' 

“ It is these papers, my Lord, that require legislation to cheek their mis- 
dhievous propaganda. If a paper on account of one or two articles produces an 
effect tiiat tenets it liable to a criminal prosecution, why should not another 
paper which prolongs the process over a month or two and creates the same 
elraot, if not worse, be punimable under the same law ? 

‘*My Lord, we happen to have got some papers of this description in our 
Province. But I am glad to say that most of the people who edit or contribute 
to them belong to other parts of the country and are not the natives of opr loyal 
Piorinpe. 
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Next we come to our external friends. It is a well-known Oriental saying 
that a wise enemy is better than a foolish friend. Some of our English friends 
who unfortunately meddle with our affairs cither with a view to advertise them¬ 
selves or Avith a sinccnj desire to serve this country do not know' wliat harm they 
are doing us owing to their defective knowdedgo of things here. I wish the 
English Government provided some means lor preventing them from w orking 
this injury to us. Many of the sedition-mongers in India are encouraged by 
these gentlemen, and in order to bring such seditionists to book and to repress 
their activities money lias to be paid from the Indian revenues. 

“ Now, my Lord, there is another thing Avhich I want to deal Avith, and that 
Is societies and*^ organisations. Though there arc so many societies and various 
organisations in England, most of them do some good to their country. But 
such is not the case in India. As to suppress some of the mischievous organisa¬ 
tions a great deal of money Avpuld ho required, I mention them in connection 
with the Budget. Sociolics in India may bo roughly divided into four classes. 
Some orgauisatiojis are purely social, Avhich are harmless. Others are political 
in the garb of social. They are generally apt to do a great deal ot harm. 
Others again are paper organisations u liich do no work except keeping the list 
of a certain number of men under the title of some association and giving 
address to Viceroys, Licutenant-Go\^ernors and otlicr high officers and officials. 
The fourth is a class of purely political societies. 

“ I shall only deal here Avith the last three of them. It is an admitted 
fact, my Lord, that- organisation is a force and that every organisation is as 
iruicli desirous of increasing its power as individuals. But seeing that the 
gixjatest force in the country is the Government, there is CA^ory likelihood that 
such organisations will like to get more and more pow'cr into their hands, Avhich 
must he at the expense of the force now possessed by Government. This may 
in the long run prove dangerous to the State, as it has already begun to he 
evident in connection Avith the so-called national organisations. 

“ As for the paper organisMtions, they arc generally meant to benefit the 
president or the sccretaiy, so that they may come into proininonce. Lately 
sueli societies ha\'e been so successful that they have enabled many [)eo|)le to 
gain what liny Avanted. Thus things Avliich really ought to be discouraged 
have been encouraged in such a Avay that it may prove very troublesome in 
the end. 

“Thus hard-Avorking individuals, Avho perhaps do more service to the Gov¬ 
ernment than all the members of some of such associations could do while put 
together, are sometimes lost sight of and get disheartened, Avhile others who 
may bo desirous of Avorking liavd see the case of such disappointed men and, 
instead of being encouraged to Avork, get discouraged. 

“ It is generally believed that the best AA'ay of getting on with the Govern¬ 
ment is 'either l)y forming organisations and posing as a leader or by strongly 
criticising all Government measures, Avliotlier good or bad. Those who support 
all reasonable measures of Government arc apt to be neglected, for th(3y are 
regarded as already conciliated, whom it is not so mucli necessary to appea*/ . 
But thjc old Asiatic custom to Avhich the people Avere accustomed was the 
reverse. 

“ The rest of India, my Lord, cannot understand Avhy a place like Calcutta; 
situated in a corner remote from England and Avdth a bad climate, should have 
been selected as the capital of India. I think it will be only fair when fundi 
allow to select as the metropolis of this country a city Avhich will be up to soin'e 
extent at an equal distance from the remotest parts of this vast continent.’ 

“ With regard to Government service, from which everybody expects to drive 
pecuniary benefit, I A\^ant to say a word. In countries inhabited by one nation, 
every individual tries to maintain the honour of the nation to which he belon'gs. 
Such, however, is not the case in Eastern countries, whore family honour 
takes the place of national pride. It is his family honour that every individual 
has to keep up, and in my opinion it will ;^ay Government in the long run to 
secure the services of men of good blood, instead of those who have got no 
traditions to follow. 

“My Lord, I noAV come to my native Province, Avhose annexation is asspr 
dated with the name of your illustrious grandfather, which though one. of 
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last to come under British rule is not the least in importance. It is the Pro¬ 
vince from which the famons diamond Kohinoor, one of the brightest gems in 
the Crown of England, was taken—a Province which, if not the brightest gem 
of the whole British Empire, is the brightest gem of India. 

“ The remarkable speech of the Ilon’blo Mr. Eeiiton, in which he put for¬ 
ward what the requirements of the Punjal) were, has not been forgotten by- 
most of us here. In order to a\ oid unnecessary repetition, I would only men¬ 
tion some of them. They are funds for the Plague, Malaria, Kaiigra, Dera 
Ghazi Khan, Colonization, Education, the Police, increasing the number of 
Magistrates and Judges, increasing the staff for collection of land-revenue and 
wator-rates, Railways, the revision of pay of pu])Jic servants, etc., etc. 

“ My Lord, I have carefully gone into the figures relating to the population, 
area, revenue and expenditure of every Province in India, and found that the 
new Provincial Settlement will be h^ss unfavourable to tin? Punjab than has 
hitherto been the cfise. Tliough I hav(> learnt from some of my Hon’ble colleagues 
that one should never think but go on agitat ing for more and more, my conscience 
does not allow me to follow such a policy, and I must thank the ITon’ble 
Finance Member up to some extent for the terms of the new settlement. 

“ There is, however, one most serious aspcict of the case which I want to 
put before Your Lordship’s Council. It Avill lx? seen from the census figures 
that wo have suffered most of all from plague, malaria, and various other 
calamities and our population has d(?cj’cased by 1*8 per cent, during the last 
decade. 

“ Justice, therefore?, required that avi? should have been granted the largest 
sum of money out of the opium windfall for the improvement of our sanitation. 
But I am sorry to fiiul that our share of the grant for schemes of sanitary 
progress is much less than that to which Ave Avere mititled. Evem Bengal, whose 
population has inen^ased during the last ten years, gets us as much as the 
Punjab, while the United Piwinces, whose census figures do not show such a 
serious fall in the population as my l^roAunee, receiA (i a larger amoimt. 

“ Again, it is Avell-knoAA^n that the Punjab is v eiy backAA^ard in education and 
that Bengal and the L nited Piwinces are far alicad of it in this respect. 
Moreover, the expenditure on education and various other urgent items in the 
newly springing villages in the Punjab colonies is very groat and tbus wc require 
more money for education, etc., than almost any oilier Piwince. But I find 
that the educational grant made to Bengal is almost three times, and tliat made 
to the United Provinces miarly double, tlxi sum granted to the Punjab. This is 
hardly fair. Our diminishing population and our lagging behind in education 
demanded that our share of the o])ium windrall should have been the largest of 
all. But wo got much less Ihan ProA inces whose jiopulation is increasing and 
ndiiclx have outstripped us iu the race of educational progress. 

‘‘In conclusion, I would urge on Your Lordship’s Government that the 
Province of the Punjab, as being one of the last to bo annexed to the British 
Empire in India, should ho carefully nurtured and all its interests furthered 
as Jar as possible by the Government, so that its resourc(?s may lie developed 
equRly with those of other Provinces and that it may be able to maintain its 
proud position as the A^anguard of this vast Indian Empire.” 

Tho Hon’blo Mk. Qi'in : “My Lord, if on this occasion I make only a 
cursory reference fo the items in the Budget Avliich relate to special grants to 
tho Provincial GoA'Criimeiits, this is due only to my d(‘sire not to trespass 
unduly on the time of the Council and should not he 'ascribed to any dissatis¬ 
faction on the part of the Government of Bombay with tlui share Avbich has 
been aUotted to them from the surplus revenues of the Imperial (lovcrn- 
ment. We baA’^e received a substantial contrilrution for non-recumng 
expenditure on Education and Sanitation, and a very wclcoim? recurring grant 
towards Police Reorganization. With these wc are quite satisfied, and it is an 
additional source of gratification to the Government of Bombay that their 
request for a subvention to the City of Bombay Improvemeiit Trust has been 
acceded to. But Avhat I Avish particularly to say to-day relates to the more 
important matter of tho ncAv. Provincial Settlement, and here again I am glad 
to be able to sound a note Avhich is mainly one of satisfaction. 
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“ I have no intention of woaiyini? the Council with any stMtemeiit of the 
details of the noAv setilt*meui, and I proceed at once to remark that so far as the 
purely financial as|)ects of the settlement arc concerned the (jovernment of 
Bombay are much gratified at tbe converKsion of fixed assigniiKints into groAving 
revenue, and cordially aciknowlodge the liberality of the terms on which the 
conversion has been made. The settlement has Ijcen based on the Budget figures 
of 1910-1911,’and already there are satisfactory indications (hat the new 
arrangement Avill prove more favoura})le to Jthc Provincifil Government than 
were the old. It is not, howeven', the mere financial result of the new scheme 
which appeals most to the Government of Bombay. I’he jn'inciple underlying 
the settlement is the matter of real importance. The intentions of the 
Government of India in making these new settlements Avere fully set forth 
in this Council a few weeks ago by the Hon’blo the rinance Member, and 
the views then expressed by him Inwe b(^en AA"irmly Avelconujd by the 
Government of Bombay, Avho fully appreciate not only the intentions but also 
tlie promptitude Avith Avliich the practical measures to give them effect have 
already bccji taken by llie Central Government. The extcviit to whicli the 
Government of India have hitherto interforod with tlic hiidg(it arrangements 
of the Local Government has always been a 'sore point, and it is specially 
satisfactory to find that their intervention will no av he confined, as indeed it 
was this year, to the total revenue and ex]»enditiire in the Local Government’s, 
estimates, the details, save those under divided cahds, being left entirely to the 
Provincial Government.. 

“ But AvhiJo there is so much that gives cause for saiisfaefiou in tiie terms 
of the new settlement, I hope I shall not he eonsidored ungracious if 1 
have to point out that this settlement has not yet ])een made; complete, and that 
there are still some points in respcict of Avhich it is not altogether acceptable 
to the Local Government. The Ilon’ble the Pinance Meml)(ir has told us that 
apart from special emergencies, the ncAV arrangements are ‘ fixed, rigid and 
permanent.* It is in consequence more especially of this pronoiinceiiKmt tliat 
I havx' to ask the fiirtlu^r indulgence of the Council AAdiik' I make the 
briefest possible allusion to a few matters which are eitlier unacceptable to the 
Local Government Avhicli I represent, or have l)een nllogether omitted from 
the settlement as described by the Hon’ble the Pinance Member. 

“First among these I would mention the intimation that a Province will 
not in future ho alloAV’cd to hiidgel. for a deficit in its current revenue and 
expenditure unless it satisfu's the Supreme Governnumt that the excess 
expenditure is due to a AAdiolly exceptional and non-recurring cause. Now, a 
Provincial Gov^ernmenl has a( all times a keen interest in the state of its 
balance and under the ucav setthiinent that interest Avill be even greater than 
before. There is, tliereforc?, praclically no danger of a Provincial Government 
oxtravagaiitly dtjpleting its balances, and the Government of Bombay do not 
see what good ])urpose is served ]>y holding tiuit the objects on which alone any 
part of that balance may he spent should he Avholly exceptional as well as non¬ 
recurring. They agree entirely with the Government of India that their ^‘cur- 
ring oxj^enditurc for the year sliouldhc kept Avell within the revenue of the year, 
and they are ready to maintain Avliat might })e called an ‘ ordinary * balance, 
well above tlio minimum balance and snfiicient to meet all the probable con* 
tiiigencies of the year ; but they claim that they should have full liberty to 
deal with any excess over tliat ordinary balance as they deal with any other of 
the resources at their command, sul)ject of coiu'se to the understanding that 
sums taken from the balance Avill he i*xpended on non-recurring objects onljr. 
Time does not permit me either to illustrate or to give detailed reasons in 
support of this contention, hut it is one Avliich tlie Government of Bombay 
regard as entirely compatildo aa ith sound finance, and I am to commend this 
matter to the sympathetic consideration of tlie Hon'ble the Pinance Member. 

“ My second point refers to the allocation of expenditure from 
special grants which the GoA^ernment of India may from time to time 
be in a position to make from its surplus revenues. At present it is 
usual for the Government of India to earmark these grants for expenditure 
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under a major head selected hy them. The Local Government now 
desire to ur^e that the ohject of expenditure should l)e determined 
locally, because, to use a homely adas^o, it ^is the Local Govornment 
which knows where its own shoe pinches. The Govenimerit of Bombay are 
of course willing to give the most can;ful consideration to any suggestion 
which the Central Government may make ; but they hold tliat it is they tliem- 
scilves with the advice of their local Council wlio ought to have the last word 
in the matter. This surely is in accord ivith tlie Jiew policy of increasing 
both the independence of the Local Go\ eriuiuvnt and their responsibility for 
the proper expenditure of the jnihlic funds entrusted to them. It is true 
that the terms of the new settlement in respect of this matter are not less " 
favourable than tliosc of the old ; l)ut the rrovincial Governments are looking 
to the new vsettlement to loosen some of tlie old bonds, not <0 retain them in 
their existing rigidity ; and it is from this point of view that the pronounce¬ 
ment of tlic Finance Member on the point I am no^v discussing gives ground 
for grave disai)i3ointmont. 

One further detail, before I mention, very I)riefly, a few matters of 
weightier import. We have been told that if for any special and temporary 
reason a Local Government has i^xliaustc'd its own halaTices and receives permis¬ 
sion to overdraw it will have to take a loaji from the Imperial Excluiquer and 
pay interest on it. I trust it will he many a long day hefoi’o this matter 
becomes of any practical importance to the Government of Boni1)ay; hut as the 
new settlement is being specially invested with a character of permanency, it is 
suggested for the consideration of the IToirhle the Finance Memher Avhether it 
would not be;fair to except from tlu^ working of tliis rule, regarding payment of 
interest, the case of a Local Govci*nm(‘nt vvlioscj Province was visited with—not 
one year—but a succession of years of severe famine. Such an aflliciion might 
well exhaust the lialances of tlu^ wealthiest Province, evei\ when aided hy the 
l^^amine Relief Fund ; and it w ould not ho just to penalise a Local Goveinment 
by charging it interest on advances Avhich tlie dire stress of famine alone had 
compcdled it to take. 

“I turn now to other matters hearing on the Provincial Settlement wliich 
arc of very great imjiortance, hut as they liaA e already been much discussed I 
will deal Avith them very liriolly. 

“The first is the question of Provincial taxation, and concerning this I 
will at oiiQi) say that AAliile tiui Government of Bomliay welcome the admission 
made by the Hon’ble the Financii Memher that the projiriety r>f raising special 
Provincial taxation may have to lie e/msid(?red in tlie ■ future, they w ovdd have 
been glad to sec a more dctinit(> place assigned to this subject in the arrange¬ 
ments for the new setihunent. It is difficult to see liow tliis legitimate 
source of revenue can for much longer he jiennitied to he neglectixl. It is 
certain tliat in the not far distant future the Provincial Governments will have 
urgent calls upon them for exp(mditurc Avhich tliey cannot meet from their 
growing revenues, and the nec(‘ssity for local taxation Avill then liccomc in- 
coiiiRtahle. To exercise the powder of taxation will then he an obligation on 
the Provincial Council to he regarded as attached to the enjoyment of financial 
independence. 

“The second is the question of borroAving hy Local Governments. TJie 
Government of Bombay are strongly of opinion that the jjovver to borrow, 
whether in the open market or from the Government of India, should not he 
withheld from Local Governments. Tlie Hon’ble. the Finance Memher w’^as 
silent on this point Avhen making his statemont tlie other day, hut the matter 
is presumably under consideration in connection witli the report of the- Decen¬ 
tralization Commission, and I need noAv only express the hope that a decision 
will be arrived at shortly, and Avill bo in favour of the vicAv put forw^ard by 
the Government of Bombay. 

“ It would of course be desirable to have proper safeguards to prevent 
competition among Local Governments, to fix a })rescribed rate of interes, and 
other details. But subject to this, and, if necessary, to the sanction of the 
Government of India, the experiment of Provimdal borrowing in the open 
market might safely bo tried, and it is the opinion of the Government of 
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Bombay that if tliis wore do no tho Local Government would tap local sources 
not reached by the Goveriiinent of India. 

“ There is one other point. In ]907 certain r(>strictions were placed on tlie 
powers of Local Governinonts to deal Avith loans borroAATHl by Local Bodies in 
the open market. Tlie Government of Boml)ay consider that these restrictions 
were unnecessary. For Miis reason and in order to increase the independence 
of local finaiice they A\'ould he glad to see them removed. 

“And noAV I have almost linished, but before I sit down I would venture 
to sum up the remarks whicdi it has been my duty to make regarding the new 
settlement. From a jnirely Jlnaneial point of view it is almost entirely satisfac¬ 
tory 80 far as it goes, Ijut in the ojunion of the Government of Bombay it does 
not go far (mough, inasmuch as no settlement can be regarded as complete which 
fails to make definite provision for Provincial taxation and for Provincial 
borroAA ing in tlie open market. On its administrative side the settlement is 
not AAdiolly satisfactory liecanse some of its terms are such as may easily lead to 
undue interference by the Central Government. \Vc look to the new settle¬ 
ment to give a great increase of real power to the Provincial Government, and 

I desire here, in conclusion, to invito attention to a cimsideration AAiiich the 
Government of Bombay regard as of the utmost importance in this connection. 
Tlie enlargement of the Provincial Councils, on which tliere is now a 
majority of non-oJTicials, has elfectiHl a radical (hangc in its constitution, and 
the Government of Bombay have no w at liand to assist it in iriai ters of finance 
a Council so composed as to Tie fully capable of successfully administering its 
OAvn finances. This Council cannot lie expiicled to attract and retain the best 
men unless it be given lU'al power in respect of the tinances of the Presidency 
and he permitfiid to exercise this poAver free from all checks and restrictions 
which are not absolutely essential ^ to the maintenance of the general control 
of the Imperial Government.** 

The Hordblc Mn. Phillips : “ .My Lord, in offering a fcAv remarks on 

the Budget, I shall confine myself to those aspects of it which concern the 
Central Provinces which I have the honour of representing officially in this 
Council. From a Prov incial point of vicAV the most important feature of the 
Budget is the inauguration of permanent contracts betAveen tho Government of 
India and Local Governments. In the Central Provinces the changes introduced 
to make the contract permanent are the provlncialisation of all revenue from 
forests and the increase in the Provincial share of the excise-revenue, and there 
can be no doubt that these changes Avill greatly improve tho financial situation. 
But, at the same time 1 vf.nlurc to point out that in tlie excise-revenue, owing 
to its very nature, there is an clement of uncerlainty Avhich is likely to imperil 
the permanence of the contract. This revenno has in the past shown itself 
liable to great fluctuations, and it is undoubtedly of a flcklc character. Tho 
estimate of receipts from excise for the coming year is 84 lakhs of rupees, and 
it is not improbable that in a short time the full normal demand may be 88 
lakbs. On the other hand, it may tall to GO lakhs, the amount realised in so 
recent a year as 1908-09. If this amount l)C compared with 88 lakhs, it xM be 
seen that the loss to Provincial finances avouUI have been, under the old contract, 

II lakhs, Avhereas now it Avould bo IG lakhs; that is to say, more than times 
the prescribed minimum balance for the Province. In this manner the Avhole 
of the Provincial balance might easily bo sAvept aAvay in a single year, and tho 
main object of the ucav contract, Avhich is, I suppose, to provide funds in the 
shaiic of a large share of groAving revenue to meet increased recurring expend¬ 
iture on improvements in administration, would he defeated; for presumably 
it is not intended that the increases in good years should be saved up by 
keeping the administration at a stationary IcA^el in order to maintain the 
balance in bad years. 

“ The position would 1)0 rendcrexl considerably worse by the occurrence of 
famine if the policy whicli was pursued in the Central Provinces in the famine 
of 1907-08 Avero to be followed again. I adverted to this topic in my sp^ch 
on the Budget last year, and it again been alluded to by my Hon’ble mend 
Mr. Mudholkar to-day. Still at the risk of being wearisome I propose to 
state the facts again as briefly as I cani as some statement is necessary in order 
to explain my point. In dealing with the famine in the year which I hare 
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just specified, the Central Provinces Administration adopted tlio policy of 
extenenng the programme of ordinary works carried out under conti ac tors instead 
of establisliing regular famine relief workss This policy met the requirements 
of the situation adequately, and it also had the,advantages of securing economy 
in the expenditure of public money and in avoiding the demoralisation of the 
people. But it had tlie great disadvantage to the Local Administration of 
' casting on the Provincial finances the biuden of carrying through that policy, 
whereas, if the usual course had been followed, the whole cost of the famine 
operations would have been thrown, and legitimately thrown, on Imperial 
revenues. The famine cost the Local Administration 44 lakhs—22 hikhs in 
direct expenditure and 22 lakhs in loss of revenue, while at tlie same time the 
Imperial revenues were saviKl from (charges amounting, at a moderate computa¬ 
tion, to sonjc 00 lakhs. The result was the impoverishment of the Local 
Administration. Now, despite the crippling tendency of this pdicy, it 
would certainly he folloAVcd again if unfortunately a famitie were to occur again 
in the Centi’al Proviuccs, for j think there can be no doubt that it is the right 
policy : at any rate, it lias had the warm approval of the Government of India. 
But of course it would again seriously depict e Provincial rtivcnucs and a severe 
blow would thus be struck inevitably at the permanence of tlie sottleineut. 
With a view to obviate the drawliacks wliich I liavc' just mentioned, I am 
instructed by the C'hief Cotninissioncr to make two suggestions. The first is 
that the Government of India should guarantee a minimum revemue 
from excise as in the cjise of land-reveiiiiij; possibly a guarantee of 63 lakhs, 
based on a gross revenue of 84 lakhs, might be considered not unreasonable. 
The second suggestion is that soino modification should ho made in the 
conditions which now govern the; apporiionment of expenditure on famine 
relief between the Provincial and the Triiperial Government. It seems only 
reasonable that if tlie Goveriimotit of India hav(^ bound tlumiselves to bear all 
the cost of famine relief in circumstances itiA^olving extensive operations and 
the expenditure of large sums of money, they should undertakfi to bear a 
portion, if not the whole, of the cliarges incurred in less (ixpensive mefisures 
of a more restricted but equally clfecfivc character, directed just as much 
towards the alleviation of real distniss. Tliis is not tlie time and this is 
not the place to enter into a detailed examination of these points. I have 
merely put them forward tentatively liecause the Chief t'ommissioner does not 
wish to be estopped by the implied assent of silence from making further 
representations after a further consideration of the subject, should that con¬ 
sideration indicate that such repnisentations may be fairly and reasonably made. 

“ To turn to anotber matter, I am authorised to express the grateful 
thanks of the Chief Commissioner to ihe Government of India for the 
substantial non-recui’riiig grants made by them to the Central Provinces for 
Education and Sanitation. I may remark that the Chief Commissioiuir would 
have been still more grateful if these grants had been of an even more 
substantial character. The Hon’ble i\Ir. Dadabhoy has said to-day that the 
• principles of the apportionment of the opium surplus elude examination. To the 
uninitiated this certainly aj)pears to bo the case. But we have been assured 
that the distribution between the various Ih’oviuces—a matter, it must ])c 
admitted, of no small diliiculty—hiivS been made after full and anxious eonsidera- 
tion ; and presumably all the various claims have becji fully weighed, including 
the special claim of the Central Provinces to generous recogiiilion at the hands 
of the Government of India, to which I referred last year, and which 1 have 
indicated incidentally again to-day. 

“ I will only mention that large expenditure on primary, secondary and 
industrial education in the Central Provinces is essential if they are to be made 
really efBcient. Similarly, large expenditure on sanitation is necessary in order 
to effect substantial and lasting improvement. But if the large developments in 
both directions which are already seen to be looming ahead are to await the 
slow growth of provincial revenues and are not to be assisted with funds from 
other sources, it is very doubtful whether Provincial revenues will suffice.’* 

The Hon’blc Me. Madge ; “ My Lord, some of the earlier speakers this 

morning have treated the Pinancial Btatement as a game of skill and chance in 
which ^ance was the more influential of the two factors. I would rather 
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associate* myself illi tlic two later speakers wlio recognise the ^\isdoin with 
wliieh adjustments have l)(‘eTi made. Tliey seem to me to be so made that even 
it any untoresceu calamity should »risi‘, the whole of the adjustments would 
not he dislocated and thrown out of j^ear. The oiu; item that I would exclude 
from this coui^ra tula lory lemark is the item that emlrraees recurrini!:—or what 
should he rceurriu!-^- cliartr(*s and dehits tliom against non-recuiTing revenue— 
Educatif)n and Sanitation. I tr(‘m])le, my Lord, for the fat(5 of European 
education particularly. IMiih* I rc'Cognise most thankfully the additional 
ffiimts that have heen made for European education, I feel that while tJie 
iiiaehincry of most otliei- kinds of education in this eouTitry is in such a state of 
perfection, or so advanced, that a little more or less one year or another will not 
disorgainse them, in the case of European <‘ducatioji 1 may say that a start has 
really to he made, for there has heen no s(n*ious efldrt, in my Iminhlo opinion, to 
tnckle the real difficulty. In tin? evidence that I was privilei];ed to li^ive before 
Mr. Orange’s (Commission T j)oiided out one or two things. One of them wm 
the absolute necessity of a normal college for the education of teachers. One 
of the greatest w^ants of this country, one in which Indians as wdl as the 
Domiciled are equally interested, is trained teachers—t(;achers who shall be so 
brought up to their profession iluit they w ill slick to it all tlnur lives. As a matter 
of fact, as regards European education just now, if w e except a few qualified 
teachers who are mostly imported^ the young nieu and young Avoincii who take to 
teaching in this couiitiy look upon it just as a step])iMg-slone to something 
else; and there arc schools in which young ijeoplo who have taken to teaching 
from actual love of the profession, ha ve had to ahaiuloii it heeauso there have 
been no prospects in it. Ido earncslly hope lhai IIk^ grants for European 
education in futuiT! w ill he put upon such a fooling that there will he no 
fluctuation from year to year in the su])port lliat will be given to our larger 
schools. 

“ Anolher point is that, llieix' ought to he some eoneentvation in European 
education, and in case it might he said that tliis is the duty of private enterprise 
ratlier than that of Govcimment, I Avould just like? to ])oint out, very briefly 
what an iinj^ortant part Government lias to lake in a question of this kind,’ 
because it has to lay down the standards and the iiisjiectiou, and those Iavo items 
CAercise a great influence over anything that is tloju! in tlie sliajie of European 
education. Iloping lhat these feiv remarks will he taken into considej-ation in 
future, I would now likci to pass on to tlie underhanded condition of some of our 
larger Courts of Justice. In Calcutta, my Lord, 'when a few' years ago it was 
pointed out that the profit from ‘Justice’ alone amounted to something like 
half a crore of rupees, the High Court here w as si'riously uudermaimed. Since 
that time some cliauges have taken place and I understand that the Commercial 
Court that has been established has given cousidiivahle relief. But although I 
maintain that the commercial interests are fully cutitli d to cvivry consideration 
that they can receive from the Governmeut, it is a very .‘•erious thing, my Lord, 
that in the inforineil opinion of the wdiole country tin? High Court is very much 
undermanned. I am quite aware that belhre any change could he mad(^' 
statutory clianges must precede them, hut there is no reason w'by, if the Govern- ' 
ment took up) the subject and made suitable rt*presentation and pointed out 
the very large income that is secured from court-fees and other sources—how 
indeed the adniinistration of justice? w hich lias never heen regarded as a source 
of revenue, how all this takes place, that the country is entitled to have its 
higher Courts so manned that there shall pratically he no denial of justice, 
as often happens in cases in which suits lie over from year to year and arc 
sometimes wiihdraw'n in sheer disgust. 

“ I w'ant, my Lord, to recommend for the consideration of the Government 
two other points connected wdth two different matters, and one is the postal 
revenue. What I have said about the revenue from the administration of 
justice applies to a smaller extent to the postal revenue, and I do wkh both 
that the registration fees and tliat the charges for parcel post w ere reduced. 
Among the wealthier class of customers it seems to be a matter of no moment 
whatever whether one anna or two annas are charged for registration, but 
really with a large class of people to w horn an anna is a matter of some importance 
it does make a difference whether the registration fee is one or two annas. Also 
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as regard 5 the parcel post it has been pointed out by i)eoplc in the public Press 
that the rates were coinj)aratively high when compared w ith those of all other 
countries and even with tluM’oduced charge^ for paclvages iill llie Avoy home 
from India I am quite aware of the very different coiidilio^rs that jn'ovail 
in different countries, and I merely wish to press this matter upon tlu^ earnest 
consideration of the Department coueciMied, that if it is possib](? some rednetion 
^ may be made in the charges for parcel post and some reduction also in the 
registration-fee in some year to come if not immediately. 

“ The other and the Last Rul)jeci on whicdi I Avish to make a remark is 
the pix)vision of cold storage on railways. This is a matter, my Lord, that is 
also of some little importance. Those wJio Avill make an inquiry Avill find that, 
though there is much reason to ho thankful for the large provision of fruits 
that come in from all parts of the country to our larger cities, the proportion 
of fruit that come al)solutoly rottcni l)ecause they haA C come from great distances 
is simply distressing ; and if cold storagii should ho provided, I am ([uite sure 
that large sections of the community e.A’^erywhere in India Avould feed rt'alJy 
thankful to the Government. Not only Avoiild fruit and vegetables pour into 
our larger cithis and also into small mufassal stations avIioim! they would ho 
highly valued, ])nt also tish from the seas VA'onld ho takeji u|) to liill stations 
where I l)eli(we tish is v<‘ry scaret; tlu^ greater part of the year. I do not 
know whether it nmiild he any temptation to thcrt’ity in the hills which has 
sometimes l)(‘en called th(i Capua of India to 1)0 iwovided w ith iopsre mack 
during the season. But certainly then^ are otluM* eities whieli Avonld he very 
thankful if they could lie ])rovid('d, hy means of cold storage, Avith fish 
from salt w^ator.** 

The Hon’hlo Mr. Gokham; : “ My Lord, I luulerstaiul that my HoiPhle 
fritmd Mr. Gates intmids to critAcis(‘ certain remarks on the financial past of 
Burma made hy me tlie other day in the course of tlur debate 011 my resolu¬ 
tion about the growth of ])ul)]ic expenditure in this country, in view of that 
J had meant lo Avait tilltlu? Jion’hL^ Meinher had spokmi before rising to speak. 
As, bowoAer, the iroiid)l(' Member Avislies to IniAT* tb(> last w'ord in this 
matter and 1 do not particulai*ly mind In's having tln^ last woi’d, t am quite 
AAolling to Jet him ]ia\ e liis Avay, especially as he has v(*ry conrfeoiisly giA ini me 
an idea of Avliat he proposes to say and lias also given me his [lerinission to reply 
to his criticism hy anticipalion. Before f avail myself of that ])(n*mission, hoAV- 
ever, 1 think I should refresh the meniory of tin* Council in connection Avith 
the point at issue Ijctween the Hirn’lde Minnher and n.yself. My Lord, the 
(.\mncil will rememher that Avhen T moAcd my rosolution urging an inquiry 
into the growth of public expeudihire last January, the llon'hle Mr. Gatins 
attacked my proposal in a spcixdi AvIiicJi may still lie in tlu'. rc^collection of this 
Council, and in tlie course of that s])eech lie described llie Budget of Bombay 
as a bloated Budget. AVlien it came to iny turn to reply, I indulged in a retort— 
a retort obA'ious to all wdio Knew the Ihiaiicial history of Upper Burma ; I said 
that if tlie Budget of Bombay was a bloahnl Budget, in any case avc paid every 
^nny of it; that when Upper Burma, Ailiich liad lived for nearly 20 years on 
other Provinee.s, refunded to the Government of India Avliat it had dravMi 
from other Provinces, iben it avouLI lie time for tlie re])re*sentalive of Burma 
to speak of otlier peoples’ bloated Budgets. Now, my Lord, the first 
observation I would like to make in this matter is this—that I quite 
lecognisc that the llon’hle Mr. Gates only indulged in a sort of banter¬ 
ing expression when lie spoke of the Ijloah^d Ihidget of Bombay ; l)ut 
then my retort too was a bantering vedort— intendijd at the time to lie 
a mere debating retort and notliing more. IIoAvever, like all hantering 
retoi*ts, which have an element of truth in them, my retort lias gone home, 
and I find some folding exhihitod in the matter even in Ilangoon— I }ia\ e 
seen articles in Rangoon papers on the subject. .\s this has hapjxiiied, lam 
quite prepared to put all banter aside and to take tlie question up as a serious 
question to be argued in a serious spirit, and I Avill argue it in that wTxy to-day. 
So far as the proposition that I made last January is concerned, that Upper 
Burma was not, for nearly 20 years, able to pay its way, tliat, of course, is a 
historical fact; any one who knows the financial past of Upper Burma knows 
that. Upper Burma was annexed in 1886. From 1886 to 1897 — a period of 
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eleven years the accounts of Upper Burma were kept separate, and during 
all these years, as llio IJoii’ble Mr. Gates himsoll' will admit, Upper Burma 
sliowcd a heavy deficit year after year. It was as higli as oyer 2 croros of 
rupees for the first year, and for the last year it was nearly a crore— 
about 95 lakhs. IMien the accounts *of Upper and Lower Burma were 
put together, and, oF course, aft(5r that Ave liave no direct means oF know¬ 
ing how much Up|)er Bnnna cost the Gov(n*nment of India. But there is 
plenty oF indirect evidence to sliow that the deficits of Upper Burma continued 
for about 7 or 8 years more. Tiiat nuians that if tl»e accounts of Upper Burma 
had conti tilled io ho kept sejiarate, it would have iieeu IS or 19 yeai^s before 
Upper Burma Avas able lo make the two ends meet. So Far, therefore, as 
my actual [troposition is coneerned, it is absolutely unassailable. Tlie Hon’ble 
Member, bowever, may say, ' Oh! you must not take part of a. Province like 
this ! And Upper Burma is only a ])art of whole Province of Burma ! ’ 
But even before Upjter Biirina was annexed, Lower Burma AA^as not paying 
its way. The utmost that maybe conceded for tlie sake of argument is that 
LoA\er Burma was just paying its way Avhen Upjter Burma was annexed; 
still when Up|tor Burma was joined to LoA^er Burma, a deficit ensued, and 
that deficit had to be nmdi) good by the Government of India. Tborefore, my 
position is not shaken ovmi if you put the accounts of Lower Burma with 
those of Upper Burma. But, my Lord, my Hoii’ble friend, the non-offleial 
Memltor from Jlurma, J\lanng* Bah Too, has most unexpectedly come to 
my assistance in this matter. He asked for a return the other day, and only 
4 or 5 days ago a return \v:ih placed Ity tlie Government on tliis table, Avhich is 
a crnsliiiig indictment of tlie llnajicial position of Burma, CA’^en taken as a 
Avhole. TJie return is a OfJAnriiment return, and T shall be glad to knoAV Avhat 
the TIon’ble Mr. Gates lias to say to it. Tlic return shoAVS that from 1860 
up to lOOo-OI—th(> year in Avliicli the return Avas projiared—the Avhole of 
Jvurma, Lower and lipjxn*, taken togotber, had not heon p«aying its AA’^ay. It 
AA^as not therefore only Up])er Burma, for a pciriod of nearly 20 years, but the 
whole of Burma for more than tO years lliat Avas not paying its Avay-—I do 
not know Jioav it has benn since ; probably things have been slightly better, 
but they cannot be a cry different. I am therefore prepared to modify my 
original proposition that U])p(n’ Burma had not paid its Avay for nearly 20 years 
and say that tlie Avhole of Burma had not jiaid its way for niori^ than 40 years. 
If that A^ ill please the HoiiTdo Memb(?r, he may have this proposition—thi s 
time made not in liantcr, Init in sober seriousness ! 

“But, my Lord, this is not all. Tliis return, wliich was prepared liy the 
Accountant. General of Bangoon, tries to give ev(n*y advantage to Burma in tlie 
ealenlatioii. Por instance, Ihirina. is eliarged, not with its fair share of Military 
e\penditur(>, but only wilb IIk' cost of llie troops aelually located in Burma, and 
that is reaWy very small c<)ui|)ar(?d n itb. the Avhob^ Military (ixpenditure of India. 
Then, as to non-effVetive ebarges in eonneetion with the Army, Burma is 
charged, not Avilh the usual [>er(*entMge of 42, hut only with a percentage 
of 36. Tluire are otlier eharg(\s also made on a smaller scale thtiri in the: 
ease of tlie rest of India ; and finally t!i(*r('. is ibis significant omission here. 
Tlie return says tliai the deficits, slunvn in tlie table appended, for more than 
40 years, are exidusivo of certain items Avhich have not lieen taken into 
account—itmns for wliich Burma slioiild he charg('d, Init lias not been charged, 
in this caleulation. Thus, Burma is not charged in this return with its 
sliare for Civil and Public Works pension and fnvlongh allowances in India ; 
Burma is not cbai'ged Aviih its share of the capital cost in connection Avith 
telcgra])lis ; Burma is not charged Aviili any contribution to the Royal Navy 
and Royal Indian Marine ; finally, Burma is CA'on not charged for her fair 
share of the Central GoA’crniiK'nl in India. Exclusive of all these charges 
and giving every advantage to Burma, this return, prepared by the Accountant 
Gimeral of Itangoon, and laid by the Gowumment of India on the table of 
this Council, shows that for more than 40 years the Avhole of Burma Avas not 
paying its Avay; and as a result we find that Burma is indebted to-day to India 
to the tunc of about 62 crorcs of nipees. The other day I pointed out that 
the unprcKluetivc debt of India is 87 millions or al>out 55 or 56 crores of rupees. 
If Burma had not been Avith us, we should have had no unproductive debt 
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to-day and have been 6 or 7 crores to the good. It may be conteuded by the 
Hon'ble Member that it is not fair to begin the account, as this return does, 
with the debt chaises, due on act?ouLit of the Tirst and Second Burineso Wajrs. 
But it must be remembered that that has beem the pnictice of the Government 
of India in connection with its own accounts in this country. England has 
never borne any part of the (!Ost of the wars or of the measures that were 
uiecessary to put down the Mutiny, or any other debt that has In^en raistd in 
this country. India has paid the w hole cost of all tlie wars ; India has paid 
the whole cost of putting down the Mutiny; India lias borne the whole 
responsibility for every debt that has been raised in connection ^vith this coun¬ 
try. If Burma wants to be considered separately, then Burma must also be 
prepared to undergo the same treatment; and that ircatmerit has hecii applied 
to Burma by the Accountant Gentsral of Rangoon, witli riisuits avoII wortli the 
study of the lion* bio Momlier. 

“ There is one thing more I want to say in this connection. Taking the 
positions of Burma and Bombay, even to-day,‘^what do AV'e find ? It is usual to 
apply two tests in such comparisons, the test of population and the ttist of area, 
to judge as to w'hat is the burden of taxation in a Province. I think both tests 
are largely fallacious, but if the..so testa have to be applied, llioy must bo 
differently to different heads of revenue. Por land-revenue and forests, I think, 
the proper test to apply is the ar(.‘a test; for stamps^ registration, assessed taxes 
and excise, on the other hand, the proper test to apply is the test per head. 
Applying the tests in this way, 1 find that Bombay pays per head for assessed 
taxes, stamps, registration, and excise, ftl-i -1() per head, whereas Burma 
pays Rl-6-l() per head. As regards Jand-reveniie and forests, 1 find tliat 
Bombay pays R()-15-3 per square mile, whciroas Burma pays RO-13-3, 
and this in spite of the fact that Bombay is largely handicapped by Sind. 
Thus, even omitting salt and customs, Bombay taxation is higher than that 
of Burma. 

I will now pass on to offer a few" observations on the Pinancial Slatenient 
which the Hon’ble the Pinance Minister has laid before this Goiuicil. My 
Lord, the most interesting portion of the Pinancial Statement is that which 
deals with the question of Provincial finance. Uiidoubtedly a very important 
step forwai-d has been taken and the Ilon’hle Member is entitled to speak 
with legitimate pride of w hat has been done. When, liowcver, he describes 
these new Provincial settlements as permanent, a question arises as to whctlier 
the use of the term is justified. Looking at the new’ settlements in a large 
way, we find that there are four special characteristics w liich may bo noted. 
The first is that there will b(i in future a withdrawal of all minute control 
over the Budgets of Provincial Governments. The second is that the docti’ine 
of contractual responsibility wdll be enforci'd rigidly in future in the case 
of all Provincial Governments. The third is that, as far as possible, Provin¬ 
cial revenues wdll be derived from portions of growing revenues and that 
la^e fixed allotments will not bo made hereaft(?r to the i'rovlnces. And the 
foWth is that a further step ha's been taken in the direction of the provinciali- 
zation of certain revenues, forests in all oases, and (?xcis{^ in the case of Bombay 
and Eastern Beugal and Aswsain. Now, these are all very important features, 
all four of them. But even so, I do not think tliat the new settlements are 
likely to he any more jit^rmancnt tlian the previous settlcnK^nts were. Let 
us consider the matter in some detail. 

“As regards the withdrawal of minute control over the budgets of 
Provincial Governments, I think everybixly will congratulate th(i Pinance 
Department on wdiat it has done. It is a very important change, and I think 
that it will largely free tJie Local Governments from that unnecessary and vexa¬ 
tious interference of which they had reason to complain. I think ilii.s, in some 
respects, is the most important change wdiicli the new" sidtlcments make, and 
it is sure to be attended with excellent results. As regards the doctrine of 
contractual responsibility, tliat of course has always been there ; and simply 
because the HonMffc Member expresses himself with some emphasis on 
the subjects, it does not mean that it is a new" doctrine, though I admit that 
if he is able to ensure the Local Governments not budgetting for a deficit or 
borrowing from liim wheneyor their balances fall below" the minimum, I thinj^ 
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that will be a departure. I do not know, however, how far it will be possible 
to enforce this in practice. I have my doubts about this. The third change 
is, no doubt, very important; but the principle of it had already been accepted 
and we have now only a further advances in giving the Local Governments 
a larg(5r proportion of tlie growing revenues. The advance, liowever, is so 
substantial as to reverse tlic old practice of making fixed allotments to 
Provincial Governuients. In place of that, we have now the Imperial 
Government receiving a not fixed allotment from the Provincial Govern¬ 
ments taken togctlicr, and that is a move in the right direction. The 
last chajige is also a further extension of a principle already acccj)ted, because 
registration had already been wholly provincialised, and what the Pinance 
Department has now done is to provincialise forests in aU cases and excise in 
some cases, which is only extending a principle, already accepted, still further. 

** While, therefore, all the four changes are important, there is nothing in 
them except in the first—that which relieves the Local Governments of all 
minute control—which is quite new, though in each case there is a substantial 
advance. But my fear, my Lord, is that these settlements will not prove any 
more permaneTit than the last quasi-permanent settlements, or than even the old 
quinquennial settlements; I fear that the whole position is such that there can¬ 
not he any permanent settlements at the present stage between the Provincial 
Governments and tlio Government of India. The root of the mischief lies in 
this. The Government of India has at its dis 2 )osal loo large a share of growing 
revenues, and its expenditure is principally confined to the Army and to a few 
services Avhicli arc dirocily under it. The result is that while there is a con¬ 
tinuous tendemey to si^cmd more and more on the Army, after those claims are 
satisfied, large surpluses accrue to the Government of India; and when these 
surpluses are realised, the Government doles out a portion of them to the 
Provinces. Now, the i'rovinces habitually expect these doles and the expectation 
of the doh's is thorouglily demoralising. If therefore you want any eicmeut 
of 2 ’^i'Hiaueiice in your Provincial contracts, it is necessary, first of all, 
to see to it that the Government of India has no largo smpluses to dole 
out to tlio Provinces, and iJiis can only be ensured by reducing the 
resources which arc at at the disj^osal of the Government of India. 

"W hat I 2 ^rop()se, my 3-ord, is that instead of receiving its whole income 
from groAving revenues, the Government of India sliould receive large fixed 
contributions from Provincial Governments, say, to about one-third or 
one-fourth of its rcAenues, the other two-thirds or throe-fourths being derived 
from groAvijig resources. 1 think in this matter it is desirable to examine 
the of other countries, and there are three countries which 

can supply some sort of guidance to us on this subject—Switzerland, 
Germaiiy and America. Svv itzerhujd, howeA er, is a very small country, and I 
will therefore leave it out of consideration. The exanqde which 1 think we 
should iollow in lliis matter is that supjjlied by Germany. America is too 
advanced for us, because the federal finance of America is entirely separate 
from State finajice, and it will be a long, long time before we reach that ^ge, 
if w o ever reach it at all. But in Germany, my Lord, wliile the Empire has 
its own iiide 2 )eMdent revenues, a]id the coin 2 Jonent States have theirs, the 
com 2 )onent States also make largo contributiojis to the exchequer of the 
Em 2 )ire. In fact, nearly one-fourth of the revenue of the Empire is at 2)reseiit 
derived Iroin fixed contributions from the component States, and about three- 
fourths is derived from iudej)Ciulent sources, such as Customs and Excise and 
Stam 2 )s. Now, I think, this is the direction in which we have to seek a solu¬ 
tion of our i^roblcm. The Government of India should have about one-third 
or one-fourtli of its revenue derived from fixed contributions made by tlie 
Provincial Governments. This will reduce the 2 )Ossibiliiy of largo surpluses 
being realised by the Government of India, and diminish the chances of doles 
being given to the Provincial Governments. As I have already said, the 
policy of doles, which has been condemned by successive Einance Ministers, 
and also by several Members of the Decentralisation Commission, is a thoroughly 
demoralising policy, and if you Avaut any strong financial responsibility 
to be felt by Provincial Governments and the doctrine of contractual respon¬ 
sibility to be strictly enforced, you must see to it that this practice of the 
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Government of India giving doles to Provincial Governments year after year 
is stopped—indeed rendered impossible. 

“ I had intended going into this in some detail, but I see that tny twenty 
minutes are nearly up and I must cencludd. I will therefore content myself 
witn making only one or two observations. My Lord, taking the real revenue 
of the whole of India as estimated in next year’s Budget, we may put it down 
at about 83 crores or 55 millions for tlie next year. As I explaijied on a previ¬ 
ous occasion, I leave out in this refunds and drawbacks and assignments and 
compensations, as also the cost of production of opium; and the Commercial 
Services I take net. Out of this 83 crores, about four-sevenths is now' tlic 
revenue of the Government of India and three-sevenths is tlie revenue of the 
Local Governments. Now, I think it is possible to assign the principal heads 
to the Imperial and Provincial Governments in such a w'ay that the 
Local Governments should have at their disposal a little more than the revenue 
which they at present enjoy, and the Government of India should have at its 
disposal a little less than what it has at present. 

** The excess, which the Local Governments will thus got, sliould come 
back to the Government of India in the shape of fixed assignments, which, of 
course, would not be capable of growth, and to that extent the Government 
of India would have inelastic revenues at its disposal. On the other hand, as the 
Government of India will have customs-revenue, and as it will realise more 
and more from this source, I do not think that there would be any difficulty as 
regards the total revenue of the Government of India being sufficiently elastic. 
I tiiink, my Lord, that the Governjnent of India could and should raise much 
more revenue from customs than they are doing to-day. In Germany I find 57 
millions are raised by customs; in America 60 millions are raised by customs ; 
so that there is plenty of margin for raising a larger revenue from this source 
in India. My proposal, therefore, is this, that certain principal heads should 
be provincialised straight off. I would begin with land-revenue, excise and 
forests, making them over to Local Governments, and sucli Local Governments 
as would get from them more than they actually require just now should be 
called upon to make fixed allotments to the Govornn ent of India. As tlic 
Government of India’s revenue from its own sources, sucli as customs, grows, 
more and more of the other heads should be provincialised. So far the advance has 
been from centralized finance to decentralized finance. Wlmn the process of 
decentralization is completed—and we are yet a good way from completion— 
we have to advance from that to federal finance, wliich should be our goal. 
And I have indicated briefly how we may gradually proceed towards a federnl 
basis. 

There is one matter of some importance on which 1 Avould like to say a 
word before I finish, and that is the question of Provincial taxation raised by 
my Hon’ble friend Mr. Quin. My Lord, this is a very important matter, 
and I quite recognise that Provincial finance will not attain an independent 
position unless and until Provincial Councils have the powers of taxation ; hut 
IsSiink this is a very difficult problem, and things generally u ill have to 
advance a great deal before these powers can be safely conferred on those 
Councils; in any case, I urge, there should be no hurry in regard to this. I 
think, in the first place, the present practice of discussing Provincial Budgets 
must he well settled, and the public opinion in the different Pjrovinces must make 
itself felt by the Provincial Governments much more than it is doing to-day. 
Secondly, before powers of taxation are conferred on Local Governments, it is 
necessary that every Local Government should be a Council Government, with 
a Governor at its head, coming fresh from England. And, thirdly, it is 
ECcessary that there should be an elected ma jority of Mennbers in tliese Councils. 
When this position is reached, I tliink powers of taxation may safely bo 
entrusted to Provincial Councils, but till then I would keep those powers in 
the hands of this Council. Finally, as regards borrowing, that w ill have to 
come after powws of taxation have been conferred, but I fear it will be some 
time before we are actually able to take these steps.” 

The Hon’ble Me. Gates ; '* My Lord, it is quite true that there w as some 

friendly rivalry between the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhalo and myself as to who should 
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speak l)efore tlie other. '1 he Hon’ble gentleman has exercised the right of 
reply so oftcMi that he j)i'i*ha]i)s thought that it was vested in him. But on this 
occasion he has courtt'ovisly agreed that h(3 should address the Council before 
ni(j. 1 will come prosontly to tlio points in difference between him and 
myself, hut first I have a tew remarks to make about the finances of Burma. 
Last year it was my. duty to represent tlie urgent distresses and necessities of 
Burma. I pointed out that the rate of taxation per head was high, that the 
scale of prices and wages was also high and raised the obligatory expenditure 
and the cost of public wojIvs. I pointed out that the estimates of income were 
extreiuely sanguine, and had hy no means been realised, mnthcr the standard 
or basis figures, nor the annual increases. And, lastly, I j)ointed out that one- 
fifth of the income of the Province m as derived from a fixed grant which was 
insusceptible of growth. Tliis year, it is, in the first place, both a duty and 
a pleasure to recognise tlu‘ extent to wliich the representations of Burma have 
been met. The ijroportioii of fixed to total income has been reduced from 20 
to about 3 per cent, ^fhat is a considerable concession for which my Govern¬ 
ment and the pc^()})le of my Province will he grateful ; but I am sure the 
Hon’ble the Eiiiance Member will not he so sanguine as to think we shall be 
contented. In the fiivt place, considering that a large part of the land-revenue 
of Burma is furnislied liy special taxes paid in Burma alone, such as the 
tliathameda capitation *aiid fishery ta.xes, we had hoped either that we should 
get the; proceeds of those special taxes or that we should get three-fourths of 
the total land-revenue, oj* that we should get a consiilerable share, or jierhaps 
the whole, of the rice cx])ort-duty which falls, in part, on the cultivators and 
reduces land-revenue rales. We* should have been willing to give fixed grants 
to the Imperial Exchequer' to reduce our income to a reasonable, but not too 
meagre, figure. And the second point is this. The miscalculations of income 
have now been admitted, and we ha\^e lost no less than 130 lakhs in the course 
of four years as comptired with tluj anticipations framed by the Finance 
Department at the time of the settlement. We had hoped that in a year of 
prosperity tlie Government of India would liave recouped us for a considerable 
part of this loss. It is true Wo have got 40 lakhs (I sliall come to that 
jjresently), hut Hint is all earmarked for special expenditure, and none of it 
can be said to l)e availahh'. for general needs. Now, in speaking of the grants 
to the various Provinces, I start hy tlie assumption, by the confident 
assum])tion, that tlu' (Tovernment of India desire to he just and impartial, and 
I will ask my friends who represent other Provinces to hear wutli rne while 
I make a few remarks on the grants to their Governments. 

“ Tlie ^Madras Government g('ts 22 lakhs for the constitution of additional 
districts. In our rapidly grow ing Provintic, new districts have to he consti¬ 
tuted from time to time, hut we have never had a grant for such a purpose 
before, it scheme for a now district is now in hand, and I hope we shall get 
a grant for it. The United Prov inces and tlie Punjab get 9 lakhs for relieving 
the municipalities from all police-charges. The municipalities in Burma 
were redieved from all police-^diarges some years ago, but expenditure on othj^^ 
objects Avas imposed on tliem in ordiir to counterbalance this ndief. Ougnf' 
not Burma to get a grant to balance this countervailing expenditure? Then, 
I notice tliat the Punjab gets 10 lakhs for the Lahore General Hospital. A 
year or two ago a similar grant was given to Lucknow. There is a new general 
hospital in llangoon for wliicli a similar grant would bo most w^elcome. Bengal 
gets 7 lakhs per annum, in view of its peculiar difficulties. It also gets by far 
the largest grant for both sanitation and education. It seems to be the 
“ Prodigal Fon ’ for whom the fatted calf is killed. I am afraid we cannot be 
very grateful for tlie 25 laklis which was referred to with some emphasis in the 
first edition of the Budget Memorandum, paragraph 10; I hope th t the 
omission of that reference in the second edition indicates that the Hon’ble 
Finance Member agrijes with the view which I am now going to state. 

Wlien the I’rovincial Settlement-was concluded, the Kangoon Eiver 
scheme was said to be (uitirely outside of it. At a later date the Province was 
directed to contribute 25 lakhs. Now, those 25 lakhs are refunded. We are 
grateful to got justice on this point, but the refund is no more than justice and 
not a pie is available for the general needs of the Province* 
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Now I come to the Education and Sanitation grants. Here also, no 
doubt, the Government of India desire to be impartial, but the result seems 
to disdose the inherent defects of the system pf doles. The amount is distri¬ 
buted, I suppose, according to the schemes which the Provinces liave ready and 
can produce. The result is that a Province which has spent a great deal on 
Education and Sanitation in the past may get the smallest share in the distribu¬ 
tion of these surpluses. And money is given not for the total needs of the 
Province, but only for the kind of expenditure which happens to be fashionable 
at the moment. The Provinces which have expanding revenues may bo 
pardoned for thinking that they should not pay for the Provinces which have 
stationary revenues. In Burma, we feel a mistrust of this system. We are 
far away while others arc nearer, and we are not likely to get early information. 
We think that we are likely to have to pay for other people and not get very 
much for ourselves. A policy of financing Education from the Central Govern¬ 
ment is likely to meet with strong opposition from the Provinces which pay more 
and get loss. 

“ In claiming for Burma its fair share of the revenues of India, I think 
it necessary to deal with the statement which, as the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale has 
reminded us to-day, was made by him about two montlis ago. Tlie statement 
occurred at the close of a passjige which seemed to mo to reveal a curious view 
of Burma. I was reminded of the practice of the HonuTic Gret^ks who, 
knowing nothing of the Etliiopians or but little, were accustomed to speak of 
them as blameless. I commend that example to those whose knowledge of 
Burma is not great. Ihe stalemcnt occurred in one of the Hon^blc Member’s 
lucid and eloquent speeches, but it seemed to me at the time that the lucidity 
was accompanied, as light not unfrequently is, by a certain amount of heat, 
and tliat the statement about Upper Burma did not display that accuracy and 
that close connection with the subject under discussion which we are accus¬ 
tomed to expect from the Iloji’ble Member. In fact, I confess that when I 
heard that statement for the first time, it seemed to me—I do not know that I 
can bettor the lucid and eloqmmt language of the Hon’ble Member—an extra¬ 
ordinary statement and for irrelevance hard to beat. I had been speaking of 
the Budget for the Province of Bombay, and the Hon’hlc Member retaliated 
with this reference to Upper Burma. Well, Upper Burma is not a Province, 
nor are any ac('.ounts relating to it available for 20 years. It is quite true that 
the accounts which he has mentioned were kept for 11 years, and showed a 
deficit for that time. But even if accounts wore available for 20 years 
arid showed a deficit, no other province, neither Bombay, nor any other Province, 
would have a right to reproach Upper Burma, if Burma as a whole was 
paying its fair share. I might as well reproach Aden, or the district of Thar 
and Parkar or the Pargana of Spiti for not paying its way. I i)art A^ith the 
statement with gratitude because it leads rno to the question wljother Burma 
as a whole is paying its way. My Hon'blo colleague Maung Bah Too has 
obtained some figures on this point, and they are now before the Council, and 
u'l^TX those figures I propose to offer a few remarks. 

“ I may remark, to begin with, tliat the Hon’blc Mr. Gokhale is mis¬ 
taken in supposing that any part of the Telegraph charges ought to be debited 
to Burma, because, if he will scrutinise the figures again Avitli his customary 
exactitude, he will see that none of the telegraph receipts have lieen creditea. 
After that he made a point in connection with the non-effective charges of 
the Army. Well, I demur to debiting Burma with the whole local cost of the 
Army and 33 per cent, extra for the non-effective charges and Uic rest of the 
Home charges. I demur to the debiting of the whole local cost of the Army 
because every frontier Province covers the internal provinces. And I demur to 
the debiting of the 33 per cent, because the districts which were acquired later 
ought to pay a smaller share of the non-effective charges tlian the districts which 
were acquired earlier. That leads me to another objection, that is, the debiting 
of 4 per cent, of gross revenue on behalf of Homo civil charges, in which are 
included the civil pensions. I demur to the debit to Burma of a considerable 
portion of that charge on the same grounds as I mentioned for the Army. But, 
besides that, I cannot understand on what grounds the Accountant General 
based those (diarges. Apparently be discovered a relation of 4 per cent, or 
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thereabouts between the gross revenue of India as a whole and the Home civi 1 
charges. Well, if he had investigated the matter, he might have discovered a 
relation Ijetween the Hom(5 civil cjiargos and the receipts from the sale of 
jx>stage stamps. But it would not follow that the Homo Civil charges should 
bo debited to the Provinces according to the receipts from the sale of postage 
stamps. This criterion of gross revenue setuns to me quite unfair. Almost any 
other canon would be better, 'then I come to what the Accountant General 
calls the Burma Debt. He takes the cost of the first war as five crores and 
ho estimates that the second w^ar cost as much: In the first place, I do 
not understand why ho estimates that the second war cost as much as the first. 
The first war employed about 22,000 men for 22 months : the second war 
employed 8,u00 men for 9 months. Now, I will bo quite candid with the 
Council. I admit that some authorities put the cost of the first war at more 
than 5 crores. Some authorities put it as high as 13 crores. The fact is that 
those who disliked the w'ar included as much as they could, and especially the 
ordinary cost of the regiments employed. I have not been able to arrive at 
any certainty about those figures, and I do not much care to do so, because 
I regard this mothod of debiting Burma with the cost of the war as fallacious. 
The Accountant General debits the cost of the war as if it were a question of 
buying a new farm. Now, the first war was waged (I am quoting the language 
of contemporary history) to save Bengal from annoyance, to prevent Chitta¬ 
gong, Sylhet and Cachar from being overrun, and incidentally, to permit 
the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale and myself to finish our perorations in this room. 
The first Avar enabled a considerable reduction in military expenditure in Bengal, 
and Burma is entitled to a credit for this. No Province would be safe 
from til is ruthless method of the Accountant General, not even Bombay. In 
the year 1827-28, the deficit in Bombay was at £1,211,179 ; it has been piling 
up ever since. But I leave this ancient history. I haA^e not had time to in¬ 
vestigate the subsequent financial history of Bombay. But I come to a recent 
fact. Not so very long ago, about the time AA^hcn the HonMile Mr. Gokhale 
was connected Avith the Poona Municipality as he informed us last year, and 
when that institution A\^as insolvent, within the last 12 years in fact, the Pro¬ 
vince of Bombay in the course of 4 years received a sum of 518 lakhs for 
famine alone, besides smaller subsidies for other purposes. War is not the 
only calamity which may atHict a Province : there are many others. It will be 
seen tliat when the Accountant General’s figures have been checked, they will 
as.sumc a very different aspect. I do not profuse to-day to Avork out the alter¬ 
native. But I dispute, not only the points which I have mentioned, but a 
considerable number of minor points. 

Now, there are three otlicr points which I Avish to mention in comparing 
one Province Avith another. Certain receipts accruing from Burma, from 
Lncomo'tax, stamps and the internal sale of opium, are brought to account in 
other Provinces : in the case of the sale of opium to a considerable extent in 
other Provinces, Then, again, the objects of Provincial expenditure are not the 
same in different Provinces. ^ 

“ The Province of Burma pays a large sum for military police to guard tne 
frontier. Until lately it paid for Imperial buildings and the launches of the 
Customs Department. Thus the surplus of receipts collected in the Province 
over expenditure defrayed from proviuoial funds does not accrue in the same 
way in one Province as in anotW or even in the same way in the same 
Province at different times Therefore, there is no rule by which the proper 
contribution of a Province to Imperial expenditure can be measured over a 
long series of years. The third point is that Customs and Salt, though collected 
mainly in certain Provinces, are not properly creditable to those Provinces. 
They ought to bo credited according to the residence of the consumers. The 
Hon’ble Mr. GokViale proposed another canon. He said that land-revenue 
and forests ought to be reckoned according to area. I do not know what may 
be the case in Bombay, but in Burma products of the land do not come up by 
themselves ; they require th^ guiding hand of man, and even in the forests the 
teak trees and other timber trees are not so kind as to cut themselves dovm 
and float down the rivers to the place where they are utilised. They aho require 
some help from man. If these three points and my remarks on the figures of 
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1906 arc attended to, I think that the deserts of the Proyince of Burma will be 
as apparent as its needs. Its needs are very •great. The new settlement pro¬ 
vides for a deficit. The theory of the Pinanoe Department is that the revenue 
will gain upon expenditure every year, and that the gain will in time—in five 
or six years—wipe out the deficit. Now, their calculations are over-sanguine: 
ttie revenue will not grow so fast as they think and the expenditure will grow 
faster, I really think that we ought to bo listened to on this point, because we 
have been blamed for not protesting loudly enough four years ago when a former 
settlement was under discussion and another batch of over-sanguine expec¬ 
tations was evolved in the Finance Def)artment. We are timid folk, but we 
are now trying to shout; and if the Hon’ble Finance Member will tell us how 
loudly we should clamour, we will brace ourselves for the effort. The grant of 
40 lakhs which has been given is of some temporary assistance to our cash 
balances, but it is of no use for the general needs of the Province ; nor will it 
place our finances on a sound basis. My Government will make a representa¬ 
tion on the subject and we hope that it will receive that attention which its 
past history and the present condition of the Province deserve.’^ 

The Hon’blc Maharajadhiiiaja Bahadur of Burdwan : “ My Lord, I 
have no desire to detain the Council at this hour of the day by making any 
lengthy speech ; moreover, the appealing way in which the Hou’bJe Finance 
Member is looking at me makes me nervous. My Lord, I congratulate tlio 
Government of India on tlic grants that it has been pleased to make for Educa¬ 
tion and Sanitation; 2 )articularly on the grants made to Bengal. But in this 
connection I should like to draw the attention of the Government of India to 
the fact that in gran ling a largo amount for a hostel in Calcutta, it should 
consider the desirability of having such a hostel not in the heart of the city 
but in the suburbs. This is a Provincial matter, but as the Government 
of India is making this grant for such a hostel, it should insist on tiiO 
hostels being located in healthy surroundings and in a healthy suburb of 
Calcutta. 

“ The Bengal Government has now made it, I believe, a settled policy of 
retaining the Presidency College in Calcutta, and therefore it is useless for me 
to bring forward the argument of the necessity of removing the Presidency 
College to the suburbs. The necessity of doing this as well as of liaving a 
hostel outside Calcutta is so obvious tlmt I need not repeat it; for the needs of 
isolated and healthy surroundings both for the sake of the pliysical and moral 
culture of the boys as well as to keep them away from political atmosphere are 
BO well known to the Government of India. My Lord, while 1 welcome this 
grant made by the Government of India for educational institutions in Bengal, 
I wish to bring to its notice the .urgent necessity of starting a technologioal 
institute for Bengal. I know it cannot be managed in the i)rosent year; but 
let us hope that we shall have a similar surplus next year as we have this year, 

f id that the attention of both the Ilon’blo Finance Member and the 
on’ble Member for Education will be drawn to this jiarticular institu¬ 
tion. 

“ Last year in my Budget siicech I mentioned the needs for larger oj^onings 
for the educated unemployed, and I beg to repeat my roquest. My Lord, a good 
deal of unrest in this country can be combatijd if there are more openings for 
the educated young men. Already there arc many who after having gone in 
for higher degrees have to seek for service and are not always successful. Now, 
my Lord, this is not a healthy state of things. Therefori? it is absolutely 
necessary, in my opinion—it is a sacred duty of the Goveninumt of India—to 
consider the urgency of opening out other branches of public service into which 
Indians can be admitted largely and thereby combat with, to use Your Lordship's 
predecessor’s expression, loyal unrest. 

Now, my Lord, I turn to the Sanitary grants. I welcome them knowing 
iiiat in Bengal in particular the ravages of malaria are terrible, and that it is 
high time that we should take certain steps to combat this fell disease. But in 
this connection too I beg to point out to Your Lordship and to the Government 
of India that the needs in this country of having tuberculosis hospitals in every 
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Province are growing morci and more urgent every day, and I am sure my 
esteemed friend the? llon’l)lc StCrgeon General Lukis will hear me out in 
this, I think such hospitals are at the present moment an absolutely urgent 
necessity. I therefore Jiopo that when framing next year’s Budget, the Hon*blo 
the Finance Mei’nber will take this matter into his keen consideration. My 
Lord, I am sorry tlii^ Finance Member could not do away with the additional 
probate-duties t hat had been imposed last year. He has not told us what amount 
he has realized from tlicse additional duties on the different wills made by the 
wealthy men during the past year here. It would be interesting to know how 
much income the Govc^niinent of India had derived under this head. However, 
as ho has not imposed any new taxation, I have got no quarrel with him. 

“ Now, my Lord, 1 wish to make just a few general obser^-ations on some 
of the matters that have been discussed in tliis Council during this session. 

“ I put two questions about the preservation of certain toaibs and the 
encouraging replies that have boon received make me apjieal to the Government 
of India not only to pay its attention to these particular tombs but also to see 
to the preservation of all ancient monuments in India, particularly the dilapi¬ 
dated and neglected tom]> of the last king of Delhi in Rangoon. 

“ My Lord, I have to put some qut'stions regarding two unfortunate 
Railway incidents, and I tak(i this opportunity to thank His Excellency the 
Coinmand(ir-in-Chief for the way that he dealt with the particular case in 
Secunderabad, and I aj)peal to my countrymen on the one hand not to 
give any cause for provocation to military othcers and on the other hand to 
His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief that he will be pleased to note that the 
keepers of peace do not themselves violate it or create unrest in the country. 

“ My Lord, my friend the Hon’ble Pandit Mohan Malaviya put a resolution 
in this Council in connection with the Council regulations. In this connection I 
wish to draw the attention of the Government of India to the fact that 
whatever modifications may be made, I trust that the Government of India 
will not touch the landlords* electorates, for they will jealously guard the rights 
that have been given to them. 

“Now, my Lord, I allude to two other Bills that have been introduced 
into this Council this session—my esteemed friend the Hon’blc Mr. Gokhale's 
Billon elementary educatiou ami that of my friend to the left the Civil Marriage 
Act. Those Bills of course will be before the country for some time to come, but I 
liope tliat as both of them are very important measures, especially as there is 
likely to he a great deal of opiX)sition tx) the Bill that has been introduced by my 
friend the Hon’ble Balm Bhupendranath Basu, the Government of India will 
consider tlie matters most carefully before bringing them up in Council for 
final discussion. Those are the few remarks, my Lord, that I have to offer. 
In conclusion, I congratulate the Goverurnont of India on the prosperity Budget, 
and in view of the fact that towards the end of this year we hope to pay our 
homage to the King-Einperor and the Queen-Empress, I sincerely hope that 
1912 will also be a prosperous year, and that as it will be the first year of Ydur 
liordship’s regimo in India, it may be one of prosperity and general peace to 
the country.*’ 

The Hon’ble Raja of Diohapatia : “ My Lord, when there is such an 
urgent demand at the present day for further diffusion of Elementary Educa¬ 
tion and when the only stumbling-block in tlie way is want of money, I do not 
understand why, instead of meeting such a just demand, nearly two-thirds of 
the surplus should go towards the liquidation of a portion of the temporary 
public debt, Avhicb, compared to the National Debts of other countries, is none 
too heavy. However, 1 humbly beg to submit that the Government would be 
pleased to apportion a large sum of money next year tow^ards the diffusion of 
Elementary Education. 

“ Now, my Lord, I beg to say a word or two with regard to the Province 
I come from. Last year, on this occasion, I had the privilege of placing before 
tlie Council the proposal of connecting the district head-quarters of Rajshahi 
with the other parts of the Province by means of raBway. I don^t know how 
far the matter has progressed, but 1 hope the Railway Board will be able to 
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take up this matter at an early date as it concerns the vital interests of the 
district. 

Among other needs of the Province, I beg leave to mention that sanita¬ 
tion stands the foremost, and we are tliaukfut to the Government of India for 
the special grant of nine lakhs of rupees under this licad. 1 fervently hope 
and pray that the Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam will be pleased to 
allot a substantial portion of the amount for the supply of pure drinking 
water, to the abscmce of which can be attributed not only cholera and malaria 
but other diseases as well. 

“ Similarly, when disposing of the special grant 011 Education which the 
Govcirnment of India has made to the Province of Eastern Bengal and Assam, 
I hope the cause of Elementary Education will receive the fullest consideration 
it deserves at the hands of tin; Local Government. 

“ Lastly, I beg to thank the Government of India for the special grant it 
has made to the Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam for the improv(i- 
ment of the subordinate and river police of the Province. I am sure the 
Provincial Government wdll now be better equipped to grapple with the 
numerous cases of dacoities and other crimes which have biien unfortunately so 
prominent during the last few^ years and which we all deplore so greatly. 

“My Lord, every one of us must congratulate the Hon*l)le Pinance Mem¬ 
ber on the prosperity Budget he has be(ni able to present to tlie Council this 
year ; and also the Provincial Governments for being Ml)le to secure at length 
a permanent settlement of revenue from the Government of India—a setthunent 
Aviiich the Provincial Governments as well as the peoples under them have long 
been praying for. Let us hope, under this arrangement, the Provincial Govern¬ 
ments will be in a better position to attend to the pressing needs of their 
Provinces. 

“We ar(5 grateful to the Hoii*ble Pi nance Memhor for his promise of an 
enquiry into the question of the reduction of public expenditure whicli I hog 
leave to suggest can bo done hy the employmcjVt ol; a larger nnmljcr of Indians 
in tlu; public service, no doubt, as far as practicable, and also by the ap2}oint- 
ment of approved Indians to selected offices in the vVrmy for Avhich hop(5s 
were held out hy no less a iierson than Lord Curzon. Moreover, such appoint¬ 
ments will give useful occupation to the scions of Indian Chiefs and Nobles 
and provide them with an opportunity of devoting their life to the service ol* 
their King-Emperor. 

The Ilon’bic Raja of MAHMiinAiiAD : “ The TIon’hle the Pinance Minis¬ 
ter d(^servt^s our sincere congratulations on the Budget presented hy him for the 
year 1911-12. It is characteriscjd with customary simplicity and clearness, 
and is a genuine and true exposition of the finances of our country. As 
announced at the very outset by the Hon’ble the Pinance Ministcu’, the Budget is 
no doubt quite clieery ; and it is very satisfactory to note that it terminates in 
a happy anuouncoment and augury that our combined cash balances will at 
the end of tlie coming year bo better by 39 lakhs sterling than was estimatiid 
Avheu it was presented to us in its crude form. 

^ “ The special feature of our finances this year has been a good surplus 

from— 

(a) opium, and 
{b) other sources. 

“ The surplus from the opium was anticipated though not to such an 
extent. We believe it has come to us in such a large amount by sheer dint of 
luck Avhich the Hon’ble Finance Minister attributes to a w indfall in the opium 
trade. The remaining surplus is no doubt due to the judicious chock and 
economy in tlu5 expenditure under several heads. 

“ J'he way in which these surpluses have been disposed of has been the 
subject of animated debates and criticisms in this House. It is no use my 
rd^viving the same controversy at this stage of the Council. I would, however, 
beg leave to request my Hon’ble friend the Finance? Minister to he good enough to 
devote in future all sums of money whicli may be added to our Treasury by 
chance or fortune to the pressing needs of our country—I moan education, 
sanitation, and etc. I do not question his financial wisdom in spending the 
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o 2 )iiini surplus in the reduction of our national debt, but what I wish to 
imprt'ss on the Council is that debts of this luiture can always be paid out of 
the bud£?etted items and not out of monies that come to us unexpectedly. We 
all sjjeak of " no motiey ’ talkincj of our sanitary and educational improve¬ 
ments; and it is tlicrefore only fair that our unforeseen incomers should always go 
to meet our cxpi'nses on the objects for which we know our ordinaiy income is 
nf)t sufiiciently available. cannot be ungrattdul to our E 'cchequer for the fair 

amount of money whicli was placed at the disposal of the Hon’ble the Member 
for Education for oxjienditiire on education and sanitation. The allotments 
made tmt of this money have beem received with satisfaction except in few 
eases ; and speaking about my own Provinces T am glad to say that at last a 
r(‘spons(i has been made to tlie urgent demand of our Provincial Government for 
(he establishment of a lechiiological institute. I need hardly advocate the 
necessity of the industrial develoj^ments in my Provinces, and I strongly hope 
that the time will come when the recommendations of the Industrial Con¬ 
ference held at Naini Tal Avill be fully given effect to. On behalf of the 
Muslim community of tho United Provinces whoso suffrage I have the honour 
to represent, I beg to exijress my grateful thanks for tho grant made by tho 
Government of India towards our Moslem institution at Aligarh. 

“ There is only one small item of expenditure upon which I beg leave to 
expr(^ss my opinion. That item refers to the much-cherished visit of their 
Imperial Majesties to India to commemorate the most historic (went in the 
Jhatish history in India. What 1 have to say is that, lovers ol* Royalty and 
devoted to the Crown as we tho Indians are, we exp(jct that the occasion will bo 
celehrated in a helitting .manner and that nothing would bo found wanting in 
our aiTangemoiits of the j)omj) and pag(‘aiit due to the Sovereign of this large 
Eastern Empire. 

“ In contdusion, I express my rcspeclful thanks to Your Excellency for the 
generous and sympathetic manner in which Your Lordship has presidecl ov(^r the 
(lclil:)(jrati(nis of tins i-eformed Gouiunl ; and I hope the uon-otFicial Members 
have satisticxl Y^our Excolloiicy by their c-omluct in this Council that they are 
mostly true re])resentatives of the various comnuinities.*' 

The ilon’ble PAxnrT Madan Mohan Malavjya ; "‘My Lord, tlie discus¬ 
sions whicli liave taken plMce in tliis Council this yc^ar and which took 
]daco last year afford, I venture to submit, the greatest proof of the 
Avisdom of tlie Government in introducing the Reform Scheme. These 
discussions will go far towards creating satisfaction in, and removing much 
dissatisfaction from, the iiuhlic mind. The. fact that resolutions liave not 
hii^en accepted by tho Govcirnment is no doubt an unfavourable feature of the 
debates. ^ But, my Lord, various subjects m Avhich the public feel a living 
interest have Ixien brought iij> before the Council; they have r(5ceived consider¬ 
ation at tlie hands of Govcrnnunit; the replies given, the reasons advanced for 
not being able to accept resolulions, liave been publiely stated. This cannot 
Tint promote a bettiT understanding of pulilic questions, and a better attitude of 
mind towards them throiigliout the country. There is one jxiiut, howeiCr, 
which emerges from tho discussion of all these resolutions, and that is tho 
inadeqinmy of the pulilic runds which are available to satisfy the various 
(hnnaiids which Iiavc Ixion pressed upon the aftention of Governineiit; and, 
my Lonl, I am sure (hat Your Excellency’s Governiiieut and every well-wisher 
of the Government would desire that more funds should be set free to meet 
tliese demands. As mMi/Un\s stand, howev^or, at present, it seems to me that 
there is not uiiK'h hope of such funds being availalilo for Provincial expenditure 
uuUyss the system which obtains is radically altered. We ought all to feel very 
thankful to Hie Hon’ble Mr. Gokliale for having drawn the attention of Your 
Excellency's Go\ f^rnment to this matter. The present system of Provincial 
Settlements rests, my Lord, upon no jirinciph*. I will not go into details 
to show tins, as it was only tlie other day that I dealt with this question at 
great length in supporting tlui resolution for raising the land-revenue share 
of the United Provinces from throe-eighths to one-half. The history of those 
Provincial Settlements leaves no doubt that they were based upon merely what 
AMIS actually Ixang spent in a particular Province at a particular period, and

that they are merely so many assignments ot‘ revenue by the Imperial Govern* 
merit for Provincial expeiiditur**. The system whicli prevails is the unitary 
system. The Government of India command all th(^ resouw^es of tlu‘ country, 
and they make such grants as they think prdper to Provincial Governments to 
meet Provincial expenditure. Under this arrangement, as my friend has 
pointed out, four-sevenths of the total revenues of* the country is being spent 
on Imperial. purposes and about three-sevonths only for Provincial pur¬ 
poses. This has resulted in this that while objects whieh have been consikleiHvl 
Imperial have been pushed and pi'ovided for to tin? fullest extent, the uetids of 
the i)eople in matters which directly affect their wollare hav(i not been ecpially 
met. This, my Lord, has lanni a long-standing complaint and it has been 
repeated to-day by difp(?rent Members reprtisenting difterent Provirices in dealing 
with the Provincial Settlements that have been cilcctcd for their Provinc(.‘s. 
I submit that unless a new system is introduced these complaints will not l)c 
remedied. A review of the situation will emplinsiso the need for a ehang<\ In 
this vast country, we have eight largo Provinces equal in area and population 
to several of the large countries of Eurojie. For instances Burma is al)oiit the 
size of Sweden with nearly tv\i(5e its [lopulation; the two Bengals, though 
slightly smaller in size than Burma, contain nearly eight times as many inlia- 
hitaiits and about twice as many as Prance ; Madras has nearly as large a popu¬ 
lation as the United Kingdom ; Bojnl)ay approximates in area to the Tiuited 
Kingdom though its population is nmcli smaller; the Unifed Provinces contain 
many more souls than Aiistro-lliingary or the United Kingdom ; the Central 
Provinces, including Borar, coviT almost as large an area as tla? U nitod Provinces 
with 13 millions of people, and the Pun jab only a sliglilJy smaller area with 
20 millions. But the financial arrangements of all these large Provinces, equal 
to such large countries of the AV(*st, are controlled by tlie Govm*nmcnt of 
India from one centre. I submit tbat this arrangement is very unsatisfactory, 
and must in its nature be very unsatisfactory. Imagine for one moment 
what the condition of the different countries of Europe whieh I liavo named 
would be if the nlJotmcnt of the revenues raised in thoiii for (jxpenditure in 
those countries were determined at one centre in Europe, whatever tliat centre 
miglit b(i. and the unsatisraetory nature of the piesent, arrangoinents would ho 
made absolutely clear. What is needed now' is that this unitary system of the 
adminstration of finance should giie place to a federal systmii, and I 
strongly support the recominendation of the Hon’hle Mr. Gokhalo that a 
change shonJdbe initiated in that direction. The Provincial Governments should 
cease to be merely delegates of the Sujinnuo Government, hut should lie made 
semi-independent Governments. A similar proposal was, X believe, pnt 
forward before the Government of India about the time whew Lord Mayo 
detei’mined to invest Provincial Governments with a shave of liuancial 
responsibility in order to minimise the evils of ov(>r-centvahsat\on. *More 
than one of his predeces.sors,* says Sir William Hunter, ‘ had arrived at a 
similar conclusion, and indeed one school of Indian statesmen had gone so far 
as to advocate the almost complete financial indtqxmdencc of the Local Govern- 
n^nts. This school would surrender to each separate Acliwiwistration. the 
revenue raised within its territories on the single condition of a rateable 
contribution for the cxpendilurc common to the Empire, such as the Army 
and the public debt.* Unforluiiatcly this scheme was not then adopted ; but 
great changes liavc taken jfiace since tlien, and the progress in adininistrafion 
which has been achieved during the last forty years makes it easier to adopt the 
scheme now and the necessity for it has become greater. This will not in any 
way impair or injuriously affect the unity of the Empire. The Government of 
India should retain in their hands as at present all matters relating to foreign 
relations, the defences of the country, currency, debt, tariff, post, telegraphs and 
the railw^ays. It should continue to receive all the revenue and receipts derived 
from heads which are at present called Imperial, and to meet the ordinary 
Imperial expenditure which will not be met by these receipts it should require 
the various Provincial Governments to make a rateable contrihution based on a 
definite and reasonable principle. Having secured this, the Government of 
India should leave the Provincial Governments freedom in levying and spend¬ 
ing their revenues as they may consider best in the interests of the people. It

should exercise its power of imposing additional general taxation in any Pro¬ 
vince only when it has to meet any extraordUiary expenditure and when the 
Proviiuje or Provinces concerned liave refused to give the assistance required. 
Tins will impose a very much-needed and liealthy check upon the spending 
tendencies of the Government of India, and it will iriake it possil)le for th(5 
Provincial GovtTiiincuts to retain in their hands a fair jiroportion of the revenues 
raised from the jieople and to devote it to promote the well-being of the 
people. This question was considered by tiie recent Iloyal Commission on 
Decentralization. They expressed the opinion that * a flucliiating contribu¬ 
tion based upon Provincial revenues would, of course, bo feasible.’ But they 
thought that in the then (Existing stale of affairs it was undesirable to make 
any sudden and violent change in the present system of divided heads, and 
contented themselves with advocating tlie conversion of unduly large 
fixed assignments into shares of growing revenues, Th(?y wont on, hoM'ever, 
to say :— 

‘ T1h‘ high nuthovity of Sir David haibour may, it is truo, he quoted in support of the 
tl»esis that a Provin('(? vvitli a population of many millions is important enough to jiossess a 
fmanviiil syskvn of its own. liith *oiy that is true, hut we are of opinion tliat jvresent 
circumstani-es jcoder the fidl application of this th<*()ry impracticable.’ 

“ The present circumstances whieh they had in vitiw \v«n*e the ahscncc of 
any power in the Lc*gislativii Councils t(j ex(n*cise any matiwial control over 
Provincial finamse. They made it clear in the paragraph which followed that 
in their opinion a grant to local Legislative Councils of material control over 
Provineial finance w ould justily a change. They said : 

'Tln;''abovo coiisidiMiitions i*pj>ly to tho existing conditions of administj’ation, hid we 
rct’ognise Ihat the gi’:int to the local rjegislativo Councils of material control o\er Provincial 
finaru'e may make it necessarv tt) jdo away, as far as ))ossihle, with the present divided heads, 
and to place somk* entirely within the ]iurview of the Provincial and others within that of the 
Imperial (1 overnmont 

“Two meiiihersor the Commission, Sir Steyning Edgerley and Mr. Ilicliens, 
in a noil? w hich they ap])cnded to tin; Deport of the l)eceutralizatiou Commission, 
expr(;.s.sed t]iems<dres more strongly iii favour of such a change as w^e advocate. 
They said : 

' AVc think that the ultimate aim should be to give ^ Provincial GovorimK'nts inde])endent 
sraircOH of revenue and some sejjarate poivers of taxation, subject to the general control of the 
Government of India and the Secretary of State. While recognising that this position can 
only he reached gradually and hy cautious steps, we tliink that, in view of the vvidei- powers 
winch it is j)ioposcd to give to Provincial Legislatures, the lime has come for a more definite 
movement in that direction than is netujssarily implitnl in the Report of the Coinmis.sion.^ 

“ It appears from some remarks in one of Lord Morley’s speeches that 
this question of a larger d(;centralization of Provincial finance has not escaped 
His Lordship’s keen eye, hut that he has allowed it to vstand ov(t for 
consideration in the future. I submit that that future has come. Pro¬ 
vincial Legislative Councils have now got definite powers of control over 
Provincial finance, and it is high time that Provincial Governments 
received a litth^ nxil power and a litth) inon; responsibility in the admi- 
nislration of the revenues raised in their resj^ective Provinces. IlJ^is 
also high time that soiiu^ of them were allowed to retain and spend a larger 
share of those revenues for promoting the well-being of the p<*ople. Jlie ques- 
timi wdiicli would be asked would naturally be, where is the money to come from 
to give tliein more ? The answer to that question will be found in the enforce 
ment of (‘coiioniy to which Your Lordship’s Government have been pleased to 
p]<‘dge yourselves, 'll is to he hoped tliat in the Military Dej^rtment alone a 
great d(?a] of economy w ill be effected in the near future, which w'ill enable 
tlie Government to put these Provincial Settlements on a sound footing. My 
liOrd, it cannot he denied that far too much more is being spent on the Army 
than on matters ivhich directly affect the well-being of the people; and we 
are receiving repeated rtjminders that much more should be spent to protect 
and promote the vital interests of the pooiile. The returns of the recent 
census act as one of such reminders. We nave learnt with pain and sorrow 
how vast a nimiher of our people have died of plague and of maJarial fever in 
tlie United Provinces and the Punjab. We have learnt, my Lord, that we lost 
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65 lakhs of people from plague alone in India during the last ten years. Our 
losses in other directions liave also been great. The increase of population has 
in many places not been satisfactory. There has been a positive d(‘!Cn*ase in 
two large Provinces. All this tells a sad tale about the condition of the people ; 
it tells us that the health of the general people has not been as strong as it 
jliould be Under the existing otherwise excellent administralion. For thes<» 
reasons it is essential tliat the Government should be pleased to consider how a 
larger measure of Provincial revenues should be secured to the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernments to botler promote the moral and material progress of tlu^ peoph*. 
My Hon’blc friend has suggested a practical course, and I ho])e that the Gov¬ 
ernment fit’ India will be j^leased in the near future to take the cpiestion seri¬ 
ously into their consideration and to establish Provincial finance on a sound 
footing such as will secure a fair jn(?asure of the revenues raised from the pro¬ 
vinces for expimditure in those Provinces.” 

The Hon/ble NAWAiiSAiyin MuiiAWAfAU SAiiin Bahadi ii ; “ Aly Lord, my 
first words on the Budget are words of hearty congratulation to the Hon’hie the 
Finance Alember on the large surplus he has vshown and the Jiandsorne grants 
Your Excellency’s Government lias l)een able to make in res])ect of domestic 
niform, notably in respect ol Education and Sanitation. Aly Lord, I should 
merely repeating a truism if I wcr(‘ to say that the essence of good government 
lay in the happiness and contentment of the jieople committed to itseliarge, and 
I express my gratitude to Your Excellency’s GoA ornment which lias showji sucli 
keen solicitude for the uiillious committed to your (diarge. I am glad to find 
that, on the linos of the reeomnnmdations of tlie Dcecnitralisat ion (.■ommission, 
the Government of India are going to give to tlu? Local Goa (u-nnumts a gi'cater 
financial freedom in respect of emdain heads of r(>vonue in [iraclical super- 
a(>ssion of the time-honoured system of Provincial Contracts. My Lord, I need 
hardly take up tlui time of (his Council liy recapitulatiug the history oF the 
Provincial Contracts—they have for times without nuinbev formed tlio topic 
oF controversy in this Council; and, not to speak of rion-ollicial Members, official 
Members of the highest eminence—men in the position of Sir Alexander 
Alackenzie—have raised tlie bitter(?st protests against (lu^ perioflical nn isions of 
tlie Provincial Settlements. I am glad ihe time lias at last arrived when the 
system is going to he knocked on \he head and tin; Provincial Goveniments 
jilaced in a jiosition oF greater freedom in respect of their finances. If, for 
instance, Your Excellency’s Government were to abolish the c.ash assignments 
and to replace them by a share oF growing revenues, if, for instance, the 
Supreme Government allowed the Provinces freedom of act ion in respect of the 
riivenue and expenditure app(»rtaining to tlie .Forests, Excise, a substantial 
portion of the Land-riwoimo and Irrigation, a great, step in advances will have 
been taken to decentralise the finance's and give the Local Gov(?rnments consi¬ 
derable financial liberty. The result, it is easy to guess, will lie the. conversion 
oF fixed assignments to the extent of about ;5.56 lakhs into growing net revc'iiue 
and a possible deprivation of the Iinjierial Goverument of an annual net 
increment of about 8*15 lakhs in its share of the divided revenue. And as Far 
as the Provinces are concerned, tlie effect will lie to raise their normal grow tli 
of revenue and expenditure to very satisfactory ligun*.s. Aly Lord, it go^s 
■without saying that a scheme like tin's will lie r(?aJly a step in advanco in 
general administrative efficiency and endow Local (hivornments with new 
powers, and therefore with new responsibilities, without meaning any disparagiv 
ment to the Jjocal Governments ; and while congratuLating tiunn on tb(‘ir new 
financial status, I beg to inquire if the Siqirenie Government have taken 
adequate steps to insure that this new status will be an irieentive in the case 
of Local Governments to husband their resources ? 

In the three major Provinces the system of Council Government may be 
. taken as a safeguard ; but where is the guarantee tliat the minor Provinces 
without Councils will sedulously guard their resources r It has been taken for 
granted that the institution of Financial Commissioners in the Provinces is 
calculated to act as a great check, and the Financial Commissioners serve as an 
efficient monitory in the case of Provincial extravagance. May I suggest 
that along wdth the new financial powers the minor Provinces might either 
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have Councils, or failin" tlmt have each a Financial Commissioner with weU- 
defiued powers to watch the finances, and, if necesvsary, to stay the hand of 
possible extravagance. My subinission is that some such safeguard might he 
considered by Your E\(*olleney*8 Government, and I suggest that that may bo 
in the shape of an a.iixiliary to the Provincial machinery.” 

Tlie Hon’blc Ha.ia of pAirrAUGARH: “ My Lord, it is a matter of genuine 
])leasure to me, in wJiicli T am sure all my colleagues will join, that the first year 
of Your Lordshi 2 )’s ii^ign lias been one of prosperity- We have been bles-sed 
with a good ha i*\ (^st, trade has shown appreciable advance, and there has been 
marked improvciiK'nt in the general situation of the country. 

“ My Lord, this year wdll ever remain memorable in the history of the 
constitution of llit^ GoA crnment of India, because of the creation of a ]\ew 
I)epartm(mt for Education, w hich has very appropriately been placed under the 
control of the IToidble Mr. S. H. Butler, whose zeal and enthusiasm in matters 
educational arc A^ ell knoAvn and Avlio brings to his task great sympathy and 
rejxiitatioji for gr(‘at practical caiiacity. 

'‘My liord, the United Pjovinces of Agra andOudh have the misfortune of 
being tJio most hacl^A^^lrd in education in I ndia. A compajison of the interest¬ 
ing fables sbouing the cducatiojial progress of the different ProAdnees during the 
last four years pulili.shed in the Gazedte of India of the 11th instant discloses a 
vtuy unsatisfactory state of affairs so far as the United Provinces arc conconicd. 
I need not quote tlie figures lien>, hut suffice it to say that Avliile the percentage 
of maJ(^ scJioIars in public institutions to tbe male jiopnlation of school-going 
age roav more or less in a marked degree in other Provinces during the last four 
years, in the United Provinces it rose from 13*6 in 1906-07 to 14i*4j in 1909-10, 
i.e., an increase of *8 jicr cent. only. The case of female education is still 
lamentahly sad. Noav, it remains to he seen as to AAdiat this hackwaidnoss is 
due. Is it due to a lack of interest in education on the part of the jicople 
themselves or to some other cause r With regavd to this T venture to submit 
that there lias been a real awakening among tlie pc:oj)lo to receive the benefits 
of education, and tluiv haA^e now joiised from their slumher of ages. Such 
being the case, I have to seek elsewlicrc to lind out the cause. Let us see 
what the Director of Public Inslruclioji of the United Provinces, the highest 
authorit;j^ on education, says on i^age 3 of liis report for the year 1909-10. Ho 
says: 

‘It is ini possible to close this chapter without some reference to the customary Avant of 
funds. AVhile gladly airknowledging the generous treatment that odiieation receives from 
the Local Cioverninenl when tlu; Uudgt t is vuulcr prepaiation, I cannot refrain from observing 
that far more than cun be spared is needed/ 

‘'Even our late Director, Mr. LcAvi.s, drcAV pointed attention to the 
progress (rf other Provinces and the backwardness of the United Provinces 
year after year in his reports. From AAdiat I have said aboA^e it is obvious 
that 1 x 1110.111011 lias not yet rt?(*eived its due sliarc of attention in the 
United Piwincrs. They liave long borne the reproach of illittnacy, and the 
existing state of affairs should not be alloAVcd to continue longer. They w ai^ 
more funds for education. It was liojjed that in a year of surplus they wxiuld 
receive more liberal treatment tlian aJI otlier ProAdnees, but our hoi)cs have once 
more been frustrated. I Avould once more (piote the Avords of the Director of 
PiibJic Instruction to shoAV the real situation. In the course of liis speech in 
('xplaining the Education Budget of the next year in the Local Council he 
said; 

‘ The situation may be summed up in a lino—“Thehungry sheop look*up and are notfed.^^ 

“ My Lord, a sound mind in a sound body is a Avell-tried maxim, and it is 
in the fitness of tln'ngs that sanitation and education have been placed under 
tlie charge of the same administrator. 

“ If education has yet to make a sufficient headAvay in the United Pro- 
Adnees, the insanitary condition of the place deserves a far more serious 
attention. Although plague is noAV a common disease in India, but the figures 
of mortality in the United Provinces are simply appalling. I may even go so 
far as to say that some of the districts have become the home of this cruel 
enemy of mankind. 
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“ It is, however, a satisfaction to note that the Hon’ble tlie I'inance 
Minister has been able to assign £70,000 for capital expenditure on sanitation, 
which will enable the Local Government, which with all its solicitude for the 
weal and welfare of the people is handicapped for w^ant of funds, to take in 
hand some ambitious scheme to imiDrovo the sanitation. Wo are thankful for 
this allotment, and may reasonably anticipate the continuance ot the same 
favour and sympathetic treatment in future years also. 

My Lord, the outstanding feature of the coming year’s Budget is the noAV 
scheme of the Provincial Settlemeirt whicli has been made permanent. I’he 
Finance Minister has recognised this himself. He says ; 

'In the realms of Financial Administration, by far the most important event of tJi0 
coming year will be a notabhj cliangfi in the financial relations betw(?eii the Local (iovornments 
and the Government of India.^ 

“ Under llio now arrangements the Local Governments will indeed seenro 
greater financial independence and the Central Government n ill not have to 
face the necessity ot meeting the occasional demands from some i^rovincial 
Government or other, and thus tin' equilihrium of their plans will not he 
disturbed. It is an advantage to both. Butb(;fore lauiudiing any such scheme 
wdiich is not liable to revision, it was desirable to see if ihe ])i*oa isions made 
Avero adequate and wliother the assignments Avere enough to meet the piesent 
and future needs of admiiiisti-ation Avitliout any detriment to efileieney. I vioAV 
with regret tliat th(i United Provinces have to start AAuih a disadA^-iiilage. They 
are not to have half of the Iand-v(w(mue as other Pi'ovinces are allowAMl. 

“ My Lord, I submit AAUth great respect that this is a severe handieaj) and 
it is not doing justice to a Piwinee vvhicli contrilmtes more than any other 
Province to the Imperial revenues. The needs of th(i United i’rovinees are 
great. In almost every branch of administration there ar(? growing needs and 
the needs for AAdiicli money is required. If other ProAnnees ree(?i \"0 onc'.-lialf of 
the land-revenue, the same indulgtmce should liaA^*, heeu show n to the United 
Provinces. I am sorry that the Government could not sec tlunr w ay to accept 
the resolution so ably and eloquently mov(?d by my Hon’Ifie friend Pandit 
Madan Mohan Malaviya. Only the other day, His ITonour Sir John JTewett, iji 
concluding the debate on the Financial Sta tement in tlie Local Council, expressed 
his well-considered opinion in clear and strong terms whieli I (juote lieni loshow 
how unfair is th(^ treatment that has been motetl out to tlie (jnitcid Provinces. 
His Honour expressed liirnstilf as follows: 

' A vory im])ort.n.a( st:itnrnent. was mado in the Council ol' the Govenior General a few 
days ago regarding Provincial finance. TTpon such consideiation as 1 have hcMni able to give 
to the arrangomenls then announced by the lloiPblc Finance Minister, th y d<i not apjx'ar to 
met be such as will satisfy the legitimate claims of this Province. I nave great sympathy 
with the resolution moved liy a Member of this Council in anotln'r place, but the matter is 0;ie 
whicdi can be deab Avith ofFectively after a very careful examination of t he statistics connected 
Avith our Financial Statfunent and those of other Local (Tovermnonts. Wlion tliis is comyiletisl 
1 jJi*o|K)sc to make a full but disyiassioiiate representation to the Government of: India on 
behalf of this Province.' 

“ We are deeply grateful to His Honour for this important aunouMeciment to 
m our future progress and hope that the Government of India will also receive 
the matter in a spirit of sympathy. 

“ My Lord, a word more and I have done. It is for the first time in tlie 
history of India since its coiinoctioii Avifch the British llaj that His Most Gra¬ 
cious Majesty the King-Kmperor has declared his lioyal inttoition lo hold the 
Coronation Durbar in India. The coming event w ill be w itliout a precedent 
and, as such, is sure to mark an epoch in the annals of thivS vast laud. I be¬ 
lieve I echo the aeutiments of my constitueney and counI lynifin Avhen I say 
that this auspicious announcement has caused a thrill of joy throughout th(i 
length and breadth of India. The Royal Durbar should bo worthy of tli3 host 
traditions of the country, and it is a matter of extreme doliglit that the sum of 
Rs. 141 lakhs has been allotted in the Budg*?t for the imriiose. 

“ In conclusion, I bog to congratulate the Finance Member on the lucid 
and prosperous Budget he has presented to the Council.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Meston : “My Lord, among the many attractive topic.s 
which liavebeen discussed to-day, there are only Iavo on which I should ask 
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your i)ermission to occiij)y the time of tlie Council for a few minutes by offer¬ 
ing a few explanatory remarks. The first of these is the question of Provincial 
settlements, a subject in Avhich apparently a great many of us arc interested, 
but which has an unfortunuto capacity for the most profound dullness, I 
shall liOAvcwcr restrict myself to dealing only with certain questions of broad 
principles which have ])eeii raised in connection w ith it to-day. The first of 
thest* is the iiitiTesting discourse which my Hon’ble friend Mr, Gokhale 
delivered on thci sub ject of Pederal Pinance. I remember an American professor 
once describing Federal Pinance in bis country as being the line art of 
fleecing the otla^r states ; and apparently that art is finding its way 
into India; becaiose we havci the Hon’ble gentleman describing to us to-day 
how^ Burma had been living on the rest of India for forty years, and the 
Hon’hle Mr. Gates retorting f)y telling us that Bengal actually battens on 
Burma, and the llon’hJe Pandit a few' days ago explaining that the United 
Provinces Avas the mileJy coav of the other jprovinces of India. It was exactly 
to prevent this sort of thing happening, to prevent this sort of suspicion 
arising, that oiu' present system of Provincial SettleiiKnits grcAv up. 1 admit 
that, as it stands, it is the (jvilcome of a somewhat illogical and a soineAvhat 
awkAvard system, such as many ol* our Anglo-Saxon institutions are. But, my 
Lord, I Avoiild submit to this Couneil that in dealing with it, although it is per¬ 
fectly true that Mr. Gokhale's alternative Avould provide in many r(5sj)ectsa v(5ry 
fitting substitute, I submit that in dealing Avith it Ave havci to think about its his¬ 
tory aiidto take account of our commitments. If wo had n. tabula instead of 
our complicated administrative system, I should for one be perfectly glad to accept 
Mr. Gokhale’s alternative. As it is, our pi*oscnt system is the result of thirty 
years’ hard A\ ork ; it has been steadily improved and steadily made more elastic 
those of us Avlio have to Avork it understand it ; and if w^e try to uproot it now,, 
I am sure tliat avc should land ourselves in further controversy and in confusion 
Avhich w^OLild last for another ten years in the least. Tliose of us wlio have 
studied Mr. Gokhah'/s evidence bedbre tin* Royal Decentralisiition (bmmission— 
I rcmeml)e]’ having an hour’s very hot cross-examination upon it—will remember 
that he deA'olopt.id a .scheme on very much the same lines as he has given us 
to-day. That scJieinc AAas v ery fully considered by the Royal Commission ; 
it Avas very fully considered and examined in the Government of India 
Secj'ctariat. It has moulded and it has influenced the arrangements, 
of tlie new ; peiinauent s(>ttlements, and although they do not go so far tis it 
did, I have no doul)t that their line of development Avill continue to be in 
that direction. I would therefore put in a plea for allowing our indigenous 
institutions, so to speak, to work out their own salvation. A federation of 
Provinces Avith e.omphite financial autonomy of their own may lie in the future 
fates of I^udia ; hut federation in modern history has been, not the result of 
a direct disintegratitm of a Central Government, so much as the joining to¬ 
gether of inde|x;ndent and rival States. It may bo, as I say, that a federation 
of Provinces lies in the fuUire for India ; but it Avill he a federation with 
eharacttudstic diffcrcnicos, both in its history and in its institutions, from those 
in Germany and the United States of America, tho.se models Avith whichC/e 
ar(i most familiar and of AA'hich avo have heard to-day. 

I turn to a few" details, a very few details, of the settlement system which 
have attracted criticism. One of tlicse is the treatment of the Imperial grants 
which arc som(?times, with unnecessary contumely, described as ‘ doles.* When 
the Government of India are in a position, as they were this year, to give large 
grants to Provinces, Ave are told that the money ought to be given, not for 
specific purposes in I In? Provfiica, but sliould he placed at the disposal of the Local 
Governments, who are in the best position to know the best way of utilizing the 
money that is thus jmt in their hands. One Province, for instance, may be well 
ahead of the others in its educational facilities ; why should it not be allowed 
to use tin? money to improve its roads, and so on ? I am sure there is a great 
deal of commonsense in this, and I am perfectly certain that the Government 
of India will take a sentiment of this character into consideration when they 
come to deal with the distribution of grants in .future. In this they will no 
doubt be encouraged by the assurance that wo have received to-day from 
Mr. Quin that the Government of llombay for one will always be pleased to« 
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consnlt the wishes of the Government of India when spending our money ; 
but I think it is going a little too far to say that the Local Government 
idiould have'.the final voice in the spending of Imperial grants at all times and 
in all circumstances. The Government of India are ultimately responsible for 
the progress of this country ; the broad lines of policy have to be laid down by 
the Central Government, which becomes responsible for seeing that the Pro¬ 
vinces take their shares in carrying out that policy. It does not very much 
matter whether the pressure comes from above from Parliament, or from below 
from some strong Province, or from outside from public opinion or from 
within. In any case it is the Government of India which have to finance 
the policy, which have to direct it, and to make it a suoooss. They cannot 
possioly force a new and possibly a costly policy on Local Governments unless 
they are also prepared to he^ in finding the money for it. Consequently, 
it seems to me that the Central Government must retain the option of saying 
how its grants are to be spent when they have made those grants in pursuance 
of a definite sohemo under the new system. It is only this option that the 
Gtovernment of India wish to retain. There is to be no hard-and-fast rule; 
and Hon’ble Members who represent Provinces are aware of the substantial 
liberty that Local Governments have hitherto enjoyed in the disposal of 
the doles which they have received in the past. 

“ Another feature in the now settlements which has come under criticism 
to-day is the rule —what I should have thought was a simple and fundamental 
and sensible rule—that the Local Governments may not budget for a deficit 
• without showing that the excess outlay is something >spe.cial and something 
non-recurring. This simple precaution is resented in some quarters on the 
ground that a Local Government may justly be left to draw on its own 
balances without any interference. Well of course none of us could imagine a 
banker interfering with a client when he draws on his balance so long as the 
balance lasts ; and we cannot imagine the banker, unless he is a personal 
friend, asking the client what he is going to do with the money ; but when 
the client has exhausted his balance and he cannot give security for an over¬ 
draft, then the banker is done with him. The client may drift into poverty 
or bankruptcy, and the banker feels no responsibility. Now, the Government 
of India is the banker of the Provinces, but it is also responsible for the excesses 
and the debts of the Provinces, and it is surely no unreasonable exercise 
of the right of simple self-defence on the part of the Government of India 
to satisfy itself that the Local Government is not, as some Local Govern¬ 
ments have been, drifting into a scale of expenditure which will become 
stereotyped in permanent deficits and in the entire loss of all financial 
independence. 

“ The second point. Sir, that I wish to touch upon is to bo found in the very 
interesting and thoughtful speech which the Hon’hle Sir Vithaldas Thackersey 
has addressed to the Council this morning. With very much of what ho has 
said, I am in entire personal agreement, but the only point on which I 
wish to touch for a moment in his speech is the question of the location 
OT our Indian reserve of gold. It is a very old story and I do not think 
I can say anything new about it. The Hon’ble gentleman, in common 
with a very strong body of commercial opinion in this country, 
feels ihat it is neiGier just nor proper nor to the advantage of India that 
our gold reserves should be held so largely as they are in the City of London. 
It is our gold, he says, and sentiment demands that it should ho in our keeping. 
Its present location is also a potential danger; in case of war, for example, 
jf we happen to want the gold from London, wo might not he able to get it. 
It is also more useful in India than it would be in London for the purposes of 
safeguarding exchange. That is theEon’ble Member’s view, and it is, as I have 
'said, the view of manv competent financial and commercial authorities in India. 
Last year I tried to show to the Council that there was another side to the shield, 
because this controversy is always a rather ono-sided one. Perhaps I may 
be permitted to touch on it for a few minutes again, and repeat that there 
is another view of our gold policy and that that view is a tenable view and that it 
has a sound substratum in the pinciples of international finance. The loca¬ 
tion of our gold reserve in Iiondon, with the exception of that small portion 
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of it which as liquid f^old finds its way into our Indian currency chests in 
years of very high exchange, th(3 rcitontion of the great hulk of our gold in 
England is deliberate. It is intended to strengthen us and simplify our duty 
in maintaining the gold value of the rupee. What wo do is to maintain the 
value of the rupee .by keeping the gold where gold is most wanted and is 
likely to be most useful to us. Now, if gold were effectively wanted in India, 
that is to say, if India could keep gold in circulation and export gold privately 
in large quantities when exchange threatens to fall, then in those circum¬ 
stances our duty w'ould he accomplished and our task would he lightened. 
But we know that tliese circumstances do not obtain. Wo have 
not yet a suhstantial gold circulation in India, and we never see any 
substantial pri\'ato (export of gold from India when our silver exchanges 
begin to fall. On the other hand, in London we have our gold ready exported; 
we have it immediately available or almost immediately available to support 
our exchanges ; we have it ear-marked as the sole and exclusive property of 
the Government of India, and as capable of being used for the interests of 
India in the great(3st gold market of the world. My Lord, time docs not allow 
me to develop this theory. I need only say that it is the theory of tliose who 
believe that it would bo as reasonable to keep the gold reserves in India as it 
would be to keep our reserves of coined rupees in London. ** 

The Hon*ble Bauu Buuj*endiianath Basu: ‘*My Lord, I will not 
detain this Council longer thaji five minutes I hope. There is one ol)servation 
of my friend the Hon’ble Sir Vithaldas Thackersoy which I, my Lord, as a 
citizen of Calcutta, should not allow to pass unchallenged in this Council. I 
am afraid I am the only citizen of Calcutta hero. If, my Lord, Bombay w^as 
judged by the wit and wisdom and ability of its representatives in this Council, 
I have no doubt it would bo the second City in the Empire ; but if it is judged by 
numbers Avhicb the late census returns have given us, I am afraid I am fairly 
entitled as a citizen of Calcutta to claim a much higher place. While the 
population of my city is 12 lakhs, I believe the population of Bombay is only 
about nine lakhs.’* 

The Hon’ble Sir Vithaldas D Thackersey : “ I will explain myself more 

clearly. I am taking the municipal population. What is the municipal Popu-» 
lation of Calcutta and what is the municipal j3opulation of Bombay ? 1 am 

not taking tlie suburbs.” 

The Hon’ble Batut BiiuPENDRANATn Basu: “Yes, there haA’-e boon 
explanations offered of that difforonce -plague and other causes and the depres¬ 
sion in tlie cotton trade. I Avill not go into them. I am content to rest my 
case upon the figures furjiishod by the Census Commissioner. 

“ There is one method Avbich my friend the llon’blo Mr. Gates seems to 
complain’*of, that bis Province contributes a \x'ry large share to the Imperial 
revenue and that we, the people of Bengal and the other Provinces, have been 
more or less fattening upon the Avcalth of Burma. My friend forgets that the 
entire gift the Government of India has this year been able to grant to 
Provinces comes from Bengal from its opium produce and that we have given a 
very large contribution to all the Provinces of India. Talking of the opium 
produce, my Lord, there is one thing that struck me in the veiy able and lucid 
statement of ray friend the Hon’ble Finance Member where he gives two-thirds 
practically for the liquidation of debts in England and one-third for helping 
J?rovincial Governments, and he justifies that procedure by observing that it is 
the first duty of a prudent man to pay off his debts No doubt that would bo a 
prudent course, but I may remind my friend that the debt that was incurred 
and which was paid off partially was incurred not ujion the expectation of 
having this windfall from opium and consequently should have been met in 
other ways. This windfall we the neoifie of Inaia were fairly entitled to for 
our immediate needs. I am thankful, however, for what has been given, but much 
has to be done which we cannot do for want of funds. Take me question of 
sanitation, my Lord, of my own Province, whore, as other friends have already 
said, malaria has got a congenial home ; we haA'e been urging in our Local 
Council for dredging many of tlie ancient river systems of our Province which 
have been silting up, and we have been unable to carry out any big operations 
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for want of funds. We were told, my Lord, that it was impossible to fight the 
forces of nature, and if rivers silt up, it is impossible to dredge them in order to 
improve the drainage of the country. Well, my Lord, that is a counsel of 
despair. Human civilizalion has been always fighting against the forces of 
nature, and if suflBcient means were available to us, we liave no doubt that we 
would be able to save many millions of lives that we annually lose in the 
Province of Bengal. This is a matter about which we felt that greater atten* 
tion might have been paid to the needs of our Province at least. 

“ There are many other questions which had been more or less debated upon, 
and I do not think I shall bo justified at this late hour of the evening and 
having regard to the fact that most of the principal questions affecting the 
administration of the country have already been discussed on resolutions, in 
detaining the Council at any length. It is no doubt true, my Lord, that we, 
the representatives of the Provinces in India, are always claimifig to get some¬ 
thing which the Imperial Exchequer are unwilling to grant us, probably be¬ 
cause cf our extravagant demands, and it reminds me of that story which we 
read in our childhood of the Paradise and Peri. I do not compare myself with 
the Peri—the poor Peri claiming admittance into the Paradise and her way 
being resisted. So we want to claim admission into the Imperial Exchequer, 
and there is my friend—I will not compare him to the person who resisiod the 
Peri—but there is my friend standing in our way. But after all our claims 
are very great and our needs are greater, and therefore I think that a 
sympathetic consideration of those claims is essential. I will not for a moment 
say that our claims have not been sympathetically considered; on the contrary, 
my Lord, wc have felt, the other Provinces including I hope the Province of 
Burma, that in the Einancial Statement presented to us there is an 
anxious desire on the part of Government to meet local needs as far as possible, 
and that is a very encouraging feature of the whole situation. Tho spirit of 
conciliation, of friendliness, of encouragement, which has been extended to 
us by tho Finance Department and, if I may say so, l)y otlior Departments 
of Your Excellency’s administration, is to us a source of great consolation 
and of encouragement, and I hope that in a very few yeiars wo shall have no 
longer to complain of tlu? way in wJiicli wc have l)cen doing in tho past in 
this Council about our financial aiTaiigements. 

“ My friend the Hon’blo Mr. Meston has already dealt with the Provincial 
arrangements. There is only one thing which I wish to say, and that is that 
we view with some degree of alarm the proposal that tho Provinces may ho in 
a position to levy taxes of their own. I hope that that time will not come 
very soon at least, because it is a very serious outlook for us in our Provincial 
administrations. 

“ My Lord, the Hon’ble Finance Member has referred to the Royal visit to 
India and ho hoped that none of us would grudge tho expenses that this visit 
would entail. 1 suppose it is almost needless to say that we Indians will never 
for a day, for a moment, hesitate to vote as much money as may be required to 
]|ptke that visit a success.” 

Tlio Hon’blo Maulvi Shams-ul-Huda ; “My Lord, it is with very great 
hesitation that I rise to offer a few remarks. The reason of my hesitation has 
been the activity which has been shown by my Hon’hie friend the Finance 
Member to invoke Your Excellency's authority to call the stray sheep back to 
their fold. Tho result of it has been that many written speeches liave been 
thrown into utter confusion. 

“ There arc only a few matters as to which I would just say a word or two. 
My Lord, I congratulate the Hon’ble the Financcj Member for the considera¬ 
tion that ho has shown to my Province and for the large grants that ho has 
made to all the Provinces for education and sanitation. My only misgiving is 
that he has shown these grants as coming from the opium revenue, which wo 
all know will soon disapiicar. My Lord, it gives every one groat anxiety to 
think that additional taxation would be inevitable when the opium revenue 
is reduced to niL Your Excellency is aware that the surrender of the opium 
revenue was in spite of the unanimous protest of the people of this country# 
It was made to satiny the sentiments of a few people in England, and we 
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think it is just and fair that England should bear a portion of the loss tliat 
has been thrown on India by reason of its own scruples. My Hon’ble friend 
the Finance Member, who knows Vbry well how to gild a bitter pill, has paid 
a very great oomplimont to the sensitive and sympathetic people of India who, 
he said, will not grudge tlic loss for the benefit of a sister nation. My liord, 
I would have been very glad to accept that compliment, but I am not prepared 
to pay such a high price for it. 

“ Next, my Lord, I want to offer an observation upon the Provincial 
Settlements. I am glad, my Lord, that this has at last been permanently 
and satisfactoilly settled. Last year, my Province was the object of a groat 
deal of attack from all sides; every one almost characterised it as the Prodigal 
Son for whom the fatted calf was killed. My Lord, the Hon’blo the Finance 
Member has now left every Province to its own resources, and I thoroughly 
agree with him tlxat it is not right that any Province should be a 
burden on its neighbour; but, at the same time, there aro exceptional 
circumstances which will probably call for exceptional treatment. In my 
own Province, for instance, the ravages of malaria have been very 
great ; on account of certain features of the political situation there has been 
a very large increase in the expenditure on police and other measures 
of a similar nature ; and it is just possible that a time may come when the 
Province may find its own resources inadequate for this extraordinary expen¬ 
diture, and at that time probably an appeal may be made for succour from the 
Imperial funds, which, I am sure, will not be refused. 

Another subject as whioli I want to say a word is about the adminis¬ 
tration of civil justice in this country. My Lord, it is well known that Govern¬ 
ment gets a large revenue out of the sale of judicial stamps, and it is therefore 
meet and proper that those who are engaged in the administration of civil jus¬ 
tice in this country should be adequately paid. If one glances at the pay and 
prospects of the large body of Munsiffs and Subordinate Judges, one cannot 
help feeling that they have not met with the treatment which they deserve. 
Those men, my Lord, after some years of practice in the legal profession become 
Munsiffs, and it takes thorn a largo number of years to become Subordinate 
Judges—17 or 18 years almost; and there Ixeing only a few of these appoint¬ 
ments the result is that most of these officers have to earn their pensions as 
Munisffs and not as Subordinate Judges. Tlioy are not well housed nor taken 
so much care of as members of the executive service, and something ought to 
bo done for thorn. 

“ My Lord, I know that whatever we say on the prt^sent Budget has no 
practical effect; the discussion is more or less academic. All that wo may hope 
for is that some day next year the Hon^ble the Finance Member will look at the 
page^ of the Gazette and see whether any Member has made any suggestions 
worthy of his consideration. 

“ There is one other matter to which I would draw Your Excellency’s 
attention. In answer to a question put by the Hon’blc the Maharajdhiraja of 
Burdwan it was shown that the members of my community have not talCn 
advantage of the existing Universities in the same proportion as other commu¬ 
nities have done. The Government no doubt spends a very large sum of money 
on these Universities. The money comes from the pocket of the general tax¬ 
payer, and if any class of His Majestv’s subjects finds by reason of its peculiar 
position and its peculiar sentiments that it cannot take advantage of the exist¬ 
ing educational institutions, I submit it becomes a matter for serious consider¬ 
ation whether Government should not provide for that class the special kind of 
education needed for it; and from that point of view I would urge Your Ex¬ 
cellency’s Government to give such support as Your Excellency’s Government 
may think fit to any scheme of education which the Muhammadans may for¬ 
mulate for themselves as suited to their requirements. 

“ There is one other matter, my Lord, and it is this. The Hindu and 
Muhammadan laws in this country are administered by Judges who are not 
acquainted with the language in which the Hindu and Muhammadan law- 
' books are written. About 20 years ago Mr. Justice Markby, in referring to a 
book written by Ehalil-ibni-lshaq» of whidi there is a tranriation by Monsieiir 
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Forron, said that what the French Government had done was a model of what 
an alien Governmeut ought to do in order to make its Judges Familiar with ilio 
laws of the people whom they governed. Wo cannot say that the British 
Government has, in this direction, done its duty. There is no hook, so far as I 
know, either of Hindu or of Muhammadan law which lias heon translated at 
the instance of the Government for the benelit of the public. The result is 
that Hindu and Muhammadan laws arc thrown into a groat deal of confusion, 
and a Bill like the one brought forward the other day by my Hon’ble friend 
Mr. Jinuah would not have been necessary if Goyernraent had given sufficient 
attention to this matter. 

“ Lastly, I would endorse every word that fell from my Hoii’blo friend 
Mr. Haque in connection with the Royal Visit. My Lord, no Indian would 
grudge any amount of money that has to be spent in order to celebrate the 
occasion with the pomp and the splendour which we associate witli Royalty. 
The heart of India was never sounder than it is to-day, and I firmly believe 
that the visit of their Most Gracious Majesties the King-Emperor and the 
Queen-Empress will evoke feelings of that deep and abiding devotion which 
are the characteristic of an Oriental people.** 

The Hon*blo Mu. Butler : “ My Lord, I shall not detain the Council 
long, but remarks have been made on educational policy and on the distribu¬ 
tion of the windfall of 90 lakhs for Education and 57 lakhs for Saiiitation, and 
to these remarks some reply is required. 

“ First, my Lord, I must confess some surprise as to the attitude which 
the official Members representing the different Province's have taken in this 
matter. I find it difficult to understand why a Member of tlie Governmeut of 
India should be called upon to explain tlie treatment of Local Governineiits 
and Administratioas by the official reprosontatives of those Administrations, 
when the Administrations themselves have made no roprescMitaiion whatsoeyor 
to the Government of India through the regular cliaiiuels. Tlios(i channels 
have been open for many days, for weeks I may say, and no complaint of any 
sort or kincl has come through them. And why, my Lord ? For obvious 
reasons, the distribution cannot be fairly criticised. If the Hoii’ble gentle¬ 
men had taken the trouble to look at the statement which I made on announc¬ 
ing the distribution of those grants, they would havti seen that the grants 
were made to Local Governments in order to assist them to carry out ‘ urgent 
projects which arc ready and waiting for funds, which can be completed in a 
short time and which do not involve future expenditure beyond the means of 
Provincial revenues. * All Local Govornmoiits and Administrations ^were 
asked to send up lists of that kind of project —projects ready and waiting and 
able to bo carried out at once. Clearly this is tho sort of project to which a 
windfall of this kind should be devoted if full effect is to be secured and waste 
is to be avoided. Well, my Lord, what was the reply and what wore the 
grants made ? Criticism has been levelled at the grants given to Bengal and 
the United Provinces, as being large out of proportion. Bengal sent in pro- 
Jlf^ts for education and sanitation combined aggregating 185 lakhs ; tliese wore 
projects ready and waiting for funds; they got 34| lakhs or under a fifth. 
The United Provinces sent in projects amounting to 101 hikhs ; they got 
lakhs. Burma sent in projects amounting to 69^ lakhs; they got 15 
lakhs. The Punjab sent in projects amounting to 34^ lakhs; they got 14 lakhs, 
plus a grant of 6 lakhs placed for account purposes to their credit for tho 
furtherance of research at Easauli. Madras asked for 15| lakhs, of which 1^ 
lakhs was for an incomplete project, and got 11 lakhs. That, my Lord, 1 think, 
is some sauce for the Madras lamb. The Central Provinces asked for 6^ lakhs, 
and got 6. That, I think, is a sufficient answer to the gentlemen who have, 
criticised the grants to the Central Provinces. I should indeed say that 
the Chief Commissioner asked for 10 or 5 lakhs for Sanitation, but there 
was only one project of Rs. 86,000 ready to be carried out. Nevertheless we 
allotted 2 lakhs for Sanitation in the Central Provinces. 

I have one ^mark to make about Burma. I confess that in regard to 
Education in Burma I went out of my way to see if wc could not mssibly 
make a larger grant to that Province in view of their needs. But, looking 
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at the case with* reference to other Provinces and testing it by the various tests 
which are applied in such cases, it seemed impossible to give more. If the 
grant had been allotted on th(i^ population test, Burma would have got 8*9 
lakh's for education ; if it liad been given mn the number of scholars who 
attend schools, Burma would have got 4*1 lakhs ; if it had been given on 
public expenditure on Education, Burma would have got 61 lakhs. I there- 
loro did not feel al)le to recotnmciyl to the Government of India—and I may 
say that this distribution list was twice before the Government of India and 
considered most carefully in Council—I did not feel it possible fis rei)rosenting 
the Education Department to recommend that Burma should arct more than 8 
lakhs. 

‘‘ I tliink, after that explanation, the Council will agree with me that the 
criticisms made against these grants are unfounded and ought not to have 
been made. I will siiy nothing more about these grants exce])t with reference 
to the remark made by the Ilon’ble Mr. Andrew! It* is' a great mistake to 
suppose that the Grovernmont of India can be influenced by clamour, in this 
Council to make grants as between Provinces. Those grants are made on 
principles which they consider I'ight and just and fitting all the circumstances 
of the case. 

‘‘ My Lord, the next point that I turn to is secondary oc[ucation. The 
Hon’ble Mr. Subba Rao lias raised the question regarding secondary education. 
He says that there has been a change in the policy of the Government; that 
the policy of grants-fn-aid in favour of private institutions and institutions main¬ 
tained by local bodies, which was announced in 1854, has been departed from. 
The ground on which he bases this cliargo is that tlie Government luxs compara¬ 
tively recently decided to introduce certain model secondary schools into the 
Madras Presidency. My Lord, the policy of the Government of India has never 
been changed for a single day. Tlio policy which was announced in 1854 could 
not be carried out for many years: it is in process of being carried out now. In 
1859, and I think again in 18(32, it was found that owing to the absence of 
private institutions which were free from dilficulties over the religious (pics- 
tion the policy could not be carried out thoroughly. In 1899, and again in 1904, 
in Lord Curzon’s famous resolution on educational jK)licy, the principles of 1854 
were re-inforced, but it was stated that Government must in each branch of 
education maintain a model institution in order to keep up j-ho standards of 
education. The reason for this is obvious and it constitutes no departure from 
policy whatsoever. The Hon’ble genileinan seems to think that private enter¬ 
prise is going to suffer. *Woll, my Lord, eonsideration is being given to pro- 

S isals for the improvement of secondary education, and I can assure the 
onU)le gentleman that there is no desire whalever on tho part of Government 
to depart from the policy w hich has becTi established for over fifty years, and 
that it is tho intention of Government, so far as funds permit, to assist private 
institutions as well as to raise up model institutions. There is no justification 
whatever in the figures for the assumption of a change in policy. Mr. Orange 
in his last Quinquennial Review takes the figures for the last fifteen years/Cup 
to 1907. Only 25 per cent, of the total number of pupils in India were reading 
in publicly managed institutions in 1907. Fifteen years before 28 per cent, 
were reeling in such schools. Therefore, the pro|X)rtion of pupils in public 
institutions has steadily decreased. In the same period Government subsidies 
to private institutions increased from 22^ lakhs to 44 lakhs, or practically 
double, and Local Boards increased their contributions from 14^ to 28 lakhs. 
I think these figures alone establish tho fact that there is no foundation what¬ 
ever for the view that Government intends to depart from the policy which it 
lias so long accepted. 

The Hon*ble Mr. Madge made some remarks about the backwardness of 
European education w’itb which I entirely sympathise, and he asked what had 
happened to the training college proposal. Great difficulty was found in select¬ 
ing a site for the training college. I 'may say that the matter is still under the 
consideration of the Government of India, and meanwhile a training class has 
been opened at Sanawar, and I am informed that considerable diJBiculty has been 
found in getting teachers to attend those schools. 
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“ The Hon’ble the Maharaja of Burdwan has invited me to take up the 
very diflScult question of the loeation of the hostels in Calcutta. I am 
afraid that this is a locaK matter about udiich, I cannot usefully say 
anything here. As regards a teclinological institute, that also is a matter on 
which no definite proposals are before the Government of India. But in more 
than one way the Government of India have shown their intense and earnest 
desire to promote a technological institution. . The Hon'ble Maharaja of Biu'd- 
'wan ended up his speech by appealing to Government to open up new avenues 
of employment in the public service. My Lord, I do not thinjv that this 
would settle the question of the provision of employment for India. I think 
we hhvo to look to other ^iourcos of employment, and that industrial develop¬ 
ment, with its many-sided branches, is to be in future the source of our greatest 
ho^s. 1 cannot do better than commend in this connection the advice given 
by the IIon*ble Mr. Mukerji in his presidential address at the Industrial Con¬ 
ference at Allahabad, that iudian gentlemen with capital should come forward, 
and invest their capital and‘take some risks for the good of their country.** 

The Hon'hle Sin Guy Pleetwood Wilson : “ My Lord, we have listened 
to speeches to-day some of which were eloquent and all of which have been 
intorestiiig, but they number 2(5 I think therefore that I am justified in 
asking Your Lordship to allow me to wind up the debate subject to any 
remarks Your Lordship may be pleased to mldress to Council in conclusion. ^ 

“ I have to express my warmest thanks for the very kind reception which 
my Budget has received not only in this Council, hut, I think I may say, 
throughout the country. I should like to add that I have been greatly touched 
by the kindly personal references to myself which have boim made in this 
Chamber. 

“ I wish I could deal with all the speeches of Hon’blo Members as fully as 
they deserve, but time does not allow. I would, however, exprtiss my admiration 
for Mr. Haque’s really eloquent speech as to the provision which we liavc made 
for the Coronation Durbar expenditure. I felt veiy confident when I put down 
a large sum for tliat service that the people of India, through their representa¬ 
tives, would cordially approve of my action, and 1 am glad to find Iroin the 
speeches wliich have been made to-day that my anticipation was fuHy justified. 
I should like also to compliment the Hon*ble Mr. Chitnavis on a speech wliioh 
was marked by sound commonseiise and practical advice. ^ 

“ Coming now to'^the Proviacial civilian represi;ntatives, I must confess to 
a sense of some disappointment. The Provincial financial jiosition has 
admittedly been greatly improved under the new permanent settlomciit wliich 
has been recast with every desire to err on the side of liborality as well as to 
maintain equal treatment between Provinces. 

“ And yet, led by the Oliver Twist of Madras, the Provincial representa¬ 
tives can do no better than ask for more, I do not propose to go into the 
the merits of their contentions because, in my opinion, every jioint they have 
raised can he and should have been brought to the notice of Government by 
mflins of secretariat inter-communication, 

“ I make an exception in the cast? of Mr. Quin,wlio, in the more reasonable 
part of his address, asks for information. Ho has told us that the Government 
of Bombay cannot consider the settlements to bo truly permanent unless they 
are assuml that Local Governments will have powers of taxation, and will 
also be allowed to borrow themsdves and to liave fuller control over the borrow¬ 
ing of local bodies. On the first point, I can say nothing to-day, as the matter 
is under the Secretary of Statens consideration. But borrowing powers do not 
seem to me to be in any way an essential part of a scheme for regulating our 
financial relations with the Provinces: and I can hold out no hope that the 
powers of borrowing enjoyed either by Local Governments or by local bodies 
are to be materially extended. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dadabhoy has dealt with the opium question with 
becoming reserve. Indeed, I think his only object in alluding to opium 
(discussion in regard to which I have already strongly deprecated) is to raise 
the question of a grant from the Imperial Exchequer as a compensation to 
India for a loss of revenue from this source. I am afraid I cannot hold out 
any hope of compensation, but the very fact that Mr. Dadabhoy has alluded 
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to the question to-day in debate will no doubt bring the matter prominently 
to the notice of the Home Government. 

“ I am not quite clear as to the purport of the remarks which have fallen 
from the Hon’ble Mr. Dadabhoy about silver. I^ast year, when we imposed the 
tax, Mr. Dadabhoy foretold dire disaster, because the price of silver would fall 
and our China trade would be ruined. We have now had the tax for a year and 
neither of these consequences has happened. Silver is still above 2s. an ounce, 
and the China trade has not been affected. Yet the Hon'ble gentleman is 
again full of gloomy prophecies : not on this occasion because we have taxed 
silver, but because a speculative syndicate have bought more silver than they 
can hold (the description is his own, not mine) and there will bo a slump 
unless we help them. This is surely a very remarkable proposition to put 
before this Council, and I must strongly deprecate it. I must also deprecate 
the exaggerated d(^scri])tioTi which the Hon’hle gentleman has given of the 
proposition. There is certainly an unusually large quantity of silver in stock 
in India at the present moment: hut the total import of the current year is by 
no means tlie lugliest on record, and it has frequently been exceeded in years 
when tlie trade was healthy and normal, and not dislocated by imprudent 
speculation 

" There is one point in Mr. Dadabhoy’s speech to which I must draw 
attention. lie states that Mr. Haldane has announced in Parliament that the 
Indian Army may have to bo reinforced. I do not know what authority be 
has for making that statement. I. myself, liave only seen a statement to the 
effect that Mr. Haldane does not anticipate the possibility of reducing the 
British forces in India, which is a very different thing. 

“ I am sure that my Hon’ble friend will not expect me to follow him 
into the question of Protection vm^sus Free Trade. That is a subject which 
could certainly not he dismissed in a few sentences, nor is this the moment to 
put up a large discussion on so very important a question. 

“ Mr. Gokhale’s interesting speech on Federal Finance has been answered 
fully, and I think conclusively, by the Hon’ble Mr. Meston. 

“ As I said in my Financiarstatement, there can be no question now of 
departing from the well-established principle whicli governs the relations be¬ 
tween the Provinces and the Government of India in regard to Finance. 

Had I had a tabula rasa to deal with, it might possibly have been 
different. ' . . , 

“ But even if, in the distant future, the relations were inverted and took 
the form of what, for want of a better term, I sliall call a tribute system, the 
present re-adjustment would have been an essential preliminary. 

“ Then, even better than now, would be made manifest the super-excellent 
aervine in this connection whicli Mr. Meston has rendered to the Finance of 
India. 

One point raised by the Hon’ble Sir Vitlialdas has been dealt with by 
Mr. Meston ; but I jtfopose to deal with two other points which Mr. Meston 
has left untouched. 

“ The Hon’ble Sir Vilhaldas Thackerscy, in the course of his most intei^t- 
ing remarks on our currency system, has reminded me that one of my distin¬ 
guished fore-runners, Mr. Clinton Dawkins, announced that a gold mint 
would be opened in Bombay. That was exactly eleven years ago, and nothing 
has been done in the matter since. 

“ I acknowledge the justice of my Hon’ble friend’s comments on this 
curious episode, and I will tell him exactly what happened. 

“In 1899 the Government of India were invited, as the result of the 
recommendations of the Fowler Committee, to make preparations for the coin¬ 
age of gold in India. A scheme was prepared for a gold mint at Bombay; 
and, as Mr. Clinton Dawkins said in 1900, all that then remained to do was to 
satisfy the Boyal Mint about the suitability of the premises and appliances at 
Bombay. This unfortunately was never done ; as a number of technical 
and other difficulties were raised by the Boyal Mint, which ultimately 
wore out the patience of Lord Curzon’s Oovemment. In the interval the 
Kolar gold-mining comiwinies had mostly entered into agreements for the sale of 
tlieir produce in England; and the prospect of their bringing their gold to bq 
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refined and coined at Bombay—which was to be the piece de resistance of our 
gold mint—was thus deferred. In the circumstances it was decided in 1902 to 
drop the project and to wait until a stronger demand for a local gold coinage 
should arise. * 

“ I am glad that the Hon’blo Member has raised the question to-day. His 
views on the importance of a gold coinage? in India must necessarily carry great 
weight, and much has happened since 1902 wliich justifies the rtj-opening of a 
, question so closely asso(jiatcd with the success of our gold standard. I shall 
nave pleasure in examining the? subject again at an early date, and i shall take 
care mat the? weighty expression of opinion which we have heard from my 
Hon’blo friend to-day is fully represented to the Home Govermnent* 

“Another point on which T must confess to a strong personal interest has 
been raised by the Hon'hlc Sir Vithaldas. The grciit reform in our paper 
currency which was initiated a year ago, when our ten-rupee and our fifty- 
rupee notes were made legal tender throughout the whole of India,—that reform 
has answered all my expectations. It has greatly increased the popularity of our 
note system; it has gone far to remove a serious inconvenience to the travel¬ 
ling public; and it has been carried through without any appreciable strain on 
our reserves. But the I'eform was incomplete. My sclieme contemplated the 
ultimate ‘universalization ’ of the 100-i-upeo note, if and when the first part- of 
the experiment should prove itself a success. Nor u^as evidence wanting that a 
strong public demand exists for a 100-rupce note whicli should be free from the 
trammels of our currency circles, and should have the full privilege of being 
legal tender all over India. It was made perfectly clear even if any doubts 
on the point had remained—-tliat tlie paper currency of denominations up to 
and including the 100-rupee note represents the daily till-money, so to 
speak, of tlic country ; while the denominations above Its. 100 aie 
used in hoards or reserves or as stores of value, and do not change? hands 
with any real frequency. Hu? dividing line therefore between universal notes 
and circle notes was manifestly to be? dinwn above, and not below, the lOO-rupce 
note. In this way only could the public convenience be fully served, and the 
popularity of our paper currency fully stimulak^d. 

“ These considerations have been carefully weighed against certain 
disadvantages—tangil)le disadvantages, but not, I trust, insuperable—whieli 
attach to the system of ‘ universal' notes. As tlie r(?sult T am glad to he? in tin? 
position to announce that we have decided to mak(? the 100-rupee notes universal 
at once. A notification under section 2 of the Indian Taper Currency Act, 
1910, will issue this Aveek, and slops will be taken promjitly to design a 
suitable form of all-India note to replace the old circle notes now in curn?ncy. 
It is a matter of no small gratification to me that a reform of this importanct? 
has now been completed. 

“ It only remains for me to congratulate Sir Vithaldas on a really valuable 
contribution to the debate and to express my renewed thanks to the Council 
for the approA^al with whi(?h my efforts have been receivf?d and for the patient 
hearing which Your Lordship and the Council have been pleased to extend 
fl me.’* 

His Excellency the Puesident : “ With the close of this discussion we 
come to a fitting termination of what has been a luisy and useful session. 
The debates on tlie Budget, both at this stage and when the figures were 
under detailed scrutiny three w eeks ago, have been practical and suggestive; 
and my Government are indebted to a number of Hon’lih? Members for advice 
and criticism of much value, which, even where we cannot act upon them at 
the moment, will receive our careful consideration. Into the details of 
the financial arrangements emliodied in the Budget, it would be superfluous 
for me to enter. I gather that they meet Avith the general approval of the 
Council ; and I can only add the hope that the coming year will fulfil our 
expectations, that prosperity will grow, that there will be a good monsoon and 
that India will be spared the too oft recurring sadness of pestilenci? and 
famine. 

“ In their broad features our finances seem to me to reflect ivith much 
fidelity the general condition of the country. The financial position, like our 
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E olitical position, has greatly improved since the gloomy days of 1908. AVe 
avo obtained a brmthing-space, wliicli should enable us to look into the future 
and prepare ourselves for what it may bring. That it will bring problems of 
much complexity, no one of us can*doubt. The sacrifices, for examjde, which 
wc are making for tlio reformation of China will impose a heavy burden on the 
Indian Exchequer, and no small hardship upon many of our own people and 
several of the Feudatory States. But there are other difficulties ahead of us, 
the effect of wliich it is less easy to gauge. Tliere are the very pressing^ claims 
of education, of the public health, of medical relief, of industrial development, 
and of many other social needs wliich must necessarily increase with the grow’- 
ing political sense of India. All these will cast liabilities on the public purse, 
impossible to estimate in advance, but certainly heavy and increasing. As in 
the realm of politics, so also in our finances, I have every confidence tliat we 
shall solve the problems and surmount the difficulties that the future lias in 
store for us. But tliey warn ns of the need for caution in our financial methods 
and sobriety in our public expenditure. 

“ In most of the recent criticisms on onr financial position, I have been 
struck by a certain note of impatience. In the businciss world, our trade is 
described as moving more slowly than it should, our industries as not expand¬ 
ing rapidly enough, and our organisation of capital in India as needlessly 
backw^ard. In this Council the same note has liecn sounded. There seems to 
be a feeling that we arc old-fashioned in our ideas about debt, that wc make 
too much 2 jerlia})s of our opium losses ; and we are urged to sjiend more rapidly 
on education, to give more abundantly to the Provinces, and so forth. In all 
this ihevre is much with which I can sympathize. Ira23atience, when it 
means a striving after tlie more speedy attainment of high ideals, is admirable. 

But there is a form of impatience in * national finance wliich has its dangers. 

For th(^ progress of a country must rest on a solid basis of national credit ; and 
W(^ could not do a greater disservice to the advance of India in education or 
industry or sexual well-being than by doing anything \^liieh would weaken our 
credit or siiakc pulilic confidence in our finari(*ial methods or embarrass our 
sfrlveucy in th(^ future. 

From tliis point of view I think that our financial conservatism is fully 
justified. I do not think it is overdone, or that any one can accuse us of stand- '' 
ing still. Our normal revenues are steadily growing ; our exchange is stable ; 
our operations on the money market have been successful ; and wo have given, 
in our grants of nearly one million sterling for education and sanitation, a more 
imi)osing contribution to those services than in any previous year of our 
history. Turn to our commerce and it tells the same talc ; for the value of 
our external trade in the current year is now approaching .£375 millions 
sterling—by far the highest figure on record. Our jjosition on ail sides is 
thus one of much strength. 

“ It is no time, however, for indiscriminate optimism. Apart from the 
siiecial tiilanciaJ ^u’oblems to which I have referred, ajiart also from the vary¬ 
ing fortunes of the seasons on which our prosperity so largely depends, we see 
all rouiKl ns unmistakable signs of the economic changes which now haVK 
India in their grip. To some of these signs the Hon’ble the Finance Member 
has alluded—tlie growing employment of gold, the release of hoarded rupees, 
the enlarged use of our paper currency. Othei’s are visible in the growth of 
joint-stock hanking, and the rapid spread of co-operative credit societies. Wo 
have entered upon a period of economic unrest and transition; and if our 
Indian finance is to come through in safety, our watch-words must be caution 
and economy. Caution we have shown, and I trust we shall continue to show. 
Economy is ever present to my mind; and I cordially endorse the under- 
talviiig that lias been given by my Government to examine the whole question 
of our departmental expenditure, both civil and military, with a view to 
restraining its growth as well as to actual reductions wherever practicable, 
lletrenchinent is not always an agreeable task, and it is difficult to reconcile 
witli some of onr ideals of administration. But in the present circumstances 
of India, public economy is the clearest of necessities; and I am oonMent 
that its fruits will justify the sacrifices that it may entail. 
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“ On this 8ubj(5ct I have only a few more words to say. They relate to tlio' 
permanent financial settlements which, with the approval of His Majesty’s 
Government, we have now concluded with Provinces. That, measure has 
attracted a certain amount of natural and very temperate criticism, although 
I gather that most of the Provinces recognise the substantial liberality which 
animated it. I wish, however, to put the matter to the Council in the iiglit of 
what I have just been saying. If caution and economy arc nocessiiry in 
Imperial firiaiioo, they arc equally imperative in tlie management of that 
' portion of the public funds which is under Provincial control. But how the 
Provinces are to help us effectively in thecarefuladminisH’ationof,our finances, 
I cannot see imless their share of responsibility is definitely and permanently 
fixed. I regret that some of the Provinces sliould find the arrangement less 
favourable to them than they had liojicd. I doubt if com])loto equality of 
treatment would ever be attainable, and I can only give the assurance that my 
Government has done its best to remove all substantial grievances. Jlesides, 
being an essential step towards the greater stability of Indian finance, the 
permanent settlements confer a large measure of true decentralization; and I 
feel sure that I may now call on the Provinces, as our partners in tlie work 
of good government, to co-o])eratti with us in that economy without whie.h true 
efficiency is impossible. 

‘‘ Although it cannot be said that the matter to wliich I now wish to 
refer is dependent on the Budget at present under discussion, I would like 
to touch on the subject of the accommodation providc^d for the Su])reme 
Lcgislatm3 Council, upon which a question was put some time ago by an 
Hon’ble Member. 

‘‘ It has alv'Jiys appeared to me that the accommodation provided for this 
Council is entirely inadequate and should he on a much morci imp >rtant and 
dignified scale. I sympathize entirely witli the desire of the Hoii'ble Mr Sinha 
that a proiierly equipped Library attached to the Council Cliamber should be 
furnished to Hon'l)le Members, where they could liave access to books of 
reference and other books of utility in debate. There should also 1)0 Committee 
rooms where groups could meet and confer with each other, which would 
be very difficult to do hero. Purtlier, it scMuns to me utt(Tly impracticable and 
absurd that during the session of the Council [be work of the Government 
of India should be practically at a standstill and paralysed by the fact that 
the Secretaries of Government have to be present in Council even when the 
affairs of their own Department are not under discussion. This defect could 
easily l)e remedied if in another Council building each Secretary were provided 
with a small room where he could, when not required in the Ooimeil Chamber, 
continue to transact the business of his Department and yet be availabhj 
at a moment’s notice for his duty as Member of the Legislative Council. I 
do not dilate upon the discomfort of this Council Chamber, especially during 
some days of this month when the temperature was exceptionally high. I think 
we have all borne our burden and the heat of the day with fortitude and 
resignation, but I do not know whether these; will be coiistixrit qualities in the 
future. I greatly regret that the limitations cf Government House prevent 
* mo from offering better accommodation to the ( ouncil; but although Govern¬ 
ment House is a very fine and stately building, I bad, during the visit of the 
German Crown Prince, to lodge many of his suite in tfuits, and when Their 
Majesties do me the honour of coming to Government House next winter, I 
shall have to juit the overflow' under canvas in the garden and possibly on the 
Maidan. I think therefore that Members of Council should consider whether 
the time has not arrived to discuss the question of finding a suitable site and of 
building a new Council Hall more in accordance with the needs and dignity 
of the Supreme Legislative Council. To do so would of course cost money, and 
it IS with some hesitation that I make this suggestifm with the watchful 
eye of the Cerberus of the Finance Department upon me and with the pre¬ 
diction ringing in my ears of a shrinking revenue in the future. I feel, 
however, that it is not merely a question of comfort, but of efficiency tliat is at 
stake, and if such views as I have just outlined meet witli the approval of 
Hon’ble Members, 1 hope that at the next meeting of Council they will 
favour the Government and Council with an expression of their opinions. In

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the meantime I hope that it is not necessary for me to say that so long as 
I live in Government House, I shall always esteem it a great honour for my 
Legislative Council to meet under my roof, 

“ There is one other subject upon which I should like to say a few’ words 
before Hon’ble Members leaver Calcutta. The King-Einperor proposes, as you 
are all aware, to hold a great Durbar at Delhi in December next, and it has 
been a great pleasure to listen to the words said here by Hon’ble Members 
to-day and to record the wave, I might say the tidal wave, of enthusiasm that has 
swept the country from end to end on the receipt of the news in India. I can 
picture to mystdf the striking warmth and cordiality of the. reception that the 
Xing-Emperor and the Queen will receive from all classes on their arrival in this 
country, and I may add that it is the desire of our King-Emperor to see as many 
as possible of His Majesty’s Indian subjects. With this object in view arrange¬ 
ments are being made at Delhi, so that opportunities may be given to all to sec 
Their Majesties. It wiU, I think, bo no indiscretion on my part to state that 
according to prt?sent arrangements Their Majesties hope to arrive at Bombay 
on the 2nd December, and in Delhi on the 7th December, when the State Entry 
will be made. Owing to the lack of space at the Eailway Station, those taking 
part in the reception there will necessarily be few in number; but it is proposed 
that Their Majesties shall be received by the Representatives of British India 
at a position to bo selected on tlui Ridge of Delhi where ample space will be 
secured. I am leaving to-morrow night for Delhi on purpose to supervise these 
arrangements and to select a suitable spot. The date of the actual Durbar 
has been fixed for the 12th, and every preparation is bciing made for a 
Coronation ceremony worthy of our King-Bmporor and in accordance with the 
dignity of the Sovereign of this great Empire. I may mention that I am 
endeavouring to arrange that the actual crowning ceremony may be witnessed 
by about 100,000 of our fellow-subjects, of whom the vast majority will be 
Indians. Amongst other incidents of interest that will take place will be a 
review of iroops, a reception by His Majesty of Indian officers of British 
Indian regiments, and a fdte for the people, Arho will also l)e given the 
opportunity of seeing their Emperor and King. I am in hope that Their 
Majesties will arrive in Calcutta before the New Year—on the 30th December. 

“ I have ventured to detain you longer than I intended as I wish to take 
Hon’ble Members of my Council into my confidence and to give you some idea 
of th(> preparations now being made to afford Tlieir Majesties a fitting welcome 
on the grcial and auspicious occasion that is before us. 

“ I should like to add one word of tlianks to the Hon’ble Mr. Dadabhoy 
for his sympathetic reference to the accident and illness of Lord Crewe. Prom 
information I have received Ivis illness was a case of overwork due to the 
conscientious manner in which he threw himself into the Avork of the India 
Office, of which no detail was too trivial to (mgage his serious attention. I 
share th\3 hop(^s of the Hon’ble Member and of all here that this distinguished 
and liberal-minded stat<?snian, who is one of my best and oldest friends, may 
soon be restored to health and to his duties at the India Office. 

“ In conclusion, I tiiauk you all for your valuable co-operation in lie 
legislative Avork of this session; and I now declare th(5 Council adjourned sine 
die^

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs, on Thursday, 
the* 27th April 1911, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 

1. The disturbance which was situated over Burma towards the end of last week 
disappeared on the 20th, and rainfall in Upper Burma practically ceased. In northeast 
India rain continued until the 21st, but subsequently only scattered falls occurred. 
Weather was somewhat unsettled in Baluchistan and the extreme north throughout the 
week, and light precipitation, which took the form of snow in parts of Kashmir, was 
reported. 

2. Temperature was low in Burma until the 21st, and In the greater part of northeast 
India until the 32 nd. It was unusually low in northwest India on the 23rd, 24th and 35th, 
and on the 26th was more than 20° below normal in parts of Baluchistan.

3. Fairly general but light rain fell in Tenasserim on the 22nd, and scattered 
falls were reported in the south on most days. 

Northeast Indta^ including Orissa.-—\v2i^ fairly general in Eastern Bengal 
and Assam, Bengal proper and Bihar on the 20th, and in Orissa and Chota Nagpur on the 
aist. Only a few light falls occurred on other days. 

The United Provinces^ Central India and the Central Provinces .—A few light falls 

of rain were reported in the United Provinces, and isolated falls in the Central Provinces.

Northwest /Ww.—Light precipitation occurred in Baluchistan, the North-West 
Frontier Province, the Punjab and Kashmir. It was local in the Punjab, East and North, 
and in Kashmir on the 22nd, and general in the North-West Frontier Province on the 24th ; 
on other days a few falls only were reported. 

The Peninsula .usual hot weather thunderstorms occurred, accompanied by 

rain.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

22nd April 1911. 

^ Burma. —All districts report rain. Ploughing for summer rice has begun. Cultivation 
of spring rice continues. Harvesting of tobacco and of island crops is in progress. 
Standing crops are in good condition. Variations in the price of unhusked rice are 
unimportant. 

Eastern Bengal and Assam. —The Rainfall during the week was general, being 
heavy at some stations near the Bay and on the hills and moderate elsewhere. It has 
facilitated progress in the sowing of jute and rice and has improved prospects of standing 
crops. The condition of the mango crop is generally fair but an eight-anna crop is 
expected in Malda. The average price of common rice shows a slight tendency to fall. 
Cattle disease is prevalent in Dacca, Chittagong, Sylhet, Goalpara, Darrang and the Jaintia 
and Naga Hills, 

Bengal. —The rainfall during the week was general over the Province. The fall was 
moderate in Burdwan, Midnapore, Mooghly, Howrah, the 24-Parganas, Nadia, Jessorc, 
Khulna, Darbhanga, Purnea, Darjeeling, Cuttack, Balasore, Manbhum and Cooch Behar 
and light in the remaining districts. Preparation of lands for jute and other autumn crops 
and planting of sugarcane are going on. Sowing of jute and e.irjy paddy has commenced 
in Burdwan, the 24-Parganas, Nadia, Jessore, Khulna and Purnea. Harvesting and thresh* 
ing of spring crops still continue in Bihar. The condition of standing crops is good* 
The price of common rice has risen in Murslildabad, tlaya, Sar.an and Darbhanga and has 
fallen in Jessore, Champaran and Monghyr. Cattle disease is reported from Darbhanga, 
Purnea, the Sonthal Parganas, Puri, Sambalpur, Hazaribagh, Palamau and Manbhum. 
Scarcity of water is reported from parts of Burdwan and the Sonthal Parganas. Fodder 
is sufficient throughout the Province except in parts of the latter district. 

United Provinces.—Light rain averaging half an inch fell in the Himalayan districts 
and a few showers in south Oudh and the south eastern districts. Extra crops are being 
irrigated and are doing well. Prospects are generally good. Harvesting continues in the 
north-western districts and elsewhere threshing and winnowing. Sixteen districts report 
sporadic cattle disease but the general condition of stock is good. Fodder and supplies 
are ample. Prices have fallen in twelve and have risen in five districts. Elsewhere prices 
are practically stationary. 

Punjab. —Light rain has fallen in all districts CKCcpt Rohtak Gnrgaon and Delhi. 
Spring crop:> are being harvested. The condition and prospects of standing crops are good 
to average. Sowings of extra spring and autumn crops continue. Prices are easy and 
generally unsettled. The condition of cattle is generally good. Fodder is sufficient except 
in Murree. 


North-West Frontier Province. —Showers fell all over the Province except Hazara. 
The condition of .standing crops is average. Sowings of extra spring and autumn crops 
are in progress. Planting of sugarcane still continues in the Bannu district. Harvesting 
of sarshaf and barley in Peshawar and of oilseed crops in Dcra Ismail Khan is in progress. 
The expected outturn is reported to be average. The fodder and water supp 1 )r is sufficient 
throughout the Province. There is no irrigation from the Paharpur canal in

Jammu.— Rain slight. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells from 12 to 19 and maize 
from 18 to 30 seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops is fair. Fodder is 
sufficient. 


Kashmir.—The weather was bright and partially rainy at nights and beneficial to 
spring crops. Fodder is sufficient.^ Prices are unchanged. 

Rajputana.—Rainfall 23 cents in Bharatpur and slight in KarauH and Jaipur. 
Harvesting and threshing of spring crops are in progress. Standing cr^s and outturn are 
fair to good. Cattle disease is prevalent in one district of Banswara. Fodder is sufficient. 
Prices have risen 8 chataks in Jaisalmeri 1 seer each in Partabgarh and Dholpur, 5 chataks 
in Jaipur and have fallen 2 seers in Bikaneri 12 chataks in Marwar, 3! seers in Tonk, 2\ 
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seers in Bundi and 13 chataks in Alwar. Prices are steady or show slight variations 
elsewhere.

Central India. —Rainfall «i 7 . The weather is normal, Reaping of spring crops 
has been completed. The outturn of wheat is excellent and that of grain fair. Land is 
under preparation for autumn crops. Dry fodder is abundant. Cattle disease prevails in 
Bundelkhand and Baghelkhand. Prices are generally falling in Gwalior, low in Bhopal, 
continue high in Baghelkhand. fluctuating in some parts of Indore and steady elsewhere. 
Extraction of opium has been completed and the outturn is generally good. 

Central Provinces. —The days are hot but the nights and the mornings continue to 
be cool. Harvesting of spring crops has been almost completed and threshing and 
winnowing arc in full swing everywhere. Preparation of land for sowing of the ensuing 
season’s crops is in progress in several districts. The supply of fodder and water is 
adequate. Agricultural stock is in good condition. Prices :—the prices of the staple food 
grains remained stationary or fluctuated slightly exhibiting a downward tendency. 

Feudatory States. —Threshing and winnowing of spring crops continue. Fodder and 
water are sufficient. Prices show no marked variations. 

Bombay. —Slight rain fell during the week in parts of Larkana and Dharwar. 
Standing crops are in good condition. Harvesting of spring crops is progressing in parts 
of Sind, Ahmedabad, Thana, Colaba, Satara, Dharwar, Baroda, Cutch and Savantvadi. 
Threshing continues in parts of Sind, Broach, Kaiiara, the Deccan and Mahi Kantha. 
Estimates of the outturn are generally fair to good'. Cotton-picking is progressing in parts 
of Gujarat, the Karnatak, Baroda, Cutch, Rewa Kantha and Kolhapur. Preparation of 
lands for the next season is generally progressing. The fodder supply is adequate. 
Agricultural stock is deficient in parts of the Deccan and generally in good condition. 
Water for drinking and irrigation is generally adequate. Grain stocks are suflicient. 
Prices have risen in Sukkur; fallen in Hyderabad, the Upper Sind Frontier, Sholapur, 
Satara and Belgaum and are generally stationary elsewhere. The quantity purchasable 
per rupee is in Sind 3 to 25 per cent, in Gujarat 2 to 30 per cent, in the Konkan 11 to 25 
per cent, in tlic Deccan ii to 31 per cent and in the Karnatak 24 to 37 per cent less than 
the normal. 

Hyderabad.—During the week 80 cents and 2 inches 8 cents of rain fell in the 
Mahbubiiagar and Nalgonclah districts respectively. The rain was injurious to the late 
rice crop. The average for the Dominions was three cents. Harvesting of spring crops 
continues in very few places. Spring cotton is somewhat damaged by rats in parts of the 
Raichur district. Cattle disease is reported in 5 and fodder scarcity in 4 talukas. 
Prices:—wheat 8, coarse rice 7 and/««r 134 seers per rupee. Whiteis selling at 
II seers in Hyderabad City and yellow juar at la. The.highest price in districts is 9 seers 
in Warangal and the lowest 24 seers in Mahbubnagar. 

Mysore. —Prices of food grains are generally steady. Markets are well supplied. 
The outturn of the harvests and prospects of the season are good. Cattle are healthy. 
Water and fodder are available. 

Coorg. —Rainfall 3 inche.s 17 cents. Prices of food grains are normal. Water and 
fodderdbr cattle are suflicient. The public health is fair. 

Madras. —No rain fell during the week in the Vizagapatam littoral, the Deccan (excepi 
Cuddapah), Nellore, Madras, Malabar and South Canara. The rainfall was light to fair els^ 
where. Irrigation supplies are sufficient in "Vizagapatam, Kistna, Guntur, Anantapur^ Cu? 
dapah. North Arcot and the Nilgiris and insufficient in parts of other districts. Ploughing 
sowing, weeding and transplanting arc in progress in parts. Standing crops are fa ir to good 

Pasture is sufficient in Ganjam, Madras, South Arcot, Tanjore and the Nilgiris. Foddei 
is available. The condition of cattle is generally good. The price of rice is stationary ii 
eighteen districts, has fallen in three and has risen in four. The prices of millets have 
fluctuated as follows :— Ragt is stationary in eleven districts, has fallen in seven and has 
risen in live. Cholant is stationary in five districts, has fallen in three and has risen ic 
seven. Cumbu is stationary in seven districts, h.ss fallen in three and has risen in seven, 
The public health is generally good. Prospects are generally fair. The condition of the 
labouring classes is apparently satisfactory and employment is readily available. Grain 
stocks are generally sufficient.

RESOLUTION. 

The total number of societies of all kinds at the end of the year 1909-10 
vras 3,498, showing an increase of 1,490 or 74 per cent, during the year. Rural 
societies increased by 1,379, urban societies by 94, and central societies by 17. 
The number of members increased by 26 percent from 184,889 to 231,000,and 
the capital by 63 per cent from Rs. 80,66,111 to Rs. 1,24,00,000.

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These results are in every way satisfactory, especially in view of the fact^ 
that in most provinces the Registrars have very properly discouraged any undue 
haste in the expansion of the movement, 

2. Almost from the beginning of the movement under the Act of 1904, in¬ 
stances in whidh that Act required amendment have been evident, and finally, 
on the recommendation of the Fourth Conference of Registrars, it was decided 
to undertake the amendment of the Act. In the course of amending it, it was 
found simpler to reconstruct it altogether, and a new Bill was introduced into 
the Viceroy’s Legislative Council in March 1911. The chief features in which 
the Bill differs from the existing Act are the classification of societies as 
societies with unlimited and limited liability instead of as rural and urban 
societies ; the extension of the Act to societies other than credit societies ; the 
permission accorded to some societies, with unlimited liability but with share 
capital, to distribute profits ; and the provision for societies of which other 
societies should be members. Some other minor alterations of policy have also 
been incorporated, but certain suggestions which have been at times put 
forward, such as those for allowing minor heirs to become members, for the 
abolition of the residential qualification in societies of unlimited liability, and 
for giving special powers to societies to re-cover loans, have not found a place 
in the Bill. The Bill has been published for criticism and will subsequently be 
referred to a Select Committee. 

3. A conference of Registrars—the Pifth Annual Conference—was held in 
January 1911. It was the first held away from the headquarters of the Govorn- 
mont of India, and took place at Allahabiid in connection with the Industrial 
Exhibition. It was attended by the Registrars of all provinces, except Burma, 
and by a number of visitors. Reports of general progress from the provinces 
showed that there was an extraordinary diversity in the lines of development 
followed in different parts of India, and not a small advantage of these confer¬ 
ences lies in the opportunity they afford for tho oxj)erts of one province to hear 
at first hand and to enquire further about special developments evolved in other 
places. With diversities of race, tradition and custom, so great and so many as 
are to be found within British India and the Native States of India, any attempt 
at uniformity must fail. Uniformity is not to be found even in the European 
countries,^ where the movement originated and has taken firmest hold, and 
nothing of the kind is contemplated in India. But just as tho whole movement 
was started in imitation of European models, so experience in one province of 
India will afford examples to bo followed or avoided in other parts of India. 

4. Most provinces are now finding themselves able to attract sufficient 
funds without the need of State aid ; and except in Eastern Bengal and Assam 
the amount of the subsidy given by the State is comparatively small. In several 
provii^cs, notably Madras, and also in Mysore, a beginning has been made 
with co-operation other than that of credit, and if the Bill lately introduced 
becomes law an impetus will be given to these. 

6 . With the increase in the number of societies the question of the consti¬ 
tution of central societies and unions has become one of great importance. In 4 ^. 
almost all the larger provinces an attempt has been made to organize some form 
of union or central bank, and a valuable report has been made by one of the 
sub-committees of the Yeceut conference (in paragrajA 24 of the proceedings) 
which gives a brief description of the various methods which have hitherto been 
adopted in the different provinces. By financing and controlling societies such 
unions and banks will not only strengthen tht position of the societies, but will 
also supply a form of management preferable to that of minute official inspec¬ 
tion. A certain degree of Government inspection and audit is inevitable, and in 
the ease of the central societies suoh control will always be advisable, but 
emphasis must again be laid on the importance of avoiding anything like a 
general officializing of tho co-operative movement in this country. In most 
provinces honorary organizers and lay help are becoming more readily available, 
and with access of expert knowledge this outside assistance is becoming of the 
greatest value. 

6. A notable departure has been made in ^ho Bombay Presidency, wbei^Oi 
at the instance of the Government of Bombay, sanction has been given to the 
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formation by the Hpn'ble Sir V. Tliackei’sey and Mr. L Sumnldas of a central 
bank in the Bombay Presidency of which the object is to finance co-operative 
.societies of all kinds. Capital is to be raised by shares and debentures, interest 
on the latter being guaranteed by the Local Government. The Bank is to lend 
to none but co-operative societies registered under the Act and loans made by 
it will be subject to the approval ot the Registrar, land a limit is sot to the 
amount of short-term deposits which may be received and hqjfl by the Bank. 
It is hoped that arrangements may be made for the early commencement of 
operations by the Bank, and its progress will be watched by the Government 
of India with great interest. 

7. There is much in the proceedings of the Conference of Registrars which 
is of interest, and the recommendations made are commended to the attention 
of Local Governments, but there is no matter on which the orders of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India are required.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

• 29th April 1911. 

Burma.— ;*There was rain on the Arakan and Tenasscrim coasts and in the north of 
Upper Burma. The sowing of summer rice and the reaping of spring rice have began. 
Clearing for hill side cultivation continues. The harvesting of tobacco and of island 
crops is nearing completion. Standing crops promise well. The price of unhusked rice 
remains unchanged but is much above the normal. 

E&Stern Bengal and Assam. —Fairly heavy rain has fallen at a few stations near the 
northern frontier. In the remainder of the Province light to moderate rain has fallen at 
some stations but none at others. Harvesting of spring rice is in progress and a good out¬ 
turn is expected. Sowing of rice and jute continues. Weeding of jute has commenced* 
Tea is doing well. Agricultural loans arc being given in the Kishorganj and Sadar sub¬ 
divisions in the Mymensingh district towards the relief of distress caused by the destruction 
of; jute and broadcast paddy by floods last year. The average price of common rice is prac¬ 
tically stationary. Cattle disease is reported in Malda, the Jaintia and Naga Hills, 
Goalpara, Kamrup, Darrang and Sibsagar. 

Bengfal.— The rainfall was heavy in Cooch Bihar. It was light in Burdwan, Bankura, 
Nadia, Jessore, Khulna, Monghyr, Purnea, Darjeeling, the Sonthal Parganas, Cuttack, 
Angul and Manbhum. There was no rain in the remaining districts. Preparation of lands 
and sowing of paddy aivd jute are going on but more rain is wanted in parts of Burdwan, 
the 24-Parganas, Nadia, Jessore and Puri. 'I’lireshing of spring crops still continues in 
parts of Bihar. The newly planted sugarcane crop and vegetables are doing well. The 
price of common rice has risen in Burdwan, Bankura, Midnapore, Khulna, Patna, Gaya, 
Shahabad, Saran, Cuttack, Angul, Sambaipur and Singhbhum and has fallen in Nadia and 
Puri. Cattle disease is reported from Midnapore, Nadia, Khulna, the Sonthal Parganas, 
Puri, Sambaipur, and from all the di.stricts of the Chota Nagpur division except Singhbhum. 
Fodder Js insufficient in Monghyr and Hazaribagh, Scarcity of water is reported from 
the latter district and also from Burdwan. 

United Provinces.—The week was practically rainless. Harvesting continues in the 
north-western districts. Elsewhere, threshing and winnowing are in progress, Prospects 
are good. Sugarcane and extra crops arc being irrigated and are doing well. Agricul¬ 
tural stock is in good condition though eleven districts report sporadic disease. Fodder 
and^aupplies are ample. Prices are generally stationary. 

Punjab.—Light to moderate rain has fallen in Rawalpindi, Mianwali^ parts of Sialkot, 
Shahpur and Lyallpur. Spring crops are being harvested and their outturn is gentfirally 
good. Sowings of extra spring and autumn crops continue. The condition of standing 
crops is generally good. Prices are easy. Cattle are generally in good conditioft. 
Fodder is sufficient except in Murree. 

North-West Frontier Province.—No rain fell during the week except slight show¬ 
ers in Dera Ismail Khan. The condition of standing crops is average. Sowing of extra 
spring and autumn crops is in progress. Planting of sugarcane is finished in the Bannu 
district. Harvesting of spring crops is in progress. The outturn of the oilseeds crop in 
the Dera Ismail Khan district is reported to be below the average. Slight hail fell in Dera 
Ismail Khan but did no damage to crops. The fodder and water-supply is sufficient 
throughout the province. There is no irrigation from the Paharpur canal in the Dera Ismail 
Khan district. Cattle arc generally in good condition. The public health is generally good. 
Prices of food grains, except maize, show a slight tendency to fall. PricesWheat 
i4|{ to aii, gram 2of| to 31, maize 18^ to 294 ^ndbajra 22 \ to 36/^ seers per rupee. 
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Jammu,—Rain nii. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells from 14 to 19 and maize 
from 15 to ao seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops' is fair. Cattle 
disease of mild type prevails in Katliua. Fodder is sufflcient. 

Kashmir.— The weather was bright with slight rain during the week. Fodder is 
sufficient. There is no disease among cattle. Prices arc unchanged. 

• 

Rajputana.-— Rainfall varying from 20 to 66 cents fell in three Nizamats of Bikaner, 
There was slight rain at the Capital. Harvesting and threshing continue. Cattle disease 
IS prevalent in the Banswara district. Fodder is sufficient. Prices have risen by i seer 
II chataks in Tonk, i seer 3 chataks in Hundi, 15 chataks in Alwarand 1 seer in Ajmer, 
have fallen by i seer each in Bikaner and Banswara and 9 chataks in Jaisalmer. Prices 
are steady or show slight variations elsewhere. 

Central India.—Rainfall «i 7 . The weather was normal. Reaping of spring crops 
has been completed and threshing and winnowing are in progress. The outturn is above 
the average. Lands are under preparation for autumn crops. Cattle disease prevails in 
Baghelkhand, Bundelkhand and Bhopawar. Prices are generally falling in Gwalior, low 
in Bhopal, fluctuating in Indore and Bhopawar and steady elsewhere. Extraction of 
opium has been completed and the outturn is generally good. 

Central Provinces.—'I'hreshing and winnowing of spring crops are well advanced all 
over the Provinces. Agriculturists are engaged in construction and repairs to field embank¬ 
ments in rice districts and in ploughing land for sowing of the next autumn crops. Pastur¬ 
age and water are sufficient and cattle are doing well. Prices are practically unchanged. 

Feudatory Threshing and winnowing of spring crops are in full swing. 

Fodder and water are adequate. Prices are steady. 

Bombay.—Slight rain fell during the week in parts of Kanara, Bijapur, Dharwar 
and Kolhapur. Standing crops have been damaged slightlyby insects in Sukkur but arc 
generally good elsewhere. Harvesting of spring crops is progressing in parts of Sind, 
Kaira, the Konkan, Satara, Dharwar, Baroda, Cutch, Rewa Kantha and Savantvadi. 
Threshing continues in parts of Sind, Kanara, the Deccan and Mahi Kantha. Estimates 
of outturn are generally fair to good. Cotton-picking is progressing in parts of Ahmeda- 
bad, Kaira, Broach, Dharwar, Baroda, Cutch, Rewa Kantha and Kolhapur. Preparation 
of land for next season is progressing generally. The fodder supply is adequate. 
Agricultural stock is deficient in parts of the Deccan but is generally in good condition. 
Water for drinking and irrigation is generally adequate. Grain stocks are sufficient. 
Prices have risen in Larkana, the Upper Sind Frontier, Ratnagiri and Kanara and are 
generally stationary elsewhere. The quantity purchasable per rupee is in Sind 3 to 27 
percent, in Gujarat 2 to 30 per cent, in the Konkan 1310 25 percent, in the Deccan 
IT to 31 per cent and in the Karnatak 24 to 37 per cent less than the normal. 

Hyderabad.—Scattered showers fell in the Gulbarga, Raichur, Mahbubnagar, Medak 
*and Nalgondah districts and general rain in Warangal during the week. The average 
rainfall for the Dominions was 4 cents. Harvesting of spring crops is almost completed. 
Water scarcity is reported in the Parbhani and Warangal districts. Cattle disease is 
prevalent in 5 and fodder scarcity in 3 talukas. Prices of grains show a tendency to 
fall. Prices Wheat SJ, coarse rice 7 and juar 14 seers per rupee. White juar is 
selling at 11 seers per rupee in Hyderabad City and yellow juar at 12. The highest price 
in distrit ts is 9 seers in Warangal and the lowest 24 seers in Mahbubnagar, 

Mysore,—The rainfall was good in Mysore and Hassan and slight elsewhere. Prices 
of food grains are generally steady and markets are well supplied. The outturn of the 
harvests and prospects of the season are good. Cattle are healthy. Water and fodder 
are available. 

Coorg,—Rainfall five cents. Prices of food grains are normal. The public health 
it fair. Water and fodder are adequate. 


f 
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Madras.-*The rainfall during the week was good in the Nilgiris and Malabar, nil 
in Chingleput, ^Madras, South Arcot and Tanjoreand light to fair elsewhere. Irrigation 
supplies are sufficient in Vizagapatam, Kistna, Guntur. Chittoor and the Nilgiris and 
insufficient in parts of other districts. Ploughing, sowing, weeding and transplanting are 
in progress in parts. Standing crops are fair to good but some in parts of Chingleput have 
withered and some in parts of Tinnevelly require rain. Coffee in parts of the Nilgiris 
is affected by bug. Harvests continue with outturn fair to normal generally. Pasture 
is sufficient in Madras, South Arcot, Tanjore and the Nilgiris. Fodder is available. The 
condition of cattle is generally good. The price of rice is stationary in sixteen districts, 
has fallen in two and has risen in six. The prices of millets have fluctuated as follows:-— 
Ragi is stationary in eight districts, has fallen in nine and has risen in five. Cholam is 
stationary in nine districts, has fallen in two and has risen in four. Cumbu is stationary 
in ten districts, has fallen in four and has risen in two. The public health is generally 
good. Prospects are generally fair. The condition of the labouring classes is apparently 
satisfactory and employment is available. Grain stocks are generally sufficient.

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs, on Thursday, 
the 4th May 1911, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 

I. Weather continued slightly unsettled in Baluchistan and the extreme north during 
the week, and light rain fell in Kashmir and the North-West Frontier Province. Rainfall 
was fairly general on the whole in Eastern Bengal and Assam, and from the 1st of May it 
extended into the northern half of Burma. A few falls were reported in the southern half 
of Burma, and thunderstorms, accompanied by rain, occurred here and there in the 
Peninsula. 

si. Low temperatures prevailed over the central, north and northwest parts of the 
country until the 29th April, but affected only the extreme north on the two succeeding 
days ; by the end of the week conditions had become nearly normal. Weather was cooler 
than usual in Eastern Bengal and Assam and in north Burma on the 2nd and 3rd of May, 

3. Burma.'^h. few light to moderate falls of rain occurred in south Burma on 
most days. Local to fairly general rain fell in Upper Burma on the 28th of April and on 
the 1st, 2nd, and 3rd of May. 

Northeast India^ including Orissa, —Local rain fell in Assam on the 28th eff April 
and scattered falls occurred on the 29th. During the rest of the week rainfall was fairly 
general in Assam and the eastern districts of Eastern Bengal. 

The United Provinces^ Central India and the Central Weather was dry 

except for two falls of rain at Jagdalpur. 

Northwest Precipitation occurred locally in Kashmir on the 27th of April; 

while a few light falls of rain were reported in the extreme north on the 30th, and in the 
North-West Frontier Province on the 2nd and 3rd of May. 

The Peninsula,’^T\it hot weather conditions gave less rain than usual, but scattered 
falls occurred daily.

RESOLUTION. 

A Report by the Secretary under the Inventions and Designs Act, 1888 
rV of 1888), on the working of the Act during the calendar year 1910, is pub¬ 
lished for general information : 

No. 14ZO-P., dated Calcutta, the 25th April 1911. 

From—H. G. Graves, Esq., Secretary under the Inventions and Designs Act, 

To—The Secretary to the Government of India, Department of Commerce and 
Industry. 

I have the honour to submit, for the information of the Government 
of India, the Annual Report of the Patent Office during the calendar year 1910. 

а. The office, at 2 Bankshall Street, Calcutta, has been in my charge except 
between 21st April and 18th October when Mr. J. W. Meares, Electrical Adviser 
to the Government of India, officiated. 

3. During the year 667 applications were made for leave to file specifications 
and 618 specifications were filed. The total number of applications under the 
present Act has been 10,872, and of specifications 8,508. Compared with 1909 
the decrease in the number of applications has been 28, but there have been 115 
more specifications filed. The amount received as continuance fees, by pay¬ 
ment of which existing privileges are kept in force, has decreased by Ks. 3,750 
but the total income of the office is better by Rs. 927-5-0. 

4. The range of inventions covered by the applications was as wide as 
usual and the predominance in the railway and textile industries still persists. 
A rather noteworthy feature of the year has been the increase in the number 
of applications under the heading of cooking appliances, and that is directly 
traceable to the prize offered by Mr. David Yule for the best ohula shown at the 
United Provinces Exhibition at Allahabad. 

5. Of the 667 applications made during the year, 45 related to inventions 
that primd facie did not appear to be novel. In accordance with the practice 
that is now well established the state of public knowledge was pointed out to 

^ the applicant, and he was given an opportunity of amending his applicationt 
fnduding ii cases pending from the previous year, the result has been that 13 
applications were abandoned, 3 were finally refused and leave was granted in 
27 cases, 13 being still pending. Altogether leave was granted on 493 of these 
667 applications during the year, 10 were rejected, 26 abandoned and 138 were 
pending on December 31 st. The percentage of these questioned, rejected and 
abandoned applications is fairly constant from year to year. 327 specifications 
were filed in respect of applications made during the year, while the balance 291 
appertained to the applications of the previous years. 

б. Exclusive privileges were kept alive after the fourth year by payment of 
prescribed fees in 663 cases, or 15 less than in the previous year, whilst 495, or 
46 more than in 1909, ceased. Of the 8,508 specifications brought on the 

D 
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register, 2,822 are now in force, an increase of 123 as compared with 2,699 at the 
end of last year. The appended table shows the comparative age and number 
of these privileges for the various years. 

7. One application only was made for the extension of an exclusive privilege 
beyond the normal period of 14 years. After due consideration it was granted 
for seven years. 

8. Thirty-six applications, including one held over from 1909, for the regis¬ 
tration of designs were dealt with during the year, a decrease of fifteen as 
compared with 1909. Twenty-six of these designs were registered. One appli¬ 
cation was abandoned, one was held over for consideration, and 8 were refused. 
The latter included one picture, and six labels or trade marks which cannot be 
registered under the Inventions and Designs Act. The annual number of 
applications in respect of designs has varied between 171 and 15. The relatively 
high fee of Rs. 10 is prohibitive of any marked increase and it will be reduced 
when the new Act comes into force in 1912. 

9. The work of the office has progressed satisfactorily andf has been kept up 
to date during the year. One case only was referred to the law officers and 
any other expert advice that was necessary was obtained informally* The annual 
consolidated index of ail inventions and designs, for which protection was 
sought or obtained during 1909, was issued early in the year. Corresponding 
volumes entitled Inventions and Designs,** are at this date available for the 
years 1905 to 1910 at the price of Re. i each. A consolidated subject-matter 
index of inventions in the years 1900 to 1908, together with a chronological list 
of applications 1900 to 1904, is also on sale at Rs. 2. 

10. Progress was made during the year under review, with the Bill for the 
amendment of the law relating to inventions and designs. The Bill after the 
sanction of the Secretary of State had been obtained, was introduced in the 
Imperial Council by the Hon*ble Mr. Robertson on 23rd March 1910. On 26th 
March 1910 it was published in English in the Gasette 0/ fndta a.nd subsequently 
in English and in Hindustani, Telegu, Malayalam, Tamil, Kanarese. Marathi, 
Gujarathi, Urya, Hindi, Bengali, and Sind hi in the Local Gazettes. During my 
leave in England I discussed the Bill with the Comptroller General of Patents in 
view of the latest procedure under the Patents and Designs Act in the United 
Kingdom. The opinions of the Local Governments were received and the Bill, 
modified in accordance therewith, was prepared before the end of the year. As 
the Act has now been passed its further history may here be given. The Bill, on 
3rd January 1911, was referred to a Select Committee consisting of the Hon*ble 
Mr. Syed Ali Imam, the Hon*bIe Mr. Maepherson, the Hon*ble Mr. Graves, 
the Hon*ble Sir V. D. Thackersey, the Hon*ble Mr. Graham, the Hon'ble 
Mr. Mudholkar and the Hon*ble Mr. Robertson. I was nominated as an addi¬ 
tional Member of Council so as to serve on this Committee as the expert member. 
In Committee, in deference to opinion in India, a section was introduced under 
which^a patent is liable to revocation if not worked in the country. Certain 
restrictions were however inserted to ensure that a patent should not be revoked 
unless there was a reasonable prospect of its being worked in India. The Select 
Committee reported on 23rd January 1911 and their report was presented By 
the Hon*bIe Mr. Robertson in Council on the following day. On ist March 1911 
the report was taken into consideration and the Bill as amended was passed. 
The Indian Patents and Designs Act, 1911, will come into force on ist January 
1912.

^ Forms of the schedule will be provided on application to the Secretary to the Munici- 
pal Commission 

3. The President, Municipal Commission, may refuse to grant a license or may cancel 

any license granted in the case of a dog that is dangerous, diseased or on any other reason¬ 
able ground ^ 

4. If the license is refused, the amount paid by the applicant for the license shall be 
refunded to him 

5. On grant of a license, the President, Municipal Commission, may issue along with 
the license a leather collar indelibly impressed with the Municipal license number and 
having a metal badge rivetted flush with the collar and which shall be of a different shape 
every year Owners, if they prefer it, may supply their own collars, provided they are 
stamped with the Municipal license number and have the badge attached. 

6. The collar shall always be put on the dog for which the license has been granted 
and on no other dog. 

7 If, in the course of the year for which a license has been issued the coliar or badge 
is lost, the President, Municipal Commission, shall, on an application from the owner of the 
dog, issue a new collar on payment of eight annas or a new badge on payment of two 
annas. 

8. If, at any time during the ]^ear, any licensed dog changes ownership, the license 
already issued riiiul continue in force ttU the close of the year for which it was Issikk)* 
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9. Any person posseeirinjr a do^ without a Ucanse ih'dlr conviction before a Magis- 
trate^ be liable to a hne not exceeding rupees fifty. 

JO. Every person who^ has ceceived a license shall ot all reasonable times during the 
period for which the license is issued, produce such license when required to do so by the 
President or an^ person duly authorised in writing by him to demand its production. 
Every person failing to comply with such requisition shall^ on conviction before a Magistrate 
be liable to a fine not exceeding rupees ten. 

11. Any person giving information to the Revenue Department of the existence of 
an unlicensed dog in any house after the 30th April of every year shall be granted a 
reward not exceeding half the fine imposed by the Court before which the owner of such 
dog is prosecuted. 

12. Any dog found straying in any public street or place without the Municipal badge 
and collar, shall, if possible, be captured and taken tp the Municipal Pound, or, if it cannot 
be captured, may be destroyed by any person authorised by the President, Municipal 
Commission, in that behalf. 

13. Any dog found at large in any public street or place between the hours of 11 P.M. 
and 5 A,M.. whether licensed or not, shall, if possible, be captured and taken to the 
Municipal Pound or, if it cannot be captured, may be destroyed by any person authorised 
by the President, Municipal Commission, in that behalf. 

14. The following are the dog pound rules 

(1) Any person bringing a stray dog or bitch or pup of the age of three months or 
more to the Mootoocherry cattle pound will be rewarded as under - 

{a) Fox a dog two annas. 

( 3 ) For a bitch four annas. 

{c) For a pup of the age of three months or more one anna. 

(2) Dogs, bitches and pups brought to the pound will be kept for three days and 
will be destroyed on the evening of the third day. 

(3) A fee of one rupee will be charg^^d for redeeming a dog, bitch or pup from the 
pound. No feeding charges will be levied. 

(4) All dogs, bitches and pups brought into tne pound will be chained and kept 
apart m the space allowed for each animal. 

(5) The Health Officer will arrange to visit the pound every night and will arrange 
for the destruction at once, ot all dangerous mangy, half starved or undoubtedly 
ownerless dogs, bitches and pups 

(6) The Mutsuddy in charge of the pound will keep a register in the form pre¬ 
scribed of— 

{a) all dogs, bitches and pups brought to the pound; 

(^) all rewards paid to impounders ; 

(c) all fees collected; 

(7) The Mutsuddy will grant a receipt in the form prescribed (or all dogs, bitchcb 
and pups impounded and all fees paid by the claimants. 

15. The President, Municipal Commission, may direct that any dog which has been 
bitten or snapped at by any rabid or suspicious dog or jackal or other rabid animal shall 
(i) either be cfestroyed or (2) at the option of the owner, confined under observation for 
a period of six months at the owner^s expense at a place set apart by the Commission for 
the purpose. 

16 Any person who fails to comply with such order shall be liable, under section 161, 
Bangalore Municipal Law, to a penalty of rupees fifty /f/us rupees five for every day 
after the first during which the breach continues. 

ij. Any person who has in his possession any dog or pup which he knows or has 
reason to believe to have been bitten or snapped at oy any rabid or suspicious dog or 
jasfcal or other rabid animal and who fails to intinnte the fact to the President or to any 
one authorised by the President in that behalf, shall be liable on conviction to a penalty of 
rupees fifty.

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs, on Thursday, 
the xith May 19x1, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 

1. Rainfall was fairly general in Assam during the weelc, and in Eastern Bengal 
during the middle portion of the week. From the 5th weather was somewhat disturbed 
in the extreme north, and precipitation occurred in the Punjab, the North-West Frontier 
Province and Kashmir. Rainfall occurred throughout Burma, and on the 8th,yth and loth 
wet weather had become nearly general in Tenasserim. 

2. Temperature fell rapidly in the Punjab, Kashmir, and the North-West Frontier 
Province on the 6th, and on the 7th was more than 14® below normal locally in the extreme 
north. It rose rapidly on the 8th, and on the gth was again about normal. Temperature 
was slightly high in northeast India at the close of the week. 

3. Burma.^Some rain fell on the 4th; a few falls were reported on the 5th, 6th and 
7th; and from the 8th, rainfall was nearly general in Tenasserim, while scattered falls were 
reported in Upper Burma. 

Northeast India^ including Orissa .—In Assam rainfall was general on the 7th and 
8th, and fairly general during the rest of the week. In Eastern Bengal rainfall occurred in 
the southern parts on the 4th, a few falls were reported on the 7th, and general rain fell on 
the 8th. On the 5th the area of precipitation extended over deltaic Bengal, and on the 8th 
over Bengal proper. 

The United Provinces^ Central India and the Central Previnces ,falls of rain 
occurred at Jagdalpur on the 5th and at Dehra Dun on the 7th, but no other falls worthy of 
note were reported. 

Northwest India,^\ few light falls of rain occurred in the Punjab on the 4th, and in 
the Punjab and Kashmir on the 5th. On the 6th precipitation was local in both areas, and 
on the 7th it was nearly general in Kashmir. Light falls of rain were reported in the 
North-West Frontier Province on the 6tli, 7th, 8th and 9th. 

The Thunderstorms gave scattered falls of rain each day.

Season and Crop Prospeets for the week ending Saturday, 

6th Hay 1911. 

Burma.— Most districts report rain. The sowing of summer rice and the reaping , 
of spring rice are in progress. Hill side cultivation has begun. Plucking of tobacco has 
been completed. Harvesting of island crops is almost finished. Standing crops are in 
good condition. The price of unhusked rice remains unchanged. 

Eastern Bengal and Assam.— The rainfall during the week was almost general 
being particularly heavy in the Surma Valley, light to moderate in. the Rajshahi division 
and moderate to heavy elsewhere. The heaviest fall was 22 inches at Sunamganj. Sowing 
of autumn and winter rice and jute, planting of sugarcane and harvesting of spring rice 
are in progress. Weeding of jute is going on. Prospects of standing crops are favourable. 
The condition of silk worms is good. The average price of common rice shows a slight 
tendency to rise. Cattle disease prevails in Malda, the Khasi, Jaintia and Naga Hills, 
Goalpara, Kamrup, Darrang and Sibsagar. 

Bengal.— Rain fell in Singhbbum, Cooch Bihar and in all the districts of the Burdwan, 
Dhagulpur and Orissa divisions except Howrah, the 24-Parganas, Mongbyr and Puri. 
There was no rain in the rest of the Province. The fall was heavy in parts of Nadiai 
Jessore and Darjeeling and j^enerally light elsewhere. Preparation of lands for the next 
season’s crops and sowing of paddy and jute are going on but more rain is wanted in 
Howrah, the 24*Parganas and Ranchi. Standing crops are doing well. The price of 
common rice has risen in Burdwan, Bankura, Nadia, Jessore, Shahabad, Darbhanga, 
Monghyr, Purnca, Darjeeling and Cuttack and has fallen in Patna, Bhagalpur and Ranchi. 
Cattle disease exists in Burdwan, Patna, Shahabad, Puri, Sambalpur, and in all the districts 
of the Bhagalpur and Chota Nagpur divisions except Darjeeling and Singhbhum. Fodder 
is insufficient in Monghyr and Hazaribagh. Scarcity of water is reported from the latter 
district and also from Ranchi. 

United ProTinces.— No rain fell during the week. Harvesting continues in the hills 
and threshing and winnowing in the plains. Sugarcane and extra crops are being irrigated 
and are doing well. Harvesting of extra crops and sowing of cotton have begun in places. 
Cattle are in good condition though eleven districts report sporadic disease. Fodder and 
supplies are ample. Several districts report that the export of grain and oilseeds is 
beginning. Prices have fallen in ten districts and remain generally stationary elsewhere. 

' • 

Punjab.— Light rain has fallen in Amritsar, parts of Hisssar, Ambala, Jullundur, 
Sialkot, Shahpur, Rawalpindi, Mianwali, Lyallpur and Multan. Spring crops are being 
harvested and their outturn is generally good to average. Sowing of autumn crops con¬ 
tinues. The condition of standing crops is generally good. Prices have risen slightly in 
apme districts. Cattle are generally in good condition. Fodder is su/heient except in 
Murree. 

North-West Frontier Province.— Rain varying from 6 cents in Bannu to 56 cents 
in Peshawar fell all over the Province except Hazara. The condition of standing crops is 
average. Sowing of extra spring and autumn crops is in progress. Spring crops are being 
harvested. The outturn of the oilseeds crops in the Dera Ismail Khan district is reported 
to be below the average. The fodder and water-supply is sufficient throughout the Pro¬ 
vince. There is no irrigation from the Paharpur canal in the Dera Ismail Khan district. 
The condition of cattle is good. The public health is generally good. Prices of food 
grains are fluctuating. Prices:—Wheat i4||to 22}:, gram 101032, maize 15^ to agi 
and 3ajra 23 to 28^ seers per rupee. 
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Jammu,—No rain fell during the week. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells from 
15 to 19 and maize from 18 to 30 seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops is 
good. Cattle disease of mild type prevails in Inderwa$| Madal and Garhinanda. Fodder 
is Budicient. 

Kashmir.—It rained occasionally during the week. Hail stones fell on one day which 
caused some damage to spring crops and fruit. Fodder is sufficient. There is no disease 
among cattle. Prices are unchanged. 

Rajputana. —Slight rain fell in the Ajmer district and in Kishangarh. Harvesting and 
threshing are in progress. Land is being prepared for autumn crops in K^tah and 
Jhalawar. Standing crops are fair to good. Cattle disease is prevalent in [the Banswara 
district. Fodder is sufficient. Prices have risen by 4^ seers in Shahpura, 1 seer in 
Karauli and 12 chatak# each in Jaipur, Bharatpur and Merwara, have fallen by 6 chataks 
in Jaisalmer, 2 seers 1 chatak in Tonk and 1 seer each in Sirohi, Banswara and Partabgarh 
and are steady elsewhere. 

Central India. —Rainfall »/ 7 . The weather is normal. Reaping of spring crops *18 
completed and threshing and winnowing are in progress. Land is under preparation for 
autumn crops. Considerable damage to wheat is repo'-ted in parts of Baghelkhand. Cattle 
disease prevails in Baghelkhand, Bundelkhand and Bhopawar. Prices are generally falling 
in Gwalior, are low in Bhopal, continue high in Baghelkhand and are steady elsewhere. 
Extraction of opium is completed and the outturn is generally good. 

Central Provinces.—Threshing and winnowing of spring crops are in progress. 
Preparation of land for the ensuing season's autumn crops continues. The supply of fodder 
and water is adequate. Agricultural stock is in good condition. Prices are fluctuating 
slightly. 

Feudatory During the week Kanker had an inch of rain accompanied by 

hail. Threshing and winnowing continue. Fodder and water are suffi.dent. Prices 
remained fairly steady. 

Bombay. —Slight rain fell during the week in parts of Kanara, Poona, Sholapur, 
Satara, the Karnatak and Kolhapur. Standing crops have been damaged slightly by 
insects in Sukkur but are generally good el.‘?ewh:jre. Harvesting of spring crops is 
progressing in parts of Sukkur, the Upper Sind Frontier, Dharwar, Barodaand S.wantvadi. 
Threshing continues in parts of Sind, Kanara, Khandesh, the Deccan and Mahl Kantha. 
Estimates of outturn are generally fair to good. Cotton-picking is progressing in parts of 
Kaira, Belgaum, Dharwar, Baroia and Cutch. Preparation of land for next season is 
progressing generally. The fodder supply is adequate. Agricultural stock is deficient in 
parts of the Deccan but is generally in good condition. Water for drinking and irrigation 
is generally adequate. Grain stocks are sufficient. Prices have fallen in Larxana, Belgaum 
and Dharwar and are generally stationary elsewhere. The quantity purchasable per rupee 
is in Sind 3 to 27 per cent, in Gujarat 2 to 30 per cent, in the Konkan 13 to 25 per cent, 
in the Deccan xi to 31 per cent and in the Karnatak 24 to 33 per cent less than «the 
normal. 

* 

Hyderabad. —^Slight showers fell during the week in isolated parts of the Nander, 
Gulbarga, Raichur, Usmafiahad, Bidar, Medak and Warangal districts. The average rain¬ 
fall for the Dominions was 6 cents. The late rice crop is being harvested* Lands arc 
being prepared for autumn crops. Water scarcity prevails in Raichur, Rajura and Pakhal. 
Cattle disease is reported in 5 and fodder scarcity in 3 talukas. PricesWheat 8}, 
coarse rice 7 and juar 14 seers per rupee. White juar is selling in Hyderabad City at 
1 1 seers per rupee and yellow juar at 12. The highest price in districts is 9 seers ia 
Warangal and the lowest 24 seers in Mahbuhnagar. 

Mysore.—The rainfall was good in Mysore, Shimoga and Chitaldrng and slight 
elsewhere. Prices of food grains are steady. Markets are well supplied. The outturn of 
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the harvests and prospects of the season are good. Cattle are healthy except in parts of 
Hassan, Kadur and Shimoga. Water and fodder are available. 

Coorg.— (Report not received.) 

MadiUS.—Rainfall nil in the Vizagapatam littoral, Godavari, Guntur, Chingleput and 
Madras and light to fair elsewhere. Irrigation supplies are sufficient in Vizagapatam, 
Kistna, Guntur, Chittoor and the Nilgiris and insufficient in parts of other districts* 
Ploughing, sowing, weeding, transplanting and manuring are in progress in parts. 
Standing crops are fair to good but some in parts of Chingleput and Ramnad have withered 
or are withering and some in parts of Tinnevelly require rain. Coffee in * parts of the 
Nilgiris has been affected by bug. Harvests continue with outturn fair to normal generally. 
Pasture is sufficient in Madras, South Arcot, Salem, Tanjore and the Nilgiris. Fodder is 
available. The condition of cattle is generally good. The price of rice is stationary in 
nine districts, has fallen in eight and has risen in eight. The prices of millets have fluctua¬ 
ted as follows:—is stationary in eleven districts, has fallen in six and has risen in sii^ 
Cholam is stationary in six districts, has fallen in six and has risen In three. Cumbu is 
stationary in ten districts, has fallen in two and has risen in five. The public health is 
generally good. Prospects are generally fair. The condition of the labouring classes is 
satisfactory and employment is available. Grain stocks are generally sufficient. 

Nepal.— Report for the quarter ending iSlh April /p//.—The rainfall for the period 
was 5*11 against ]'5i for the corresponding period of last year. 

January and February, —The second crop of potatoes and winter vegetables were 
sown. 

March\^\xi the Terai the spring crop (wheat, barley, gram and oilseeds) was harvested 
and the outturn was very good. 

The sowing of the makai (Indian-corn) crop was commenced in the hills. 

April, —The wheat crop in the hills is thriving. The barley crop is being harvested. 
Peas are being gathered. The second crop of potatoes is being dug and fields are being 
prepared for paddy and makai. Red pepper and early rice are being sown. The prices 
of food grains are normal and the market is well stocked. The health of live stock is 
reported to be good.

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrg. on Thursday, 
the 23th May 1911, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 

1. Reinfall oociirred daily in northeast India, Burma and the south of the Peninsula. 

At the end of the week there were slight indications that conditions were disturbed over 
the Arabian sea at a considerable distance From the west coast. 

2. Temperature during the week was hip[h in the central parts of the country and this 
condition extended at times into west Bengal, northwest India and the north of the 
Peninsula. In northeast India weather was on the whole cooler than usual. 

3. A few falls of rain were reported each day, and on the igth and 24th * 
light rain fell at all stations in Tenasserim. 

Northeast India, including Orissn ,—ixainfall was nearly general in Assam except on 
the 22nd and 23rd : on the latter date it almost reast-d. It was on the. whole fairly general 
ill Kasteiu Bengal and extendtd at times into Bengal prepur, Bihar and Orissa. 

The Uwted Provinces^ Central India and the Central Provinces ,—Occasional light 
tails cf rain were reported. 

Nortlnoest India, —Id^ht rain fell at MuUan and Rajkot on the 2:st, and some 
precipitation was reported from Kashmir on the 22nd and 23rd. 

The Rainfall was nearly general on the north Madras coast on the aoth, 

and along the west coast from Goa southwards on the 23cd and 24th. On other days the 
usual .scattered falls occurred.

During the period ?8th April to 25th May it was markedly above 
normal in Eastern Bengal and Assam, the Konkan and Mysore, and below normal in the 
Bay Islands, Lower Burma, Bengal proper, Orissa, Chota Nagpur, Bihar, Malabar and 
Madras Southeast.

Season 3 nd Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

20th May 1911. 

Burma. —The rainfall was general and ino!;tly moderate. In Lower Burma ploughing 
for winter rice has begun in part of one district only. In Upper Burma reaping of spring 
rice and clearing of hill sides for cultivation continue. Ploughing for and sowing of early 
sesamurn and cotton are progressing. Plucking of tobacco on island lands and gathering of 
miscellaneous crops are approaching completion. Standing crops are in good condition. 
The price of unhusked rice has risen slightly in five districts but is stationary elsewhere. 

Eastern Bengal and Assam.-«The rainfall was general being heavy in the Surma 
Valley districts and parts of the Assam Valley division and moderate elsewhere. Sowing 
of jute and autumn and winter rice is going on. Weeding has been retarded in places on 
account of rain. Transplantation of sugarcane continues. Prospects of standing crops 
on the whole are good. Some damage to autumn rice by insects is reported from north 
Lakhimpur. The average price of common rice shows a slight tendency to rise. Cattle 
disease prevails in Mymensingli, Cachar, the Khasii Jaintia and Naga Hills, Goalpara, 
Kamrup, Darrang and Nowgong. 

Bengal. —Rain fell in all the districts of the Province except in Saran, Monghyr, 
Palamau, Manbhum, binghbhum and in all the districts of the Patna division. The fall 
was heavy in Cooch Behar,. Darjeeling. Nadia, Muzaffarpur and Purnea, moderate in 
Burdwan, Jessore and Khulna and generally ligiit elsewhere. Preparation of lands for the 
next season's crops and sow ing of paddy and jute are going on but more rain is wanted 
for the purpose in Bankura, Midnapur, llooghly, the 24-Parganas, Jessore, Darbhanga, 
Bhagalpur, Cuttack, Puri and Singhbhum. Standing crops are doing well. The price of 
common rice has risen in Jessore, Khulna, Gaya, Bhagalpur, Cuttack, Palamau and Cooch 
Behar and has fallen in Bankura, Murshidabad, Saran, Darjeeling and Manbhum. Cattle 
disease is reported from Burdwan, Midnapore, Hooghly, Nadia, Patna, Monghyr, Bhagalpur, 
the Sonthal Parganas, Puri, Sambalpur, Hazaribagh, Ranchi tand Manbhum. Insufficiency 
of fodder is reported from part.s of Birbhum and Hazaribagh. Scarcity of water is also^felt 
in these two districts and in Palamau. 

United Provinces.— No rain fell during the week. Threshing and winnowing in the 
plains and harvesting in th|ljili;j are nearing completion. Extra crops are coming into the 
market, irrigation of s^i^Srcane and extra crops continues and sowing of cotton, juar and 
maize has begun iiy^^cs. Fields are being manured and prepared for autumn crops. 
Nine districts ra^t cattle disease, but the general condition of stock is good. Fodder 
and suppli i^^i re ample everywhere. Export of grain and oilseeds continues. Prices 
remain g^^ally stationary. 

Punjab. —Light rain has fallen in parts of Multan. Spring crops are being harvested 
and threshed and their outturn is good to average. Sowing of autumn crops continues. 
Standing crops arc generally in good condition. Prices are generally unsettled. The 
condition of cattle is generally good. Fodder is sufficient except in parts of Rohtak and 
Rawalpindi. 

# 

North-West Frontier Province.— No rain fell during the week. The condition of 
standing crops is average. Sowings of extra spring and autumn crops are in progress. 
Harvesting of spring crops is in progress. The outturn of the oilseeds crops in the Dera 
Ismail Khan district is reported to be below the average. The fodder and water supply is 
sufficient throughout the Province. There is no irrigation from the Paharpur canal in the 
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Pera Ismail Klian district. The condition of cattle is generally good except in one village 
r.^ch of the Peshanrar and Marwat tahsils. The public health is generally good. Prices 
except those of gram show a slight tendency to fall. Prices :—Wheat I5i^ to 22|J, gram 
18 J to 34, maize i6i to 31 and hajra 22 ^ to 28} seers per rupee, 

Jammu.— No rain fell during the week. Prices are fluctuating. Wh^jat sells from 
12 to 20 and maize from 16 to 30 seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops is 
fair. Fodder is sulhcient. 

Kashmir—It rained once during the week which was beneficial to existing crops. 
Fodder is .sufficient. There is no disease among cattle. Prices are unchanged. 

Rajputana. —Harvf sting of S'lring crops and preparation of land for autumn crops 
.ire in progress More than ordinary mortality amongst cattle is reported from one pargana 
in Jai.salmer.. Cattle disease is prev dent in one district of Banswara. Fochler is sufficient. 
Prices have risen by 8 chataks each in Bikaner, Kishangarh and Uholpur, by 2} seers in 
'fonk, by 2 seers in Bundi, by 6 chataks in Alwar, by 7 chataks in Karauli ’and by 24 
chataks in Ajmer. They were steady or varied slightly elsewhere. 

Central India. —Rainfall nil. The weather is abnormally hot. Reaping of spring 
crops is completed and threshing and winnowing .are in progress. Lands are under 
preparation for autumn crops. Cattle disease prevails in parts of Gwf^lior, Baghelkhand, 
Bundelkband and Bhopawar. Prices are low in Bhopal, continue high in Baghelkhand^ 
are fluctuating in Indore and Bhopawar and steady elsewdiere. 

Central Provinces Feudatory States ),—The weather is very hot and 

cloudy with high winds. Light showers not exceeding 54 cents were received in Hoslianga- 
bad, Bhandara. Chanda, Wardha, Drug, Raipur, Amraoli and Raf-Nandgaon. The usual 
preparation and manuring for sowing of autumn crops arc in rapid progress everywhere. 
Fodder and water are sufficient. Agricultural stock is in g od condition. Prices show 
unimportant variations. 

Bombay. —Slight rain fell during the week in parts of Ahmedabad, Kanara, Nasik, 
Poona, Saiara, the Karnatak, Kathiawar and Kolhapur. Standing crops are in good condi¬ 
tion. Threshing of spring crops continues in parts of Sind, East Khandesh, Nasik and 
Mahi Kantha. Preparation o^ lands for the next season is progressing. The fodder supply 
is adequate. Agricultural stock is deficient in parts of the Deccan but is generally in good 
condition. Water for diinkingaiid irrigation is generally adequate. Grain stocks are 
sufficient. Prices have risen in Satara, have fallen in West Khandesh, Bijapur and 
Bel^aum and are generally stationary elsewhere. The quantity purchasable per rupee is in 
Sind 3 to 27 per cent, in Gujarat 2 to 30 per cent, in the K:::7kan 13 to 25 per cent, in the 
Dec can 15 to 24 per cent and in the Karnatak 23 to 33 per cchc*■^|s than the normal. 

Hyderabad. —Fair and general rain fell in the Raichur district anS^^ht and sc.ittered 
showers in the Gulbarga, Nizamabad, Mahbubnagar, Nalgonda, VV^arangSl|KncJ Adilabad 
fJisirlcts. The heaviest falls were i inch 95 cents in Raichur and i inch 13 in Nal¬ 

gonda. The average rainfall fc^r the Dominions was 10 cents. Lands arc being prepared 
for autumn crops in many parts, the recent rains facilitating their preparation. Water 
scarcity prevails in Ahadpur and Mulug. Fodder scarcity is reported in 4 talukas and 
cattle disease in 5. PricesWheat 8, coarse rice 7 and juar 14 seers per rupee, 
showing a rise of i seer in the price of wheat. White juar is selling in Hyderabad City 
at 12 and yellow juar at 13 seers. The highest price in districts is 9 seers in Warangal 
and the lowest seers in Mahbubnagar. 

Mysore.—The rainfall was good in Bangalore, Tumkur, Mysore and Hassaii and fair 
elsewhere. Prices of footl grains are steady. Markets are well supplied. Prospects of the 
season are good. Cattle are healthy. Water and fodder are available. 

Coorg.—Rainfall 84 cents. Ploughing for rice continues. Prices of food grains are 
aormal. The public health is fair. Water and fodder for cattle are sufficient.. 
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Siladim8.--^Tbe*rainfall was good in Malabar and Salem, nil in Nellore, Chingteput, 
M^ras, Tanjore and TinaoTelly and light to fair elsewhere. Irrigation supplies are suflB* 
cient in Vizagapatam, Guntur and the Kilgirls and insufficient in parts of ether distcicta* 
Pkmghing, sowing, mamiring, weeding and transplanting are in progress in parts. Standing 
crops are fair to good but paddy in parts of Ramnad requires rain. Coffee in parts of the 
Nilgiris has been affected by bug. Harvests continue with outturn fair to normal generally. 
Fastuie is aufficient in Madras, Tanjore and the Nilgiris. Fodder is available. The 
condition of cattle is generally good. The price of rice is stationary in twelve districts, 
has fallen to seven and has risen in six. The prices of millets have fluctuated as f^lows 
Ragi is stationary in fourteen districts, has fallen in seven and has risen in two. Chahm 
is stationary in eight districts, has fallen in three and has risen in four. Cumdu is stationary 
in eight distrioti| has fallen in three and has risen in six. The public health is generally 
good. Prospects are gfsnecally fair. The coifdition of the labouring cTasses is satisfactory 
and employment is available. Grain stocks are generally sufficient.

NOTIFICATION. 

Camp Ajmer, the iQth May 1911. 

Na 436—1217.—In exercise of the powers conferred section no (a) of 

the Ajmer Land and Revenue Regulation. II of 1877, the Hon^ble the Chief Commissioner 
is pleased to make the following rules for the assessment of revenue on variably asse<4scd 
villages in Ajmer-Merwara, in supersession of rules ia to 25 published in his notification 
No. 110-695 of the 6th February 1889 :— 

1. There shall be two classes of land variably assessed to revenue : — 

(/*) Areas lying in the beds of certain tanks liable to submergence and not always 
available for cultivation and which have been demarcated as variable mahal^ 
by the Settlement Officer, and not included in class (/V). 

{it) Whole villages which arc not given a fixed assessment and which will be 
assessed at each harvest in accordance with these rules. 

2. Lands falling within class (/V) in the preceding rule are not •subject to the Irriga¬ 
tion Rules framed under the Irrigation Regulation, 11 of 1887, except that the land irrigat¬ 
ed from ist class tanks shall continue to b' assessed at the ralc^ mentioned in Rule 4 of 
the Irrigation Rules. 

3. In these rules :— 

(a) ** Assessable area ** means an area sown with a crop which is not included in 

Nabud area. ” 

(^) ** Nabud area'' means an area the crop of which yields no outturn or of which 

the outturn is simply equivalent to the seed grain 

(c) A fully matured crop is a crop of which the outturn is 16 annas. 

{d) The '' soils shall be classed as :— 

Chahi. 

Abi. 

Talabi. 

Barani. 

according to the sources of irrigation. 

Lands irrigated from different sources shall be cl issed according to the source most 
employed : where two or more sources are equally employed the land shall be treated as 
belonging to the higher cla‘'S. 

(e) New vvells'^ are wells designated as such in Mr. Lupton's assessment state" 
ments, and those built after 1315 Fasli (190;-!908). 

(/) “ New tanks md Nadis'^ shall be those ihadc after 1315 Fasli (1907-1908). 

[g) “ Chahi land” means land irrigated from wells oLhe than new.” 

[h) ** Abi land ” means land lying in the beds of tanka, Nadis, streams and other 

channels of water. 

(t) ” Talabi land ” means land irrigated from Government or private tanks or 
Nadis 

(;*' Barani land” means land not falling under (g), (A) or (t). 

4. Soil rates shall be fixed for ea^h area and each village referred to in Rule i. 


Areas rejerred to in Rule / (/). 

5. The revenue assessable on lands of class i shall be found by applying the rate or 
rates fixed by the Settlement Officer, to the cultivated area. 

6. The cultivated area f )r assessment under rule (5) shall be taken from the Patwari'a 
Khasra in each harvest Girdawart and tabulated in the form \ attached to these Rules. 


Villages referred to in Rule 1 [it). 

7. The soil rates for the various villages in Rule i (») arc given in the Schedule 
attached to these rules, and no alteration in or addition to them shall be made except with 
t^ sanction of the Chief Commissioner. 

8. Fodder crops for cattle in the hot weather shall not be assessed in such villages. 

9. Land under lucerne grass or metha in chahi area shall be assessed only once in 
the year and one bigha out of the total area of lucerne grass or Metha under each well shall 
pay only the Barani soil rate. 


XI C 
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to. Lands irrigated from new wells, tanks or Nadis or lying in the beds ^ new 
Nadis shall be assessed at Barani rates. 

11. Abi areas in villages having Variable Agore when irrigated shall pay Rs. x-9 per 
acre in addition to the rate given in the Schedule. 

12. Bhum and Muafi lands, in each harvest, if irrigated from Government tanks shall 
be charged water revenue only at a rate amounting to a difference between Talabi and 
Barani rates. Privileged holdings in the same circumstances shall continue paying 
Rs. li per acre per harvest. 

13. The revenue assessable on villages under class («) shall be arrived at by applying 
the soil rates to the cultivated area after elimination of the Nabub area. 

14. Dofasli area shall be assessed only once a year. 

Exceptions 

(1) If the area assessed at a lower rate in Kharif becomes liable to assessment at a 

higher rate in Rabi owing to irrigation or otherwise, it will be assessed to 
land revenue* in the Rabi harvest at the difference of the two rates. 

(2) If the ar^'a assessed as irrigated from a Government tank in Kharif is again 

irrigated in Rabi from the same source, it will be assessed in Rabi at the 
difference of the Barani and Talabi rates, provided the water be above the 
sluice level on February 15th otherwise at i of the above rate for each 
watering. 

(3) Abi area in Variable Agore if cropped in both harvests, will pay only the 

irrigation rate (Rs. 1-9), in the Rabi harvest. 

(4) The area taking sowing watering alone from a Government tank and not 

irrigated afterwards, will pay Rs. 1-4 per acre uniformly. 

Amount assessed under (2), (3) and (4) shall be treated as water revenue. 

15. The assessments shall be made under the superintendence and orders of the 
Collector, by a Revenue Officer not inferior in rank to the Tahsildar. 

,6. The Revenue Officer who is entiusted with these assessments shall invariably 
inspect the crops at harvest time. 

17. At the sevcial girdawaris the Patwari shall specify the area particularly, 

writing the word nahud in red in the column of remaiks of the Khasra to attract the 
attention of the Girdawar and other inspecting officers, and record the estimated crop 
outturns. 

r8. Whde checking the Patwari's girdawari in general, the Girdawar shall make 
it a point to inspect all the nahud areas noted by the Patwari, and he shall be held respon¬ 
sible lor their accuracy. 

ig Circle Officers, while inspecting the village, in addition to their own testing of 
the Patwari\ work, shall at each harvest, test at least 10 per cent of the entries checked 
by the Girdawar. They shall m^ke a note to this effect at the end of the Khasra and enter 
the Khasra numbers tested and retc«ited. Any cases of glaring discrepancy or wilful 
underestimate shall be speciaffy brought to the notice ot the Collector through the 
l^evenue Officer in ch.irge. 

20. The Girdawar shall, after completion of bis checking, make the Patwari prepare 
under his supervision a Khatauni and abstract for each village in the form B attached to 
these rules, and shall submit it to the Circle Officer who shall verify its accuracy and 
then^bmit to the Tahsildar. 

21. The* Tahsildar or other officer specially appointed for this duty shall in his inspec¬ 
tion at the harvest time, visit each village and satisfy himself as to the accuracy or otherwise 
of the Girdawar and Ciiclu Officers testing. 

22 The Tahsildar shall then apply the soil rates to the areas given in the abstract 
submitted by the Circle Officer :— ^ 

(a) In case of drought or other bad harvest or damage to crops by natural calamity, 
if he finds that the outturn over the whole of a considerable tract is below the 
normal [i. r., 16 annas) and that the loss is over 8 and less than 12 annas, he 
may obtain orders of the Revenue Officer to reduce the rates by one half. 

{b) In case of calamities confined to definite local limits he shall submit a special 
report to the Collector, who shall pass orders as may be necessary. To meet 
this special case the Collector may be guided by the spirit of the Suspension 
and Remission Rules for Calamities of B class. 

23. Having thus applied the rates or modified rates as per Rule 22, he shall submit his 
proposals to the Revenue Officer. 

24. The Revenue Officer, who has already inspected the villages at harvest time shall 
personally check each proposal. He shall then arrive at the final assessment, and shall 
then submit it to the Collector tor sanction in Form B. The Collector shall hold the 
Revenue Officer responsible for the correctness of the same. 
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25. The Revenue Officer shall cause the total assessment to be distributed overthf^j 
cultivator's holdings. This distribution shall ordinarily be effected by applying th# 
actual assessing rates to the assessable areas of the several holdings. 


But if the Khewatdars unanimously agree to any other .mode of distribution, the total 
demand for the harvest shall be distributed according to that method. 

26. The Collector shall examine each a^lsessment submitted under ^ule 24 and satisfy 
himself^ as to its correctness, and shall correct or amend it as may seem to him to need 
correction or amendmisnt. He shall be responsible for the final assessment and shall fix 
the 6nal demand writing it in his own hand and signing the abstract. 

♦ 27. The Collector shall then cause the assessments to be formally announced and to 
be collected in the usual way. ^ 

28. An English Register in Form C. attached to these rules shall be maintained in the 
Collector’s office and separate pages shall be assigned to each village. Assessments shall 
be posted up in this register from harvest to harvest. 

29. The assessment shall be credited to heads "Land Revenue” and "Water 
Revenue " and " Public Works Department’’ in accordance with the proportion laid down 
in the Schedule. 

30. A brief note of any remarkable event of the harvest or year affecting the revenue 
history of the village shall be recorded in the column of remarks of the register prescribed 
under Rule 28. 

31. The cesses in force from time to time, at present, § per cent, shall be levied on 
tbe actual demand of each harvest. 

32. The Lumberdar and Patel’s fees at the rate of 5 per cent, shall be calculated on 
the amount actually collected by them. 

33. If any damage to crops occurs after assessment, special report shall be made to 
the Collector who shall dispose of the matter or take necessary orders from the superior 
authorities.

No. 41.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the Nfotification of the Government 
of India, No. 2256, dated 22nd December 1906, the Hon^ble the Chief Commissioner being 
satistiid that t ie town of Haripur is visited with an outbreak of a dangerous epidemic 
disease, v/j., plague, and that the ordinary provisions of the law are insufficient for the 
purpose of preventing its spread, is pleased under sub<sectioa (1) of Section 2 of the 
Epidemic Disease Act III of 1897 to prescribe for the area of the Haripur Municipality 
the following temporary rc-gulations for observance by all persons or class of persons to 
whom such regulations respectively relate :— 

PART I. 

Reporting of cases and deaths. 

A. —In Municipal towns. 

(1) Every person shall be responsible for making a special report of every case of or 
death from plague which occurs in circumstances in which, under the ordinary rules of the 
Municipality relating to the reporting of deaths he is responsible for reporting any. death. 
Such special report shall be mide without delay upon the occurrence of the case or death, 
and it shall be made at the office of the Health Officer or Medical Officer in charge of 
plague operations if there is one, and at the Municipal Office if there is no Health Officer 
or no such Medical Officer. 

(2) Every report received under Rule (i) shall be communicated immediately to the 
President or the Vice-President of the Municipality or to some member of the Municipal 
Committee specially appointed by the District Magistrate to receive reports under these 
rules. 

(3) Every Municipal Commissioner in charge of a ward or any local area, every 
Muhalladar, and every servant of the Municipal Committee not being an enrolled Police 
Officer, shall report, to the President or the Vice-Preddent or the member of the Muni¬ 
cipality specially appointed by the District Magistrate to receive reports under these rules, 
the occurrence of all cases of, and deaths from, plague or of excessive mortality among 
rats coming to his knowledge ; and the President, Vice-President or member shall give 
immediate information of such report to the Health Officer or the Medical Officer in charge 
of plague operations in the Municipality if there is one. After plague has established 
itself in the Municipality, the President, Vice-President or member may direct the dis¬ 
continuance of reports under this rule. 

(4) The Health Officer or Medical Officer on receiving a report under Rule (i) or 
Rule (3), or where there is no Health Officer or Medical Officer, the President, Vice- 
President or member on receiving a report under Rule (2) or Rule (3) shall send on 
immediate information of it to the District Magistrate and the Civil Surgeon of the 
district: after plague has established itself in the Municipality, no such information shall 
be sent on to the District Magistrate if he directs that it need not be sent, and such 
information may be sent to the Civil Surgeon, if he so directs periodically instead or 
immediately, 

B, —Of inoculated persons. 

The person responsible for and making the report of any case of or death from plague 
shall^lso report whether the person attacked or deceased has been inoculated or not, and 
if inoculated, how long before his attack or death. 

PART II. 

COMPULSORY REMOVAL OF PLAGUE PATIENTS IN MUNICIPAL TOWRjK. 

(1) If any friendless or unattended person who is believed to be suffering from 
plague is found in any public place, he may be removed under the order of a Magistrate, 
and under arrangements to be made by the Municipal authorities, to a suitable place which 
the M unicipality shall provide for voluntary isolation or for compulsory isolation under 
these rules. 

(2) If a person who is believed to be suffering from plague has, though attended, no 
home and he and his friends are unable to provide accommodation for him, he may be 
removed as under Rule (i). 

(3) If a case of plague occurs in a serai or other place used for the accommodation 
of travellers, the plague patient may be removed as under Rule (i) by a special order of 
the District Magistrate issued in exercise of his discretion. In passing an order under 
this rule, the District Magistrate shall have regard to the feelings of the inhabitants of the 
neighbourhood and to the degree in which the removal is likely to be efficacious in pro¬ 
tecting the town from an outbreak. When a case of plague has occurred in a serai or 
other such place as aforesaid, and the plague patient has not been removed under this 
ule, the proprietor or lessee, and the person who for the time being is in charge of the 
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serai or other such place, shall be responsible for affixing a notice and a distinguishing 
mark in a conspicuous place at the entrance of the serai or place for the purpose of intima¬ 
ting to travellers that the place has been infected. This notice and mark shall be retained 
until the District Magistrate permits their remDval. During any absence from the district 
head-quarters or for any other special temporary reason the District Magistrate may 
delegate to any Magistrate his powers under this rule, and in the case of a Municipal town 
not situated at the head-(j[uarters of a district the power given under this rule to the 
District Magistrate may, in his absence from such Municipal town, be exercised by the 
Sub-Divisional Officer or the Tahsildar. 

(4) If a person suffering from plague is left unattended in a private house, and if 
after notice given under arrangements to be made by the Municipal authorities no one is 
forthcoming to look after him, the District Magistrate may authorise his removal to a 
place of isolation as in Rule (i). The District Magistrate's powers under this rule may 
DC delegated by him, or exercised by the Sub-Divisional Officer or Tahsildar, as under 
Rule (3). 

(5) No person may be compulsorily removed to a place of isolation except under 

Rules (1) to (4), and, except under Rules (i) and (2), no moribund person may be so 
removed. * 

PART III. 

Removal from unin^cted town or quarter of town of person 

COMING FROM A PLAGUE INFECTED AREA. 

When any person who has recently been in an area which has been declared by the 
Local Government to be a plague-infected area, within ten days of leaving such an area, 
takes up his abode, either temporarily or permanently in a street or quarter of a town 
which is not infected with plague, the District Magistrate on receipt of the complaint or 
petition of any live or more adult inhabitants of such street or quarter presented with n ten 
days of the arrival therein of the person whose presence is complained of, may. provided 
he is satisfied that their action is bond fide and represents tic geneial opinion of the 
inhabitants of such street or quarter, issue an oider in writing to such person to remove 
himself forthwith from such street or quarter to some other place where his presence 
will not be objected to, and shall inform idm that in case of disobedience he will be liaole 
to the penalty p»^ovided by Section 188 of the Indian Penal Code. If such order is nof 
obeyed the person to whom it is issued may be prosecuted on the complaint of any one o 
the inhabitants on whose initiative the said order was issued.

Articles of agreement made this day of nth May 1911 between the North India 
Presbyterian Mission, a company registered under Act XII of i860, hereinafter called the 
company, of the one part, and the Secretary of State for India in Council, hereinafter called 
the Secretary of State of the other part. 

That I2‘49 twelve and forty-nine hundredths acres of land in the Deopura area of the 
town of Mainpuri, lying between the Mission Compound and the metalled road leading to 
Bhanwaut and the Mission Compound and Pandit Ram Lall’s and the Raja of MainpurPs 
land on the south-west, and fields Nos. 89, 91 and 98 of the Deopura area on the north¬ 
east, the numbers of which land are fully set forth in the * schedule hereto annexed, which 
said lands are required by the said Company for the purposes of constructing Boarding 
Houses, Teachers’ houses and for a play-ground. 

7 hat the said Secretary of State is about to acquire the said lands under Act I of 
1894. It is hereby agreed between the parties hereto as follows :—i. That the said 
Company will pay to the said Secretary of State the costs of the said acquisition. 2. That 
the said Secretary of State will transfer to the said Company the lands aforesaid on such 
payment by the said Company. 3. That the said Company having taken possession of the 
said land as owner will for the accomplishment of the objects of the said Company build 
and construct a boarding house for the residence of the students of the school and will 
build and construct teachers' houses, and lay out and keep up a play-ground for the 
students of the school.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

13th May 1911. 

Burma. —The rainfall was moderate in Lower and light in Upper Burma. Ploughing 
for cotton and early sesaraum has begun. Cultivation of summer rice is in progress. 
Reaping of spring rice and harvesting of island crops are also almost completed. Stand¬ 
ing crops as a whole are satisfactory. There are no important changes in the price of 
unhusked rice. 

Eastern Beng^al and Assam.-— The rainfall was heavy in Sylhet and parts of the 
Assam Valley division and light to moderate elsewhere. Harvesting of spring rice is 
nearly finished. Sowing of jute and autumn and winter rice continues but weeding is 
retarded in some places on account of rain. Transplantation of sugarcane is progressing. 
Tea is doing well. Prospects of other crops are favourable. The average price of common 
rice shows a slight tendency to rise. Cattle disease prevails in Malda, the Khasi, Jaintia 
and Naga Hills, Goalpara, Kamrup, Darrang and Nowgong. 

Bengal. —Rain fell in Darjeeling, the Sonthal Parganas, Angul, Ranchi, Manbhum, 
Cooch Bihar and in all the districts of the Burdwan and Presidency divisions. There was 
no rain in the rest of the Province. The fall was heavy in Cooch Bihar and in parts of 
Darjeeling and light elsewhere. Preparation of lands for the next season’s crops and 
sowing of paddy and jute are going on but more rain is wanted for the purpose in 
Burdwan, Midnapur,Hooglily, Howrah, the 24-Parganas, Nadia, Jessore, Bhagalpur, Balasore 
and Singhbhum. The price of common rice has risen in Burdwan, Midnapore, Hooghly, 
Murshidabad, Patna, Champaran, Balasore, Puri, Ranchi and Manbhum and has fallen in 
Bankura, Jessore, Gaya, Shahabad, Monghyr and Bhagalpur. Cattle disease is reported 
from Midnapore, Nadia, Champaran, Monghyr, Purnca, the Sonthal Parganas, Puri, 
Sambalpur, and from all the districts of the Chota Nagpur division except Singhbhum. 
Insufficiency of fodder and water is reported from Hazaribagh, 

United Provinces.— The week was practically rainless. Harvesting continues in 
the hills. Elsewhere, irrigation of sugarcane and extra crops and threshing of spring 
crops are in progress. Cotton and early rice are being sown in irrigated tracts. Prospects 
of extra crops arc good. Cattle are in good condition though fifteen districts report 
sporadic disease. Fodder and supplies are sufficient everywhere. Grain and oilseeds are 
beinft,exported from several districts. Prices are generally stationary but have risen 
slightly in nine districts. 

Punjab.—Light rain has fallen in parts of Rawalpindi and Mianwali. Spring crops 
are being harvested and threshed and their outturn is generally good to average. ^Sowing 
of autumn crops continues. The condition of standing crops is good. .Cotton Rifts been 
damaged slightly by insects in parts of Sialkot. Prices are easy but show an upward 
tendency. Cattle arc generally in good condition. Fodder is sufficient except in Murree. 

North-West Frontier Province.— No rain fell during the week except 3 cents in 
Peshawar and i cent in Bannu. The condition of standing crops is average. Sowings of 
extra spring and autumn crops are in progress. Sowings of extra spring crops are finished 
in the Dera Ismail Khan district. Harvesting of spring crops is in progress. The outturn 
of the oilseeds crops in the Dera Ismail Khan district is reported to be below the average. 
Slight damage has been caused to crops by hail in a few villages of the Marwat tahsil in the 
Bannu district. The fodder and water-supply is sufficient throughout the Province. 
There is no irrigation from the Paharpur canal in the Dera Ismail Khan district. Cattle are 
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generally in good condition except in one village of the Marwat tahsil. The public health 
is generally good. Prices of wheat and gram sh^^ a tendency to fall. Prices :-«Wheat 
14^to 22t| gram 19 to 349 maize to 29I and dajra 23 to 28} seers per rupee. 

Jammu.—There was slight rain during the week. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat 
sells from 12 to 19 and maize from 16 to 30 seers per rupee. The condition of standing 
crops is good. Fodder is sufficient. 

Kashmir.— It rained twice during the week which was beneficial to existing crops. 
Fodder is sufficient. There is no disease among cattle. Prices are unchanged. 

Rajputana.— Slight rain fell in Bikaner Nizamat. Harvesting and threshing are in 
progress and lands are being prepared for autumn crops in a few States and in Merwara. 
Cattle disease is prevalent in the district of Bansvvara, Fodder is sufficient. Prices have 
risen by 8 chataks each in Shahpura and Dholpur, i seer 14 chataks in Jaipur^ l seer each 
in Kishangarh and Ajmer and have fallen by 2 seers in Banswara^ 1 seer 10 chataks in 
Tonk| 13 chataks in Bundi and are steady or show slight variations elsewhere. 

Central India. —Rainfall nii. The weather is normal. Reaping of spring crops is 
completed and threshing and winnowing are in progress. Lands arc under preparation for 
autumn crops. Cattle disease prevails in parts of Gwalior, Bagbclkhand, Bundelkhand and 
Bhopawar. Prices are low in Bhopal, continue high in Baghelkhand, are fluctuating in 
Bhopawar and Indore and are steady elsewhere. Extraction of opium has been completed. 

Central Provinces (2 Feudatory Threshing and winnowing are 

nearly completed. Fodder and water are sufficient* Cattle are healthy. Prices are 
steady. 

Bombay.— Slight rain fell during the week in parts of Ratnagiri, Kanara, Ahmednagar, 
Satara, the Karnatak and Kolhapur. Standing crops are in good condition. Threshing of 
spring crops continues in parts of Sind, Khandesh, Nasik and Malii Kantha. Preparation 
of lands for next season is progressing. The fodder supply is adequate. Agricultural stock 
is deficient in parts of the Deccan but is generally in good condition. Water for drinking 
and irrigation is generally adequate. Grain stocks are sufficient. Prices have risen in 
Larkana and Bijapur and are generally stationary elsewhere. The quantity purchasable 
per rupee is in Sind 3 to 27 per cent, in Gujarat 5 to 30 per cent, in the Konkau 13 to 25 
per cent, in the Deccan 11 to 31 per cent and in the Karnatak 25 to 36 per cent less than 
the normal. 

Hyderabad. —Slight showers fell in parts of the Bir, Gulbarga, Raichur, Nizamabad, 
Mahbubnagar and Warangal districts and Hyderabad City. The late rice harvest is nearing 
completion. The average rainfall for the Dominions was 11 cents. Lands are being 
prepared for the next season's sowings. Fodder scarcity is reported in 3 and cattle disease 
in parts of 6 talukas. Prices :—Wheat Si, coarse rice 7 and juar 14 seers per rupee, 
showing a rise of \ seer in the price of wheat. White fuar is selling in Hyderabad City 
at and yellow juar at 13 seers. The highest price in districts is 9 seers in Warangal 
anv the lowest 24 seers in Mahbubnagar. 

Mysore.—The rainfall was good in Mysore and Hassan and slight elsewhere. Prices 
of food grains are steady. Markets are well supplied. Prospects of the season are good. 
Cattle are healthy. Water and fodder are available. 

Coorg.—Rainfall 2 inches 19 cents. Ploughing for rice has commenced. Prices of 
food grains are normal. The public health is fair. Water and fodder for cattle are 
sufficient. 

Madras.—The rainfall during the week was good in the Nilgiris, nit in Nellore, 
Chingleput, Madras, South Arcot and Tanjorc and light to fair elsewhere. Irriguions 
supplies are sufficient in Vizagapatam, Guntur and the Nilgiris and insufficient in part 
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^ of other districts. Ploughing, sowing, raanuringi weeding and transplanting are in progress 
in parts. Standing crops are fair to good J>ut some in parts of Chingleput have withered 
and some in parts of Ramnad require rain. Coffee in parts of the Nilgiris has been affected 
by bug. Harvests continue with outturn fair to normai generally. Pasture is sufficient in 
Madras, South Arcot, Salem, Tanjore and the Nilgiris. Fodder is available. The condition 
of cattle is generally good. The price of rice is stationary in fourteen districts, has fallen 
in five and has risen in six. The prices of millets have fluctuated as follows is 

stationary in eight districts, has fallen in ten and has risen in five. Ckolam is stationary 
in six districts, has fallen in eight and has risen in one. Cumbu is stationary in six dis* 
tricts, has fallen in four and has risen in seven. The public health is generally good. 
Prospects are generally fair. The condition of the labouring classes is satisfactory and 
employment is available. Grain stocks are generally sufficient.

1 hese registers shall be opened during office hours to inspection by any 
inhabitant of the Notified Area and the Secretary or other officer aforesaid shall be bound 
to give on application and tender of costs incurred certified extracts theiefrom to persons 
interested. 

{3) When a. birth or death shall occur, the head of the houseliold, if possible, ora 
grown-up member of the household, shall report the occurrciice within three days at the 
registry office. 

(4) If a birth or death occur in a household, in which there is no grown-up member 
able to report the occurrence, the report shall be made by the sweeper of the Mohalla to 
the Mohalladar of the Mohalla within which the event took place, and the Mohalladar 
and sweeper shall be jointly and severally responsible that the report be duly made. 

(5) In case of births and deaths in dispensaries or hospitals in Jails or other 
Government institutions within Notified Area Limits, the Officer in Charge shall cause 
the report to be made to the Registry office. 

(6) In the case of births or deaths in institutions not referred to in rule 5, such as 
Akarahs or Bungas, situated within Notified Area limits, the head of such institution 
shall make report. 

(7) In case of a dead body found exposed, the Officer in Charge of the Police Station 
within the jurisdiction of which the body was foiin.l shall within 3 days report the 
death, jrith, if possible, a certificate from a Medical Officer as to the cause of death.

In the absence 
of the Veterinary Ass-istant on tour, the duty referred to above shall be performed by the 
Assistant Surgeon, Tank. 

(2) The pattern of brand shall be determined by the Committee and it shall remain 
in the custody of the Insj)ecting Officer. 

(3) The following are the animals for the purposes of these bye-laws :— 

(1) Sheep. 

(2) Goat.

(4) No animal shall be slaughtered except during the hours noted below :—

From November to March . . . . 6 to 9 a.m. 

(5) Meat, entrails and the like shall be carried away from the slaughter house to the 
shops in baskets carefully covered with cloth so as not to expose them to flies. Meat 
shall al^o be kept for sale on .^hops covered in such a manner as shall be provided by the 
Committee. 

(6) A municipal servant shall be deputed by the Committee to go daily to the slaughter 
house, at the fixed time to see whether the animals to be slaughtered, are branded by the 
Inspector or not. A report of the aninicals not branded shall be made to the Committee. 

(7) All cattle with young or reasonably suspected of being with young ^hall be 

rejected as unfit for slaughter. V. 

(8) No meat or offal found to be diseased or believed to be unfit for human 
consumption shall be removed from the slaughter house except by order of the officer in 
charge of the slaughter house and such meat or offal, shall, it condemned by that officer, 
be dtstroyed. 

(9) The blowing of carcases by means of insufflation is strictly forbidden. 

(10) No person suffering from any infectious, contagious or loathsome disease shall 
be employed in connection with or allowed to enter any slaughter house maintained or 
licensed by the Committee. 

(11) Any person committing any breach of any of the foregoing bye-laws shall be 
punished with a fine which may extend to Rs. 50.

THE ARMY (ANNUAL) ACT, 1911. 

[i Geo, 5, Chapter 3.] 

An Act to provide, during Twelve Months, for the Discipline and Regula* 

TioN OF the Army. 


[28th April 1911.] 

W HEREAS the raising or keeping of a standing army within the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland in time of peace, unless it be with the consent of Parlia¬ 
ment, is against law: 


And whereas it is adjudged necessary by His Majesty and this [)resent Parliament that 
a body of forces should be continued for the safety of the United Kingdom and the defence 
of the possessions of His Majesty’s Crown, and that the whole number of such forces should 
consist of one hundred and eighty-six thousand four hundred, including tho.se to be employ¬ 
ed at the depots in the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland for the training of 
recruits for service at home and abroad, but exclu.sive of the numbers actually serving 
within His Majesty’s Indian possessions: 


And whereas it is also judged necessary for the safety of the United Kingdom, and 
the defence of the possessions of this realm, that a body of Royal Marine forces should be 
employed in His Majesty's fleet and naval service, under the direction of the Lord High 
Admiral of the United Kingdom, or the Commissioners for executing the office of Lord 
High Admiral aforesaid: 

And whereas the said marine forces may frequently be quartered or be on shore, or 
sent to do duty or be on board transport ships or vessels, mRrcliant ships orvf^ssels, or other 
ships or vessels, or they may be under other circumstances in which they will not be 
subject to the laws relating to the government of His Majesty’s forces by sea: 


And whereas no man can be forejudged of life or limb, or subjected in time of peace 
to any kind of punishment within tliis realm, by martial law, or in any other manner than 
by the judgment of his peers and according to the known and established law's of this 
realm; yet, nevertheless, it being requisite, for the retaining all the before-mentioned forces, 
and other persons subject to military law, in their duty, that an exact discipline be observed, 
and that persons belonging to the said forces who mutiny or stir up sedition, or desert His 
Majesty’s service, or are guilty of crimes and offences to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline, be brought to’a more exemplary and speedy punishment than the usual 
forms of the law will allow: 


An(J whereas the Army Act will expire in the year one thousand nine hundred and 
oiR eleven oii the following days 

{a) In the United Kingdom, the Channel Islands, and the Isle of Man, on the thirtieth 
day of April; and 

[d) Elsewhere, whether within or without His Majesty’s dominions, on the^thirty- 
first day of July: v 


Be it therefore enacted by the King's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows 

This Act may be cited as the Army

a. (i) The Army Act shall be and remain in force during the periods hereinafter

{a) Within the United Kingdom, the Channel Islands, and the Isle of Man, from the

(h) Elsewhere, whether within or without His Majesty's dominions, from the thirty- 
first day of July one thousand nine hundred and eleven to the thirty-first day 
of July one thousand nine hundred and twelve, both inclusive.

** (t-A) For the purpose of assisting the authority hereinafter mentioned in the prepara¬ 
tion of such list as aforesaid, any proper officer authorised in that behalf by the authority 
shall be entitled at all reasonable times to enter any premises in which he has reason to 
believe that anv carriages or animals are kept, and to inspect any carriages or animals 
which may be found therein. 

If any such officer so authorised is obstructed in the exercise of his powers under this 
provision, a justice of the peace may, if satisfied by information on oath that the officer has 
been so obstructed, issue a search warrant authorising the constable named therein, accom¬ 
panied by the officer, to enter the premises in respect of which the obstruction took place 
at any time between six o’clock in the morning and nine o’clock in the evening, and to 
inspect any carriages or animals that may be found therein. 

In this fjrovJeion the oxprofidion ' proper officer ' means any officer or person of such 
rank, class, or description as may be specified in an order of the Army Council made for the 
purpose.” 

5, The following provision shall be inserted at the end of sub-section (3) of section one 
Amendment of section 145 of the Army Act with hundred and forty-live of the Army Act (which

birections for testing petroleum mixtures, 

6., Where the petroleum mixture is wholly liquid, ffowrs quite 

freely,'and does not contain any sediment or thickening ingredient, such liiikturc is 
tested in the same manner as ordinary petroleum. 
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7. Viscous dNd sed/meniary mixtures, •-"Where the petroleum mixture contains an 
undUsolved sedtment| as in the case of some metal polishcsi which can be separated by 
fiitration or by settlemetit attd decantation, the sediment may be so separated and the 
decanted liquid may be tested in the same manner as ordinary petroleum. 

In carrying out such separation, care must be taken to minimise the evaporation of 
the petroleum. The separation of the sediment must not be effected by distillation. 

Where the petroleum mixture is such that sediment cannot be separated by the afore- 
metittoned mcanS) or where it is of a viscous nature as in the case of India-rubber solution, 

2 uick drying paints, etc., such mixture shall be tested in a moditied apparatus, which 
iffers from that prescribed in Part I only in the addition of a stirrer to equalize the tem¬ 
perature throughout the sample under test. 

In carrying out the test of a viscous petroleum mixture, this stirrer shall be constantly 
revolved at a slow speed, except when applying the test flame, with the fingsrs, the direc¬ 
tion of revolution being that of the band of a clock. 

With the exception of the juse of the stirrer, the manner of carrying out the test shall 
be the same as in the case of ordinary petroleum. 

The stirrer may be removed by grasping the spindle just above the blades with the 
finger and thumb, and unscrewing the upper sheath. The openirg in the lid, through 
which the stirrer passes, may then be closed by a plug provided for the purpose. 

When this hns been done, the apparatus shall be deemed to comply with the specifica¬ 
tion set forth in this schedule and may be used for testing ordinary petroleum. 

A model of the aforementioned apparatus will be deposited in the office of the Chemi¬ 
cal Examiner to Government, Calcutta, and the provisions of section 20 of the Petroleum 
Act, 1899, in regard to verification and stamping shall apply also to such apparatus as 
though it were the apparatus prescribed by the said Act. 

For the purpose of carrying out such verification the stirrer shall be removed and the 
opening plugged as hereinbefore directed. The apparatus shall then be tested with 
ordinary petroleum. The stirrer shall be verified by comparison of measurements.*’

RESOLUTION—By the Government of India, Department of Education. 

The Gorernment of India have bad for some time under their consideration 
the question of the arrangements to be made for Presbyterian and Wesleyan 
serrioes for troops in those military stations in India in which the only, or 
the principal, Government church has been consecrated for the celebration of 
divinq service according to the rites and ceremonies of the Ckureh of England. 
The Metropolitan and other Bishops of the Church of England in India hare 
from time to time permitted ohurohes so consecrated to be used for 
Presbyterian and Wesleyan services on certain conditions, but the arrai^e- 
ments made have not proved entirely satisfactory to all concerned. The 
authorities of the Church of England and the Church of Scotland hd^e laid 
before the Secretary of State projxisals for a final settlement of the difficulties 
which have arisen in the past and the Government of India are now in a 
position to announce the arrangements which are explained below. 

2. All military stations to which British troops are liable to be sent will 
in future be divided, for the purpose of questions affecting churoh accom* 
nftdation for troops, into three classes, namely :— 

Class A Stations .—Stations having a garrison of two or more full battalions, 
or of 2,000 men or more. 

Class B iSfafions.—Stations not included in Class A, where Scottish 
regiments are liable to be posted, which have a garrison of 730 men or more. 

Class C Slations.^AU other stations. 

8. The classification of stations will in all oases depend on the strength of 
the permanent garrisons allotted to them, and will be altered from time to 














time ia iMOordaiioe wHb 0 in Uie distribnUon of British troops. 

.^idot» firom which it ia proved to withdraw, or in which it is propo^ to 
reduce the British garrison will, for the present, be dealt with as though the 
withdrawal or redaction had already ^en efifeoted. Classified lists of 
stations will be auj^Ued to‘the authorities of the Church of England, and of 
the Church of Scotland, and to the Superintending Wesleyan Chaplain at an 
early date. 

4, In Class A stations in which there is not already available an 
.unoonseorated* church sufficient for the services of all denominations alike, 
the Government of India consider that the Church of Scotland should be 
regarded as entitled to separate churches large enough For the parade service 
of a full battalion, and the Wesleyans to grants*in-aid of separate churches 
large enough for the average number of Wesleyan troops ordinarily posted to 
tbe stations. In stations in this class they will arrange to construct, as early 
as possible, separate Freshyterian ohurohes, where these do not already 
exist, and to enlarge those which are not in theis opinion of sufficient size. 
They will consider applications for grants, in accordance with rule 10 in 
Part V. of the Buies published with the Home Department Notification, 
No. 466, dated the 6 th November 1909, in aid of '(^esleyaa churches in 
Class A stations. 

6 . In Class B stations in which there is not already available an unoouse- 
orated church sufficient for the services of all denomiaations alike, and in 
which there is not already a Presbyterian church, the Government of India, 
though they cannot undertake to provide for the Church of Scotland churches 
large enough for the parade service of a full battalion, will be prepared to 
provide separate churches large enough for all services other than parade 
service. Those churches, although the Church of Scotland will have the 
primary olaim to them, will also be available, in stations iu which there are 
no separate Wesleyan churches, for Wesleyan services, when arrangements 
for these can be made. When their use is desirod the Officer Commanding 
the station will oousult with the Presidency Senior Chaplain concerned. 

6 . In Glass C stations where there are no churches available for 
Presbyterian and Wesleyan services, arrangements will be made to provide 
church rooms, set apart entirely for religious purposes, and suitably famished 
for tbe celebration of the Sacraments and other public ordinances of religion, 
whenever arrangements can be made to oonduct Presbyterian or Wesleyan 
services. 

7. When churches in Class B stations and church ropras in Class 0 
stations haVe to be used by both Presbyterians and Wesleyans, the Brigade 
Commanders will fix, after consultation with the Presbytarian and Wesleyan 
chaplains, the times at which they are to be at the disposal of the two 
denominations. 

8 . No applications to Bishops of the Church of England for the use of 
consecrated oliurclies for Presbyterian or Wesleyan services fo? troops are to 
be made in future save in accordance with the following rules:— 

( 1 ) All applications are to be made by Brigade Commanders on receipt 

of a request from the Presidency Senior Chaplain of the Church 

* of Sojtknd or from the Suporintending Wesleyan chaplain as 
the case may be. 

(2) No applications are to be made in the esse of ohurohes in Class A 

* stations after three years from the d.ate of this resolution. 

(3) No applications are to be made in regard to stations in which 

Government have provided unconseorated churches available 40 
. and sufficient for the services of all denominations. ''

(4) In the case of Class A stations applications may bo made, within tjho 

next three years, for the use of oomeerated churches for all 
Presbyterian services when there is no Presbyterian church and for 
Wesleyan services when there is no Wesleyan church, i^ppli- 
oations may also be made, within the same period, for the use of 
con 8 e<^ted churches for parade service only, in stations at which

incouvenience or serious discomfort to the troopsi 

(6) In Class B and Class C stations applications may be made for the 
use of consecrated churches for services other than parade 
service in stations in which there are no Presbyterian or 
W esleyan churches, and in whioh the separate accommodation 
indicated above has not yet been provided. 

(7) In Class B and Class C stations applications may also be made 
in special ciroumstances for the celebration of the Communion 
and Baptismal services of the Ohnrob of Scotland, or of the 
Wesleyans, in a oonseorated ohurch as part of the pat^e servioe, 
and for the use of consecrated churohes for marriages when special 
circumstances render it desirable, provided that the marriages are 
such as would be permissible by English law. 

9. The Metropolitan and the Bishops of the Churoh of England in India 
have consented to grant applioations for the use of oonseorated churohes for 
Presbyterian and Wesleyan services which are made to them in accordance 
with the above rules. 

10. The care and disposal of the churoh furniture, ornaments, and iostru* 
meats of divine worship, and the expenditure and control of the churoh estah* 
lishment, will remain exolusivoly in the hands of the chaplain or olergyman of 
the Churoh of England performing the duties of chaplain. 

When the use of a consecrated churoh is permitted, the Churoh of England 
chaplain, or the clergymau of the Church of England performing the duties of 
chaplain, will, under the Bishop’s instruotions and in commnnication with the 
Officer Commanding the station, who will ascertain the wishes of t}ie Officer 
Commanding the regiment, and of the Church of Scotland and Wesleyan 
chaplains oonoerned, fix the hours at whioh the church is to he made available 
to the Presbyterian or Wesleyan congregation for parade and other servioes.

.The receipts in 1909-10 included 199,671 sovereigns of the value of 
Bs. 29,98,065 tendered at the Calcutta Mint by the Paper Currency Odioe, Cal¬ 
cutta. The direct receipts from the public, therefore, amounted in value to 
Bs. 11,42,59,620, exceeding the figures of all previous years since 1904-05 and 
showing an increase of about 10J crores over the receipts in 1908-09. This 
large increase was duo to the revival of export trade which followed the 
depression of the previous year.

4. Xtclcel coinage. —24,800,000 nickel one-anna pieces of the nominal value 
of Bs. 15,50,000 were coined at the Bombay Mint during the year 1909-10, as 
compared with 22,536,000 pieces of the nominal value of Bs. 14,08,500 in 

1908- 09. 

Hie net gain on the nickel coinage which passed into circulation amounted 
to Bs. 14,38,629 against Ks. 11,11,336 in the preceding year. 

6 . Bronze and Copper Coinage.—-The bronse coinage of the year consisted 
of pice, half-pice and pie pieces of the aggregate value of Bs. 5,98,720.' The 
aggregate value of the coinage in 190S-09, including pice of the value of Bs. 
3,60U coined for the Bailana llarbar, was Hs. 11,03,958. 

The copper coinage comprised cents and half-oonts of the value of Bs. 
85,000 executed for the Ceylon Government. 

During the year under review there was a net loss of Bs. 7,42,899 on bronse 
and copper coinage, against Bs. 10,71,186 in the preceding year. The loss was 
due partly to the return of a large number of coins from circulation and partly 
to the special steps taken during the year for the withdrawal of worn copper 
coins for conversion into bronze. 

6 . Operative Losses 

Silver.—"the loss on silver omnage at the Calcutta Mint during the year 
amounted to 160* standard tolas of silver for each lakh coined. In the Bombay 
Mint there was a net gain of 26*94 tolas for each lakh laminated in the case of 
rupee coinsgf^ but a net loss of 24'52 tolas in the case of dollar coinage. 

"Bronze and Copper .—In the Calcutta Mint the operative losses on account 
of the bronze coinage wore («) a melting loss of *31 per 100 mauuds melted and 
(5) a coining loss of 2*6 per 100 maunds rolled. 

The loss on copper coinage executed for the Ceylon Government amounted 
to 17 maunds. This was, however, met by the excess metal 8ux>plied by tlutt 
Government. 

Jfiokel .—The nickel loss was *818 per 100 maunds of metal rolled. 

7. FremeUing .—The uncurrent silver coins received for re-coinage as well 
as old subsidiary coins (with the exception of 1,478 tolas of assorted coins 
received from the Btraits Government) were placed into direct alligation for 
standard'meltings, 'ibis has produced a satisfactory economy ; and anolhor 
gratifying saving has been effected by the employment of withdrawn copper 
ooiisB for bronze melting, which has done away with the necessity for buying 
new copper. 

8 . Jtevenue and Bxpenditure.—The revenue and expenditure (including 
interest on capital outlay and other proforma charges) of the two Mints in

12. Pyx triala .—The weight and fineness of the coins were as usual main¬ 
tained at the proper standard as will be seen from the annexed report of the 
Assay Master on the working of the Assay Office. 

is. Silver operative loaaea .—In this section of tho report I propose to deal 
with the operative losses on a simplor and more accurate basis than has hitherto 
been the case. It is an inherent disadvantage of minting that for a given 
outturn from 30 to 40 per cent greater weight of metal lias to be molted and 
rolled and to report a rate of loss on the weight of mehal operated on, appears 
to afiord Government no suitable information. 


14. 1 therefore report below the rate of loss calculated on the output of 
the Mint, i e., the total weight of new coins minted, as this in my opinion re¬ 
presents accurately the true financial effect of the coinage operations. 

l6. It is proposed therefore in future* commencing with this report, to deal 
in this section with all operative gains and losses arising directly or indirectly 
out of coinage operations, and the figures furnished herein inoiude such opera¬ 
tive gains and Iqsses as are shown in statement No. 1 against " Gain or Loss by 
alligating under standard.” The net operative loss after setting off the net 
gain arising out of coinage operations shown under ” gain by alligating under 
standard ” amounted to 11,139*8 standard tolas for tho period, 7th February 
1009 to 28th February 1910, which pbriod fell hetwoeu two annual verifications 
performed by the Outside auffitdepariinent. To this should bo added the net loss 
arising out of reomnagoof old coins-put into alligation which amounted to 

12,884 7 standard tolas giving^-an aggregate net loss of 24,024*5 standard tolas.

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16. The weight of new coins ooiiied during this period amounted to 
standard tolas 13,442,632 and the net loss of Rs. 24,024*6 arrived at above, 
amounts to a rate of 178*7 per lakh of standard tolas coined, This compares 
favourably with the previous year which when worked out on the same hasis 
gives a rate of 193*0 per lakh. 

17. There were also in this period recoveries of 2,674 standard tolas of 
surplus silver from the various operative departments; taking this into consider^, 
ation the above rate would be reduced to 160 per lakh. 

18. No credit or debit has been taken on account of fictitious gains and 
losses due to errors in weigiiment and loss by dirt on uncurrent silver coins. 

19. It is anticipated that the above rate of loss will be greatly reduced, 
probably to the extent of about 20 to 26 per lakh, in the following year owing 
to certain alterations which have been made in the working of the silver melting, 
to the abolition of premelting, and to a readjustment of tlie finenesses at which 
uncurrent coin is taken when alligated. l?he last of these alterations was 
carried out in the light of the experience of the Bombay Mint. 

BRONZE AND COPPER. 

20. The Mint executed a bronze coinage of 60,776,671 pieces valued at 
Rs. 5,98,720 for tlie Government of India which shows a decrease of 39,362,441 
pieces valued at Rs. 6,01,738, as compared with the previous year. 

21. In Comptroller General’s letter No. 1974, dated 28th September 1909, 
the Government of India conveyed their approval to the gradual conversion into 
bronze of the copper coin in circulation. 

22. The receipts of worn copper began to increase from Norember 1909, 
and there has been a steady inflow of this metal, Tne bronze mint was kept 
fully engaged and tbo meltings were increased to convert the metal into bronze 
for coinage. In this connection it may be mentioned that lha utilization of 
worn copper coins for bronze melting without any addition of Ingot copper has 
proved successful. 

23. For a long time it had been found necessary to add a large quantity 
of now copper to the old copper coin in order to obtain a satisfactory coinage 
bronze. As a result of u long series of experiments it is now found that the 
old copper coin can bo used alone. As the selling value of old coin is 12 per 
cent below that of new copper and as they used to be used in the proportion of 
75 per cent new copjjer to 25 per cent of coin, the resultant saving to Govern¬ 
ment is 9 per cent on the total value of the copper used. This amounts to Rs. 41 
on a lakh of rupees worth of bronze coin, and during the year under considera¬ 
tion when 2,5G2'(i mds. of copper were melted for coinage, to a total of Rs. 8,078. 

24. The Mint also executed a total copper coinage of 4,500,000 pieces value- 
ed at Rs. 3.5,000 for the Ceylon Government This coinage represented the con¬ 
version 'of Ceylon 6 and J cent pieces sanctioned by the Government of India in 
letter No. 3101^-A., dated 2l8t June 1909. 

25. The Assay Master’s report on the bronze coins sent to him for check 
weighment and assay indicated that the coinage for tho year was within legal 
standard as regards weight and composition. 

26. Owing to the increased bronze coinage necessitated by tho heavy ;fritb- 
drawals of copper coin referred to in paragraph 22 of this report, it was found 
necessary to replenish the tin used for bronze coinage. A purchase of 20 tons 
of this metal was therefore made towards the close of the year which was valued 
at Rs. 44,679. 

27 . The bronze operative losses written off the accounts amounted to 
mds. 40*957 as detailed below

the mpplies to Army Temperanoe Association taking precedence in point of 
quantity and keeping the die department fully employed. The total number of 
medalsi eto.» supplied to the Army Department amounted to 1,700... The net 
profit on work done during the year amounted to Us. 12,4811, details of which 
will be found in statement Ill annexed. 

30. Silver balanee.—Tho arorage daily silrer bullion balance amounted to 
tls. 13,80,575 of standard tolas. On the ‘l8th September 1909 the balance 
rose to its maximum, viz., 1,969,351 standard tolas, and dropped to its minimum 
of 782,631 standard tolas on 1st December 1909. 

ELEGTBIO SUPPLY. 

31. The project for the electrio supply of the Mint was completed during 
the year with the exception of a few very small and unimportant items. It has 
not so tar been possible to close the accounts as tbo final cost of the plant sup* 
plied from England has not been communicated by the India Office. The plant 
with the exception of the gearing of the larger motors continued to run well. 
The generating costs worked out to 1*161 annas per unit generated, a satisfactory 
result considering that the Mint machinery was working at a load factor of only 
9*39 per cent of its possible output owing to the reduced coinago duriug the year. 
The installation is fully justifying its provision by economy both in coal and 
personnel and also in efficiency and convenience (see paragraph 4li). 

32. Buildinga. —^The addition of a third storey to the old Mint Engineer's 
quarters and the remodelling of one set of quarters in tho same block, sanction 
for which was conveyed in Ein^ance Department letter No. 7011*A., dated 12tli 
December 1908, was completed during the year. 

, BEVEEUE AND EZPENDITUBE. 

33. Revenue, charges levied. —^The total revenue under this head amounted 
to Rs. 277, of which the greater portion was realised from tho Photo, and Litho. 
Office for recovery of silver from stained paper and ashes. 

31. Qain an coinage operationa.'^A total sum of Bs. 4,69l*8-9 was credited 
to this head of account; of this amount a net gain by alligating under standard 
of Bs. 1,498 has been shown. 

35. It may be of interest to point out here that, up to November 1909 from 
the opening of the last official year, a total of Bs. 1,160 has been shown under 
this acoou^; from December 1909, in which month the change of procedure 
referred to in paragraph 18 of this report took etfoct, the operations due to the 
enhanced finenesses of uncurrent silver coins taken in alligation, which after 
careful scrutiny proved to ho the correct touches, resulted in an aggregate gain 
of Bs. 2,298. 

36. Surplus silver to the total vnlne of Bs. 3,175 was recovered during the 
year from tho various operative departments and credited to Government; of 
this amount Bs. 1,465 was recovered from the Molting Department, duo to a 
general cleaning up ordered by me after I took over charge of the Mint. 

Cash and transfer reneipts. —^The total credits amounted to Bs. 47,328. 
Of this sum, its. 11,547 represented old stores and machinery sold; tlio transfer 
receipts showed a credit of Es. 3,141 which represented coining and incidental 
charges on the Ceylon coinage referred to in paragraph 24. 

38. Miscellaneous cash receipts.—These amounted to Bs. 2,988. < Of this 
sum, Bs. 1,998 represented cost of current consumed by Mint officials in their 
private quarters, the rate oliarged being that laid down in Government of India 
P. W. D. letter No. 1157-M., dated 25tb May 1908. 

39. Expenditure—laaa on coinage operations. —The operative losses 
amounting to Bs. 10,667 have boon referred to in paragraphs 13 to 19 of this 
report. 

40. Tho net loss written off daring the year on new coins issued over stand* 
ard weight amouated to Bs. 1,893, the decrease on last year’s figure beiog prao* 
iioally due to the decreased silver coinage executed during tho year.

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41. Salaries and Establishment-^IClin total expenditure under this acoount 
amounted to Es. 8,16,000 and showed a decrease of Rs. 43,516 on a comparison 
with the previous year. Of this decrease, Bs. 39,579 appeared against Extra 
establishment and overtime pay.’* 

42. 'Copper and bronze used for alloy and contingent The value 

of copper used for alloy amounted to Es. 203, the meltings which during the 
year were confined to uncurrent silver coin only, resulted in a small quantity 
of copper being used for alloy. The value of metal used for contingent pur¬ 
poses amounted to Es. 303 and was utilized chiefly for the manufacture of 
weights and tokens. 

43. English and local -Expenditure on this acoount decreased con¬ 

siderably during the year as compared with that of the previous report. The 
total expenditure amounted to Bs. 1,38,218 resulting in a decrease of 
Es. 64,315« 

41. The remarkable decrease of Es. 43,999 in coal, ooke and charcoal i$ 
chiefly due to the institution of the Power Station and the consequent abandon¬ 
ment of the old boilers and engines. The other items of local stores also share 
a fair proportion of the net decrease of expenditure mentioned above which may 
he attributed chiefly to the reduced coinage. There has also been a proportion¬ 
ate decrease in the use of English stores.^ 

45. Contingent eharges^^The total expenditure under this head amounted 
to Rs. 45,781 and showed a slight not reduction on last year’s figures. It may 
be noticed here that the item of rents, rates and taxes paid in the year under 
review was in excess of the previous year by Rs. 1,313. This is due to the 
assessment on new buildings erected. 

4i3. Pro formi\ receipts and charges ,—On the receipt side a credit qf 
Rs. 89,808, being 15 per cent of the value of bronze coinage executed for the 
Government of India, has been shown; the other items show an aggregate 
value of Rs. 5,320. 

47. The fixed rate of interest at 3^ per cent on capital aooount and the 
silver, bronze and store balanoos amounted to Es. 3,89,269. 

48. The average silver balance on which interest has been charged was 
considerably roducocl during the year and the balances kept at a minimum. The 
store balance has also been reduced by the transfer of the major portion of the 
value of clecstrioal stores mentioned in sub-paragraph 31 of the previous report 
to Capital Account. 

49. Capital Account^^Tho addition to building represents chiefly the 
valuf of the work done by Public Works Department in connection with the 
third storey to the existing Mint Engineer’s quarters and alterations to one sot 
in that block. The addition to plant is detailed in the accounts. The value 
of unserviceable stores written otf includes value for boilers dismantled and sold, 
besides other minor machinery scrapped and sold by auction. 

COUNTERFEIT COINS. 

60. From statement No. IV appended to this report it will be s8en that 
3,677 counterfeit rupees wore detected by the Mint during the course of exami¬ 
nation of uncurrent silver coin romittauces; of this number only 20 were assayed 
to arrive at a final verdict. There were also 108 half, 320 quarter and 565 
ono-cighth rupee counterfeits discovered. 

61. The Mint retained as specimens three well executed coins, one detected 
in a remittance from the Reserve Treasury and two from Treasury Officer, 
Sitapur. 

52. The percentage of counterfeit coins found in these remittances classi¬ 
fied under tl»o various provinces is on the increase. As compared with the 
previous report, Bengal shows an increase of 14 per cent, United Provinces 7 
per cent and Madras 35 per cent. 
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63. The counterfeiis received from Treastirjr Officers and other sonroes 
examined during the year amounted to rupees 7>690, half rupees 100, quarter 
rupees S04r and eighth rupees 290. Tlie great ibajority of these were castings 
and of poor imitation. 

64, The coins received from Railways under this section for examination 
has been the subject of correspondence; in my lettter No. 284.ee., dated 26th 
November 1909, to ^vernment, I pointed out that the Railways concerned 
were^ habitually sending counterfeit coins of poor execution which would not 
jdeceive an ordinary member of the public, and thus disregarding the instructions 
laid down in F. W. D. Circular No. 4.Bailway, dated 16th April 1901. 

66. The Assay Master examined 719 coins during the year. Of these, 804 
were genuine, 61 were struck counterfeits, 206 were cast, 142 were base castings, 
4 w'ere doubtful whether genuine or counterfeit, and 12 wore coins on which no 
opinion was expressed. Of the total amount, 61 were examined on behalf of 
the Mint. * 

66. The millesimal finenesses in the counterfeits ranged from 279*2 to 
930*6. 

67. Among those that were examined, one for the Mint and another from 
the Superintendent of Police, Muttra, were very good specimens, their fine* 
nesses were 839’9 and 907*3 per mille respectively. 

68. There wore also among those that were examined by the Assay Master 
one oblique-milled Murshidabad gold mohur 440 7 fine and one gold sovereign 
a base casting. 


OFFENCES AG41NST COINAGE. 

69. From the statement of offences against the coinage appended herewith, 
it will be seen that the aggregate number of convictions in the calendar year 
1909 showed a slight decrease, as compared with the preceding year. 

60. Convictions under Sections 233, 234 and 235 of tho Indian Penal 
Code—" Offences of making and possessing counterfeiting instruments," ex¬ 
ceeded those of the previous year, and were mostly comnaittod in the Provinces 
of Madras, United Provinces of Agra and Oudh, Punjab and Central Provinces. 

61. The ratio of the number of persons convicted to tho persons tried was 
66*7 in the year under consideration, compared with 60'3 in the previous year.

to the low touch (600) of the silver employed in the manufaeture of these cent 
pieces. As this is the first time the Vomhay Mint has had any experience of 
coining large amounts of silver of a millesimal fineness of 600, it miglit be men* 
tioned that this degree of fineness has proved somewhat unsatisfactory from a 
minting point of view, the metal being unreliable in melting on account of its 
want of homogeneity, brittle in laminating and irregular as regards loss when 
annealing, which results in the weights of tlie individual completed ooius being 
very irregular. 

The want of homogeneity in melting leads to difiiculties in melting and 
laminating, and gives a large proportion of dumb coin, and is proved % the 
great variations in the indiviilual assays executed on separate ooins. Those 
variations on their part show that tho remedy allowance (four thousandths) laid 
down by tbe Straits Settlements Government is diliicnlt to maintain and might 
originally have been greater with advantage.

^ OFFENCES AGAINST THE COINAGE 

20. Eeturn of cotmterjeii coinB .—The usual return of counterfeit coins is 
appended to this report. 

3,830 counterfeit coins (3,640 rupees, 136 half-rupees, 60 quarters and 24 
one-eighths) were received for examination during the year as against 3,725 in 
lCOS-09, and were classified as follows 

(<) 616 coins (366 castings and 2B0 struck) received from the Bombay, 
Baroda and Central India, and Bajputana-Malwa. Bail ways, and 
six cast counterfeit coins received from other sources were 
accepted as “ exceptionally well executed.** 

(ii) 269 coins (86 castings and 183 struck) were good enough to deceive 
the public, both as to execution and colour of metal. 

{iii) The remaining 2,969 (2,306 castings and 663 struck) were in the 
majority of cases inferior specimens of low touch silver or base 
metal and all easily detectable. 

(The second and third classes above include coins which were returned to 
the Bailways as they did not come up to the standard of excellence required by 
Government.) 

2,574 counterfeit coins (1,864 rupees, 38 half-rupees, 213 quarters and 459 
one-eighths) were discovered in remittances of uncurrent coin to the Mint, and 
one moderately executed cast counterfeit sovereign in a tender of sovereigns 
received from one of the local Banks. 

During the year under report 29,679 counterfeit coins were cut at Trea- 
suries and Bailways as against 23,545 in 1908-09. 43 one-anna pi6(;es received 
for examination were found to be palpable cast counterfeits of base and inferior

5. Gold in silver coinage .—Tlie average proportion of gold found hyt 
monthly “ parting assays ** in the silver pyx coins for the year was ’SSS per 
mille for llupees; *140 for British Dollars; *046 for Ten Cents and *040 for 
Pive Cents. 

6. Fgx trials — Rupees .—The trials of these coins for weight amounted to 
101, the total number weighed being 2,020. None of these was found beyond 
remedy. The average weight of all was 180*015 grains; the lightest and 
heaviest coins weighed were respectively 179*10 and 180*90 grains. 

There were 101 trials during the year for fineness also, 605 coins having 
been assayed singly and 2,526 in groups of 25 coins after melting. Of the coins 
assayed singly the extreme variation in fineness ranged from 916*2 to 918*6, 
and the average fineness over 505 coins was 916*536 per mille. None of the 
coins was found beyond remedy. The 2,525 coins assayed in groups of 26 after

Kashmir.— No rain fell during the week. Sowing of autumn crops is in progress. 
Spring crops arc in good condition. Fodder is sufficient. There is no disease among 
cattle. Prices are unchanged. 

Rajputana.— Slight rain fell in the Kotah district. Land is being prepared #or the 
autumn crop. Cattle disease is subsiding in Banswara. Fodder is sufficient. Prices have 
risen 12 chataks in Marwar, 8 chataks each in Shahpura and Kishangarh, 9 chataks in 
Karauli and 10 chataks in Ajmer. They have fallen 11 chataks in Jaipur and are steady 
elsewhere. 

Central India. —Rainfall ytiL The days are hot and the nights cool. Threshing and 
winnowing are in progress. Lands are under preparation for autumn crops. Cattle disease 
prevails in parts of Gwalior, Baghclkhand and Bhopawar. Prices are low in Bhopal, 
continue high in Baghelkhand, arc fluctuating in Indore and *Bhopawar and are steady 
elsewhere. 

Central Provinces Feudatory States ).—During the week Chanda and 

Ranker had a sprinkling of rain. Winnowing of spring crops continues in some districts. 
Sowing of rice began in Raipur. The supply of fodder and vv^ter is adequate except in 
parts of a few districts. Cattle are doing well. Prices are almost stationary. 

Bombay.— Slight rain fell during the week in parts of Ahmcdabad, the Konkan, the 
Deccan, the Karnatak and Kolhapur. Standing crops have been damaged slightly by rats 
and insects in Karachi but are generally good elscw'herc. Threshing of spring crops 
continues in parts of Sind, East Khandesh and Mahi Kantha. Preparation of lands for next 
season is progressing. The fodder supply is lidequate. Agricultural stock is deficient in 
parts of the Deccan and generally in good condition. Water for drinking and irrigation is 
generally adequate. Grain stocks are sufficient. Prices have risen in Kanara, East Khandesh, 
Bijapur and Belgaum, have fallen in Surat and Poona and are generally stationary else¬ 
where. The quantity purchasable per rupee is in Sind 3 to 27 per cent, in Gujarat 2 to 30 
per cent, in the Konkan 13 to 25 per cent, in the Deccan 11 to 28 per cent and in the 
Karnatak 25 to 33 per cent less than the normal.

Hyderabad. —Slight showers fell during the week in parts of most districts cxce|)t 
Bir, Parbhani, Bidar, Nizamabad and Karimnagar. The heaviest falls were i inch 35 

cents in Waiangal and 88 cents in Raichur. The rains have helped the preparation of lands 
for next season's showings. The average for the Dominions was lo cents. Lands are 
under preparation for autumn crops. Water scarcity prevails in parts of Raichur, Bidar and 
Warangal. Cattle disease is reported in six and fodder scarcity in three talukas. Prices •.— 
wheat 8, coarse rice 7 and juar 14 seers per rupee. White juar is selling in Hyderabad 
City at 12 seers but yellow jmr is not available. The highest price in districts is 9 seers in 
Warangal and the lowest 24 seers in Mahbubnagar. 

Mysore.—The rainfall was good in Bangalore and Kolar and fair elsewhere. Prices 
of food grains are generally steady. Markets are well supplied. Prospects of the season 
arc good. Cattle are healthy. Water and fodder are available. 

CJjOorg.— Rainfall 9 cents. Prices of food grains are normal. The public health is 
fair. Water and fodder for cattle are sufficient. 

V Madras.—The rainfall was good in Malabar, South Canara, Chittoor, Salem, the 

Vizagapatam Agency, Godavari, Madura and the Nilgiris, »//in Madras and light to fair 
elsewhere. Irrigation supplies are sufficient in Guntur and the ICilgiris and insufficient in 
parts of other districls.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

27th May 1911. 

Burma, —The rainfall was general and in most districts heavy. Ploughing for winter 
rice is extending in Lower Burma, In Upper Burma the uplands arc being prepared for 
sesammn and cotton. Cultivation of summer rice is in progress. Reaping of spring 
rice and harvesting of island crops have been completed in most districts. Standing crops 
promise well. The price of uiihusked rice has risen at Rangoon. 

Eastern Bengal and Assam. —The rainfall was light to moderate in parts of the 
Assam Valley, the Rajsliahi division and the hill districts and heavy else white. The 
heaviest fall was 14 inches in South Sylliet, Excessive rain has affected weeding operations 
and has done slight damage to standing crops. It is likely to cause greater damage if it 
continues. Harvesting of ^ring rice is practically over. Sowing of autumn and winter rice 
and jute and transplanting of sugarcane still continue. F'rospccts of the silk worm arc 
good. The average price of common rice shows a tendency to rise. Cattle disease prevails 
in Mymensingh, Cachar, Sylhet, the Naga Hills, Goalpara, Kamnipj Darrang and Sibsagar. 

Bengal.—The rainfall was general over the Province. The fall was heavy in Nadia, 
Jessore, Khulna and Darjeeling, moderate in Midnapore, Hooghly, the 24-Parganas, Patna, 
Shahabad, Saran, Champaran, Monghyr, CultuTck, Puri and Manbhum and generally light 
.elsewhere. The recent rain has been beneficial for ploughing and sowing but more rain is 
wanted in parts of the 24-Parganas, Darblianga, Angul and Puri. Sowing of jute still 
continues and that of paddy is in progress. The standing sugarcane crop and vegetables 
arc doing well. The price of rice has risen in Murshidabad, Darjeeling, Balasore, Puri, 
Hazaribagh and Manbhum and has fallen in« Khulna| Dhagalpur, Cuttack and Palamau. 
Cattle disease is reported from Burdwan, .Midiiaporc, Nadia, Jessore, Patna, Muzaffarpur, 
Monghyr, Purnea, the Sonthal Parganas, Sambalpur and all the districts of the Chota Nag¬ 
pur division except Siughbhum. Fodder is insufficient in parts of Hazaribagh. Scarcity 
of water is reported from this district and also from Palamau. 

United Provinces.— Light rain fell in four south-eastern and two Himalayan districts. 
Extra crgps arc flourishing and are being harvested. Irrigation of sugarcane and extra 
ctops continues and sowing of cotton, millets and early rice is in progress in places. Fields 
are being manured and prepared for autumn crops. Sporadic cattle disease is reported in 
ten districts but the general condition of stock is good. Fodder .and supplies are ample. 
Export of grain and oilseeds from several districts continues. There is no marked change 
in prices. 

Punjab.—Rainfall niL Spring crops arc being harvested and threshed and their 
outturn is good to average. Sowing of autumn crops continues. Standing crops are 
generally in good condition. Prices are easy. The condition of cattle is generally good. 
Fodder is sufficient except in Murree. Water is scarce in parts of Mianwali. 

North-West Frontier Province. —Rainfall niL The condition of standing crops is 
average. Sowings of autumn crops continue. Harvesting of spring crops are in progress 
and the expected outturn is said to be generally average, but in Dera Ismail Khan the 
outturn of oilseed crops is reportpd below the average?. The fodder and water supply is 
sufficient throughout the Province. Irrigation has commenced from the Paharpur canal in 
the Dera Ismail Khan district. Cattle are generally in good condition except in one village 
of the Marwat tahsil in the Baniiu district and in one village of the Mardan tahsil in the 
Peshawar district. The public health is generally good. Prices of wheat and gram are

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, 
the xst June 1911, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 

1. Conditions in the Arabian sea were disturbed throughout the week and some 
modcraljely heavy falls of rain occurred cn the Malabar coast. Weather was slightly 
disturbed also in the centre of the Bay on the 26th, and at the close of the week winds 
were feebly cyclonic in the neighbourhood of Saugor Island. Rainfall was fairly general 
in Burma and until the 29th in northeast India also. 

a. Temperature was high in the northwest throughout the week, and in the central 
parts of the country until the 25th. It was on the whole somewhat low in northeast India, 

3. Burma.-^\n Upper Burma rainfall was fairly general, and on several dayS almost 
all stations in Lower Burma reported rain. 

Northeast Indiay including^ Until the 29th, rainfall was on the whole fairly 
general in Eastern Bengal and Assam and at times it extended into Bengal proper, Bihar, 
Orisi^ and Chola Nagpur. There was however very little rain in the northern half of the 
division on. the 30lh, and on the 31st practically no rain was reported except in Orissa and 
Chota Nagpur. 

The United Provinces, Central India and the Central Provinces ,falls of 
rain occurred in the Central Provinces on ihe 28th, andjn Central India and the Central 
Provinces on the 30th. On the 3131 rainfall was fairly general in the Central Provinces 
and a light fall occurred at Indore. 

Northwest No rainfall of importance was reported. 

The Rainfall was moderately heavy in Malabar on the 27th, and occurred 

almost generally on the 29th in the extreme south. The usual hot weather thundcratorms 
were reported on other days.

Rainfall summary for the ending at 8 hrs, on Thursday, 

the 15th June 1911, basedon^^Jndian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 

I, The disturbance which lay off the west coast at the begiiinTn^lMi^^eck gradually 
disappeared while the depression in the Bay intensified. The latter crosS&u'JJI^^^i^coast of 
Orissa on the loth and moved into the Central Provinces on the iith, but by the 
day its path had recurved and it was moving towards Bengal. At the close of the 
the storm had its centre over Narayanganj and was decreasing in importance. As i: 
usual, some heavy rainfall was associated with it. 


This storm was comparatively unimportant but may be considered to have introduced 
into Bengal on iith the first burst of true monsoon rainfall. 

There were signs of a coming weakening in the Arabian Sea branch of the monsoon 
on the 12th and i3th, and on the 14th it had weakened considerably along the west coast, 
but had given rain in central and northwest India. 

a. At the beginning of the week temperature was above normal in north and northeast 
India, and below normal in the Peninsula and the central parts of the country. On the 1 ith 
low temperature conditions had extended, and only in the northwest was temperature above 
normal. Weather remained unusually cool over almost the whole country during the rest 
of the week. 


3. Rainfall was nearly general until the lath when it diminished somewhat 

in Upper Burma*

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Northeqfi India^ including Orissa, —At the begiS:ning of the week rainfall was 
practically confined to the coast districts but increased later and became nearly general, 
diminishing again at the close of the week.

The United Provinces, Central India and the Central The week began 

with light local rainfall, but nearly general rain, very heavy in parts, occurred in the 
Central Provinces and Central India West on the nth and 12th. It was nearly general 
in Central India and the west of the Central Provinces on the 14th. 

Northwst India, —Nearly general rainfall occurred during the course of the week 
in the hills and submontane districts of the Punjab, in the North-West Frontier Province, 
Rajpu4^)ai>aud Gujarat. 

The Peninsula,•^'RaiinioW was nearly general, and at many places heavy, on the west 
coast. Elsewhere light to moderate falls were reported.

Season and Crop Prospects for the pek ending Saturday, 

10th June 1911. 


Burma. —The rainfall was heavy on the Tenasserim coast, light in the dry zone and 
moderate elsewhere. Ploughing for winter rice in Lower Burma is proceeding as usual. 
In Upper Burma ploughing for autumn rice, sowing of sesamum and cotton and reaping of 
summer rice have begun. The price of unhusked rice remains high in Lower Burma. 

• 

Eastern Beng^al and Assam. — The rainfall was modtjrate in the Assam Valley districts. 
In the remainder of the Province the fall was heavy in places and moderate elsewhere. 
Excessive rain has caused some damage to standing crops in parts of Dacca, Mymensingh 
and Tippera. Tea is doing well. The condition of the silk worm is good. Land is being 
prepared for transplantation of winter rice. Harvesting of early autumn rice is going on. 
The average price of common rice shows a tendency to rise. Cattle disease prevails in 
Myinensingh, Backarganj, Cachar, the Naga Hills, Goalpara, Kamrup, Darrang, Nowgong 
and Sibsagar. 


Bengal. —The rainfall was general all over the Province. The fall was very heavy in 
Cooch Behar, Cuttack, Balasore, Angul, Puri, Birbhum, Midnapore, Hooghly, the 
24-Parganas, Nadia and Murshidabad and generally moderate in the rest of the Province. 
Preparation of lands for sowing of paddy and weeding of jute continue. Prospects of 
standing crops are good. The price of common rice has risen in Bankura, Murshidabad, 
JesBore, Purnen, the Snnthal Parganas, Ranchi and Manbhum and has been stationary in 
the remaining districts. Cattle disease is reported from Midnapore, Howrah, Nadia, 
Darbhanga, the Sonthal Parganas, Sambalpur, Hazaribagh, Ranchi and Palamau. The 
fodder and water-supply is sufficient throughout the Province. 


United Provinces.— Rain averaging about 1 inch fell in the Himalayan 
submontane di.stricts and light showers in other submontane districts and Bundelkhand. 
The condition of sla^iding crops is satisfactory and prospects are good. Sowing of 
autumn crops contioue.s in irrigated tracts. Elsewhere fields are being prepared for sowing. 
The general corixfiiion of agricultural stock is good, sporadic disease being reported from 
only ten districts. Fodder^g(Ppplics are ample. Export of grain and oiIsee 4 s continues. 
Prices hav/C fallenh^^^^aon^d risen in five districts. Elsewhere they are generally 
stationary, 

^^(Ripjab.—Moderate to light rain has fallen in all districts except Delhi, Ferozepore,* 
K^alipur, Mianwali, Lyallpur and Multan. Rain is badly wanted in Mianwali. Spring crops 
arc still being harvested and threshed in some districts and their outturn is good to average. 
The condition of standing crops is good to average, Sowings of autumn crops continue. 
Grass-hoppers are injuring the early cotton crop in Shahpur, Granaries have been 
seriously damaged by river flood in the riverain tracts of the Bhakkar tahsil in the Mianwali 
district. Prices are easy. Cattle are generally in good condition. Fodder is ||pfficient 
except in parts of Rohtak where in certain parts water is also scarce. 


North-West Frontier Province. —No rain fell during the week. The condition of 
standing crops is average. Harvesting of spring crops is in progress and the outturn is 
said to be average except that of oilseeds in Dera Ismail Khan which is somewhat below 
normal. The fodder and water-supply is sufficient. Irrigation from the Paharpur canal in 
Dera Ismail Khan continues. The condition of cattle is fair except in several villages of 
the Tank tahsil of the Dera Ismail Khan district and in two villages of the Marwat tahsil 
of the Bannu district. The public health is good. Prices of food grains are ‘.—wheat l 4 t 
to gram 18 to 34f maize i6i to and bafra 22^ to 28! seers per rupee. * 
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Jammu«-^N<> rain fell during the week. Prices are fluctuating. Wh6at sells from 
11 to 20 and maize from 16 to 30 seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops is fair. 
Cattle disease of mild type prevails in the Basohli tahsil of the Province. Fodder U 
sufficient.

Ka8bmIr.«»The weather was bright and warm. Crops on karewa lands are withering 
for want of rain. There is no disease among cattle. Fodder is sufficient. Prices are 
unchanged.

Rajputana.-—The rainfall in cents was :—Jaisalmer 29, Sirohi 104, Banswara 56, 
Partabgarh 37| Shahpura 41, Kotah 58, Jaipur 48, Ajmer 205 and Merwara 112. There 
was slight rain in the hilly tracts, Mewar, Bharatpur and Dholpur. Land is being prepared 
for autumn sowings. Cattle disease is subsiding in Banswara. Fodder is sufficient. Prices 
have risen by 5 chataks each in Bundi and Alwar and 8 chataks in Kishangarh, have -falleti 
X seer 12 chataks in Marwar, 2 seers in Tonk, 6 chataks in Karauli, 8 chataks in Bharatpur 
and slightly in Jaisalmer and Dholpur. Prices are steady elsewhere. 

Central India. —Rainfall nil in Bundelkhand and partial elsewhere. The fall was 
insufficient in Gwalior, Bhopal and Malwa. Hailstones were received in the Rampura 
district of Indore. The weather was cool. Land is under preparation for autumn crops. 
Cattle disease prevails in parts of Gwalior, Baghelkband, Bundelkhand and Bhopawar. 
Scarcity of water is reported from one pargana in Gwalior. Prices are low in Bhopal, 
continue high in Baghelkhand, are fluctuating in Bhopawar and are steady elsewhere. 

Central Provinces. —During the week the Vindhyan districts, Jubbulpore, Nimar and 
Betul had light showers. Elsewhere moderate to heavy rain was received. The heaviest 
falls in inches wereNagpur 15, Seoni and Raipur each 11, Bhandara 8, Drug 7, Wardha 
6 and Amraoti 5. In the remaining districts the quantity registered at head-quarters did 
not exceed 4 inches. The rain greatly facilitated ploughing of land all over the Provinces- 
Sowing of autumn crops has already been started in places in Saugor, Jubbulpore, Narsingh- 
Betul and the rice districts. The supply of fodder and water is adequate 
exce^lMlOnrts of Damoh, Nimar and Nagpur, Cattle are healthy. Prices are steady.

Standing crops are generally in good condition. Preparation of lands for autumn cultiva¬ 
tion is progressing generally. Sowing continues in parts of Larkansi the Presidency Proper, 
Rewa Kantha, Savantvadi and Kolhapur. The fodder supply is adequate. Agricultural 
stock is deficient in parts of the Deccan and generally in good condition. Water for 
drinki% and irrigation is generally adequate.

Madras.— The rainfall was very heavy in Malabar, heavy in the Nilgiris and Godavari, 
good in Ganjam, Vizagapatam, Kistna» Guntur, Chittoor, Trichinopoly, Salem and Madura, 
and light to fair elsewhere. Irrigation supplies are sufficient in Vizagapatam, Godavari, 
Guntur, Cuddapah, Coimbatore, Malabar and the Nilgiris and insufficient in parts of other 
districts. Ploughing, sowing, manuring, weeding and transplanting are in progress la 
parts. Standing crops are fair to good but coffee in parts of the Nilgiris is affected by bug. 
Harvests continue with outturn fair to normal generally. Pasture is sufficient in Vizaga^ 
patam, Madras, Salem, Tanjore and the Nilgiris. Fodder is available except in parts of 
Madura. The condition of cattle is generally good. The price of rice is stationary in 
six districts, has fallen in nine and has risen in nine. The prices of millets have fluctuated 
as followsis stationary in nine districts, has fallen in three and has risen in eleven. 
Cholam is stationary in five districts, has fallen in four and has risen in six. Cumhu is 
stationary in nine districts, has fallen in two and has risen in six. The public health is 
generally good. Prospects are generally fair. The condition of the labouring classes is 
satisfactory and employment is available. Grain stocks are generally sufficient.

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Benares Dmeione eecaped aerious injury ; but in 
the reat of the proTince the grain is thin and 
pinohod. The total yield ia eatimated at 2,910,000 
tone compared with 2,975,000 tons laat year. The 
amalT decrease of 2 per cent results from a distinctly 
inferior yield on the larger area. 

Central Provinces and Berar (11'8"^. Eatio 
of irrigated to total wheat acreages 1*2 per cent in 
the Central Provinces and 2*3 per cunt in Berar).*- 
The total area sown ia reported to bo 3,533,000 acres 
(3,182,000 in the Central Provinces and 351,000 in 
Bexar) as compared With 3,064,000 acres (2,744,000 
in the Central Provinces and 320,000 in Bciari for 
last year—an increase of 15 per cent. Lillie rain 
fell during Becembor, but twice the usual quantity 
was received in January. This improved the pros¬ 
pects of the crop sown and facilitated furthiu* sowings 
on lands which wei*o previously rejected for want of 
Tuoistnre. Pobriwy was raiulesa. During March 
the rainfall in the Central Provinces was 
nnuHually heavy for the time of the year, but Bomr 
received 75 per cent less than the normal supply. 
The weather was drier than usual in April, and this 
facilitated harvesting, threshing, and winnowing 
operations. On the whole, conditions were good in 
the important wheat-growing districts The total 
} leld is e^'timated at 058,000 tons (880 000 in the 
Couti’al Provinces and 78,000 in Borar) as ag imst 
949,00 J tons (873,000 in the Centml Provinces and 
76,000 in Berar) for last year—an incrc'ase of about 
I per cent. Two Native States (Khairagarli and 
Nandgaon) report a total area of 123,001) acres and 
an outturn of 33,000 tons compared with 112,000 
acres and 43 , 00 r) tons last year. 

Bombay(C? 4e\. Eatio of irrigated to total wheat 
acreAge=12'4 per cent).-—The British districts ivport 
a total area of 1 , 212,000 acres as compared with 
1,332,000 acres last year —a decrease of 9 per cent. 
The Native States (including Baroda) report 474,000 
acres against 4H8,000 acres last year—a decreaho 
of 3 per cent. lUiero was no ram in December, and 
the fail in January was light and pariial and confined 
to South Gujarat and North Deccan only. Marlier 
rains, hjowever, were ample, and the crop throve well 
everywheie till the eud of January. But i:i fho 
beginning of Febi'uary tliere wore severe cold and 
frost which afPeciod the late-sown crop in Gujarat 
and North and Bast Deccan, and occasioned shrivell¬ 
ing of the gram in places. There was some rabi 
in March, but it was too late to be of any use, nnd 
the cloudy weather induced rust on the wet crop in 
places. The total yield, howevei", is estimated at 
465,000 tons (300,000 in British districts and 
159,000 in Native States) as compared with 451,000 
tons last year—an increase of 3 per cent in bpit«> . 
of a decrease of 7 per cent in ai’ea. liesides the 
above, about 11,200 acres yielding some 3,100 tons 
are estimated for tracts for which statistics are not 
usually received. 

Bengal (4 6%). — The total area sown is reported 
to be 1,383,000 acres as against 1,428,000 acres last 
year—a decrease of 3 per cent. In November there 
was no Am except m Bihar and in parts of Chota 
Nagp^ where the fall was above the avernge. A 
dry December followed. In January the lainfall 
was general and proved beneficial tc .1 l ..lop, especial¬ 


ly m Bihar. In Febmair light showers fell all over 
we province except in and Chota Nagpur. 

Damage by hail was reported from certain pKces. 
The rield is estimated at 600,000 tons against

North-West Frontier Province (3'7%. Eatio

shall at once proceed with the salt or saltpetre so seized, and any person 
concerned in its manufacture or import that he may have been able to 
arrest, and any independent witnesses to the seizure whose attendance he may 
be able to secure, to the nearest police post or to the officer invested with the 
powers of an Inspector, as may appear convenient. The senior officer present 
at such police post shall receive from the seizing officer the salt or saltpetre so 
seized, and in the presence of witnesses and accused shall, after weighing and 
recording the weight of each, take from each distinct kind or quality of salt or 
saltpetre seized (it there be more than one such land i^ quality) two samples of 
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not less than one tola each, which he shall seal with the official seal of the 
poHce station, and after numbering them deliver them to the officer who made 
- the seizure, recording, at th‘e same time, a note on the printed form of seizure, 
which will 'be presented to him, specifying the total weight of each kind seized, 
a according to the weighments made before him, and the corresponding numbers 
of the samples. The remainder of the salt or saltpetre shall be sealed up with 
the seal of the officer who made the seizure and ot the police statign, and shall 
remain in the malkhana or other secure place in such station till such time as a 
written order shall be sent by the officer invested with the powers of Inspector 
of the tahsil either for the destruction of the articles seized, which shall be 
carried into effect by the officer presenting such request in the presence of some 
^cer of the police'station and the same certified on the reverse of the order, 
or for the delivery of the same or part thereof, as the case may be, to the bearer 
of the order for production in court. 

9. When a seizure is made by the officer invested with the powers of In¬ 
spector in person, or when the salt or saltpetre is brought to him under the last 
preceding rule, he may either follow the foregoing procedure, deputing one of 
his subordinates present at the seizure to take the salt or saltpetre to the station 
and receive the samples, or he may himself, on the spot, take out and seal up the 
samples and the rest of the seized salt or saltpetre with his own official seal. 
He may then either take the salt or saltpetre seized with him to deposit where 
he considers it will be safest, or send it for deposit to the nearest or the most 
accessible police station to be kept as in the previous case till further orders. 
If, however, the Inspector himself seals the salt or saltpetre, he must, in the 
event of the identity of the salt or saltpetre produced in court being denied by 
the accused, be prepared to attend and prove the same in person. 

10. When anything is seized and detained under the Act or rules made under 
the Act, it shall not be released until all duty, penalties and charges due on 
account thereof have been paid by the owner to the Salt-revenue officer who is in 
possession of such thing. 

If the thing is reported for confiscation, it shall not be released unless orders 
fOt the release are received from competent authority. 

11. If an animal is so seized and detained, the owner shall provide for its 
due care and keep, in default of whic|f the animal may be sold to defray charges. 

12. If orders are received from a competent authority for the release of 

anything seized and detained, and no duty or penalty is payable in respect of 
such thing, it shall at once be given up to the owner or his agent on his paying 
all charges incuned. * 

13. Should no one be present to receive the thing released, the officer of 
Salt-revenue in charge shall do his best to give notice to the owner of the order 
of release and shall cause a similar notice to be affixed on the office premises and 
at the Extra Assistant Commissioner's office. 

If within two calendar months from the date of the notice no persons en¬ 
titled to recmve the thing claim it and pay all charges incurred, it shall be sold, 
and the. proceeds placed in deposit. 

After a further period of three calendar months the money shall be for¬ 
feited to His Majesty. 

14. If any duty is leviable or penalty is imposed by a competent authority

(a) the First Assistant shall not commit any accused person for trial to the 
Resident acting as a Court of Session ; and 

(^) in cases in which the Code requires the sentence of a Court of Sesi^on to be 
confirmed by the High Court, the sentence shall be referred for confirmation 
to the Governor General in Council, instead of to the Resident. 

4. In exercise of the jurisdiction of a Court of Session conferred on him by these 
orders, the First Assistant to the Resident may take cognizance of,any offence., as a Court 
of original criminal jurisdiction, wilhout the accused person being committed to him by a 
Magistrate, and shall, when so taking cognizance of any offence, lollow the procedure laid 
down by the Code cf Criminal Procedure, 1898, for the trial of warrant cases by Magis¬ 
trates. 

5. A trial before the First Af^sistant to the Resident of an accused person who has 
been committed by a Magistrate may be without jury or the aid of assessors. 

6. This part of these orders applies to all proceedings except prbceedidgs against 
European British subjects or persons jointly charged with European British subjects ; and

all other cases in which jurisdiction is conferred on the District .Court oy the law for the 
timo being in force in the said Cantonment. 


a. Appeals shall He, subject to the provisions of the enactments for the time being 
in force in the said Cantonment, from the decrees and orders of the said District Court to 
the Resident at Baroda, who shall exercise the powers of a High Court for all purposes 
whatsoever connected with the administration of civil justice within the said Cantonment. 

No. In exercise of the powers conferred by the Indian (Foreign Jurisdiotion) 

Order in Couuoili 1902, the Governor-General in Council is pleased to apply to the Canton- 
inent of Baroda the enactments specified in the first schedule hereto annexed, in so far as the 
same may be applicable, and subject to any amendments to which the enaotments are for the 
time being subject in British India. ^ 

Provided, first, that in the enactments as so applied, references to a Local Government, 
the Chief Controlling Revenue Authority or the Chief Revenue Authority shall be read as 
referring to the Resident at llaroda; references to a Secretary to a Local Government as refer¬ 
ring to the First Assistant to the Resident at Baroda, references to a High Court as referring 
to the Court of the Resident at Baroda^ and, except where the context otherwise requires, 
references to British India 01 the territories subject to a Local Government as referring to tho 
said Cantonment of Baroda.

Provided, thirdly, that for the purpose of facilitating the application of tho said onaot- 
ments any Court iu the said Cantonment of Baroda may construe the provisions thereof with 
such alterations, not affecting the substance, as may be necessary or proper to adapt them to 
the matter before the Court. 

II. The notifications of the Government of India in the Foreign Department men¬ 
tioned in the second schedule hereto annexed, are hereby oancelled to the extent not^ 
against each. 

Provided that all civil and criminal prooeedings pending at the date of this notification 
shall be carried on as if this notification had not been issued, but that, save as aforesaid, all 
proceedings commenced, offioers appointed or authorised, jurisdictions or powers conferred or 
coufiiined, notifications published, rules qr bye-laws made, ordem passed and things done under 
any of the enactments specified in the notifications hereby superseded in the said Cantonment 
of Baroda, shall be, as far as may be, deemed to have been respectively oommooced, appointed 
or authorized, conferred or confirmed, published, made, passed and done, under the oerrespond- 
ing enactments specified in this notification.

Raiii£att«ttfiBmu7iortthe seven days ending at 8.1m. on Thursday, 
the 8th Jupe 1911, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 

i» A prclimiiuury adyance of monsoon winds over the centre and west of the Arabian 
Sea was in progress during the early part of the weekj but it did not extend into the Indian 
land area. At the close of t|ie week the circulation round an area of low pressure situated 
over the Arabian Sea was giving winds of the monsoon type, accompanied by somewhat 
heavy rain, along the west coast of the Peninsula. Weather was unsettled in the north* 
west of the Bay towards the end of the week and a tendency to the formation of a 
depression in this area caused rainfall to withdraw from the greater part of northeast 
India. 

a. Temperature was throughout high in the northwest and extreme north, and for the 
most part low over the central parts of the country and the northeast and east of the 
Peninsula. In northeast India it was somewhat above normal in the first part of the week 
and somewhat below in the latter part. An area of marked low temperature was situated 
over the north and east Punjab and the west United Provinces on the 3rd, but this had 
disappeared by the 4th. Weather was cool in Upper Burma in the early part of t{ie 
week and about normal later. 

3. Burma.^RainiaW was nearly general on the 5th and fairly general on other days. 

Northeast India^ including Orissa.-^K few falls were reported each day during 

early part of the week. Rainfall became nearly general in Eastern Bengal and Assam on 
the 4th, and over the whole division on the 5th. S^ubsequently it diminiAed and on tbe 
7th had withdrawn almost completely from Assam.

Review of IrrigafeioD in India in 1909-10. ^ 


Irrigation works in India are divided into two maio classes, vh., major and 
minor works. Major works are sub-dirided into :— 

(o) Productive public works, the capital of which is usually provided 
from borrowed money. 

(b) Protective works, designed as a protection against famine, the capital 
of which is provided from current revenues. 

Capital and revenue accounts arc kept for all major works. 

Minor works are constructed from funds provided also out of the current 
revenues of India and are sub-divided info 

(а) Works for which capital and revenue accounts arc kept. 

(б) Works for which only revenue accounts arc kept. 

( 0 ) Works for which neither capital nor revenue accounts are kept. 

A.— MlJOft WOBKB. 

I.—£roductire Tublic Works. 

2. Productive publidworks are expected to yield sufficient revenue to pay 
their working expenses and the interest on the outlay expended on their construe* 
tion. No project is now sanctioned as a productive public work unless it can be 
shown beyond reasonable doubt tliat on full development it will fulfil these con* 
ditions. But the same standard did not obtain in former years, and thus it has 
happened that several large irrigation works which were financed from borrowed 
capital, are not remunerative. There aro 13 such works, vis., four in Bengal, 
seven in the Deccan and Gujarat, and two in Madras. They aro still retained 
on the list of productive woj^ks, but expenditure against their capital 
account is now charged against the current revenues of Inffia. The total loss on 
those 13 works has exceeded 10} orores. But though they have proved financial 
failures in the ordinary commercial sense, they have been indirectly of great 
value in securing large areas of cultivation against the vicissitudes of the 
seasons. 

3. The remaining works in operation, 40 in number, satisfy produc* 
tive conditions. These works paid collectively 10 36 per cent on their capital 
outlay during the year; while the surplus revenue, after paying interest 
charges, which they had contributed to the general revenues of the oountiy up 
to the end of 1900-10, amounted to 36 crores of rupees against 30| erdres, 
the capital invested on them. The financial results, the area irrigated, and the 
mileage in operation for all productive public wor^ in operation are shown 
separately by provinces in Statements I and IL 

4. The total area irrigated by all the productive public works, including 
branches in Native States of the Punjab, amounted to 14,284,000 acres. Towards 
thin total the Punjab canals ffontributed more than 6 million acres, a larger 
area tiian attained in any other province. The return on capital is also 
highest in the Punjab whore the canals yielded 12*78 per cent. There

iras a marked falling off in the areas irrigated on the Western Jumna, 
7pper Bari l)o:ib, and Sirliind Canals. The decrea|e was due to good tod 
imoly rainfall in the tracts served by these systems, resulting in a diminished 
lemand for canal water; but tlio deficiency was more than counterbalanced by 
ncreasea in the Lower Chenab, Lower Jhekim and Sidhnai systems. The 
Lower Chenab canal irrigated 2,212,699 acres ande earned a gross revenue ot 
Lis. 1,01,84,431. 1 lieso figures are respectively 11 and 20 per cent in excess of 
the previous record for this canal; and this is the first time in the history of 
irrigation in India in which a single canal has irrigated in one year more than 
two million acres, anti earned a gross revenue of more than a crore of rupees. 
Taking the productive works in the Punjab as a whole there was an improvement 
on the result^ recorded in the review for 1908-09. During the past two years the 
working expenses of the Indus inundation canals have exceeded the gross 
revenue, wdth the result that the profit earned by the system is now re¬ 
presented by a minus quantity. The heavy maintenance charges which it 
has been necessary to ia(5ur on these canals are due to serious damage 
caused by floods, and are not necessarily of a recurring nature. ^ 

6. In the United Provinces, the timely and well distributed rainfall in 
both seasons reducctl the demand for canal irrigation; the area irrigated and the 
revenue assessed were consequently less than in the previous year. Rich 
harvests were reaped, which greatly benefited the cultivating community after 
the years of drought and scarcity recently experienced. The supplies in the 
canals were generally equal to the demand. 

6. In Madras the figures relating to the acreage under irrigation do not 
differ materially from those of the lirevious year. There is however a decrease 
of about two lakhs in the net revenue during the year as compared with the 
last. In this Presidency the financial results of the productive works taken as 
a whole are seriously affected by the poor results of the Kurnool-Ouddapah 
canal, the capital cost of whicdi exceeds 2^ crores of rupees while the area 
irrigated during tlie year was 70,130 as compared with 04,686 acres in the 
previous year. The net revenue realised amounted to Rs. 47|42li only, repre¬ 
senting hut 0‘21 per cent on the capital outlay. • 

7. In Sind the rainfall is negligible and cultivators arc therefore obliged to 
depend entirely upon canal irrigation. The canals, being of the inundation class, 
are in turn dependent upon the height and duration of the floods in the Indus 
during the irrigating season. The year under review was a prosjierous one for 
the cultivators, although the area of irrigation was somewhat less than that 
attained in the previovis year, llico is a favourite crop when water is plentiful 
and the year being one of good inundation, the area of rice crop cxOceded the 
combined area of the standard fond grains, m::., Juari and BajH, The net 
revenue realised exceeded that of the previous year by nearly a lakh of rupees. 

Bombay (Deccan and Gujarat) rice irrigation is largely carried 
out by the people without the aid of Government works, and the canal 
works are limited in scope in comparison u ith tlioso of other provinces. The 
area irrigated in the period covered by this review amounted to 61,672 acres as 
compared with 37,J^14 acres in the previous year. As stated in paragraph 2 
above, the works arc not remunerative. 

9. In Bengal, the Hijili Tidal Canal is used purely for navigation 
purposes; the throe other canals, viz.y the Oriss.!, tlie Midnaporo and the Bone, 
are also so utilised, but they are primarily intended for irrigation. The gross 
revenue slightly exceeded that of the previous year, although there was a slight 
defect in the acreage under irrigation. The decrease occurred chiolly on the Bono 
canals, owing to a smaller area irrigated in the rabi season. The* increase in 
gross revenue w'as nearly equally divided between navigation and irrigation, the 
higher irrigation receipts being duo to the large a|ea of rabi irrigated from the 
Bone canals in the preceding year. Although these works do not fulfil produc¬ 
tive conditions, there is no doubt about their indirect value, considering that 
the estimated valuo of crops raised on the area irrigated by them in the year 
under review amounted to nearly four crores of rupees, a sum which is about 
two-thirds of their total capital cost. 
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10. Both ia Banoa and in the Nortb^Weet Frontier Froyinoo the inigated 
area exceeded 200,000 aore^ 

11. The importance of productive public works may be gauged roughly by 
the value of the orops which are produced by their agency. In the year under 
review the estimated value of the orops irrigated by productive public works 
amounted to about 61^ orores of rupees, exoeeditm the capital cost incurred on 
them by more than 9 crores. 'With the compktion of the important works 
now under construction, vj*.,'the Upper Jholum, Up;^r Ohenab and Lower 
Bari Doab canals in the Punjab, the Upper Swat Biver canal in the North* 
West Frontier Province, the Nagavalli River project in Madras, the Mdn and 
Ye-u Canals in Burma and the Asola Mondhn tank in the Oentml Provinces, 
considerable additional areas will bo brought under cultivation. 

II.—TroteoHve Worka. 

12. There were in operation in the year under review 20 protective works 
which together iriigated a total of S06,0d7 acres. The majority are small tank 
works sit uated in tho Central Provinces, where irrigation is still in an early stage 
of development. The works in the Central Provinces were sanctioned as expe¬ 
rimental works, in accordance witli the recommendations of the Irrigation 
Commission, to test how far the people were willing to resort to irrigation for 
the maturing of their crops and what water rates they were prepared to pay. 
The results obtained are very gratilying aud show that the people are beginning 
to realise the greit advantages of irrigation. In the year 1908-09 the rainfall 
there was above the average while in the year under review it was ‘dedcient. 
The area irrigated in the Contial Piovinces during 1909-10 was 24,717 acres 
against 25,113 acres in the previous year. Tho average water rate paid during 
tlifl year on these works wus Rs. 1-50 per acre. Particulars of all protective 
woria arc given in Statoiuents IV, V and VI. 

B.— Minoh Works. 

HI — Works for lohich capital and revenue acoounU are lept, 

13. There were ninety-four works so classed in 1!’09-10, the majority of 
which are in Bombay and Malras. Seven are purely navigation works. 

Tho net revenue paid by works of this category during the year under 
review amounted to Rs 29,21,3 ‘j 7 (excluding navigation eanals) or a return 
of 7‘9!) per cent on the oapitil outlay, against 7 95 per cent in tho previous 
year. Nearly all tho minor works hi Sind return exci'ptionally high percentages; 
but as some largo projects, with which it is intended to amalgamate them are 
under consideration, their transfer to major works has been postponed for the 
present. 

Excluding tho aroa shown under Burma, vh., 452,f 58 acres, which is not 
under irrigation, but rcprcbonts the area of cultivation on lands reclaimed by 
river flood embankments, the area irrigated by minor irrigation works daring 
1909-10 was 1,427.133 acres against 1,611,098 acres in the previous year. 

Statements VII and VIII give particulars of individual works. 

0 

IP.— Works for tehioh only revenue accounts are kept. 

14. There are numerous minor works for which separate capital accounts 
are not kept, either because they are not sulBciently important, or because, 
having been constructed by the former rulers of the country, tiieir capital 
cost is not known. For such works only revenue accounts are kept; they are 
credited with a sharo of tho lau4 revenue depending on their maintenance, and 
are debited with all expenditure incurred on construction,' extension, improve¬ 
ments mhintenanoe. Particulars for the year 1909-10 are shown in State¬ 
ment X. 
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F,—Works for tehioh neithsr oopiM nor reoenno nooounfs are kept. 

16. There is a third important class of minor works, chiefly ezistiaK in the 
Madras Presidency, for which neither capital nor revenue accounts are kept. 
The Madras works include over 28,000 tanks and 6,000 imgation ehannels, the 
improvements and repairs of which are executed by the Public Works Depart* 
ment, or, in the case of the smaller works, by eivil ofiBoers. The areas irr^fated 
by these small works in 1909-10 aggregated 3,886,233 acres, (or about the 
same area irrigated by all the major works in the Presidency taken to* 
gether), compared with 8,827,833 acres in 1908>09. 

16. The following table summarises the results of irrigation works for all 
India during 1909*10 in comparison with those of the two previous years: —

II.— Notices to be furnished. 

2. When a mine, seam or vein has been abandoned for more than one 
month, or the working thereof^ discontinued for more than two months, the 
owner of the mine, seam or vein shall within seven days after the expiry of 
such period send notice to the Chief Inspector of Mines specifying the name 
and situation of the mine, the name of the owner and the date and cause of 
abandonment or discontinuance. 

3. When a mine, seam or vein is re-opened after abandonment or discon¬ 
tinuance, the owner shall send notice to the Chief Inspector of Mines within one 
month^fter the date of re-opening.

8. When an accident occurs in or about a mine causing loss of life or 
serious bodily injury, or when an accidental explosion occurs in a mine, the 
owner, agent or manager of the mine shall within twenty-four hours of the 
occurrence of such accident, give notice of the accident to the Chief Inspector 
of Mines by despatching to the Magistrate of the district or to the Sub- 
divisional Magistrate, for transmission to the Chief Inspector of Mines, a notice 
in form V in the schedule hereto annexed. 

Explanation .—An injury is said to be serious which involves or will in all 
probability involve the loss of or permanent injury to any limb, or to the sight 
or hearing, or fracture of any limb, or enforced absence from work for tw'enty 
days, or which is declared by any medical officer to be serious.

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Part II. 

Rules applicable to Coal Mines, • 

' , I. —Single Shafts and Outlets. . 

■ 

I, (fl) The owner, agent or jnanager of a mine shall not employ any person 
m the mine, or permit any person to be in the mine for the purpose of employ¬ 
ment therein, unless there are at least two shafts or outlets with which every 
seam for the time being at work shall have a communication, so that such shafts 
or outlets shall afford separate means of ingress and egress available to the 
persons employed in every such seam. 

(A) Proper arrangements shall be made for persons to descend to and ascend 
from the mine at each of such shafts or outlets. If apparatus is necessary, It 
shall be kept on the works belonging to the mine, and shall be constantly 
available for use. 

Such shafts or outlets shall not at any point be nearer to one another 
than 45 feet, and each shall be connected with the other by means of a com¬ 
munication not less than 4 feet high and 4 feet wide. 

(rf) The foregoing provisions of this rule with respect to shafts and outlets 
shall not apply— 

(i) while a shaft is being sunk or an outlet being made ; 

(ii) to any working for the purpose of making a communication between 

two or more shafts or outlets; 

(iii) to any working for the sole purpose of searching for or proving 

mineral; 

so long as not more than 40 persons are employed below ground at any one 
time in the whole of the different seams in connection with a single shaft or 
outlet. 

{e) In cases where there are .special difficulticr; which make compliance 
with the foregoing provisions of this rule not reasonably practicable, the mine 
may be exempted therefrom by the Local Government, subject to such condi¬ 
tions as it may think fit to impose. 

(/) So much of this rule as requires two shafts or outlets to be separated 
by a distance of not less than 45 feet shall not apply to any shafts sunk or com¬ 
menced to be sunk before this rule comes into force. 

II.— Raising and Lowering Persons. 


2. In every mine which is usually entered by means of machinery the 
following provisions shall have effect, namely :— 

(/I) A single linked chain shall not be used for lowering or raising persons 
in any working shaft or plane, except for the short coupling chain 
attached to a cage, skip, bucket or tub, 

( 4 ) There shall be attached to every machine worked by steam or 
mechaniejal power, and used for lowering or raising per.snns, an 

^ adequate brake or brakes, and a proper indicator (in addition to 
any mark on the rope) showing, to the person who works the 
machine, the position of the cage, skip, bucket or tub in the shaft; 
and, it the drum is not on the crank shaft, there shall be an 
adequate brake on the drum shaft: 

Provided that in the case of a shaft not exceerJing 100 feet in depth or of 
a shaft in course of sinking so much of this rule as requires an 
indicator shall not apply. 

{c) Ev^y apparatus on or in which persons ride in every working shaft, 
snail be provided with a sufficient cover overhead, except in a 
shaft not exceeding 150 feet In depth whure buckets arc used for 
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winding or in a shaft in course of sinking, or where persons are 
employed at work in a shaft. 

(d) Every working shaft used for the purpose of drawing mineral, or for 

lowering or raising persons, shall, if exceeding 150 feet in depth, 
be provided with proper means of communicating distinct and 
definite signals from the bottom of the shaft, and from every 
entrance for the time being in us^ between the surface and the 
bottom of the shaft, to the surface, and except in the case of a 
shaft in course of sinking, from the surface to the toitom of the 
shaft and to every entrance for the time being in use between the 
surface and the bottom of the shaft. 

(e) Every working shaft (except a shaft in course of sinking) used for 

, lowering or raising persons shall, if exceeding lOo feet in depth, 

be provided with guides. 

(f) There shall be on the drum of every machine used for lowering or 

raising persons such flanges or horns or other appliances as may 
be sufficient to prevent the rope from slipping. The rope shall 
be securely fastened to the drum, and there shall be at least two 
turns of the rope on the drum, when the cage, skip, bucket or 
tub is at the bottom of the shaft. After any stoppage of wind¬ 
ing for more than two hours, the cage, skip, bucket or tub shall, 
before any person is allowed to ride therein, be run a complete 
trip up and down the working portion of the shaft at least once, 
to ensure that everything is in good working order. 

(g) A competent person or persons appointed by the owner, agent or 

manager for the purpose shall, once at least in every 24 hours, 
examine the state of the external parts of the machinery and of 
the head-gear, ropes, chains, and other similar appliances of the 
mine w'hich are in actual use both above ground and below 
ground, and shall, once at least in every week, examine the state 
of the shafts by which persons ascend or descend and the state 
of the guides and the conductors in the shafts, and shall without 
delay write or cause to be written a true report of the result of 
such examination ; and every such report shall be recorded in a 
paged book to be kept at the mine for the purpose, and shall be 
signed and dated by the person who made the examination. 

III.— Roads and Working Places^ 

3. The roofs and sides of all travelling roads hnd working places shall be 

made and kept secure. . 

4. (a) Every part of a mine in or through which any person has to work 
or pas^. shall be inspected at least once during every twenty-four hours by a 
competent person or persons appointed by the owner, agent, or manager for the 
purpose of ascertaining the condition thereof so far as the presence of gas, 
vcniilation, roof, sides, and general safety are concerned. 

Provided that w^hen a mine has been unworked for more than twenty-four 
hours, the inspection shall be made within two hours before any workman is 
allowed to pass a station or stations appointed by the manager at the entrance 
to the mine or different parts of the mine, as the case may Vequire. 

( 4 ) Every person who makes such inspection shall without delay write or 
cause to be written a true report of the result of such inspection either during or 
at the close of such twenty-four hours, and every such report shall be recorded 
in a paged book to be kept at the mine for the purpose, and shall be signed a!id 
dated by the person who made the inspection. 

5. If at any time it is found by the person for the time being in charge 
of a mine or any part thereof that, by reason of inflammable gases prevailing 
in the mine or part or of any cause whatevei;, the mine or part is dangerous, 
eveiy workman shall be withdrawn from the mine or part, a competent 
person appointed for the purpose shall inspect the mine or part, and, if the 
da’^ger arises from inflammable gas, shall do*so with a locked safety-lamp, and 
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in every case shall make a true report of the obndition of the mine or part; 
and no workman shall, except in so far as is necessary for enqi^ring into 
the cause of danger, or for the removal thereof, or for exploration, be readmitted 
into the mine or part, until the same is stated by the person appointed as 
aforesaid not to be dangerous. Every such report shall be recorded without 
delav in a paged book, which shall be kept at the mine for the purpose,* and 
^hall be dated and signed by the!* person who made )he inspection. 

6. Where a place is likely to contain a dangerous accumulation of water, 
the working approaching that place shall not at any point within 100 feet 
thereof exceed 8 feet in width or height, and there shall be constantly kept 
at a sufficient distance, not being less than 10 feet in advance, at least one 
bore-hole near the centre of the working, and sufficient bore-holes on each side, 
and w^here necessary, above or below. 

7. Every entrance to any place, which is not in actual use or course of 
working and extension, shall be properly fenced across the whole width of 
the entrance, so as to prevent persons inadvertently entering the same. 

8. Every underground plane on which persons travel and which is self¬ 
acting or worked by an engine, shall be provided (if exceeding 100 feet in 
length) ^Yith some proper means of communicating distinct and definite signals 
between the stopping places and the ends of the plane, and shall be provided 
in every case with sufficient manholes for places of refuge, occurring at inter¬ 
vals of not more than 60 feet, and being not less than 4 feet in heiglu, 2 feet 
3 inches in width, and 2 feet in depth. 

IV.— Plans. 

9. The owner, agent, or manager of every mine shall keep in the office at 
the mine an accurate plan of the wwkings of the mine, on a scale not smaller 
than 200 feet to the inch, showing the workings up to a date not more than 
six months previously. It shall also show the shaft openings, and all those 
important surface marks within the boundaries, such as railways, which lie 
within 600 feet of any part of the mine workings, also the general direction 
and rate of dip of the strata, together with a statement of the depth of each 
shaft and a section of the seam or seams being worked: 

Provided that the owner, agent or manager of a mine worked in the open 
and not under cover shall be exempt from the necessity of keeping such plans, 
unless required to do so by the Chief Inspector of Mines. 

10. The owner, agent, or manager of every mine shall, at any time on the 
request of the Chief Inspector of Mines or of any Inspector of Mines, produce 
to hint at the office at the mine such plan and section, and also, on the like 
request, mark on such plan and section the then state of the workings of the 
mine; and the Chief Inspector or Inspector shall be entitled to examine the 
plan and the section, and for official purposes to make or have a copy made of 
any part thereof, respectively. 

11. If the owner, agent, or manager of a mine fails to keep, or wilfully 
refuses to produce or allow to be examined, the plan and section aforesaid, or 
wilfully withholds any portion thereof, or wilfully refuses on request to mark 
thereon the state of the wwkings of the mine, or conceals any part of these 
workings, or produces any imperfect or inaccurate plan or section, he shall 
(unless shows that he was ignorant of the concealment, imperfection or 
inaccuracy) be guilty ot an offence against these rules. 

12. When a mine or seam is abandoned or the working thereof has been 
discontinued for more than a year, the owner of the mine or seam shall, within 
three months after the abandonment or within fifteen months after the discontin¬ 
uance of working, send to the Chief Inspector of Mines the plan and sections 
which have been made for the mine or seam in compliance with these rules and 
showing the nearest surface boundaries in relation to the under-ground w^orkings, 
or a true and accurate copy of the same ; but no person except an Inspector of 
Mines shall be ffltitled, without the consent of the owner of the mine or seam, to 
see the plan when so sent until after the expiration of twelve years from the 
time of the abandonment. 
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V.— Explosives, 


13. No explosive substance shall be used below ground in a mine except 
under the following conditions, namely:— 

{a) It sh^ll not be stored in the mine. ^ 

* {b) It shall not be taken into the mine except in secure cases or canisr, 
ters, containing not more than five pounds each, and a workmarv 
shall not have fn use or keep for use at one time in any one place* 
more than one of such cases or canisters; 

Provided that the Chief Inspector may, in special cases and by 
order in writing, permit, subject to such limitations as he may 
prescribe, the use at one time in one place of more than one of 
, such cases or canisters. 

(c) In the process of charging or stemming for blasting, no person shall 
use or have in his possession any iron or steel pricker, scraper, 
tarnping-rod, or stemmer, and only clay or other non-inflammable 
substances shall be used for tamping or stemming. 

{d) When a hole has been charged, the explosive shall not be unrammed, 
and no hole shall be bored at a distance of less than 12 inches, 
from any hole where a charge has missed fire. 

(e) No detonator shall be carried or kept in the same case or canister 
with any other explosive material, or inserted into the priming 
cartridge until immediately before it is used. 

(/) No explosive shall be forcibly pressed into a hole of insufficient 
size. 

{g) In any place which is dry and dusty, or in which the use of a locked 
safety-lump is for the time being required by or in pursuance 
of these rules, no shot shall be fired, except by and under the . 
direction of a competent person appointed by the manager of the 
mine. 

VI.—Ventilation and Lighting. 

14. An adequate arnoimt of ventilation shall be constantly produced in 
every mine to dilute and render harmless smoke and noxious gases to such an 
extent that the working places of the shafts, levels, and workings of the mine^ 
and the travelling roads to and from these working places shall be in a fit state 
tor working and pcassing therein. 

15. No lamp cr light other than a locked safety-lamp shall be allowed’ or 

used— ... . 

(ff) in any place in a mine in which there is or is likely to be any such 
quantity of inflammable gas as to render the use of naked lights 
dangerous; or 

{{}) in any working approaching near a place in which there is likely to 
be an accumulation of inflammable gas; 

and when it is necessary to work the coal in any part of a ventilating district 
with safety-lamps, it shall not be allowable to work the coal with naked lights 
in another part of the same ventilating district situated between the place where 
such lamps are being used and the return airway. 

Explanation, —For the purposes of this rule, the expression ventilating 
district'' means such part of a seam as has an independent intake cori^mencing 
from a main intake air course, and an independent return airway terminating at a 
main return air course. 

16. Whenever safety-lamps are used, they shall be so constructed that 
they may be carried with safety against the air current ordinarily prevailing in 
the mine. 

17. In any mine or part of a mine in which the use of safety-lamps is 

for the time being required by or in pursuance of these rules, the following 
provisions shall have effect, namely :— ♦ 

(<2) A competent person shall be appointed by the manager to clean, 
trim, examine, and securely lock all such lamps before they are 
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taken into the workings for use, and such lamps shall not be used 
until they have been so examined and found lo be in safe working 
order and securely locked. 


( 4 ) No safety-lamp shall be unlocked except at th^ appointed lanip 
station, or for the purpose of firing a shot. 

(c) No person, unless l\e has been authorised in writing by the manager 
either for the purpose of examining safety-lamps or for the purpose 
of firing shots, shall have in his possession any contrivance for 
opening the lock of a safety-lamp. 

Explanation. —For the purposes of this rule the ternj manager includes 
an under-manager and any person for the time being carrying oa 
the duties of the manager. , 

(rf) No person shall have in his possession any unlocked safety-lamp, 
naked light, match, smoking apparatus or apparatus of any kind 
for striking a light, except within a completely closed chamber 
attached to the fuse of the shot. 

18 Where the use of safety-lamps is for the time being required by or in 
pursuance of these rules, the position of the lamp stations for lighting or relight¬ 
ing the lamps shall not be in the return air. 

VII.— Miscellaneous. 

19. Every side entrance to a mine from the surface and the top, and all 
entrances between the top and the bottom including the sump (if any) of every 
working ventilating, or pumping shaft, shall be properly fenced : but this shall 
not be taken to forbid the temporary removal of the fence for the purpose of 
repairs or other operations, if proper precautions are used. Shafts lemporarily 
or permanently out of use shall be properly fenced. 

20. Every fly wheel and all exposed and dangerous parts of the machinery 
used in or about a mine shall be kept securely fenced. 

21. Where no enactment for the regulation and inspection of steam-boilers 
and prime-movers is for the time being in force, every steam-boiler, whether 
separate or one of range, shall have attached to it a propci safety-valve, and 
also a proper steam-gauge'and water gauge to sliow respectively the pressure 
of steam and the height of water in each boiler. 

22. Ambulances or stretchers with splints and bandages sliall be kept 
ready at hand in a convenieift place and in good and serviceable order at every 
mine. 

23. Copies of all rules made under the Indian Mines Act, 1901, as applied 
to Berar, shall be kept at every mine, and shall be produced at any time on the 
request of an Inspector of Mines. 

24. Where the natural strata are not safe, every working or pumping shaft 
shall be securely cased, lined, or otherwise made secure. 

25. If in any mine the winding apparatus is not provided with some 
automatic contrivance to prevent oyer-winding, then the cage, skio, bucket or 
tub shall not, when persons are being raised in it, be wound up ar a .speed 
excee®ng three miles an hour after it has reached a point in the sliaft; to be 
fixed by the special rules made for the mine under section 21 of the Indian 
Mines Act, 1901, as applied to Berar. 

26. Where any person required by these rules, or by any special rule 
made under section 21 of the Indian Mines Act, 1901, as applied to Berar, 
to make any report is unable to write, he shall be present when liis report is 
written lor him, and shall have it read over to him, and shall attach his ihunib- 
mark to it. The person writing the report shall also sign his name at the end, 
together with a,stalement that it has been read over to the person for whom it 
was written. 


4 
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VIIL— Rules regarding certificates, the conditions on which 

THEY are granted, AND THE QUALIFICATIONS WHICH THE MANAGERS 
OF THE VARIOUS CLASSES OF MINES MUST POSSESS. 


27. For the* purposes of rules 28 to 54, every system of underground 
workings interconnected in such a manner that communication is practicable 
from any one part of the system to any other,part by means of underground 
channels shall be deemed to constitute a mine. If access from one system of • 
underground workings to another such system is not practicable without coming 
to the. surface of the ground, each such system shall be deemed to constitute a 
separate mine. 

28. There shall be constituted a Board of Examiners for the purposes of 
these rules, which shall consist of the Chief Inspector of Mines for the time 
bemg, and of two other persons possessing technical qualifications fitting them 
to serve on the Board. One of these persons shall be the owner or manager of 
a mine, the other shall be a mining engineer. They shall be appointed by the 
Governor General in Council for a term of three years : 

Provided that on ihe expiry of any term for which he has been appointed, any 
such person shall be eligible for re-appointment. Each such person shall receive 
such remuneration as the Governor General in Council may fix. The Chief 
Inspector of Mines shall be, ex-officio^ President of the Board. 

29. Certificates under these rules shall be granted by the Board of Examiners, 
and their decision regarding the grant of such certificates shall be final. 
Certificates granted by the Board shall hold good throughout Berar and shall be 
of two kinds, namely, certificates of competency and certificates of service, and 
of two classes of each kind, namely, first and second class. 

30. Certificates of competency shall be granted to candidates after such 
examination as the Board of Examiners may from time to ^time prescribe. The 
examinations shall be held at such times, and at such centres, as may from time 
to time be fixed by the Board, and shall be conducted by local examiners, who 
shall be appointed by the Board. The local examiners as appointed shall be 
subject to the orders of the Board in respect of all matters relative to the conduct 
of the examinations, and they shall receive such remuneration as the Board with 
the sanction ol the Governor General in Council may fix. The Board may from 
time to time make regulations as to the conduct of such examinations; and they 
shall, so far as this is practicable, take steps, that the standard of knowledge 
which a candidate must attain before he obtains a certificate of competency of 
any particular class shall be the same as in British India. 

Every regulation made by the Board under this rule shall be published in the % 
local official gazette, no such regulations shall take effect until six months from 
the date on which it was first so published. 

^,31. Full information regarding the date and place of each e^camination 
shall be published, under the orders of the Board of Examiners, in each issue 
of the local official Gazette, and in such other publications as the Board may 
consider desirable, for a period of not less than three months prior to the date 
fixed therefor. 

32. No person shall be admitted as a candidate at any examination for a 

first class certificate of competency unless he has attained the age of 23 years, 
and has satisfied the Board of Examiners that he has had practical experience in 
a coal mine for a period of not less than five years: 0 

Provided that this period shall be reduced to four years, and may, if the 
Board of Examiners think fit, be further reduced to three years, in the case of a 
candidate who h'hs received a diploma in scientific and mining training after a 
course of study of at least two years at an educational institution approved in 
this behalf by the Governor General in Council, or who has taken a degree in 
scientific and mining subjects at a University approved in this behalf by the 
Governor General in Council. 

33. No person shall be admitted as a candidate at any examinatidh for a 
second class certificate of competency unless be has attained the age of 21 years^ 
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and satisfied Ute Board of Examiners that he has had practical experience in 
a coal mine for a period of not less than three years : 


Provided that this period shall be reduced to two years, and may, if the 
Board of Examiners think fit, be further reduced to one year, in the case of a 
candidate who hiis received a diploma in scientific and mining Uraining after a 
course of study of at least two years at an educational institution approved in 
ibis behalf by the Governor General in Council, or who has taken a degree in 
scientific and mining subjects at a University approved in this behalf by the 
Governor General in Council. 

34. A fee of Rs. [5 shall be paid by every candidate attending an examina¬ 
tion for a first class certificate ot competency and a fee of Rs. 8 shall be paid by 
every candidate attending an examination for a second class certificate of com¬ 
petency. 

These fees shall be paid,' not less than one month prior to the date of the 
examination, to the Chief Inspector of Mines at his office.* 

35. The Board of Examiners may grant without examination to any person 
holding a first or second class certificate granted under any Act for the regula¬ 
tion of mines for the time being in force in the United Kingdom, or in any 
British Colony, a certificate of a similar class under these rules. They may also 
grant to any person holding a certificate of proficiency in mining, if approved by 
them, a certificate under these rules, of the first or second class, if they are satis¬ 
fied that the applicant possesses sufficient knowledge and experience to warrant 
them in doing so: 

Provided that the applicant has in every such case adduced proof to the 
satisfaction of the Board of his identity and good character. 

A* fee of Rs. 5 shall be charged in respect of all applications for certificates 
to be issued under this rule. The fee shall be paid'to the Chief Inspector of 
Mines, and the application for the grant of a cerlificate shall not be considered 
by the Board until the Chief Inspector of Mines certifies that the fee chargeable 
has been paid. 

36. A first class certificate of service may be granted by the Board of Examin¬ 
ers to any person who satisfies them that he has acted for at least five years 
prior to the dale fixed in rule 48 as the manager of a coal mine in India, in which 
during the time he has so acted as manager, more than 150 persons have on an 
average been employed below ground simultaneously, or the average output of 
which has exceeded 1,800 tons of coal a month : 

Provided that the said period of five years may be reduced to three, at the 
discretion of the Board of Examiners, in the case of any such certificate which 
may be applied for before the day of 191—. (Two years 

from the date of the notification publishing these rules.) 

37. A second class certificate of service may be granted by the Board of 
Examiners to any person who satisfies them that he has acted for at least three 
years prior to the date fixed in rule 48 below, as the manager of a coal mine in 
India in which, during the time he has so acted as manager, more than 50 
persons were on an average employed underground simultaneously or the average 
output of which exceeded 600 tons of coal a month. 

38. Notwithstanding anything in rule 36 or 37, a certificate of service of 
either class may be granted by the Board of Examiners at their sole discre¬ 
tion to jny person who is, in their opinion, possessed of sufficient knowledge and 
experience to warrant them in granting such a certificate, 

39. All applications for certificates of service shall be addressed to the Chief 
Inspector of Mines and shall state the name, age, place of birth, and place of 
employment of the applicant. The length and character of the mining experi¬ 
ence possessed by the applicant shall also be detailed, and this statement sliall 

. be supported by the production of such documents as the applicant may be in a 
position to furnish. 

40. A fee of Rs. 5 shall be paid in respect of each application for a certi¬ 
ficate of servic^of either class. This fee shall be paid to the Chief Inspector 
of Mines at his office.* 


NcT8.-!-Thefces may be remised by Money Order or paid in any other manner. 
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4!. Permits authorising particular persons to hold charge as managers of 
mines of the class described in rule 47 may be granted by the Chief Inspector 
of Mind&, at his sole discretion. Such permits shall be signed by the Chief 
Inspector of Mines, and shall remain in force for such period, not exceeding one 
year, as he itiay specify therein. A permit may be canceHed at any time by 
the Chief Inspector of Mines without assigning any reason for his action, and 
such order shall be final. The Chief Inspector, of Mines may renew any permit 
for a further period not exceeding one year after the expiry of the period for 
which the permit was originally granted. 

42. .A register, showing the names and addresses of all holders of certificates 
or permits issued under these rules, shall be maintained in the office of the Chief 
Inspector of Mines. 

' 43. If any person proves to the satisfaction of the Board of Examiners 

that he has, without any fault on his part, lost or been deprived of a certificate 
granted to him under these rules, otherwise than in accordance with any order 
made under rule 44, the Board of Examiners may, upon such terms and condi¬ 
tions as they may determine, cause a copy of the certificate to which the appli¬ 
cant appears by the register to be entitled, to be delivered to him. The word 
“ Duplicate ” shall be stamped across every such copy, and a fee of Rs. 2, whi9h 
shall be payable in advance, to the Chief Inspector of Mines at his office, shall 
be charged for it. 

44. If at any time a representation is made by the Chief Inspector of Mines 
to the Local Government that the holder of a certificate granted under these 
rules has been guiliy of misconduct or incompetency in the discharge of his duties 
or has been convicted of an offence under the Indian Mines Act, 1901,^ or the 
rules made under that A9t, punishable with fine which may extend to Rs. 500, or 
with imprisonment which may extend to three months, the Local Government 
may cause an inquiry to be made into the matter; and with respect to such 
inquiry the following provisions shall have effect, namely; 

(a) The inquiry shall be public, and shall be held at such place as the 
Local Government may appoint, and by such person or uneven 
number of persons as it may direct (hereinafter referred to as 

. “ the Court ”), either alone or with the assistance of any assessor 

or assessors named by the Local Government. Such assessors 
shall be practical mining engineers or persons with a knowledge 
of the practical working of mines. The functions of the assessors 
shall be purely advisory and they shall not be regarded as mem¬ 
bers of the Court, 

(4) The Local Government shall, before the commencement of the 
inquiry, furnish the person whose conduct is under inquiry, with 
* a copy of the representation on which the inquiry is instituted. 

(c) The Local Government may appoint any person to undertake the 
management of the case. 

(t/) The person whose conduct is underjinquiry may attend the inquiry, 
and may either conduct his case personally or be represented by 
any other person approved by the Court. 

(e) If a majority of the persons constituting the Court think^ fit, the 
person whose conduct is under inquiry may be required to deliver 
up his certificate at any time before or during the inquiry and such 
person shall be bound to comply with such requisition, unless he 
shows sufficient cause to the contrary. 

, (/) 1 he Court shall, on the'conclusion of the inquiry, send to the Local 

Government a report containing a full statement of the case 
together with its opinion thereon and such account of or extracts 
from the evidence as it may think fit; and, if it considers that 
the certificate in question should be cancelled ^or suspended, it 
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shall add a recommendation to that effect. In the event of the 
' members of the Court disagreeing in their opinion or Recommenda¬ 
tions, the dissentient or dissentients from the opinion of the 
majority may forward a separate report to the ’Local Government 
with a statement of their recommendations. 

(g) After considering* the report or reports and recommendation or 
recommendations (if any) submitted under clause (/), the Local 
Government may cancel or suspend the certificate and, if it does 
so, the fact of such cancellation or suspension shall, if the certi¬ 
ficate IS produced, be endorsed upon it, and, if it is not produced 
or if at any time a duplicate has been granted under^ rule 43, be 
notified in the Gazette of India and in the local official Gazette. 

45. Save as provided in rules 49 and 50, no person shall act as manager 

of a mine in which more than 150 persons are on an average emplcwed unaer- 

ground simultaneously, or the average output of which exceeds 1,000 tons a 
month, unless he holds a first class certificate granted under these rules, 

. 46. Save as provided in rules 49 and 50, no person shall act as manager 

of a mine in which more than 50 or less than 150 persons are on an average 

employed underground simultaneously, or the average output of which exceeds 
600 tons and does not exceed 1,800 tons a month unless he holds a first or 
second class certificate granted under these rules. 

47. Save as provided in rules 49 and So, no person shall act as the manager 
of a* mine in which not more than 50 persons are on an average employed under¬ 
ground simultaneously, or the average output of which does not exceed 600 tons 
a month, unless he is the holder of a first or second class certificate, or of a 
permit, granted under these rules. If the Chief Inspector of Mines should by 
written order so require, no person shall act as the manager of such a mine 
unless he is the holder of a first or second class certificate granted under these 
rules. 

48. Rules 45 to 47 shall not come into force until the day of . 

191—. (Six months from the date of the notification publishing these rules.) 

49. Notwithstanding anything in rules 45 to 47, the Chief Inspector of 
Mines may authorise any person, whom he may consider competent, to act as 
manager of any mine for a specified period, whether that person does or does 
not hold ^ny certificate or permit unaer these rules. The Chief Inspector of 
Mines may revoke such an authority at any time, without giving any reason 
for his action and at his sole discretion, and such order shall be final. 

1^0. Notwithstanding anything in the preceding rules, the owner, agent, or 
manager of a mine may, in emergent cases, authorise any person whom he may 
consider competent to act as manager of the mine which he owns, or for which 
he is agent or manager : 

Provided that no such authority shall extend for a period in excess of 
four weeks, and that the owner, agent or manager shall send to the Chief In¬ 
spect^ of Mines, with the least possible delay, a written notice intimating that 
such an appointment has been made, and stating the emergent nature of the 
circumstances. The Chief Inspector of Mines may revoke any authority so 
granted, and such order shall be final. 

51. Save as provided in rule 52 no person shall act as manager of more 

than one mine. • 

52. Managers holding first or second class certificates may, at the discre¬ 
tion of the Chief Inspector of Mines, be allowed to manage more than one mine, 
if the Chief Inspector is of opinion that the mines supervised by them are near 
enough to one another to permit of effective supervision being exercised, and 
that an adequate subordinate supervising staff is maintained at such mines. 
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? 3. {a) The owner, agent, or manager of every mine shall supply the 
Inspector of Mines, within one month from the date on which these rules 
come into force, with the following information, namely :— 

(i) The full name and address of each manager; (2) the number and 
class of the certificates held by them ; (3) the name of the mines 
or particulars sufficjent to identify thfe portions of the minesi in 
the charge of each such manager. 

( 4 ) All changes in the addresses of such managers, and all new appoint¬ 
ments, shall be reported within one month to the Chief Inspector of Mines. The 
information referred to in sub-clause (a) above shall also be supplied in writing 
by the owner, agent, or manager to the Chief Inspector of Mines in respect of 
all neW appointments which may subsequently be made. 

54. Save as provided in rules 41, 49 and 50 an appeal may be referred to 
the Mining Board in respect of any order passed by the Chief Inspector of 
Mines in virtue of the powers conferred on him by these rules, and the order 
of the Mining Board thereon shall be final. If no Mining Board has been 
constituted, the appeal shall lie to the Local Government, and the order by the 
Local Government thereon shall be final. 


No. 800 -/. 5 —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 29 of the Indian 
Mines Act, 1901 (VIII of 1901), as applied to Berar by the notification of the 
Government ot India in the Foreign Department, No. 2100-I.B., dated the 28th 
October 1910, the Governor-General in Council is pleased to exempt from the 
operation of the said Act, throughout Berar, all clay pits and metal, moorum 
and stone quarries, no substantial part of which extends beneath the superjacent 
ground, such pits and quarries being “ mines ** within the definition contained in 
section 3, clause (d ): 

Provided that the exemption hereby conferred shall cease to apply to any 
pit or quarry the further exemption of which the Chief Commissioner may, by 
general or special order, declare to be inexpedient.

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs, on Thursday, 
the 20th April 1911, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. * 


1. The disturbance which formed between the Coromandel coast and the Andamans 
at the beginning of the week developed into a storm of slight or moderate intensity. It 
moved northwards and then northeastwards, and crossed the Arakan coast into Upper 
Burma on the lytli, causing moderate to heavy rain throughout Burma and general rain in 
Eastern Bengal and Assam. A few scattered falls of rain were reported in the south of ‘ 
the Peninsulai the Punjab and the United Provinces. 

2. Temperature fell rapidly in Upper Burma on the i6th and wa.s very largely below 
normal during the remainder of the week. It fell into considerable defect also in northeast 
India on the 19th. 

3. Rainfall began at Diamond Island on the 14th; it extended until the 
17th when moderate to heavy falls were reported throughout Bunnai and then diminished, 
but had dot ceased at the close of the week, heavy rain still occurring along the Arakan 

coast. 


Northeast Indian including Orissa, —On the i6th and i8th fairly general and moder¬ 
ately heavy rainfall occurred in Eastern Bengal and Assam, extending on the 19th into 
southern Bengal. On other days only a few falls were reported in Eastern Bengal and 

Assam. 


The United Provinces^ Central India and the Central Provinces. —A few light or 
moderate falls occurred on the I9tb. ^ 


Northwest lndia,^h few light falls were reported in the extreme north on the 
17th and xgth. * •

Season and Crop Prospects for the.week ending Saturday, 

* 15th April 1911.

Burma. —Light to moderate rain is reported in parts of Lower and Upper Burma. 
The sowing and transplanting of spring rice are advancing and the clearing of hill sides for 
cultivation of autumn rice is proceeding. Harvesting of tobacco and other miscellaneous 
Spring crops continues. Standing crops are satisfactory. The price of rice remains above 
the normal in most places. 

Eastern Beng^al and Assam.—Moderate rain has fallen in the Surma Valley 
and in most parts of the Assam Valley division. In the remainder of the Province there 
was no rain except light and scattered showers at a few stations. More rain is wanted 
lor sowing of jute, autumn rice and winter rice which is in progress. Prospects of standing 
crops are fair. The average price of common rice shows a slight tendency to fall. 
Cattle disease is reported in Dacca, Goal para, Darrang and the Jaintia and Naga Hills. 

Bengfal.—There was no rain duringjthe week except showers in Balasore, Darjeeling 
and Cooch Behar. Planting of Jsugarcane is in progress. Harvesting of spring crops is 
approaching completion. Standing crops are doing well. Preparation of lands for the 
next season’s crops continues but rain is wanted for the purpose in Burdwan, the 24-Par- 
ganas, Jessore, Khulna and Puri. The price of common rice has risen in Nadia, Jessore 
and Khulna and has fallen in Murshidabad, Shahabad and Angul. Cattle disease is report¬ 
ed from Nadia, Jessore, Champaran, Puriiea, the Sonthal Parganas, Sambalpur and from all 
the districts of the Chota Nagpur division except Singhbhum. The fodder and water 
supply is sufficient throughout the Province except in parts of Burdwan, Midnapore and 
the Sonthal parganas. 

United Provinces,—No rain fell during the week. Harvesting of spring crops is 
nearing completion and threshing is everywhere in progress. Sowing of sugarcane and 
weighments of opium continue. Cattle disease is reported from parts of eleven districts 
but agricultural stock is getierally]|in good condition. Supplies and fodder are abundant. 
Prices have risen slightly in four and have fallen in five districts. Elsewhere prices are 
almost stationary, 

Punjab.—Rainfall nil. The condition and prospects of standing crops are good to 
averaj^e. Spring crops are being harvested. Sowings of extra spring and autumn crops 
continue. Harvest operations have been retarded by plague in Ambala. Prices are easy. 
The condition of cattle is generally good. Fodder is sufficient except in Murree, 

North-West Frontier Province. —^The rainfall was 5 cents in Bannu and 3 cents in 
Dora Ismail Khan. Elsewhere no rain fell. The condition of standing crops is average. 
Sowings of extra spring and autumn crops are in progress. Sugarcane planting still 
continues in the Bannu district. Harvesting of the oilseed crops has commencA in the 
Dera Ismail Khan district. The fodder and water-supply is sufficient throughout the 
Province. There is no irrigation from the Paharpur canal in the Dera Ismail Khan district. 
Cattle are generally in good condition except in one village of the Marwat tahsll in the 
Bannu district The public health is generally good. Prices of food grains, except of 
gram, [are fluctuating. Priceswheat i4i to ao, gram 2o|| to 30, maize 18-^ to 20^ and 
bajn 22 \ to 23 seers per rupee. 

Jammu.—Rain slight. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells from#i2 to 19 and maize 
from 18 to 30 seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops is fair. Cattle disease 
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0^ mild tjrpe preyails in tbq Ranbirsinghpura and Kathua tahsils of the Proyince« Fodder 
ia sufficient. 


Ekil^l^r—The weather is bright. Fodder is sufficient but a little dear. There is no 
disease among cattle. Prices are unchangW. • 

Rajputana.-*-Harvesting and threshing of spring crops are in progress. Standing 
• crops are fair to good. Slight damage by insects is reported in parts of Mewir and by 
cold in Nizamat Kothasim of Jaipur. Also a four anna damage in Dungarpur. Cattl^ 
disease is prevalent in one district each of Dungarpur and Banswara. Fodder is sufficient. 
Prices have risen by a seers in Bikaner, 3 seers 14 chataks in Tonk, x seer 5 chataks in 
Bundi, 7 chataks in jhalawar^ 1 seer 4 chataks in Me war and has fallen by i seer in 
Dungarpur and Banswara, 8 chataks in Bharatpur and 5 chataks in Alwar. Elsewhere 
prices are steady or show slight variations. 

Central India. —Rainfall niL The weather is normal. Reaping of spring crops 
is nearing completion and threshing and winnowing have commenced in places. Land is 
under preparation for autumn crops. Cattle disease prevails in Gwalior, Bundelkhand, 
Bhopawar and parts of Rewa. Prices are generally falling in Gwalior, low in Bhopal and 
steady elsewhere. Extraction of opium is in progress but has been completed in Rewa 
and a good yield is expected. 

Central Provinces.— The weather has been clear and hot but the nights and mornings 
are still cool. Reaping, threshing and winnowing of spring crops continue. Fodder and 
water are sufficient and cattle are doing well. Prices are fairly stationary. 

Feudatory Harvesting of spring crops is practically over and threshing and 

winnowing are in progress. The supply of fodder and water is adequate. Prices are 
fairly stationary. 

Bombay.— Slight rain fell during the week in parts of Bijapur and Belgaum. 
Standing spring crops are in good condition. Harvesting of spring crops is progressing 
in parts of Sind, Ahmedabad, Thana, Kanara, Sholapur, Satara, the Karnatak, Baroda, 
Cutch and Savantvadi. Threshing continues in parts of Larkana, Hyderabad, Broach, 
Kanara, the Deccan and Mahi Kantha. Estimates of the outturn are generally fair to 
good. Cotton-picking is progressing in parts of Gujarat, the Karnatak, Baroda, Cutch, 
Rewa Kantha and Kolhapur. Lands are being prepared for the next season in parts of 
Karachi, Hyderabad, Thar and Parkar, Ahmedabad, Kaira, Surat, the Konkan, the Deccan, 
Belgaum, Dharwar, Kathiawar and Kolhapur. The fodder supply is adequate. Agricultural 
stock is deficient in parts of the Deccan and generally in good condition. Water for 
drinking and irrigation is generally adequate. Grain stocks are sufficient. Prices have 
risen in Kanara, East Khandesh, Sholapur and Dharwar, have fallen in Sukkur and 
Laikana and are generally stationary elsewhere. The quantity purchasable per rupee is in 
Sind 3 to 30 per cent, in Gujarat a to 30 per cent, in the Konkan 11 to 25 per cent, in the 
Deccan 15 to 31 per cent and in the Karnatak 23 to 37 per cent less than the normal. 

Hyderabad.— No rain fell during the week. The spring crop is nearly harvested 
in many parts. Late rice is being weeded and irrigated in parts. The crop is fair to good 
but is 50 ||iewhat damaged by insects in parts in the Gulbarga district. The crop is also 
suffering from inadequate water-supply in parts of the Karimnagar and Nalgondah districts. 
Harvesting of the crops has commenced in places. Cattle disease is reported in 3 and 
fodder scarcity in 4 talukas. Prices wheat 7i, coarse rice 7 and juar 13I seers per 
rupee. W\l\Xa juar is selling at 11 seers per rupee in Hyderabad City and yellow 
at 12. The highest price in districts is 9 seers in Warangal and the lowest 24 seers in 
Mahbubnagar. ^ 

Mysore.--Slight rain fell in Bangalore, Kolar, Tumkur and Mysore. Prices of food 
grains are generally steady. Markets are well supplied. The outturn of the harvests and 
prospects of the season are good. Cattle are healthy. Water and fodder are available.

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Coorg.o-Prices of food grains are normal. Water and fodder for cattle are sufficientt 

The public health is fair.

Madras.— Rainfall nil in the Vizagapatam littoral, Godavari, Kistna, Guntur, Kumeoli 
Chingleput, Madras and South Canara and light to fair elsewhere. Irrigation supplies are 
• sufficient in Vizagapatam, Kistna, Guntur, Aiiantapur, Cuddapah, Kurnool, North Arcot and 
the Nilgiris and insufficient in parts of other districts * Ploughing, sowing, weeding and 
transplanting are in progress in parts. Standing crops are fair to good but some in parts 
\>i Chingleput and Madura require water or are withering and coffee in parts of the Nilgiris is 
affected by bug. Harvests continue with outturn fair to normal generally. Pasture is 
sufficient in Ganjam, Madras, South Arcot, Tanjore, Madura, and the Nilgiris. Fodder is 
available except in parts of Nellore. The condition of cattle is generally good. The price 
of lice is stationary in eight districts, has fallen in five and has risen in twelve. The prices 
of millets have fluctuated as follows :-^Ragi is stationary in nine districts, has fallen in six 
and has risen in eight. Cholam is stationary in six districts, has fallen in six and has risen 
in three, Cumbu is stationary in six districts, has fallen in two and has risen in nine. The 
public health is generally good and prospects are generally fair. The condition of the 
labouring classes is apparently everywhere satisfactory and employment is readily available. 
Grain stocks are generally sufficient.

''65. At Departmental Telegraph offices, telegrams can be accepted on the Deposit 
Account system on the following conditions : 

c: cfi) A minimum deposit of a sum of money equivalent, approximately, to the cost of 
ten days’ telegrams may be made to the Departmental Telegraph Office from 
which telegrams arc required to be sent. At the end of each w'eek, the 
Telegraph Omce concerned will submit a detailed account to the depositor 
showing the amount expended on his telegrams, in order that he may renew 
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his deposit, if necessary, by paying into tbe Telegraph Office the amount 
shewn in the account. If the deposit is exhausted and the depositor does 
nob renew it, no further telegrams will be accepted frcm him except on 
payment. 

(ff) If the account is to be rendered at intervals greater than a«week the deposit 
required will be increased accordingly. 

(»V) A fee for the upkeep of accounts will be levied at the rate of twelve annas for 
every 25 telegrams, or fraction thereof, despatched by the depositor during 
each quarter, subject to a minimum of Rs. 10 per annum.'*

Season and Crop Prospeots for the we^ endiiii^ Saturday* « 

3rd ittoo 1911. 

Burma.—The rainfall was light in the dry zone and moderate or hea^ etsewbere. 
Ploughing for the \vinter rice crop has become general in Lower Burma. In Upper Burma 
cultivation of sesamum, cotton and summer rice is proceeding as usual. The condition of 
standing crops is good. The priee of unihasked tke remains much about the normal ia 
Lower Burma. 

Eastern Bengal and Assam.-^The rainfall was general being light to moderate ila 
parts of the Assam Valley arid RajShahi divisions and faiHy heavy elsewhere. Heavy rlia 
has affected the growth of crops in sdme places in Mynlensingh and Rangpur. Prospects 
of standing crops are otherwise good. Harvesting of early autumn rice has commenced iti 
Paridpur. Sowing of winter rice continues. The average price of common rice shows a 
tendency to rise. Cattle disease prevails in Mymensinghi Cachar, Sylhet, the Naga Hills, 
Kamrup, Darrang and Sibsagar. 

Btngal.—The rainfall was general over the Province. The fall was heavy in parts of 
MidnapoiCj Nadia, Jessore, Purnea, Darjeeling, Puri and Cooch Bihar, moderate in 
Hooghlyi the S4-PargaDas, Fatirs, Darbbanga) Cuttack, Balasore And Sambalpar add 

f enerally light elsewhere. The recent rain has been beneheial for ploughing and sowing 
ut more rain is wanted in ^tarts of Howrah, Darbhauga^ Bhagalpur, Purnea, the SonthaT 
Parganas and Furi^ Sowing of jute still continues and that of pacd^ is in' progluwa. 
Standing crops are doing well. The price cf common rice has risen in Murshidabad, 
Khulna, Hazaribagh and Ranchi and has fallen in the 24«Parganas, Gaya, Saran, Purnea 
and Puri. Cattle disease prevails in Midnapore, Naldia, Jessore, Patna, Muzaffarpur, 
Purnea, Sambalpur* Ranchi and Manbhum. Fodder is insufficient in parts of Monghyr 
and Hazaribagh. Scarcity of water is reported from these two districts and also from 
Palamau. 

United Provinces^*—Rata fell in the Hinralayan districts and light rain in mest of the 
submontane districts. Extra crops and sugarcane are being irrigated. Fields are being 
prepared for autuniu crops and sowing of cotton, maize and rice is proceeding in places 
with the aid df irrigation. Ten districts report sporadic cattle disease but the general 
condition of stock is good. Fodder and Supplies are ample. Export of grain and oilseeds 
from several distVicts continues. Prices remain generally stationary. 

Punjab.—Moderate to light rain fell in parts of Hissar, Rohtak, Ambala and RawaN 
pindi. Spring crops are being harvested and threshed and their outturn is good to 
average. Sowings of autuynn crops continue. Standing extra spring crops are generally 
iu good condition. Prices are easy but show a slight upward tendency. The condition of 
cattle is generally good. Fodder is sufficient. W^ater is scarce in parts of Rohtak and 
Mian wall. 

North«West Frontier Province.—No rain fell during the week. The condition of 
standirg crops is average. Sowings of autumn crops continue. Sowing of cotton is 
finished in the Bannu district. Harvesting of spring crops is in progress and the expected 
outturn is said to be generally average, but the outturn ot oilseed crops in the Dera Ismail 
Khan district is reported below the average. The fodder and water supply is sufficient 
throughout the Province. Irrigation from the Paharpur canal in the Cera Ismail Khan 
district continues. The condition of cattle is generall^r ^ood except in two villages of the 
Bannu cistrict and in certain villages of the Tank tabsil in the Dera Ismail Khan district. 
Tl.e public health is generally good. Prices of food grains except those of maize show a 
slight tendency to rise.

Jammu.—No rain fell during the week. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat 9 ell 8 from 
13 to 20 and maize from 16 to 30 seers per rupee. The condition of standing cr^s is fair. 
Cattle disease of mild type prevails in the Basohli talisil of the Province. Fodder ia 
sufficient. 

Kashmir.—The weather was bright and warm. It rained slightly once during the 
week. Theie is no disease among cattle. Fodder is sufficient. Prices are unchanged. 

Rajputana.—The rainfall during the week in cents was :—Sirohi 64, Shahpura 64, 
Buiidi 29, Kotah 48. Jhalawar 24 and Merwara 36. The falls varied from 14 1094 cents in 
nine NIzamats of Kotah. There was slight rain in Marwar, Mew», Jaipur and Ajmer. 
Land is being prepared for autumn crops. Cattle disease is subsiding inBaeswara. Fodder 
ii sufficient.

There 
are slight variations in two States. 

Central Indla.~Rainfall nil in Gwalior and Bundelkhand and ^rtial elsewhere. The 
weather is cool; Threshing and winnowing have been completed. Lands are under 
preparation for autumn crops. Cattle disease prevails in parts of Indore, Baghelkhand, 
Bundelkhand and Bhopawar. Scarcity of water is reported from certain parganas in 
Qwaltor. Prices are low in Bhopal, Continue high in Baghelkhand, are fluctuating m Indore 
and Bhopawar and are steady elsewhere. 

Central Provinces. —^There were showers of rain in all districts except Bhandara and 
Akola. Preparation of land for sowing of autumn crops is in full swing. Fodder and 
« water are sufficient except in parts of a few districts. Agricultural stock is in good condi¬ 
tion. There are unimportant variations in prices. 

Peudafory During the* week six States had rain not exceeding 83 cents. 

Fodder and water are adequate except in parts of Nandgaon and Sakti. Prices are almost 
stationary. * 

Bombay.—Moderate rain fell during the week in parts of Ahmedabad, Kaira, 
Broach, Nasik, Ahmednagar, Poona, Sholapur, Bij&pur, Belgaum and Kolhapur and slight 
rain in Thar and Parkar» the Panch Mahals, Surnt, tne Konkan, Khandesh, Satara, Dharwar, 
Baroda, Palanpur, Mahi Kantha, Rewa Kantha and Savantvadi. Standing crops are 
generally in good condition. Threshing of spring crops continues in parts of Sukkur,' 
Hyderabad and the Upper Sind Frontier. Preparation of lands for autumn cultivation is 
progressing. Sowing has commenced in Larkanai Kaira, Broach, the Konkan, Nasik, 
Poona, Belgaum, Dharwar and Kolhapur. The fodder supply is adequate. Agricultural 
stock is deficient in parts of the Deccan and generally in good condition. Water for 
drinking and irrigation is generally adequate. Grain stocks are sufficient. Prices are 
generally stationary. The quantity purchasable per rupee is in Sind 3 to 27 per cent, in 
Gujarat 2 to 30 per cent, in the Konkan 13 to 25 per cent, in the Deccan 11 to 28 per cent 
and in the Karnatak 25 to 33 per cent less than the normal. 

Hyderabad.—Scattered and scanty showers fell in most districts except Gulbarga, 
Raichur and Mahbubnagar where the fall was somewhat general and fair. The heaviest 
falls recorded were t inch 17 cents in Nagar Karnul, 85 cents in Kushtagi and 80 cents 
each in Kalvakurti and Chinnur. The average for the Dominions was 7 cents. Lands are 
being prepared for next season’s sowing. Water scarcity is experienced in parts of 
Raichur, Warangal and Bidar. Cattle disease prevails in five and fodder scarcity in three 
talukas. Prices Wheat 8^, coarse rice 6 ^ and juar 14 seers per rupee. White jnar is 
selling in Hyderabad City at 12 seers but yellow juar is not available. The highest price 
in the districts is 9 seers in Warangal and the lowest 24 seers in Mahbubnagar. 

Mysore.—The rainfall w^as good in Bangalore and Kolar and slight elsewhere. Prices 
of food grains are generally steady. Markets are well supplied. Standing crops are in 
good condition. Prospects of the season are good. Cattle are generally healthy. Water 
and fodder are available. 

CoorB:.^Rainfall 19 cents. Plot jhing for rice continues. Prices of food grains are 
normal. The public health is fair. Water and fodder for cattle are sufficient. 

Madras.—Rainfall mV in Madras, good in Salem, Malabar, Coimbatore, Cuddapab, 
Madura, Trichinopoly, North Arcot, South Canara, the Nilgiris, Tanjore, Godavari. Kistna 
and Kurnool and light to fair elsewhere. Irrigation supplies are sufficient in Vizagapatam, 
Guntur, Cuddapah and the Nilgiris and insufficient in parts of other districts. Ploughing 
sowing, manuring, weeding and transplanting are in progress in parts. Standing crops are 
fair to good but coffee in parts of one taluka in the Nilgiris is affected by bug. Harvests 
continue with outturn fair to normal generally. Pasture is sufficient in Madras, Tanjore 
and the Nileiris and improving in Trichinopoly. Fodder is available except in parts of 
Madura; The condition of cattle is generally good. The price of rice is stationary in 
fifteen districts, has fallen in three and has risen in seven. The prices of millets have 
fluctuated as follows is stationary in sixteen districts, has fallen in two and has 

risen in five. Cholam is stationary in five districts, has fallen in two and has risen in eight. 
Cufn 3 u is stationary in seven districts, has fallen in six and has risen in four. The public 
healtlAs generally good. Prospects are generally fair. The condition of the labouring 
* classes is satisfactory and employment is available. Grain stocks are generally sufficient

Memorandum on the meteorological conditions prevailing before the 
. advance of the southwest monsoon of 1911. " 


Monsoon rainfall in India is known to be affected by many external condi¬ 
tions, The following statement contains those which are at present believed to 
be the most important:— 

The Argentine REPuntic. 

* I. At Buenos Aires monthly pressure was in excess in March by 0’096" and 
in defect in April and May by 0*064*' and 0*016"' respectively. 


The Indian Ocean. 

2. {a) Mauritius .—During May the barometer was unsteady, and pressure 
was below normal by 0*59". 'I'he low pressure conditions appear to have 
extended well over the South Indian Ocean, as Australia also showed a slight 
defect. The air movement at Mauritius was nearly normal in character. 

(d) Zanzibar .—Rainfall during May was in excess by 6*75*' or 65 per cent. 
Winds were slightly more westerly than usual and below their normal strength. 

(c) Sey€helles.'-^Rai\nlQ\\ in April was in defect by 4’24\ or 60 per cent, 
and in May in excess by o‘44", or 7 per cent. Winds were lighter and slightly 
more easterly than usual. 

(d) Logs of v^ssels.--]n the west and centre of the Arabian Sea there 
prevailed, towards the close of May. a strong monsoon current which had in the 
ordinary course skirted the east coast of .Africa. This resulted in the formation 
of a cyclonic storm w'hich is believed to have crossed the coast of Arabia and to 
have broken up inland about the 2uth or 29th May. 

During the same period there were light uiv tcady winds between Mauritius 
and Seychelles, and it is this abnormal feature that accounts for the absence of 
monsoon winds over the eastern parts of the Arabian Sea, and the consequent 
delay in the appearance of the monsoon on the west coast. In normal years 
moderately strong southeasterly trades prevail towards the end of May in the 
sub-equatorial regions mentioned, and the monsoon strikes the Malabar coast 
on June 3rd. 

In the Bay of Bengal a feeble and temporary advance of monsoon winds 
occurred in the middle of May, 

Northeast Africa. 

^ 3^. The rainfall in this area is chiefly due to the more westerly portions of 

thelsame currents which supply the monsoon of India. 

The rains in the Sudan began early and proved heavy up to the middle of 
May. From the state of the Blue Nile it is believed that similar conditions 
held in Abyssinia. At the end of the month the height of the river was about 
normal. 


Snowfall. 

4. {a) According to the incomplete information as yet available the snowfall, 
especially in December and January, was abnormally heavy ‘ in Persia, Trans- 
caspidf western Afghanistan and parts of Turkistan. In some parts of Persia 
snow is reported to have fallen to unusually low levels. 

ip) In Baluchistan the precipitation was well above the average in December, 
January and March, and normal or in defect in February, April and May. 
$imaat conditions seem to have prevailed in tlie North-West Frontier Province^ 
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A rapid melting of the accumtrlations occiiited dtirihg^the second half of May, 
but the quantity of unmelted residue at the beginning of June was undoubtedly 
greater thart usual. ^ 

(e) In Kashmir the precipitation of the season was heavy, an excess havmg 
occurred in December, January and March. There were occasional falls in April 
aM a few local falls in May, but they were restricted to the higher ranges. At 
the end of May .snow lay nearly 8 feet deep on the higher mountains' near 
Soneinarg, but was melting fast. 

(i) In the Punjab Himalayas the snowfall was very heavy in January and 
March and ’probably also in December: it was light to moderate in February and 
At)rif,'and very light and local in May. In Kulu, Spiti and Lahoul the season 
was exceptionally severe. In the beginning of June the accumulations in Chamba 
and Kulu, for which alone information is as yet forthcoming, were unusually 

{e) \n ihe Kumaon hills snowfall was greater than usual in January 4nd 
•March and normal or below normal in December, February and May. In Almora 
the accumulations at the end of April were much greater than usual. 

(/) In the the snowfall was probably somewhat above 

the average. 

India. 

5. Weather was cooler than usual in April, the establishment of the hot 
weather conditions having been greatly delayed by the excessive snowfall 
of the winter months. 

Mean barometric pressure for May was in favourable defect, but the local 
distribution in northern India was far from satisfactory. 

Summary of Facts ; and Inferences. 

6. {a) Pressure in South America during April was unfavourable for the 
monsoon, but improved slightly later. In Mauritius pressure has been variable 

a condition foreshadowing unsteadiness in the monsoon; but being below-normal’ 
it affords a favourable sign for the total quantity of monsoon rainfall. ’ 

(i) Snowfall was heavy in the earlier winter months, and light later • the 
accumulations at present are above normal, and form an unfavourable feature. 

(r) From the evidence of ships’ logs, and from the recorded state of the 
Nile, it appears that the monsoon in the west of the Arabian Sea was up to time 
and has been strongly developed. ^ . 

On the other hand the monsoon in the east of the Arabian Sea has been 
delayed owing to the undeveloped conditions mentioned in paragraph 2 {d). 

(d) The unsatisfactory distribution of barometric pressure in northern India 
during May is adverse to the timely establishment of the Bay current in the 
western naif of its field. 


Forecast. 


7. (a) The Arabian Sea monsoon, already late in appearance, is likely to be 
late also in its full establishment. It will probably be less steady than usual and 
may be expected to shew periods of marked activity and of marked feebleoess. a 
{b) The existence of great accumulations of snow at the present time ma ke 
it probable that the monsoon in northwest India will be weak during the first 
half of the rainy season. ^. 

(c)^The Bay cuaent is likely to appear on the Bengal coast at the normal 
time, about the middle of this month. , The process of its establishment in the 
western part of its area, the Gangetic plain, is likely to be slow. 


(d) The total monsoon rainfall for the period June to September is not 
likely to differ from the normal by more than about 5 per cent :• a defect is more 
likely than an excess.

Rainfall summary for the aeven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, 
the 22nd June 1911, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 


1. The storm which affected northeast India during the previous week had practically 

disappeared on the i6th. Another depression had already, however, begun to develop at 
the head of the Bay, and this, crossing the coast on the i8th, caused a renewal of neswly 
general rainfall in northeast India. ; 

The Arabian Sea monsoon was feeble throii^h'^ut the week, and Irainfall on the west 
coast was scanty. Telegrams from Mauritius. Zanzibar and Seychellesjshow adverse condi¬ 
tions of barometric pressure in the south Indian Ocean, which are sujficient to account for 
the present weakness of the monsoon on the west coast of India. 

2 . Temperature was very low over the northern half of the country at the beginning 
of the week, but by the 20th had risen to slightly above normal in the northwest. Else¬ 
where no persistent abnormalities occurred. 

3. Rainfall was nearly general in Lower Burma, while in Upper Burma it 
varied from nearly general to very local. 


Northeast India^ including Orissa, —Rainfall was light in the early part of the 
week, but subsequently spread northwards, and during the last four days falls were nearly 
general. 

The United Provinces, Central India and the Central Provinces. —A few falls of rain 
were reported each day during the week. Moderately heavy falls occurred locally. 

Northwest India, —A few falls, chiefly light, w^ere reported each day until the 20th 
but subsequently no rainfall worthy of note occurred. 

The Rainfall was scanty and unusually light on the west coast, while 

from the inland districts only a few falls were reporteJ.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

nth June 1911.* 

Burma. —The rainfall was heavy in the coast districts, light generally in the dry zone 
and moderate elsewhere. Sowing of bill-side rice is in progress. Ploughing for winter rice 
in Lower Burma is general. Reaping of summer rice in Upper Burma is approaching com¬ 
pletion and ploughing for autumn rice is advancing. Ploughing and sowing of cwly 
sesamum, cotton and groundnut continue, Agricultural conditions are favourable. The 
price of unhusked rice has risen largely in Promc and slightly at fourcentras. It has fallen 
considerably in Sandoway and Amherst. Prices in Lower Burmi generally and in 
Mandalay are high. 

Eastern Bengal and Assam. —Heavy rain has fallen throughout the Province and 
has caused damage to standing crops in parts of Eastern Bengal. More sun is wanted for 
tea. Mosquito blight is reported from Cachar, Harvesting of rice is in progress. 
Transplantation of winter rice has commenced. The average price of common rice shows 
a tendency to rise. Cattle disease prevails in Mymensingh, Cachar, the Naga Hills, 
Goalpara, Kamrup, Darrang, Nowgong, Sibsagar and Lakliimpur. . 

Bengal.—Rain was general all over the Province. The fall was very heavy in the 
Sonthal Pargana.**, Burdwan, Biibhum, Bankura, Monghyr, Bhagalpur, Darjeeling and in 
the districts of the Presidency, Orissa and Chota Nagpur divisions and generally moderate 
in the rest of the Province. Sowing of paddy and weeding of jute continue but the 
operations have been temporarily retarded in Nidia and the Sonthal Parganas owing-to the 
heavy rainfall. Some damage to standing crops h also reported from Murshidaba l. The 
price of common rice har. risen in Baiikura, MurshiJabad, jessore, Saran, Moiighyr, 
Cuttack, Angul and Cooch Behar and has fallen in Patna, Gaya, Ranchi and Manbhum. 
Cattle disease i.s reported from Midnapore, Nadia, Murshidabad, Patna, Champaran, 
Darbhanga, Sambalpur, Hazaribagh and Palamau. The fodder and water-supply is suffi¬ 
cient throughout the Province. 

United Provinces. —Useful y.iin fell throughout the Provinces. It was sufficient in 
most districts to start ploughing and sowing for autumn crops. Harvesting of extra crops 
is nearing completion. Sugarcane is doing well and the general outlook is good. Cattle 
are in a satisfactory condition, only eight district reporting the presence of disease. 
Fodder and supplies are ample. Exports of grain and oilseeds continue. Prices are 
generally stationary. 

Punjab.—Good to modi rate rain has fallen in all districts. Spring crops are still 
being harvested and threshed in a few districts. The condition of standing crops is good 
to average. Sowings of autumn crops continue. Locusts have damaged cotton and great 
millet in parts of Multan. Prices have risen slightly in some districts. Cattle are 
generally in good condition. Fodder is sufficient. 

North-West Frontier Province.— Rain varying from 3 cents in Tank to i 01 inches 
in Laklci fell during the week in the Dera Ismail Khan and Bannu districts and was 
beneficial to standing crops. No rain fell in Peshawar. The condition of standing 
crops on irrigated areas is fair and on unirrigatcl areas is average. The outturn of * 
wheat and barley in Peshawar i.s average. There is no abnormal disease among cattle. 
The Tochi and Kurram rivers are in flood. Irrigation from the Paharpur canal cefntinues* 
The fodder and water supply is generally sufficient except that water is reported to be 
scarce in certain villages of D.;ra Ismail Khan. Prices of food grains a e fluciuating. 
Pricea:—Wheat i5iV to maize 16I to 30, gr^ra I7i%t034and ha/ra cat to 28i 

seers per fupee. ^ 
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Jammu.'T'^SHght rain fell during the week. Prices^ &re fluctuating. Wheat sells 
from II to ilio and maize from 16 to 30 seers ^er rupee. The condition of ^standing crops 
is fair. Fodder is sufficient. .. . , 

Kashmir. —The weather was clear and very hot. Crops on univrigated lands are 
withering for w'ant of rain. There is no disease among cattle. Fodder is sufficient. 
Prices are unchanged. • ^ • 

Rajputana.-"Rain fell during the week except in Sirobi. The maximum fall was 405 
cents in the Hilly Tracts and Mewar and the minimum 24 cents in Jaisalmer. Ploughing and 
sowing are in progress. Cattle disease continues in Banswara. Fodder is sufficient. Prices 
have risen by 12 chataks in Marwar, by 2 seers in Partabgarh, by 2J seers in Tonk and by 
1 seer in Bundi, have fallen by 8 chataks each in Kishangarh and Ajmer and by ii chataks 
in Alwar and are practically steady elsewhere. 

Central India. —^The rainfall was partial and insufficient in Gwalior and Bhopal and 
general and sufficient elsewhere. The weather was cool. Timely rain has given an excellent 
start to tillage and land is under preparation for autumn crops. Sowing has commenced in 
Malwa, Bhopawar and some districts of Indore. Cattle disease prevails in parts of Gwalior, 
Baghelkhand; Bundclkhand and Bhopawar. Prices show a general downward tendency 
owing to the recent rainfall. * 

Central Provinces. —Rain fell during the week all over the Provinces. The principal 
falls ill inches were Bilaspur 8, Balaghat 6 and Saugor, Narsinghpur, Raipur, Mandla 
and Buldana 4 to 5 and in the remaining districts the fall ranged from 12 cents in Nimar 
to 2^ inches in Akola. Rain is wanted in the Khandwa tahsil of the Nimar district. 
Preparation of land for autumn crops and sowing of rice, cotton, sesamum, /uar and 
other crops arc in progress. The supply of fodder and water is generally sufficient. Cattle 
arc in good condition. Prices are steady. 

Feudatory 5/^1During the week nine States had rain ranging from inches in 
Kawardha to 13JI inches in Nandgaon. Preparation of land for autumn sowings is in 
progress and sowing of autumn crops has commenced. The supply of fodder and water 
is adequate. Prices Rice fell by 2 seers in Sarangarli. 

Bombay.— Good rain fell during the week in parts of Gujarat, the Konkan, Khandesh, 
Nasik, Poona, Satara, Belgaum, Kathiawar, Baroda, Mabi Kantha, Rewa Kantha. Savant- 
vadi and Kolhapur and slight in Karachi, Hyderabad, • Thar and Parkar, Ahmednagar, 
Sholapur, Eiijapur, Dharwar, Palanpur and Cutch. The rainfall was general aiid beneficial 
but more rain is needed in Karachi, East Khandesh, Ahmednagar, Poona and Sholapur. 
Standing crops are generally in good condition, [^reparation of lands for autumn cultivation 
iii progressing. Sowing continues generally. Transplantation has commenced in Karachi, 
Hyderabad and Kanara. The fodder supply is adequate. Agricultural stock is deficient 
in parts of the Deccan and generally in good condition. Water for drinking and irrigation 
is generally adequate. Grain stocks are sufficient. Prices have fallen in Hyderabad, 
Sholapur afid Bijapur and arc stationary elsewhere. The quantity purchasable per rupee 
is in Sind 3 to 33 per cent, in Gujarat 2 to 30 per cent, in the Konkan 13 to 26 per cent, 
in the Deccan ii to 28 percent and in the Karnatak 23 to 31 per cent less ^han the 
normal. 

Hyderabad.—^The rain was heavy in Warangal, fair in the Aurangabad, Parbhani, 
Medak and Nizamabad districts and light in other parts of the Dominions. The highest 
falls recorded were ;—7 inches 44 cents in Pakhal, 5 inches 10 cents in Mulugand 5 inches 
9 cents in Sillo 1 . Five talukas received from 4 to 5 inches, four between 3 and 4, thirteen 
from acto 3, seventeen between i and 2, nineteen from i to I and twenty-two under } inch. 
The average for the Dominions was i inch 29 cents. Cattle disease prevails in three and 
fodder scarcity in four talukas.

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My&ore.-<*The rainfall was good in Mysore, Hassan, Kadur and Shimoga and slight 
elsewhere. Prices of food grains are generally steady. Markets are well supplied. 
Ploughing and sowing operations are in progress. Prospects of the season are good. 
Cattle are generally healthy. Water and fodder are available. 

Coorg.-—Rainfall 12 inches 8 cents. Ploughing for and sowing of rice contlnuca 
Cpifee prospects are good. Prices of <ood grains have risen slightly. The public health is 
fair. Water and fodder are ample. 

^ Madras.—The rainfall was very heavy in South Canara, Malabarj the Vizagapatam 
Agency and the Nilgiris^ good in Ganjam, Godavari, the Vizagapatam littoral and Klstna, 
ffiV in Chingleput, Madras, South Arcot, Chittoor and Trichinopoly and light to fair else¬ 
where. Irrigation supplies are sufficient in Vizagapatam, Godavari, Guntur, Cuddapab^ 
Coimbatore, Malabar, South Canara and the Nilgiris and insufficient Sn parts of other 
districts. Ploughing, sowing, manuring, weeding and transplanting ajie in progress in 
parts. Standing crops are fair to good. Harvests continue with outtiffn fair to normal 
generally. Pasture is sufficient in Ganjam, Vizagapatam, Madras, Salen^ Tanjore, Madura, 
South Canara and the Nilgiris. Fodder is available except in parts of The con- 

dition of cattle is generally good. The price of rice is stationary in eleven districts, has 
fallen in five and has risen in nine. The prices of millets have fluctuated as follows/?«gf 
is stationary in ten districts, has fallen in five and has risen in eight. Cholam is stationary 
in five districts, has fallen in three and has risen in seven. Cutnhu is stationary in ten 
districts, has fallen in two and has risen in five. The public health is generally good. 
Prospects are generally fair. The condition of the labouring classes is satisfactory and 
employment is available. Grain stocks are generally sufficient.
